1?His  being  the  time  and  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention 
t>'f  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  Right  Rev. 
dharles  P.  Mcllvaine,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  with  several  Clergy- 
men and  Lay  Delegates,  assembled  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  at  half  past 
10  o'clock,  A.  M.  Morning  Prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Sherlock  A.  Bron- 
8on,  and  the  Lessons  for  the  day,  by  the  Rev.  William  A.  Small  wood,  and 
the  Ante-Communion  Service  by  the  Bishop. 

A  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Alexander  Varian.  The  Religious 
services  being  concluded,  the  Bishop  took  the  chair,  and  called  the  Conven- 
tion to  order.  A  list  of  the  Clergy  constitutionally  entitled  to  seats,  was 
called  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  when  the  following  persons 
answered  to  their  names  and  took  their  seats.

The  list  of  Parishes  being  called  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  ConventiOil, 
the  testimonials  of  lay  delegates  were  laid  on  the  table,  and  the  Convention 
was  declared  by  the  Bishop  to  be  duly  organized. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  make  choice  of  a  Secretary,  when 
William  H.  H.  Taylor  was  declared  to  be  unanimously  elected,  —  Rev. 
Cbauncey  Colton,  D.  D.  having  declined  a  re-election. 

The  Rev,  Sherlock  A.  Bronson,  Rev.  John  Ufford,  and  the  Rev.  William 
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Granville,  were  appointed  a  standing  committee  on  the  credentials  of  laj' 
delegates. 

Rev.  Henry  V.  D.  Johns,  Rev.  Erastus  Burr,  and  Mr.  Bellamy  Storer^ 
were  appointed  a  committee  on  the  admission  of  New  Parishes. 

Rev.  John  Swan  and  Rev.  Anson  Clark,  were  appointed  a  committee  on 
unfinished  business. 

The  following  Resolution  was  offered  by  Mr.  William  Key  Bond,  and 
unanimously  adopted,  viz: 

Beaolved,  That  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  Candidates 
for  orders  in  the  same,  and  lay  readers  in  the  Diocese,  who  may  be  in  this 
city  during  the  sittings  of  this  Convention,  and  are  not  members  thereof, 
be  invited  to  its  sittings,  and  the  names  entered  on  the  journal. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  half  past  3  o'clock,  f.  M. 

Thursday,  half  past  3  o'chck,  P.  M. 

Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  after  prayer  by  the  Bishop, 
proceeded  to  business. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  William  Key  Bond,  it  was  Resolved,  That  the  rules 
of  order  adopted  at  the  last  Convention  be  adopted  as  the  rules  of  order  of 
the  present  Convention,  and  entered  on  the  Journal. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

I.    The  busineM  of  ev6ry  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 
U.    The  Minutes  of  the  Journal  of  the  precedhig  day  shall  be  read  immediately 
after  the  opening  of  Convention. 

III.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing, 
or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

IV.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

V.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  House, 
he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself 
strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

VI.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without 
leave  of  the  House. 

VII.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  continue 
in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

VIII.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question  is  put, 
■hall  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the 
discussion. 

IX.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the 
House,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate,  unless  it  should  be  on  a  motion 
for  reconsideration,  which  motion  can  only  be  made  by  a  member  voting  in  the 
majority  on  the  question  proposed  to  be  reconsidered. 

X.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  seconded,  add 
when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

XI.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be  mad^, 
except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  or  postpone  it;  but  a  motion  to  adjouri^ 
shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  before  the  original  motion. 
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XII.    AU  committeei  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Prasident,  unless  otherwise 
ordered. 

XIIL    When  the  Hoose  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shallkeep  his  seat  until 
the  President  leaves  his  chair. 

XIV.  Immediaiely  after  the  roll  of  the  Clerical  members  is  called,  the  names 
of  the  Parishes  shall  be  called,  and  the  lay  delegates  of  each  parish  shall  come 
forward  and  present  their  credentials,  and  thereupon  the  President  shall  declare, 
the  Convention  to  be  duly  organized:  the  Secretary  shall  then  be  elected:  after 
which,  the  President  shall  appoint  a  committee  on  the  credentials  of  lay  delegates, 
another  on  unfinished  business,  and  then  any  other  standing  committees  usually 
appointed  by  the  Chair. 

The  following  Annual  Address  was  then  delivered  by  the  Bight  Rev, 
C3iarle8  P.  Mcllvaine,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 


ADDRESS. 

Brethren:  —  We  are  again  met  together  in  the  presence,  and  by  the 
kind  providence  of  God,  to  consult  one  with  another,  and  to  endeavor  to 
help  one  another  in  regard  to  the  promotion  of  the  Gospel,  through  the  or- 
dinances of  the  church.     Another  year  of  stewardship  to  all  of  us,  whether 
we  be  in  the  ministry  or  out  of  it  has  passed  since  we  were  last  assembled. 
Again  I  have  it  to  mention,  as  a  subject  of  thankfulness  to  the  Lord  and 
Head  of  the  church,  that,  during  that  period,  none  of  our  hand  of  laborers 
in  the  diocese,  have  been  called  away  from  his  work  to  give  an  account  of 
his  stewardship.     The  Lord  would  give  us  more  time  to  do  the  work  of 
evangelists— to  make  full  proof  of  our  ministry,  to  testify  before  the  world, 
our  love  to  his  truth,  and  to  be  the  honored  instruments  of  turning  many  to 
righteousness.     May  we  all  diligently  redeem  the  time,  keeping  in  mind 
that  if  the  Lord  delayeth  his  coming,  out  of  mercy  to  us,  and  those  to  whom 
we  are  sent,  nevertheless  he  comcth,  he  cometh  to  call  us  to  his  bar,  to  take 
knowledge  of  our  ministry.     The  time  cannot  he  far  ofif  when  some  of 
us  must  meet  Him,  and  know,  whether  having  preached  to  others,  they 
themselves  shall  be  cast  away,  or  be  accounted  as  good  stewards  of  his  man- 
ifold grace.     The  annual  return  of  our  convention,  when  we  come  together 
to  report  our  doings,  and  to  encourage  one  another  in  our  work,  should  pro- 
mote in  us  serious  considerations  of  the  near  approach  of  that  great  and 
universal  assemblage  after  which  each  will  go  to  his  own  place  of  happiness 
or  misery :  that  gathering  together  of  the  shepherd  and  the  flocks,  when  every 
act,  every  word,  every  motive  of  our  ministry,  all  opportunities  of  use- 
fulness unimproved,  all  falling  short  of  the  faithful  delivery  of  the  message 
of  God  to  sinners,  all  lack  of  zeal  in  warning  the  impenitent,  and  in  pro* 
ipoting  the  growth  of  the  children  in  God  in  grace,  must  be  answered  for. 
Bleawd  h«  who  shall  then  be  approved  as  a  good  and  kithful  servant. 
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having  put  his  talents  to  usury,  and  made  increase  to  the  glory  of  his  Master^ 
He  shall  have  place  in  « the  general  assembly  and  church  of  the  first  bom 
whose  names  are  written  in  heaven.^' 

Under  the  influence  of  these  thoughts,  it  behoves  me  to  look  back  upon 
my  official  labors,  during  the  past  year.  One  thing  I  can  truly  say  with  St. 
Paul,  « I  have  been  with  you, "  brethren,  nearly  all  of  you,  and  your  several 
flocks,  during  the  year, «  in  much  weakness,"  «  and  my  speech  and  my  preach- 
ing have  not  been  with  enticing  words  of  man's  wisdom."  How  far  they 
have  been  «  with  the  demonstration  of  the  Spirit  and  of  power, "  only  God 
knows  :  but  I  have  truly  sought,  always  to  preach  the  gospel,  as  fully  in  its 
solemn  and  awful  application  to  the  impenitent  and  disobedient,  as  simple 
in  its  preciousness  and  beauty  and  glory  to  the  penitent  and  believing  fol- 
lower of  Christ,  as  possible.  I  look  back,  and  consider  how  much  of  the  seed 
of  the  word  I  have  been  permitted  to  sow  since  we  last  met,  in  how  many 
places,  in  what  a  variety  of  soils,  —  I  thank  God  for  such  a  privilege,  the  honor 
of  being  allowed  to  preach  the  gospel  to  so  many  souls,  many  of  whom 
drawn  by  the  novelty  of  a  Bishop's  visitation,  were  induced  ta  attend  and 
hear  the  word  at  his  lips,  whose  years  are  ordinarily  spent  in  utter  neglect 
of  the  means  of  grace.  May  God  regard  that  seed,  give  it  growth,  though 
it  be  long  unseen :  and  while  you,  brethren,  have  your  respective  fields  im. 
mediately  under  your  eye,  so  that  the  joy  of  seeing  the  fruits  of  your  min- 
istry, in  the  conversion  of  sinners,  and  the  ripening  piety  of  the  children  of 
God,  often  gladdens  your  hearts,  and  gives  praise  to  your  prayers ;  I  **  through 
your  prayers  and  the  supply  of  the  Spirit  of  Jesus  Christ, "  may  have  joy 
in  the  great  day  in  beholding,  that  though  often  sowing  by  the  way-side, 
and  on  the  rock,  and  amidst  thorns,  my  labor  has  not  been  in  vain  in  the 
Lord. 

Time  allows  me  to  go  into  no  farther  account  of  my  oflicial  doings  than 
a  concise  statement  in  outline.  My  narrative  must  begin  with  the  Sunday 
which  we  last  passed  together  at  the  close  of  the  convention  at  Mount 
Vernon,  August  the  9th,  1840.  On  that  day,  you  witnessed  the  ordination 
of  Rev.  John  Ufibrd,  and  George  B.  Sturges,  to  the  oflice  of  priesthood, 
and  of  Mr.  John  Sandalls,  Mr.  John  Jay  Okill,  and  Mr.  John  Henshaw,  to 
the  office  of  Deacon.  After  that,  my  first  visitation  was  ta  the  parish  of  St. 
Luke's,  Granville,  on  Sunday,  Sept.  13th,  1840,  at  which  time  I  preached 
twice  and  confirmed  twelve  persons.  On  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I 
preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Newark,  then  vacant.  October  18th,  (Sunday) 
I  visited  St.  Matthews,  Perry,  and  preached  once.  The  Sunday  following, 
the  parish  then  just  organized  at  Dresden,  called  the  parish  of  Zion  Church, 
where  I  preached  twice.  November  4th,  visited  St.  Timothy's  Church,  Masil- 
lon,  held  three  services,  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  sixteen.  Prospects  of 
the  church  there  much  improved ;  number  of  persons  who  seemed  to  be- 
earnestly  engaged  in  the  senrice  of  God,  mach  incietBed. 
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November  6lh,  Tisited  St.  Paul's,  Akron,  then  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Davis,  now  vacant ;  held  three  services,  preached  twice  and  confirmed  six:^ 
the  prospects  of  the  parish  were  then  encouraging.  1  believe  it  only  needa 
a  permanently  settled  as  well  as  fotithful  minister  in  Akron,  to  build  up  a 
proeperous  congregation  on  the  foundation  at  present  laid.  November  Tth, 
visited  St.  Jolms,  Cuyahoga  Falls,  preached  twice  and  confirmed  eleven ; 
found  the  ccmgreg^tion  much  grown  and  all  the  interests  of  the  Parish  much 
improved.  The  ministry  of  Mr.  Fairchild  there  seems  to  have  been  blessed^ 
of  the  Lord.  Sunday,  8th,  visited  Christ  Church,  Franklin,  preached  twice 
and  confirmed  tweniy-lSirUy  a  large  number  for  the  size  of  the  congregation : 
the  parish  is  now  vacant.  The  day  following  visited  Bethel  Church,  Bos- 
ton, preached  once,  confirmed  {kru,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 
Tuesday,  10th,  visited  St.  Paul's,  Medina,  and  met  there  the  North- 
Eastem  convocation,  held  three  services,  preached  twice  and  confirmed 
tixUtn.  The  next  day,  visited  St.  Stephen's,  Grafton,  held  two  ser< 
vices,  preached  once  and  confirmed  thru.  The  parish  is  now  unsup- 
plied,  and  greatly  embarrassed  by  debt.  Thursday,  November  12,  vis- 
ited Christ  Church,  Liverpool,  and  preached  same  day  in  St.  Luke's  Church — 
consecrated  the  church  and  preached,  and  confirmed  one :  this  little  parish 
is  now  unsupplied.  November  14,  visited  St.  Philip's,  Strongville,  also 
nnsupplied,  preached  once.  Sunday,  November  15,  16,  and  17,  visited  the 
churches  in  Cleveland  and  Ohio  City,  preached  twice  in  St.  John's,  Ohio 
City,  and  confirmed  five;  and  three  times  in  Trinity  Church,  Cleveland,  and 
confirmed  ttoenty  scv^.  The  congregation  in  Cleveland  has  greatly  pros- 
pered daring  the  last  few  years,  while  that  in  Ohio  City,  under  great  embar- 
laasments,  has  made  great  eflbrts  and  succeeded  in  disencumbering  itself,  in 
a  great  degree,  of  a  heavy  debt :  its  prospects  in  spiritual  things,  under  the 
iuthful  labors  of  its  pastor  and  the  divine  blessing,  are  much  improved. 
November  18ib,  visited  St.  John's,  Dover,  preached  once,  confirmed  three, 
and  ordained  the  Rev.  D,  W.  Tolford  of  Ohio  City  to  the  office  of  priest- 
hood, the  Rev.  Mr.  Bury  presenting,  and  the  Rev.  Mr,  Granville  with  him 
assisting.  November  19th,  visited  St.  Andrews,  Elyria,  preached  once  and 
confirmed  two.  Next  day,  St.  John's,  Wakeman,  preached,  and  confirmed 
thru.  The  following  day.  Trinity  Church,  Lyme,  and  preached.  That 
little  pariah,  and  the  diocese  generally,  has  since  been  bereaved  in  the  death 
of  one  of  its  most  devoted,  intelligent,  and  exemplary  laymen.  Judge  Wood- 
ward, at  whose  house  I  was  then  affectionately  received,  and  who  is  now, 
I  doubt  not,  accepted  of  God  in  Heaven,  through  Christ  in  whom  he  believed. 
Blr.  Woodward  was  once  a  Trustee  of  our  Diocesan  Theological  Seminary, 
frequently  a  delegate  to  our  conventions,  and  always  deeply  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  church,  and  the  promotion  of  the  truth.  November  22,  vis- 
ited Gnce  Church,  Sandusky  Citjf,  preached  twice,  baptised  an  adult,  and 
fom  chUdien,  and  confirmed  cUven,    This  parish  seexos  to  be  putting,  on 
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Strength  in  an  encouraging  degree.    December  23dy  visited  St.  James, 
Zanesville,  lectured  once,  preached  thrice,  addressed  the  Sunday  School, 
administered  the  Lord's  Supper  on  Christmas  day,  and  confirmed  eight. 
Sunday,  December  25th,  and  26,  visited  Trinity  Church,  Columbus,  lectured 
once,  preached  thrice,  and  confirmed  sixteen.    December  29th,  on  my  way 
home,  preached  at  night  in  Trinity  Church,  Newark.    January  10th,  1841, 
preached  in  St.  Paul's,  Mount  Vernon,  and  confirmed  eight.  February  21st, 
held  a  confirmation  in  the  chapel  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gambier, 
and  confirmed  eight.  April  8th,  visited  St.  John's,  Worthington,  and  having 
in  consequence  of  disappointment  as  to  conveyance,  arrived  too  late  for  the 
appointed  services,  which,  however,  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Sturges  and  Gassaway,  I  could  assemble  only  a  small  congregation,  which 
I  addressed,  and  then  administered  confirmation  to  Jive  persons.    This  par- 
ish, so  long  vacant,  is  expected  to  be  supplied  by  a  Diocesan  missionary, 
soon  after  the  present  convention.    April  9th,  Good  Friday,  visited  Grace 
Church,  Berkshire,  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  three  :  the  parish  pros- 
pering.   Easter  Sunday  was  spent  at  St.  Peter's,  Delaware,  preached  three 
times,  once  by  request  of  the  citizens  of  Delaware,  in  reference  to  the  death 
of  the  late  lamented  President  of  the  United  States,  of  which  we  had  just 
then  been  informed.     Nineteen  persons  were  confirmed  at  Delaware  :  the 
parish  has  been  improving  in  all  respects  since  its  present  minister  took 
charge.    On  my  way  from  Delaware  to  my  next  appointment,  I  stopped  at 
Columbus,  and  preached  a  missionary  sermon,  after  which  a  collection  for 
missionary  purposes  was  made.    The  congregation  evinced  great  feeling  at 
that  time  in  the  separation  from  them,  of  their  much  loved  pastor,  Mr. 
Preston.    April  13th,  visited  St.  Paul's,  Chillicothe,  preached  once,  and 
confirmed  eight.    The  parish  was  just  then  taking  leave  of  its  late  rector, 
the  Rev.  E.  W.  Peet,  whose  absence  from  this  place  at  present,  where  we 
have  been  accustomed  to  receive  his  afiiectionate  greeting,  we  cannot  but 
regret.    The  parish  is  still  vacant,  why  it  should  be  I  see  not.    May  the 
Lord  incline  the  hearts  of  our  brethren  here  to  be  united  in  the  selection  and 
support  of  a  faithful  pastor,  and  that  right  early.    From  Chillicothe  to  All 
Saints,  Portsmouth,  preached  three  times,  and  confirmed  ^rc ;  the  religious 
interests  of  this  parish,  the  comfort  and  usefulness  of  its  excellent  Rector, 
and  the  honor  of  religion  therein,  sadly  jeopardized  by  political  diflierences 
among  its  members — diflerences  which  have  no  more  right  in  such  a  place, 
than  had  the  tables  of  the  money  changers  in  the  temple,  which  the  Saviour 
overturned  :  "  Take  these  things  hence.^*    Such  things  have  no  place  in  the 
household  of  faith :  they  are  of  the  earth,  earthy.    Christians  should  know 
nothing  among  one  another  but  "  Jesus  Christ,  and  him  crucified. "    **  The 
Lord  is  in  his  holy  temple,  let  all  the  earth  keep  silence  before  him. "  —  April 
18th,  19th,  and  20th,  were  givfn  to  the  churches  in  Cincinnati :— on  Sun- 
day, 18th,  preached  in  the  morning  at  St.  Paul's,  and  confirmed  twelve  : 
addressed  in  the  afternoon  a  meeting  in  reference  to  Domestic  Missions  in 
Christ  Church,  called  by  the  South-Western  Convocation  then  meeting  in 
Cincinnati :— at  night  preached  in  tbe  same  church :  the  day  following  met 
the  congregation  of  St.  Paul's  fbr  morning  prayer,  and  in  company  with 
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(nher  clergy,  addressed  them :  at  night  preached  at  Christ  Church,  and 
confirmed  fiftun  :  next  night  preached  at  St.  Paul's ;  the  night  following, 
preached  to  a  congregation  assembled  in  a  Presbyterian  Church,  which  had 
been  rented  for  the  use  of  certain  Episcopalians,  who  were  beginning  the 
formation  of  a  new  parish  in  that  part  of  the  city.  The  enterprise,  in  con-  . 
section  with  the  ministry  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Colton,  has  since  been  highly  en- 
cooraging.  April  22d,  visited  St.  Matthews,  Hamilton,  and  preached  twice; 
the  parish  encumbered  with  debt  for  the  building  of  the  Church.  April  25th, 
q>ent  Sunday  at  Trinity  Church,  Troy  :  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  six : 
this  parish  has  been  strengthened  during  the  last  year  under  the  ministry 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  OkiU.  April  28th,  visited  St.  James,  Piqua,  then  in  charge 
of  theAiithfol,  diligent  laborer,  who  for  many  years  had  been  its  unwearied 
pastor,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Guon ;  he  is  now  absent  from  the  diocese,  though  not 
disconnected  from  it.  Preached  in  Piqua  only  once,  being  too  unwell  to  do 
more,  and  confirmed  eleven.  May  2d,  Sunday,  visited  Christ  Church,  Day- 
ton, preached  twice,  and  confirmed  three.  Next  day,  preached  twice  in 
the  parish  of  AU  Soul*s,  Springfield,  and  confirmed  eight.  The  prospects 
of  the  church  in  Springfield  have  assumed  a  more  propitious  aspect,  and 
seem  to  promise  that  the  patience  and  diligence  of  Mr.  Presbury,  will  not 
be  in  vain. 

On  the  day  set  apart  for  fasting  and  prayer  with  reference  to  the  national 
affliction  from  God,  in  the  death  of  our  late  excellent  and  revered  Chief 
Magistrate,  I  preached,  and  endeavored  to  improve  the  event,  in  the 
morning  at  Gambier,  and  in  the  afternoon  at  Mount  Vernon. 

June  6th,  visited  St.  Paul's,  Utica,  and  preached  twice.  June  20th,  St. 
Matl^ews,  Perry,  preached  twice,  confirmed  three,  and  administered  the 
Lord's  Supper.  June  25th,  preached  a  funeral  sermon  in  Mount  Vernon. 
July  16th,  visited  St.  Andrew's,  Elyria,  for  the  purpose  of  consecrating  a 
new  church :  met  there  the  North-Western  Convocation,  consecrated  the 
church,  held  four  services,  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  eighL  This  small, 
but  growing  and  interesting  congregation,  have  made  a  considerable  effort 
in  the  erection  of  a  very  neat,  appropriate,  and  well-finished  church,  suf- 
ficiently large  for  present  need,  and  I  believe  without  danger  of  incumbrance 
from  debt.  It  is  at  present  supplied  by  a  missionary,  supported  by  the  Con- 
vocation, but  the  means  of  which  for  that  purpose  are  derived  chiefly  from 
that  parish. 

From  Elyria  I  went  to  St.  James',  Painesville,  and  passed  Sunday,  July 
18th,  preached  twice,  administered  the  Lord's  Supper,  confirmed  Jive,  and 
catechised  the  children.  The  next  day  visited  St.  Michael's,  Unionville, 
consecrated  the  church,  preached,  and  confirmed  (me  person.  This  parish  is  at 
present  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  John  Hall,  Rector  of  the  Church  in  Ash- 
tabula. July  20th,  visited  St.  Peter's,  Ashtabula,  held  two  services,  preached 
once,  and  confirmed^rc.  Next  day,  St.  Matthew's,  Plymouth,  whore  I  had  in 
the  service  there,  that  of  morning  prayer  and  a  sermon :  this  parish  has  a 
new  church  nearly  completed,  but  is  without  pastoral  care.  Thence  I  visited 
St  Peter's,  Rome,  where  I  preached,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  ; 
the  new  church  in  that  parish  is  not  sufficiently  completed  to  be  ready  for 
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consecration ;  no  pastoral  care  over  the  parish.  From  thence  visited  Christ 
Church,  Windsor :  I  had  been  previously  so  disheartened  by  the  complicated 
dissentions  of  a  personal,  parish  and  neighborhood  kind  prevailing  in  that' 
parish,  that  I  had  much  doubted  whether  I  would  visit^it  again  until  the 
waters  of  strife  were  calmed.  But  I  went  this  time.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Town* 
,8end  read  the  service,  and  preached.  I  met  the  vestry  for  the  purpose  of  as- 
certaining whether  the  state  of  things  had  improved  since  my  former  visit. 
Finding  that  there  had  been  no  material  improvement,  I  was  obliged  to 
content  myself  with  reproving,  exhorting  and  entreating,  and  so  came  away, 
nfler  having  said  that  I  much  questioned  whether  I  would  ever  visit  the 
parish  again  until  these  disgraceful  quarrels  should  be  healed.  The  parish 
is  without  a  minister,  while  our  excellent  and  veteran  brother,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Bryan,  lives  therein,  and  every  Sunday,  out  a  sense  of  duty  to  his  Mas- 
ter, preaches  in  the  parish,  and  though  in  very  straightened  circumstances, 
receives  nothing.  From  thence  I  travelled  south,  and  stopped  at  Warren, 
where  I  preached  in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  There  is  some  encourage- 
ment there  for  an  Episcopal  minister.  An  itinerant  preacher  is  greatly 
needed  in  that  part  of  the  diocese,  for  many  small  parishes,  some  of  which 
have  churches  built,  all  of  which  may  be  greatly  grown  and  strengthened, 
but  no  two  of  which  can  support  a  minister. 

My*next  visit  was  to  St.  Stephen's,  Canfield,  and  St.  James',  Boardman^ 
two  churches  of  the  same  parish ;  spent  Sunday,  July  25th,  in  those  churches, 
preaching  once  in  each,  and  confirming  three  in  that  of  Canfield.  Under 
the  very  acceptable  services  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Eaton,  the  state  of  this  congre- 
^tion  is  improved. 

From  Canfield  I  set  out  for  Gambier,  to  be  present  at  the  Commencement 
of  Kenyon  College.    It  becomes  me  in  thankfulness  for  God's  preserving 
care,  to  record  another  of  the  many  instances  in  which  I  have  been  saved 
from  great  injury,  through  the  Lord's  merciful  providence.     Suffice  it  to 
say,  that  a  gentleman  was  conveying  me  to  New  Lisbon  ;  while  watering 
the  horse,  the  anima]  broke  from  his  hold,  having  taken  fright ;  seeing  no 
prospect  of  escape  if  I  remained  in,  I  leaped  from  the  open  buggy  while  it 
was  at  full  speed,  and  fell  upon  my  side  and  shoulder  upon  the  hard  ground. 
At  first  I  was  sensible  of  scarcely  any  injury,  but  ever  since  my  right  shoul- 
der has  remained  much  crippled,  and  is  still  nearly  incapable  of  use.  The 
carriage  was  broken  to  pieces,  and  turned  upside  down  in  a  few  seconds 
after  I  left  it.    Thus  the  Lord  is  gracious.    On  my  way  from  New  Lisbon 
to  Gambier,  I  stopped  at  Wooster,  where  a  parish  has  been  organized  since 
the  last  Convention,  with  encouraging  prospects,  and  laid  the  comer-stone  of 
a  Church.    On  the  Sunday  following,  I  admitted  to  the  order  of  deacons, 
in  the  Chapel  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gambier,  Mr.  Richard  S.  Kil- 
len,  a  graduate  of  Kenyon  College,  and  since  a  student  of  the  Theological 
Seminary ;  the  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wing.  On  Sunday, 
July  15th,  I  visited  Trinity  Church,  Newark,  and  preached  twice ;  owing 
partly  to  the  lamented  ill  health  of  the  minister  of  that  parish,  there  were  no 
candidates  for  confirmation.    Sunday,  July  29th^  I  visited  the  new  parish 
%jf  Zion  Church,  Dresden,  organized  since  the  last  Convention,  and  bidding 
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bfr  to  be  out  of  those,  which  sustain  the  ministry  in  them.  I  preached 
twice  in  the  Methodist  Church,  confirmed  five,  and  administered  the  Lord's 
Supper.  The  day  following,  visited  St.  Matthew's,  Madison  Township,  on 
the  other  side  of  the  Muskingum ;  met  the  people  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  preached. 

This  terminates  the  account  of  my  visitation  since  the  last  Convention. 
In  comparing  the  number  of  places  visited,  I  find  it  much  greater  tban  that 
of  the  previous  year,  and  of  several  other  years.     Probably,  were  I  to  ex- 
amine, I  should  find  that  more  visitation  duty  has  been  done  during  the  last 
year,  than  in  any  year  since  I  came  to  the  Diocese.   I  mention  this,  because 
it  was  feared  by  myself  and  others,  that  the  unusual  amount  of  duty  which 
temporarily  devolved  on  me  at  Gambier,  in  connection  with  the  Theological 
Seminary  and  College,  would  necessarily  affect,  to  some  extent,  the  visitation 
of  the  Diocese.     I  am  thankful  to  say,  that  the  Lord  has  blessed  me  since 
we  last  met,  with  such  uninterrupted  and  unusual  health,  that,  besides  the 
mach  greater  than  usual  amount  of  duty  performed  among  the  parishes,  I 
have  been  enabled,  besides  sustaining  the  professorship  of  Ecclesiastical  Po- 
lity in  the  Theological  Seminary,  which  usually  Occupies  me  while  at  home, 
to  take  temporary  charge  of  two  others.  During  all  the  winter  term  of  the  Col- 
lie, President  Douglass  not  arriving  at  Gambier  till  its  close,  I  instructed  the 
Junior  and  Senior  classes,  in  the  studies  allotted  to  his  department,  and  dur- 
ing the  sub8equent^0mniii(er  MfiO,  in  the  vacancy  of  the  Professorship  of  Sys- 
tematic Divinity  ik  thei^Theological  Seminary,  I  instructed  in  the  usual 
course  of  the  studi^  of  Jj^at  dep^ment.    In  addition  to  these  duties,  I 
have  freacbed  alwws  oMse  eteiy  Sunday  whUe  at  home,  at  Grambier,  and 
sometimes  twice,  le£tur«(  to  the  Congregation  one  night  of  each  week,  held 
a  meeting,  composedof  stoats  and  officers  Of  the  institution,  at  my  study, 
once  a  week,  for  pcjb'et'^Q^^ir'^^^^  religious  instruction,  and  sustained  a 
Bumthly  meeting,  ofh  mor^^eral  character,  for  pirayer,  with  special  ref- 
erence to  the  promofjtbn  of  the  ^»pel  in  the  wotld^    Had  I  been  told  at  the 
hc^nning  of  the  year,  that  so  %&ach  would  have  come  upon  me,  I  should 
liBTe  been  alarmed,  ^y  workibg  qi^s  I  have  been  accustomed  to  rest,  aq4 
Tinting,  when  had  roads,  and,' heat  of  weather,  have  hitherto  caused  me  to 
lie  by,  I  have  beett  enabled  to  get  .on  with  great  pleasure  to  myself,  from 
the  nature  of  the  duties,  and  I  may  hd^*  with  usefulness  to  others.     I  am 
thankful  for  unaccustomed  bodily  health,  after  all. 

The  whole  nnmber  of  confirmations  this  year,  is  305,  being  110  greater 
tiian  the  number  reported  last  year. 

The  number  of  ordinations  since  the  last  report  is  seven;  —  (the  names 
have  been  given  above  )  three  to  Priest's  orders,  and  four  to  Deacons. 

Three  new  churches  have  been  consecrated  :  viz  .•  St.  Luke's,  Columbia, 
8t  Andrews,  Elyria,  and  St.  Michael's,  Unionville. 

The  candidates  for  orders,  in  the  diocese  at  present,  are  only  ei^ht.    At 
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my  lait  report,  they  x^eie  fourteen.  Ordination  has  taken  away  four  of 
those,  doath  another,  yiz :  Mr.  Herman  Russ,  who  died  at  Gambier,  of  pul- 
monary disease,  last  winter  :  three  have  withdrawn  their  names,  having 
given  op  the  idea  of  entering  the  ministry ;  another  took  a  letter  diroissory 
to  Virginia,  and  has  since  been  ordained  in  that  diocese.  Tu  fill  up  these 
losses,  only  three  candidates  have  been  added  to  the  list  during  the  year, 
so  that  we  have  now  only  eight,  viz :  Charles  E.  Douglas,  who  is  pursuing 
classical  and  scientific  studies,  with  distinction  in  the  University  of  Cam- 
bridge, England,  Robert  S.  Elder»  Joseph  Large,  Henry  L.  Richards,  Albert 
T.  McMurphy,  Levi  L.  Holden,  William  Fagg,  and  Samuel  L.  Johnson : 
all  of  these,  but  Douglas  and  McMurphy,  are  connected  with  the  Theolo- 
gical Seminary  of  the  Diocese. 

Brethren,  it  is  a  serious  question,  why  it  is  that  we  have  not  more  can* 
didates  for  the  labors  and  sacrifices  of  the  ministry,  from  the  parishes  of 
this  Diocese.  Have  any  gone  from  Ohio,  and  become  candidates  elsewhere  ? 
We  know  of  but  one  instance  of  this,  and  in  that,  the  motive  was  to  get 
ordained  sooner  than  I  was  willing  to  ordain.  Are  the  attractions  of  the 
ministry  for  any  but  those  who  have  a  strong  desire  to  endure  hardness  for 
Chrlst*s  sake,  becoming  so  diminished  among  us ;  or  is  there  so  little  of  that 
efficacy  of  the  word,  which  not  only  converts  sinners  to  the  gospel,  but 
causes  them,  when  converted,  to  desire  no  better  portion  than  to  be  per- 
mitted to  preach  the  gospel  wherever  the  Lord  may  appoint ;  —  is  this  eifi^ 
cacy  of  the  word  so  feeble  in  our  parishes,  as  to  account  for  the  small  number 
of  aspirants  for  the  glorious  work  of  a  preacher  of  the  gospel  ?  Something  is 
greatly  wanting,  when  so  few  are  ready  to  stand  forth,  trusting  conscienti- 
ously, that  they  are  inwardly  moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  to  take  on 
them  this  office  and  ministration.  At  least,  we  are  loudly  called  upon 
to  pray  earnestly  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  would  send  forth 
laborers  into  his  harvest.  While  the  number  of  candidates  for  orders 
in  all  our  Western  Dioceses  shall  continue  so  small  as  it  has  ever 
been,  it  will  not  lessen  our  obligation  to  provide  for  the  education  of 
the  ministry  by  the  faithful  support  of  our  Theological  Seminary ;  but  it 
must  teach  us  to  estimate  its  prosperity  rather  by  efficient  instruction  and 
evangelical  doctrine  and  spirit,  than  by  the  comparative  number  of  its  stu- 
dents. This  leads  me  to  speak  of  the  state  of  our  diocesan  institutions  at 
Gambier,  which  I  am  able  to  do  with  the  greatest  s^isfaction. 

The  new  organization,  provided  for  by  the  changes  in  the  constitution  of 
the  Theological  Seminary,  which  were  completed  during  the  year  1839-40, 
went  intoeflect  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  winter  term.  Ir  was  not,  how- 
ever, until  more  than  one  half  of  the  year  had  elapsed,  that  the  CoUega 
could  feel  any  distinct  benefit  from  the  new  system,  on  account  of  the  neces- 
sary delay  in  the  arrival  of  President  Douglas,  who  commenced  his  duties  in 
April  last.    Since  then,  I  can  truly  say,  and  none  can  know  the  present  state 
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#f  the  College  and  its  Preparatory  Department,  without  concurring  with 
me,  that  great  life  and  rigor  have  been  infused  into  all  its  government  and 
ioatniction.  The  greatest  degree  of  zeal  and  earnestness,  animate  the  officers; 
entire  harmony  prevails  in  their  counsels ;  the  instruction  of  the  classes  ia 
eminently  successful ;  the  spirit  of  the  students  is  that  of  cheerful  confor- 
mity to  law,  zealous  prosecution  of  study,  and  unusual  satisfaction  with  the 
efiforta  made  for  their  improvement,  united  with  a  very  kindly  personal  rela* 
tion  to  their  instructors.  The  College  Building  is  now  undergoing  a  thorough 
internal  repair,  by  which  its  aspect  in  reference  to  comfortable  accommoda* 
tion,  will  be  entirely  changed,  and  the  in-dwelling  of  the  students  will  be 
placed  on  a  very  desirable  footing.     The  same  may  be  said  with  emphasis^ 
of  the  Junior  Preparatory  School,  Milnor  Hall.   Under  the  great  efforts,  and 
untiring  zeal  of  the  Principals,  that  department  has  been  wholly  reno%'ated, 
or  rather,  has  been  brought  into  a  condition  of  attractiveness  to  parents,  in 
regard  to  the  education  of  their  children,  which  it  never  had  before.     It  is 
eminently  a  honu  for  the  pupils.  The  place  of  parents  to  the  boys  is  supplied 
in  a  delightful  degree,  by  the  kind  assiduity  of  the  teachers  and  their  families; 
every  thing  that  kindness  and  wisdom  can  suggest  to  make  them  happy,  in 
connection  with  their  studies,  is  done,  so  that  I  never  felt  with  regard  to  the 
College  and  its  branches,  so  confident  as  I  now  do,  of  their  having  the  broad 
ha^s  of  a  permanent  prosperity,  and  extensive  usefulness.     Certain  1  am, 
that  the  present  state  of  things  needs  only  to  be  known,  to  draw  very  great 
attention  to  Kenyon  College,  as  a  place  of  education.     Of  the  Theological 
Seminary,  as  you  will  have  the  customary  annual  report,  1  need  not  here  very 
particularly  speak.  The  beautiful  edifice  for  its  students,  Bexley  Hall,  is  now 
joat  about  to  be  roofed.  The  faculty  has  been  incomplete  during  the  last  year, 
in  consequence  of  the  vacancy  Milnor  Professorship  of  Divinity,  the  trus- 
tees not  having  received  the  nominatiop,  till  recently,  of  a  successor,  by  the 
reverend  gentleman,  with  whom,  by  the  terms  of  the  endowment,  the  right 
of  nomination  is  vested.    It  is  hoped  that  the  vacancy  will  soon  be  well 
■oppUed.     The  incompleteness  of  the  Faculty,  however,  has  not  caused  any 
break  in  the  usual  course  of  study,  which  by  means  already  mentioned,  has 
been  regularly  sustained.     I  am  more  and  more  convinced  of  the  importance 
and  necessity  of  educating  our  Western  clergy  in  the  West,  and  conse- 
quently, of  the  most  vigorous  and  united  support  of  our  own  institutions  of 
education,  in  preference  to  any  other ;  and  therefore,  must  take  occasion  here, 
to  put  it  as  a  matter  of  thought,  whether  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese 
are  as  much  interested  as  might  be  expected  of  them,  in  the  support  and  fur- 
therance of  the  same  ?  Those  institutions  must  ever  lean  in  a  great  degree, 
as  it  fit  and  right,  upon  the  zealoua  co-operation  of  the  whole  diocese. 
One  thing  the  diocese  may  be  assured  of,  that  on  the  part  of  the  faculties 
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to  which  those  iattitutions  are  immediately  committed,  no  pains  or  efibrta 
will  be  spared  to  make  them  worthy  of  all  reliance  and  patronage. 

I  am  happy  to  say,  that  the  amount  of  care  accruing  to  myself,  from  the 
Diocesan  Institutions  of  education,  has  been  materially  diminished  by  the 
late  changes  of  organization.  Further  arrangements  are  in  progress,  by 
which  I  hope  to  be  freed  yet  more  from  such  cares  as  hitherto  have  ariscA 
from  the  landed  estate  connected  with  the  Theological  Seminary. 

White  upon  institutions  of  education,  I  take  the  opportunity  to  say,  that 
the  Institute  for  Female  Education  at  Granville,  is  very  well  reported  of  by 
Home  of  our  clergy,  who  have  recently  attended  upon  its  examination,  and 
jTrom  all  I  can  learn  of  its  character  and  efficiency,  I  am  persuaded  it  well 
deserves  the  cordial  patronage  of  the  Diocese. 

Under  the  head  of  clerical  removals,  I  have  to  mention  the  following : 
Hie  Rev.  Wm.  W.  Amelt  has  resigned  the  rectorship  of  St.  Philip's  Church, 
Circleville,  and  taken  a  letter  dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania. 
The  Rev.  Anson  Clark  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  PauPs,  Norwalk,  and 
succeeded  Mr.  Arnett,  in  St.  Philip's,  Circleville.  The  Rev.  Chauncey  Col  ton, 
D.  D.,  has  resigned  the  Professorship  of  Pastoral  Divinity,  &c.  in  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  and  removed  to  Cincinnati.  The  Rev.  Marcua  K.  Cush- 
man  has  taken  charge  of  the  new  parish  of  Zion  Church,  Dresden,  and  of  St. 
Matthews,  Madison.  The  Rev.  Thomas  J.  Davis  has  resigned  St.  PauPs, 
Akron,  and  has  since  been  residing  in  Mount  Vernon.  The  Rev.  John  Hen- 
shaw,  ordained  deacon  at  the  last  Convention,  has  since  been  laboring  as  a 
missionary  within  the  bounds  of  the  South-Eastem  Convocation.  The  Rev. 
Stephen  G.  Gassaway  has  resigned  the  office  of  domestic  missionary  in  Cin- 
cinnati, and  become  minister  of  St.  Peter's,  Delaware.  The  Rev.  Alvah 
Guion  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  James',  Piqua,  after  a  long  and  &ithful 
ministry  in  that  parish.  The  Rev.  William  T.  Halsey  has  resigned  the 
charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Mount  Vernon.  The  Rev.  Albert  Helfenstein  has  be- 
come a  missionary  of  the  Diocesan  committee  in  St.  Mary's,  Mercer  County. 
The  Rev.  Thomas  Horrell  has  taken  letters  dimissory  to  the  Diocese 
of  Tennessee,  The  Rev.  Hugh  Kelley  has  become  a  missionary  within  the 
bounds  of  the  North- Western  Convocation,  and  resident  at  Elyria.  The 
Rev.  Orrou  Miller  has  resigned  Christ  Churchy  Franklin,  and  taken  charge 
of  the  new  parish  of  St.  James,*  Wooster.  The  Rev.  Joseph  Muenscher  has 
resigned  the  Professorship  of  Biblical  Literature  in  the  Theological  Seminary, 
and  become  rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Mount  Vernon.  The  Rev.  James  J.  Okill, 
ordained  deacon  at  the  last  Convention,  has  since  l>ecn  laboring  as  a  min- 
ister of  Trinity  Church,  Troy.  Rev.  Edward  W.  Peet  has  resigned  the 
charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Chillicothe.  The  Rev.  Willard  Presbury  has  been  re- 
ceived by  letters  dimissory  from  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  and  become  mis- 
sionary under  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mission  Society,  at  Springfield  and 
Yellow  Springs.    The  Rev.  William  Preston  has  resigned  the  charge  of 
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Tnnity  Cbarcfa,  Colmnbus,  and  taken  letters  dimissorj  to  the  Diocese  of 
F^nosylTania  :  and  the  Eev.'  Charles  Fox  received  by  letters  dimissory  from 
the  Diocese  of  Michigan  has  succeeded  to  his  place.  The  Kev.  William 
Sparrow,  D.  D.,  has  resigned  the  Milnor  Professorship  in  the  Theological  Sem- 
inary, and  taken  letters  dimissory  to  the  Diocese  of  Virginia.  The  Rev, 
Charles  C.  Townsend  has  taken  an  itinerant  mission  under  the  Diocesan 
Committee,  within  the  bounds  of  the  North-Eastem  Convocation.  The 
Rer.  John  Ufford  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Maumee  City,  and 
become  minister  of  Trinity  Church,  Newark.  The  Rev.  Abraham  Wheelev 
has  become  missionary  of  the  Diocesan  Committee,  at  St.  James*,  Springfield^ 
Jeflferson  county. 

The  Rev.  Joseph  Mayo,  a  clergyman  ordained  in  England,  and  resident  in 
this  Diocese,  hating  fulfilled  all  the  canonical  conditions  required  of  cler- 
gymen ordained  by  foreign  bishops,  and  desirous  of  settling  in  this  Church  * 
and  having  been  elected  to  the  pastoral  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Liverpool, 
has  come  into  full  standing  as  a  cleigyman  of  the  Diocese,  and  is  entitled 
to  a  seat  in  the  Convention. 

1  have  received  notification  from  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee^ 
that  the  Rev.  Albert  A.  Muller,  late  Rector  of  Trinity  church,  Clarksville, 
Tennessee,  having  been  tried  and  convicted,  has  been  degraded  from  the 
ministry. 

In  regard  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  which  I  much  regret  to  say, 
has  not  yet  ceased  to  be  a  subject  for  the  consideration  of  this  body,  I  refer 
the  Convention  for  information  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese^ 
at  the  same  time  taking  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  that  officer  for 
the  faithful  and  diligent  attention  to  the  duties  of  a  place,  which  in  the  pre- 
sent sitnation  of  the  fiscal  afihirs,  involves  no  little  care  and  trouble,  espe^ 
dally  in  its  connection  with  the  support  of  the  Episcopate.  I  hope  the  Con- 
Tention  may  long  be  favoured  with  the  services  of  that  gentleman.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  at  the  last  Convention,  I  proposed  to  resign  all  claim  to 
one-foorth  part  of  the  salary  of  the  Episcopate,  provided  the  remainder 
should  be  paid  by  the  time  of  this  Convention.  Such  has  not  been  the 
case,  but  still  I  have  not  the  least  disposition  to  claim  the  part  thus  contin^ 
gently  resigned.  The  Convention  will  please  to  consider  that  it  is  hereby 
miconditionally  surrendered.  And  inasmuch,  as  the  circumstances  which 
induced  the  proposal  last  year,  arc  still  in  existence.  I  request  the  Convention,, 
that  in  making  provision  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  for  the  ensuing 
year,  they  will  consider  the  fourth  part  of  the  legal  salary,  as  again,  for  the 
coming  year,  unconditionally  resigned. 

The  system  of  Convocations  adopted  at  the  last  Convention  for  the  pro- 
motion of  the  missionary  work  generally  in  the  Diocese,  and  for  the  special 
object  of  making  collections  of  funds  for  Missionary  and  Education  purposes^ 
nay  be  considered  as  having  worked  pretty  well  in  the  main.    The  fiiiluret 
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iiave  been  either  in  a  want  of  zealous  attempt  to  set  the  plan  on  foot,  or  ^ 
misconception  of  its  precise  provisions.     And  inasmuch,  as  no  little  trouble 
has  arisen  to  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee  of  the  Diocese  for 
want  of  attention  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  Convocations  to  the  provisions  of 
the  resolutions  under  which  they  were  constituted,  it  is  necessary  here  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  clergy  particularly,  to  certain  poitits  contained  in  those 
resolutions.     It  is  there  provided,  that «« the  funds  collected  by  each  Convo- 
cation, shall  be  transmitted  to  the  treasurer  of  the  General  Committee,  and 
shall  be  appropriated,  if  desired,  with  reference  to  the  wants  of  the  district 
from  which  they  come. ''    Thus  it  is  manifest,  that  so  far  as  pecuniary  mat- 
ters are  concerned,  the  office  of  the  Convocation  is  simply  that  of  coUection, 
Its  main  object  is  that  of  a  collecting  agetit.     AH  monies  collected  by  thi3 
agent,  are  directed  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Com- 
mittee, in  which  alone  is  there  vested  any  authority  to  appropriate,     J^nd 
the  Convention  could  not  have  given  any  authority  to  the  Convocations,  to 
make  the  least  disposition  of  funds  collected  for  Missionary  or  Education  pur- 
poses, without  contradicting  the  express  provisions  of  the  canon  under  which 
the  Education  and  Missionary   Committee  is  annually   elected.     To  that 
Committee,  the  Bishop  being  President  ex-officio,  is  entrusted  by  canon,  the 
whole  power  of  appointing  missionaries,  and  disbursing  funds  for  missionary 
purposes.     But  instead  of  this  essential  provision  having  been  kept  in  view 
by  the  Convocations,  some  of  them  have  made  collections  and  disburse- 
ments, not  only  without  transmitting  the  money  collected  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocesan  Committee,  but  without  informing  that  officer  or  the  Com- 
mittee, that  such  collections  were  made. 

Without  going  into  particulars,  it  must  be  manifest,  that  if  the  Convoca- 
tions proceed  in  this  way,  they  must  virtually  nullify  the  rightful  o{&ce  of 
the  Diocesan  Committee,  and  make  it  impossible  for  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese to  exercise  that  control  over  the  missions  within  its  bounds,  which 
belongs  of  right  to  his  office,  and  which  the  Convention  has  so  prominently 
recognised  as  to  have  made  him  ex-officio  President  of  the  Missionary  Com- 
mittee, and  to  have  made  it  unlawful  for  any  one  to  be  appointed  a  Missionary, 
without  his  nomination.  So  great  has  been  the  confusion  introduced  by  the 
course  of  some  of  the  Convocations,  that  the  Diocesan  Committee  have  had 
great  difficulty  in  making  out  a  correct  report  of  the  monies  collected  and 
disbursed  for  missions,  during  the  year.  Hereafter,  it  will  be  necessary,  not 
only  that  all  collections  be  immediately  reported,  but  actually  tranemitted  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Committee.  There  is  no  other  way  of  es- 
caping confusion. 

I  think  it  would  be  well  to  strike  out  that  provision  of  the  resolution 
eoncerning  Convocations,  which  makes  it  neceasary  for  the  Bishop  to  appoint 
the  time  and  place  of  the  annual  meeting  of  each  Convocation.    I  see  no 
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llQoeanty  for  mich  a  piOTisioD.  It  makes  much  trouble,  and  seems  to  answer 
no  important  end.  How  far  the  clergy  have  complied  with  the  third  reso- 
Intion,  as  to  the  giving  of  two  Sundays  each  year,  by  each  clergyman,  to 
missionary  work,  I  cannot  say.  I  see  no  way  by  which  labor  of  that  kind 
can  be  profitably  given,  except  by  the  selecting  of  one  or  two  points  by  each 
Convocationt  where  there  are  vacant  parishes,  or  where  there  is  a  good 
prospect  of  building  up  the  Church,  and  by  concentrating  upon  thenr  the 
two  Sundays  of  all  the  Clergy  of  the  Convocation. 

If  the  plan  adopted  at  the  last  Convention  be  only  faithfully  worked ;  if 
ministers  will  make  conscience  of  a  regular  and  punctual  attendance  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Convocations :  if  they  will  attend  them  with  a  view  to 
cherish  in  their  own  hearts  the  spirit  of  their  ministry,  by  prayer  and 
afiectionate  conference  one  with  another,  endeavoring  to  make  their  meet- 
ings truly  serious  and  doctrinal  conferences  of  brethren  assembled  in  God's 
name,  and  for  God's  glory :  if,  while  together,  they  will  faithfully  preach  the 
gospel,  and  endeavor  to  bring  professing  Christians  to  a  right  sense  of 
their  obligation  to  use  the  means  which  God  has  given  them  to  promote  this 
gospel,  then,  whatever  may  be  the  funds  obtained,  much  good  must  be 
received,  and  done.  Such  meetings  must  be  blessings  ;  but  to  make  them 
such  requires  not  only  the  presence  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  but  the  single  eye 
and  devout  earnestness,  and  every  member  to  exclude  all  worldly  and  vain 
trilling  away  of  precious  time,  and  to  give  himself  wholly  to  the  one  thing 
for  which  the  meeting  is  appointed. 

I  much  lament  to  say,  that  our  Church  has  suffered  great  dishonor  in  the 
sight  of  a  large  part  of  the  Christian  people  of  these  United  Stateis,  and 
that  many  and  great  obstacles  have  been  thrown  in  the  way  of  the  useful- 
ness of  our  mmistry,  by  the  efforts  which  have  been  made  in  some  quarters 
of  our  Communion,  to  defend  the  lamentable  wanderings  of  what  is  proba- 
bly called  Oxford  Divinity,  as  being  not  inconsistent  with  the  doctrines  of 
our  standards,  and  by  others,  to  extol  and  propagate  them,  as  not  only 
eminently  in  the  spirit  of  our  institutions,  but  the  glorious  revival,  in  a 
degenerate  age,  of  all  that  is  primitive  and  apostolic.  We  cannot  wonder, 
however  we  may  be  sorry,  that  those  around  us  whose  prejudices  against 
onr  peculiarities  are  already  sufficiently  strong,  should  find  occasion,  in  such 
xealous  patronage  of  what  they  clearly  see  to  be  nothing  else  than  a  par- 
tially developed  Romanism,  to  accuse  our  Church  of  tendencies  which  we 
well  know  to  be  utterly  opposed  by  her  every  testimony,  and  the  existence  of 
which,  in  her  institutions,  would  be  her  deep  disgrace.  Nothing  can  be 
more  directly  in  opposition  to  all  that  is  characteristic  of  the  false  doctrines 
to  which  we  refer,  than  the  doctrinal  standards  of  our  Church  ;  and  yet 
nothing  is  more  natural  than  that,  when  men  around  us  see  those  doctrines 
so  kindly  treated,  and  their  chief  abettors  so  zealously  defended,  and  their 
writings  so  earnestly  praised  and  circulated  among  us,  they  should  at  once, 
take  up  impressions  concerning  the  scriptural  character  of  our  Church, 
which  neither  the  silent  testimony  of  articles  unseen,  nor  the  respected  pro- 
test of  oar  faithful  ministry,  can  eradicate.  Probably  the  reputation  of  our 
Church  has  sufiered  more,  and  the  way  of  our  ministry  has  been  more 
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hedged  up,  t>y  prejudiices  and  aversions  against  our  peculiarities,  in  cons^ 
quence  of  what  has  been  written  and  done  by  individual  Episcopalians  in 
the  United  States,  in  favor  of  Oxford  Divinity,  during  the  last  three  years* 
than  will  be  credited  by  those  whose  occupations  do  not  lead  them  into 
various  parts  of  the  land,  and  into  acquaintance  with  various  denominations 
of  Christians.  One  of  the  most  mortifying  evidences  of  the  impressioxl 
produced,  is  in  the  confidence  expressed  by  Roman  Catholic  clergy,  that 
Our  Church  is  fast  turning  to  the  embrace  of  a  mother,  whose  tortures,  I 
trust,  like  our  martyred  forefathers,  we  would  glory  in  preferring  to  her 
favor.  I  have  not  the  least  idea  that  Romanists  are  not  entirely  sincere  in 
this  belief.  Some  say,  there  is  nothing  they  so  much  fear  as  the  writings  of 
the  Oxford  Divines.  Strange,  then,  to  recommend  their  most  vaunted  pub- 
lications to  the  reading  of  their  people.  In  company  with  others,  I  received 
the  letter  of  Bishop  Kendrick,  styled  Bishop  of  Arath,  and  Coadjutor  to  the 
Roman  Catholic  Bishop  of  Philadelphia,  calling  on  the  Bishops  of  our 
Church,  to  become  reconciled  to  that  of  Rome.  I  must  confess,  that  I  did 
not  regard  that  letter  as  did  some.  It  did,  indeed,  fill  me  with^ndignation* 
that  such  a  proposition  should  have  been  so  made  and  urged  ;  but  my  indig- 
natipa  was  not  so  much  at  the  letter  writer,  as  the  writings  in  support  of 
the  Oxford  errors,  which  instigated  it.  I  was  deeply  mortified  that  such  a 
production  should  have  appeared,  because  I  did  verily  believe  that  the  state 
of  things  among  us  had  invited  it.  Not  that  the  author  could  have  supposed* 
that  any  of  our  Bishops,  would,  in  any  degree,  for  a  single  moment,  so  much 
jas  think  respectfully  of  his  appeal ;  but  that  the  scarcely  veiled  Romanism 
of  the  Oxford  writings  had  been  so  kindly  treated,  and  its  condemnation  so 
indignantly  repelled  by  Protestant  Episcopalians,  that  such  a  pamphlet*- 
from  such  a  source,  was  a  natural  and  warrantable  consequence.  Instead 
of  reflecting  upon  the  writer,  I  am  much  more  disposed  to  wish  there  had 
not  been  given  him  so  much  cause.  Certain  I  am,  that,  if  among  any  non- 
episcopal  denomination  of  Christians,  we  had  seen  as  many  evidences  of 
favor  towards  the  peculiarities  of  our  Church,  as  Romanists  have  seen,  of 
tendencies  to  their  system  in  those  who  have  sent  forth,  or  patronized  the 
Oxford  publications,  many  a  person  among  us  would  have  spoken  confi- 
dently of  the  prospect  of  that  denomination  becoming  ultimately  episcopal* 
and  it  would  not  have  been  at  all  surprising,  if  some  pen  of  a  ready  writer 
had  issued  an  earnest  appeal  to  their  ministry,  by  way  of  helping  the  refor- 
mation. 

But  it  is  comforting  to  know,  that  while  the  Oxford  heresy  is  becoming 
tnore  and  more  developed  and  bold,  the  protest  of  the  Church  in  England 
and  this  country,  is  more  and  more  awake  and  decided.  Some  of  the  late 
exhibitions  of  what  has  before  been  held  in  reserve,  are  so  bold,  and  evince 
such  an  entire  alienation  of  heart,  from,  and  even  aversion  to,  the  doctrines 
of  our  Protestant  Church,  and  such  a  manifest  longing  after  what  she  has 
most  indignantly  rejected,  as  being  of  the  very  soul  of  Popery,  that  it  seems 
hardly  possible  for  the  blindest  eye  not  to  see  *'  whence  it  cometh,  and 
whither  it  goeth.  '*  I  have  never  believed  that  any  thing  less  would  be  the 
result ;  but  Iconftestbe  bud  has  opened  much  fkster  than  I  expected.    What 
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4lie  (uUkofn  tnd  mottert  of  the  school  ate  already  doing,  I  bad  supposed 
would  come  quickly,  if  reserved  for  the  rising  generation  of  less  responsible 
diictpies. 

Brethren,  there  is  moch  to  be  learned  of  the  human  heart,  of  the  depths 
of  Satan,  of  the  relative  value  of  difierent  parts  in  the  great  system  of  Divine 
Troth,  as  committed  to  the  Church  for  the  enlightening  of  the  world,  and  of 
the  vital  importance  of  holding  fast  and  securing  the  firmest  anchorage  in  the 
minds  of  our  people,  for  those  great  central  doctrines  of  justification  and 
fiaitb,  which  the  standards  of  our  Church  so  prominently  and  plainly  teach, 
And  the  cormption  of  which  is  the  very  soul  of  the  heresies  I  have  been 
^peaking  of,  as  it  has  always  been,  of  every  great  departure  from  plain  gospel 
Inifh.     Whatever  evil  and  dishonor  may  come  to  us  from  the  degree  to 
whidi  these  errors  may  have  spread,  or  are  yet  to  spread,  either  by  positive 
•eoeptance,  or  what  is  more  common,  by  partial  and  unobserved  inBuence,  I 
teve  no  doabt,  that,  under  the  blessed  control  and  government  of  the  Divine 
Hetd  of  the  Church,  all  this  will  turn  out  to  the  furtherance  of  the  gospel. 
jChriat  will  be  more  plainly,  fully,  faithfully  preached  by  many,  because 
the  great  doctrines  which  centre  in  his  death  and  intercession,  will  be  more 
carefully  stodied,  more  distinctly  held,  and  more  correctly  estimated.     Let 
08  see  to  it,  that  on  our  part,  such  shall  be  the  fruit  of  a  dispensation,  which, 
in  some  of  its  aspects,  is  so  much  to  be  lamented. 

I  ooodode  an  address  already  too  much  extended,  by  expressing  the  earnest 
wish  that  we  may  all  derive  much  spiritual  pleasure  and  edification  from 
cor  piesent  meeting.

On  motiom  of  the  Rev.  John  Ufford,  it  was  Resolved,  That  a  committee 
of  three  be  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  subject  oi  Domestic 
Missions,  and  report  to  this  convention ;  the  President  appointed  the  Rev.

The 
present  number  of  scholars  and  teachers  not  varying  materially  from  last  year'tf 
report — say  over  100  scholars  on  the  catalogue,  average  attendance  about 
70,  teachers  about  15,  besides  superintendents.  Appropriations  to  the  Episcopate, 
for  balance  of  salary  due  lasl  Convention,  being  the  apportionment  assessed  upon' 
the  parish  by  order  of  Convention,  $90  00.  For  the  current  year,  and  raised  by 
a  fixed  assessment  upon  the  pews,  $100  00.  Whole  amount,  $190  00.  Alms 
collected  monthly  at  the  Holy  Communion,  {164  18).  To  Missionary  and  Edu- 
cation Committee,  $20.  For  Prayer  books  and  tracts  for  gratuitous  distribution, 
{10  00.  Besides  which  there  has  been  procured,  and  also  paid  for,  an  organ  at 
an  expense,  including  alteration  of  the  gallery,  of  about  $1300  00.  And  the 
Ladies^  Benevolent  Society  of  the  parish,  with  praiseworthy  zeal,  have  erected  s 
new  pulpit,  desk,  and  altar,  carpeted  the  chancel  and  aisles  anew,  purchased  some 
articles  of  communion  plate,  and  a  baptismal  font;  also,  a  pairof  elegant  chande- 
liers for  the  pulpit  and  desk;  the  individual  who  selected  them  very  generously' 
presenting  another  pair ;  the  vestry  room  made  more  convenient  and  comfortable, 
and  the  chancel  furnished  in  addition  to  the  aboVe,  with  two  neat  and  substantial 
chairs, — th^  church  thoroughly  cleansed  and  whitewashed,  and  the  window  blinds 
repaired  and  tiewly  painted,  at  an  expense  defrayed  by  means  raised  at  their  fair 
in  June  last,  except  a  handsome  contribution  b|B  another  individual  who  also  super- 
intended much  of  the  work,  of  about  400  to  ^450.  Thus  making  the  aggregate 
amount  of  expenditures  for  the  year  past,  including  the  Rector's  salary  and  other 
•tate<f  and  annual  expenses,  not  far  if  any  thing  from  {4000  00. 

-  In  all  this,  while  we  desire,  with  humble  gratitude  and  more  confiding  faith  in 
His  promises,  to  acknowledge  the  goodness  of  God  to  us,  in  a  temporal  point  of 
view,  notwithstanding  the  great  pecuniary  embarrassment  of  the  times;  we  trust 
that  He  has  atill  higher  claims  upon  our  thankful  acknowledgment  of  His  spiritoat 
nercies.

Communicants  added  since  last  reported,  2,  removed  1,  omitted  2,  died  2,  pre- 
vent number  58.

E.   W.   CRITTENDEN,   DELEGATE. 

This  chnrch,  founded  by  the  blessing  of  God,  upon  the  self-denying  labors  and 
persereiance  of  Rty,  T,[).  Davis,  was  left  vacant  a  year  ago,  by  his  resignation. 
^inee  that  time  there  has  been  no  settled  minister.  Rev.  J.  J.  M'  Clhinny  of  the 
IKoceoe  of  Pennsylvania,  had  temporary  charge  of  the  parish  for  three  months 
Bezt  after  Christmas,  was  much  beloved  and  was  eipected  to  become  the  rector 
of  the  chorph;  but  this  he  declined  on  account  of  ill- health.  Besides  the  services 
flf  Mr.  hLy  the  pulpit  has  been  odcasionally  supplied  by  Rey.  Messrs.  Fairchild, 
Davis,  and  Townsend.  During  the  remainder  of  the  year,  except  four  or  five 
weeks,  the  congregation  have  met  regularly  and  bad  lay-reading,  conducted  by 
the  junior  warden,  under  authority  from  the  Bishop. 

JXiring  the  year,  two  adults  have  been  baptised  by  Rev.  Mr.  Fairchild,  four  or 
five  added  to  the  communion,  and  an  equal  number  removed,  leaving  the  present 
nnmber  of  communicants  the  same  as  last  year,  22 ;  besides  three  or  four  who  are 
icgnlar  attendants  upon  the  ordinances  of  the  ehorch  but  have  not  yet  enrolled 
their  names  as  communicants. 

The  ehorch  very  much  needs  the  pastoral  care  of  an  active  and  able  clergyman. 
Such  an  one  would  there  find  an  ample  field  for  labor  and  receive  a  comfortable  and 
iacieasing  support.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Freeman  of  Pennsylvania,  has  recently  been 
called  as  rector  of  the  parish,  and  hopes  are  confidently  entertained  that  he  will 
accept  the  call.

I  haye  to  report,  that  under  the  direction  of  Providence,  I  was  in  Dresden  for 
the  first  time  on  the  last  Sunday  in  August,  1840,  on  which  day  I  found  there  the 
Her.  Mr.  SmaBwood,  on  a  particular  request  of  some  of  the  citizens,  to  set  before 
them  some  of  the  distinctive  features  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.    The 
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•ervices  of  that  day  apcedily  reaolted  in  the  or|ranization  of  a  parbh,  and  tht  call 
of  the  present  hiinbter.  Serricei  are  performed  every  Sunday  morning  in  this 
place  in  an  upper  room  of  the  Market-house.  I  preach  every  other  Lord's  day 
in  the  afternoon,  in  a  Presbyterian  meeting-house  in  Madison,  and  in  the  afternoon 
of  the  alternate  Sunday  in  another  Presbyterian  meeting-house,  in  the  neighbor<t 
hood  of  Adams*  mill.  It  may  be  said  with  much  trcCh  that  the  interests  of  our 
church  ar^  constantly  rising  in  the  several  places  preached  in,  and  in  a  eompara- 
tively  short  time,  it  may  be  confidently  expected,  that  with  the  blessing  of  God, 
our  Zion  will  be  fully  established  in  them.  The  Madison  church  is  not  yet 
completed,  owing  chiefly  to  the  great  pressure  of  the  times,  common  in  onr 
country.  It  is  thought,  that  should  there  presently  be  some  improvement  in  this 
'  respect,  that  building  may  be  completed  in  the  course  of  another  season,  and 
also  that  a  church  edifice  may  be  erected  in  Dresden.

Aa  our  Diocesan  Convention  is  soon  to  meet,  I  thought  I  would  send  yon,  iif 
compliance  with  tlie  requisition  of  the  Canon,  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  church 
of  which  I  have  had  the  pastoral  charge  during  the  past  year. 

Shortly  after  my  ordination  in  August,  1840, 1  received  a  call  f>om  this  pariah 
to  officiate  three-fourths  of  a  year,  and  commenced  my  duties  in  October  last. 
In  the  retrospect  of  the  past,  the  pastor  has  much  cause  for  thankfulness  for  the 
lilessings  which  have  crowned  his  labors.  The  prospects  of  this  church  are  much 
more  encouraging  than  at  any  former  period.  The  members  and  friends  of  the 
church  appear  to  be  roused  to  more  activity  and  zeal.  As  an  evidence  of  the 
increasmg  prosperity  of  the  congregation,  and  in  a  laudable  endeavor  to  retain 
the  services  of  their  present  pastor  among  them,  the  vestry  have  doubled  his  salary, 
whilst  the  ladies  with  a  truly  commendable  spirit  of  liberality  have  pledged  them- 
selves to  raise  an  additional  hundred,  towards  his  support.  He  is  happy  here  to 
record  the  fact  that  the  prejudices  which  have  hitherto  existed  against  tks  church 
are  fkst  giving  way.

Present  number  of  communicants  18.     Sunday  scholars  60,  teachers  11. 

He  also  begs  leave  to  report,  that  St  Paul's  Church,  Greenville,  has  received 
BO  small  share  of  his  ministerial  services.  The  church  edifice  in  that  place  stiU 
remains  in  an  unfinished  condition,  but  he  hopes  that  the  zeal  and  activity  of  the  ' 
few  members  who  constitute  the  church  in  that  community,  will  hasten  it  forward 
to  its  completion.  But  a  little  extra  effort  on  their  part  will,  he  is  sure,  by  the 
blessing  of  God,  accomplish  an  object  so  truly  desirable.  He  baptised  one  child 
in  Greenville. 

ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  MT.  VERNON. 

ItEV.   THOMAS  J.   DAVIS,   MINISTER. 

From  the  last  convention,  I  returned  to  my  charge  of  the  parish  of  St  Paul's, 
Akron,  and  continasd  the  performance  of  my  clerical  daties  till  the  fir«t  of  S«|»- 
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r,  at  wladi  time  tbe  siciaie«s  of  my  father,  in  Mount  Vernon,  made  it  neces- 
wuj  Ibr  me  to  leave  there,  to  take  care  of  hira.  On  the  5th  of  October  1  notified 
the  pariah  of  mj  sitoatioa.  and  having;  resigned  mj  charge  of  the  parish  I  have 
nnce  that  time  continued  to  reside  in  Moant  Vernon. 

I  preached  on  Chriatmaa  dav  in  St.  Paul's  Choich.  Mount  Vernon,  and  assisled 
the  Rector  in  administering  the  Holj  Communion. 

On  Quinquagesima  Sunday,  I  preached  once  in  Somerset,  Perry  county,  and 
baptised  two  childrexu  In  SL  Paul's  Church,  Mount  Vernon,  I  preached  twice 
on  the  5th  Sunday  in  Lent;  once  on  Good  Friday;  on  Easterday  twice  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  also  twice  on  the  first  Sunday  after 
£aater.  I  preached  twice  at  Gambier  on  the  third  Sunday  aAer  Easter.  On 
Whitsunday  I  preached  twice  in  St  Paul's,  Akron,  administered  the  Holy 
Communion,  and  also  held  divine  service  on  Wednesday  evening  and  preached. 
And  on  Trinity  Sunday  I  preached  twice  in  St.  Paul's  parish.  Mount  Vernon. 

On  the  4th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  in  the  afternoon  at  the  school- 
house  on  Gra  creek  and  baptised  two  children.  On  the  6th  at  Frederick  in  the 
morning,  and  at  Gra  creek  in  the  aflemoon;  also,  once  on  the  8th,  and  once  on 
tbe  10th  Sunday  after  Trinity.     And  on  the  1  Ith,  I  preached  once  in  Somerset. 

Thus,  right  reverend  Sir,  I  have  endeavored  to  discharge  my  clerical  duties, 
with  as  much  fidelity  as  my  situation  would  permit  And  I  hope  that  the  time 
afifbrded  me  for  reading  and  meditation  since  my  resignation  of  the  parish,  will 
enable  me  to  enter  with  more  ability  and  zeal  in  the  sacred  discbarge  of  my  high 
calling,  when  I  shall  be  again  entrusted  with  one  of  the  congregations  of 
Christy  flock. 

ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH,  CUYAHOGA  FALLS.

The  state  of  this  parish  is  every  way  encouraging.  The  number  of  communi- 
cants has  increased  one- third,  and  the  attendance  upon  the  means  of  grace  greatly 
improved,  and  the  minister  has  to  record  with  gratitude,  the  many  kindnesses  he 
has  received  from  all  his  parishioners.  The  spiritual  interests  of  the  parish  have 
also  been  prosperous,  and  there  has  been  hardly  a  time  during  the  year  when 
there  has  not  been  cases  of  decided  seriousness,  and  yet  there  has  in  no  instanoe 
been  a  departure  from  the  prescribed  order  of  the  church.

The  piesent  Rector  first  officiated  in,  and  took  charge  of  this  parish,  the  2lid 
of  May  lasL  As  soon  as  a  correct  list  of  the  communicants  could  be  procured/ 
it  was  /bund  that  there  were  onlj  93|  several  having  removed  from  the  place 
about  Easter:  added  since  10,  total  103.  *  Since  last  convention  the  following 
are  the  statistics  of  the  parish.  Baptisms,  (infants  23,  adult  1)  24.  Funerals 
22.  Marriages  10.  Sunday  scholars  150,  average  attendance  130,  teachers  30. 
Services  have  been  regularly  held  twice  every  Sunday,  with  a  Bible  class  hi  the 
evening,  besides  a  lecture  every  Thursday  evening.  The  ladies  hold  a  monthly 
missionary  meeting,  and  a  weekly  sewing  society.  Besides  this  parish's  quota 
to  the  Bishop's  salary,  contributions  have  been  made  to  various  institutions  con*- 
sected  with  the  church  at  large,  and  in  this  Diocese. 

IVith  regard  to  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  parish,  it  scarcely  becomes  the 
Rector  (under  present  circumstances)  to  speak.  He  can  only  express  a  fervent 
desire  that  his  people  may  continue  to  grow  in  grace,  and  actively  to  abound  at 
every  good  work  for  their  Savior^s  sake.

Reports, — that  when  his  connection  with  this  parish  began  in  October  last,  he 
received  a  list  of  communicants  belonging  to  it,  amounting  to  53.

In  making  up  my  report  for  the  year  ending  September  9,  1841,  I  fed  in  duty 
bound  to  acknowledge  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  our  obligation  for  bis 
continued  goodness  to  us  as  a  people.  We  have  had  peace  in  our  borders,  our 
congregation  is  good,  and  our  communicants  I  trust,  are  growing  in  grace,  and 
in*  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  We  have  still  to  contend 
with  the  pressure  of  the  times,  but  although  faint,  yet  pursuing.  The  transcript 
of  n\j  record  book  is  as  follows;  baptised,  infants  8,  adult  1 — 9.  Funerals, 
adults  2,  children  1 — 3.  Marriages  6.  Confirmations  13.  Communicants, 
removed  3,  withdrawn  1,  died  1  —  5,  added  4.

ST.  JAMES'  CHURCH,  CROSS  CREEK,  NEAR  STEU- 
BENVILLE,  JEFFERSON  COUNTY,  OHIO. 

REV.   EICHARD  GRAY,   RECTOR. 

Daring  the  present  year  our  congregation  has  continued  with  much  regularity, 
and  the  nnmber  of  communicants  has  gradually  increased.  Seriousness,  piety,  and 
karmoBy  are  displayed  generally  by  the  whole  parish.  Our  new  church  has  been 
ready  for  consecration  for  some  time  past,  and  is  entirely  out  qf  debt,  fiy  the 
liberality  of  the  vestry,  I  have  been  enabled  to  build  a  comfortable  residence

1  have  preached  at  St.  Thomas'  Church,  St  Clairsville,  fielmont  county, 
Ohio,  each  alternate  Sunday,  during  the  past  year.  Owing  to  accumulated 
discouragements,  the  parish  appeared  almost  destroyed.  I  have  endeavored  to  » 
lajlv  them,  by  going  from  house  to  house,  and  preaching  as  much  as  possible  in 
the  surrounding  country.  Our  congregation  appears  regularly  to  gather  strength, 
and  will  soon,  I  trust,  require  more  efficient  ministerial  services,  than  I  can  give 
it,  with  my  other  missionary  labors.

)  hare  preached  generally  once  in  four  weeks  in  Portland,  Piney  Fork,  Cross 
Creek  Township,  Mount  Pleasant,  and  three  miles  south  of  St.  Clairsville.  At 
each  of  those  places  we  have  communicants  connoted  with  one  of  my  parishes* 
I  was  requested  a  short  time  ago,  to  preach  at  Elizabethtown,  the  county  seat  of 
Marshall  County,  Virginia,  sixteen  miles  south  of  St.  Clairsville.  We  have  five 
families  belonging  to  the  church,  residing  in  the  village,  and  I  hope  they  with 
the  parish  at  St  Clairsville,  will  in  a  short  time,  take  up  the  whole  of  the  services 
of  a  clergyman.    1  have  preached  here  three  times. 

Bendes  these  places,  I  have  occasionally  preached  for  my  brethren  at  Steu- 
benville,  Zanesville,  Springfield,  and  Deersville,  in  Ohio,  and  Wheeling  and 
Wellsbnrgh,  in  Virginia. 

ST.    JAMES'    CHURCH,    PIQUA  AND   ST.   MARK'S

From  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention  up  to  the  7tl\  of  June, 
1841,  three-fourths  of  my  Sundays  were  spent  in  Piqua.  Having  obtained  the 
Bishop^s  consent,  1  then  resigned,  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Jame's  Church,  Piqua; 
in  which  parish  1  have  lived  and  labored  from  the  time  of  my  admission  to  Dea- 
con^e  orders,  a  period  of  about  nine  years.  The  other  fourth  of  my  time  during 
the  pest  year,  has  been  spent  in  Sidney,  where  a  parish  has  been  organised,  and  a 
lot  fiven  oq  whioh  \o  erect  a  Church.    I  now  leave  a  field  in  which  I  have  labore4 
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with  pleasure  and  1  trast  with  profit  to  the  Church  and  to  souls.    The  oengre^ 
gatioD  which  nine  years  ago  was  small,  is  now  large  and  highly  respectable. 

The  parish  of  Trinity  Church,   Troy,  just  organised  shared  in  my  services 
for  nearly  five  years,  during  which  time  a  neat  church  was  erected,  and  a  congre- 
gation collected  so  largo  as  to  lead  them  to  undertake  the  support  of  a  resident 
m  inister  among  them.    During  the  above  nine  years  I  have  also  predched  in 
various  other  places  ;  collected  congregations  and  organised  three  new  parishes, 
those  of  St  Luke's,  Urbana,    St.'Paul'&,  Greenville,   and  St.  Mark's,  Sidney. 
^    For  any  good  that  may  have  been  done  through  my  instrumentality  in  this 
ntere    sting  and  important  field  of  labor,  to  God^s  holy  name  be  all  the  praise.

Offerings  for  missions- 
Domestic  and  Foreign  $50  25,  do.  from  Parish  Female  Benevolent  Society,'  $9, 
and  for  the  Episcopate  deficit,  $25.  —  St.  Mark's   Church,  Sidney,   Commu- 
nicants 4. 

ST.    PETER'S   CHURCH,    ASHTABULA. 

REV.    JOHN   HALL,   MINISTER. 

The  minister  of  the  Church  in  this  parish,  respectfully  presents  the  following 
report  of  his  ministrations  the  past  year,  and  of  the  present  state  of  this  church. 
In  this  as  in  all  my  reports,  I  make  no  reference  to  any  but  members  of  the  church 
by  baptism. 

Families  42,  baptised  persons  about  200,  baptised  adults,  including  persons  of 
age,  and  persons  who  have  been  confirmed,  about  100.  Of  these  is  the  church 
in  this  parish  composed.

ST.  MICHAEL'S    CHURCH,    UNIONVILLE. 

REV.   JOHN   HALL,   MINISTER   PRO.    TEM. 

Families  20,  baptised  persons  66 ;  baptised  adults  37.  Of  these  is  the  church 
in  this  parish  composed. 

Children  baptised  the  past  year  2,  candidates  presented  and  confirmed  1,  com- 
municants, 1  died,  1  removed,  1  admitted  new  —  32,  died,  adult  1,  children  2 — 3. 

This  parish  is  in  a  hopeful  condition  although  it  has  had  the  services  of  a 
clergyman  not  more  than  four  weeks  for  eighteen  months  past 

ST.    PAUL'S  CHURCH,  MOUNT   VERNON. 

JIEV.  W.   F.  HAL8EY,   RECTOR. 

Agreeable  to  the  requisition  of  the  Canon,  I  herewith  send  a  report  of  my  labors 
ibr  the  last  year.  I  continued  to  perform  my  duties  regularly  as  the  Rector  of 
St.  Paul's  parish.  Mount  Vernon,  Ohio,  from  the  close  of  the  last  convention  up 
to  the  middle  of  Maieh,  at  which  time  I  was  unexpectedly  called  from  the  parish, 
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tnd  lOon  afler  (for  reasons  which  it  is  not  necessary  here  to  mention)  felt  it  my 
daty  fo  resign  my  charge  of  it.  It  affords  me  pleasure  to  say  that  the  members 
of  that  congregation  for  the  short  space  of  time  I  was  their  pastor,  always 
treated  me  with  kindness  and  respect :  when  I  left  them  I  thought  the  parish  ip 
m  prosperous  condition. 

Since  the  time  of  my  lesignation  of  that  parish,  I  have  been  without  any 
refrolor  charge,  but  I  trust  I  have  not  been  altogether  useless  in  my  Master's 
service.  1  hare  preached  frequently  in  Plattsburgh  and  various  other  places: 
and  on  one  occasion  travelled  several  miles  into  a  Roman  Catholic  district  of 
connlry  where  we  have  no  church  formed,  but  where  there  are  living  a  few  fami- 
lies belonging  to  our  church,  and  there  lectured  and  administered  the  sacrament 
of  baptism  to  eight  children,  the  offspring  of  three  families  of  protestant 
Irishmen. 

REV.    A.    IIELFENSTEIXE,    SEN. 

In  the  beginning  of  October,  1840,  I  moved  from  Worthington  to  St.  Mary'tt. 
Since  that  time  I  have  officiated  regularly  every  other  Sunday  in  St.  Mary^s, 
Every  fourth  Sunday  in  Selina,  the  county  scat  and  ten  miles  from  this  i^ace; 
once  at  Chickasaw,  ten  miles  off;  several  times  at  the  deep  cut,  nine  miles  distant^ 
and  once  at  Lima,  Allen  county,  twenty- two  miles  away.  During  this  period  1 
iuLve  baptised  3  children,  and  performed  3  funeral  services.  In  St.  Mary's  are  at 
present  3  full  church  members ;  at  Selina  1 ;  Chickasaw  2;  Deep  Cut  one.  There 
was  considerable  prejudice  here  against  the  Episcopal  church,  which  now  has 
subsided,  so  that  the  way  is  preparing  for  the  establishment  of  a  prosperous  church 
here.  Enough  male  names  have  been  obtained  to  organise  a  parish;  but  it  is  not 
thought  expedient  to  so  do  at  present.  In  consequence  of  the  peculiarity  of  the 
times,  the  navigation  on  the  canal  has  not  yet  been  opened;  but  it  cannot  be  long 
before  this  will  be  accomplished,  when  St.  Mary's  must  become  a  flourishing 
commercial  place.  Then  will  be  the  brightest  prospects  for  the  Episcopal  church. 
At  present  the  way  is  preparing  for  that  event  ** 

REV.   JOHN   HENSHAW,   DEACON,   MISSIONARY, 

Reports,  that  he  took  charge  of  the  Congregation  at  Deersville,  Harrison  county, 
the  first  of  October,  and  has  continued  to  preach  there  once  every  alternate 
Sonday.  Communicants  6,  baptbms,  infants  2.  The  small  attendance  upon 
hi*  preaching  seems  to  render  it  advisable  to  discontinue  his  connection  with  this 
congregation. 

At  Bilr.  Matthew  Eennedy^s,  eight  miles  south  of  Deersville,  he  has  preached 
once  every  fourth  Sunday  since  December,  to  a  full  house  of  attentive  hearers. 

At  Cadiz  he  preached  once  a  month,  five  times ;  but  ceased  in  March  on  account 
of  the  indifference  manifested  to  his  preaching. 

At  Canal,  Dover,  Tuscarawas  County,  he  has  preached  twice  every  fourth 
Sonday  since  Christmas.  Baptism,  one  infant  It  appears  inexpedient  to 
continue  his  labors  at  this  place. 

At  Eastport  he  has  preached  on  a  week  day  once  a  month  since  Christmas. 
We  hare  a  few  friends  here. 

In  Newport  and  vicinity,  six  miles  south  of  Eastport,  he  has  preached  on  Sun- 
days three  times,  and  on  week  days  twice  a  month  since  February.  Baptisms, 
mftnts  7.    He  has  some  prospect  of  forming  a  congregation  here. 
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St.  Mark's  Paii«b,  Mill  Creek,  Coshocton  coant^  has  bad  bis  tenriees  erer/ 
fourth  Sunday  since  Easter,  also  nine  sermons  on  week  days.  Communicants  34^ 
baptisms,  infants  17,  marriage  1.  To  missionary  objects  $4.  His  prospects  for 
usefulness'  here  are  very  fair. 

Mr.  Crawford's  near  Lafayette,  Holmes  county;  — be  has  preached  here  wee^ 
days  three  times.    Communicants  6,  baptisms,  infants  2; 

He  has  also  preached  at  Gambier  and  vicinity  4  timet;  Cross  Creek  3  times;  an(l 
twice  at  each  of  the  following  places,  Utica,  Berkshire,  Harrisville  and  Port 
Washington ;  and  four  times  in  four  other  places. 

GRACE    CHURCH,    SANDUSKY    CITY. 

The  Wardens  of  Grace  Church,  Sandusky  city,  report:  That  since  the  last 
report  by  Rev.  Mr.  Punderson  in  the  year  1839,  we  continued  to  have  the  servioes 
of  Mr.  Ponderson,  three-fourths  of  the  time  to  Easter,  1840,  and  for  the  last  year 
our  pulpit  has  been  supplied  by  the  Rev.  Burton  H.  Hicoz,  of  the  Diocese  of 
Kentucky,  who  has  been  residing  in  our  place.  Our  congregation,  commanion, 
and  Sunday  school,  have  increased  very  considerably  during  the  last  year,  and 
we  have  improved  our  basement  room  by  putting  blinds  to  the  windows,  painting 
the  interior,  and  carpeting  the  chancel;  communicants,  added  14,  present  number 
28,  baptisms,  adults  4,  infants  25,  marriages  6,  confirmed  by  the  Bishop  11, 
burials  2,  Sunday  school  teachers  10,  average  attendance  of  scholars  50,  Sunday 
school  library  200  volumes.

Baptisms,  infknts  16,  adults  5,  burials,  infants  3,  adults  9,  marriages  8,  com- 
municants 145,  Sunday  school  children  100,  teachers  16.  Contributions  $740  00. 

The  Rector  records  his  gratitude  to  God  for  the  measure  of  prosperity  granted 
to  this  church,  and  at  the  same  time  expresses  his  obligations  to  the  Vestry  and 
Wardens  for  the  cordial  aid  which  they  have  rendered  during  the  past  year.  A 
proposal  has  recently  been  made  by  the  Female  Society  of  the  Parish,  to  take 
measures  for  the  erection  of  a  Parsonage,  which  it  is  hoped,  may  succeed:  a  com- 
mencement has  also  been  made  of  a  library  for  the  use  of  the  Rector,  to  be  kejit 
as  the  property  of  the  church.  I  mention  this  form  of  christian  benevolaoee 
with  a  view  to  stimulate  others  to  similar  enterprises.  Our  chief  want  at^resent 
arises  from  the  contracted  proportions  of  our  church  edifice ;  the  church  is  not 
half  the  size  it  ought  to  be,  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  growth  of  our  citj. 

ST.    ANDREW'S   CHURCH,    ELYRIA. 

REV.   HX7GH  KELLY,   MISSIONARY. 

After  the  last  Convention,  I  continued  to  perform  Divine  service,  each  Sabbath, 
(one  excepted,)  in  East  Liverpool,  up  to  last  February.  I  have  nothing  special  to 
report  of  that  parish. 

My  appointment  to  Elyria,  and  as  a  missionary  u  dated  February  10th,  1841, 
on  the  receipt  of  whieh  I  hastened  to  the  new  field  of  labor  assigned  to  me,  and 
commenced  openitioDs.    Three-fourths  of  mj  Sabbath  li^bor  has  been  given  tp 
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Eljta,  mtd  Um  other  one-fbiirth  to  DoTer.  In  addition  to  iherfe  I  have  held 
oecMiooal  week-daj  aeiTtcefl  in  Medina,  Grafton,  Columbia  and  Stron|rsviUe. 
In  Cohimbia  I  eelehrated  two  mairiages.  In  £lyria  we  have  had  2  funerals,  7 
baptisms,  2  adalts  and  5  infants,  and  8  have  been  confirmed.  The  number  of 
tomiminicaBts  on  record,  23;  added  12,  7  removed,  5  before  I  came  to  the  parish, 
and  2  since;  1  has  died,  leaving  27,  the  present  number  of  cominunicants.  Thertf 
has  been  no  increase  in  Dover,  and  only  one  confirmed  since  the  last  report 

Beside  the  regular  SAbbath  services  in  Elyria  we  have  a  Sabbath  school,  and  an 
tdnlt  Bible  class  which  is  well  attended  and  promises  to  be  very  useful  in  uniting 
dor  own  people  in  the  doctrines  of  the  church,  and  in  removing  prejudice  from 
the  minds  of  others.  During  the  last  ecclesiastical  year,  **  the  Ladies  Circle  of 
Industry,*'  has  produced  27  dollars,  the  whole  of  which  has  been  applied  for  the 
Service  of  the  House  of  the  Lord  in  E^yria. 

REV.    R.   8.    KILLIN, 

Reports,  that  since  his  ordination  on  the  1st  of  August,  he  has  preached 
seren  times  at  St.  James*,  Piqua;  once  at  St.  James'  Chapel;  once  at  Trinity 
Church,  Troy:  once  at  Trinity  Church,  Columbus;  twice  at  St  Paulas,  Chilli- 
eothe;  and  four  times  at  Rosse  Chapel,  Gambier.  He  has  administered  the  sa- 
crament of  baptism  to  3  children,  one  of  Piqua,  and  two  of  Gambier.  He  has 
accepted  the  charge  of  St.  James*  Church,  Piqua,  and  will  enter  on  his  duties 
the  last  Sabbaili  of  September. 

CHRIST    CHURCH,   LI  VERPOOL,  MEDINA    COUNTY. 

REV.   JOSEPH  MAYO,   RECTOR. 

My  core  comprises  about  ten  Episcopal  families,  besides  individuals  who  occa- 
sionally attend  my  ministrations.  The  number  of  communicants  varies  from 
about  10  to  18.  I  have  a  small  Sabbath  school,  the  whole  management  of  which 
I  have  taken  upon  myself.  I  was  invited  by  the  vestry  to  officiate  here,  in 
August,  1839,  and  up  to  the  time  of  my  canonical  appointment,  there  occurred 
1  foaeral,  1  baptism,  and  1  wedding,  according  to  the  rites  of  the  Episcopal 
ehnrclu    Since  that  period,  I  have  officiated  at  one  funeral  in  Columbia. 

There  are  two  services  in  the  church  every  Sunday,  with  the  exception  of 
those  days  on  which  I  have  been  called  upon  by  the  N.  W.  Convocation  to 
preach  missionary  sermons  elsewhere. 

ST.  JAMES*  CHURCH,  WOOSTER,   WAYNE  COUNTY. 

REV.  ORRIN  MILLER,  RECTOR. 

I  resigned  the  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Franklin,  and  accepted  the  rectorship 
of  St  James^  Church,  Wooster,  and  commenced  my  services  in  this  parish,  on 
the  23d  of  May  (Whitsunday);  since  which  time.  I  have  held  divine  seivice  twice, 
and  generally  thrice  on  each  Sabbath,  excepting  two,  and  have  generally  held  one 
or  two  services  during  the  week.  Public  services  (on  Sabbath  39,  and  on  other 
days  11)50.  I  have  also  preached  twice  in  the  parish  of  St  Thomas*  Church, 
Maasillon,  and  at  Edinburgh.  This  parish  (St.  James)  is  yet  in  infancy,  having 
been  organised  but  little  more  than  six  months,  aud  of  course  is  comparatively 
Bat  it  hae  a  rapid,  and  I  hope  a  healthy  growth.    Number  of  the  congre- 
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gallon  —  faihilies  30,  adults  60,  childreh  50,  baptiims,  adults,  2.     Commutiicanti 
added  (admitted  16,  re6eived  15)  31. 

Collections  have  been  made  and  appropriated  as  follows,  viz:  For  parish  pur- 
poses $11  71.  This  parish  is  now  engaged  in  erecting  a  chorch  edifice,  which 
b  to  be  50  by  36  feet,  with  a  tower,  and  a  vestry-room  in  rear  of  the  church  12 
by  10  feet.  The  whole  is  to  be  enclosed  by  a  neat  fence,  and  to^be  completed  by 
the  fifteenth  of  November  neit,  at  an  expense  of  $1500,  including  a  bell.  The 
torner-stone  was  laid  by  the  lit.  Rev.  C.  P.  Mcllvaine,  on  the  27th  of  July,  and 
an  appropriata  address  was  delivered  by^him  on  the  occasion.  The  building  is 
already  framed,  and  is  to  be  put  up  immediately,  and  the  materials  are  prepared 
for  enclosing  it.  The  congregation  is  generally  large,  respectable  and  attentive. 
I  have  found  a  number  of  communicants  in  this  region  who  had  lived  from  three 
to  ten  years  in  the  country,  without  the  privilege  of  the  worship  and  ministry 
of  the  church. 

CHRIST  CHURCH,   FRANKLIN,   PORTAGE  COUNTY. 

REV.    ORRIN   MILLER,    MISSIONARY. 

I  continued  to  officiate  at  Franklin  twice,  and  generally  thrice,  on  each  Sab- 
bath, excepting  three,  until  the  20th  of  May.  On  one  of  my  vacant  Sabbaths, 
1  preached  twice  in  the  vacant  parish  at  Akron,  and  on  anoUier  I  preached 
three  times  in  the  new  parish  of  St  James,  Wooster.  I  also  exchanged 
on  one  Sabbath  with  Rev.  Thomas  Fairchild,  of  Cuyahoga  Falls.  In  addition 
to  these  labors,  I  have  officiated  twice  in  the  town  of  Aurora,  and  onc^  in  RooVa 
"Town.  It  was  the  first  time  that  the  service  of  the  Episcopal  church  was  ever 
held  in  either  of  those  towns.  Public  services  al  Franklin  on  Sundays  90. 
Number  of  communicants  added  8,  baptisms,  adults  3,  infants  3—6,  confirmed  23, 
marriages  2,  burials  2,  suspended  from  communion  1,  dismissed  1,  removed  4, 
present  number  57. 

Monthly  collections  have  been  made  and  appropriated  as  follows,  viz:  For  the 
tupport  of  the  clergyman  $4  75,  Church  Missions  $1  81,  Episcopal  funds  by 
tubscription  $6  25. 

ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  STEUBENVILLE. 

REV.  INTREPID  MORSE,  RECTOR. 

Baptisms,  infants,  14,  communicants  (removed  11,  died  1,  added  10)  108, 
funerals  8,  marriages  4,  Sunday  school  scholars,  about  100,  catechumens  40. 

Contributed  to  Diocesan  Missions  $145,  to  General,  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missions  $50;  to  support  of  the  Episcopate  about  $100. 

Since  the  last  Convention  Mr.  M.  has  performed  divine  service  and  preached, 
principally  in  neighboring  parishes,  fourteen  times,  attended  two  funerals,  and 
baptised  one  child. 

ST.  MATTHEW'S  CHURCH,  HAMILTON. 

REV.   UEXRY   PAYNE,    MINISTER. 

The  minister  of  St  Matthew^s  Church,  Hamilton,  respectfully  reports  to  the 
Bishop,  baptisms  during  the  past  year,  infants,  6,  marriages  4,  funerals  7,  com- 
municanta  removed  2,  died  1/  added  2,  present  number  13.    In  coniequence  of 
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<lie  iBabtlity  offais  parish  to  provide  him  a  support,  he  has  been  appointed  a  dio- 
^eectn  misMonarj  in  the  soath-west  convocalional  district,  to  devote  one  half  his 
time  to  missionary  objects.  He  was  prevented  from  entering  upon  his  duties  as 
missionary  until  considerably  afler  his  appointment,  but  has  since  spent  three 
Sundays  in  Cincinnati,  one  in  Piqua,  and  two  at  Princeton.  He  also  visited 
Bpringboroagh,  24  miles  distant,  and  preached  to  a  very  large  congregation. 

ST.   PAUL'S   CHURCH,    CHILLICOTHE. 

REV.   EDWARD   W.   PEET,    LATE   RECTOR. 

My  connection  with  the  Parish  of  St  Paul,  Chillicothe,  was  dissolved  at  Easter. 
From  the  period  of  the  last  Convention  up  to  that  time  I  was  uninterruptedly 
eDgaged  in  the  performance  of  parochial  duty.  I  admitted  several  persous  to  the 
communion,  baptised  28  persons,  and  gave  official  attendance  at  four  funerals  and 
four  marriages.  At  my  separation  from  my  parishioners  they  met  all  their  pecu- 
niary obligations  to  myself;  an  act  of  justice  which,  if  it  had  been  earlier  per- 
formed,  would  have  removed  in  part  the  necessity  of  separation. 

Afler  my  departure  I  preached  four  times  in  Portsmouth  and  aided  in  the 
administration  of  the  communion.  I  then  went  into  Virginia  and  preached  five 
times  on  the  Kenhawa,  and  administered  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  supper  in 
one  destitute  parish,  and  in  another  where  the  clergyman  was  only  in  Deacon^a 
orders.  I  preached  twice  in  the  county  of  Bath,  once  in  Charlottesville,  and  six 
times  in  the  different  churches  in  Richmond.  I  then  crossed  over  to  the  first 
fields  of  my  ministerial  labor  on  the  Potomac,  and  preached  four  times  in  the 
county  of  King  George,  and  once  in  the  county  of  Westmoreland,  in  both  of 
which  places,  as  well  as  in  Richmond,  I  aided  in  the  administration  of  the  holy 
communion,  I  preached  afterwards  twice  in  the  city  of  Fredericksburg,  four  times 
in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  twice  in  the  city  of  Newark,  New  Jersey, 
three  times  in  the  city  of  Bridgeport,  and  twice  in  New  Haven,  Connecticut. 

I  have  administered  the  rite  of  baptism  twice  in  Virginia,  once  in  St.  George^s 
parish,  city  o£  New  York,  and  have  attended  one  funeral  in  Bridgeport,  Con- 
necticat.  • 

ALL  SOUL'S  CHURCH,  SPRINGFIELD,  CLARKE 

COUNTY,  OHIO. 

REV.   WILLARD  FRE6BURT,    MISSIONARY. 

Reports  as  follows:  I  entered  upon  my  duties  here  as  a  missionary  about  one 
year  ago,  dividing  my  Sundays  equally  between  this  place  and  the  Yellow  Springs. 
The  parish  having  been  for  some  time  previous  destitute  of  a  minister,  I  found  it, 
as  was  natural,  in  a  cold  and  deranged  condition  :  but  through  the  blessing  of 
God  on  our  humble  labors,  it  now  wears  a  somewhat  difi*erent  aspect.  We  now 
feel  that  we  have  much  encouragement  to  persevere  in  our  exertions  for  Christ 
and  his  cause.  In  addition  to  regular  service  on  every  other  Sunday,  we  have 
had  a  weekly  prayer  meeting  since  the  first  of  Lent,  which  has  been  uniformly 
well  attended.  A  weekly  female  prayer  meeting  has  also  been  held  during  about 
the  aame  time,  and  for  a  considerable  portion  of  the  year  occasional  meetings  for 
the  practice  of  sacred  music.  A  Sunday  school  has  been  organized  which  now 
Bimibtra  8  teachers  and  40  scholars.  Baptisms,  infants  10,  adults  4,  confirmations 
6 
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6.  Added  to  the  communion  by  removal  1,  new  11.  Loctby  removal  8,  prcMB| 
number  23.  Collections  for  Sunday  school  library  $15.  For  set  of  communioft 
plate  $15.  For  Domestic  Missionary  Society  $7  50.  For  Colonization  Society 
$6.  And  for  the  building  of  a  church  edifice  a  subscription  of  above  $1000  ha* 
recently  been  made.  Of  this  sum  the  Ladies*  Sewing  Society  pledge  $200.  In 
consequence  of  this  subscription  your  missionary  is  now  at  the  East  soIicitiDg 
funds  to  enable  the  parish  to  complete  the  contemplated  building,  which  he  hopes 
will  be  deemed  a  sufficient  excuse  for  non-attendance  at  this  convention. 

At  the  Yellow  Springs  I  have  preached  once  every  other  Sunday  with  one 
exception,  when  I  was  prevented  by  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  and  the  ba4 
•tate  of  the  roads.  Baptisms,  infants  2,  adults  1,  confirmations  0,  added  to  the 
communion  1.  Present  number  6.  Here  an  addition  has  been  made  to  a  former 
•ubscription  for  a  church  edifice,  and  they  are  now  engaged  in  preparing  the  ma- 
terials, and  the  corner-stone  is  expected  shortly  to  be  laid.  Thus  have  we  beei^ 
prospered  during  the  past  year  of  our  labors  for  which  we  claim  no  merit  to  oar- 
•elves,  but  ascribe  all  the  glory  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church. 

REV.   J.   8ANDEL8,   DEACON, 

Reports  that  his  time,  since  his  ordination,  in  August,  1840,  has  been  princi- 
pally devoted  to  the  duties  of  his  professorship  in  Kenyon  College.  Besides  thi« 
he  has  preached  regularly  in  his  turn  in  the  College  Chapel,  occasionally  in 
Mount  Vernon,  Utica,  Newark,  Huron,  and  other  places.  During  the  year  he 
supplied  St  Matthew^s  Church,  Ferry,  with  religious  services,  eyeiy  fborth 
Sunday,  where  he  baptised  three  children. 

ST.    JAMES'    CHURCH,    ZANESVILLE. 

REV.    W.    A.   8MALLW00D,    RECTOR. 

Baptisms  11,  adults  2,  children  9,  marriages  5,  funerals  7.  Additions  to  the 
communion  by  removal  9,  by  new  communicants  11,  total  additions  20.  Loss  of 
communicants  by  removal,  &c.,  11.  Present  number  96.  Persons  confirmed  8.' 
Sunday  school  teachers  15,  scholars  about  100. 

During  the  last  winter,  much  interest  was  manifested  in  spiritual  things,  and 
though  the  result  has  not  proved  so  favorable  as  was  then  anticipated,  still  there 
is  great  reason  for  thankfulness  in  the  addition  of  several  valuable  persons  to  the 
conimunion.  One  effect  of  this  addition  and  of  the  season  of  seriousness,  out  of 
which  it  grew,  is  the  erection,  npw  progressing,  of  a  new,  larger,  and  far  moie 
eligible  church.  The  Rector  thanks  God  in  the  review  of  the  past  and  takes 
courage. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  the  Rector  has  spent  two  Sundays  in  missionary 
services,  one  at  Dresden,  where  a  parish  has  since  been  organized  by  the  name  of 
Zion  Church,  and  the  other  at  McConnellsville.  Contributions  to  the  Coloni- 
zation  Society,  $50,  and  to  the  cause  of  Missions,  $120. 

CHRIST   CHURCH,    FRANKLIN. 

Since  the  termination  of  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Orin  Miller,  the  ohnreh  has 
been  destitute  of  the  services  of  a  minister  except  one  Sunday,  the  Rev.  Chaiiee 
C.  Townsend,  officiated.    The  choroh  has  been  open  every  Sunday,  and  wonhip 
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ImM  kept  up  by  lay  rotding,  and  in  general  been  well  attended.  The  Vestrj 
have  reeently  engaged  the  eervices  of  the  Rev.  J.  Davis,  lately  from  the  Dioceie 
•f  Virginia,  who  commenced  on  the  22d  instant,  and  will  remain  with  us  a  year. 
Oar  Sunday  school  has  not  been  kept  up  for  the  last  six  or  eight  months  until 
now.  Last  Sunday  it  waa  re-organized  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Davia  and  lady,  and  is  attended  by  between  thirty  and  forty  scholars  with 
the  requiaite  number  of  teachers ;  we  have  also  recently  received  a  donation  of  a 
handaoffle  Sunday  School  Library  of  a  hundred  and  twenty  volumes  —  the  school 
BOW  bids  fiiir  to  become  interesting  and  useful. 

The  namber  of  communicants  is  somewhat  reduced  since  the  last  report,  some 
eight  or  ten  having  left  the  parish;  on  the  other  hand  some  two  or  three  families 
have  come  to  settle  amongst  us,  who  give  promise  of  being  efficient  supporters 
of  our  church,  our  courage  is  renewed,  and  if  we  can  a  little  longer  have  the 
support  and  assistance  of  the  missionary  fund,  will  be  on  a  permanent  footing, 
ftnd  in  our  turn  be  able,  and  willing,  to  contribute  our  share  to  other  new  parishes. 

The  collections  on  communion  days  made  during  the  last  ecclesiastical  year 
having  been  received  and  paid  over  to  the  minister  by  my  then  colleague,  I  am  not 
able  to  specify  the  amount.  Since  the  commencement  of  the  present,  there  has 
been  collected  from  the  parish  $10  for  the  Episcopate  fund  and  about  {2  for  the 
missionary,  both  which  sums  were  paid  over  to  our  minister  before  his  departure. 

Not  having  had  access  to  the  jajrnals  of  the  last  Convention,  until  the  present 
Instant,  I  was  not  aware  of  the  tax  there  levied  to  meet  the  contingent  expenses  of 
the  Diocese,  and  no  parish  funds  have  been  provided  for  that  purpose,  but  I  will 
use  my  best  exertions  as  one  of  the  Wardens,  to  have  that,  and  all  other  arrearages 
made  up  and  forwarded  to  the  respective  treasurers  with  as  liltle  delay  as  possible.

The  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Berkshire,  reports  6  baptisms,  5  infants,  and  1 
adult.

Respecting  the  spiritual  state  of  his  charge^  the  rector  of  this  parish  has  little 
of  interest  to  report.  During  the  last  Conventional  year  there  have  been  added 
to  the  communion  10,  removed  7,  withdrawn  1,  died  1,  stricken  off  the  list  for 
non-attendance  1,  leaving  the  present  number  57.  Baptisms,  1  adult  and  11 
children.  Confirmed  16.  Marriages  6.  Funerals  II.  The  number  of  Sunday 
school  children  and  teachers  varies  little  from  that  last  reported. 

Contributions  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  —  the  assessment  $40,  for  the 
eorrent  year  $43,  for  missions  $42.    ToUl  $132. 
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Our  church  edifice,  which  has  remained  for  some  years  in  an  unfinished 
alate,  and  upon  which  have  been  expended  nearly  $10,000,  there  is  now  the 
pleasing  prospect  of  having  soon  completed.  During  the  summer  the  Rector 
visited  the  east  to  solicit  aid  in  behalf  of  this  object;  and  though  from  the  pres- 
sure of  the  times  and  other  circumstances,  his  success  was  but  partial,  yet  the 
sums  received  with  a  renewed  effort  on  the  part  of  a  few  members  of  the  congrit.* 
gation  will  enable  us  to  complete  the  building,  with  the  exception  of  the  upper 
part  of  the  tower.  Contracts  have  been  made  and  the  other  work  is  going  on ; 
should  no  unexpected  delays  occur,  our  church,  one  of  the  handsomest  and  most 
substantial  iii  the  West,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  ready  for  consecration  in  the  apringi 
or  early  part  of  next  summer.

MICHAEL'S, 
UNIONVILLE;     CHRIST   CHURCH,   WARREN. 

KEV.    C.    C.    TOWNSEND,    MISSIONARY. 

Respectfully  reports:  That  since  his  last  report,  his  labors  have  been  subject  to 
interruption  from  frequent  sickness,  but  by  God's  blessing,  he  has  been  able  to 
officiate. as  a  missionary,  and  preach  137  times  In  sundry  places:  for  the  most  pari, 
however,  in  St.  Michael's,  Unlonvllie;  St.  Matthew's,  Plymouth;  Trinity, 
Jefferson,  for  lack  of  ability  to  sustain  the  services  of  the  church,  being  by  advice 
of  the  Bishop,  omitted. 

The  statistics  of  the  two  former  parishes  are  as  folldws:  St.  Matthews,  Ply- 
mouth, faoiilles  last  report  30,  added  2  —  32.  Communicants  last  report  31, 
added  by  profession  1,  removal  4  —  5,  died  1,  suspended  1  —  34.  Baptisms, 
infants  G,  marriages  2,  burial,  infant  1,  Sunday  school  as  before. 

St.  Michael's,  Unlonvllie,  families  last  report  31,  added  by  removal  1 — 32. 
communicants,  last  report*  35,  added  by  profession  1  —  36,  baptisms,  1  adult  2 
infants,  marriages  2,  burial,  infant  1,  Sunday  school  small  but  prosperous.  In 
this  parish  the  church  has  been  finished  and  consecrated.  In  St  Matthew-s,  a 
neat  edifice  34  by  44  feet  Is  in  progress  of  finishing  :  the  funds  for  the  finishing 
of  which  was  bestowed  by  Episcopalians  at  the  east. 

On  leaving  this  charge,  which  the  missionary  from  ill  health,  was  compelled 
to  resign,  he  humbly  Indulges  the  hope,  that  **  his  labor  has  not  been  in  vain  in 
the  Lord,^'  but  that  **  the  seed  which  has  been  sown  in  tears,  may  yet  be  reaped 
with  joy."  St.  Michael's  Parish  is  now  visited  by  Rev.  J.  Hall;  St.  Matthew's 
has  no  clerical  ministrations:  the  Lay  service,  as  usual,  is  kept  up. 
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Km  a  mittionaryt  for  the  temporary  supply  of  destitute  Parishes  within  the 
bDito  of  the  N.  £.  Convocation;  I  have  preached  in  Akron  twice,  and  admin- 
Mtered  the  Holy  Communion;  in  Warren  twice,  and  under  favorable  auspices, 
haye  re-orginised  the  old  parish  of  Christ  Church.  Thirty-one  males  friendly 
to  the  church,  and  desirous  of  her  ministrations,  signed  the  parochial  instru- 
ment, and  $100  is  pledged  toward  the  support  of  a  missionary  for  one  fourth  of 
the  time.  The  court  room  is  freely  offered  for  the  purpose:  It  was  regretted  thai 
a  delegate  could  not  be  sent  to  this  Convention,  but  there  is  but  one  male  commu- 
nieant,  and  it  was  not  possible  for  him  to  attend.  We  have  5  substantial  com- 
mnnieants,  and  several  anxiously  enquiring  the  way  of  truth,  and  salvation. 
Borial  1  infant  The  ofier  of  the  Cleveland  company  of  a  building  lot,  and  $100 
to  the  original  parish  failed;  but  a  lively  interest  is  cherished  by  a  little  flock  in 
the  services  of  our  church,  which  we  trust  by  God's  blessing,  will  be  sustained, 
if  they  can  be  permanently  established.  The  missionary  gratefully  acknowledges 
the  liberality  of  this  people  in  providing  means  for  coming  to  the  Convention. 
Sickness  has  prevented  other  appointments.  In  reference  to  such  missionary 
operations,  experience  fully  shows,  that  were  they  sustained  in  the  destitute 
parts  of  our  Diocese,  the  great  work  of  gathering  souls  into  the  fold  of  Christ 
would  be  greatly  promoted.  The  Lord  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harvest,  and 
give  His  blessing  to  this  good  work.

One^Bal^ 
of  my  time  at  Springfield,  and  the  other  half  at  the  other  places  mentioned  — via- 
itinsr  and  preaching  also  on  week  days  as  oflen  as  I  could.  I  have  generally  (band 
kind  reception  and  attentive  hearers,  and  some  very  warm  and  generoos  friends. 

The  congregation  of  St  John^s  Church,  Springfield,  is  now  in  an  encouraginf 
■tate.  I  haye  there  a  Bible  class  of  15;  a  Sabbath  school  of  49,  with  10  teachen, 
who  are  all  members  of  the  Bil^le  class;  and  a  fair  prospect  of  increase  in  namben 
luid  interest.  There  is  a  goodly  number  there  expecting  to  be  confirmed.  Alao, 
there  has  been  «  good  degree  of  attention  and  improvement  in  sacred  mosic  dnrinf 
the  past  year.  Communicants  35,  baptisms  4  children,  died  2,  added  2,  excluded 
1,  marriages  I.  Collection  for  diocesan  mission  $10,  for  Bishop's  support  $8.  The 
church  at  Hagerstown  is  nearly  finished,  so  as  to  be  comfortable  for  meetJnga. 
A  few  fViends  remain  firm  to  the  Church,  and  we  fondly  hope  that  their  numbet 
will  yet  be  greatly  increased.  We  have  in  Leesburg  a  large  and  promising  Sab- 
bath school,  in  connection  with  others  of  different  denominations,  church  people 
taking  an  active  part,  which  promises  much  good  to  the  cause  of  Christ. 

Carrollton  is  an  important  point  for  the  Church,  and  requires  special  attention« 
kt  I  hambly  think,  at  the  present  time.  I  have  organized  a  parish  there  of  late» 
by  the  name  of  Zion's  Church,  22  names,  a  vestry,  wardens,  treasurer,  clerk, 
&c  —  $130  subscribed,  lumber  mostly  furnished,  a  contract  about  to  be  made» 
and  a  lot  procured,  and  favorable  aspect  of  families  and  important  gentlemen, 
not  particularly  as  yet  taken  up  elsewhere  in  that  )roung  and  rising  county, 
Who  wish  to  see  the  Church  prosper  there.  On  the  whole,  we  have  reason  to 
thank  God  and  take  courage.

On  motion  of  Rev.  James  Bonnar,  the  Convention  adjourned,  to  meet  on 
Saturday  morning,  September  11th,  at  0  o*clock,  A.  M. 

Saturday,  September  11/A,  1841. 

Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  After  prayer  by  the  Bishop, 
the  roll  was  called,  the  minutes  read,  amended  and  reported. 

Rev.  Abraham  Edwards  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

Mr.  Bayliss  offered  several  resolutions  relative  to  the  Episcopate  fhndi 
which  were  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  three,  composed  of  Mr.  Ed- 
ward H.  Gumming,  Mr.  William  Key  Bond,  and  Mr.  Guy  W.  Doan,  with 
instructions  to  report  this  afternoon,  at  ^  past  2o*clock. 

The  Bishop  having  made  the  following  statement,  it  was,  upon  motion 
of  Mr.  C.  P.  Buckingham,  ordered  to  be  entered  upon  the  journal,  to  wit : 
**  I  wish  the  Convention  to  understand,  that  so  soon  as  a  permanent  fund 
for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  shall  be  provided,  yielding  an  income  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars,  I  will  surrender  the  present  legal  salary  of  two 
thousand  dollars." 

The  Treasi^rer  of  the  Diocese  made  his  annual  report.  The  same  was 
read  and  approved,  and  ordered  to  be  entered  upon  the  journal  of  the 
Convention.     (See  Appendix  A.) 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bayliss,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  \  past 
2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Saturday,  September  \lth,  1841,  J  past  2  o^dock,  P,  M. 
Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  roll  was  called,  and  the 
Convention  proceeded  to  business.

Whereupon,  the 
vote  being  taken  on  the  nominations  as  above  reported,  they  were  unani* 
monsly  elected. 

On  motion  the  President  appointed  Mr.  William  Key  l^ond  and  Mr.  J.  B 
Bayliss,  a  committee  to  audit  the  Treasurer's  accounts. 
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The  specl&l  cominittee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  resolu- 
tions offered  by  Mr.  Bayliss,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  unani- 
mously accepted,  and  ordered  to  be  entered  upon  the  journal : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolations  offered  by  Mr.  Baylisi, 
upon  the  sabject  of  a  permanent  support  of  the  Episcopate  of  this  Diocese,  to- 
gether with  the  daty  of  ascertaining  the  condition  of  the  provisions  of  the  alct  of 
the  Legifllatnre  of  Ohio  in  relation  to  the  same  matter,  report  that  the  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Ohio,  passed  January  24^h,  1821,  is  still  in  force,  and  con- 
tains all  that  is  necessary  in  the  matter  of  State  legislation  for  the  present,  and, 
therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resohedy  That  William  Key  Bond,  David  K.  Este,  and  Salmon  P.  Chatfe, 
W,  and  they  are  hereby  nominated  for  election,  under  the  provisions  of  the  exist- 
ing law,  to  carry  into  effect  the  foregoing  resolution,  and  for  this  purpose  be  au- 
thorized and  required,  as  soon  as  may  be,'  to  employ  an  agent,  or  agents,  to  Yisit 

*i^ry  parish  in  the  diocese,  and  solicit  donations  to  this  fund. 

2.  Resohedf  That  with  a  view  to  facilitate  the  formation  of  this  fund,  the 
Trustees  aforesaid  be  authorized  to  accept  the  voluntary  services  of  such  mem- 
bers of  the  church,  whether  they  be  clergymen  or  laymen,  as  may  be  willing  to 
engage  in'the  work  of  soliciting  donations  to  the  fund,  and  that  in  all  cases  of 
apt>lication,  the  agent  be  authorized  to  accept  subscriptions  of  money,  er 
grants  of  land,  or  the  notes  of  vestries  engaging  to  become  responsible  for  cer- 
tain amounts,  and  to  pay  legal  interest  on  the  same  semi-annually,  until  it  may 
be  convenient  to  raise  and  pay  the  principal. 

3.  ResaUfed,  That  with  a  view  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  agent  or  agents, 
who  may  be  employed  by  the  aforesaid  Trustees,  they  b^  authorized  to  divide 
the  Diocese  into  convenient  districts,  and  to  assign  to  each  agent  one  or  more  of 
said  districts,  and  to  request  the  vestries  of  the  same  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the 
aforesaid  agencies  in  a  ratio  proportioned  to  the  number  of  adult  attending  mem- 
bers of  each  parish,  provided  that  the  charge  shall  not  exceed  fifty  cents  per 
annum  to  each  adult 

4.  Resahedf  That  the  aforesaid  Trustees  shall  report  to  each  Convention  the 
amount  of  the  Episcopate  Fund,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been  invested; 
and  that  they  shall  also  publish  once  in  each  quarter  the  names  of  the  contribu- 
tors and  the  amount  of*  their  donations. 

5.  ResoUedf  That  when  the  interest  of  this  fund  shall  amount  to  the  sum  of 
^een  hundred  dollars,  the  said  interest  shall  be  paid  semi-annually  to  the  Bishop 
of  this  Diocese,  and  shall  then  constitute  his  salary ;  provided,  that  nothing  here- 
inbefore stated  shall  prevent  the  Convention  from  such  increase  of  this  fund  and 
of  the  Bishop^s  salary,  as  may  in  the  lapse  of  time  be  found  to  be  necessary. 

6.  Resolred^  That  the  foregoing  provisions  are  expressly  declared  not  to  inter- 
fere in  any  manner  with  the  present  provisions  for  the  support  of  this  Diocese. 

7.  Resolved^  That  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Ohio,  hereinbefore  re- 
ferred to,  be  made  part  of  the  foregoing  report  —  be  spread  upon  the  journal  of 
this  Convention  in  connection  therewith.

Bck  cHoeied  by  the  General  AaaemhUf  of  the  Stat6  tf  Ohio,  Tbtt  Bep 
Jamin  Gardiner,  John  Mttthewa,  and  John  C.  Wright,  and  their  succeaaon  in 
office,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  corporation  and  bi>dy  politic,  bj  the  nama 
and  style  of  the  Trasteea  of  the  Bishop*a  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  by  which  name  they  shall  be,  and  are  herebf  made  capa- 
ble of  receiving,  holding  and  disposing  of  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  which  may 
be  in  them  invested,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Pro* 
testant  Episcopal  church  within  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  by  which  name  they 
may  sue  and  Vb  sued,  and  in  relation  to  the  property  in  them  invested,  do  and 
perform  every  act  necessary  for  the  receiving,  safe  keeping,  using  and  diispoMOf 
of  the  same  to  the  best  advantage:  provided,  that  the  actual  value  of  the  property 
invested  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars,  nor  the  annual  in- 
come therefrom  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

*<  Sec.  2.  Be  ii further  enacted,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  shall  be  elected  triennially 
by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  shall  continue  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  duly  appointed;  and  this  corporation  shall  at  all  timea  be  subject  to  be 
altered,  new-modelled,  or  repealed,  as  the  Greneral  Assembly  may  deem  usefbl;

Rev.  M.  T.  C.  Wing  moved  to  appoint  a  committee  ou  parocliial  assess- 
tnents,  which  was  carried  in  the  affinnative ;  when  the  President  appointed 
Rev.  M.  T.  C.  Wing,  Rev.  Intrepid  Morse,  Mr.  Browning  and  Mr.  Reynolds. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Drake,  the  gentlemen  reported  by  the  special  com-' 
mittee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolutions  of  Mr.  Bayliss,  as  trustees 
under  the  law  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  passed  Jan- 
uary 24th,  1821,  be  elected  to  serve  as  such  for  the  term  of  three  years,  as 
provided  in  said  law.  On  motion,  ballottings  were  dispensed  with  by  a 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention.  Thereupon  the  trustees  named  in  the 
report  of  the  committee  were  unanimously  elected,  viz :  William  Key 
Bond,  David  K.  Este,  and  Salmon  P.  Chase. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Erastus  Burr,  a  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to 
make  arrangements  for  the  customary  missionary  meeting  to-morrow.  Rev. 
Erastus  Burr,  Rev.  Dr.  Colton  and  Dr.  John  G.  Wood  were  appointed  said 
committee. 

Mr.  C.  P.  Buckingham  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions, 
which  were  unanimously  adopted : 

Whereas  the  Episcopal  Residence  of  the  Diocese  has  been  found  to  re- 
quire certain  repairs  and  improvements,  to  make  it  comfortable  and  pre- 
serve it  from  injury,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  expend,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Bishop,  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  that  purpose. 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  report  quarterly 
through  the  Diocesan  paper,  the  amount  of  money  received  by  him  for  the 
Episcopate  fund,  and  from  whence  received. 

On  motion  the  Canon  relative  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  which 
was  laid  upon  the  table  yesterday,  was  taken  up,  and  the  question  bein|^ 
Uken  upon  its  adoption,  was  decided  in  the  affirmative  unanimously ;  ani 
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the  9iid  Oukmi  wms  ordered  to  be  registered  ts  number  sixteen,  and  the 
present  Canon  number  sixteen  be  registered  nmnber  seyenteen. 

On  motion,  the  Canon  number  four,  relative  to  the  election  of  lay  dele« 
gates  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  was  taken  up,  notice  having  been  given 
jreterday  that  an  amendment  would  be  proposed — whereupon,  the  Rev, 
Henry  Y.  D.  Johns  moved  to  change  the  form  of  the  Canon,  which  excluded 
non-oommonicants  ^m  serving  as  delegates*  so  as  to  allow  one  of  the 
three  lay  delegates  to  be  a  non-communicant. 

Mr.  Storer  moved  to  postpone  the  whole  subject  indefinitely,  which  was 
carried  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Missionary  and  Education  Committee  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  entered  upon  the  journal : 

Sixth  Annital  Kefort  of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee. 

It  will  be  reeollected  that  at  the  last  annual  Convention,  provision  was  made 
by  rasolation  for  dividing  the  Diocese  into  six  Missionary  districts,  with  a  view  to 
the  ergaoiaation  in  each  district  of  a  clerical  convocation. 

The  objects  contemplated  by  these  convocations  so  far  as  the  Convention  was 
eoneemed,  were  two,  viz:  the  collecting  of  funds  for  JCdooation  and  Missionary 
parpoees,  and  the  temporary  supply  of  destitute  parishes  within  their  own  bounds, 
with  the  occasional  services  of  the  members  of  the  convocations.  This  plan  if 
earned  into  effective  operation,  it  was  hoped  would  result  in  the  realization  of  a 
larger  amount  than  had  heretofore  been  contributed  to  the  objects  referred  to, 
and  ezeite  throughout  the  Diocese  a  deeper  interest  in  the  cause  of  missions,  and 
a  warmer  sympathy  in  behalf  of  feeble  congregations,  destitute  of  the  stated 
ministrations  of  the  Gospel 

Boon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  measures  were  taken  to  carry 
into  effect  the  resolutions  of  that  body  in  reference  to  this  matter,  and  six  convo- 
eatioos  were  organized,  the  respective  boundaries  of  which  were  designated  by 
the  Bishop  accord!^  to  a  provision  of  the  resolutions.  The  practical  working  of 
this  system,  during  the  first  year  of  its  operation,  which  has  now  terminated,  has 
been  highly  satisfiictory:  all  that  could  have  been  reasonably  anticipated  from  it 
Ibr  the  short  period  that  has  elapsed,  has  been  realized;  and  the  opinion  is  confi- 
dently entertained  that  its  future  results  will  be  highly  salutary  to  the  interests  of 
the  ehorch  throughout  the  Diocese. 

In  one  or  two  instances,  the  powers  vested  in  the  convocations  by  the  resolution 
of  Convention,  have  been,  from  misapprehension,  transcended.  The  resolution 
profidei  that  *'  the  funds  collected  by  each  convocation  shall  be  transmitted  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  General  Committee,^'  by  tehom  they  *'  shall  be  appropriated, 
if  desired,  in  reference  to  the  wants  of  the  district  from  which  they  come."  From 
this  resolution  it  appears  that  the  convocations,  so  far  as  funds  are  concerned, 
were  designed  to  be  collecting  agents  simply  of  the  Diocesan  Committee.  They 
are  not  empowered  to  make  appropriations  of  moneys  raised  within  their  bounds, 
to  nuMionaries  of  their  own  appointment:  but  are  expected  to  pay  over  those 
■Mmejrs  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Committee,  or  hold  them  subject  to  the 
eider  of  that  committee. 

hk  several  instances  fiinds  have  been  raised  by  individual  parishes  and  trans- 
■itied  directly  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Committee,  without  passing 
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through  the  hands  of  the  Convocation.  As  it  is  desirable  thfit  the  full  amouni 
raised  within  the  limits  of  each  Convocation  should  be  known,  the  committer 
would  respectfully  recommend  that  to  prevent  confusion,  and  to  secure  uniform 
accuracy,  all  moneys  collected  in  future  within  the  bounds  of  each  Convocation, 
be,  in  the  first  instance  deposited  with  the  treasurer  of  that  Convocatipn,  and 
that  he  transmit  them,  as  soon  as  his  convenience  will  allow,  or  render  an  account 
of  them  to  the  treasurer  of  the  General  Committee,  distinctly  specifying  the 
sources  from  which  they  came,  and  the  specific  object  to  which  they  are  to  be 
applied. 

There  has  been  received  by  the  treasurer,  during  the  past  year,  including  a 
small  balance  in  his  hands  when  the  last  report  was  rendered,  the  sum  of  $1672 
88.  Of  this  sum,  ^44  45  were  contributed  by  a  friend  of  missions  in  Ohio, 
residing  in  England.  Seventy-five  dollars  have  also  been  received  on  the  Catler 
■chola/ship  from  Boston,  Massachusetts.  The  balance  has  been  raised  in  the 
Diocese.  There  has  been  contributed  within  the  bounds  of  the  several  Convo* 
cations  as  follows:

The  committee  have  had  under  their  patronage  the  past  year  seccn  beneficiaries, 
to  whom  appropriations  have  been  made  amounting  to  $521  68.  The  number  ot 
Missionaries  in  the  employ  of  the  Committee  during  the  year  past,  has  been  fiinef 
of  whom  eight  are  now  under  appointment  of  the  committee.  Of  these,  three 
have  been  laboring  within  the  bounds  of  the  North  Eastern  Convocation:  viz: 
Rev.  Mr.  Miller,  Rev.  Mr.  Kelly,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Townsend.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Miller 
officiated  for  a  portion  of  the  year  at  Franklin,  under  the  patronage  of  thecom- 
inittee:  but  has  since  removed  to  Wooster,  where  he  has  taken  charge  of  a  new 
and  flourishing  congregation,  from  which  he  derives  his  entire  support.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Kelly  labored  during  a  part  of  the  year  in  East  Liverpool,  but  has  since 
removed  to  Elyria,  where  he  still  ofiiciates  as  a  missionary  of  the  committee. 
Three  missionaries  are  laboring  within  the  bounds  of  the  South  Eastern  Convo- 
cation, viz:  Rev.  Mr.  Gray,  Rev.  Mr.  Henshaw,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Wheeler. 
Two  missionaries  are  located  within  the  limits  of  the  South  Western  Convo« 
catiop,  viz:  Rey.  Mr.  Payne,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Helfenstein.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Kelly 
is  employed  within  the  bounds  of  thp  North  Western  Convocation.  Appropria- 
tions have  been  made  to  the  missionaries  of  the  committee,  amounting  to  ^837  89. 

It  will  appear  from  the  treasurer's  report,  that  of  $1672  88  received  the  paat 
year,  the  sum  of  $485  55}  cents  ha?  been  paid  to  beneficiaries,  $858  67|  to 
missionaries,  and  $1  31  for  posUge;  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $329  38, 
all  of  which  will  be  required  to  discharge  existing  obligations.

Saturday  evening,  \past  7  o'clock. 

Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Bishop ;  and  the  roll  being  called,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  business. 

Rev.  William  A.  Small  wood  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolu- 
tions ;  and  the  question  being  put  by  the  Secretary,  they  were  unanimously 
adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  entered  upon  the  journal  : 

Whereas  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  has,  during  the  last  year,  dedicated 
to  the  clergy  of  Ohio  a  work  entitled  **  Oxford  Divinity  compared  with  that 
of  the  Romish  and  Anglican  Churches ;"  a  work  devoted  to  the  guarding  of 
the  church  from  error,  on  vitally  important  articles  of  its  faith,  therefore^ 

Resolved,  unanimously,  That  this  Convention  receive  with  great  sensi- 
bility, this  evidence  of  his  faithful  care  for  their  highest  interests,  and  ac- 
knowledge with  grateful  emotions  the  eminent  value  of  the  volume  to  which 
it  has  given  rise. 
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On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Domestie  Missions,  laid  on  tht 
table  yesterday  was  taken  up,  read  as  follows,  and  unanimously  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  delegates  to  the  General  Convention  be  instnicted  to 
represent  to  that  body,  that  in  the  view  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio,  the  present  system  on  which  the  Domestic  Missions  of  the  church 
are  conducted,  is  in  need  of  some  change  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the 
Board  of  Missions  to  make  the  most  efficient  use  of  the  fund  committed  to 
their  charge ;  and  further,  to  request  that  the  subject  may  receive  as  soon  as 
possible  the  most  mature  deliberation  of  the  representative  body  of  the 
church. 

Mr.  Henry  Brush  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  unani- 
mously adopted : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  the  oxpediencj  of 
providing  one  or  more  canons  for  lay  discipline;  and,  if  deemed  expedient, 
to  report  the  same  to  the  next  Convention.  The  President  appointed  the 
Bev.  Erastus  Burr,  Rev.  Henry  V.  D.  Johns,  Rev.  John  T.  Brooke,  and  Mr. 
William  Key  Bond  said  committee. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  John  Swan,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention,  with  the  Rev.  Henry  Y. 
D.  Johns  and  Rev.  Chauncey  Colton,  be  a  committee  to  superintend  the  pob- 
lication  of  the  journal,  and  that  two  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  same  be 
published. 

Rev.  Sherlock  A.  Bronson  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted,  viz : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Diocese  to  apply  by 
letter  or  otherwise,  to  such  parishes  as  in  his  judgment  have  been  most 
backward  in  contributing  to  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  for  the  purpose  of 
making  up  the  deficit  of  the  year  now  past. 

The  faculty  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  made  the  following  report,  which  was  readi 
unanimously  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  entered  upon  the  journal. 

Report  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Piuh 
TESTANT  Episcopal  Chxtrch  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

The  number  of  students  who  have  prosecuted  the  study  of  Divinity  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Seminary  during  the  pait  year  has  been  seven. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  as  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  Polity  ,instnicted  the 
senior  class  in  that  department  during  the  winter  term,  using  as  the  basis  of  in« 
struction  Potter  on  Church  ^Government,  Onderdonk  on  Episcopacy,  Hooker's 
Ecclesiastical  Polity,  Sinclair  on  Liturgies,  and  Palmer  on  the  church. 

During  the  summer  term,  in  conaeqoence  of  the  resignation  of  the  late  MUnor 
Professor  of  Systematic  Divinity,  and  the  department  being  still  vacant,  the 
Biihop  instructed  the  middle  dasa  in  the  course  belonging  thereto ;  at  the  same 
time  meeting  all  the  theological  students  once  a  week  in  the  chapel,  for  exercises 
in  reading  the  liturgy,  oomposition,  and  delivery  of  sermons,  with  criticism  on 
the  same. 

With  the  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature  the  junior  class  have  read  cricieally 
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tlw  fwpil  ofBt.  Maitbew,  aad  in  Hebi«w,  the  Chreftomathj  and  nzUm  Piditiai 
ilao^  BiUiiBal  Ckognphy  aad  AntkimtiM. 

The  Bikldla  dui  htrt  lead  critically  the  Epistle  to  the  Romans  and  the  Epistle 
to  tlw  Hebrews  in  Gieek,  aad  portions  of  Isaiah,  and  of  the  minor  prophets,  in 
liMifew* 

With  the  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  the  jdnior  class  has  been  enfafed 
in  the  stodj  of  Christian  Antiquities  —  and  the  middle  and  senior  classes  haTO 
(rosecated  together  the  stady  of  that  portion  of  Ecclesiastical  History  compre^ 
headed  between  the  eighth  and  sixteenth  centuries,  nsing  Mosheim  as  the  prin« 
text  book. 


Edward  H.  Camming,  the  fbllowlDg  resolution  was 
adopted:

A  special  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Ohio  having  been  called  by  the  lit.  Rev.  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  to  meet  in  this  phice  at  this  time,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Charles  P, 
Mcllvaine,  D.  I).,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  with  several  Cler<;ymen 
and  I^ay  Delej^ates  assembled  in  Rosse  Chapel,  Harcourt  Parish, 
at  half  past  10  o'clock,  A.  M.  Morning  Prayers  were  read  by  the 
Rev.  Alexander  Varian,  and  the  Lessons  for  the  day  by  the  Rev. 
Samuel  Marks.  The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  read  by  the 
Bishop,  and  the  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev, 
George  Den ison,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  NVwark.  After  the 
Religious  Services  were  concluded,  the  Bishop  took  the  chair  and 
called  the  Convention  to  order.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Muenscher  was 
requested  by  the  Bishop  to  act  as  Secretary  pro  tern.  A  list  of 
the  clergy  constitutionally  entitled  to  seats  l)eing  called,  the  fol- 
lowing persons  answered  to  their  names  ai:d  took  their  seats:

The  O>nvenlion  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary; 
whereupon,  balloting  being  dispensed  with,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Muen- 
scber  was  declared  to  be  unanimously  elected  viva  voce. 
On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  3  o'clock,  P.  M.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Bury  and  E.  H.  Cummii^  Esq.,  were  appoint- 
ed a  committee  on  unfinished  business. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Smallwood  moved  that  the  rules  of  order  adopt- 
ed at  the  last  Convention  be  adopted  as  the  rules  of  order  of  the 
present  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Muenscher  offered  as  an  amendment,  sundry 
alterations  of  and  additions  to  the  rules  of  order  of  the  last  Con- 
vention. The  resolution  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smallwood,  and  the 
amendment  were,  on  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Allen,  referred  to  a  se- 
lect committee. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Bury,  and  Messrs  D.  B.  Douglass  and  F.  Wol- 
cott,  were  appointed  said  committee. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Mclivaine  then  delivered  the  following 
annual 

ADDRESS- 

Brethren*  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: — 

Again  we  meet  together  in  the  Church  militant;  onr  warfare 
not  yet  accomplished,  our  race  atill  unfinished.    Death  has  changed 
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the  residence  and  vork  of  none  of  our  clergy,  since  the  last  assem- 
hUng  of  this  body.  All  have  been  given  another  year  to  labour  for 
iheir  Master  and  Lord,  and  to  make  full  proof  of  their  ministry.  I 
trust  that  year  has  been  truly  devoted  by  each  of  us  to  the  great  work 
gifen  us  to  do;  and  that  precious  fruits  of  life  bear  witness,  before 
Crod,  that  as  stewards  of  his  heritage  we  have  been  faithful. 

But  though  none  of  our  brethren  of  the  clergy  of  this  diocese  have 
been  called  to  die,  I  feel  it  my  duty,  out  of  most  respectful  and  afiec- 
iionate  veneration  for  the  memory  of  an  aged  father  in  the  Church,  to 
mention  here  the  affliction  sustained  by  this  diocese,  in  common  with 
our  whole  Zion,  in  the  departure  out  of  this  life,  in  November  last,  of 
that  beloved  Bishop,  the  Right  Rev.  Richard  Chanuing  Moore,  D.  P. 
The  venerable  form,  the  mild,  benevolent  countenance,  beaming  with 
affectionate  tenderness  and  kindness;  the  grave,  dignified  and  most 
eoorteous  manner  of  that  good  man  can  never  be  forgotten.  But  how 
long  will  Virginia,  especially,  delight  to  tell  of  the  sweet  and  heaven- 
ly piety,  the  overflowing  love,  the  simple  earnest  zeal,  the  tender  en- 
treaties and  exhortations,  mingled  with  many  tears  and  melting  all 
hearts,  which  made  that  dear  old  man  so  beloved  wherever  he  went, 
and  so  effective  wherever  he  preached!  We  have  lost  him,  but  he  has 
found  bis  home  and  exceeding  great  reward.  Our  bereavement,  how- 
ever, is  attended  with  this  consoling  reflection,  that  by  causing  the 
former  Assistant  Bishop  to  take  the  place  of  Bishop  of  Virginia  it  has 
led  to  the  election  of  one  to  the  place  of  Assistant  Bishop, — the  Rev. 
John  Johns,  D.  D.,  whom  we  shall  greatly  rejoice  in  seeing  elevated 
to  the  Episcopate.  Virginia  will  again  be  greatly  blessed  under  the 
joint  oversight  of  two  Bishops.  The  consecration  of  Dr.  Johns  is  ex- 
pected to  take  place  in  October,  at  Richmond,  Va. 

1  must  not  omit  to  congratulate  the  Church,  on  the  additions  made 
to  the  number  of  her  Bishops,  by  the  elevation  of  the  Rev.  Alfred 
liOe,  D.  D.,  to  the  Bishopric  of  Delaware.  He  was  consecrated  in 
New  York,  during  the  session  of  the  late  General  Convention.  Dur- 
ing the  same  Convention,  two  Missionary  Bishops  were  nominated  by 
the  House  of  Bishops,  one  for  Texas,  another  for  Africa.  A  small 
majority  of  the  house  of  Deputies,  acting  upon  views  of  the  consti- 
tutional rights  ^nd  duties  of  the  Church,  with  regard  to  missions  in 
foreign  countries,  which,  if  correct,  would  be  exceedingly  humiliating 
to  her  claim  of  apostolic  model,  but  which  I  surely  believe  were  with- 
out any  reason,-prevailed  to  prevent  the  nomination  from  being  acted 
on. 

The  time  appointed  by  the  last  Convention  for  the  succeeding,  wia 
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the  third  Wednesday  of  October  next.  As  that  date  will  ooeur  whea 
a  large  part  of  the  means  at  this  place  of  accommodating  the  persons 
attending  the  Convention  will  be  occupied  by  students,  it  soon  became 
obvious  that  a  change  in  the  time  of  holding  the  Convention  would  be 
necessary  By  virtue  therefore  of  the  power  vested  in  the  Bishop,  by 
the  4th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  to  call  special  conventions,  and  in 
concurrence  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee,  I  called 
t!^e  Convention  at  this  time,  with  the  expectation  that  the  usual  busi- 
ness of  the  annual  convention  would  be  transacted.  If  such  should 
be  the  case,  you  will  take  such  order  as  will  be  necessary  to  make  the 
present  Convention  a  substitute  for  that  appointed  to  meet  on  the  3rd 
Wednesday  of  October  next.   ' 

I  cannot  but  turn  your  attention,  just  now,  to  the  evidence  of  the 
blessing  of  God,  upon  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  the  increase  of 
its  strength,  as  exhibited  in  the  contrast  between  the  number  of  otir 
clergy  to-day,  and  the  number  when  the  Convention  last  met  in  this 
place,  in  the  year  1833.  Then  the  whole  number  was  23;  now  it  ii 
•61. 

My  visitations,  since  the  last  Convention,  have  not  been  so  exten- 
sive as  I  expected  to  make  them.  The  duty  of  attendance  at  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  required  my  absence  from  the  diocese  for  a  large  part 
of  the  time  in  Autumn  usually  devoted  to  visitation.  From  that  Con* 
vention  I  returned  in  a  state  of  health  too  much  impaired  to  perform 
any  duty  abroad,  until  the  roads  became  unfit  for  travelling.  The 
Spring  months  were  almost  entirely  occupied  in  visitation.  Contrary 
to  my  usual  plan  of  avoiding  exhausting  labours  in  the  warm  months, 
well  knowing  from  experience  how  much  my  health  requires  much 
quietness  at  that  season,  I  attempted  a  visitation  of  the  north-western 
portion  of  the  diocese  in  the  beginning  of  July.  At  the  second  ap- 
pointment, I  was  seized  violently  with  fever,  and  obliged,  after  con- 
finement to  the  bed  for  some  days,  to  return  home  and  avoid  travelling 
and  fatiguing  work  abroad  during  the  rest  of  the  summer.  I  must 
here  acknowledge  my  debt  of  gratitude,  for  the  assidnous  and  kind, 
*  as  well  as  judicious  care  which  I  received,  in  my  illness  at  the  house 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Marks,  at  Huron,  alike  from  himself  and  family  and 
members  of  his  parish.  In  consequence  of  this  proviitential  interrup- 
tion of  my  plans,  the  amount  of  diocesan  duly  has  not  been  so  great 
as  I  hoped  to  accomplish;  though  perhaps  as  much  as  it  was  wise  to 
attempt. 

The  parishes  visited  are  those  of  Granville;  Mt.  Vernon,  Colum- 
bus; Sieubcnville;  East  Liverpool;  Springfield,  Jefferson  Co.;  Cross 
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Oitek;  Zanetville;  Utica;  Newark;  Marietta;  that  of  the  Welsh  set* 
tfoment  in  Gallia  Co.;  that  of  Portsmouth;  the  three  parishes  in  Gin- 
dnnati;  that  of  Gircleville,  Wooster,  Medina,  Liverpool,  Golumbia, 
8trong«ville,  Cleveland,  Ohio  Ghy,  Dover,  Boston,  Franklin,  Cuy- 
ahoga Falls,  Akron,  Massillon,  Norwalk,  Huron,  Gambier  and 
Worthington. 

Besides  these  I  have  visited  and  preached  in  Gallipolis,  where  a 
parish  was  expected  to  be  organized,  and  in  Hudson  where  a  parish 
has  since  been  organized.  During  the  intervals  of  visitations,  while 
remaining  at  home,  I  have  preached  every  Sunday  in  the  chapel  at 
Gambier  except  when  disabled  by  ill  health;  sustained  a  service  and 
lecture  on  Thursday  evening  in  the  same  place  during  several  months, 
and  carried  on  the  instruction  of  Students  of  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  the  two  departments  of  Ecclesiastial  Polity  and  Systematic 
Divinity. 

The  number  of  candidates  presented  by  their  Pastors  for  the  sol- 
emn ordidance  of  Confirmation,  as  being  prepared  to  ratify  their  bap- 
tismal vows  and  be  admitted,  through  that  ordinance,  to  the  full  com* 
monion  of  the  Church,  has  been  in  some  parishes  much  larger  than 
ever  before:  while  the  aggregate  is  seventy-six  more  than  the  number 
presented  doring  the  last  year  and  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  more 
than  that  of  the  year  before.  The  whole  number  confirmed  since  the 
last  Convention  is  three  hundred  and  eighty-one, 

I  proceed  to  mention  as  tnuoh  of  the  derails  concerning  the  confir-

I  am  thankful  and  happy  to  say  that  in  general,  the  spiritual  state  of 
the  parishes  visited  is  more  than  usually  encouraging.  Some  of  ihe 
small  and  feeble  ones  have  very  hopefully  grown  in  the  number  of 
persons  attending  on  the  ministry  of  the  word  and  also  of  those  who 
profess  to  have  received  the  Gospel  in  its  saving  power.  The  clergy 
in  charge  of  congregations  seem  desirous  of  scrupulously  maintaining 
.the  distinctive  features  of  the  Church  in  her  services  and  order:  while 
the  great  matteis  of  the  Gospel,  the  regeneration  of  the  sinner  by  the 
Holy  Ghost,  as  essential  to  all  spiritual  life:  justification  by  faith  alone, 
through  the  accounting  unto  us  of  the  perfect,  mediatorial  righteous* 
ness  of  Christ,  as  essential  to  all  acceptance  with  God:  these  and  their 
vitally  connected  truths  and  duties,  are  preached  earnestly  and  habitu- 
ally. The  more  plainly  and  faithfully  and  earnestly  such  matters  are 
urged,  with  much  prayer  to  God  who  giveth  the  increase,  the  more 
may  it  be  expected  that  God  will  give  increase  to  the  precious  seed  of 
his  word,  increase  of  souls  converted  to  God,  following  Christ  and 
walking  steadfastly  in  good  works. 

Among  several  parishes  which  have  exhibited  a  good  increase,  dur- 
ing the  last  year,  I  must  mention  particularly  that  of  St.  Philip's,  Cir- 
«leville.     This  Church  was,  for  some  time,  one  of  the  nurslings  of 
.jour  Diocesan  Missionary  efforts.    And  well  have  all  the  appropria- 
,  tions  made  to  it  in  time  past,  been  recompensed,  as  well  in  its  contii- 
,  butions,  ever  since  it  ceased  to  need  missionary  aidi  to  needy  stations^ 
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m  in  the  blessings  of  the  Spirit  upon  the  means  of  grace  among  itt 
people.  God  has  granted  a  special  and  very  large  increase  to  the 
planting  and  watering  of  the  seed  of  the  word  bj  the  Rector  of  that 
Churchy  during  the  last  year.  In  May  last,  I  confirmed  there  fifty^ 
two  men,  women,  and  children  of  proper  age,  all  professing  the  hope 
diat  by  the  grace  of  God,  they  had  been  lead  heartily  to  renounce  the 
world  and  become  followers  of  Christ.  When  the  size  of  the  con- 
gregation is  considered,  that  ^number  is  very  great.  I  mention  it  for 
the  encouragement  of  our  clergy  in  their  labors,  and  as  an  incitement 
to  their  more  earnest  coveting  in  prayer  of  the  best  gifts  of  God  to 
their  people. 

I  cannot  urge  too  much  upon  the  clergy  the  great  importance  of  a 
careful  preparation  of  candidates  for  confirmation,  and  the  improve- 
ment of  the  season  when  that  ordinance  is  expected,  by  particular  ef- 
forts to  impress  upon  parents  and  sponsors  their  duties  to  the  children 
of  their  charge:  that  in  the  time  to  communicate  right  views  of  the 
sacrament  of  infant  baptism,  and  to  call  those  who  are  under  baptis- 
mal vows  to  a  solemn  consideration  of  the  lives  they  have  led,  and 
the  responsibility  they  are  under  as  members  of  the  church  of  Christ. 
Two  branches  of  preparation  for  the  laying  on  of  hands  in  confirma- 
tion are  to  be  insisted  on.    The  one  of  the  hearty  consisting  in  a  god- 
ly sorrow  for  sin  and  a  hearty  and  exclusive  trust  in  the  righteousness 
of  Christ  for  peace  with  God.    These  are  great  constituent  elements  of 
the  christian  character;  making  up  the  only  preparation  for  the  supper  of 
the  Lord  on  earth,  and  foi  the  Marriage  supper  of  the  Lamb  in  heav- 
en.   The  other  is  of  the  mtncf,  consisting  of  so  much  knowledge  of 
christian  doctrine  and  duty  as  is  necessary  to  enable  any  one  to  be  in- 
telligently a  christian.     My  brethren  well  know  how  much  I  have 
urged  the  former,  the  preparation  of  the  heart  not  only  upon  candi- 
dates for  confirmation,  but  also  upon  their  Pastors,  to  be  insisted  on 
by  them  in  all  their  communications  with  their  people.     But  I  would 
place  the  latter  also  very  prominently  forward  as  of  the  very  greatest 
consequence.     How  is  the  interest  of  a  confirmation  increased  to  the 
administrator,  the  pastor,  the  congregation:  how  is  its  value  to  the 
great  interests  of  the  church,  enhanced,  when  in  looking  round  upon 
a  circle  of  candidates  awaiting  admission  by  imposition  of  hands  to 
the  full  communion  of  the  family  of  Christ,  we  can  feel  assured  not 
only  that  they  are  seriously  and  heartily  sealing  their  baptismal  vowi 
and  entering  on  a  personal  profession  ot  religion,  but  also  that  they 
are  doing  this  with  minds  well  instructed  and  established  in  Christian 
truth;  that  in  the  school  of  the  Pastor,  and  under  the  auxiliary  teaching 
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of  the  spoDfor;  they  have  been  regularly  trained  and  educated  in 
ligious  knowledge  so  as  to  be  furnished  wiih  armour  against  seducing 
errors  of  doctrine  aswell  as  corrupting  temptations  to  vtciousncss  of  life# 
Much  may  be  done  towards  this  good  end  by  the  Pastor's  diligent 
teaching  when  the  time  for  confirmation  is  at  hand,  and  the  candidatei 
are  ascertained.  Special  instruction  then  on  the  christian's  faith  and 
hope  and  life, — on  the  duties  and  difficulties,  trials  and  temptations  of 
the  disciple  of  Christ,  and  his  means  of  surmounting  his  hindrancet 
and  of  growing  in  grace,  should  by  all  means  be  given.  But  the  only 
sure  basis  of  success  in  the  pastoral  teaching  of  the  young,  is  faithful 
catechising  of  children^  from  their  earliest  ability  to  receive  the  in« 
struction  of  their  minister,  until  confirmation  has  discharged  them 
from  the  lower  form  of  catechumens  into  the  higher  degree  of  com* 
municants  at  the  family  table  of  the  household  of  faith.  I  would 
roost  earnestly  press  upon  the  clergy  this  part  of  their  duty.  I  need 
not  say  how  prominently  it  is  placed  among  the  duties  of  the  minisiry 
by  the  standard  of  our  church.  In  every  parish,  there  is,  by  the  the- 
ory of  our  parochial  system  a  school  of  christian  education.  Its  pu- 
pils are  by  right  and  duty  the  baptized  children  of  the  parish.  Let 
the  unbaptized  be  added  as  far  as  possible.  The  teacher  of  that  school 
is  the  Pastor  of  the  flock.  Parents  and  Sponsors  are  bound  to  the 
Church  to  see  that  the  children  of  the  covenant  of  baptism  do  attend 
upon  that  Teacher  in  that  his  own  peculiar  school.  They  can  be  no 
more  discharged  from  this  duty  tiian  the  Pastor  from  the  duty  of  feed, 
log  the  Iambs  of  Christ's  flock.  The  appointed  mode  of  instruction 
in  that  school  is  catechising,  whatever  the  extent  of  subject  introduc- 
ed:— Merely  to  lecture,  to  explain,  to  enforce  is  not  enough,  all  must 
be  on  the  basis  of  continual  catechising — putting  questions  and  draw- 
ing answers. — If  the  subject  matter  be  the  lowest  elements  of  religious 
knowledge,  or  the  highest  exhibition  of  gospel  truth  which  children 
may  be  capable  of  receiving,  the  appointed  mode  and  the  very  best 
mode,  by  far,  is  that  of  catechising.  And  here  I  would  say  that  in 
my  view  the  Pastor  is  as  much  bound  by  the  order  of  our  church  and 
by  general  considerations  of  duty,  personally  to  instruct  the  children 
of  his  charge,  at  regular  times  by  catechism,  as  to  appear  before  their 
elders  in  the  pulpit  and  teach  them  every  Sunday  by  sermons.  His 
school  of  children  in  catechisms  of  divers  grades  can  no  more  be  com- 
mitted to  other  instructors  than  his  higher  school  o(  adults  meeting 
together  before  his  pulpit  to  be  taught  by  preaching  can  be  committed 
to  other  preachers.  The  pastor  is  the  only  natural  and  appropriats 
teacher  of  one,  as  of  the  other— and  he  is  alike*  preaching  the  gospel 
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in  both,  in  proportion  as  he  does  the  work  of  an  evangelist  in  distrib- 
oting  the  milk  of  the  word  to  the  one  class  and  the  stronger  food  to 
the  other.     Sunday  Schools  are  truly  good  as  helps  to  the  Pastor. 
When  properly  conducted,  not  as  independent  societies,  extra-parochial, 
bat  as  humble  helps  to  the  minister,  subordinale  entirely  to  his  control, 
(and  no  minister  ought  to  acknowledge  a  Sunday  School  in  his  parish 
which  is  not  thus  subordinate,)  what  are  they  but  so  many  auxiliaries 
to  the  school  of  the  Pastor,  of  which  I  have  been  speaking?— -auxilia- 
ries in  which  he  is  aided  by  men  and  women,  precisely  as  he  is  ex- 
pected to  be  aided  more  privately  by  parents  and  sponsors  in  the  re- 
ligions education  of  the  children  of  his  flock.     But  the  Sunday  School 
is  in  Its  place  only  as  a  help  to^  not  as  a  substitute  for  the  personal  in- 
stmction  of  the  Pastor.     After  it  has  done  all  it  can  do,  there  remains 
to  be  done  the  direct  work  of  the  Shepherd  of  the  (lock,  examining, 
teaching,  admonishing,  exhorting,  nurturing  the  lambs  in   christian 
knowledge  and  discipline,  as  none  but  the  shepherd  can  do  it,  and  thus 
securing  not  only  that  they  are  trained  in  the  truth  as  it  is  i<n  Jesus, 
bnt  also  in  that  truth  as  in  its  church  associations,   particnlarly  as  as- 
sociated with  the   pastoral  office  of  Christ^s  ministers:  so   that  the 
lambs  shall  know  and  love  the  voice  of  him  who  is  over  them  in  the 
Lord.     Let  Sunday  Schools  have  their  classes:  let  every  house  where 
there  are  children  have  its  little  class  of  its  own  children  growing  up 
under  parental  teachers  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lordi — 
But  let  the  Pastor,  by  all  means,  have  his  class  also,  gathered  out  of 
all  the  family  circles  to  learn  of  him,  first  and  last,  no  matter  how  ex- 
tensive the  instruction  they  may  be  receiving  any  where  else.— In  that 
school  let  children  be  taught  as   fully  as  they  can   receive,  all  such 
things  as  a  christian  ought  to   know  and  believe  to  his  soul*s  health, 
While  doing  this  faithfully  let  him  feel  thathe  is  serving  his  master 
and  preaching  the  gospel  in  a  way  ^s  important  to  the  rising  genera- 
tion as  that  of  his  more  public   preaching  to  their  elders.     Let  him 
connect  with  this  more  frequent  address  to  parents  on  their  responsi- 
bility for  the  religious  training  of  their  children.     Blessed  must  be  the 
fruits  of  such  labours — all  the  interests  of  the  Church  must  rejoice  in 
them.     I  know  well,  however,  how  many  difficulties  the  minister  has 
to  meet^  from  the  very  peculiar  and  disorganized  condition  of  society 
as  regards  religious  duties,  the  loose  notions  prevailing  of  parochial 
and  pastoral  relations,  the  low  views  of  the  nature  and  need  of  chris- 
tiaa  education,  the  indifference  so  often  seen,  even  among  parents  pro- 
fessing godliness,  to  the  proper  carrying  out  of  the  discipline  of  the 
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church  towards  their,  and  her  baptized  children.  Such  evils  in  our 
church,  and  out  of  it,  but  though  out  of  it.  exerting  much  indirect  in- 
fluence within,  do  certainly  hinder  yery  greatly  the  complete  working 
of  our  parochial  system  as  regards  children,  as  well  as  adults.  But 
this  is  no  reason  why  we  should  leave  that  system  and  either  substi- 
tute no  other,  or  one  accommodated  to  and  calculated  to  encourage,  in* 
stead  of  correctmg,  the  evils  which  hinder  the  better.  I  beg  to  say 
again,  with  most  serious  emphasis,  that  no  accumulation  of  other 
teaching  can  do  that  work  of  feeding  the  lambs  of  Christ's  flock  which 
the  Church  has  put  iuto  the  hands  of,  and  required  to  be  done,  inper* 
son,  by  the  Pastor  of  the  flock.  No  nurse  can  supply  the  place  of 
a  mother,  no  friend,  the  place  of  a  father,  no  teacher  the  place  of  the 
children*s  own  minister. 

While  on  this  subject,  I  wish  very  particularly  to  recommend  for 
general  reading,  among  clergy  and  laity,  a  work  on  religious  education 
which  I  fear  is  very  little  known  as  it  deserves  to  be. 

At  the  General  Convention  of  1838,  a  committee  was  appointed  by 
joint  resolution  '*to  take  into  consideration,  the  subject  of  the  Chris- 
tian education  of  the  youth  of  both  sexes  in  accordance  with  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Church,*'  A  Report  was  accordingly  made  by  that  com- 
mittee, to  the  House  of  Bishops  at  the  last  General  Convention,  and 
referred  to  a  select  Committee  of  that  House,  for  examination.  The 
result  was  a  recommendation  that  it  be  published,  and  then  by  a  con- 
current vote  of  both  Houses,  it  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Managers  of  the  Sunday  School  Union,  of  the  Church, 
to  be  printed  and  distributed.  The  document  thus  impressively  sanc- 
tioned and  issued,  was  prepared  entirely  by  the  careful  and  zealons 
diligence  of  the  Rov.  B.  O.  Peers,  a  brother  whose  mind  and  heart 
have  been  most  earnestly  occupied  for  many  years  with  the  subject  of 
Christian  education,  in  and  by  the  Church  as  the  mother  of  baptized 
children,  and  so  put  in  trust  with  their  nurture  and  admonition,  1  la- 
ment to  say  that  such  is  the  present  state  of  the  health  of  that  beloved 
brother  in  the  Lord,  and  faithful  servant  in  Christ,  that  it  would  seem 
as  if,  in  making  the  Report,  he  had  prepared  his  last  public  testimony, 
and  bequeathed  his  best  legacy  to  a  Church  which  needs  so  many 
more  ministers  of  his  enlarged  mind  and  devoted  zeal*.  The  Report 
was  published  in  the  Journal  of  Christian  Education  for  Nov.  and 
Dec.  of  1841,  and  occupies  80  of  its  large  paget.    I  take  for  granted 

•  Tbe  tffllctlng  Intellleenc*  of  tht  death  of  Mr.  Peeri,  readied  Biabop  Mellraioe  a  Haw 
bo«n  af^er  tbe  delhrery  of  tbe  above. 
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that  it  was  also  published  in  a  separate  pamphlet  for  distribution.  I 
my  much  fear»  however,  that  it  has  failed  to  get  upon  the  tide  that 
was  needed  to  carry  it  into  pjreciseiy  the  circulation  it  was  designed 
lor,  and  into  which  I  think  it  very  important  that  it  should  go.  kE  a 
commentary  upon  the  Church-parochial  system  of  Christian  education, 
as  a  declaration  of  great  principles  at  the  basis  of  all  parental  and  pas- 
toral duty  in  this  matter,  as  furnishing  a  clear  view  of  the  relations  of 
baptized  children  to  the  Church,  and  her  teaching,  and  of  parents  and 
sponsors  and  pastors  to  them,  not  neglecting  the  duty  of  the  Church, 
in  all  her  members  towards  those  children  who  have  no  connection 
with  the  household  of  faith,  through  baptism — for  all  these  qualities, 
as  well  as  others  that  might  be.specified,  I  beg  to  recommend  with  ear- 
nestness,  this  elaborate  document  to  the  clergy  and  every  family  in 
the  diocese.  Without  pledging  myself  to  every  minor  particular,  I 
woold,  it  were  io  the  hands  of  every  parent,  sponsor  and  minister.  I 
donbt  not  it  may  easily  be  obtained  at  a  low  price,  at  the  Depository 
of  our  Sunday  School  Union  in  New  York. 

While  on  the  subject  of  christian  education,  I  would  speak  in  com- 
mendation of  the  Female  Seminary  at  Granville,  of  which  the  minis- 
ter of  the  parish  there  is  the  Rector  and  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  is 
the  Patron.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that,  in  point  of  common  and 
religious  education,  and  as  a  school  to  which  our  daughters  may  pro- 
fitably be  entrusted  for  the  fosmation  of  good  habits  and  the  acquisi- 
tion of  sound  learning  befitting  their  sphere  in  life,  it  well  deserves  the 
confidence  and  pa^onage  of  the  members  of*  our  church. 

Since  my  last  address  to  you,  I  have  ordained  to  the  order  of  Pres- 
byters six  Deacons,  viz — the  Rev.  John  Henshaw,  Abraham  Wheeler, 
High  Kelly,  M.  K.  Cushman,  (who  were  ordained  at  the  end  of  the 
last  Convention  in  St.  Paul's,  Chillicothe,)  and  the  Rev.  J.  Jay  Okill 
and  John  Sandeis,  the  former  at  Gambier  on  the  29th  of  Dec,  the 
latter  in  St.  Lukes',  Granville  on  the  16th  of  ApHl. 

I  have  also  ordaiued  to  the  order  of  Deacons  five  candidates  for  the- 
same,  viz,  Joseph  S.  Large,  Roberts.  Elder,  [who  were  ordained  at  the 
last  Convention]  Henry  L.  Richards,  whose  ordination  was  held  in 
St.  LukesS  Granville  on  the  16th  of  April,  and  William  Fagg,  with 
Moses  H.  Hunter,  who  were  admitted  Deacons,  in  St.  Paul's,  Mount 
Vernon,  on  the  14th  of  August. 

The  candidates  for  orders,  in  this  Diocese,  are  now  Charles  E. 
Douglas,  who  has  recently  finished  the  undergraduate  course,  witli 
honour,  in  Trinity  College,  Cambri(|ge,  England,  and  is  now  further 
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improving  himself  in  the  office  of  private  tutor  in  that  college,  Albert 
T.  McMurphy,  a  student  of  the  Virginia  Theological  Seminary  at 
Alexandria,  Levi  S.  Holdcn,  a  student  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
of  this  diocese,  S.  L.  Johnson,  a  Tutor  in  Kenyon  College,  George 
Becket,  Albert  C,  Barnes  and  Green  G,  Moore  residing  in  Cincinnati, 
making  only  seven  in  all. 

These  are  all  the  candidates  which  the  Church  in  Ohio,  is  now  fur- 
nishing towards  the  future  supply  of  her  own  parishes,  the  further  ex- 
tension of  religion  within  this  diocese  and  the  great  work  of  preach- 
ing the  gospel  to  every  creature. — How  deeply  is  this  to  be  deplored, 
and  how  should  it  lead  us,  my  dear  brethren,  to  consider  with  our- 
selves what  can  be  the  cause?  How  is  it  that  from  more  than  70  par- 
ishes, and  the  labors  of  more  than  60  ministers,  only  seven  persons 
now  appear  to  offer  themselves  a  living  sacrifice  to  Christ  for  the  la- 
bours of  his  ministry?  I  spoke  on  this  subject  with  lamentation  and 
alarm  at  our  last  Convention.  But  then,  thete  was  one  candidate  more 
than  we  have  now.  If  we  look  over  our  whole  Church  the  state  of 
things,  in  this  respect,  does  not  seem  much  more  encouraging.  At 
the  General  Convention  which  met  last  fall,  all  the  candidates  report;* 
ed  by  the  several  dioceses  was  155,  being  33  less  than  those  reported 
at  tlie  preceeding  Convention  in  1838,  and  10  less  than  ihose  report- 
ed to  the  Convention  of  1835.  From  no  diocese  of  the  West  and  S. 
West  were  any  candidates  reported  at  the  last  General  Convention  ex- 
cept Kentucky,  five;  and  Ohio,  eight.  On  the  supposition  that  there 
were  candidates  in  some  other  western  dioceses,  let  us  allow  an  addi- 
tion of  seven  on  that  account,  which  I  am  sure  is  a  large  allowance. 
We  will  then  have  only  twenty  candidates  in  the  ten  dioceses  west  of 
the  Alleghanies.  These  dioceses  cover  much  the  larger  part  of  the 
settled  territory  of  the  United  States,  they  contain  a  population  of  be- 
tween six  and  seven  millions;  they  Vtrill  soon  contain  one  half  of  the 
whole  population  of  the  Union.  For  these  twenty  candidates  how 
many  institutions  for  theological  instruction?  There  is  this  in  Ohio, 
another  in  Kentucky,  a  third  in  Missouri,  a  fourth  is  to  complete  the 
plan  of  Jubilee  College,  Illinois.  When  will  they  all  have  work? 
Whatever  may  be  thought  of  the  need  of  so  many  institutions  for  the 
candidates  now  furnished,  or  that  may  be  expected  to  be  furnished  in 
the  west  for  twenty  years,  one  thing  is  manifest,  that,  fur  students  in 
our  theological  seminary,  the  reliance  must  be  almost  wholly  on  the 
parishes  of  our  own  diocese,  and  that,  seeing  our  candidates  are  i^ow 
OQly  seven  in  number,  we  must  not  look  for  the  evidence  of  the  eifi- 
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cienqr  of  oar  institntions  in  the  number  of  its  students.  A  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  cannot  make  candidates  for  the  ministry.  If  the  minis- 
ters of  the  Word  are  not  successful,  under  God,  in  turning  the  hearts 
of  young  men  towards  the  great  work  of  preaching  the  Gospel,  all  the 
seminaries  of  the  land,  multiplied  again  and  again,  could  not  mend 
the  deficiency.     Three  things  are  needed  for  the  purpose. 

FirsU  the  more  earnest  and  prayerful  address  of  the  word  to  the 
heart  and  conscieuoes  of  youth,  from  the  children  in  the  catechismt 
to  the  grown  up  sons  of  the  church.  If  more  young  men  were  con- 
yerted  to  God,  moxe  would  be  desirous  of  serving  Him  in  his  holy 
ministry.  If  among  those  who  profess  to  have  turned  to  the  Lord 
there  were  a  higher  style  of  religion,  more  power  of  godliness,  more 
love  to  God,  more  of  the  mind  of  Christ,  in  a  word  more  of  the  reali- 
ty of  religion,  there  would  be  more  young  men  aspiring  to  be  candi- 
dates for  the  labours,  the  poverty,  the  noble  duties  and  glorious  recom- 
pense of  a  faithful  ministry.  I  entreat  my  brethren  of  the  clergy  to 
consider  solemnly  ho\f  much  of  the  responsibility  for  the  promotion 
of  this  increase  of  conrerted  youth,  and  this  growth  in  grace,  among 
such  as  are  converted,  devolves  on  them. 

Secondly.  Christian  parents  must  better  understand,  and  perform 
their  duty  to  the  Chureh  and  to  God.  Let  them  co-operate  with 
the  Pastor^s  work  more  faithfully,  let  them  more  habitually  regard 
their  baptized  children  as  having  been  solemnly  consecrated  to  God, 
let  them  shape  the  whole  effort  for  their  training  with  reference  to 
the  solemn  duties  to  their  children,  arising  out  of  such  consecration, 
let  them  look  with  a  far  less  vrorldly  spirit  upon  the  honors  and  gains, 
and  indulgences  of  such  professions  us  the  world  offers  to  their  sons, 
let  them,  in  the  true  spirit  of  Christian  parents,  seek  for  them  firsts 
and  as  infinitely  more  precious  than  all  things,  "the  kingdom  of  God 
and  His  righteousness,"  and  then  covet  for  them  no  honours  of  office, 
no  dignity  of  service,  no  liches  or  reward  as  comparable  with  the 
honours  and  dignity  and  wealth  and  happiness  of  the  man  whom  God 
calls  and  qualifies  and  commissions  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  a  lost 
world.  Let  this  be  the  carrying  out,  by  parents,  of  what  as  Chris- 
tians they  are  bound  to  by  the  love  of  God  and  of  their  ofTspring— 
let  it  all  be  joined  with  the  continual  prayer  out  of  unfeigned  lips  that 
God  would  use  their  children  as  best  suits  the  welfare  of  His  Church, 
and  in  tliem^  or  in  others,  would  send  lorth  labourers  into  his  harvest, 
and  the  blessed  result  would  assuredly  be,  that  out  of  the  number  of 
our  baptized  children  would  come  forth  a  goodly  array  of  humble  as- 
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pirants  for  the  honors  of  the  cross,  saying  each  in  his  heart-^^Aere 
am  /,'  ready  to  go  thine  errands*  oh  Lord,  to  a  lost  world,  *8end  me.* 

I  must  briefly  mention  a  third  requisite  for  the  better  supply  of  can- 
didates for  the  ministry, — a  more  abundant  provision  for  the  expenses  , 
necessarily  incurred  by  young  men  in  preparing  for  the  ministry «-— 
Many  a  strong  desire  for  the  work,  which  ought  to  be  encouraged,  is 
put  down,  and  kept  down  for  want  of  the  means  of  education.  If 
the  Church  will  have  ministers,  she  should  pay  for  them — pay  for 
preparing  them  to  labour,  when  they  cannot  otherwise  be  prepared, 
as  well  as  for  enabling  them  to  labor  after  they  have  been  prepared. 
When  God  puts  it  into  the  heart  of  a  young  man  to  consecrate  him* 
self  to  his  ministry  instead  of  going  after  the  gains  of  the  worid,  i^ 
he  cannot  sustain  his  expenses  while  learning  his  Master's  work,  it  is 
clearly  and  solemnly  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  see  that  the  Lord^s 
will  be  not  hindered  by  lack  of  means  to  get  food  and  raiment.  Chris- 
tians are  bound  to  have  all  things  common,  in  a  literal  sense,  so  far  as 
is  necessary  to  meet  any  such  emergency.  It  is  infinitely  cheaper  to 
furnish  the  pittance  required  of  each  for  the  education  of  those  whom 
God  moves  to  desire  the  office  of  a  minister,  than  to  have  our  church- 
es destitute,  I  the  missionary  fields  all  around  lying,  neglected,  golden 
harvests  unreaped  and  going  to  waste,  milKons  on  millions  of  immor- 
tal souls  perishing  in  ignorance  of  the  Goepel,  and  the  whole  Church* 
suflering  the  chastening  of  God  for  setting  gain  against  godliness,  and 
preferring  to  save  expense  of  money  instead  of  saving  immoital  souls 

This  leads  me  to  speak  of  the  Missionary  and  Education  cause  of 
this  diocese.  These  two  departments  of  benevolent  effort,  so  insep- 
arably united,  are  entrusted,  you  know,  to  a  Committee,  annually  elect- 
ed by  the  Convention.  It  is  the  duty  of  that  Committee  to  report  to 
you  its  receipts  and  disbursements,  its  Missions  and  Beneficiaries.  I  will 
not  anticipate  the  showing  of  the  report  which  you  will  receive,  ex- 
cept so  far  as  to  request  that,  when  received,  you  will  consider  very 
seriously  the  great  want  of  something  to  bring  up  the  parishes  to  a 
more  conscientious  and  regular  fulfilling  of  the  Christian  duty  of  giv- 
ing freely  and  cheerfully  to  the  support  of  missions  and  the  education 
of  young  men  for  the  ministry.  Our  Convocation  system  needs  re- 
viewing.— It  has  not  worked  efficiently  during  the  last  year.  Wheth- 
er the  fault  be  in  the  system,  or  in  those  who  work  it,  I  will  not  say 
— something  that  we  have  not  is  needed;  whether  it  be  a  better  ma- 
chinery, or  a  better  zeal,  or  both,  to  impress  our  people  with  a  right 
sense  of  their  duty  as  the  Lord's  stewards,  put  in  charge  of  His  goods* 
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fox  His  glory — in  the  furtherance  of  the  gospel — I  beg  to  ask  my 
bfHhren,  of  the  clergy,  if  they  preach  as  much  as  they  ought,  as 
earnestly,  as  plainly,  as  fearlessly  as  they  ought,  against  the  awful 
idolatry  that  so  enslaves  our  land  and  so  defiles  our  churches  with 
the  abomination  that  worketh  desolate — I  mean  covetousnesal  This 
it  is,  not  poverty,  not  the  times,  that  so  cripples  the  Church  in  all 
enterprises  for  the  kingdom  of  God;  we  cannot  serve  God  and  Mam- 
mon. Do  our  ministers  preach  with  requisite  plainness  and  frequen- 
cy opon  the  great  christian  duty  of  giving  freely,  cheerfully,  as  the 
Lord  hath  blessed  us,  for  the  promotion  of  the  gospel-*-endeavoring 
to  train  their  people  to  right  principles  in  the  use  of  their  worldly 
substance;  to  a  right  estimate  of  their  responsibility  in  this  behalf, 
and  to  a  regular,  systematic  habit  of  appropriating,  by  conscientious 
rule,  a  certain  portion  of  their  income,  as  sacredly  to  the  cause  of 
the  gospel,  as  they  reserve  the  rest  for  more  secular  uses.  Is  this 
duty  of  thus  consecrating  our  substance  to  the  Lord*s  service,  suf- 
ficiently urged,  as  making  an  essential  part  of  our  practical  religion, 
just  as  much  as  the  love  of  God  and  man?  Is  there  not  too  much 
shrinking  from  the  requisite  plainness  and  earnestness  on. this  sub. 
ject,  because  it  is  known  to  be  of  almost  all  subjects  the  least  agreea- 
ble to  our  congregations,  and  the  most  likely  to  give  offence  to  cer- 
tain persons  whose  influence  it  might  not  be  well  to  lose?  Breth- 
ren, we  most  be  faithful  on  this  head,  if  we  would  deliver  the  whole 
counsel  of  God.  No  fear  of  man,  no  danger  of  forfeiting  the  favour 
of  the  tich,  no  opposition  of  covetous  or  penurious  professors  of  re- 
ligion, no  unwillingness  to  shake  the  self-complacent  hopes  of  such 
commnnicants  as  seem  willing  to  surrender  any  thing  in  exchange 
for  their  souls,  but  their  money;  no  consideration  must  prevent  us 
from  using  all  wise  and  faithful  means  to  bring  op  our  churches  to  a 
right  sense  of  their  duty  as  regards  this  great  work;  the  work  for 
the  finishing  of  which  the  church  is  yet  militant,  and  the  earth  is 
kept  out  of  the  flood  of  fire  unto  which  it  is  reserved — the  universal 
triumph  of  the  Gospel — the  fulfilling  of  the  Church's  incessant 
prayer,  night  and  day,  century  after  century,  "/Ay  kingdom  corned* 
Re  well  assured,  that  true  religion  cannot  be  in  any  heart,  whatever 
may  be  its  semblance,  where  that  heart  has  not  been  loosed  from  the 
bolts  and  bars  imposed  by  the  love  of  money  and  set  open  to  the 
claims  of  the  love  of  Christ  and  the  miseries  of  a  fallen  world,  so 
that  it  feels  a  freedom  to  consider  what  the  Lord  would  have  it  to  do 
^ov  His  cause,  and  is  "ready  to  distribute,  willing  to  communicate/* 
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Christ  came  to  deliver  the  prisoner  out  of  his  prison  and  to  set  the 
captive  free.  And  when  we  see  men  who  profess  the  truth  and  are 
sealed  with  the  sacraments  of  the  gospel,  evincing  by  their  con8ci« 
entious  use  of  their  worldly  substance  for  the  glory  of  God,  that 
such  deliverance  has  been  effected  upon  them,  then,  if  other  evi- 
dences be  favorable,  we  may  believe  that  among  that  people  the  gos- 
pel has  been  received  not  '*in  word  only,  but  also  in  power  and  in 
the  Holy  Ghost,  and  in  much  assurance.*'  Ministers  are  enjoined 
of  God  to  **charge  them  that  be  rich  in  this  world,  (hat  they  be  rich 
in  good  works,  ready  to  distribute,  willing  to  communicate."  No 
man  can  make  full  proof  of  his  ministry  and  do  the  work  of  an  evan- 
gelist, keeping  back  no  part  of  the  message  of  his  Master,  who  does 
not  deliver  this  charge.  Not  that  the  rich  only  are  answerable  for 
this  duty — ^but  that  they  especially  have  need  to  be  charged  to  do  it, 
because  their  talents  are  the  ten,  and  therefore,  the  lack  of  service  by 
their  unfaithfulness  will  be  so  much  the  greater,  and  their  condem- 
nation so  much  the  heavier;  because  moreover  their  temptations  to 
the  idolatry  of  mammon  are  the  stronger,  and  it  so  often  happebs 
that  they  who  have  the  most  to  distribute,  distribute  the  least  in  pro- 
portion to  what  thoy  have;  the  richest  in  goods  being  often  the  most 
beggarly  in  spirit  and  the  poorest  in  good  works. 

I  proceed  to  connect  with  these  remarks  a  brief  statement  of  the 
appeal  recently  made  to  this  and  all  the  dioceses  of  our  General  Mis- 
sionary Society.  At  the  late  meeting  of  the  Board  tof  Missions  in 
New-York,  it  appeared  that  the  annual  expenditure  in  the  Domestic 
department  was  32,000  dollars;  that  the  liabilities  of  the  Committee 
were  then  $5053  64,  and  that  to  meet  this  indebtedness  there  was 
then  in  hand  cmly  $478,  while  the  Committee  were  liable  to  be  called 
on  at  any  moment  for  the  whole  amount,  and  *4hc  Missionaries  must 
therefore  suffer  greatly,  if  there  is  not  early  and  efficient  action  taken 
to  supply  the  domestic  treasury."  From  the  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  I  copy  the  following  remarks; — *»The  diminution  of  the 
receipts  amount  to  $2,596  08  from  the  year  preceding,  although  there 
is  included  in  the  income  of  the  year  just  expired,  a  legacy  of  $5000. 
Connected  with  this  deficiency  should  be  noticed  the  small  propor- 
tion ot  contributing  churches  in  our  dioceses,  Out  of  1200  parishes, 
only  390  have  sent  aid  to  our  Domestic  Treasury  during  the  past 
year,  being  7  less  than  in  the  year  preceding.  The  remedy  there- 
fore for  the  embarrassed  state  of  our  finances,  would  seem  to  consist 
chiefly  in  procuring  a  more  general  engagedness  in  the  Work,  and  en- 
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listing  in  iUi  behalf  the  parishes  which  have  hitherto  evinced  no  in- 
terest in  its  measures.  While  it  is  doubtless  true  that  the  greater 
part  of  them  are  feeble,  and  many  are  themselves  missionary  stations, 
U  is  also  true  that  a  small  donation  from  each  of  these  800  parishes 
woold  make  a  considerable  addition  to  our  funds,  and  the  effort  could 
not  fail  to  be  highly  beneficial  to  themselves.  Your  Committee  think 
that  the  Churches  receiving  the  aid  of  the  Board  should  thus  evince 
their  interest  in  its  work,  and  that  none  should  be  deterred  from  for. 
warding  some  token  of  remembrance  of  its  wants,  on  account  of  the 
smallness  of  the  sum  which  it  may  be  in  their  power  to  send.  They 
would  therefore  suggest  to  the  Board  the  propriety  of  earnestly  re. 
commending  to  the  Bishops  of  the  several  dioceses,  (he  adoption  of 
soeh  measures  as  they  may  think  best  fitted  to  secure  this  general  co- 
operation.^* 

The  Board,  under  the  influence  of  these  views,  and  perceiving 
moreover  the  necessity  of  a  more  competent  support  to  the  Mis. 
eionaries,  have  earnestly  requested  the  several  bishops  to  bring  the 
necessities  of  the  Missionary  Society  and  the  great  oause  of  Mis- 
sions, before  the  clergy  and  parishes  of  their  respective  dioceses. 
Much  indeed  would  it  seem  to  be  needed  in  this  diocese.  I  grieve 
to  tell  you,  brethren,  that  only  sixteen  out  of  our  upwards  of  sixty 
parishes,  are  reported  as  having  contributed  any  thing  to  the  General 
Missionary  Society,  and  that  the  sums  credited  to  Ohio  in  the  late 
annual  report,  amount  only  to  $90  36  for  Foreign  Missions,  and 
$286  28  for  Domestic;  being  $323  36  short  of  what  that  Society 
expended  for  domestic  missions  in  Ohio,  during  the  year  ending  in 
July.  I  must  earnestly  entreat  the  clergy  and  laity  to  take  this  state* 
meot  into  serious  consideration,  and  ask  what  is  duty — and  go  about 
to  do  what,  on  prayerful  examination  of  their  stewardship,  they 
shall  ascertain  that  the  Lord  requires  of  them. 

I  have  consecrated  two  Churches  since  the  last  Convention,  viz: 
that  of  St.  James*,  Cross-Creek,  and  St.  James*,  Woostei — the  for. 
mer  is  a  neat  brick  edifice  erected  in  place  of  a  wooden  building, 
which  was  the  first  Episcopal  Church  erected  in  Ohio.  The  old 
edifice  has  been  converted  into  a  comfortable  parsonage. 

In  reference  to  the  consecration  of  churches,  I  wish  to  say  two 
things  to  be  had  in  remembrance — Firat,  that  I  have  seen  so  much 
evil  arise  out  of  debts  incurred  in  the  building  of  churches,  and  which 
reroam  to  injure  the  character  of  the  congregations  and  prevent  their 
growth  and  endanger  the  tenure  of  the  property,  that  I  have  formed 
the  determination  to  refuse  to  consecrate  a  church  which  is  not  50  far

unincumbered  by  debt,  as,  in  view  of  ordinary  events,  to  be  consider- 
ed secure  to  the  congregation  and  the  diocese. 

The  other  thing  I  wish  to  say  in  the  present  connection,  is  this^- 
It  has  appeared  that,  without  knowing  the  state  of  the  case,  I  have  in 
one  or  two  instances  consecrated  churches,  the  pews  of  which  had 
been,  in  whole,  or  in  part,  sold  so  entirely  as  that  no  right  was  re- 
served in  the  hands  of  the  vestry  to  lay  on  them  the  least  tax  or  rent 
for  the  support  of  the  minister,  or  for  any  contingent  expense,  I 
need  not  point  out  the  manifest  and  suicidal  evils  of  such  a  disposal 
of  Church  property.  I  only  wish  to  give  notice  that  wherever  any 
portion  of  the  pews  shall  be  thus  alienated,  I  cannot  consecrate  the 
Church,  and  that  such  alienation  taking  place  subsequent  to  conse- 
cration, must  be  considered  as  a  violation  of  the  terms  on  which  the 
consecration  was  consented  to. 

On  the20lh  of  May  I  laid  the  corner-stone  of  St.  Philip's  Church, 
Strong3ville. 

I  have  accepted  Letters  of  Dismission  as  follows,  in  behalf  of  the 
Rev.  L.  N.  Freeman  from  the  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania;  in  behalf  of 
the  Rev.  G.  S.  Davis  from  the  late  Bishop  of  Virginia;  in  behalf  of  the 
Rev.  George  Denison,  from  the  Bishop  of  Western  New-York;  in 
behair  of  the  Rev,  William  M.  Burton  from  the  Bishop  of  Pennsyl- 
vania; in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  Absalom  Phelps,  from  the  Bishop  of 
Virginia;  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  James  B.  Britton  from  the  Missiona- 
ry Bishop  of  Indiana;  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  A.  F,  Dobb  from  the 
Bishop  of  Kentucky;  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  Edward  Lounsbery  from 
the  Bishop  of  Virginia. 

I  have  granted  letters  of  dismission  as  follows — to  the  Rev.  Tho- 
mas J.  Davis  to  the  diocese  of  Pennsylvania;  to  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Barrow  to  the  diocese  of  Maryland,  to  the  Rev,  Orren  Miller  to  the 
diocese  of  Pennsylvania;  to  the  Rev,  William  F.  Halsey  to  the  dio- 
cese of  Vermont;  to  the  Rev.  James  Bonnar  to  the  diocese  of  Penn. 
sylvania;  to  the  Rev.  Charles  Fox  to  the  diocese  of  Michigan,  and  to 
the  Rev,  B.  H.  Hickox  to  the  diocese  of  Kentucky. 

The  Rev.  L.  N.  Freeman  has  taken  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Akron: 
the  Rev.  G.  S.  Davis,  of  Christ  Church,  Franklin;  the  Rev.  George 
Denison,  of  Trinity  Church,  Newark;  the  Rev.  Absalom  Phelps 
has  become  assistant  minister  of  Bethel  Church,  Boston;  the  Rev. 
James  B.  Britton  has  taken  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Chillicothe;  the 
Rev.  A.  F.  Dobb,  of  Trinity  Church,  Columbus;  the  Rev.  Joseph 
S.  Large,  ordained  deacon  at  the  last  Convention,  of  St.  Paul's,  Mau- 
mee  City;  the  Rev.  Robert  S.  Elder,  ordained  at  the  same  time,  of 
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St  John^8|  Worthington;  the  Rev.  Richard  S.  Kiliin,  ordained  a 
short  time  hefore»  of  St.  JameB*,  Piqua;  the  Rev.  James  J.  Okill,  of 
St  Paursy  Norwalk;  the  Rev,  M.  K.  Cushman  has  resigned  the 
charge  of  Zion  Church,  Dresden;  the  *Rev.  David  W.  Tolford  has 
resigned  the  charge  of  St.  John's,  Ohio  City,  and  been  succeeded  by 
the  Rev.  Alvah  Guion,  who  after  a  few  months  of  faithful  service, 
has  been  compelled  by  ill-health  to  resign;  the  Rev.  Hugh  Kelly  has 
resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Andrew's,  Elyria,  and  St.  John's,  Dover, 
and  taken  that  of  St.  Philip's,  Strongsville.  and  St.  Luke's,  Colum. 
bia;  the  Rev.  Henry  Payne  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St,  Matthew's, 
Hamilton. 

Four  new  Parishes  have  been  reported  to  me  as  duly  organizedi 
▼iz — that  of  St.  Mark's,  Newton  Falls,  Trumbull  county;  that  of 
Christ  Church,  Hudson,  Portage  county;  that  of  Heartsgrove,  Ash- 
tabula county,  a!\d  that  of  St.  Paul's,  Lower  Sandusky. 

Before  concluding  this  address  it  is  proper  to  state  that  at  the  late 
General  Convention  a  resolution  was  passed  to  add  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Church  an  article  pioviding  for  the  consecration  of  Bish* 
ops  for  foreign  countries*— also  another  to  make  a  slight  alteration  in 
that  portion  of  the  Prayer  Book  which  provides  for  the  institution  of 
ministers.  These  resolutions  are  required  to  be  made  known  to  the 
several  diocesan  conventions  before  they  can  be  finally  ratified.  They 
are  now  therefore  laid  on  the  Secretary's  table  to  be  read  at  the  plea. 
sure  of  this  convention  and  entered,  in  full,  upon  the  Journal. 

And  now,  my  dear  Brethren,  in  concluding  this  address,  allow  me 
to  exhort  you  to  give  a  patient,  diligent  attention  to  such  duties  as 
may  occur  during  the  session  of  this  Convention.  Let  the  serious, 
ness  and  solemnness  which  belong  to  all  interests  connected  with 
those  of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  invariably  characterize  your  proceed- 
ings. Cultivate  brotherly  love.  Endeavor  to  make  your  meeting  to- 
gether an  opportunity  of  increasing  one  another's  zeal  for  the  Lord 
and  His  kingdom.  Try  to  do  good  in  the  houses  where  you  sojourn, 
I  pray  the  Lord  to  preside  in  our  counsels,  and  to  sanctify  all  our  de- 
sires and  affections,  so  that  all  things  being  ordered  by  His  govern- 
ance, may  be  righteous  in  His  sight,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

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After  the  delivery  of  the  preceding  address,  the  Bishop  an- 
nounced the  resignation  of  Judge  Este,  Mr.  Viers,  Mr.  Wells, 
Rev.  Mr.  Johns  and  Rev.  Mr.  reet,  as  Trustees  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

Whereupon,  the  Convention  resolved  to  go  into  the  election 
of  two  clerical  and  three  lay  trustees  to  supply  the  vacancies  oc- 
casioned by  the  above  resignations,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Allen 
and  Gassaway,  and  Judge  Prince,  were  appointed  a  committee

The  Committee  on  Rules  of  Order  reported  the  Rules  of 
Order  of  the  last  Convention,  with  the  amendments  and  addi- 
tions oiFerred  by  Rev.  Mr.  Muenscher,  without  amendment,  and 
recommended  their  adoption. 

The  Rules  of  Order  as  amended  were  then  read,  and  severt. 
ally  adopted  as  follows: — 

RULES   OF   ORDER. 

I.  The  buiineM  of  erery  day  thall  be  introdaced  by  prayer.  ' 

II.  Wben  the  Preafdent  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  or  shall 
afterwarda  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chatr. 

III.  After  the  first  day,  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  rnd  each  morniag 
corrected,  if  necessary,  and  approved.    Before  the  rising  of  the  Convention  the  whole  pro- 
ceedings of  the  sittings  ahaU.be  read. 

IV.  No  member  shall  abeent  himself  ttom  the  service  of  the  Hoose,  nnlcas  be  have 
Jeavc,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

V.  At  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  when  the  President  has  taken  the  Chair,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Preceding  Convention,  if  present — if  not,  some  other  person  appointed 
by  the  Chair  shall  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minatee 
the  names  of  those  present.  He  shall  then  call  the  names  of  those  parishes  entitled  to  re- 
presentation: and  the  lay  delegates  of  each  parish  shall  place  their  certiflcates  on  the  Sec- 
retary*s  tablcj  after  which  the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention  to  be  duly  organised 
and  ready  to  proceed  to  baiiness. 

VI.  The  first  business  of  the  Convention  shall  be  the  election  by  ballot  of  a  Secretary 
who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  assistant.  After  which  the  President  shall  appoint 
1.  jf  Committee  ef  Examination,  to  consist  of  two  Clergymen  and  one  Layman,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  all  matters  relative  to  the  right  of  membership,  and  certificates  of  lay. 
delegates,  and  incorporation  of  Churches,  and  their  admission  into  union  with  the  Oonven* 
tlon.  2.  A  Committee  on  unfiniehed  buaineee,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Lay. 
man.  After  the  Committee  of  Examination  has  reported  the  names  of  the  Ley  Delegate! 
entitled  to  seats  in  Convention,  the  President  shall  appoint  the  following  Standing  Com. 
mlttees:  1.  Jt  Committee  of  Finance,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen;  to 
whom  shall  be  referred  the  Tressurer s  report,  and  assessment  of  the  psrlslies,  and  all  mat* 
ters  of  a  financial  nature  not  specifically  referred  to  any  other  committee.  %  A  Committee 
on  Mieeione,  to  consist  of  two  Clergymen  and  one  Layman;  to  whom  shsll  be  leferred  the 
Report  of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee  of  the  Dioces^,  and  all  other  matterg 
pertaining  to  these  subjects.  3.  A  Committee  on  Canons:  to  consist  of  two  Clergymen 
and  one  layman,*  to  whom  new  canona  aid  all  alterations  or  amendmenta  of  extstinf 
eanona  shall  be  referred.

IX.  While  the  President  ii  patting  any  qaestion,  tbe  members  iball  continue  in  their 
■aata,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

X.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  ihe  House  when  any  question  is  put,  shall  on  a  divi  * 
•Job  be  counted,  unless  he  be  pertonaliy  interested  in  tbe  discussion. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  tbe  Judgment  of  the  Rouse,  and 
ahall  not  be  again  drawn  Into  debate,  unless  it  should  be  on  a  motion  for  reconsideration, 
wUeh  motion  ean  only  be  made  by  a  member  voting  in  the  majority  on  the  question  pro- 
posed to  be  reconsidered. 

XII.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  aa  before  the  House,  unlese  seconded,  and  when 
required,  reduced  to  writing. 

XIU.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  6tber  motion  shall  be  made,  except  to 
amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  or  postpone  it;  but  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  or- 
der, and  shall  be  decided  before  the  original  motion. 

XIV.  All  Committees  shall  be  appohited  by  tbe  President  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

XV.  When  tbe  House  is  about  to  rhw,  every  member  shall  keep  his  scat  until  the  Presl^ 
dant  leaves  big  chair. 

XVI.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to  seats  in  tbe  Convention, 
Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  candidatee 
te  Holy  Orders  in  the  same,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention  and  their 
names  entered  on  tbe  Jouraal,  but  without  the  right  of  taking  any  part  in  its  proceediogr 

Mr.  Cumming  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolution, 
which  on  motion,  were  adopted: — 

Whereas  for  wise  reasons  the  Bishop  has  directed  a  special  ses- 
sion of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  to  be  held  at  the  present  time 
and  whereas  in  consequence  of  said  special  session  the  reasons  for 
holding  a  convention  on  the  3rd  Wednesday  in  October,  as  ordered 
by  the,  convention  of  last  year  are  superseded.    Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  regular  legislative  business  of  the  Diocese  be 
DOW  taken  up  and  referred  to  the  usual  and  appropriate  committees 
and  tliat  the  present  session  be  instituted  for  and  considered  as  the 
regular  annual  convention  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  nominate  five  Trustees  to  fill 
the  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  reported  the  following  names,  viz:  Rev.  S.  A. 
Bronson,  Rev.  George  Denison,  Caleb  Howard,  E.  H.  Cum- 
ming and  W.  K.  Bond. 

The  Convention,  on  motion,  proceeded  to  vote  on  this  nomi- 
nation, and  Rev.  Messrs.  Sanford  and  Badger  were  appointed 
Tellers. 

The  Committee  on  the  application  of  New  Parishes  made 
the  following  report. 

*'The  Committee  on  the  Application  of  New  Parishes  for  admis- 
sioD  into  union  with  the  Convention,  report.  That  Christ  Church, 
Hudson,  St.  Mark*8  Ch.  Newton  Falls,  St.  Paul's  Ch.  Hartsgrove, 
mnd  St.  Paul's  Ch.  Lower  Sandusky,  have  complied  with  ihe  caaoiii*. 
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cal  requirements,  and  they  recommend  tlieir  admission  into  union 
with  this  Convention.

The  Tellers  appointed  to  count  the  votes  for  Trustees  of  the 
Theological  Seminary,  announced  that  the  gentlemen  whose 
names  had  been  reported  by  the  nominating  committee,  had  re- 
ceived a  majority  of  votes  and  were  duly  elected. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Denison  asked  to  be  excused  from  serving  on 
the  Committee  on  Mission:^  his  request  was  on  motion  granted, 
and  Rev.  Mr.  Marks  was  appointed  in  his  place. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  burr, 

Resolved,  Thai  a  Oommitlee  of  five  be  appointed  to  take  into 
consideration  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address  which  relates  to  the 
general  missions  of  the  Church. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Muenscher,

ferred to  the  Committee  on  Canons  for  revision,  with  a  view  to  their 
publication  in  the  Journal,  and  that  they  report  to  this  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Denison, 

Resolved,  That  so  mujh  of  the  Bishop's  address  as  relates  in  any 
way  to  the  Diocesan  Missions  of  Ohio,  be  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Missions. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  persons  the  Committee 
on  General  Missions,  viz:  Rev.  Mr.  Varian,  Rev.  Mr.  Eaton, 
Rev.  Mr.  Bury,  and  Messrs.  Gwyne  and  Young.

**Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  consider  the  expe- 
diency of  providing  one  or  more  Canons  for  lay  discipline,  and  if 
deemed  espedielit,  to  report  to  the  next  Convention." 
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On  motion  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  9  o'clock  to- 
morrow morning.

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment  In  conse- 
quence of  the  temporary  absence  of  the  Secretary,  the  Rev.

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  laymen  be  appointed,  charg- 
ed with  the  duty  of  taking  into  consideration  the  state  of  the  fond 
for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  that  they  report  thereon  to 
this  Convention. 

Messrs.  W.  K.  Bond,  W.  J.  Reese  and  J.  L.  Reynolds,  were 
appointed  said  Committee. 

On  motion  of  E.  H.  Cumming,  Esq. 

.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  of  Finance  be  instructed  to  take 
into  immediate  consideration  and  report  to  this  Convention,  the  state 
of  the  Diocesan  Fund  for  the  past  year. 
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The  hour  for  divine  service  having  arrived,  the  G>nvention 
adjourned  to  meet  at  3  o'clock  P.  M. 

Friday  3  o'clock^  P.  M. 

Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment  The  Rev.  Anson 
Clark  and   Rev.  Alanson  Phelps  appeared  and  took  their  seats. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  Parochial  Reports  was  resum- 
ed, and  after  further  progress  had  been  made  therein,  it  was 
was  again  ordered  to  be  suspended. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Sandels,  presented  and  read  the  following  Re- 
port of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee. 

SEVENTH  ANNUAL   REPORT  OF  THE  MISSIONARY  AND  EDUCATION  COM- 
MITTEE. 

During  the  year  which  has  just  expired,  your  committee  have  af- 
forded pecuniary  aid  to  nine  Missionaries  and  four  Beneficiaries. 

The  Missionaries  thus  aided  are  the  Rev.  Mr.  Grav  at  Crosa 
Creek,  St.  Clairsville,  and  Deersville,  Rev.  Mr.  Townsend  at  War- 
ren and  Newton  Falls,  which  has  lately  been  adopted  as  a  mission- 
ary station.  Rev.  Mr.  Wheeler  at  Springfield,  Rev.  Mr.  Cushman  at 
Dresden  and  Madison,  Rev.  Mr.  Freeman  at  Akron,  Rev.  Mr.  Da- 
vis at  Franklin,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Elder  at  Worthington. 

Of  the  Beneficiaries  who  have  received  aid  two  are  or  have  been 
members  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  two  students  of  Kenyon 
College. 

The  whole  amount  of  funds  received  this  year  is  $951,46:  the 
amount  appropriated  $1000. 

After  paying  the  balance  due  on  the  appropriations  of  last  year, 
there  will  be  owing  of  the  appropriations  made  this  year,  upwards 
of  $200  over  and  above  the  amount  in  the  Treasurer's  hands. 

The  Convention  cannot  but  perceive  that  the  statement  of  facts 
above  given  is  a  very  imperfect  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Com- 
mittee during  the  year;  but  we  trust  that  the  members  of  the  several 
convocations  will  remember  that  they  have  furnished  us  with  no  re- 
ports of  their  movements.  In  consequence  of  this  failure  on  the 
part  of  the  convocations,  we  are  unable  to  state  to  the  convention 
what  amount  of  Missionary  labour  has  been  done  in  the  Diocese  by 
ministers  devoting  two  Sundays  in  the  year  to  the  performance  of 
divine  service  in  destitute  places,  and  what  amount  of  funds  has 
been  collected  in  each  district  bv  means  of  the  convocations,  and 
what  by  the  exertions  of  individual  ministers  and  parishes. 

But  even  to  the  few  facts  stated,  your  committee  deem  it  their  du- 
ty respectfully  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention.  In  the  year 
1840-41  the  sum  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  was  upwards 
of  $1600,  whereas  the  whole  amount  received  this  year  is  but  $951,- 
46:  and  if  you  deduct  from  this  $55,  the  donation  of  a  gentleman  in 
New  York,  and  $61,70,  the  subscription  on  the  Cutler  Scholarship, 
from  Boston,  Massachusetts,  the  amoutit  collected  in  the  diocese  dur- 
ing the  year  will  be  $840,76,  very  little  more  than  one  half  the  col- 
lections of  the  previous  year. 
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While  your  Committee  are  fully  sensible  that  to  the  pecaniary 
embarrassments  of  the  country  in  general,  is  to  be  attributed  much 
of  the  deficit  in  the  collections  of  this  year,  they  at  the  same  time 
fear  that  a  pait  of  it  is  to  be- attributed  to  other  causes. 

The  system  of  convocations  adopted  by  the  Convention  of  1840, 
proved  during  the  first  year  of  its  operations  that  it  was  a  good  one, 
and  by  the  amount  of  subscriptions  raised  that  year,  gave  promises 
of  lasting  benefit  to  the  Church. 

Bat  during  the  past  year,  it  is  to  be  feared,  that  the  convocations 
have  been  regarded  by  many  as  the  only  means  for  raising  Mission- 
ary and  Education  funds,  and  thus  to  have  superseded  the  necessity 
of  parochial  organizations,  and  the  individual  exertions  of  the  parish 
clergy.  Thus,  too  much  has  been  left  for  them  to  perform,  more 
than  was  contemplated  in  their  establishment,  and  more  than  could 
reasonably  be  expected  from  them. 

So  far  as  regards  the  collection  of  funds,  your  committee  have  un- 
derstood the  object  of  the  organization  of  convocations  to  be,  not  to 
abolish  existing  organizations,  but  to  make  them  more  efficient,  not 
to  supersede  the  exertions  of  the  clergy  individually  in  their  parish- 
ee,  bnt  to  aid  them  by  the  concentration  of  effort,  in  producing  more 
of  a  missionary  spirit  among  our  people,  and  thus  successfully  con- 
tributing to  the  effective  operation  of  the  Missionary  and  Education 
Committee.  And  while  your  committee  believe  that  these  objects 
have  been  toa  considerable  extent  attained  by  the  present  organization, 
they  fear  that  in  many  instances  it  has  had  the  tendency  of  inducing 
some  of  the  niinisters  and  parishes  to  relax  in  their  parochial  efiforts, 
very  naturally  resigning  into  the  hands  of  the  convocation  the  whole 
or  nearly  the  whole  duty  of  collecting  funds  for  the  Missionary  and 
Education  Committee. 

There  is  one  other  suggestion  to  which  your  committee  would  'call 
your  attention.  From  the  resolution  passed  at  the  convention  of 
1840,  it  appears  that  while  the  convocations  transmitting  their  funds 
to  the  treasurer  of  this  committee  had  it  in  their  power  to  designate 
the  objects'*to  which  they  should  be  applied,  it  was  at  the  same  time 
made  the  duty  of  ^each  to  establish  in  the  diocesan  Institution  at  least 
one  scholarship  for  the  education  of  pious  young  men  for  the  minis- 
try. Now  during  the  year  which  has  just  expired,  appropriations 
have  been  applied  for  and  made  to  at  least  two  districts,  in  which  the 
sums  required  for  missionary  labour  alone  far  exceeded  the  amount 
collected  within  these  districts.  Not  that  the  demands  were  too 
large,  but  the  contributions  were  too  small. 

Your  committee,  in  view  of  these  facts,  cannot  refrain  from  ex- 
pressing their  anxious  desire  that  some  measures  may  be  adopted  by 
this  convention,  to  enable  them  to  discharge  the  important  trust  com- 
mitted to  them  much  more  effectively.  Our  Zion  is  languishing  on 
every  side.  The  school  of  the  prophets  is  likely  to  be  deserted. — 
It  would  appear  as  if  the  present  generation  of  ministers,  when 
they  leave  their  beloved  flocks  and  are  called  to  their  reward,  were 
likely  to  leave  them  either  totally  destitute  of  the  word  of  life,  or  to 
pastors  not  after  their  own  hearts.     It  is  with  you  to  say  whether  this 
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diocese  shall  hereafter  be  adequately  supplied  with  ministers  trained 
in  those  principles  which  are  so  dear  to  yoH,  or,  oe  bat  partially  sup- 
plied with  those  of  whose  principles  you  disapprove,  and  who  when 
your  poor  people  cry  to  them  for  bread  will  give  them  a  stone. 

The  preceding  Report  was  on  motion  referred  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Missions. 

President  Douglass  having  declined  to  serve  on  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Missions,  H.  X.  Noble,  Esq.,  was  appointed  in 
his  place. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Varian,  from  the  committee  on  General  Mis- 
sions made  the  following  report 

The  Committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  that  part  of 
the  Bishop's  Address  which  relates  to  the  support  of  the  general  mis- 
sionary operations  of  the  Church,  beg  leave  to  report  the  following 
resolutions — 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  clergy  of  this  diocese  be  requested  to  lay 
the  claims  of  the  General  Missionary  Society  of  the  Church  before 
their  respective  parishes,  as  often  as  once  in  every  year,  when  they 
shall  inculcate  on  the  members  of  the  Church  the  duty  of  contribut- 
ing to  the  funds  of  the  Society,  according  to  their  several  ability. 

2.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  members  of 
the  Church  in  this  diocese  to  adopt  the  plan  of  systematic  charity  re- 
commended by  St.  Paul,  to  lay  by  in  store  on  the  first  day  of  the 
week,  as  God  hath  prospered  them,  for  this,  and  other  benevolent 
objects.

The  resolutions  contained  in  the  above  report,  after  discus- 
sion had  thereon,  and  the  offering  and  withdrawal  of  sundry 
amendments,  were  on  motion  severally  adopted  without  altera- 
tion. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Rev.  Mr.  Allen 
which,  after  discussion  had  thereon,  was  on  motion  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  clergy  and  parishes  of 
this  diocese,  that  united  prayer  be  offered  at  stated  monthly  meetings 
for  the  extension  and  success  of  missions. 

Leave  of  absence  from  the  remaining  sittings  of  the  Conveo- 
tion  was  granted  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Freeman. 

Leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  from  a  part  of  the  sitting  of  the  Con- 
vention to-morrow  morning; 

Leave  of  absence  from  the  remaining  sittings  of  the  Conven- 
tion was  granted  to  David  Gwyne,  Esq.,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Mayo. 

Caleb  Howard,  Esq.,  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  when  this  convention  adjourn,  it  adjourn  to  meet 
on in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Delaware. 

Major  D.  B.  Douglass  offered  the  following  resolution  as  a 
substitute  for  that  of  Mr«  Howard: 
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Bfitoltredy  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  consider  and  report 
upon  the  expediency  of  fixing  the  time  and  place  of  the  meetings  of 
the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  in  reference  to  a  day  of  holding  the 
aonaal  commencement  of  Kenyon  College,  so  that  the  Sessions  of 
Ihe  former  may  commence  at  this  place,  on  the  day  following  the  lat- 
ter statedly, 

Mr.  Young  moved  an  adjournment  of  the  Convention  till  to- 
morrow morning.  This  motion  was  by  request  withdrawn  to 
give  opportunity  to  Mr.  Reynolds  to  offer  the  following  amend- 
ment to  Mr.  Howard's  resolution: 

Strike  out  all  after  the  word  Resolve  and  insert,  that  the  next  an- 
nual meeting  of  this  convention  be  held  in  St.  Timothy's  Church, 
Massillon,  on  the Thursday  of 1843,  and  that  a  com- 
mittee of persons  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  with  instructions 

to  report  to  the  Convention  upon  the  expediency  of  fixing  the  time 
and  place  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  thereafter  in  re- 
ference to  the  day  of  holding  the  annual  Commencement  of  Kenyon 
College,  so  that  the  sessions  of  the  former  may  commence  at  Gam- 
bier  on  the  day  following  the  latter. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Bronson,  the  alx)ve  resolutions  rela- 
Uve  to  the  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  were  laid  on 
the  table,  ontil  to-morrow. 

The  Convention  then,  on  motibn  adjourned  to  meet  at  9 
o'clock  to-morrow  morning.

Conv«itioa  met  pursuant  to  adjournment    The  minutes  of 
the  preceding  day  were  read,  amended  and  approved.

Mr.  D.  B.  Douglass  moved  to  amend  Mr.  Reynolds'  resolu- 
tion by  striking  out  the  words  "St.  Timothy's  Church,  Massil- 
lon,*' and  inserting  the  words,  "Harcourt  Parish,  Gambier." — 
This  motion,  after  debate  had  thereon,  was  carried. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Gossaway, 

Resolved,  That  the  question  on  Mr.  Reynolds'  resolution  be  di- 
vided so  that  the  sense  of  the  Convention  may  be  taken  first  on  the 
time  and  then  on  the  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention.

2.  (new  sec.)  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  connected  by 
consanguinity  or  affinity  with  the  party  accused,  he  may 
request  some  other  Bishop  to  express  his  judgment  on  the 
decision  made  by  the  Board,  to  which  judgment  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  shall  conform  in  passing  sentence  or  grant- 
ing a  new  trial.  And  if  the  diocese  be  vacant,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  request  the  services 
of  such  Bishop  as  they  may  find  most  convenient  for  the 
performance  of  all  such  acts  as  are  by  this  Canon  required 
to  be  done  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.

To  pay  for  pub- 
lishing the  journals  of  the  Convention  and  such  other  doc- 
uments as  may  be  ordered  by  Convention.  5,  To  defray 
the  travelling  expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  not  exceeding  $ —  to  each  delegate.  6. 
'To  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  presbyters  attending  Ec- 
deBiastical  trials.

The  question  being  taken  on  adopting  the  proposed  amend- 
ment to  Canon  I.  Sec.  1.,  it  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

The  Treasurer  of  Convention  laid  his  Reports  on  the  Episco- 
pate Fund  and  on  the  Contingent  Fund,  upon  the  Secretary's 
table,  which,  on  motion,  were  referred;  the  first  to  the  Special 
Committee  on  the  Episcopate  Fund,  and  the  second  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  Finance.

Whereupon,  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Howard 
was  on  motion  accepted. 

The  Convention  then  resolved,  on  motion,  to  suspend  action 
upon  the  Canons,  in  order  to  go  into  the  election  of  a  Trustee 
to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  How- 
ard. Messrs.  Delano  and  Pritchard  were  nominated,  and  Rev. 
Messrs.  Clark  and  Killin  were  appointed  tellers.  On  counting 
the  balots,  Mr.  Pritchard  was  declared  to  be  duly  elected. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  half  past  2 
o'clock,  P.  M.

The  Committee  regret  exceedingly  that  this  important  subject  has 
not  been  more  generally  appreciated  throughout  the  diocese. 

While  some  of  our  parishes  have  faithfully  discharged  their  duty, 
there  are  others  that  have  not  contributed  a  single  dollar  to  this  fund 
during  the  past  year. 

While  it  is  conceded  that  many  of  the  delinquent  parishes  are  fe- 
ble  in  pecuniary  resources,  they  are  a//  doubtless,  able  to  do  some" 
thing — and  your  Committee  believe  that  if  this  subject  could  be  pre- 
sented to  them  in  all  its  bearings,  they  would  also  manifest  a  willing' 
ness  to  contribute  according  to  tlteir  ability.  We  cannot  but  express 
the  opinion  that  had  the  requisition  of  the  21st  Canon,  adopted  at  the 
last  Convention,  been  ftdly  complied  with  on  the  part  ol  the  clergy, 
the  present  large  deficiency  would  not  exist,  and  we  are  unable  to 
recommend  any  better  method  of  raising  the  Bishop^s  salary  for  the 
ensuing  year,  than  that  provided  by  the  canon  above  referred  to. — 
Although  it  is  respectfully  suggested  that  much  advantage  might  ac- 
crue by  apportionment  of  the  sum  required  among  the  dififerent  pa- 
rishes, that  each  may  know  the  specific  amount  exacted  of  them. 

Upon  examination  of  the  Treasurer's  report,  we  find  that  the  pa- 
rinhes  have  paid  very  unequally  considering  their  ability,  arid  we 
know  of  no  better  method  of  providing  for  the  existing  deficit,  than 
that  of  levying  an  assessment  upon  such  parishes  as  have  either  failed 
to  pay  entirely f  or  have  paid  leas  than  is  conceived  to  be  their  just 
proportion. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  we  beg  leave  to  read  the  following 
paragraph,  from  the  Treasurer's  report: — 

**It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  Canon  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate,  that  the  salary  was  expected  to  be  paid  semi-annually. 
At  the  close  of  the  last  year  there  was  due  to  the  Bishop  a  balance 
of  .S'424  51,  which  was  not  wholly  paid  within  the  next  succeeding 
half  year;  so  that  the/tr«if  dollar  was  not  received  on  the  current 
year  until  after  that  period,  and  only  $352  18  was  received  up  to  the 
time  of  the  meeting  of  this  convention.  Thus  very  far  falling  short 
of  the  requisition  of  the  canon.'' 

In  conclusion  the  Committee  respectfully  recommend  for  adoption 
^he  following  resolutions — : — 

Resolved,  That  the  clergy  be  required  hereafter  to  set  forth  in  their 
parochial  reports,  the  specific  amount  collected  in  their  respective 
parishes  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  at  what  time  paid. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  paramount  duty  of  this  Convention  to 
adopt  immediate  and  adequate  measures  to  discharge  the  debt  now 
due  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  also  to  provide  for  the  effectual 
and  prompt  payment  of  his  salary  for  the  future. 
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Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  apportion 
among  the  several  Parishes  of  this  Diocese  the  amount  required  for 
the  Bishop's  salary  the  ensuing  year,  and  also  to  make  an  immediate 
assessment  to  cover  the  existing  deficiency,  as  recommended  in  this 
report. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Whereas,  The  institution  in  this  place  is  the  property  of  the 
Church  and  is  entrusted  to  the  care  of  Episcopalians  in  Ohio,  and 
whereas  it  is  highly  important  that  every  one  thus  entrusted  should 
be  accurately  acquainted  with  the  value  of  the  domain  and  property  in 
Gambler,  in  order  to  understand  the  full  amount  of  their  responsi* 
bility. 

Resolved,  That  the  present  Board  of  Trustees  be  requested  to 
cause  a  report  to  be  made  out,  and  appended  to  the  Journal  of  this 
convention,  containing  a  detailed  statement  of  all  the  property  be- 
longing to  the  Institution,  both  real  and  personal;  and  also  an  ex- 
hibit of  all  its  debts  and  liabilities.

Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be,  and  is 
hereby,  respectfully  requested  by  this  Convention,  to  set  forth  a 
form  of  Prayer  suitable  for  the  use  of  the  monthly  Missionary  meet- 
ings embraced  in  the  r^olution  of  the  Convention  passed  yesterday*

Mr.  Young,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  subject  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the 
next  Convention,  made  the  following  report,  which,  on  motion, 
was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Adjournment,  to  whom  were  referred  the  vari- 
ous propositions  and  proceedings  had  thereon,  beg  leave  to  report. 
That  they  have  given  to  tlie  whole  matter  their  serious  consideration;

Rev,  Bishop  Mcllvaine,  together  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention  and  Rev.  Mr.  Wing,  be  a  Committee  to 
superintend  the  publication  of  the  Journal,  and  that  800  copies  of 
the  same  be  published  forthwith. 

Rev.  Mr.  Bronson  moved  that  the  figures  "800,"  be  stricken 
out  of  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Fairchild,  and  that  "500"  be  sub- 
stituted.

The  question  being  taken  on  the  re- 
maining amendments  and  alterations  proposed  by  the  Commit- 
tee, •  with  the  exception  of  Canon  XVI.  they  were  severally 
adopted.  The  quej^Jtion  being  on  the  adoption  of  Canon  XVI. 
on  Contingent  Expenses,  Rev.  Mr.  Smallwood  moved  that  the 
blank  be  filled  with  the  sum  of  $50.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Muen- 
scher  moved  as  an  amendment,  that  the  blank  be  filled  with  the 
sum  of  §30,  instead  of  .*50.  Rev.  Mr.  Varian  moved  to  amend 
the  amendment  by  substituting  the  sum  of  §100  in  place  of  >30 
The  question  being  taken  on  Mr.  Variants  amendment,  it  was 
negatived. 

Rev.  Mr.  Burr  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  of  Mr. 
Muenscher^  by  inserting  the  sum  of  §75  instead  of  $30:  and 
the  question  being  taken  on  this  amendment  it  was  negatived.

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The  question  being  next  taken  on  Mr.  Moenscher's  amend-' 
ment,  it  was  negatived.  The  question  was  then  taken  on  the  ori* 
ginal  motion,  and  it  passed  in  the  affirmative.  The  Canon  was 
then,  on  motion,  adopted. 

Mr.  Young  moved  as  an  amendment  to  the  report  of  the 
G)mmittee,  that  Canon  11.  Sec.  I.  be  so  amended  as  to  read 
thus:  ^'Two  of  these  Vestrymen  shall  be  designated  on  the  bal- 
ot  to  serve  as  Wardens, — one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  the 
Senior  Warden  of  the  Parish."  The  question  being  taken  on 
this  amendment,  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

On  the  question,  shall  the  report  of  the  Committee  as  amend- 
ed be  adopted?  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Smallwood, 

Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  the  Constitution  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  Ohio, 
and  the  Acts  of  Incorporation  of  the  Seminary  and  College,  be  ap- 
pended to  the  Jonrnal. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Killin,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Mis- 
sions, made  the  following  report. 

The  CommiUee  on  Missions  respectfully  present  their  Report: — 

That  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  [referring  to  the  cause  of 
Missions  and  Education,  and  also  the  report  of  the  Missionary  and 
Education  Committee,  have  been  submitted  to  them  for  considera- 
tion. The  statement  of  facts  in  both  documents  is  sufficiently  start- 
ling to  appeal  to  the  wisdom  and  call  forth  the  energetic  and  devout 
action  of  this  Convention.  Your  Committee  would  beg  most  anx- 
iously to  recal,  for  the  consideration  of  this  body,  the  facts  therein 
contained,  for  its  candid  and  faithful  investigation.  We  are  yet  the 
Church  militant,  and  if  the  love  of  Christ  constrains  us  not  to  do 
to  the  utmost  what  ve  can  to  carry  the  gospel  to  the  perishing,  our 
candlestick  may  soon  be  removed  from  its  place.  We  are  converted 
and  left  in  the  world  \o  bring  forth  fruit  to  the  glory  of  God.  It 
must  be  for  a  lamentauon  and  mourning  to  us  that  our  bishop  is 
obliged  to  bring  before  us  such  statements  as  in  his  address  refer  to 
the  want  of  funds  for  domestic  missions,  and  the  want  of  candidates 
for  the  holy  ministry,  and  to  find  these  statements  so  painfully  con- 
firmed by  the  statistics  presented  in  the  report  of  the  Missionary  and 
Education  Committee.  It  will  thus  appear  that  we  arc  brought  to  an 
emergency  which  imperiously  calls  for  the  decided  and  prompt  ac- 
tion of  this  Convention.  The  Domestic  Mission  and  Education 
Committee  have  appropriated  $200  beyond  the  amount  paid  in,  and 
the  whole  amount  subscribed  during  the  past  year  has  been  little  over 
half  the  sum  sent  in  the  year  preceding.  It  cannot  be,  with  this  re- 
sult, that  the  Church  has  done  what  she  could.  Your  Committee 
cannot  but  refer  to  the  various  parochial  reports  as  evidence  of  how 
much  might  be  done  at  the  present  time  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel 
in  our  own  diocese.  In  every  direction  there  is  yet  very  much  land 
to  be  possessed.    Why  should  we  be  always  last  in  the  field? 
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With  great  faithfalness  have  your  Committee  looked  to  see  if  in 
any  respect  there  was  a  deficiency  in  our  missionary  organization. 
The  whole  form  is  here;  wl^^re  is  the  life?  The  system  of  Missiona- 
ry Convocation,  as  adopted  in  1840,  is  in  every  way  admirable  in  its 
construction.  Were  this  system  fully  carried  out,  there  can  be  little 
doabt  bat  that  our  Church  would  soon  strengthen  itself  beyond  all  * 
precedent  not  only  witliin  the  limits  of  this  diocese,  but  also  in  those 
waste  places  where  the  precious  gospel  is  entirely  unknown.  We 
would  not  embarrass  the  present  system  with  any  alterations;  it  is 
abundantly  equal  to  every  want  if  put  into  full  operation. 

On  the  want  of  candidates  for  the  holy  ministry  as  spoken  of  by 
our  Bishop,  and  referred  to  by  the  Missionary  and  Education  Com- 
mittee, your  Committee  would  speak  simply  in  order  to  fasten  atten- 
tion on  the  remarks  of  the  Bishop.  To  his  solemn  appeals  we  can 
add  nothing,  fVe  must  Iiave  the  men.  We  shall  sink  into  a  condi- 
tion worse  and  .worse,  if  there  be  not  an  early  increase  of  those  who 
will  consecrate  body  and  soul  to  God  for  the  work  of  the  ministry. 
Our  duty  here  is  plain.  There  must  be  a  succession  of  men  full  of 
faith  and  the  Holy  Ghost  "as  candidates  for  the  poverty,  the  labours, 
the  noble  duties,  and  the  glorious  recompense  of  a  faithful  ministry." 
We  must  do  with  our  might  what  our  hand  findeth  to  do,  and  work 
while  it  is  day.  The  prayers  of  the  Church  must  ascend.  The 
hearts  of  all  men  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Lord. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  propose  the  following  resolution: — 

Eesolvedy  That  a  sermon  to  young  men  be  preached  annually  be- 
fore this  Convention,  at  such  time  and  by  such  clergyman  as  the 
Bishop  shall  appoint. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Resolved,  That  the  Clergy  of  this  diocese  be  recommended  to 
bring  before  their  congregations  at  least  once  a  year  the  claims  of  the 
ministry  upon  young  men,  and  at  the  same  time  pressing  upon  the 
people  the  claims  of  those  young  men  for  support  while  pursuing 
tbeir  studies  preparatory  to  the  work  of  the  ministry. 

C.  Delano  Esq.,  from  the  Committee  of  Finance  presented 
the  following  report,  which  on  motion  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  of  Finance  have  examined  the  Treasurer's  Re- 
port la  relation  to  the  Contingent  Fund  of  the  Convention,  and  find 
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the  amount  collected  inadequate  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  past 
year  by  a  difference  of  $153  20,  which  sum  the  Convention  now 
owe  without  the  means  of  paying^.  They  also  find  that  the  assess- 
ments still  remaining  unpaid  on  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  for  the 
two  last  years  are,  for  1841  $107,  and  for  1842  $1^6,  making  $263. 
The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  sums  thus  due  from  the  pa* 
rishes  on  the  assessments  of  the  two  last  years,  can  be  relied  upon 
to  meet  the  present  liabilities  of  the  Convention.

The  Rev.  Ethan  Allen,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Duyton,  reports  to  the  Bishop,  that 
3  communicants  hare  been  added  during  the  past  year,  2  or  which  were  hy  removals  into 
the  parish — 2  have  withdrawn,  2  died,  and  5  removed — leaving  the  present  number  49- 
Msrriages  4;  Baptisms  10,  of  which  one  was  adult;  Funerals  8,  of  which  two  were  chil. 
dren  and  two  not  of  the  parisli.  Communicants*  oflerings,  946  76,  of  which  Q40  havo 
been  appropriated  to  the  Bishop's  Salary.  For  parochial  purposes  thcro  have  been  raised 
about  9250  beeides  the  Rector's  salary  which  has  been  not  far  from  9575. 

God's  chastening  hand  has  been  heavy  upon  us.  We  liave  lost  4  heads  of  families  by 
death  and  6  by  removal,  besides  a  number  of  single  persons.  The  decrease  in  the  number 
of  communicants  is  painful.  I  believe  that  it  is  but  the  second  time  during  a  ministry  of 
more  than  twenty  three  years,  I  have  had  to  report  a  decrease.  An  amazing  degree  of 
lukewarmness  has  prevailed  among  us,  and  God  has  accordingly  shown  us  his  displeasure. 

But  in  our  losses  by  death,  I  have  been  permitted  to  witness  triumphs  of  grace  and  tri. 
umphs  over  death,  such  as  I  have  seldom  witnessed  or  read  of,  and  well  repay  me  for  all 
the  discouragements  of  the  year  now  past.  To  God  be  all  the  glory  through  Jesus  Christ* 
Amen.

The  Rector  of  St.  PauKs  Church,  Chillicothe,  would  respectfully  present  to  the  Bishop 
the  following  report  of  the  state  of  his  parish: — 

I  entered  upon  this  charge  on  Whitsunday,  May  lOtb,  of  the  preseat  year,  after  a  va- 
cancy in  the  rectorship  of  the  parish  of  more  than  a  year,  when  I  found  a  lively  interest 
maniftittd  in  the  renewal  of  pervices,  and  waa  received  peraonally  in  the  most  cordial 
nanner. 
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The  number  of  Commnnieaiits  refalerljr  commaning  at  that  time,  was  43:  sinee  that 
time  there  have  been  added  16,  and  3  have  removed,  making  the  prraent  pumber  of  regu. 
lar  Commanieanta  in  thia  parish  56.  I  have  Baptised  4  adults  and  4  infants,  and  have 
had  no  funerals  and  no  marriages. 

Contributions,  besides  the  regular  alms  at  the  monthly  communion  and  the  weelcly  col- 
lection for  incidental  expenses,  have  be^n  as  follows. — Bishop^s  salary  |50,  parish  assess, 
msnt  Q12,  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions  $12,  Diocesan  Committee  at  Convocation  921 
50  ets,  weekly  offerings  for  5  Sundays  97  25.  46  families  are  in  whole  or  in  part  con. 
nected  with  the  parish.  About  50  of  the  70  pews  are  sold  or  rented  and  regularly  taxed 
for  the  support  of.  the  Rector;  a  new  bell  has  been  purchased,  and  the  erection  of  a  par. 
soaage  on  the  Cliurch  lot  is  contemplated  at  an  early  period.  The  congregations  are  good, 
and  services  are  held  twice  on  the  Lord*s  day  and  on  Wednesday  evening.  A  parochial 
school  is  about  being  established.  The  Sunday  School  has  60  scholars  and  12  teachers,  be. 
sides  a  soale  and  female  superintendent  and  librarian,  and  the  Bector  attends  to  the  Bible 
classes.  Tiie  parish  is  much  indebted  to  the  former  incumbent,  for  the  foundation  of  a 
parish  library  of  excellent  books. 

During  the  four  months  of  my  residence  here,  but  a  single  Sunday  have  services  been 
Intermitted  when  I  officiated  (br  the  parish  at  Columbus  then  vacant.  During  the  week  I 
have  officiated  at  Kingston,  Egypt  and  Lancaster,  at  which  latter  place  the  Church  ought 
to  lift  up  her  eandlestictc. 

In  contemplating  the  state  of  the  parish,  the  Rector  humbly  hopes  that  the  Divine  bless. 
jUg  is  resting  upon  his  flock,  not  only  as  it  regards  external  things,  but  what  is  of  vastly 
greater  importance,  as  it  regards  the  life  of  God  in  the  soul  of  man. 

ST.  LUKE'S  CHURCH,  MARIETTA. 

RKV,   JAXKS   BOinfAft,  iCliniTEE. 

I  have  admitted  to  the  Church  by  holy  Baptism,  6  adults  and  17  children.  I  have  added 
to  the  list  of  Communicants  22  names,  ten  by  Confirmation;  three  as  ready  and  desirous  to 
be  Confirmed  and  nine  from  other  parishes;  of  these  last  two  have  removed,  one  has  left  the 
Church  by  connecting  himself  with  the  Methodists.  One  of  those  confirmed  has  died.'^ 
During  my  incumbency  the  congregation  has  changed  but  little,  the  average  number  in  at* 
tendance  being  about  100,  as  I  judge.  There  are  about  30  families;  several  young  men,  and 
some  serving  women,  who  are  not  connected  with  families,  also  attend.  I  may  mention 
that  there  are  seven  persons  whose  names  are  on  the  list  of  Communicants,  who  do  not  at. 
tend  from  the  distance  at  which  they  live.  Two  Invalids  IJving  in  town  have  not  commun- 
ed for  about  a  year.  I  think  there  are  now  forty*five  on  the  communion  list.  The  ave. 
rage  attendance  on  the  communion  is  about  22*  I  have  married  5  couples,  and  buried  8 
sdolta  and  4  children. 

Since  I  took  charge,  there  have  been  collected  by  monthly  offerings,  over  9127  for  paro. 
cbial  expenses,  such  as  sexton,  fuel,  cleaning.  Convention  expenses,  Jbc.  For  the  Episco- 
pate we  paid  988 .  For  the  Sunday  School  we  collected  |14,  and  for  sundry  other  purpos- 
es $9  50.

For  the  year  past  tlie  Rev.  A.  Phelps  has  been  employed  to  assist  the  Rector  in  his  la- 
bors;   The  stated  congregation  has  more  than  doubled;  a  Sowing  Society  has  been  formed, 
devoted  wholly  to  the  interests  of  the  parish;  and  it  is  believed  that  some  sinners  have

REV.  JOHJf   L.   BRTAN. 

Rev.  John  L.  Bryan  reports  to  the  Bishop,  that,  although  without  a  parochial  eharge, 
he  has  officiated  regularly  in  Windsor  one  half  of  his  time  during  the  past  year,  while 
the  other  half  has,  for  the  most  part,  been  devoted  to  missionary  services  at  the  following 
places,  viz: — fiartsgrove,  Rome,  Parkman  and  Green,  which  last  is  a  new  field  lying  some 
16  or  17  miles  N.  E.  of  Windsor.  With  no  design  of  boasting,  the  fact  is  made  known  to 
the  Church,  that  these  services  have  been  performed  without  any  adequate  earthly  support 
received  for  the  same.  One  Sunday  was  spent  and  a  sermon  preached  at  Cuyahoga  Falls 
during  the  Bishop's  visitation  in  May  last,  and  a  meeting  of  the  N.E.  Convocation  was  at- 
tended at  Cleveland  on  the  ^M  of  June  last. 

I  have  thus  endeavored  to  scatter  the  good  seed  of  the  Word  on  the  way  side,  leaving  the 
result  to  Him  who  has  said  that  it  shall  not  return  to  him  void. 

In  the  month  of  April  last,  the  Lord  led  htm  and  his  companion  through  the  deep  wa- 
ters of  affliction  in  suddenly  taking  from  them,  by  drowning,  a  lovely  little  boy,  Edwin 
Gray,  aged  2  years  and  3  months.  Although  the  parting  was  heartrending,  yet  by  Divine 
grace  they  can  say,  "gone,  but  not  lost;**  assured  that  If  faithfUl  unto  death,  we  shall  find 
him  again,  like  another  Joseph,  In  all  his  glory  in  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ.

€0  the  great  end  of  the  sinner's  moral  renovation  and  recovery,  we  desire  patiently  to  wait 
his  own  good  time — ^For  *Paul  may  plant  and  Apollos  water,  but  God  giveth  the  increase.' 

ST.  PHILIP'S  CHURCH,  CIRCLEVILLE. 

BXV  AXSOir  CLABX,  BBCTOB. 

The  Rector  of  St.  Phillp*s  in  presenting  his  annual  report  to  the  Conventkni,  take, 
pleasure  In  recording  the  prosperous  condition  of  tho  parish  under  hia  charge.  The  year 
past  has  been  one  abundant  in  spiritual  blessings.  The  Lord  of  his  own  infinite  goodness 
•ad  in  answer  to  the  prayers  of  liis  people,  has  visited  this  portion  of  his  Church  with  tlie 
reviving  dews  of  hia  grace,  the  consequence  of  which  lias  been,  as  we  trust,  the  resi  con. 
vsrsfon  of  many  souls  from  darkness  to  light,  and  the  addition  of  a  large  number  to  our 
conmunton.  At  the  visitation  of  our  beloved  Diocesan  in  May  last,  52  were  presented  fbr 
eeaflimation.  Eight  of  these  were  communicants  before,  and  some  of  those  who  were  the 
sabjeets  of  the  revival  had  been  confirmed  already,  so  that  the  number  which  may  be  re. 
garded  as  the  fruit  of  this  gracious  visitation  of  the  Spirit,  may  be  estimated  at  about  45* 
These,  it  is  believed,  **all  continue  sfeadfut  in  the  apostles'  doctrine  and  fellowship  and  in 
breaking  of  bread  and  in  prayers."

In  No- 
vember I  returned  and  took  the  temporary  charge  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Philip's  Strongs* 
ville  and  St.  Lulccs'  Colnmhia.  both  of  which  bad  been  for  some  time  destitute  of  clerical 
services,  and  were  in  a  feeble  depressed  state.  My  labours  were  given  to  these  parislNa 
about  four  months.  During  this  short  period  the  number  that  attended  our  services  in  St. 
LulEes'  Columbia,  increased  about  three  fold,  nnd  many  were  led  anxiously  to  inquire  wliat 
they  should  do  to  be  saved. 

The  Parish  of  St.  Philip's  Church,  Strongsrillc,  tbough  oriranized  nine  years  ago  only 
numbered,  (as  reported  to  mc  by  the  Vestry)  six  families:  it  wa?  so  nearly  dead,  that  four 
out  of  five  V'estrymen  were  of  tfie  opinion  that  nothing  could  be  raised  towards  the  support 
of  a  Clergyman.  To  this  parish  thirteen  families  have  been  ndded,  and  a  lively  interest 
has  been  awakened  in  favour  of  our  beloved  church.  In  proof  of  this  $1200  were  sub. 
scribed,  and  a  contract  made  for  building  a  neat  Church,  with  a  Tower  in  front  and  a  Veatry 
room  in  the  rear.  The  money  subscribed  will  finish  and  paint  the  Church,  so  that  the 
palish  will  be  entirely  free  front  debt.  A  female  Sewing  Society  has  been  organised  in 
this  parish,  which  bids  fair  to  raise  from  40  to  $50  per  annum  for  Parochial  and  Mission- 
ary  purposes.

dnfbter,  the  present  Mrs.  Amos  Woodward,  who,  by  a  small  eonlributioo  and  her  private 
■■■Wf<inne.  has  added  a  baptismal  bowl  and  the  complement  of  plates.

RespeetAilly  reports  to  the  Bishop,  that  in  eonsequence  of  the  preeariona  state  of  liis 
hsaltb  he  baa  not  felt  Justified,  since  his  ordination  In  April  last,  in  assuming  the  labours 
and  lesponsibilities  of  a  parish.  He  has  however  endeavored  to  do  what  lie  could  by  oc* 
cestoaal  servicea  rendered  to  his  brethren  in  the  ministry,  and  in  places  destitute  of  the 
sistsd  means  of  grace.

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BBPORT  OF  THB  OOMMTTTBE  ON  THE  FINANCIAI#  STATE  OF  TBB 
TBLEOLOOIOAI*  AEXINABY  AND  COI^USGE. 


Tbe  midenigiied,  m  Committee  appointed  on  tlie  part  of  the  Tnwteea  of  the  Tbeolegleaf 
Seminary  to  fambhthe  Information,  reqaeated  by  vote  of  tbe  late  Convention,  bave  pre- 
pared tbe  followinf  atatement,  a«  nearly  accarate  aa  nnder  the  circamaiancea  they  wen 
able  to  make  it. 

1.  Rtal  E»taU. — ^Tbe  tract  of  land,  originally  owned  by  the  Inttitntion, contained  8000 
aerea  in  two  contifuona  aectiona,  and  waa  parchaaed  on  very  favorable  terma  of  Mr.  Wm  • 
Hogg  of  Brownavllle,  for  the  aum  of  91 8.000.  One  aectlon  of  this,  lying  mora  remote  from 
the  Inatltation,  baa  been  aold,  producing  the  anm  of  0^,500.  Tbe  remaining  four  thou* 
aand  acrea,  (nearly  in  the  centre  of  which  tbe  buUdlnga  of  tbe  Inatltation.  and  the  villag« 
of  Gambler  are  placeJ)  compriae  about  1200  acrea  of  bottom  land,  moatly  nnder  improve, 
ment, — the  balance  la  upland,  and  chiefly  In  wood.  Tbe  whole  tract.  Judging  from  th« 
price  of  land  in  the  vicinity,  may  be  eatimated  to  be  worth  from  $20  to  ^25  per  acre,  or 
890,000. 

The  buildlnga  erected  by  Biahop  Chaae,  and  improvementa  made  by  him,  coat,  according, 
to  hia  eatimate,  upwarda  of  830,000.  But  many  of  the  bnildinga  having  been  temporary, 
their  present  value  doea  not  probably  exceed  t20i000. 

The  coat  of  buildinga  erected  ainee,  haa  been  npwarda  of  S57.000.  The  principal  of 
which  are  Bexley  Hall  now  in  progresi,  and  built  with  funds  collected  in  England  for  that 
special  object — cost  about  f  ll^OOO:  Milnor  HaH  about  87,000;  twO  wings  to  the  COHego 
about  88000;  Roaae  Chapel,  nnflnlahed,  about  86000;  Bishop's  House,  exclusive  of  amount 
received  from  tbe  Diocese,  85i700;  and  eight  dwelling  bouses  for  Professors  at  an  average 
coat  of  about  81600  each. — Add  to  these,  two  store-houses  costing  about  81000  each,  and 
twelve  dwelling-houses  and  shops,  from  ^200  to  5  or  8600  each.  Estimating  these  to  be 
worth  nearly  their  original  cost,  the  present  value  of  buildlnga  will  be  at  least  875.000, — 
and  tbe  total  value  of  real  estate  ^165.000. 

2.  PtrtoMil  Property  Includea  tbe  items  of  furniture,  stoves,  ice.  in  the  College  and 
Milnor  Hal] — farming  implementa,  stock,  atage  coach,  horaea,  ^kc.  and  must  be  valued  at 
upwards  of  84000.  Tbe  librariea  of  the  Institution,  comprising  upwards  of  4000  vols- 
with  the  chemical  and  philoaopbical  apparatus,  tbe  bell,  organ,  dtc  make  an  additional 
value  of  at  least  85000.  So  that  the  preaent  toul  value  of  real  and  personal  estate  bek>ng ' 
ing  tothe  Institutton  may  be  fairly  estimated  at  the  sum  of  8174,000.

tbe  difflcnlty  of  collection,  tbe  above  aaieti  will  not  probably  be  available  to  meet 
aore  than  half  their  nominal  amoant  on  the  present  llabilitiea  of  the  Inatltntlon,  to  that 
tiM  fceaeat  ladebtednea  of  the  InatituUon,  Ibr  which  meana  will  have  to  be  provided  the 
cenlag  year,  ia  about  9354N)0. 

The  nett  annual  income  from  the  property  of  tbe  Inatitntion  cannot  be  accurately  aaeer- 
titnud.  for  the  reaaon  that  moat  of  the  rente  are  paid  in  produce,  and  with  much  irregu* 
lailty,  tbe  price  of  which  is  constantly  changing, — that  there  are  frequent  failures  on  the 
pan  ef  tenants  to  meet  their  engagements;  and  the  Income  of  one  year  is  mixed  up  in 
▼nrkwa  ways  with  that  of  another.  Besides,  the  labor  employed  by  the  Institution  is  so 
4lveraUledy  Mng  pertly  for  repairs  of  (bncee,  partly  for  improvements  in  clearing,  Jkc,  and 
partly  in  raislag  and  securing  crops,  Aeding  stock,  furnishing  lumber,  Ac.  he,,  that  no  Just 
distribution  of  the  expense  can  be  made.  The  Committee  are  satisfied ,  however,  from  a

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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  OHIO. 


ARTICLE  L 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  and  adopts  the 
constitution  of  that  Church  and  acknowledges  its  authority  accord- 
ingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

There  shall  he  a  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  on  the 
second  Thursday  after  the  first  Wednesday,  in  September,  of  every 
year,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  a  preceding  Convention,  and  at 
such  place  as  shall,  in  like  manner  be  provided.  But  if  the  place 
should  not  be  appointed  by  the  preceding  Convention,  it  shall  be  de- 
termined by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese;  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in 
the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Bishop,  with 
such  clergymen  and  lay-delegates  as  shall  at  any  time  be  duly  as- 
sembled in  Convention,  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  provided  that  in 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  absence  of  the  Bish- 
op, such  clergymen  and  lay-delegates  as  shall  duly  assemble,  consti- 
tute a  quorum,  but  in  the  latter  case  only  so  far  as  to  adjourn  to  the 
next  day,  when  if  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  continue,  the  business 
of  the  Convention  shall  proceed. 

ARTICLE  m. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen. 
The  Bishop  and  every  Minister  of  .this  Diocese,  canonically  in 
charge  of  a  congregation  in  union  with  this  Convention — or  employ- 
ed as  a  Missionary  under  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  same — 
or  regularly  engaged  as  an  instructor  in  any  incorporated  seminary 
of  learning,  or  who  is  prevented  by  age  and  infirmities  from  the  pub- 
lic services  of  the  ministry  shall  be  members  of  this  Convention, 
provided  they  can  show  that  they  have  been  at  least  six  months  in 
the  Diocese  as  above  required.  Each  regularly  organized  Church 
or  congregation  in  canonical  union  with  this  Church,  shall  send  to 
the  Convention  one  or  more  lay-delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  un- 
less when  two  or  more  congregations  or  churches  are  united  under 
one  vestry,  when  delegates,  as  above  provided,  may  be  sent  from 
each.  The  delegates  of  each  congregation  or  church  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  one  vote  only.  No  person  under  ecclesiastical  censure  or 
process,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  special  Conventions  when 
he  may  judge  it  important  to  the  good  of  the  Church;  or  when  ap- 
plied to  for  that  purpose  by  the  Standing  Committee;  and  in  case  of 
m  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  continued  absence  of  the  Bishop 
from  the  Diocese  for  six  months,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  call  a  special  Convention,  and  shall  do  so  if  applied  to  for 
the  purpose  by  any  five  Presbyters  or  Vestries  of  the  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention  and  shall  open,  or 
cause  it  to  he  opened  with  prayer.  If  there  be  no  Bishop  present, 
the  Convention  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  Secretary,  and  shall 
eleet  a  President  from  among  the  Presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

At  every  Annual  Convention,  after  a  viva  voce  nomination,  a  Se- 
cretary shall  be  chosen  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next  an- 
naal  Convention.  His  duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes,  and  record  all 
proceedings  of,  'the  Convention;  to  attest  its  public  acts — preserve 
Us  records — notify  the  parishes  of  the  times  and  places  of  all  stated 
and  special  Conventions,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of 
his  successor,  all  books  and  papers  relative,  and  belonging  to,  the 
CoQventiony  which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Officers  of  the  Convention,  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention? 
and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shalKbe  elected  by  joint 
ballot  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  and  a  majority  of  votes  shall  be  re- 
quired for  an  election.  In  case  of  a  failure  or  omission  to  elect  any 
officers  or  annual  committee,  the  persons  last  elected  shall  continue 
to  serve  till  others  be  chosen.  Elections  by  ballot  may  be  dispensed 
with  by  a  unaninrous  vote  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  each  annual  Conven- 
tion and  shall  consist  of  three  clergymen  who  are  Presbyters,  and  of 
three  Laymen  who  are  communicants  in  some  church  in  the  Diocese. 
The  officers  of  said  Committee  required  by  the  4th  Canon  of  the 
General  Convention,  shall  be  appointed  at  their  first  meeting.     Any 
I  three  of  the  Committee,  the  whole  being  summoned,  provided  one 
be  a  Presbyter,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business 
when  convened  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop.     At  all  other  meetings, 
»  majority  of  the  members  shall  be  necessary  to  a  quorum.     It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  this  Committee  to  keep  a  faithful 
record  of  all  proceedlnirs  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose;  to 
preserve  the  originals  of  all  papers  or  letters  addressed  to  the  Com- 
mittee, to  attest  their  acts,  and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all  books 
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and  papers  which  in  Tirtne  of  his  office  may  have  been  committed 
to  him.  The  minutes  of  the  Committee  and  all  papers  in  their  hands 
relative  to  the  Church,  shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the 
Bishop  and  of  the  Convention.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  Com- 
mittee shall  be  supplied  by  vote  of  the  lemaining  members. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  an- 
nual Convention;  or  in  a  special  Convention  called  for  that  purpose 
at  least  sixty  days  before  the  time  appointed;  the  object  being  stated 
by  notice  in  writing,  and  sent  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing 
Committee  to  every  clergyman  and  vestry  of  the  Diocese,  The  elec* 
tion  shall  be  conducted  as  follows: — The  clergy  shall  vote  by  ballot 
for  some  suitable  person  for  the  ofBce  of  Bishop,  and  a  majority  of 
the  clergy  present  shall  determine  the  choice.  A  nomination  thus 
made,  shall  be  communicated  to  the  lay-members,  who  shall  proceed 
to  vote  by  ballot  whether  to  receive  or  reject  it,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  be  necessary  to  confirm  the  election'. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  clergy  and  lay-delegates  in  Convention,  shall  deliberate  in  one 
body,  and  shall  vote  as  such  on  all  questions  not  otherwise  provided 
for;  except  when  a  vote  by  orders  is  Cdlled  for  by  five  members,  la 
such  a  case,  the  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to 
give  validity  to  a  measure — and  on  every  question  the  votes  of  a'ma-— 
jority  of  those  present,  or,  if  required  6y  five,  the  votes  of  a  majo* 
rity  of  those  present  of  the  two  orders  respectively  shall  decide. 

ARTICLE  XL 

The  mode  of  Altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows:—, 
proposition  for  amendment  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention,  i 
writing,  and  if  approved,  shall  lie  over  till  the  next  annual  Conven — 
tion,  and  if  then  approved  by  two-thirds,  of  the  two  orders  votin; 
separately,  the  change  shall  take  place;  and  the  Constitution  tha 
altered  shall  be  obligatory. 
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CANONS 

E  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE 
DIOCESE  OF  OHIO. 


CANON  I. 

Of  tbx  Tkial  or  x  Clskotmaii  mot  Bsiita  ▲  Bmop. 

•  Whenever  any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  the  Diocese  shall 
bt  to  be  guilty  of  any  misconduct  for  which,  according  to 
JCXVII.  of  the  General  Convention,  he  is  liable  to  be  tried; 
on  shall  be  made  in  writing,  with  the  name  of  every  one  en- 
the  application  subscribed,  to  the  Standing  Committee;  and 
sar  to  them  that  the  evidence  is  sufficient  to  demand  a  trial, 
1  forthwith  present  the  Clergyman  to  the  Bishop,  according- 
)resentment  being  made  in  writing,  and  specitying  with  as 
curacy  as  possible,  the  offence  or  offences,  with  particulars 
place  and  circumstances;  and  every  clergyman  of  this  dio- 
f  for  himself  request  of  the  Standing  Committee  the  inquiry 
I  for  in  this  section,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  instituted  and 
iceed  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 

.  Presentment  being  made;  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy 
"esentment  to  be  served  on  the  accused;  and  shall  also  nomi- 
it  Presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  cause 
their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  provided  that  no 
of  the  Staiiding  Committee  who  may  have  joined  in  the  pre- 
t  be  included  in  such  nomination.  Out  of  the  Presbyters, 
lated,  the  accused  shall  select  five  and  notify  their  names  in 
to  the  Bishop,  within  thirty  days  after  the  serving  aforesaid, 
le  do  not  give  such  notification  within  said  time,  the^Bishop 
ect  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected,  shall  form  a  Board 
rial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as 
op  shall  direct,  and  shall  haye  power  to  adjourn  from  time 
ind  from  place  to  place,  (but  always  within  this  Diocese)  as 
ill  think  necessary. 

L  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meet- 
le  Board  shall  be  served,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such 
,  on  the  accused;  and  also  on  the  Standing  Committee,  who. 
President,  or  one  of  their  number  whom  they  may  appoint 
)urpose,  shall  proiiecute  the  case  and  present  such  oral  or 
Uary  evidence  to  substantiate  the  accusation,  as  they  may  be 
obtain. 

I.  If  at  the  time  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  whole 
be  not  present,  then  those  present  may  adjourn  from  time  to 
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time;  and  if  it  shall  appear  improbable  that  the  ^vhole  number  will 
attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  those  who  do  attend,  being  not  fewer 
than  three,  shall  proceed  to  trial,  and  a  majority  shall  decide  all  ques- 
tions and  render  judgment. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall,  before  the  appomtment 
of  n  Board  for  his  trial,  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts  of  which  he  is 
accused,  the  Bishop  may  immediately  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  if  he 
shall  not  thus  confess,  he  shall  be  considered  as  pleading  not  guilty. 

Sec.  6.  In  case  a  Clergyman,  presented  and  noti6ed  as  above  di- 
rected, shall  not  appear  before  the  Board  appointed  for  his  trial,  the 
Board  may  proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless  they  should  see  fit 
to  adjourn  till  another  day.  And  if  the  accused  shall  neglect  or  re- 
fuse to  appear  before  the  Board,  after  due  presentment  and  notifica- 
tion, and  no  sufficient  reason  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  be  given,  .the 
Board  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  and  sentence  of 
suspension  from  the  ministry  shall  pass  against  him  accordingly;  bnt 
the  sentence  may  be  reversed  by  the  Bishop,  if  within  three  calen- 
dar months,  the  accused  shall  tender  himself  ready,  and  accordiorgly 
appear  and  receive  his  trial;  but  if  he  Shall  not  so  tender  himself,  the 
Bishop,  in  view  of  the  facts  alledged  in  the  presentment,  shall  pro- 
ceed, if  he  think  proper,  to  pass  sentence  of  degradation  from  the 
ministry. 

Sec.  7.  At  their  first  meeting,  the  Board  shrill  choose  a  President 
from  their  own  number,  and  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  from  their 
own  number  or  otherwise,  as  they  may  determine,  and  before  pro- 
ceeding to  trial,  they  shall  adopt  and  declare  the  rules  by  whibh  the 
trial  shall  be  conducted;  provided  however,  that  no  layman  shall  ad- 
vocate for  either  party  in  the  trial;  though  both  parties  may.  at  their 
option,  employ  or  consult  legal  or  other  advisers. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear  such 
evidence  as  may  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  by  the  Secretary,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively; 
and  some  officer,  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  may,  at  the 
desire  of  either  party,  bo  requested  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion to  the  witnesses;  and  the  examination  of  witnesses  and  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  trial,  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  accused. 

Sec.  9.  Application  being  made  to  the  Bishop  by  either  party, 
setting  forth  satisfactorily,  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  pro- 
cured upon  the  trial;  the  Bishop  may  appoint  some  clergyman  or 
layman  to  act  as  a  Commissioner  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  wit- 
ness; and  the  party  applying  as  above,  shall  give  to  the  other  party 
at  least  five  daj/s  notice  of  the  lime  and  place  of  taking  the  testimo- 
ny. And  if  the  person  or  persons  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be 
serve  1,  reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination, 
an  additional  day's  notice,  exclusive  of  Sunday,  shall  be  given  for 
every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance.  And  both  parties 
may  attend  and  examine  the  witness;  and  the  questions  and  answers 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be 
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certified  by  the  Commissioner,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  trans- 
mitted to  the  Board  and  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness 
examined  before  such  Commissioner,  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in 
manner  aforesaid. 

Sec.  10.  The  Board,  after  considering  the  evidence,  shall  de- 
cide in  a  writing^  signed  by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  deci- 
sion on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating 
whether  they  find  the  accused  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges 
respectively;  which  decision,  together  with  the  evidence  and  an  at- 
tested record  of  all  the  proceedings,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop, 
accompanied  with  an  opinion  of  the  Board,  as  to  what  sentence 
ahonld  be  pronounced — whereupon  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such 
sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same  do 
not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Board,  and 
SQch  sentence  shall  be  final.  But  the  Bishop,  if  satisfied  that  justice 
requires  it,  may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a 
new  Board  of  Presbyters  shall  be  appointed,  including  none  of  those 
who  sat  upon  the  former  trial,  before  which  Board  the  proceedings 
shall  be  conducted  as  before  provided. 

Sec.  11.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  connected  by  consan- 
gainity  or  affinity  with  the  party  accused,  he  may  request  some  oth- 
er Bishop  to  express  his  judgment  on  the  decision  made  by  the 
Board,  to  which  judgment  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  conform 
in  passing  sentence  or  granting  a  new  trial.  And  if  the  diocese  be 
vacant,  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  request  the 
services  of  such  Bishop  as  they  may  find  most  convenient  for  the 
performance  of  all  such  acts  as  are  by  this  Canon  required  to  be  done 
Dj.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

* 

CANON  II. 

Op  tbk  VirniT  or  a  Cburcu. 

Sec.'l.  In  every  Church  of  this  Diocese,  after  prayer,  there 
shall  be  an  annual  election,  on  Easter  Monday,  of  a  Vestry,  con- 
sisting of  not  less  than  five,  and  not  more  than  ten  members,  who 
shall  continue  in  office  till  their  successors  are  appointed.  Two  of 
these  Vestrymen  shall  be  designated  on  the  ballot  to  serve  as  War- 
dens,— one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  the  Senior  Warden  of  the 
Parish — who,  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  shall  preside  at  meetings 
of  the  Vestry.  In  his  absence  the  Junior  Warden  shall  preside. 
The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Secretary  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take 
and  record  the  mmutes  of  their  proceedings — attest  the  public  acts 
of  the  Vestry — preserve  all  records  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Par- 
ish— perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  legally  assigned  him,  and 
faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  all  books  and 
documents  belonging  to  the  Parish  that  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Sec.  2.  In  electing  a  Vestry,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
who  has  not  signed  the  article  of  parochial  Association;  and  who  is 
not  a  holder  or  renter  of  one  entire  pew;  and  when  two  or  more 
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persons  shall  hold  or  rent  a  pew,  they  shall  be  entitled  jointly  to  one 
vote.  In  those  parishes  in  which  there  are  no  pews  held  or  rented, 
no  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  is  not  a  contributor  to  the 
Church  to  such  an  amount  as  the  respective  parishes  shall  appoint. 

Sec.  3»  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  vestryman  who  is  not  a  pew 
holder,  or  a  qualified  voter  in  the  parish  for  which  he  is  elected,  and 
a  bona  fide  member  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  Vestryman  shall  be  guilty  of  scandalous  or  immoral 
conduct,  or  shall  be  notoriously  immoral  in  his  general  character,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister,  or  in  case  there  shall  be  no  Minis- 
ter, of  the  senior  Warden,  to  present  him  to  the  Vestry,  who  shall 
have  power,  on  being  satisfied  of  his  guilt,  to  expel  him,  provided 
always  that  at  least  two  thirds  concur  in  such  expulsion,  and  that  the 
person  expelled  shall  have  a  right  to  appeal  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the 
property  of  the  Church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to  elect 
and  call  a  Minister  and  provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  keep  order 
in  the  Church  during  the  celebration  of  divine  worship,  and  in  gen- 
eral to  act  as  helpers  to  the  Minister  in  whatever  is  appropriate  to 
laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel;  it  being  understood  al- 
ways that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  Church  are  under  the  exclu- 
sive direction  of  the  Minister,  in  subordination  to  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  and  laws  of  the  Diocese. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  the  ele- 
ments for  the  Lord's  Supper — to  collect  the  Alms  at  the  administra- 
tion of  the  same;  to  keep  and  disburse  such  alms  in  case  the  Church 
is  destitute  of  a  Minister — and  while  the  Church  is  destitute  of  a 
Minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  worship  and  the 
instruction  of  the  congregation  by  occasional  clerical  services  or  by 
lay-reading  as  circumstances  may  permit. 

Meetings  of  the  vestry  shall  be  called  by  the  Rector,  or  in  his  ab- 
sence by  the  Senior  Warden,  and  the  Rector,  or  in  his  absence,  the 
Senior  Warden  shall  call  meetings  at  the  request  of  two  members 
of  the  Vestry,  And  the  Vestry  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  at 
their  pleasure. 

(Parishes  now  incorporated  are  excepted  from  any  parts  of  this 
Canon  interfering  with  their  articles  of  association  or  by-laws.) 

CANON  III. 

Of  THX    ADMUMION  of    a    CiTORCH    or   CONORCaATIOK   IXTO  UhION  with  THS   PAOTXrrAJCT 

EpISCOPAI.   CbCRCB  III   THIS    DiOCSSE. 

To  enable  a  church  or  congregation  to  be  received  into  union  with 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  it  shall  be  necessary  that  the  Vstry  sub- 
mit to  the  Convention,  their  articles  of  association;  or,  if  incorpo- 
rated, their  charter,  or  a  copy  thereof,  duly  authenticated  according 
to  law;  and  further  that  it  be  made  to  appear  that  such  chUrch  or  con- 
gregation has  acceded  to  the  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  and  the  Oonstitn- 
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tion  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese.  A  certificate  shall  also  be  pro- 
duced from  the  Bishop— or  in  ease  of  his  absence  or  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  Episcopate — from  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee,  that 
notice  was  given  him  or  them,  at  least  one  month  before  the  Conven- 
tion»  of  the  organization  having  taken  place. 

CANON  IV. 

hrrruKUAMcx  on  CoinrBScnov,  and  REQuinrEt  for  tbk  Adximion  op  LAT-IlxrcTiu. 

It  shall  be  the  doty  of  all  clergymen,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Con- 
Tention,  to  attend  the  same,  and  of  every  church  or  congregation  in 
nnioa  with  the  Church  in  this  diocese,  to  send  one  or  more  Lay- 
Delegates  to  the  Convention,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry 
from  among  the  Communicants  of  the  Church  or  congregation  to  be 
represented,  and  shall  exhibit  to  the  Convention  a  certidcate  signed 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  by  the  Rector,  or  by  one  of  tlie 
Wardens,  in  substance  as  follows — viz: 

This  is  to  certify  that  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of 
Church  held  on  the  day  of 

A«  B.  who  is  a  communicant  of  good  standing  in  said  Church,  was 
appointed  a  Lay-Delegate  to  represent  the  same  in  the  Convention 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  to  be 
holden  on  the  day  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 

Signed 

Parishes  already  incorporated  are  excepted  from  so  much  of  the 
above  Canon,  as  would  interfere  with  their  articles  of  incorporation, 
or  association, 

CANON  V, 

A  LiflT  TO  BK  MADS  OP  TBK  M ZinSTKtfl  IN  THX  DlOCKlS. 

Sec.  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Conven- 
tion of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  to  be  ptepared  a  list  of 
all  ministers  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names 
of  their  respective  Cures  or  Parishes  or  Stations  as  Missionaries;  or 
of  the  institutions  of  learning  duly  incorporated,  in  which  they  are 
engaged — and  in  regard  to  such  as  are  not  engaged  in  Parishes  or 
Missions,  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above — their  places  uf  resi- 
dence only, — specifying  at  the  same  time  who  of  any  class  arc  Dea- 
cons— but  no  clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  ministry  shall 
have  a  place  on  such  list.  And  such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Convention  immediately  after  it  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  and 
toe  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  therefrom.  The  same  shall 
be  appended  to  the  Journal,  and  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Gene- 
ral Convention. 

Sec.  2.  When  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Con- 
vention is  disputed,  it  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  third  article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself;  whe* 
iher  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 
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CANON  VI. 

Or  Parisu  Reqistkss  ^md  Parochial  ItcroRTi. 

Sec.  1.  Every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  Regrister 
of  all  the  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages  and  Funerals,  solemn- 
ized by  him:  or,  in  his  parish  by  any  other  Episcopal  minister:  spe- 
cifying the  names,  and  times  of  birth  of  the  children  baptized,  to- 
gether with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors;  the  names  of  the 
adults  baptized,  and  also  of  the  witnesses  of  the  baptism;  the  names 
of  those  confirmed,  and  by  whom;  the  names  of  the  parties  married, 
and  of  persons  buried;  and  also  the  time  of  each  rite  respectively. 
This  Register  shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister,  in  a  book,  kept  for  that 
purpose,  and  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  the  Church  which  he  serves: 
which  book  shall  be  called  the  Parish  Register,  and  shall  be  consider- 
ed as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  2.    In  addition  to  the  Register  above  named,  the  Minister  of 
each  Parish  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  Communicants  and  of  Families 
within  his  cure — specifying  the  lime  when  the  former  became  com- 
municants of  the  church  under  his  charge,  and  whether  by  removal 
from  the  communion  of  some  other  church  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  Every  Minister  of  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the 
day  of  every  annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop— or 
if  there  be  no  Bishop— to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  state- 
ment of  the  number  of  baptisms,  marriages,  funerals,  and  persons 
confirmed  within  his  cure  siuce  the  last  Convention,  and  also  of  the 
number  of  communicants,  specifying  the  removals  and  deaths,  also 
the  additions  to  the  communion,  and  whether  the  last  have  been  by 
removal  from  the  communion  of  other  churches  or  otherwise,  since 
the  last  Convention— and  also  of  the  number  of  pupils  and  teachers 
connected  with  Sunday-school  instruction  m  the  parish— and  of  the 
number  of  persons  connected  with  Bible-class  instruction,  and  of  any 
Missionary  or  other  benevolent  societies,  and  of  all  contributions  for 
benevolent  objects,  by  subscription  or  public  collections,  together 
with  a  concise  statement  of  whatever  other  matters  of  fact  may  be 
important  in  showing  the  state  of  the  parish. 

CANON  VIL 

Or  Vacart  Conorxoatioxb. 

Whenever  a  Parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Vestry  immediately  to  give  notice  to  the  Bishop. 

CANON  VIII. 

Or  Dkputiks  to  thx  Gxmeral  Convkxtiok.  ^ 

The  Convention  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  annual  meeting,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  7lh  Article  (»f  the  Constitution,  four  clergy- 
men out  of  Presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  four 
l^aymen  who  shall  be  in  good  standing  as  communicants  in  soma 
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church  in  union  with  the  Diocese,  to  act  as  Deputies  from  this  Dio- 
cese to  the  General  Convention — which  Deputies  shall  continue  in 
oflice  until  their  successors  are  chosen.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
deputies-elect,  to  signify  to  the  Bishop  on  some  day  at  least  three 
weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  whether  they 
will  attend  or  not,  to  the  duties  of  their  office.  In  default  of  which 
signification,  or  in  case  of  the  declining  of  any  to  attend  the  General 
Convention,  the  Standing  Committee,  on  notification  from  the  Bishop, 
shall  proceed  to  appoint  as  many  clerical  or  lay-deputies  as  may  be 
necessary  to  constitute  a  fuU  representation  of  the  Diocese,  and  the 
person  or  persons  so  delegated,. being  furnished  with  the  certificate 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  have  all  the  rights 
of  deputies  elected  by  the  Convention.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
Episcopate,  the  notification  on  the  part  of  deputies-elect  above  re- 
quired, shall  be  made  to  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  IX. 

07  Lay  Rcadkrs. 

None  shall  be  considered  as  authorised  to  officiate  as  a  Lay-reader 
in  this  Diocese,  except  in  cases  of  particular  emergency,  without  a 
written  license  from  the  Bishop:  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Epis- 
copate, from  the  Standing  Committee;  and  lay-readers  shall'  in  all 
cases  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  11th  Canon  of  the  General 
Convention. 

CANON  X. 

Or  PREPAStNO  A  RXPORT  ON  TllE  StaTX  OP  TUK  CuCRCB. 

In  order  to  carry  into  efiTeot  the  recommendation  contained  in  the 
5Ist  CanOn  of  the  General  Convention,  a  Committee  of  the  Conven- 
tion of  this  Diocese,  shall  be  appointed  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
same,  nei^t  before  every  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention, 
to  draft,  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of  the  Bishop,  a  report  of 
the  state  of  the  Church,  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  XL 

Op  toe  Secretary  op  the  Convextiok. 

Sec.  1.  In  addition  to  the  duties  assigned  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  in  the  6th  article  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  made  his  duty 
to  send  to  the  Minister,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Minister,  to  the  War- 
dens of  each  parish  in  union  with  the  Convention,  not  less  than  four 
weeks  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention,  a  notification  of 
the  time  and  place  of  the  said  meeting,  together  with  the  form  of  a 
Parochial  Report — and  a  form  by  which  to  certify  the  appointment 
of  Lay-deputies,  together  with  the  assessment  laid  upon  the  parish 
for  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

3ec.  2.  He  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  tne  Secre- 
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tary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the 
Convention  of  this  Diocese — as  well  as  of  any  Charge  or  Pastoral 
Letter  recently  published — and  to  the  General  Convention,  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  appointment  of  clerical  and  lay-deputies. 

CANON  XII, 

Or  TBS  Trkascrer  or  thx  Convention. 

Sec,  1.  At  every  stated  Convention,  there  shall  be  elected  a  Trea- 
surer of  the  Convention,  whose  dutv  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  dis- 
burse  all  monies  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and 
of  which  the  collection  and  distribution  shall  not  be  otherwise  regu- 
lated. His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Convention 
and  examined  by  a  Committee  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2,  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall 
be  supplied  by  a  person  chosen  by  the  Standing  Committee,  who 
shall  continue  in  office  until  an  election  is  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  XIII. 

Of  MisnoNi,  and  or  Educatiok  for  tbx  Minibtrt. 

Sec.  1.  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  missionary  in- 
stitution; and  every  part  thereof  pledged  by  the  Christian  profession 
to  the  support  of  the  Missionary  work;  and  the  education  of  young 
men  for  the  ministry  being  absolutely  necessary  to  the  furtherance  of 
the  gospel  in  the  same  worit — it  is  solemnly  urged  upon  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Church,  that  he  consider  his  Christian  profession  as  in- 
volving direct  obligation  to  promote  these  objects. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  in  this  Diocese  to 
instruct  the  people  of  his  charge  in  relation  to  these  objects.  And  it 
is  recommended  to  every  member  of  the  Church  to  lay  by  him,  on 
the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  store  for  these  purposes,  as  God  hath 
prospered  him,  according  to  the  apostolic  direction.    I  Cor.  xvi.   1. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  appointed,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
ex-officio,  and  eight  other  members — 4>  clerical,  4  lay — elected  by 
ballot,  to  be  called  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee;  to  which 
shall  be  committed  the  appointment  and  regulation  of  Beneficiaries, 
the  appointing  of  Missionaries,  and  Missionary  Stations,  and  the 
making  of  all  appropriations  of  money  for  either  object. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  the  contributors  to  designate 
to  which  purpose,  and  also  to  which  branch  of  the  Missionary  cause, 
if  such  be  the  designation,  their  contribution  shall  be  applied.  If  no 
designation  be  made,  it  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  preside  in  all  meetings 
of  the  Committee,  when  he  is  present — if  absent,  a  chairman  pro 
tern,  shall  be  appointed. 

Sec.  6.  The  Committee  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  place,  and  on 
the  Ist  day,  of  the  annual  Conveation  of  the  Diocese,  and  at  soeh 
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other  times  and  places  as  the  President  may  from  time  to  time  ap- 
point, or  as  may  be  found  convenient  on  their  own  adjournment. — 
Four  attending  members  shall  be  a  quorum;  and  every  meeting  shall 
be  opened  with  prayer. 

Sec.  7.  No  Beneficiary  or  Missionary  shall  be  appointed  without 
the  written  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be 
no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  same,  which  consent  shall 
be  entered  on  the  Minuter. 

Sec.  8,  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  Secreta- 
ry of  the  same  shall  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  year 
then  terminated— which,  with  the  Treasurer's  report  of  the  receipts 
tod  expenditures,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention,  and  published 
in  its  Journal,  either  entire  or  in  part. 

Sec.  9.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
who  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee.  Vacancies  dur- 
ing the  recess  of  the  Convention,  may  be  supplied  by  the  Commit- 
tee. No  monies  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  but  by  an  order  of 
the  Committee,  signed  by  the  President. 

CANON  XIV. 

Fo«  TBS  Support  op  tbb  Episcop^tk. 

Sec.  1.  Every  minister  shall  on  or  about  the  fifteenth  of  April  of 
every  year,  solicit  the  sum  of  one  dollar  from  each  communicant, 
whom  he  may  deem  able  to  pay  the  same,  and  transmit  the  amount 
so  obtained  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  On  or  about  the  fifteen  day  of  September  of  each  year, 
the  Vestry  of  every  parish  shall,  through  their  parish  collector,  or 
otherwise,  solicit  from  every  house-holder  or  pew-holder,  who  is  not 
a  communicant,  the  like  sum  of  one  dollar,  to  be  transmitted  forth- 
with to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  Out  of  the  sums  so  received,  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  to 
the  Bishop  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  The  sum 
to  be  paid  in  equal  semi-annual  instalments. 

CANON  XV. 

Of  Lay  Duciplins. 

Any  communicant,  who  shall  absent  himself  for  one  year  from 
the  communion,  without  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Rector,  may  be 
suspended  from  the  communion. 

CANON  XVI. 

Op  CoifTiKOKKT  Eipmsifl. 

There  shall  be  annually  assessed  by  the  Convention,  npon  the 
several  parishes  in  the  Diocese,  according  to  their  ability,  an  amount 
sufficient  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church.  The 
money  thus  raised  and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Convention. 
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shall  be  applied  to  the  following  objects.  1.  To  defray  the  traveU* 
ling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  to  the  General  Convention.  2.  To  pay 
the  postages  of«the  Bishop.  3.  To  pay  the  quota  assessed  on  the 
several  churches  in  the  Diocese  bv  each  Genonil  Convention,  for 
the  contin(rent  expenses  thereof.  4.  To  pay  for  publishing  the 
journals  of  the  Convention  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  or- 
dered by  Convention.  5.  To  defray  the  travelling  expenses  of  the 
clerical  delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  not  exceeding  $50  to 
each  delegate.  6.  To  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  presbyters 
attending  Ecclesiastical  trials. 

CANON  XVII. 

Or  Alteratioxs  i!v  the  Cakoxs  and  additioks  thereto. 

No  proposition  to  alter,  or  add  to,  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese, 
shall  be  considered  by  the  Convention,  except  at  a  stated  meeting, 
and  after  one  day's  notice  thereof,  given  in  open  Convention;  nor 
(unless  by  unanimous  consent,)  until  it  shall  have  been  reported  on 
by  a  Committee  of -at  least  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen.  Nor  shall 
such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during  the  same  Convention, 
if  two  thirds  of  the  members  present  siiall  not  concur  therein;  but 
in  such  case  the  same  (unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of  the  votes) 
shall  lie  over  for  consideration  till  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Convention. 

CANON  XVIII. 

Repbaliko  op  porker  Cavons. 

All  former  Canons  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  repealed. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OP  THE  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINAEY  OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  OHIO,  AS  AMENDED  IN  1839^0. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  ConveDtion  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the  Dio- 
cese of  Ohio,  do  hereby  establish  a  Seminary  for  the  Edacation  of 
Ministers  of  the  Gospel  in  said  Church;  such  Seminary 'to  be  found- 
ed upon  Donations  made  and  to  be  made,  in  the  united  Kingdoms  of 
"Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  in  America,  for  that  purpose,  and  to 
be  known  by  the  name  of  "The  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio." 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  said  Seminary  shall  be  established  by  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese,  at  such  place  within  the  same  as  shall  be  consistent  with 
the  deed  of  donation,  executed  by  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  in  England, 
on  the  27th  day  of  November,  1823;  and  when  Once  established, 
shall  for  ever  after  remain  m  the  same  place. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  direction  and  management  of  said  Seminary  shall  be  vested 
in  a  board  of  Trustees,  which  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  for  the  time  being,  and  of  four  clerical  and  four  lay  Trus- 
tees, to  be  chosen  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  remain 
in  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  until  their  successors  are 
chosen,  provided  that  no  officer  of  the  Seminary  or  of  any  institu- 
tion that  may  be  annexed  thereto,  shall  be  eligible  to  said  bonrd. — 
This  article,  so  far  as  it  respects  the  number  of  clerical  and  lay  Trus- 
tees, may  from  time  to  time  be  amended  by  a  concurring  resolution 
of  the  Convention,  and  of  the  board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary, 
80  as  to  increase  the  number  of  clerical  and  lay  Trustees,  until  the 
number  of  each  may  be  twelve;  which  number  shall  thereafter  con- 
stitute the  permanent  board  of  clerical  and  lay  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

A  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Trustees  shall  be  necessary  to 
constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business.  The  Bishop,  if  present,  shall 
preside.  In  his  absence,  a  President  pro  tem.  shall  be  appointed  by 
ballot;  whose  office  shall  expire  with  the  final  adjournment  of  the 
meeting  of  the  board  at  which  the  appointment  was  made.  If  any 
vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  such  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  the  Convention  that  may  meet  next  thereafter.

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AETICLE  V. 

The  Seminaiy  shall  be  under  the  immediate  charge  and  raperin^ 
tendance  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time  being,  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Institution,  and  daring  the  recess  of  the  board  the  Bishop 
shall  be  the  Prudential  Committee  in  all  secular  matters  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  constitute  professor- 
ships, and  to  appoint  and  remove  the  professors,  and  to  prescribe  the 
course  of  study,  and  to  make  all  rules,  regulations  and  statutes  which 
may  be  necessary  for  the  government  of  the  Seminary,  and  to  se- 
cure its  prosperity:  provided,  that  all  such  rules,  regulations,  statutes, 
or  other  proceedings,  shall  for  ever  be  in  conformity  "to  th6  doc- 
trine, discipline,  constitution  and  canons  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  coarse  of 
study  prescribed,  or  to  be  prescribed,  by  the  Bishops  of  the  said 
Church.'' 

ARTICLE  VII. 

If  at  any  time  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episco' 
pal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  shall  by  resolution,  en* 
tered  in  their  Journals,  declare  any  rule,  regulation,  statute  or  othef 
proceeding  of  the  board  of  Trustees  hereby  constituted,  to  be  con- 
trary to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  constitution,  and  canons  of  the 
Church,  or  to  the  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  Bishops,  such 
rule,  regulation,  statute,  or  other  proceeding,  shall  thenceforth  cease 
to  have  effect,  and  shall  be  considered  as  abrogated  and  annulled. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

The  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  shall  individually,  and  any  two  or  more  of  them, 
be  visitants  of  the  Seminary,  to  take  care  that  the  course  of  discip- 
line, and  instruction  be  conformable  to  the  preceding  provisions.-^ 
And  it  shall  be  lawful  for -any  one  of  the  Bishops  aforesaid,  at  any 
time  to  institute  in  his  own  name  and  character  of  Bishop,  any  pro- 
per legal  process  to  enforce  and  secure  the  administration  of  the 
Seminary  according  to  the  foundation  herein  prescribed. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  board  of  Trustees,  as  soon  as  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
shall  so  instruct  them,  shall  annex  to  the  Seminary,  a  College,  with 
the  necessary  preparatory  schools;  subject,  like  the  Seminary,  to  the 
provisions  of  the  7th  and  8th  Articles  of  the  Constitution,  which 
College  shall  have  a  separate  President  and  Faculty,  the  Trustees 
having  power  to  make  all  needful  by-laws,  and  to  appoint  and  remove 
all  Professors  and  other  officers,  necessary  to  the  government  and 
prosperity  of  said  College:  provided  that  the  President  be  appointed 
on  the  nomination  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  that  in  case  he 
shall  not  so  nominate  within  two  months  after  being  requested  so  to 
do  by  the  Board  of  Tnisteesy  then  they  shall  proceed  to  elect  a  Pre* 
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withoot  8och  nomination, — provided  also  that  his  Episcopal 
•openrisioQ  and  authority  be  understood  as  embracing  the  spiritual 
interests  ot  the  College  and  its  preparatory  schools,  and  that  the  pre- 
sent property  of  the  said  Seminary,  whatever  use  the  Trustees  may 
permit  the  College  to  make  of  any  part  thereof,  shall  always  remain 
exclusively  the  property  of  the  Seminary. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  at  Gambler,  annually,  on  the 
•day  preceding  the  Commencement.  The  President  of  the  Board 
ehall  at  any  time,  upon  the  application  in  writing  of  one  member  of 
the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  and  two  clerical  and  two 
lay  Tmstees,  call  a  meeting  of  the  Board  to  be  held  at  such  other 
time  and  place  as  he  may  appoint,  not  exceeding  thirty  days  from 
the  day  on  which  the  application  shall  be  presented. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the 
Bishop,  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  and 
a  majority  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

Provided,  that  no  alteration  or  amendment  whatever  be  made  in 
ihis  Constitntion,  whereby  the  funds  of  the  Seminary,  raised  in  Eng- 
land, be  appropriated  to  any  other  use  than  the  education  and  theolo- 
gical instmction  of  students,  for  the  ministry  in  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church.  This  proviso,  however,  does  not  preclude  the  law- 
fulness and  constitutionality  of  annexing  a  College  to  the  Seminary; 
and  making  provision  so  far  as  practicable,  for  the  admission  of  other 
students,  at  their  own  expense,  to  the  benefit  of  a  College  education. 
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ACT   OF  INCORPORATION 

OF  THE  TUEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  OP  THE  HROTESTANT  EPKCOPAL 

CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  OHIO, 


Whereas  John  M'Corkle  and  Charles  Hammond,  a  Committe  ap- 
pointed on  behalf  of  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  have,  by  their  petition  to  the  Ge- 
neral Assembly,  represented  that  a  Seminary  for  Theological  edu- 
cation has  been  established  by  said  Convention  within  this  State, 
and  in  order  to  the  more  convenient  management  of  the  concerns 
of  the  said  Seminary,  and  to  the  permanency  of  its  establishment 
in  this  State,  have  prayed  that  the  said  Seminary  may  be  Incorpo- 
rated— Therefore, 

Sec,  1.  Be  it  enacted  by. the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  That  the  Right  Reverend  Philander  Chase,  now  Bishop  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  Roger  Searle> 
Intrepid  Morse,  Ezra  B.  Kellogg,  Samuel  Johnston,  Bezaleel  WelliSv 
William  K.  Bond,  John  Johnston,  and  Charles  Hammond,  the  pre- 
sent Trustees  of  the  said  Seminary,  and  their  successors  appointed 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  said  Semi- 
nary, as  now  established,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the  **Theo- 
logical  Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese 
of  Ohio;"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  succession,  and  be  capable 
in  law  of  suing  and  being  sued,  defending  and  being  defended  in  all 
courts  and  places,  and  in  all  manner  of  actions,  causes  and  complaints 
whatsoever;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at 
their  discretion: — and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  be  capable  in  law 
anil  equity  of  taking  and  holding  by  devise  and  otherwise,  or  of  pur- 
chasing, holding  and  enjoying  to  them  and  their  successors,  any  real 
estate  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  any  goods,  chattels  and  personal 
estate,  and  uf  selling,  leasing,  mortgaging  or  otherwise  disposing  of 
said  real  and  personal  estate,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  they  may  think 
proper:  Provided^  That  the  clear  annual  income  of  such  real  and 
personal  estate,  exclusive  of  any  lands  or  tenements  that  may  be 
occupied  by  the  said  Seminary  for  its  accommodation,  or  that  of  its 
ofBcers  or  professors,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars. 

Sec.  2.     That  the  present  Trustees  of  said  Seminary  and  their 
successois  in  office,  under  the  Constitution  thereof,  as  now  establish- 
ed, or  as  the  same  may  be  hereafter  altered  or  amended,  shall  have 
the  care  and  management  of  said  Seminary  and  of  its  estate  and  pro- 
perty,  and  shall  have  power  from  lime  lo  Xlme^  \o  sell  or  otherwise 
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dispose  of  its  estate  and  property,  and  to  apply  the  avails  thereof  and 
all  other  fonds  of  said  Seminary  for  its  benefit  and  advantage,  as  they 
shall  deem  it  expedient;  and  shall  also  have  power,  in  conformity 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  said  Seminary,  to  make 
by-laws  and  ordinances  for  the  appointment  of  professors  and  other 
officers  of  said  Seminary,  for  regulating  the  duties  and  conduct  of  the 
professors,  officers  and  students  therein,  for  conducting  its  business 
and  concerns,  and  generally  for  the  good  government  of  the  same;— 
Trovidedf  The  same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
Laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  3'  That  this  act  be,  and  is  hereby  declared  a  public  act,  and 
that  the  same  be  construed  in  all  courts  and  other  places,  benignly 
and  favorably  for  every  beneficial  purpose  therein  intended. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  General  Assembly  may  at  any  time  hereafter 
modify  or  repeal  this  act;  but  no  such  modification  or  repeal  shall 
divert  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  the  Seminaiy  to  any  other  pur- 
pose than  the  Education  of  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  in  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America.

/An  Act,  further  supplementary  to  an  act,  entitled  **An  Act  to  In- 
corporate the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

"Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  shall  have  power 
to  establish  in  connection  with  said  Seminary,  a  College,  and  Halls 
for  preparatory  education:  that  they  shall  have  the  care  and  manage- 
ment of  all  property,  which  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  given,  or 
is  otherwise  possessed  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  same;  and  to 
appoint  a  President  and  Professors,  and  all  necessary  officers  for  the 
purposes  of  government  and  instruction  in  said  College  and  Halls. 

•*Sec.  2.  The  President  and  Professors  of  said  College  shall  con- 
stitute a  Faculty,  with  the  power  of  conferring  Degrees  in  the  Arts 
and  Sciences,  and  of  performing  all  such  other  acts  as  pertain  to  the 
Facnlties  of  Colleges  for  the  encouragement  and  reward  of  learning: 
and  the  name  and  style  by  which  the  said  degrees  shall  be  conferred 
shall  be  that  of  **the  President  and  Professors  of  Kenyon  College  in 
the  State  of  Ohio. 

"Sec.  3.  The  President  and  Professors  of  said  Theological  Se- 
minary shall  also  constitute  a  Faculty  with  the  power  of  confettYti^ 
Degrees  in  Theology,  and  of  doing  all  such  other  aeis  as  %pi^«t\A\xv 
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la  8Qch  faculties  for  the  encouragement  of  theological  learning:  and 
4he  name  and  style  by  which  said  degrees  shall  be  conferred  shall  be 
that  of  ''the  President  and  Professors  of  the  Theological.  Seminary 
of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio.'^

or   THB  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  BISHOP'S  FUND  OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EFIB- 
COPAL  CHURCH  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  OHIO. 


«*An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

■*Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  Benjamin  Gardiner,  John  Matthews,  and  John  C. 
Wright,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created 
a  corporation  and  body  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Bishop^s  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the 
Diocese  of  Ohio,  by  which  name  they  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  made 
capable  of  receiving,  holding  and  disposing  of  any  estate,  real  or  per- 
sonal, which  may  be  in  them  invested,  for  the  support  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  within  the 
Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  by  which  name  they  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
and  in  relation  to  the  property  in  them  invested,  do  and  perform  every 
act  necessary  for  the  receiving,  safe  keeping,  using  and  disposing  of 
the  same  to  the  best  advantage:  provided,  that  the  actual  value  of  the 
property  invested  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollara» 
nor  the  annual  income  therefrom  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

^<Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's 
Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  OhiOt 
shall  be  elected  triennially  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio, 
and  shall  continue  until  their  successors  are  duly  appointed;  and  this 
corporation  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  \fe  altered,  new*moddltd, 
or  repealed,  as  the  General  Assembly  may  deem  useful;  providedt 
that  no  alteration,  modification  or  repeal,  shall  divert  the  use  of  said 
fund  from  its  original  destination,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be, 
making  provision  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestanjt 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio.

Wardens  and  Vettrj  being  ehooen  and  recorded  togethav 
wiik  the  minutes  of  tbe  meeting,  in  a  book,  to  be  thereafter  kepi  as  a  Parish  Register:  a 
MCificatlon  sboald  be  immediatelj  sent  of  theformaUon  of  the  Parish  to  the  Bishop,  which 
Boiiflcatlon  should  include  a  certified  copj  of  the  minutes  of  the  meeting,  the  form  of  As> 
sodatloB,  the  name  of  the  Parish  wkh  those  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry.  Steps  should 
be  taken,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  hare  the  Parish  Incorporsted.  At  the  next  ConTention  Of 
tba  I>leeese,the  Perish  should  apply  by  one  or  more  delegates,  or  by  some  clergyman  of 
(be  diocese,  to  be  admitted  into  union  therewith,  for  which  purpose  the  same  papers  as  are 
raqairad  by  the  Bishop,  should  be  sent  to  the  Conrention,  certified  by  the  Clerk  of  tbe 


CHANGES  IN  THE  PRAYER  BOOK  AND  CONSTITUTION.

Proposed  Alterations  in  tke  Prayer  Book. 

Resolved,  That  it  he  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Con- 
Tentions,  that  it  is  proposed,  at  the  next  General  Convention,  to  erase 
the  words,  ''associated  Rector,"  and  also,  the  word  **state,'*  where- 
Ter  they  occur  in  former  editions  of  the  Institution  Office.  Vide

Proposed  Alteration  in  tke  Constitution. 

Resolved,  That  it  he  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Con- 
Tentions  that  it  is  proposed,  at  the  next  General  Convention^  the  fol- 
lowing as  a  10th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  viz: 

Abt.  10.  Bishops  for  foreign  countres,  on  due  application  there- 
fiom,  may  be  consecratedt  wiA  the  approbation  of  the  Bishops  of 
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this  Church,  or  a  majority  of  them,  signified  to  the  presiding  Bishop; 
he,  thereupon  taking  order  for  the  same,  and  they,  being  satisfied 
that  the  person  designated  for  the  office  has  been  duly  chosen,  and 
properly  qualified.  The  Order  of  Consecration  to  be  conformed,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishops,  to  the  one  used  in 
this  Church.  Such  Bishops,  so  consecrated,  shall  not  be  eligible  to 
the  office  of  Diocesan,  or  Assistant  Bishop,  in  any  Diocese  in  the 
United  States,  nor  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  nor 
exercise  anv  Episcopal  authority  in  said  States.  Vide  Jounud,  pp«

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  tlien  delivered  the  following 

ADDRESS. 

HUKTHRCN  OP  THE  ClEROY  AND  LaITY  OP  THE  DiOCESE  OF  OhIO: 

I 

In  making  to  you  my  annual  statement  of  official  acts  during  (he  past  ycai 
I  have  much  less  to  say  conocming  the  viatation  of  parishes  than  usual.  Othe 
necessary  duties,  united  with  periods  of  ill  health,  have  greatly  abridged  my  yinta 
tions.  Soon  alter  the  last  Convention,  I  sot  out  to  visit  the  parishes  in  the  Wcsteri 
and  North-Westcm  parts  of  the  diocese;  and  continued  the  work,  until  the  Rottinj 
in  of  winter  required  its  cessation.  As  soon  as  tho  roads  had  sufficiently  improve* 
in  the  spring,  I  visited  almost  all  the  parishes  in  the  South  West;  excluding  onl; 
those  of  Cincinnati,  Portsmouth,  and  Hamilton.  1  had  fully  expected  to  vi^iit  al 
those  situated  North  and  East  from  Massillon,  before  being  obliged  to  proceed  t 
other  duties.  The  appointments  were  made;  the  parishes  were  in  readiness;  in  sc 
vcral  churches  an  unusual  degree  of  interest  in  the  visitation  had  been  created;  an* 
a  number  of  candidates  for  orders,  such  as  it  was  truly  painful  to  disappoint^  wcr 
waiting.  But  it  pleased  God,  as  at  Huron,  tho  year  licfore,  to  bring  mc  down  witi 
a  bilious  fever,  at  Massillon,  the  first  plact^  in  my  list  of  appointments,  so  that 
was  obliged  to  return  with  only  one  parish  vi«iiotl.     That  lever  came  upon  mc  aftc 
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1  had  bocn  greatly  debilitMed  by  repeated  attackB  of  the  most  painfui  form  of  neu- 
ralgia, a  disease  to  which  I  have  long  been  subject  when  over-worked  in  body,  or 
mind.  The  continuance  of  visitation-duty,  as  the  hot  weather  came  on,  was  out 
of  the  question.  And  besidcB  that,  it  was  absolutely  necessary  that  I  should  go  to 
the  Eastward,  according  to  the  request  of  the  special  Convention,  held  in  Dei^ember 
last,  to  endeavour  to  obtain  the  means  of  rescuing  the  diocesan  institutions  of  learn, 
ing  from  their  pecuniary  embarrassments.  I  spent  from  about  the  middle  of  June 
till  the  first  week  of  August,  in  that  work,  and  returned  only  in  time  to  make  the 
necessary  preparations  fi)r  this  Convention.  While  in  the  Eastern  Statek  I  attend. 
ed,  in  my  place,  the  Annual  Meeting  at  Boston,  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  our 
General  Missionary  Society,  and,  as  much  as  my  engagements  would  allow,  the 
Aimiial  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  in  New 
York.  I  have  returned  from  my  effort  in  behalf  of  our  College  and  Thealogioal 
Seminary,  only  that  I  might  be  in  my  place  at  this  Convention.  It  will  be  neoessa' 
ry  that  I  go  back  to  the  Blast,  for  the  further  proseeution  of  the  work  as  soon  as  I 
can  make  due  arrangements  after  your  seinion  shall  have  terminated.  What  I  have 
already  done  is  mainly  preparatory.  The  principal  places  were  so  deserted  by  that 
dass  of  inhabitants  whom  it  was  my  business  to  sec, -that  it  was  in  vain  to  think  of 
aceompibhing  the  object  until  the  warm  season  should  be  over.  The  fidl  months 
must  be  devoted  to  it.  It  is  a  heavy)  arduous,  heart-wearying,  and  soul-trying 
effort;  requiring  painful  absence  from  domestic  duties  and  enjoyments,  as  well  as 
from  those  duties  of  my  diocese  which  more  properly  belong  to  my  office,  and 
which  unspeakably  better  suit  my  taste.  I  have  taken' it  up  as  a  cross,  which  can- 
not well  be  laid  on  any  other  shoulders.  The  effort  is  now  precisely  in  the  condi- 
tion requiriDg  that  it  bo  pushcdas  soon  as  the  state  of  the  congregations  in  the 
largo  cities  wiH  allow.  In  all  its  relations,  I  regard  it  as  t^  woHc  which  I  have, 
under  Providence,  to  labour  in,  till  it  be  aocomidished.  There  never  was  a  time  in 
the  hiitory  of  our  Church  when  we  could  less  afford  to  let  such  institutions  go 
down,  or  languish,  under  the  paralysis  of  debt.  The  special  Conjvention,  in  Decem- 
ber, saw  not  how  the  present  perils  could  bo  avoided  unless  I  would  undertake  what 
must  thus  take  mo  away  from  the  more  spiritual  labors  of  the  diooese.  Under  their 
request,  I  have  taken  the  burden.  And  I  wish  now  to  apprise  the  parishes,  through 
their  representatives  here  present,  and  sorry  I  am  to  have  to  do  it,  that  there  is  no 
prospect  of  my  being  able  to  return  to  Ohio  and  resume  visitation,  until  the  setting 
in  of  winter,  when,  except  on  certain  roads,  it  will  be,  to  me^  impracticable.  If  it 
be  a  sacrifice  to  them  to  be  so  long  without  visitation,  much  more  is  it  to  me,  to  be 
80  kmg  engaged  in  such  occupation.  If  I  am  willing  to  take  my  part  of  the  cross; 
I  trust  they  will  so  far  contribute  to  the  bearing  of  the  burden,  as  rightly  to  appre- 
ciate the  cause  of  some  of  them  being  much  longer  un visited  than  has  hitherto  been 
the  case. 

And  here,  while  referring  to  the  object  for  which  my  time  is  so  much  demand- 
ed, I  will  finish  what  you  will  expect  to  hear  from  me  on  that  head. 

The  manner  in  which  the  clergy  and  laity  in  the  eastern  dioceses  have  entertain, 
cd  the  application,  tho  interest  manifested  in  it,  and  the  readiness  to  oo-operate,  are 
such  as  greatly  to  encourage  me.  Tho  sense  of  the  value  and  importance  oi  our 
institutions  to  the  whole  Church,  is  very  wide  and  strong.  Many  in  our  own  dior 
ccso  might  learn  a  very  profitable  lesson  by  hearing  what  I  have  hearvl  on  that 
"♦abject;  and  it  would  be  good  for  the  whole  diocese,  clerical  and  lay,  to  receive  thi* 
•^Tiuon::  on  tliat  head  which  1  Iiavc  received  from  such  as  the  aj;cd  widow  pbicinn 
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in  my  band,  with  tean  aod  pr^ycn,  her  gold  piece,  saved  from  penury  and  con* 
■ecrated  to  Qod,  and  given  with  earnestnew  and  determination,  even  when  I 
begged  it  ihoald  not  be  given,  because  I  ftared  to  take  a  gift  so  sacred,  so  costly,  s» 
precious*  I  could  tell  you  much  on  this  subject  I  have  wept  when  some  gifts 
camr,  because,  smaU  as  was  their  numerical  value,  I  knew  from  whtA  saciifioe  th^ 
came^  I  knew  they  came  from  Christ's  own  poor;  I  knew  they  cost  more  t»  thoM 
who  gave  than  the  paying  our  whole  debt  would  cost  to  thousands  of  Churchmeni 
I  knew  they  came  in  companj  with  humble,  fervent  pmyers,  multi|ilying  infinitely 
their  value;  I  knew  how  precious  they  were  in  the  sight  of  Gk)d,  to  whom  "aoup  of 
cold  water  in  the  name  of  a  disciple"  is  of  more  «ateem  than  thousands  of  ailvier 
and  gold  given  without  a  sense  ^f  sacrifice,  without  sdidenial,  without  prajrer.  It 
is  worth  going  on  sudh  an  enand  to  see  how  much  real,  self^lenying,  earnest  taking 
thought  f«r  Christ's  cause  there  is  among  those  whose  means  do  not  enable  them 
to  do  what  would  make  mach^pysfniK  e  before  the  world,  or  would  go  fitf  in  taeh 
pecuniary  relief  as  that  wtach  we  seek;  but  whose  fittle  is  very  great  and  yueciow 
to  any  object,  and  whose  nearness  to  GM  is  such  that  a  mere  pecuniary  <*«*f»iMtf^  of 
the  value  of  such  friends,  such  benefactors,  touches  not  the  horn  of  its  garment. — 
Woukl  that  our  parishes  were  filled  with  such  heaitq;  then  would  our  haods  in* 
deed  be  lifted  up;  then  would  our  scriptural  form  of  godliness  be  filled  with  the 
living  power,  and  GKnTs  blessing  would  abide  u^n  the  Church,  as  the  dew  upon 
Hermon,  as  the  cloud  of  his  presence  upon  the  tents  of  Israel 

I  shall  return  to  the  Blast,  much  encouraged  as  to  the  ultimate  success  of  my 
•efibrt,  though  expecting,  through  much  labour,  to  accomplish  it.  But,  brothra, 
bear  tins  in  mind — ^1  seek  help  in  the  East,  on  the  assurance  that  we  of  Ohio  will 
not  be  lacking.  I  have  promised  that  the  diocese  will  do  well  its  part.  J  leave  a 
large  portion  of  the  debt,  all  that  is  due  in  Ohio,  to  be  paid  by  the  Diocese  of  OhiiK 
The  reports  of  what  has  been  done  in  the  several  districts,  have  not  been  matured. 
The  present  aspect  is  encouraging.  Several  of  the  chief  parishes  and  of  the  Inwnr 
«nes,  have  done  well,  fblly  up  to  my  expectations.  Some  have  exceeded  expecta- 
tion; while  some  have  given  a  response  in  a  contrary  way  which  was  not  looked  fixr. 
I  trust  there  is  something  temporary  in  the  aspect  of  the  latter  part  of  the  case. 
Surely  none  of  our  parishes,  will  be  vrilUng  to  stand  unrepresented  in  this  com- 
mon and  pressing  cause,  holding  back,  while  others  labour  to  go  forward.  The 
vonsiddration  is  not  what  is  the  share  of  any  parish,  or  what  has  been  done  here- 
tofore by  Any.  But  in  an  effort  that  ve^uires  ail  we  can  do  now,  the  questibii  is 
m^iat  it  each  parisk  abie  to  do? 

After  all,  much  of  the  value  of  the  «f!brt  will  depend  on  the  j&cility  of  cdkcting 
the  subscriptions.    For  this  the  aid  of  the  several  parishes  will  still  be  needed. 

I  feel  more  confident  than  ever,  that  if  the  draft  upon  the  receqits  of  the  Trua. 
tees  for  interest  on  debt  be  stopped,  the  current  income  will  be  sufticient  to  meet 
comfortably  the  cunent  need.  1  make  no  promise  of  gratiQring  in  that  case  incon- 
aalerate  expectations.  I  am  weU  aware  that  there  are  persons  who  l^ive  been  greatly 
disappomted  that  our  Theoksgical  Seminary  has  not  beoome  &r  more  considerabk 
in  the  number  of  its  stiidenta  and  the  magnitude  of  its  work;  not  pausing  to  con- 
aider  how  &r  it  had  bread  to  live  on,  or  could  create  candidates  for  ordere.  Peiw 
haps  if  they  had  been  cautious  to  consider  only  two  tiungB—Jird  the  small  number 
of  candidates  for  orders  yielded  by  the  Chureh  in  all  the  West,  secondly  that  during 
the  last  five  years,  the  Theological  Seminary  has  had  but  an  income  of  $450  on 
which  to  sustain  its  Professors,  the  other  main  branches  of  the  institution  requir- 
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tag  tB  thor  own  avails,  and  the  mcame  from  lands  going  to  pay  interest  on  debt, 
their  opnions  woaM  have  been  more  &voiirable  and  their  inHuenca  less  prgn^ 
cial  to  a  cause  which  needs,  and  merits,  our  most  united  and  cordial  co-operation* 

Here  I  must  record  our  indebtedness  to  a  kind  Providence  for  a  most  gractous 
hi^in  tiie  time  of  our  greatest  need. 

During  the  last  February,  I  received  a  letter,  signed  by  no  name,  enclosing  a  oer- 
liifeate  of  nxty  shares  in  the  Ohio  Life  and  Trust  Company,  simply  saying  diat 
the  interest  was  **to  be  applied  yearly  to  the  support  of  aged  and  infirm  mimsters 
of  the  Epjaoopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and,  if  needAil,  ten  per  cent  of  the 
prindpaL"  I  was  requested  to  answer  the  letter  by  addressing  L.  P.,  through  the 
Post  Oflke  at  N.  York.  In  my  answer  I  requested  to  be  allowed  to  know  tho 
Mine  of  so  kind  a  bene&ctor,  and  also  that  since  the  object  to  which  the  bene- 
Action  was  permanently  devoted,  was  not,  Just  now,  a  pressing  one  in  a  younjg  dio- 
eve,  and  the  support  of  theological  instruction  was  our  piesent  wgent  need,  he 
would  allow  me  to  devote  the  annual  interest  to  that  object,  till  such  time  as  I 
shooid  see  the  original  one  to  need  it  more;  After  some  time  I  received  a  reply  ftilly 
armeiWiHj;  to  my  request,  and  modestly  signing  the  name  of  Peter  Lerillard,  Eaq.,  of 
If.  Yoiiq  an  aged  gentleman  who  was  known  by  his  intimate  friends  to  be  in  the 
habit  of  doing  many  such  good  works,  in  that  humble,  modest,  exemplary  manneri 
the  levorse  of  sounding  a  trumpet  to  call  witnesses  to  our  benevolent  deeds.  Soon 
after  learning  the  name  of  eur  kind  friend,  I  received  infermatien  that  he  had  de- 
parted thitf  life.  May  the  fitiits  of  his  charity  feUow  in  a  long  succeerien  of  bene- 
fits to  the  Church!  We  will  try  to  honour  his  memory  by  the  best  use  of  his  gift 
to  the  ^oiy  of  Gkid.  He  distributed  what  he  intended  to  leave  to  objects  of  bene- 
volence, Move  it  passed  from  his  control.  He  was  his  own  executor.  Would  that 
the  memberi  of  the  Church  did  oftener  consider,  when  dravnng  near  th^  time  of 
departve  vrhether  the  cause  of  Chpst  has  not  a  daim  upon  their  remembrance; 
whether  when  about  to  leave  the  tribriations  and  contests  and  burdena  of  this  mili. 
tant  slate  of  the  Church,  to  those  who  survive,  and  go  themsdves  to  rest  and  peace 
where  sin  will  never  trouble  and  tears  never  come,  they  ought  not  to  leave  some- 
dung  to  help  their  yet  struggling  brethren;  something  as  a  memorial  of  their  last 
interest  in  the  wars  of  the  Lord,  on  eaitii;  something  to  be  continually  saying,  what 
the  great  cloud  of  witnesses  on  high,  ever  looking  down  upon  our  conflicts,  and 
temptations,  and  infirmities,  would  say  to  us,  coold  our  ears  catch  their  exhorta. 
tion; — ^''be  stead&st,  unmoveable,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord;  finr 
asmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  labour  shall  not  be  in  vain  in  lihe  Lord.'* 

I  shooid  have  said,  while  speaking  of  our  Theol«]gical  Seminaiy,  that  Bexley 
Han,  the  beautiftd  Gothic  building  at  the  North  end  of  our  viOage,  vnll  have  rosma 
finished  in  it  this  fell,  for  the  reception  of  theologica]  students.  The  Rev.  Samuet 
Fuller,  D.  D.,  having  been  nominated  to  the  MiTnor  Professorship  of  Divinity  in 
the  Seaunary,  by  the  Rev.  James  Milnor,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  St.  G^eorge's  Church, 
N.  Y.,  and  the  nomination  having  been  duly  confirmed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  has  accepted  the  appointment  and  expects  to  enter  upon  his 
duties  at  the  opening  of  thn  ensuing  fell  term. 

I  now  TpTocecd  to  such  details  as  arc  needful  for  a  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church 

in  this  Diocese. 

The  P^Lrishes  visited,  since  last  Convention,  are  the  following,  vix: — Grace

Besides  these,  I  have  visited  and  preached  in  MArion,  Bellcvue.  Perxysburgh  and 
Coshocton,  where  we  have  no  parishes.  While  at  home,  during  the  year,  I  hav^ 
done  my  usual  work  of  theological  instruction,  as  well  as  of  regular  preaching,  once 
on  Sunday,  and  once  during  thoxWeek,  in  this  Chapel. 

The  Confirmations  have  beon  as  follows^ — In  Qrace  Church,  Berkshire,  ^,  St> 
Peter's,  Delaware,  5;* Grrace  Church,  Sandusky  City,  4;  Trinity  Church,  Lyme 
11;  St.  Paul's,  Maumee  City,  14;  St  Mark's,  Mill  Greek,  1(^  St  Paul's,  ChiUieo-' 
the,  at  two  confirmations,  19  and  25)  making  44;  Christ  Church,  Sprii^gfiekJ,  lOi 
St.  James',  Piqua,  13;  Trinity  Church,  Newark,  at  two  confirmationfi,  10  and  8, 
making  18;  St  Luke's,  Ghranville,  11;.  Trinity  Church,  Coluinbus,  33;  St.  Paul's, 
Columbus,  8;  St  PhUip's,  CirdeviUe,  6;  St.  Paul's,  Mt.  Vernon,  11;  St  Tunothy'a, 
Massillon,  36;  St.  James',  Wooster,  (r,  St:  James',  Painesrille,  35;  Haxcanit  Pa- 
rish, G^ambier,  8;  making  a  total  of  confirmations  of  279.  The  number  would 
have  been  much  greater  had  not  my  illness  prevented  the  usual  amount  of  visita- 
tion. There  are  several  parishes  which  have  received  a  great  blessing,  during  the 
year  upon  the  meanp  of  grace,  and  which  are  not  included  among  those  which 
have  been  visited. 

While  at  Granville,  I  visiited  the  Female  Seminary,  under  the  nufpices  of  the 
parish  in  that  place.  The  examination  which  was  held  in  my  presence  was  highly 
satisfactory.  All  that  I  saw  of  the  Institution  was  gratifying.  In  point  of  neat- 
ness, order,  retix^emcnt,  study,  instruction,  sobriety  of  demeanor,  religious  ipflacnce 
and  general  discretion  in  the  management,  I  was  well  satisfied  that  parents  have  no 
need  to  send  their  daughters  out  of  the  diocese  for  education.  I  earnestly  wish  the 
merits  of  that  school  wore  much  more  widely  known.  I  am  sure  it  would  be  much 
more  generally  patronized.  It  isgrievous  to  hear,  s^  we  sometimes  do,,  of  our 
church-people  sending  their  daughters  to  the  schools  of  Romanists,  when  we  have 
institutions  so  good  among  ourselves. 

Since  my  last  report,  I  have  ordained,  to  the  order  of  Presbyters,  the  Rev.  G.  S. 
Davis;  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Large;  the  Rev.  A.  Phelps;  the  Rev.  R.  S.  Elder,  the  Rev. 
R.  S.  Killin;  the  Rev.  S.  G.  Gassaway;  the  Rev.  H.  L..  Richards,  and  the  Rev. 
J.  C.  Smith. 

1  have,  in  the  same  sjiacc  of  time,  admitted  to  the  order  of  Deacons,  the  Rev, 
Greene  G.  Moore;  the  Rev.  Almon  C.  Barnes;  the  Rev.  Levi  L.  Holden,  and  the 
Rev.  Albert  T.  McMuxphy. 

There  pre  only  four  candidates  for  orders  at  present  in  the  Dionese,  though  there 
are  some  young  men  wlio  will  apply  for  candidatcship  at  tlie  next  meeting  of  the 
Standing  Committee.  I  spoke  very  feelingly  at  our  last  Convention  of  this  sad 
comnirnt  upt)n  the  eJTicirnry  of  our  [Kirochial  ministry.  Surely  there  is  something 
gricvouBly  wanting,  somewhere,  when  our  parishes  fumitth  so  few  young  men  to 
scok,  with  holy  self-denying  zi?al,  the  work  of  the  mini8tr>-.  Do  we  pray,  as  we 
out»ht,  that  'the  Lord  of  the  Ilan'est  would  eend  forth  labourers  into  his  harvest"? 

One  iK\v  church  has  l)cen  conserrateil  during  the  year,  viz.,  St.  Timotljy's,  Ma^- 
sillon,  0  beouliful  and  tasteful  huildinL^.  for  which  our  brethren  at  Massillon  have 
not  bpared  their  .sulvtanoe

Foot  new  parishes  have  been  formed  and  duly  reported  to  mr,  viz.,  St.  Paul's, 
Oohmibas,  which  was  receivetl  into  union  with  the  Convention  at  the  special  ses- 
.HMm  in  Januarjr;  Calvary  Church,  Pittsfield,  Lorain  Co.;  Christ  Church,  Tiffui; 
and  Trinity  Church,  Cincinnati. 

I  hav«  accepted  letters  of  dismission  by  which  there  have  been  transferrcil  to  thit> 
Diooese,  from  N.  York,  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Smith,  who  has  taken  charge  of  St.  James* 
Clmrch,  Wooster;  ftom  Kentucky,  the  Rev.  E.  Winthrop,  who  has  taken  charge 
of  the  new  parish  of  Trinity,  Cincinnati;  and  the  Rev.  Edward  Lounsbery,  who  is 
Htm  acting  as  an  agent  under  my  direction  in  the  colloction  of  funds  for  our  dioce- 
san Soninary  and  College. 

I  have  granted  letters  dimissory  to  the  Rev.  H.  V.  D.  Johns,  the  Rev.  Hugh 
KbOy,  \he  Rev.  Moses  H.  Hunter,  the  Rev.  James  J.  Okill,  the  Rev.  G.  G.  Moon>, 
the  Rer.  S.  G.  Gassaway,  the  Rev.  E.  W.  Feet,  an^  the.Rev.  Abraham  Wheeler. 

The  changes  within  the  diocese  arc  as  follows:  viz.,  the  Rcv»  A.  C.  Barnes  imme- 
diateij  on  his  ordination  took  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Troy;  the  Rev.  W.  M- 
BoitQii  has  become  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Ohio  City;  the  Rev.  Wm.  Fagg,  of  St. 
Paul's,  Lower  Sandusky;  the  Rev.  Alvah  Giiion,  of  St.  Patd's,  Norwalk;  the 
Rev.  Aknson  Phelps,  (as  diocesan  Missionary)  of  St  Stephen's,  Ghrafton;  the  Rev. 
Henzj  L.  Richards,  of  St.  Paul's,  Columbus;  the  Kev.  D.  W.  Tolford,  of  St 
Lake's,  Marietta.  It  is  my  painful  duty  to  state  that,  in  July  last,  I  suspended 
frani  the  exenaae  of  the  ministry,  afler  canonical  trial,  until  such  time  as  he  shall 
make  sattsfiuitory  acknowledgments  to  mc,  the  Rev.  Chauncey  Colton,  D.  D.,  then 
Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Cincinnati.  On  receiving  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of 
Trial,  I  availed  myself  of  the  provision  made,  last  year,  in  the  Canons,  by  which 
the  Bishop,  in  certain  cases,  is  allowed  to  refer  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Trial, 
to  the  Bkhop  of  another  diocese  for  confirmation,  and  obliging  him  in  doing  so  to 
pass  sentence  according  to  the  decision  of  that  Bishop.  The  opinion  was  referreil 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  of  N.  Carolina,  whom  I  conveniently  met  in  New- 
York,  and  was  by  him  confirmal.    Sentence  was  therefore  passed  accordingly. 

I  have  now  a  matter  connected  with  this  act  of  painful  discipline,  which  the  Can- 
ons oblige  me  to  lay  before  the  Convention,  to  which  I  request  particular  attention. 
At  the  same  time  that  I  communicated  to  Dr.  Colton,  by  letter,  from  New  York, 
the  sentence  of  suspension,  I  informed,  by  letter,  the  Vestry  of  his  parish  of  the 
«une,  and  informed  them  that  his  connexion  with  the  Parish  as  Rector  was  termi- 
nated by  that  suspenMon.    That  letter  was  read  in  vestjy  meeting  on  the  7th  of 
^uly.    I  soon  after  received  information,  by  letter  dated  July  17,  and  having  the  sig- 
natures of  the  Junior  Warden  and  the  then  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  himself  a 
vestryman,  that  in  the  reading  of  that  letter.  Dr.  Colton  being  in  the  Chair,  they 
protested  ajrainst  his  continuing  therein,  but  the  protest  was  not  sustained,  and  ln^ 
continued  to  preside.    The  signers  of  that  letter  requested  my  opinion  what  they 
should  do.     I  answered  immediately  that  the  Parish  was  without  a  Rector,  that  the 
imspension  had  change<l  the  relation  of  Dr.  Colton  thereto  so  entirely  that  his  for- 
taer  clerical  connection  therewith  reinaiiicd  in  no  degree,  and  that  the  Vestry  had 
better  proceed  to  call  a  Rector  to  fill  the  vacancy.     On  the  31st  of  July  a  forma' 
rmgnnJion  of  the  Rectorship  of  tlic  Parisli  was  made  by  Dr.  Colton,  and  a.*?  for- 
mally-accepted  liy  vote  of  the  Vestry,  and  the  ciinonical  ccrtilicato  of  the  resijrnn- 
Mon  and  of  the  pretentled  conwquent  vacn ncy  of  the  parlsli  wa.^  sent  mc  l)y  thf 
Senior  Warden. 
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1  had  afl  then  ailviscd,  no  way  to  understand  the  continuance  of  Dr.  Colton  to 
occupy  the  Chair  of  the  Vestry,  especially  after  the  protest  against  it,  above  men- 
tioned, but  as  an  attempt  to  hold  the  {>osition  of  Rector,*  at  least  in  part,  notwith' 
standing  the  letter  froui  me  juat  read  in  the  meeting.  Nor  had  I  any  way  of  under- 
standing the  support  given  to  that  act,  by  all  the  Vestry  present,  except  two,  but  as 
an  expression,  on  their  part,  directly  contradictory  to  the  informaHion  communicated 
by  me.  and  indicative  of  a  spirit  towanis  the  discipline  of  the  Church  which  could 
not  l>c  overlooked.  Of  my  correspondence  with  Dr.  Colton  on  the  subject,  it  is  not 
proper  that  I  should  speak  hero,  liecausc  the  Convention  comes  into  no  connection 
with  that  part  of  the  case.  With  the  part  taken  by  the  Parish,  you  have  connex- 
ion, as  I  will  presently  explain. 

On  receiving  the  certificate  of  the  Senior  Warden,  communicating  to  me  the  in- 
formation just  mentioned,  I  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of 
the  Parish,  stating  how  the  support  given  by  the  Vestry  to  X)r.  Colton's  continuing 
to  hold  the  Chair,  after  liis  suspension  had  been  communicated  to  him  and  them* 
appeared  to  me;  and  that  I  must  also  interpret  the  formal  accepiarux  of  his  profi»Md 
resignation,  in  the  same  way,  until  I  should  receive  information  other  than  I  then 
possessed,  and  requesting  them  to  explain  the  two  proceedings,  together  with  their 
formal  notification  to  me,  of  the  resignation  of  a  rectorship  which  I  had  before  in. 
formed  them  had  been  already  vacated  by  the  discipline  of  the  Church.  I  have  re- 
ceived in  answer  a  letter  from  the  Senior  Warden,  and  another,  signed  by  aO  the 
members  of  the  Vestry  except  two.  I  have  another  from  the  present  Secretaiy  of 
the  Vestry,  which,  though  not  in  answer  to  my  letter  to  that  body,  ap|4ie8  to  the 
subject  of  enquiry. 

The  only  explanation  of  the  matters  above  mentioned  bearing  at  all  on  the  case, 
in,  that  some  of  the  Vestry  understoed  my  infortnation  to  them  o^  (he  termination  of 
Dr.  Colton 's  rectorship,  by  the  sentence  of  suspension,  as  the  mere  expression  of  a 
nmUer  of  opinion  on  my  part^  from  which  they  differed;'  that  others  thought  the  sus- 
pension was  to  Ik?  considere*!  as  having  necessarily  terminated  Dr.  Colton's  connec- 
tion with  the  Parish  as  Rector,  so  far  as  his  spiriiual  functions  were  concerned;  but 
that  he  had  a  civil  tenure,  which  it  did  not  terminate,  and  in  that  capacity  his  rec- 
torship continued,  until  it  was  resigned.  Of  course,  I  recognize  no  tenure  of  rec- 
torship, after  the  ecclesiastical  has  been  dissolved.  There  is  no  tenure  among  U8| 
under  the  name  of  Rector  but  that  which  is  ecclesiastical  and  spiritual.  The  letter 
of  the  Vestry  assures  me  ''respectfully,"  that  "no  official  act  of  theirs  was  in  any 
wise  intended  to  oppose,  or  hinder,  the  action  of  any  discipline  of  the  Church;  ncL 
ther  were  any  of  their  ofticial  or  individual  acts  (alluded  to  in  my  letter)  intended  in 
any  way  to  be  offensive  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diov^ese." 

Thus  the  ease  stands  at  ])re8ent.  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  lay  it  before  the  Conven- 
tion for  the  following  reasons: — 1st.  Because,  in  the  case  of  a  Parish,  by  its  repro- 
sentatives,  violating  the  terms  of  its  admission  into  union  with  the  Convention! 
which  terms  bind  it  to  submit  to  the  discipline  of  the  Church,  the  whole  remedy  iti 
in  the  hands  of  the  Convention.  It  remains  for  the  Convention  to  decide  in  the 
present  case  whether  that  union  has  been  forfeited  or  not;  and  in  either  event  what 
shall  be  done.     (Sec  Canons  xxxiii.  and  xxxiv.  of  General  Convention  of  1832.) 

ynd.  The  prima  facie  view  of  the  present  case  is  certainly  one  of  very  serious 
impfjrt  as  indicating  a  di.s{)osition  to  act  in  and  abet  resistance,  on  the  part  of  the 
Vestr\'  of  Grace  (>'hurch,  to  the  discipline  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese;  and  in 
this  aspect  it  has  obtained  much  notoriety. 
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3nL  The  interests  of  the  Church  require,  especially  since  this  is  the  first  instance 
of  such  apparent  resistance,  that  it  be  carefully  enquired  into.  Whatever  my  private 
opinion  of  the  case  may  lie,  as  it  now  stands,  I  wish  to  be  considered  as  expressing 
none.  I  have  done  my  part  in  thus  far  maturing  the  case  and  laying  it  before  the 
Convention.  If  you  shall  think  the  disavowal  on  the  part  of  the  Vestry  of  "any 
intenrion  to  oppose  or  hinder  the  discipline,  or  to  be  offensive  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,"  ought  to  be  satisfactory,  well  and  good.  If  not,  you  ynH  proceed  accord- 
ingly.    The  correspondence  alluded  to  is  at  the  service  of  the  Convention. 

I  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  my  biethren  of  the  clergy  and  laity  to  the  new  relL 
gioos  paper  recently  commenced  in  the  diocese  and  at  Gambier;  under  the  name  of 
the  Western  Episcopalian.  Ever  since  the  failure  of  the  former  diocesan  paper,  wc 
have  painfully  felt  the  need  of  such  a  medium  of  communication.  The  present  is 
conducted  without  any  view  to,  or  expectation  of,  any  pecuniary  advantage.  If  i^ 
shall  clear  its  expenses,  it  will  be  as  much  as  is  for  the  present  expected.  I  have 
no  further  lesponsibiiity  for  its  character,  than  as  I  recommend  its  being  patronised. 
I  doreconunend  it,  and  hope  indeed  it  will  be  well  sustained  by  subscriptions  in  the 
ctiooete. 

Since  our  last  Convention,  what  a  bereavment  has  our  whole  Church  sustained. 
In  my  last  address,  I  spoke  of  the  decease  of  the  venerable  Bishop  Moore.  Now  it 
is  Bishop  Ghriswold  who  has  been  taken  from  via,  to  his  Master  and  Saviour — ^that 
dear,  humble,  meek,  wise,  spiritually-minded,  faithful,  most  beloved  Bishop— our 
inost  aged,  our  moi^  experienced  Bishop,  whoso  countenance  was  always  a  sermon, 
whose  whole  way  and  life  were  so  eminently  the  Grospel.  How  can  we  do  without 
his  meeknen,  his  wisdom,  his  simplicity,  his  fast  hold  upon  the  truth  and  life  of  the 
Gospel,  bis  deep  knowledge  of  what  the  Church  needs,  and  what  her  ministers 
ought  to  be  and  to  preach,  in  these  times!  The  Lord  who  took  him  away,  because 
He  had  made  him  "meet  to  be  a  partaker  of  the  inheritance  of  the  saints  in  light,'' 
is  yet  Himself  with  His  Church,  and  we  will  put  our  trust  in  Him,  knowing  that 
in  Him  we  have  all  things. 

I  rejoice  to  recoi^l  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Manton  Eastbum,  D.  D.,  to  be 
the  Boccessot  of  Bishop  Griswold  in  the  Episcopate  of  Massachusetts;  of  the  Rev. 
John  Johns,  D.  D.,  to  be  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  and  of  the 
Rev.  J.  P.  K.  Hcnshaw,  D.  D.,  to  the  Episcopate  ef  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island — 
all  brethren  with  whom,  from  my  youth  up,  I  have  enjoyed  a  near  association,  and 
in  whom  the  Church  may  rejoice. 

Before  concluding  this  Address,  I  feel  obliged  by  a  sense  of  duty  to  the  Church 
^  speidc  of  a  certain  recent  transaction  in  another  diocese  which  has  created  a  great 
deal  of  excitement,  anxiety,  and  alarm  throughout  our  church.  You,  of  course, 
understand  me  to  refer  to  the  ordination  of  the  Rev.  Arthur  Carey,  to  the  order  of 
Deacons,  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York.  Now  1  perfectly  understand 
and  realize  the  great  delicacy  of  any  reference  to  tlie  propriety  of  that  ordination  by 
the  Bishop  of  another  diocese,  before  his  diocesan  Convention.  But  I  do  not  granj- 
that  our  dioceses  arc  so  entirely  independent,  that  what  takes  place  under  the  Epis. 
copal  jurisdiction  and  sanction  of  one  may  never  properly  be  made  a  subject  of  ofli- 
cial  consideration  and  remark  by  the  Bishop  or  Convention  of  another.  Ordina- 
tions are  not  diocesan  acts.  They  have  it  is  true  certain  diocesan  cunniHrtions.  A 
diocesan  committee  acts  upon  tlic  testimonials  of  Uie  caiiditlote;  but  under  our  con* 
federate  organization  it  is  not  by  diocesan  canons  thai  the  qualilieations  ufthe  can- 
'lidate  or  the  mode  and  tciinn  on  wliich  ho  blioli  K-  oiJaijicd  urc  prebciibcd.    Ad  ihe 
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Caiions  vviiich  rr^ulate  lho«c  things  are  common  to  all  our  dioceses;  uo  bj  oTdma- 
tion  under  them,  the  candidate  be  comes  a  clergyman  of  our  whole  Church,  and 
pOiUMiH  from  one  diocese  to  another,  by  virtue  of  hia  ordination  in  either.  His  bein^, 
jifler  hiii  ordination,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  who  ordained  him,  is  roete' 
jy  because  he  was  under  the  same  jurisdiction  before.  This  diocesan  rektbn  comes 
not  by  his  ordination.  A  Bishop  in  conferring  orders,  acts  for  the  whole  Episcopa] 
Church  of  the  United  States,  under  laws  enacted  by  and  for  that  whole  Chunii^ 
and  all  i»rts  of  that  Church  have  as  deep  an  interest  in  the  sort  of  men  whom  he 
ordains  and  the  type  of  doctrines  which  he  thereby  admits  into  the  ministty,  as  the 
parishes  of  his  own  diocese.  In  one  year,  all  the  persons  ordained  during  the  pre. 
sent  year,  by  my  respected  brother  in  the  Episcopate  of  New  York,  may  be  received 
by  letters  dimissory,  into  as  many  dioceses,  and  be  exercising  important  influence 
over  the  character  of  the  Church  therein.  We  have  confederate  relations  and  dn- 
tics,  as  well  as  those  which  are  strictly  independent  and  diocesan.  On  the  dis- 
charge of  a  Bishops'  duties,  so  far  as  they  are  regulated  by  diocesan  canons,  it 
would  be  highly  improper  for  another  Bishop  on  such  an  occasion  as  this,  to  to 
mark.  But  it  is  certainly  concievable  that  under  the  Canons  of  our  General 
Convention,  made  to  protect  the  ministry  of  the  whole  Church  from  the  introduc- 
tion into  it  of  false  doctrine  or  evil  life  by  the  Bishop  of  any  part  of  it,  there  may 
take  pUce  an  ordination  against  which  it  would  be  the  (hity  of  all  the  dioceses,  in 
self-ilefence,  to  protest. 

With  these  views,  I  consider  the  case  alluded  to  as  of  so  serious  a  nature,  on 
account  of  its  own  intrinsic  features,  the  peculiar  danger  of  our  Church  in  these 
times,  and  the  necessity  of  the  greatest  vigilance  to  prevent  the  spread  of  doctrineB 
against  which  she  is  decidedly  and  solemnly  Protestant,  that  I  c^innot  do  my  duty 
to  the  Church  of  Christ  in  general,  and  that  of  my  own  diocese  in  particular,  with- 
out expressing  on  this  occasion  some  part  of  my  mind  at  least,  in  regard  to  it.  But, 
\n  doing  this,  I  shall  be  tndy  sorry  if  a  single  word  shall  be  understood  as  intended 
to  be,  or  to  appear,  in  the  least  degree  disrespectful,  unkind,  ungracious  towards  the 
Bishop  who  ordained,  or  those  whose  judgment  in  the  case  were  in  agreement  with 
his  own.  I  will  speak  of  the  ordination  in  as  much  abstraction  as  possible  from  the 
motives,  the  opinions,  and  the  views  of  duty  of  those  concerned  therein. 

I  have  read  the  statement  of  the  two  clergymen  who  made  the  public  protest,  and 
also  whatever  has  l)ecn  published  on  the  other  side,  either  by  Mr.  Carey  or  any  o^ 
the  clergy  who  advised  his  ordination  I  have  read  also  almost  aU  that  has  appe&red 
m  our  several  religious  periodicals  on  the  subject.  I  have  seen  nothing  to  affect  the 
sulwtantial  aspect  of  the  case  as  it  appeared  to  th^  protesting  clergjrmcn,  and  ae'they 
made  it  appear  to  the  church.  Great  efforts  have  been  used  to  take  away  that  as- 
(lect.  In  my  humble  opinion  they  have  failed.  The  first  appearance  is  substantially 
the  present.  I  know  not  what  may  yet  be  said  to  change  ft.  The  principal  per- 
son concerned  has  not  spoken.  I  must  not  therefore  so  &r  judge  the  case  as  not  to 
leave  it  ojwn  to  any  modification  which  futun>  expositions  may  reasonably  claim  to 
W  allowed  to  make.  But  I  must  say  that,  if  there  Iw  no  just  view  of  the  matter 
more  favourable  than  that  which  it  now  wears  (and  it  would  certainly  seem  as  if  i* 
had  been  maturely  discussed  and  examined)  then,  for  the  purity  and  honour  and 
usefulness  of  our  Church,  I  do  most  deeply  regret  that  a  person  professing  such  a 
htal*^  of  mind  in  regard  to  the  peculinritie**  of  the  Church  of  Rome  has  been  admit- 
•  rd  tt  ..iir  uiini.riry:  and  as  a  BitLfp  of  ilii-  Cliarcii  of  C'iiribt.  placed  r.vcr  a  diinrcfjc 
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wliich  IS  confederate,  and  in  communion  with,  the  diocese  of  New  York,  under  the 
Canons  of  our  Greneral  Convention,  I  most  solemnly  protest  against  the  ordination 
of  a  eaniii^fat^  exhibiting  the  hko  state  of  mind,  being  ever  again  allowed  in  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  these  United  States. 

I  saj  again,  and  emphatkallj,  my  views  thus  expressed,  are  condUiimah  They 
depend  upon  thefcorrectncss  of  that  aspect  of  the  case  in  which  all  the  publications 
aboQl  it,  have  left  it.  I  express  them  now,  instead  of  waiting  to  know  whether  any 
tinng  further  is  to  be  said,  because  my  Diocese,  throun^h  its  representatives,  is  now 
BSHmhled,  and  will  not  be  assembled  again  until  a  year  has  pcBBScd,  and  I  believe 
the  hoDoiir  of  the  Church  requires  that  such  an  opportunity  of  avowing  th^  senti- 
ments just  expressed  should  not  be  lost. 

Therv  is  one  view  which  I  feel  bound  to  express  nncoHditimiaUy.  The  propriety 
of  thfe  solemn  protest  made  by  the  two  clergymen,  who  c^iposcd  the  ordination,  can- 
not be  affected  by  any  thing  that  may  yet  be  stated.  Enough  has  been  granted,  in 
my  judgment,  fiilly  to  justify  that  ^ct;  whatever  may  hereafter  appear  in  defence  of 
thoae  who  sanctioned  the  ordinatiop.  But  here,  in  justification  of  my  expressing 
UxDs  pobiicly  and  olHcially  my  liigh  sense  of  what  the  Church  owes  to  those  brethren 
fat  their  faithfolncss,  let  it  be  well,  observed  that  when  they  made  their  protest  be- 
fbfe  the  public  congregation,  they  were  exercising  a  right  which  belonged  to  them* 
not  as  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  but  as  members  of  the  Church  in 
general.  The  right  of  protest  on  such  occasions  is  not  diocesan  but  universal. — 
Any  member  of  any  diocese,  any  Presbyter,  any  Bishop,  being  present,  would  have 
had  the  some  right  to  stand  up  before  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York  and 
utter  the  same  wonls.  The  protest  which  it  would  have  been  my  right,  simply  as 
a  member  of  the  church,  to  mako,  had  I  been  present  at  the  ordination,  I  may  now, 
without  impropriety,  speak  of  and  approve,  as  made  by  others  having  the  same 
right.  The  right,  in  their  case,  was  no  way  impaired  by  their  having  made  sub- 
stantially the  same  protest,  in  private  before.  A  private  protest  and  a  public  one  aie 
very  dificrent  things.  A  protest  in  a  vestry  room  cannot  supersede  the  right  of  pro- 
tost  before  the  assembled  Church,  amidst  the  solemnities  of  the  House  of  God. — 
It  is  the  right  to  stand  before  t^c  many  witnesses  of  the  great  congregation,  in  the 
pfesencc  of  the  Lord  of  Hosts  in  His  sanctuary,  and  there  declaring  whatever 
may  seem  an  impediment  for  the  which  a  candidate  awaiting  the  laying  on  of  haiidg 
ou^t  not  to  l)e  received  into  God's  holy  ministry;  this  is  the  sacred  right  given  by 
our  Church  to  every  one  of  her  mcmlwrs,  at  every  ordination,  in  any  diocese;  and 
it  is  a  protection  to  our  ministry  and  the  purity  of  the  Church  which  we  cuinot 
hokl  fast  too  steadfastly. 

I  I 

Regarding  then  the  protest  of  these  brethren  as  having  been  made  in  their  capa- 
citj[  as  members  of  tlic  whole  Church  and  as  having  in  no  sense  any  diocesan  cha~ 
racter,  I  am  free  to  speak  in  its  praise.  And  tliis  I  do  respectfully  and  kindly  as 
n^nl*  tht'ir  Bishop,  cordially  as  regards  them.  It  was  a  trying  duty.  But  it  was 
iluty.  It  was  new.  No  instince  of  a  parellel  kind  ha/1  orxnirreil  befoif.  The  pre- 
\-ious  circumstances  made  it  Fpt^ially  poinlul.  It  required  a  stroncr  derision  of  con. 
wience  and  a  Btroni;  nerve  of  olvflirncc  to  infH?t  the  ra«»e  in  faithfulness.  It  was 
done  with  eahnncss  and  diiriuty.  And  when  I  consuler  the  whole  matter,  in  con. 
ncction  witli  all  the  circumptanr.es  of  the  Church  in  these  timeit,  I  feel  that  the 
whole  Church  f>\ve«  a  large  debt  of  sjratitude  to  tbase  brethren  for  their  faithful, 
n.'ilflp  and  painful  stand,  for  the  purity  of  her  miniptrV.     For  myself  and  my  dio- 
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CC8C,  1  take  this  public  opportunity  of  expressing  to  the  Rev.  Hugh  Smith,  D.  D., 
and  the  Rev.  Henry  Anthon,  D.  D.,  my  thankful  sense  of  their  fiuthfulncss. 

There  are  two  aspects  of  that  ordinatkm  in  which  the  several  dioceses  are  deeply 
interested.  One  is  its  connection  with  the  character  of  our  Gtcneral  Theological 
Seminary  in  the  dty  of  New  York.  Tlie  Bishop  who  ordained  is  not  only  Pre- 
sident of  the  Faculty  of  that  Seminary,  bat  Professor  also  of  "the  Nature,  Ministry 
and  Polity  of  the  Church."  One  of  the  clergy  who  assis^xl  in  the  examination  of 
Mr.  Carey,  and  advised  his  being  ordained  is  Professor  in  the  same,  of  pastorai 
theology.  The  Ckuxx^  may  well  ask  what  sort  of  doctrine  and  what  sympathy  with 
Romanism  may  not  be  encouraged  in  that  institution,  if  the  psesent  aspect  of  that 
ordination  be  correct.  Surely  it  will  not  be  strange  if  students  are  discouraged  ftom 
going  there  and  patronage  be  denied  it,  until  some  effectual  measures  be  taken  to 
ascertain  the  nature  of  the  influence  therein  exerted,  and  of  the  doctrine*  therein 
tderated,  encouraged,  or  promoted. 

Again.  In  the  passing  of  ministers  from  the  jurisdiction  of  one  diocese  to  that  of 
another,  the  reliance  of  the  Bishop  receiving,  for  the  character  of  the  minister,  must 
in  a  great  many  cases  be  fdaced  exclusively  upon  the  prescribed  letter  dimissofy  from 
the  Bish<^  transferring.  That  letter  must  certify  that  A.  B.,  so  fiur  as  hi«  Bishop 
knows  and  believes,  "has  not,  for  three  yean  last  past,  been  justly  liable  .to  evil 
report  for  error  in  reUgion."  Hitherto  there  has  been  such  agreement  among  the 
Bishc^  as  to  what  is  ^'error  in  religion"  that  their  certificates  have  been  freely  cur. 
rent  from  one  to  another.  And  most  important  is  it  to  the  peace  and  unity  of  the 
Church  that  such  should  ever  be  the  case.  I  need'  not  point  out  how  directly  such 
an  admission  to  the  ministry  as  that  wc  have  been  speaking  of,  tends  to  destroy  al] 
that  confidence.  A  Bishop  receiving  to  holy  orders  a  candidate  holding  the  errors 
of  Mr.  Carey,  could  also  give  him  a  letter  dimissory  certifying*  to  his  doctrinal  pu- 
rity. What  stepa  the  nmust  a  Bishop,  rejecting  such  errors  and  believing  them  to 
be  of  very  serious  importance,  adopt  to  protect  his  own  diocese,  in  case  of  a  pro- 
posed transfer  from  the  diocese  of  the  former?  I  need  say  no  more  on  this  head. — 
God  forbid  that  we  should  ever  come  to  such  a  condition  of  things  in  our  Church 
that  a  letter  dimissory  from  any  of  our  Bishops,  may  not  be  received  by  another  as 
good  prima  fade  evidence  of  the  soundness  in  the  faith  of  its  bearer!  '

REPORT  OF  THE  MISSIONARY  AND  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE. 

In  making  their  Annual  Report  to  the  Convention,  the  Committee 
feel  bound  to  express  their  grateful  acknowledgments  to  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Church  for  the  degree  of  success  which  has  attended  the 
missionary  efforts  in  the  diocese  during  the  past  year. 

The  discouragements  have  been  great.  The  amount  of  success 
which  has  been  Touchsafed,  however,  has  been  such  as  to  give  us  a 
certain  assurance  that  the  liord  of  the  vineyard  is  with  us. 

The  missionary  stations  which  have  been  aided  are  six,  vi2:  Troy 
and  Greenville,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Barnes,  Missionary;  Akron,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Freeman,  Missionary;  Mill-Greek,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Henshaw, 
Missionarj^:  Springfield,  Rev,  Mr.  Gray,  Missionary;  Grafton,  the 
Rev,  Mr.  Phelps,  Missionary;  Warren,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Townsend, 
Missiouary. 

Five  beneficiaries  have  received  the  aid  of  the  Committee;  three 
of  them  students  of  Kenyon  College,  and  two  of  the  Theological  Se- 
minary. 

The  whole  amount  received  by  the  Treasurer  this  year,  is  $1071  79. 
If  it  be  remembered  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Trea- 
surer had  in  his  hands  the  sum  of  $130  09,  and  that  $321  61  of 
the  whole  amount  received,  being  a  part  of  the  Gtuinquagessima  Col- 
lections, was  forwarded  to  the  General  Missionary  Committee,  it  will 
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be  seen  that  only  $620  00  haye  been  collected  for  Diocesan  Mis- 
sionary and  Education  purposes,  and  even  of  this  $195  51  are  the 
result  of  the  special  exertion  of  duinquagessima  Sunday,  leaving 
the  amount  collected  in  the  ordinary  way  at  the  exceedingly  small 
sum  of  $424  50. 

The  sum  of  $264  50  is  now  due  to  missionaries,  and  not  a  cent  in 
the  Treasurer's  hands  to  meet  it. 

But  notwithstanding  this  depressed  state  of  the  finances  of  the 
Committee,  they  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  much  good  has 
been  done  by  the  self-denying  labors  of  the  Missionari'es.  The 
Committee  deem  it  their  duty  to  express  their  firm  confidence  in 
the  present  system  of  Convocations.  They  have,  so  far  as  they  have 
been  followed  up,  fully  realized  the  hopes  which  were  entertained 
by  the  Convention  of  1840.  In  those  Convocations  where  they  have 
been  most  regularly  icept  up,  and  their  spirit  entered  into,  the  mis- 
sionary stations  have  become  more  stable  in  themselves,  and  the 
institutions  of  our  beloved  Church  more  thoroughly  appreciated,  the 
missionary  spirit  increased,  and  the  missionaries  themselves  animated 
with  the  consciousness  that  their  labors  of  love  are  crowned  with  the 
blessing  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church. 

This  has  been  [)articularly  the  case  in  the  North  Western  ConTO- 
cation,  where  by  the  faithful  zeal  of  the  clergy,  **one  new  parish  has 
been  formed,  one  revived  and  brought  into  vigorous  action,  several 
weak  parishes  aided  and  encouraged,  and  all  the  brethren  that  have  en- 
gaged in  the  work  strengthened  to  go  forward  in  their  labors.*'  Id 
the  Scioto  Convocation,  the  meetings  have  been  regularly  held  and  a 
considerable  amount  of  missionary  duty  performed;  and  steps  are 
being  taken  tri  render  theit  labors  much  more  efficient. 

With  these  views  the  Committee  desire  most  affectionately  to  urge 
on  the  clergy  composing  the  several  convocations,  to  keep  up  their 
convocational  meetings  regularly,  and  enter  fully  into  the  spirit  of 
them. 

The  Committee  would  also  state  that  they  have  adopted  the  rule  in 
relation  to  the  disposal  of  the  funds  for  education,  that  no  appropria- 
tion be  made  to  any  College  student,  who  in  the  arrangement  of  his 
class  shall  fall  below  the  average  medium  in  respect  to  scholarship. 
This,  it  is  hoped  by  the  Committee,  will  give  assurance  to  the  Dio- 
cese that  the  funds  for  education  purposes  of  which  they  are  the  stew- 
ards, will  be  properly  and  conscientiously  applied  to  those  purposes 
which  will  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  Church. 

The  Diocese,  and  particularly  the  Clergy,  are  requested  to  bear  in 
mind  that  there  are  three  vacant  scholarships  in  the  Institution  in  this 
place,  to  which  pious  young  men  who  are  destitute  of  means  may 
be  presented. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  following  resolutions  adopted  by  the  last  Convention 
and  recorded  on  page  40  of  the  Journal,  were  taken  up  and 
referred  to  a  Committee  consisting  of  Rev.  Messrs.  Muenscher 
and  Wing,  to  report  thereon  at  the  next  Convention. 

Meeolved,  That  the  interests  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  demand  a 
more  thorough  knowledge  of  its  past  legislation  as  contained  in  the 
Joomala  of  its  Conventions  siace.  its  organization. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  charged  with  the  duty 
of  taking  into  consideration  the  practicability  of  republishing  the 
Journals  of  the  several  Conventions  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  from 
its  organization  up  to  the  year.1841,  inclusive. 

On  motion  of  President  Douglass, 

Beeolvedf  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  and  report  to 
the  next  Convention,  an  abstract  of  the  Journal  of  the  Conventions 
of  the  Diocese  from  the  first  to  the  present,  embracing  so  much  as 
shall  exhibit  a  correct  historv  of  the  state  of  the  Diocese  from  time 
to  time,  and  the  acts  and  doings  of  the  Conventions,  without  em- 
bracing the  details  of  daily  proceedings  and  other  matters  of  mere 
temporary  interest. 

The  above  resolution  was  then  referred  to  the  same  Commit- 
tee as  the  preceding. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  nominate  delegates  to  the  next

elected. 

The  Convention,  on  motion,  resolved  to  proceed  to  the  elec- 
tion of  Delegates  to  the  Greneral  Convention,  and  Dr.  Stamp 
and  Rev.  Mr.  Riciiards  were  appointed  Tellers. 

Rev.  Mr.  Dobb,  Rev.  Mr.  Britton,  Elev.  Mr.  Varian,  and  B. 
Storer,  were  also  nominated  as  Delegates  to  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

On  motion  of  Rev^  Mr.  Sniallwood, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  directed  to  enquire 
into  the  propriety  of  adding  the  following  clause  to  the  15th  Canon 
of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

**And  if  the  person  so  suspended  shall  not  solicit  restoration  to 
the  communion  witliin  the  space  of  one  year,  his  or  her  name-shall 
afterwards  be  entirely  dropped  from  the  list  of  the  communicanls.'* 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Dobb  offered  the  following  proposed  amend- 
ment to  Canon  15,  which  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons.  Sec.  2.  Communicants  changing  residence 
and  thus  dissolving  their  connection  with  any  Parish,  shall  be 
required  to  present  certificates  of  good  standing,  from  their 
former  Pastor,  or  in  case  of  vacancy,  from  the  Senior  Warden, 
QT  Clerk  of  the  Vestry,  before  being  placed  on  record  as  com- 
municants in  any  other  Parish  within  this  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Guion, 

Resolved,  That  a  Sunday  School  Committee  be  appointed,  to  con- 
sist of  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen,  to  take  charge  of  our  Sunday 
School  Depositories  and  report  their  condition  and  wants  to  the  next 
annual  Convention. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  persons  that  Committee: 
Rev.  Messrs.  Guion  and  Sturgess,  and  Messrs.  Noble  and 
Swan. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Allen, 

Resolved,  That  when  the  Convention  adjourn,  it  adjourn  to  meet 
at  4  o'clock,  P.  M.,    The  Convention  then,  oA  motion  adjourned. 

Friday^  4  o^clocky  P.  M. 

The  Convention  assembled  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and 
opened  with  prayer.  After  the  calling  of  the  roll,  the  Committee 
of  Examination  reported  the  names  of  J.  C.  James,  Henry  Leh- 
man and  Wm.  Childs,  as  having  presented  the  canonical  cer- 
tificate required  of  Delegates  to  the  Convention  from  St  James' 
Church,  Woosler.     The  report  of  the  Committee  was  accep- 
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led,  and  the  Delegates  from   St.  James'   Church  took  thdr 
seats. 

The  Tellers  appointed  to  count  the  votes  for  Delegates  to  the 
Cieneral  Convention,  reported  that  the  whole  number  of  ballots 
cast  was  57,  and  that  Rev.  Messrs.  Smallwood,  Brooke  and 
Muenscher,  of  the  Clergy,  and  Messrs.  Reynolds,  Bond,  Cum- 
ming  and  Delano,  of  the  Laity,  having  each  a  majority  of  that 
number  are  elected;  and  that  there  remains  one  vacancy  to  be 
filled.

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceedtrd  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and, 
the  votes  having  been  counted,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Varian  was  de» 
dared  to  be  elected. 

Rev.  Mr.  Alien  oiFered  the  following  addition  and  amend- 
ments to  Canon  L,  which  on  mbtion,  were  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons : 

''Sec.  XII.  A  Clergyman  so  tried  and  found  guilty,  shall  be 
considered  as  suspended  from  the  exercise  of  all  the  offices  of 
the  ministry,  as  soon  as  the  sentence  of  the  Court  has  been  pro- 
nounced. 

Amendments. — That  the  Canon  be  so  amended  as  1st  to  pro- 
vide for  a  Judge  Advocate  or  other  legal  adviser  of  the  Court 
or  tribunal,  for  which  the  Canon  provides.  2.  In  the  first  sec- 
tion to  strike  out  the  words,  ^'  with  as  much  accuracy  ass  possi- 
ble.'' 3.  To  add  to  section  8,  *'or  be  deemed  expedient  by  the 
Board." 

On  motion,  the  Convention  resolved  to  proceed  to  make 
choice  of  six  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 
Several  persons  having  been  put  in  nomination,  the  Rev.  mx. 
Sturges  and  Mr.  Howard  were  appointed  Tellers. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  presented  his  reports  of  the 
Contingent  and  Episcopate  Funds,  which,  after  being  read  by 
the  Secretary  were  referred;  the  report  on  the  Contingent 
fund  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  finance,  and  the  report  on 
the  Episcopate  fund  to  a  special  committee  of  I  Clergyman  and 
2  laymen.  Rev.  Mr.  Bury,  Wm.  K.  Bond,  and  E.  H.  Cutn- 
ming,  were  appointed  that  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Buit, 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  have  heard  with  great  pleasure  of 
the  commencement  of  a  religious  paper  called  the  **  Western  Episco- 
palian," by  our  brethren  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Wing,  Muenscher  and 
Sandels,  and  they  hereby  recommend  said  paper  to  the  liberal  sup- 
port of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  Mn  Clark,  from  the  Committee  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred so  much  of  the   Bishop's  address  as  relates  to  Grace 
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Church,  Cincinnati,  presented  the  following  report^  which  was 
on  motion,  accepted,  and  the  resolution  contained  therein  adop- 
ted. 

The  Committoe  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  as  relates  to  certain  proceedings  of  a  majority  of  the  Vestry 
of  Grace  Church,  Cincinnati,  beg  leave  to  report  that,  from  the  do- 
cuments laid  before  them,  they  are  satisfied  that  there  are  many  things 
in  the  proceedings  alluded  to  in  the  Bishop's  Address,  which  are  un- 
authorized, irregular,  and  tending  to  the  subversion  of  good  order 
and  salutary  discipline  io  the  Church  of  Christ.  Your  Committee 
are  fully  satisfied  that  the  act  of  suspension  pronounced  upon  the 
Rector  of  a  Church,  terminates  all  connexion  which  had  previously 
existed  between  him  and  his  parish,  and  if  an  act  on  the  part  of  a 
Rector,  which  implies  a  continuance  of  the  ministerial  connexion 
after  such  suspension  would  be  contumacy,  the  same  character  must 
be  attached  to  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  Vestry,  by  which  such  con- 
tumacy is  countenanced  and  upheld.  But  inasmuch  as  all  intention 
to  resist  the  action  of  lawful  discipline  has  been  disclaimed^on  the 
part  of  the  majority  of  said  Vesuy,  your  Committee  do  not  deem  any 
further  action  of  the  Convention  upon  the  subject  necessary,  than  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  disclaimer  of  the  3l8t  of  August,  on  the  part 
of  the  Vestry  of  Grace  Church,  of  all  intention  to  oppose  or  hinder 
the  action  of  discipline  in  the 'Church,  be  regarded  as  a  sufficient 
apology  for  their  irregular  proceedings  as  well  as  evidence  of  their 
willingness  to  submit  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese, 
and  that  further  action  upon  the  subject  at  the  present  time.be  dis- 
pensed with.

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  9  o'clock 
to-morrow  morning.

The  Convention  assembled  pursuant  to  adjournment  After 
prayer  and  the  call  of  the  roll,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fairchild  and 
Judge  Swan  asked  and  obtained  leave  of  absence  from  the  re- 
maining sittings  of  the  Convention. 

The  tellers  appointed  to  collect  the  ballots  for  Treasurer,  re- 
ported that  34  ballots  had  been  cast,  and  that  H.  B.  Curtis, 
Esq.,  of  Mt.  Vernon,  having  received  a  majoritv  of  that  num- 
ber, is  elected. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Bronson  from  the  Committee  oh  Canons^ 
made  the  following  report,  which,  on  motion,  was  laid  upon  the 
table. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  would  recommend  the  following  altera- 
tions: 

Sec.  8.    Add  **or  be  deemed  expedient  by  the  Board." 

Sec.  2.  Communicants  changing  their  residence,  and  thus  dls- 
solving  their  connexion  with  any  parish,  shall  be  required  to  present 
certificates  of  good  standing  from  their  former  pastor,  or,  in  ease  of 
vacancy,  from  one  of  the  wardens,  before  being  enrolled  as  comidu- 
nicants  in  any  parish  in  this  Diocese. 

Your  Committee  can  see  no  necessity  for  adding  the  proposed 
12th  section  to  Canon  1st'.

The  Tellers  appointed  to  collect  the  ballots  for  a  Clerical 
Trustee  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  reported  that 
49  ballots  had  been  cast,  and  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Allen  having 
a  majority  of  that  number,  is  elected. 

President  Douglass  from  the  Committee  on  so  much  of  the 
Bbhop's  address  as  relates  to  our  Diocesan  Institutions  at  Gam- 
bier,  presented  the  following  report,  which,  on  motion,  was 
adopted. 

Rcsolverl,  That  this  Convention  have  listened  with  deep  interest  to 
that  part  of  the  Bishop^s  address,  which  relates  to  the  progress  of  the 
rflbrt  for  relievincr  the  Diocesan  Institutions  at  Gambier  by  voluntary 
contributions  and  the  sale  of  Collegre  scrip, — and  regarding  as  greatly 
to  be  deprecated  the  ahemativc  which  ^^'as  to  have  been  resorted  to  in 
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case  this  measure  failed;  we  cannot  but  consider  the  encouraging  cir- 
cumstances under  which  it  has  been  commenced,  as  furnishing  an  oc- 
casion of  renewed  thankfuhiess  to  that  kind  providence  wiiich  has  so 
signally  sustained  and  blessed  the  Institution  in  times  past 

Resolved,  That  in  the  further  prosecution  of  this  effort  we  recog- 
nize it  as  the  bounden  duty  of  this  Dioeese  to  realize  fully  the  part  as- 
signed to  it  in  the  resolution  of  the  Special  Convention,  and  we  would 
respectfully  but  urgently  press  it  upon  the  patrons  and  friends  of  the 
Ini^tution  at  large,  that  their  co-operation  and  prayers  cease  not  till  the 
fidthful  labours  of  the  Bishop  and  his  agents  be  crowned  with  com- 
plete success,  and  the  Institution  relieved  from  all  pecuniary  CTibar- 
rassment 

Resolved,  That  the  zealous  interest  which  has  been  manifested  by 
the  Patrons  and  friends  of  the  Institution  in  its  present  emergency — 
actuated  as  it  evidently  has  been  by  the  apprehen^on  that  tlus  noble 
domain  would  otherwise  be  exposed  to  sale,  is,  and  ought  to  be  regard- 
ed as  a  reiteration  of  their  sentiment,  that  the  Lands  should  be  held 
inviolate  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  orif^inally  set  apart, 
and  that  the  Diocese  as  the  trustee  and  steward  on  their  behalf,  is  thus 
laid  under  a  new  and  solemn  obligation  so  to  hold  them. 

On  motion  of  Rev«  Mr.  Killin, 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  express  to  their  Bishop  their  grate- 
ful sense  of  the  importance  and  value  of  the  Charge  he  has  address- 
ed to  them,  and  request  from  him  the  publication  of  the  same  in  any 
form  he  may  think  most  expedient,  so  as  to  secure  a  thousand  copies 
for  the  use  of  this  Diocase. 

Rev.  Mr.  Morse,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Missions, 
made  the  following  report,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Missions,  in  attempting  a  report  as  expected 
from  them  on  a  matter  so  plain,  and  a  duty  so  important,  and  recog- 
nized by  our  own  Church  in  a  manner  so  explicit,  feel  somewhat 
embarrassed  on  account  of  the  little  material  in  their  hands  for  a  for- 
mal report.  Beyond  question  we  are  pledged  as  a  church  to  much 
more  exertion,  and  exceeding  more  liberality  than  we  have  yet  evinc- 
ed. Called  on  to  co-operate  with  God  in  promoting  a  plan  which  it 
the  subject  of  prophecy,  the  theme  of  many  and  precious  promises, 
for  the  accompiishmeut  of  which  the  Son  of  God  descended  from 
his  throne  in  heaven  to  be  a  sojourner  npen  earth,  and  the  promul- 
gation of  which  in  all  nations  was  the  subject  of  his  last  command; 
for  the  propagation  of  which  the  world  itself  is  continued,  and  the 
consummation  of  which  will  be  the  happiness  of  myriads,  an  obe- 
dience the  most  ardent  is  the  only  proper  answer. 

Missions  can  no  longer  be  regarded  as  an  experiment.  The  as- 
tonishing success  which  has  followed  the  efforts  of  those  worthy  men 
who  have  gone  to  the  benighted  regions  of  the  earth,  proclaiming 
aloud  the  abounding  mercy  of  God,  the  glory  of  the  gospel,  and  the 
blessedness  of  the  work  committed  to  the  Church,  proves  this.— 
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While  we  would  not  regard  success  as  the  measure  of  duty,  we 
may  oeTortheless  take  it  as  a  gracious  incitement  to  every  good  word 
and  work.  And  it  is  a  subject  for  devout  thankfulness  that  God  has 
made  so  many  openings  in  order  that  his  Church  may  folfil-her  high 
commission.  At  home  and  abroad  whitening  fields  invite  laborers 
to  the  harvest.  Every  moment's  delay  is  hazardous.  Selfish  inac- 
tivity in  such  times  as  the  present  must  incur  a  terrible  doom. 

The  amount  raised  by  the  effort  on  Quinquagesima  Sunday  is  a 
flsfficient  proof  of  how  much  might  be  effected  were  we  more  fre- 
quently to  urge  on  our  Parishes  the  duty  and  privilege  of  co-ope- 
rating io  God's  plan  of  mercy,  and  the  solemn  responsibility  arising 
from  both,  A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Domestic  Commit- 
tee has  [been  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  Committee,  requesting 
if  possible  a  pledge  of  a  definite  sum  or  the  amount  which  may  be 
relied  on  from  this  Diocese  for  that  department.  We  see  no  me- 
thod for  the  securing  of  this  desirable  object,  except  that  during 
the  sitting  of  this  Convention  each  parish  pledge  itself  for  a  specific 
sum*  and  the  aggregate  of  these  sums  be  reported.  This  plan  we 
woold  recomi&end.  We  would  also  briefly  refer  to  the  **Spirit  of 
MissioQty"  the  only  missionary  periodical  of  our  Church,  as  an  ad- 
mirable auxiliary  in  sustaining  a  missionary  zeal  among  us.  The 
Church  needs  to  be  startled  from  her  slumbers  with  the  facts  therein 
narrated  of  the  magnitude  of  the  harvest  and  the  alarming  scarcity 
of  laborers.

Rev.  Dr.  Brooke,  from  the  Committee  appointed  on  so  much 
of  the  Bishop's  address  as  relates  to  the  ordination  of  the  Rev. 
Arthur  Carey,  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  made  a  Report, 
when  on  motion,  the  Convention  went  into  Committee  of  ihc 
whole  for  the  consideration  of  that  report 

The  Committee  rose  and  reported  to  the  house  by  their  chair- 
man. Rev.  Mr.  Bronson,  that  they  have  had  under  their  consi- 
deration the  following  Preamble  and  Resolution,  which  they  re- 
commend for  the  adoption  of  the  Convention. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  tliat  part  of  the  Bishop's  ad- 
dress which  bears  upon  the  recent  ordination  of  the  Rev.  Arthur  Ca- 
rey, in  making  their  report,  beg  leave  to  recommend  to  the  Convention 
a  hearty  response  to  the  sentiments  of  their  diocesan,  expressed  as  they 
deem  them  to  be,  in  language  at  once  decided  and  dignified,  and  in  a 
spirit  becoming  the  solemn  importance  of  the  subject.  Your  Commit- 
tee think,  that  every  candid  mind  in  contemplating  our  ecclesiastical 
organization  must  perceive,  that  there  arc  episcopal  acts  which  al- 
though regulated  in  part  by  diocesan  canons  are  also  governed  by 
general  laws  of  the  Church,  and  have  a  direct  bearing  on  her  com- 
mon welfare.  And  while  they  doom  it  inexpedient  for  one  Bishop  or 
Diocese  to  reflect  publicly  anJ  olTicially  upon  another  for  slight  inva- 
sions of  common  church  rights  and  interests;  LvA'Linhtiess  when  i« 
Bishop;  either  intentionally,  or  unintentionally,  roniravtiios  pi'lnciplc.^ 
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essential  to  the  church,  by  clothing  with  ministerial  authority  any  in^ 
dividual  holding  errors  against  which  she  ha^  plainly  protested,  it  be- 
comes the  right  of  any  member  of  the  church  to  express  his  disappro- 
bation of  such  ordination  in  appropriate  and  christian  terms.  It  is 
only  by  such  a  free  expression  of  opinion  that  we  can  hope  to  restrain 
such  evils,  and  arrive  at  that  ultimate  and  decisive  ecclesiastical  action 
by  which  they  may  be  effectually  prevented.  Studied  silence  in  such 
a  case,  adopted  as  an  expedient  to  preserve  the  peace  of  the  church,  is 
a  sacrifice  of  essential  purity  to  the  mere  appearance  of  unity.  And. 
to  cover  up  important  errors  from  dread  of  present  collisions  is  to  cher- 
ish the  materials  of  a  settled  and  thorough  corruption,  or  of  more  vio- 
lent and  disruptive  contention  at  some  future  day. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolutions: — 

Resolved^  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  a  misuse  or  abuse 
of  the  sacred  right  of  ordination  in  one  diocese,  may  be  a  proper  sub- 
ject of  complaint  and  official  animadversion  in  another. 

Resolved,  That  the  doctrines  reputed  to  have  been  held  by  the  Rer. 
Arthur  Carey  anterior  to  his  ordination  are  such  as  in  tfe  unhesitating 
opinion  of  tms  Convention  should  disqualify  any  candidate  from  re- 
ceiving holy  orders  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States. 

Resolved.  That  the  previous  connection  of  Mr.  Carey  with  the 
General  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Church,  and  other  facts  devel- 
oped in  the  history  of  his  ordination,  call  upon  the  authorities  in  charge 
of  that  Institution  to  give  the  same  a  careful  examination,  and  to  make 
such  reformation  therein,  as  may  render  it  effectually  subservient  to 
the  principles  of  a  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Seminary  from  this 
Diocese,  be  instructed,  and  the  other  Trustees  of  the  said  Seminary  be 
respectfully  requf^sted  to  take  such  measures  as  may  tend  to  secure  the 
students  of  that  Institution  from  the  taints  and  corruptions  of  Roman- 
ism, and  all  other  "erroneous  and  strange  doctrines  contrary  to  Giod's 
Word."  All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

On  motion,  the  preceding  Preamble  and  Resolution,  as  re- 
ported by  the  Committee,  were  unanimously  adopted  by  the 
Convention. 

On  motion  of  President  Douglass, 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary be  requested  to  invite  twelve  gentlemen  of  the  diocese,  six  cler- 
gymen and  six  laymen^  to  attend  with  them  the  regular  examination 
of  the  Seminary  and  College,  and  report  to  the  next  Convention. 

Rev.  Mr.  Smallwood  submitted  the  following  motion : 

Resolved,  That  the  next  Annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese  be 
held  on  the  first  Thursday  of  September  next. 
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Ttev.  Mr.  Britton  ofre]*ed  as  an  amendment,  that  all  after  the 
\irords  **  on  the"  be  stricken  out,  and  there  be  inserted  the  words, 
The  2nd  Thursday  in  August. 

The  question  being  taken  on  the  amendment,  it  was  lost. 

The  question  was  then  taken  on  the  original  motion  of  Rev. 
Mr.  Smallwood,  and  it  passed  in  the  affirmative^ 

On  motion.  Rev.  Messrs.  Smallwood  and  Killen  and  Mr.  Ful- 
ler, were  appointed  a  Committee  to  nominate  a  Missionary  and 
Edacation  Committee. 

On  motion  the  Convention  adjourned  till  4  o'clock  P.  M.

On  motion,  so  much  of  the  report  as  relates  to  Canon  I,  0td 
to  Canon  15,  Sec.  1,  was  indefinitely  postponed.    # 

The  question  being  taken  on  the  proposed  additionaS  section 
to  Canon  15,  it  passed  in  the  affirmative. 
The  Report  as  amended  was  then  adopted. 

A  motion  was  made  to  reconsider  so  much  of  a  resolntiop 
passed  this  morning,  as  relates  to  the  day  of  the  week  on  wfaf^l 
the  next  Convention  shall  be  holden — which  was  negatived. 

Mr.  Bond  from  the  Committee  to  wliom  was  referred  the  Re» 
port  of  the  Treasurer  on  the  Episcopate  Fund,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  05T  THE  EPISCOPATE  FUNDs 

:  The  Committee  appointed  to  ascertain  and  report  upon  the  coiidt- 
tion  of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate  and  the  Treasn- 
rer*8  Account  connected  there 'nrith,  have  attended  to  that  duty,  and 
now  respectfully  report, 

That  it  appears  by  said  report,  that  after  deducting  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars  voluntarily  relinquished  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  there  was  still  due  to  him  at  the  close  of  thq  last  Conven- 
tion, on  account  of  his  salary  for  the  last  year,  the  sum  of  §570  12. 
On  reference  to  the  Journal  it  will  appear,  that  provision  was  made 
for  raising  that  deficit,  by  equalizing  an  assessment  on  the  several 
Parishes.  And  at  the  same  time  a  similar  assessment  was  made, 
with  a  view  to  meet  the  salary  of  the  Episcopate  for  the  present 
year. 

The  Convention  is  of  course  aware  of  the  method  prescribed  for 
the  collection  of  these  assessments,  and  the  Committee  will  only  re- 
fer in  connection  wiih  that  subject,  to  the  resolution  of  the  last  Con- 
vention requiring  the  several  clergymen  of  the  Diocese  to  state  the 
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lime  as  well  as  the  sunoaot  of  these  eoUections  m  their  respectiTe 
annoal  Parochial  Reports. 

The  Committee  regret  to  state  that  the  deficit  in  the  foDdt  insteed 
of  heing  paid,  has  ia  reference  to  the  jearjust  ended,  increased. 
And,  admitting  that  the  Bishop  shall  make  a  similar  relinquishment  to 
that  of  last  year,  the  present  deficit  may  be  stated  at  $770  12. 

On  reference  to  the  Treasurer  s  Report,  with  a  view  to  find  where 
the  delinquency  exists,  the  Committee  have  pleasure  in  bearing  tes- 
timony to  the  punctuality  of  a  few  of  tlie  Parishes;  but  they  are  con- 
strained to  say  that  a  large  majority  of  them  hare  made  default.— 
And  even  the  collections  made,  have  been  so  irregularly  transmitted 
or  delayed,  that  it  is  manifest  the  Bishop,  if  he  depends  on  the  same 
for  his  subsistence,  (and  the  Committee  are  not  aware  of  the  con- 
trary) must  have  been  subjected  to  great  inconvenience.  These 
things  ougirt  not  to  be;  and  it  is  derogatory  to  the  Church  and  to  our 
Christian  character,  to  submit  to  theui.  But  where  is  the  remedy? 
We  on  accomplish  nothing  by  force  or  by  legal  remedies,  nor  is  it 
dtsiAble  that  we  should.  Christ  himself  taught  by  precept  and  ex- 
ample and  by  persuasive  means  only;  and  these  are  all  the  weapons 
which 'We  ouglit  to  use.  If  the  right  spirit  prevail,  they  are  suffi- 
cient. Where  is  the  default?  The  Committee  are  satisfied  that  the 
laitj  and  thq  members  of  ihe  Church  generally,  have  failed  to  meet 
these  assessments^ — these  should  be  paid  cheerfully  and  punctually. 

^Tlle  Clergy,  however,  have  failed  also,  (with  very  few  if  any  ex- 
-'^eptioBs)  in  their  Parish  Reports,  to  state  whether  they  complied 
with  the  requisitions  of  the  Convention  on  this  subject     Therein 
they  have  disregarded  the  resolution  before  alluded  to.     If  at  the 
proper  time,  this  matter  is  aptly  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Church,  it  is  believed  better  results  would  follow.     At  all 
events,  each  clergyman  would  discharge  himself  from  all  censure  in 
the  matter,  by  making  4he  requisite  statement  in  his  annual  report, 
II  is  painful  to  have  this  subject  brought  before  the  Convention  and 
•.'  ^>read  on  its  Journal  annually  in  a  light  so  disparaging  to  the  Dio- 
■  eese. 

The  sam  required  when  assessed  in  the  manner  before  stated,  is 
but  a  pittance,- yet  it  is  withheld.  Will  not  oUr  brethren  feel  th^ 
necessity  of  placing  our  Diocesan  above  this  continued  state  of  beg- 
gary? The  debt  is  one  of  positive  duty,  when  our  Christian  rela- 
tions are  considered — it  is  no  charity,  but  an  absolute  obligation. 
The  time^f  our  Bishop  and  that  of  every  Clergyman  is  not  only 
precious  out  is  exclusively  required  for  the  great  and  holy  work  in 
which  each  is  engaged.  They  are  only  permitted,  nor  should  they 
be  driven  to  the  necessity  of  laboring  in  worldly  concerns.  And 
to  be  able  to  do  their  Master's  work  acceptably,  their  minds  should 
be  at  ease  and  relieved  from  the  anxiety  incident  to  the  providing 
of  means  for  their  daily  bread. 

The  Committee  cannot  doubt,  that  if  this  matter  shall  be  fully 
brought  to  the  consideration  of  the  members  of  the  Church  in  the 
delinquent  Parishes,  the  just  expectations  of  the  Convention  will  be 
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met  in  thie  matter.  But  this  will  only  be  done  where  each  does  ht§ 
duty — ^both  clergy  and  laity — It  is  useless  to  prescribe  work,  if  the 
workman  is  not  faithful. 

The  assessments  already  made  are  adequate  if  they  were  paid. 
Perhaps,  in  some  few  instances,  the  Parishes  are  unable  to  comply; 
but  most  of  them  undoubtedly  have  the  ability,  and  it  remains  for 
the  Clergy  to  report  whether  it  is  want  of  ability  or  the  absence  of 
the  will  which  occasions  this  lamentable  default.  If  this  deficit  con*- 
tinues  to  increase,  each  year  will  add  to  the  difficulty  in  its  payment* 
and  in  the  mean  time  leave  our  Diocesan  almost  without  the  means 
of  support. 

The  Committee  can  only  appeal  to  their  brethren  as  Christians. 
The  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire;  but  the  value  of  the  services  of 
our  Diocesan  at  this  crisis,  under  the  direction  of  Divine  Providence 
is  of  infinite  price.  The  Committee  however,  do  not  wish  to  place 
this  matter  on  any  ground  personal  to  the  present  Diocesan,  however 
able  and  faithful  we  ail  admit  him  to  be.  It  is  for  the  Convention 
and  for  the  Parishes  to  consider  whether  they  will  have  the  usaifes. 
and  government  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Ohio. — If 
they  desire  to  do  so,  they  must  provide  at  least  a  living  for  ttjb  Epis- 
copate. 

The  Committee  have  made  an  assessment  of  such  sums  as  they 
are  advised  the  several  Parishes  can  and  ought  to  contribute  towards 
the  Episcopate  Fund  for  the  current  year,  and  a  statement  of  the 
same  annexed  hereto.  ' 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  recommend  the  following  resoia- 
tions  for  consideration: 

1,  Resolved,  That  the  assessments  made  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate,  as  per  statement  annexed  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
adopted  for  the  current  year* 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  several  Parishes  now  reported  by  the 
Treasurer  as  delinquent  in  paying  the  assessment  made  against  soch 
respectively  by  the  last  Convention,  whether  for  a  previous  deficit 
or  for  the  then  current  year's  salary  of  the  Bishop  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  respectfully  but  earnestly  nrged  to  pay  up  such  deficiency 
without  delay;  and  the  several  clergymen  of  the  said  Parishes  are 
hereby  respectfully  enjoined  to  bring  this  Report  and  Resolutions  to 
the  notice  of  their  congregations  respectively  without  delay,  and  to 
report  the  result  together  with  the  statement  of  the  payments  for  the 
current  year,  as  required  by  thb  resolution  of  the  Coi^ntion  for 
this  purpose  adopted. 

All  which  is  respectlally  submitted.

It  necessary  to  desist  altogether.  Since  the  ArsC  Sunday  in  July  I  have  not  preached  a| 
all.  There  have  been  added  to  tbe  communion  of  the  Church,  makmg  the  present  num- 
ber 5.  I  have  attended  4  funerals,  and  celebrated  one  marriage.  The  Vestry  and  tbe 
friends  of  the  Church,  are  now  exerting  all  their  power,  to  provide  for  us  a  more  couven- 
lent  place  in  which  to  worship. 

A  lot  has  been  purchased  in  a  very  good  and  conspicuous  place,  and  a  Church  edifice  of 
brick,  42  by  60,  with  a  vestry  room  in  the  rear — to  be  finished  in  the  Gothic  style,  and  to 
cost  between  three  and  four  thousand  doliars,  is  now  in  rapid  progress,  and  will  probably 
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bs  completed  early  In  the  ipring.    Tble  good  work,  finitJud,  wHl  give  the  Epbcopel  Chnrcli 
%n  Lover  Sandaeky  very  great  and  superior  advanUigai.    And  we  cannot  bat  tkink  tba 
<wllh  the  blearing  of  God  It  wUlproeper.

Upon  the  retirement  of  the  lato  Missionary,  I  ofTcred  to  preach  to  this  confirmation 
erery  fourth  Sunday.  This  I  have  been  able  to  accomplish,  besides  frequently  officiating 
OB  the  week-day.  But  they  need  much  more  frequent  services,  to  make  any  considerable 
prog resB,  than  I  am  able  to  give.     The  Bible  Class  is  well  attended.

Solemnized  one 
Marriage,  and  visited  all  the  families — some  of  them  several  times.  This  parish,  I  am  in- 
formed, is  doing  very  well  under  the  conduct  of  a  lay-reader.

This  scattered  flock 
are  suffering  much  for  want  of  a  pastor. 

ST.  MATTHEW'S  CHURCH,  PLYMOUTH. 

In  S^  Matthew'fl,  Plymouth,  8  services  with  8  sermons.  Catechised  the  children;  ad. 
ministered  the  holy  Communion  tw^,  and  admitted  one  new  communicant.  Solemnized 
one  Marriage.  Visited  the  families,  nearly  all.  There  are  many  good  people  in  this  parish 
too  destitute  of  moral  courage  to  resist  the  evil.  My  services  were  well  and  respectfully 
attended  by  a  goodly  number,  and  no  member  of  the  Church  treated  the  minister  with  op$n 
disrr8i>ect.  Yet  the  growth  of  this  vine  is  manifestly  checked  entirely  by  the  old  worm  at 
tbe  root.  Happy,  and  thankful  to  God  Rhould  I  be,  could  this  worm  l>e  dug  out  and  de. 
■troy ed, and  the  vine  restored  to  vigorous  spiritual  life  and  fruitfulnces.  I  would  again  so. 
licit  the  Bishop  to  send  them  a  minister,  did  I  not  think  it  better  respectfully  to  suggest  to 
(he  chief  minister  tha  expediency  of  his  first  coming  to  examine  the  foundationt  for  him- 
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■elf.    Tbii  It  a  finely  located  field,  which,  cofold  there  be  fewer  tara  in  it,  might  yield  ■■ 
abundant  hanrett.    God  be  pleased  to  hasten  this  in  hit  own  time. 

My  engagements  with  the  above  mentioned  parishes,  terminated  with  the  year  184^ — 
Since  the  commencement  of  A.  D.  1843,  with  the  exception  of  one  Funeral  and  two  Bap. 
tisms  at  Unionvilie,  snd  two  Tlsits  to  a  sick  member  of  that  paiish;  and  one  service  with  a 
sermon  at  the  Convocation  in  Painesville,  and  two  services  with  two  sermons,  by  ezcliange 
with  brother  Varian,  I  have  confined  my  labors  to  St.  Feter*s,  Ashtabula,  as  follows.

At  Bellevue,  my  efforts  have  not  met  with  that  success  which  could  have  been  hoped 
for;  although  it  has  not  fallen  below  expectation.  Some  aeriousneas,  by  God'a  bleaatagr 
liai  been  awakened,  and  good  feeling  prevaila  towardi  tiie  Church  amongst  our  llmHed 
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ftfnlaUm,  ezceptinf  thoM  who  are  decidedly  attached  to- other  bodiee  of  Chrlftlans.    We 
esmoeoced  at  this  place  nnder  circumelaneea  very  onpromisins.    There  wu  not  only* 
>ot  ene  Episcopal  family,  bat  only  Tour  indlTiduals  who  had  any  previous  acquaintance 
wUt  the  Church,  and  no  particular  serlousnesa  amongst  these. '  Wearied  with  four  daya* 
MsiiBf ,  and  disgusted  by  an  injudicious  interference  with  their  families,  3  few  leading  in* 
tfvUaals  aoaght  the  introduction  of  our  communion.    These  gentlemen  have  continued 
to  do  all  that  could  be  reasonably  expected,    But  under  these  circumstances,  the  Dishop 
will  DOC  be  surprised  to  hear,  that  the  attempt  to  rear  a  Church  building,  of  which  he  was 
kfyrmttd  when  with  us,  has  proved  abortive,  for  lack  of  unity  about  location.     Hy  tas- 
pressioo  is,  that  provided  serrfces  can  be  continued,  the  Church  will  eventually  become  es. 
taMJshfid  at  this  ;place.     But  the  income  of  your  Presbyter  is  very  limited,  and  he  is  un- 
certain or  being  sustained  much  longer,  without  missionary  assistance. 

The  Pariah  at  Lyme  is  yet  too  feeble  to  furnish  the  moiety  of  a  ^ergyman*s  salary 

They  are  at  present  rallying  their  stren:;th  towards  providing  themselves  with  a  building 
of  which  they  are  much  in  need     'i'o  loAvt  tiiem  now,  would  be  unfavorable  to  their  sue 
cosm  and  would  be  accompanied  with  great  perdonal  regret.    There  have  been  at  Bellevue 
Baptiam,  infant  1.    Funerals,  infanu3.    There  are  Sunday  Scholars  about  15.    Teach- 
ers 3.

■Kitlon  of  the  Misssonary  work.  To  give  system  and  efficiency  to  the  matter,  members 
aabocribe  a  pledge  to  contribute  a  certain  amount  monthly.  And  a  monthly  Missionary 
prayer  meeting  is  sustained,  (agreeably  with  the  recommendation  of  the  last  convention,) 
at  which  thne  the  contributions  are  handed  in.  There  have  been  collected  in  this  manner 
in  9  months  960  00.  Quinquagessima  collection  17  25.  Communion  ofTerings  17  74. 
Bisbop*fl  Salary  18  00.  Subscribed  to  the  College  150  00.  Ladies*  fair  for  paying  debt 
of  Choreb,  aboot  225  00— total  487  99.  Some  ten  or  fifteen  dollars  have  also  been  ex- 
yeiuUd  in  fitting  up  and  flnfcahing  the  room  where  the  congregation  now  meet. 

The  Sector  regrets  tiiat  owing  to  the  precarious  state  of  hia  health  during  the  summer, 
he  has  not  been  able  to  bestow  tliat  labor  and  attention  upon  his  parish  which  he  could 
have  desired,  and  which  jts  best  interests  demanded.  He  trusts,  however,  that  his  congre.

The  Communion  has  been  administered  in  both  Parishes,  as  a  general  rale,  onceamoiitb 
nnd-attempts  made  to  observe  the  stated  eeasonsof  the  Church  ;  as  also  to  sustain  weekly 
lectures.  1  have  been  under  the  necesEity  of  teaching  ;  but  by  God*s  blessing  have  beeM 
enabled  regularly  to  serve  these  Parishes;  and  preach  24  times  in  other  places,  befora  and 
since  my  resignation.  Circumstances  beyond  my  control,  have  compelled  me  to  reaifii  a 
charge,  interesting  to  me,  us  the  humble  instrument  of  its  organization,  and  in  doing  ao,  I 
would  gratefelly  acknowledge  the  fostering  care  of  the  Missionary  commltteae :  and  mag- 
nify the  goodnessof  our  God.  wiioic  hand  has  been  npon  us  for  good.  And  wbat  has  been 
f>own  in  tears,  may  some  wortliior  hand  reap  in  joy. 

Rev.  C.  C.  Town8f>nd,  further   reports  to  the  Bishop,  that  since  his  resignaltoo,  as 
Mifstonary  to  Warren  snd  Newton  Falls,  he  has  made  a  survey,  at  the  Bishop's  requeat,  of 
that  section  of  the  Diocese  bounded  north  by  the  National  Road,  east  by  the  Muskingum, 
south  by  the  Ohio,  and  west  by  the  counties  of  Gallia,  Jackson,  Hocking  and  Perry-    Of 
this  section,  with  whose  population  are  interspersed  the  membersand  friends  of  ourchorcb, 
more  or  less  sparsely,  he  has  visited  only  those  towns  where  he  haa  heard  of  EpiacopalianSy 
leaving  other  places  and  the  intervening  country  for  future  research.    His  object  liaa  beea 
to  ascertain  numl)eri,  ability  and  necessity  :  and  the  result  is  decidedly  favorable  to  the  Im 
mediate  establishment  of  a  Miialon  in  that  quarter.    Uo  has  visited  Roseville,  Muskingum 
county,  Df>avertown  and  McConnelseville,  Morgan  county,  Athens,  Atliena  county,  and 
Pomeroy,  Mcigs  county;  the  la^t  three  towns  are  county  scau.    At  Roseville  he  fhund  OM 
family  from  Vermont  having  one  female  communicant.     Here  are  about  200  luhabitanta :  a 
warm  deBtro  was  expressed  for  services  and  a  large  congregation  promlaed.    I  preached 
once  in  that  town     At  Dcavertown,  6  miles  from  Roseville,  are  300  inhabitants  and  two 
Episcopal  families,  and  two  female  communicants.    Tite  services  would  be  supported  here 
The  Romanists  have  a  church  here,  and  iiave  solicited  our  members  to  unite  with  tbem 
but  ill  vain.     At  Mi.Connelsville  and  Malta,  on  opposite  sides  of  the  Muskingum  and  30 
miles  from  Athens,  are  two  Episcopal  families,  one  in  each  town,  and  three  communloanta, 
t  wo  maips  and  one  female :  these  families  would  form  the  nucleus  of  a  congregation  in  ttcb 
town.     Malta  of  two  hundred  inhabitants,  McCooueUvlUc  of  800.     Rev.  Mr.  Smallwood 
lia«  preHched  there  several  times.  .  Pomeroy  is  on  the  Ohio,  24  miles  from  Athena,  contain- 
ing a  mixed  population,  attracted  by  those  rich  and  cxhaustlesa  coal  mines,  under  the  pro- 
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prietonhip  or  tnterpr bring  men  connected  with  ourebnrch,  and  worked  by  forcignerf.iioine 
of  whom  tre  membeniof  the  church  of  England,  and  others  are  Welch,  who  ought  to  Ite. 
Jtev.  Mr.  Goodwin,  llieeionary  In  Vlr^nia,  has  preached  here  one  Sunday  in  four.  And 
Cbare  areabont  ]2familie8,  9  communicantv  and  children  enough  for  a  Sunday  School- 
There  is*  desire  for  more  frequent  serTiees,  nnd  a  willingnejs  toaMirt  in  suitainin;  them, 
and  Mr,  Goodwin  wishes  to  commit  his  good  worlE  into  other  handi,  so  noon  as  they  can 
be  sent.  Athens  will  form  a  central  point,  from  which  tliose  towns  already  named,  ss 
wdl  as  others  not  yet  yiaited,  at  convenient  distances,  could  be  reached.  It  is  the  tieai  o^ 
the  Ohio  University,  and  has  a  very  intelligent  community:  and  althoush  not  a  plarc  of 
bdsiness,  yet  aOVirding  peculiar  facilities  for  educational  purposes.  'Fhe  Coort-liou^e  was 
ofliered  for  regular  services,  and  I  preached  in  itfonr  timen,  as  also  twice  in  the  house  or- 
capicd  by  the  Cumberland  Presbyterians;  on  three  successive  Sundays.  Our  morning  con- 
grefations  were  small  but  encouraging;  the  afternoon,  as  other  denominitions  intermit 
tiieir  worship,  brovglit  us  invariably,  a  crowded  congre.'aiion.  This  arrangement  would 
contlnae,  and  as  people  liecoroe  acqiainted  with  our  services  they  will  look  upon  them  fii- 
Torably.  We  may  number,  at  least  ten  families,  with  children  for  a  Sunday  school;  and 
alttaougb  Imt  two  female  communicants,  yet  several  members  of  other  churches  have  ex- 
pressed a  desire  to  Join  ns,  when  our  services  are  establisl-pd,  and  they  are  suffiriently  in 
aftmcted  in  our  doctrines,  and  their  contributions  are  already  pledged.  There  are  some 
■tadenta  from  Episcopal  families,  who  have  expressed  a  desire  for  fhe  Church;  the  Faculty 
of  tlie  University  are  friendly,  and  two  of  their  number  partial  to  t  he  Church.  The  Ro- 
manists have  made  no  effort  here,  but  are  building  their  churches  in  the  country  adjacent. 
Oar  families,  to  secure  the  means  of  grace,  have  attended  other  churches;  but  now,  with 
vnfailinf  love  for  the  Church. they  urge  their  pica  for  her  ordinances;  and  many  who  have 
aitmded  oar  services  invite,  and  promise  to  assist  In  sustaining  them.  On  so  short  notice, 
t|M  pvospeet  is  not  fairly  tested,  but,  probat4y,  for  the  first  year,  not  more  than  f^lOO  can 
be  raised;  what  is  subscribed  will  be  paid  quarterly;  and  if  eur  Diocesan  Committee  think 
proper  to  employ  your  reporter  as  Missionary  in  this  fleld,  he  promises,  among  other  thingv, 
Jlr»t,  Bot  to  organhae  a  parish  t>r  elect  a  vestry  until  tlie  friends  of  the  Church  are  well  in* 
■trocted  in  her  peculiarities  and  canons;  and  never  build  a  church  until  it  can  be  done 
without  foreign  aid,  or  debt  at  Iiome.  Secondly^  So  far  to  follow  the  successful  method  of 
our  Methodic  brethren  as  to  solicit  a  quarterage  of  some  amount,  from  every  individual, 
tod  send  it  to  the  Committee*s  Treasury.  Speaking  with  deference,  as  an  humble  indivi- 
dvial,  yet  one  who,  as  a  poorly  paid  HIasionary,  has  had  some  experience;  he  believes  this 
is  the  only  plan  of  systematic  sabscriptiqii,  which  can  send  the  Gospel  to  every  creature* 
aad  support  those  who  carry  it:  and  make  It  daly  appreciated  by  them  who  have  it: — and 
Bwreover,  that,  were  this  Convention  to  adopt  that  plan,  and  the  Church  to  act  upon  it,  it 
would  prove  a  practical  carrying  out  of  the  great  principle  that  every  baptized  person  is  a 
omnber,  and  ought  to  be  a  contributing  member  of  the  Miuiionary  Society— the  Church. 
In  concluding  this  report,  he  would  express  unfeigned  gratitude  to  God  for  the  kindness  he 
bas  received  from  those  he  has  visited;  and  t!ie  liope,  that  through  the  effectual  door,  which 
Cod  has  opened,  they  may  receive  from  the  hands  of  the  Committee,  the  comfortable  Gos- 
pel of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  in  the  Church  which  they  love  and  invite  among  them.    .

In  October,  1842,  I  accepted  a  temporary  call  to  the  paitoral  charge  of  St.  Pavl'a 
Church,  Cincinnati,  and  continued  to  officiate  aa  ita  Minister  till  the  lat  of  Ai^guat,  1843* 
at  which  time  I  relinqulahed  the  charge  of  aaid  Church,  and  accepted  a  call  to  the  Rector  • 
ahip  of  Trinity  Church,  in  that  city. 

Aa  the  Pariah-  haa  been  organised  but  a  few  weclca,  and  we  have  not  yet  administered 
the  Lord*a  Supper,  we  cannot  aay  what  will  lie  the  number  of  Coromnnicanta.  Tlie  num- 
ber of  peraona  attending  divine  worahip,  ia  at  preaent  about  two  hundred,  wo^  haa  been 
ateadily  increaaing  aince  the  commencement  of  our  reiigioua  ezerciaea.  The  reaponaea  are 
made  with  much  aitimation  and  intereat;  and  deep  eeriousnesa  and  attention  prevail  da. 
ring  the  preaching  of  the  word. 

Since  my  entrance  into  the  Dioceae  last  November,  I  have  preached  and  lectured  93 
timea,  viz.  90  in  Cincinnati,  and  2  in  Portamouth.  I  have  aolemnised  one  Marriage,  offl' 
elated  at  12  funerala,  and  ^adminiatered  the  rite  of  Baptiam  to  11  indtviduala,  of  wliom  2 
were  adults  and  9  were  infanu. 

The  Collectiona  at  tlie  monthly  ofierlnga  and  at  Communion  acaaona,  during  the  time 
that  I  had  charge  of  St.  Paul*8,  amounted  in  all  to  about  two  hundred  dollara.

'  Reporta  that  he  haa  had  no  parochial  charge — that  though  the  number  of  atudenta  in  the 
Theological  Seminary  baa  been  amall,  the  dutiea  of  instruction  have  been  about  the  aame, 
aa  if  the  number  had  been  greater.  He  liaa  ofliciated  in  hia  turn  in  Roaae  Chapel,  and 
preached  on  a  few  occaaiona  beaklea.  He  haa  performed  two  Baptiama,  and  celebrated  two 
Marriage*.

ADDRESS. 

Brethren  op  the  Clergy  and  Laity  op  the  Diocese  op  Ohio: 

Let  us  bo  thankfal  to  our  Heavenly  Father  who  has  graciously  s^mred  our 
lives  and  health,  and  granted  us  the  plcasarc  and  privilege  of  again  meeting  together 
in  our  Annual  Convention.  A  privilege  indeed  it  is,  which  we  could  hardly  appre- 
ciate aright  until  deprived  of  it.  A  pleasure  of  a  very  animating  sort.  1  trust,  we 
always  find  in  embracing  that  privilege — pleasure  in  meeting  one  anotlier  as  Breth- 
ren, in  one  household  of  Faith,  as  laborers  in  one  vineyard  of  our  common  Lord, 
as  children  and  heirs  of  one  God  and  Father  of  all; — pleasure  in  renewing  and 
cultivating  the  attachments  of  brethren;  in  consulting  togetner  for  the  interests  of 
that  great  cause  for  which  I  trust  we  desire  entirely  to  live,  and  in  endeavoring  to- 
gether to  promote  in  each  other's  hearts  that  spiritual  improvement,  that  growth  in 
tho  love  of  Christ,  that  enlargement  of  heart  for  his  work,  that  holy  and  angfe- 
minded  zeal  for  the  gathering  of  wandering  and  lost  souls  to  his  flock,  and  for  the 
further  sanctification  of  his  people,  which  all  of  us  so  greatly  need.  May  our  priv- 
iloge  on  this  occasion,  be  truly  improved;  may  wo  meet  one  another  in  a  truo  feel- 
ing of  brotherly  love;  may  a  spirit  of  humility,  of  prayerfulness,  of  soberness,  of 
earnestness  for  the  Lord's  work,  occupy  every  heart;  may  our  hours,  out  of  Con- 
vention, as  well  as  in  it,  bo  spent  as  becometh  members  of  Christ  and  ministers  of 
His  word;  may  all  who  watt  upon  the  senice  of  the  sanctuary,  during  our  contin- 
uance together,  have  reason  to  bless  Goil  for  the  precious  benefits  of  His  Holy 
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Spirit  received  therein.    So  shall  we  have  reaAon  to  say,  with  thanksgiving,  when 
tre  depart,  that  it  was  good  for  us  to  be  here. 

The  year,  between  the  last  Convention  and  this,  has  been,  to  me,  one  of  unusual 
labor.  It  has  been  divided,  almost  entirely,  with  the  exception  of  throe  vnnter 
months,  between  my  eflbrts  in  the  Eastern  States  for  the  relief  of  our  diocesan  in- 
stitutions of  learning,  and  the  visitations  of  the  Diocese.  The  interruption  of  the 
latter  duty,  by  absence  or  other  necessary  work  for  the  church,  during  the  previous 
year,  as  well  as  by  sickness,  caused  a  great  deficit  of  visitations  to  be  made  up  dur- 
ing this  year.  I  have  reason  to  acknowledge,  with  thankfulness,  the  good  hand  of 
the  Lord,  in  enabling  me  to  finish  all  that  I  expected,  at  the  utmost,  to  be  able  to 
accomplish ;  without  any  interruption  by  sickness,  or  the  many  casualties  by  the 
way,  to  which  so  much  journeying  is  liable,  and  by  some  of  which,  I  was  at  times 
in  great  danger. 

Immediately  afler  the  last  Convention,  I  proceeded  to  the  E!astward  in  prosecu- 
lion  of  the  effort  in  which  I  had  been  during  the  previous  summer,  for  our  Theo- 
logica]  Seminary  and  College;  and  from  which  I  had  returned  home  when  it  was 
scarcely  more  than  begun,  in  order  that  I  might  be  at  our  Convention  last  Septem- 
ber. I  continued  laltoring,  with  all  my  might,  in  that  cause,  until  the  beginning  of 
December.  The  results  have  been  fully  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Theological  Seminary,  with  a  statement  of  all  the  debts  settled  by  me  out  of  the 
monies  obtained,  accompanied  by  the  proper  vouchers — and  with  a  complete  ez^t^tV 
*of  all  the  several  donations  and  names  and  localities  of  donors,  so  far  as  they  were 
furnished  to  me  by  the  donors,  or  by  those  through  whom  they  sent  their  donations. 
This  statement  of  donations  and  names  of  donors  is  now  printed,  and  a  copy  will 
be  sent  to  every  name,  sls  an  acknowledgement  of  the  gifl.  This  has  been  delayed 
till  the  present  time,  that  it  might  appear  as  part  of  my  report  to  the  Trustees, 
whoee  annual  meeting  took  place  on  the  5th  of  last  month. 

Here  it  ii  my  bounden  duty  to  ^record  my  deep  sense  of  indebtedness  to  God  for 
■potting  it  into  the  hearts  of  His  people  to  meet  the  application  with  so  much  readi- 
ness and  liberality.  The  labor  and  burden  of  making  it,  in  so  many  places,  and  of 
repeating  it  under  so  many  forms,  in  public  assemblies,  and  to  individuals,  from 
.day  to  day,  through  several  months,  were  greatly  relieved  by  the  spirit  with  which 
it  was  every  where  received.  There  was  a  strong  cletermination  in  the  minds  of 
many  that  the  effort  should  not  be  allowed  to  fail  of  entire  success.  And  hero  X 
Jiave  much  pleasure  in  saying  that  a  great  deal  of  the  interest  to  which  its  success 
was  due  arose  from  the  evidence  which  the  diocese  had  given,  especially  at  its  last 
Convention,  of  strong  opposition  to  the  manifold  and  crying  errors  and  evils  with 
which  the  Tractarian  divinity  has  so  disturbed  the  peace,  and  laboured  to  corrupt 
the  doctrinal  integrity  of  our  Church.  That  opposition  was  the  pledge  to  those  to 
whom  our  application  went  that  the  trumpet  of  the  ministry  among  us  gives  no  un^ 
certain  sound,  as  to  the  great  (;ospel  doctrines  which  that  divinity  denies;  that  we 
are  not  yet  persuaded  to  draw  any  nearer  to  I  he  corruptions  of  Romanism  tlian  the 
-pontion  in  which  the  Reformation  places  us,  nor  to  think  any  more  fkvorably  of 
those  corruptions  than  we  have  learned  from  our  Articles  and  Homilies,  and  from 
the  pure  word  of  God,  unvitiatc<l  by  traditions  of  men.  It  was  taken  for  granted 
that,  in  a  diocese  so  unanimous  against  the  new  form  in  which  Popery  is  seeking 
admission  among  us,  the  utmost  pains  would  be  taken  to  keep  its  college  and  theo- 
lo^pcal  seminary  free  from  all  taint  of  that  lamentable  disease  of  mind.  Men  gave 
largely  to  its  relief  under  that  view,  who  would  have  given  nothing,  had  they  sup- 
pose<l  there  rotiUl  l>e  nny  doubt  of  its  correct ne««.     1  trust  in  God.  wo  sball  never^ 
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in  the  sligbtost  furm,  duappoint  that  expectation.  I  have  no  desire  to  see  a  theo- 
logical seminary  in  the  diocese,  or  any  where  else,  except  80  far  as  its  teaching  and 
influence  shall  be  thoroughly  Protestant;  thoroughly  imbued  with  precisely  that 
truth  which  our  Articles  and  Homilies  so  pointedly  maintain  against  the  fiilsc  sys* 
tem  of  Rome,  and  which  it  is  the  main  effort  of  kractarian  divinity  to  cast  down. 
If  ever  ours  should  bo  corrupted  from  that  simplicity,  it  will  deserve  U>  lose  the  coi»> 
fidence  and  support  of  all  who  love  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus. 

Before  1  leave  this  part  of  my  address,  I  should  acknowledge  the  assistance  ren- 
dered to  my  application  for  funds,  by  the  editors  of  several  periodical  publicatioos  of 
our  Church.  The  gentlemen  conducting  the  Episcopal  Recorder,  the  Protestant 
Churchman,  the  Spirit  of  Missions,  and  the  Southern  Churchman,  were  paitieu* 
larly  serviceable. 

Of  the  sums  collected,  certain  sums  were  placed  so  far  at  my  disposal,  that  in 
case  the  debts  due  out  of  Ohio  should  be  discharged  without  them,  they  might  be 
devoted  to  the  finishing  of  Rossc  Chapel  and  Bexlcy  Hall.  Under  this  provision, 
after  discharging  all  the  debts  duo  out  of  the  diocese,  a  thousand  dollars  have  been 
appropriated  by  the  Trustees,  to  Rossc  Chapel,  and  a  like  sum  to  Bexlcy  Hall;  and 
the  work  on  both  buildings  is  in  rapid  progress.  The  Chapel,  though  the  sum  will 
not  suffice  entirely  to  complete  it,  will  be  made,  what  it  has  never  yet  been,  not  only 
habitable  and  very  comfortable  and  desirable,  but  will  be  very  good  until  means  can 
be  afforded  to  make  it  complete.  The  edifice  for  theological  students,  called  Bezley 
Hall,  will  in.  a  few.  weeks  be  finished  in  its  beautiful  exterior,  and  the  rooms  of  ono 
half  of  the  whole  building  will  soon  be  in  readiness  for  students,  as  well  as  the  room 
designed  for  the  library.  Theological  students  have  been  inhabiting  finished  apait^ 
ments  in  the  building,  sinco  last  winter.  Apartments  so  commodious  and  excel' 
lent,  in  all  respects,  for  the  purpose,  arc  probably  not  furnished  in  any  similar  insti- 
tution of  the  United  States.  To  every  two  students  is  allotted  a  sitting  room  of 
about  sixteen  feet  square,  which  communicates  directly  with  two  bed-rooms  which 
are  also  delightful  places  for  private  devotion  and  study,  averaging  8  1-2  feet  by  Vi. 
Thus  all  the  advantage  of  as  much  retirement  and  solitude  as  a  devout  student  can 
require,  is  secured;  while  the  social  benefit  to  the  habits  and  acquirements  of  young 
XDcn,  arising  from  pursuing  together  the  same  studies  is  not  lost. 

There  is  a  matter  of  usefulness  in  this  connection,  in  which  I  hope  our  parisbe* 
will  be  induced,  through  those  now  present,  to  take  an  active  interest  I  allude  to 
the  furnishing  of  the  rooms  in  Bexley  Hall.  As  so  many  of  our  theological  stu- 
dents arc  now,  and  will  probably  ever  bo,  either  beneficiaries  of  our  Education  Com- 
mittee, or  else  of  such  contracted  means,  that  it  requires  all  they  have,  with  the 
closest  economy,  to  pay  for  their  board,  and  clothing,  and  books,  &c., — it  is  a  very 
serious  difficulty,  in  their  way,  to  be  obliged  to  purchase  as  much  furnituro  for  their 
rooms  as  is  required  for  proper  neatness  and  wholesome  comfoit.  This  difficulty 
the  Seminary  is  unable  to  remove,  by  providing  furniture,  as  well  as  rooms.  In 
other  theological  seminaries  it  has  been  seen  to  by  parishes.  1  am  happy  to  say 
that  there  are  two  parishes,  not  however  of  this  diocese,  in  which  the  wants  of  oar 
theological  students  in  this  respect,  have  been  very  kindly  considered.  Certain  la- 
dies of  St.  Mark's  Church,  New  Vork,  have  sent  850  for  the  furnishing  of  one  set 
of  rooms — which  has  been  laid  out  in  articles  of  permanent  value,  in  rooms  of 
which  a  candidate  for  orders,  from  that  parish,  is  now  one  of  the  inhabitants.  The 
ladies  of  the  Kenyon  Circle,  of  St  Paul's  Church,  Boston,  have  remitted  841.63— 
and  have  also  on  the  way  to  Ohio,  a  box  of  bedding  and  other  articles,  for  another 
set  of  apartment*.    For  these  expressions  of  kind  interest  in  our  seminary,  we  must 
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feel  truly  thankful.  I  trust  they  will  suggest  to  our  own  pjirishos  how  much  good 
can  be  done  by  the  needlo  work  of  ladies  and  by  a  small  contribution  of  money  to- 
wanls  the  object  for  which  our  beautiful  edifice  for  theological  students  has  been 
created.  Will  not  the  clergy  present  remember  this  matter  and  endeavor  to  obtain 
little  combinations  among  their  psoplc,  to  accouiplish  the  end  desired?

The  general  aspect  of  the  parishes  is  favorable.     Tho  progress  of  spiritual  reli- 
gion among  our  people,  is  for  the  most  part  highly  encouraging.     So  far  as  I  can 
ascertain,  the  Grospcl  is  faithfully  preichcd;  the  ordinances  of  tho  church  arc  duly 
idminiatered;  the  worship  of  the  church  is  properly  conducted  by  tho  minister,  and 
wcU  alteiided  by  the  congregation;  and  the  word  of  God  in  all  this  combination  of 
■taos,  is  glorified,  so  that  we  have  reason  for  thankfulness  and  encouragement. 

^ncc  the  last  convention,  I  have  admttte<l  to  tho  order  of  Presbyters,  the  Rev. 
L  L.  Holden,  Missionary  at  Grafton  and  Pittsfield.

Since  our  last  Convention,  three  dioceses,  which  never  before  had  elected  Bish- 
^p.4,  have  taken  that  step.  The  Diocese  of  ^ew  Hampshire  has  elected  the  Rev. 
^^rlton  Chase,  D.  D.,  late  rector  of  Immanuel  Church,  Bellows  Falls,  Vermont; 
^■^o  Diocese  of  Mississippi  has  elected  the  Rev.  Francis  L.  liawkes,  D.  D.,  late 
'^ctor  of  St.  Thomas',  r^ew  York ;  and  the  Diocese  of  Akbama,  tlio  Rev.  N.  H. 
^obbs,  D.  D.  These  brethren  wait  the  action  of  the  General  Convention  upon 
^^%^r  election.  The  Church  expects  {rreat  lienefit,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  from 
^^cir  faithful  oversight  as  stewanls  of  His  heritage. 

This  being  our  Convention  next  before  the  General  Convention,  acconling  to  the 

Constitution  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  wc  are  to  nominate  Trustees  of 

*^Ual  institution  for  this  diocese;  which  nomination  is  to  be  presented  to  the  General 

Convention,  and  confirmed  by  that  body.     Every  diocese  is  entitled  to  one  trustee, 

^xul  one  additional  trustee  for  every  eight  clergymen  in  the  same.    And  as  the  evi- 

*laiiee  of  bow  many  trustees  we  are  entitled  to,  the  Secretary  of  our  Convention  is 

■vquiicd  by  Canon  55th  of  1832,  to  forward  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 

l^paties  a  certificate  stating  the  exact  number  of  clergymen  in  the  diocese,  and 

%ho  the  nomination  of  trustees  made  by  this  Convention ;  without  which  certificate 

the  nomination  cannot  be  confirmed. 

1  call  ttie  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  proposal  sent  from  the  last  Greneral 
Convention  to  the  several  Dioceses,  and  to  be  acted  upon  finally  at  the  approaching 
Genenl  Convention,  to  add  a  new  article,  as  Article  X.  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States.     It  will  be  expected  of  this  Con- 
vention to  express  some  mind  on  the  subject,  cither  in  favor  of,  or  against,  the  pro- 
pisal    The  article  proposed  i«  as  folloWF,.  viz: 
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"Auticlr  X. — Bi0ho|M  tor  foreign  countries,  on  due  application  may  be  consc- 
crated  with  tho  approbation  of  the  Bishops  of  this  Cliurch,  or  a  majority  of  ihem, 
signified  to  the  presiding  Bishop;  he,  therclbre,  taking  order  for  the  same,  and  they 
being  satisfied  that  the  person  designated  for  the  office  has  been  daly  chosen,  and 
is  properly  qualified.  Tho  Order  of  Consecration  to  be  conformed,  as  nearly  as 
may  l>e,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishops,  to  the  one  used  in  this  Church.  Such 
Bishops,  so  consecrated,  shall  not  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Diocesan,  or  Assistant 
Bishop,  in  any  Diocese  in  the  United  Stales,  nor  Ik}  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Hooae 
of  BiHliopii,  nor  exercise  any  Episcopal  authority  in  said  States." 

While  I  am  speaking  of  the  General  Convention,  let  me  advert  to  tho  unprece- 
dented interest  with  which  our  brethren  of  the  several  dioceses  arc  looking  forward 
to  its  approaching  session;  and  to  tho  duty  of  licing  earnest  in  prayer  that  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church  will  mercifully  direct  all  its  doings  to  the  greater  ad- 
vancement of  His  glory.  What  will  be  done  touching  the  matters  which  have  re- 
cently so  much  agitated  many  minds  among  us,  it  is  impossible  to  anticipate.  That 
the  pjsilion  and  faithfulness  of  our  Church,  as  Protestant  against  the  comiptiona 
of  llomanism,  needs  vindicating  by  her  highest  representative  body,  I  solemnly  be- 
lieve. Let  us  pray  that  it  may  l)e  done.  I  think  we  should  all  make  it  a  duty  to 
remember,  in  private  prayer,  the  consultations  of  that  important  coundl,  bcseechiiig 
God  to  replenish  all  hearts  therein  with  tho  sprit  of  love,  of  meekness,  of  nw- 
dom,  and  of  faithfulness  to  tho  great  cause  of  gospc*!  truth;  so  that,  as  far  as  in 
them  lies,  wc  may  all  be  brought  unto  that  agreement  in  tlic  faith,  and  knowledge 
of  God,  and  to  that  ripeness  and  perfectness  of  age  in  Christ,  that  there  be  no  place 
left  among  us  cither  for  error  in  religion,  or  vicioueness  of  life.*  I  would  particu- 
larly urge  that  during  tho  session  of  the  Greneral  Convention  prayer  be  offered  by 
the  several  parishes  in  its  behalf;  and  for  this  purpose,  I  hereby  set  forth  and  ap- 
point, in  virtue  of  tho  provision  of  the  47th  Canon,  of  the  1832,  the  Prayer,  enti- 
tled '*A  Prayer,  to  bs  used  at  the  meHings  of  Convention,''  found  in  the  Prayer  Book, 
next  after  tho  Offico  for  the  Consecration  of  a  Church,  to  be  used  in  the  Moming 
and  Evening  services  of  the  first  two  Sundays  of  October,  at  the  usual  place  for 
the  introduction  of  occasional  prayers — the  word  *^kerc  assembled,"  being  changed 
to  iwto  assembled,  and  the  words  ''govern  us  in  our  present  work,"  being  changed 
for  govern  tJum  in  tJieir  present  work. 

This  Convention  has  a  duly  to  discharge  with  respect  to  the  expenses  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention.  I  request  therefore  that  due  attention  may  l>e  paid  to  the  R:qaia- 
tion  of  Canon  X.  of  1838. 

Some  progress  has  been  mode  during  the  year  in  the  introduction  of  the  plan  of 
church  offerings  fur  benevolent  objects.  I  am  well  convinced  that  with  mcnthly 
communions,  and  the  collection  of  offerings  being  made  in  connection  the  comnm- 
nion,  at  tho  reading  of  the  offertory,  1)efore  any  dismissal  of  the  non-oommoniiig 
part  of  the  congregation,  if  the  aspect  be  studiously  given  to  tho  offerings  aa  of  t 
religious  service  done  in  the  presence  of  God,  and  before  the  memorials  of  thonai* 
fice  of  Christ,  and  if  the  whole  lie  properly  forwarded  by  due  instruction,  and  ex- 
hortation from  the  pulpit,  it  will  be  found,  not  only  the  best  method,  but  the  only 
permanent  method,  of  supplies,  from  small  parishes,  as  well  as  largo,  from  the  poor 
among  our  brethren,  as  well  as  from  the  wealthier,  for  the  great  works  which  the 
Church  is  bound  to  carry  on.  I  would  affectionately  urge  upon  the  cler|gy  ben 
present,  this  simple,  oasy  method,  requiring  so  little  machinery,  depending  eo  modi 


f  >ffire  for  the  Ordering  of  Priests. 
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on  ateidy  principle,  so  independent  of  those  Bpasmodic  eflbrts  which  seem  to  paral- 
jtt  the  doer  about  as  much  as  they  benefit  the  object.  We  want  a  method  which, 
bendei  raising  money  for  good  works,  will  strengthen,  by  exercise,  the  high  mo- 
thr«a,  the  holy  principles,  the  sclf-denjring  benevolence  of  our  people;  which  ail  the 
while  that  it  is  obtaining  means  to  do  good  abroad  will  be  doing  great  good  at  home, 
faj  fiynning  and  fixing  in  our  people  habits  of  considering,  vnlhout  the  need  of  a 
Mftdak  caO,  what  they  ought  to  do,  and  of  doing,  what  they  are  able  to  do,  of  their 
aw  MUled  pitrpose  and  disposUion.  Such  recommendations  are  found,  beyond  any 
other  plan  that  I  am  acquainted  with,  in  the  method  I  have  named;  as  the  experi- 
CBoe  of  those  who  have  tried  it  fairly,  with  all  the  associated  means  which  it  n- 
qnuee,  abundantly  testifies. 

Yoa  will  remember  that  at  the  last  Convention  an  additional  section  to  Canon 
XV.  of  this  Diocese,  "On  Lay  Discipline ^"  was  passed,  providing  that  communi- 
cmnte  moving  from  one  parish  to  another  shall  carry  with  them  certain  evidences  of 
good  standing.  The  addition  is  of  so  much  importance,  and  in  consequence  of  its 
bong  not  yet  printed  with  the  diocesan  canons,  is  so  likely  to  be  overlooked,  that  1 
think  it  worth  while  to  give  it  a  place  in  this  address.  As  found  on  page  31  of  the 
Joofnal  of  last  Convention,  it  provides  that  a  commcmicant  changing  his  residence 
end  thus  dissolving  his  connection  with  any  parish,  shall  be  required  to  present  a 
eertificate  of  good  standing  from  the  minister  of  such  parish,  or  if  it  have  no  minis- 
ter, fiom  one  of  tho  wardens  before  being  enrolled  as  a  communicant  of  any  par- 
iah in  this  diocese. 

Soeh  a  provision  for  the  security  of  discipline  is  so  important,  especially  in  a 
oomitry  where  change  of  residence,  and  emigration  from  one  extreme  of  tho  land 
to  another,  is  so  coomion,  that  I  cannot  but  wonder  that  it  has  not  long  ago  been 
made  obligatory  by  canon  of  the  General  Convention,  upon  all  the  dioceses.  How 
elee  can  we  secure  our  communion-table  from  the  participation  of  strangers  taking 
up  their  abode  in  our  several  parishes  to  whom  it  may  be  a  matter  of  worldly  policy 
to  appear  as  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  but  who 
cither  have  never  been  admitted  to  the  communion,  or  have  been  elsewhere  repelled 
therefrom?  Our  parishes  arc  greatly  exposed,  by  the  contiuual  moving  of  the 
population  of  the  United  States  to  great  injury  by  the  coming  into  them  of  persons 
who  talk  loudly  of  what  they  have  been  elsewhere  as  churchmen,  while  they  man- 
feet  in  their  new  abode  but  little  evidence  that  they  have  any  title  to  the  name  of 
Chnstians.  It  behovce  us  to  »et  up  all  reasonable  and  discreet  barriers  against  be- 
ing imposed  upon  by  folse  pretences  on  the  part  of  such  persons.  The  requisition 
adopted  at  our  last  Convention  is  no  other  than  what  was  universally  in  use  in  the 
early  centuries  of  tho  Christian  Church.  It  was  as  much  required  tliat  laymen 
pawing  from  place  to  place  should  carry  what  were  called  lelUrs  of  communion 
(epistda  eommnnicaloriae*)  before  they  could  be  received  to  the  communion  of  the 
Eucharist  in  a  strange  place,  as  that  clergymen  under  like  circumstances  should 
exhibit  letters  dimissory  {epistola  dimissoritc)  before  they  could  be  received  to  what 
was  called  eeeksiastical  communion^  that  is  participation  in  the  offices  peculiar  to  the 
elergy.  In  the  first  Council  of  Carthage,  a  canon  was  made  that  no  person,  cleri- 
cal or  lay,  should  communicate  in  a  strange  church  without  such  letters  "for  fear  of 
norrepticious  communion."  "And  in  every  council,  almost,  (says  Bingham)  there 
is  a  canon  to  tlie  same  pu^p^>sc."t    Dr.  Sherlock,  in  his  work  on  Church  Unity,

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obMrves  that  "the  ancient  discipline  was  very  Bevero  in  admitting  atrangcn  who 
w«re  unknown  to  them  to  the  communion,  lest  they  should  admit  hecetica  or  whit- 
matics,  or  excommunicated  pcTBons:  and  therefore  if  any  such  came  who  oooM  not 
produce  their  recommendatory  letters,  but  pretended  to  have  lost  them  by  the  way, 
they  were  not  admitted  to  communion."* 

I  see  no  difference  between  the  circumstances  of  the  Church  in  this  coontiy  and 
those  of  the  Church  in  the  third  century,  which  should  make  our  practice  in  tbis 
respect  any  less  strict  and  vigilant.  On  the  contrary,  between  an  age  when  Chris- 
tianity was  persecuted,  and  this  age,  when  it  is,  in  most  places,  a  help  to  woridl^ 
advantages  to  be  a  communicant  of  a  well  ordered  Church;  between  an  age  when 
travelling  was  difficult,  and  voluntary  emigration  was  little  known,  and  thivage, 
when  both  are  so  general,  and  in  our  country  almost  the  law,  the  difference  is  each 
as  to  make  it  especially  imperative  on  us  to  follow  the  good  rule  of  the  anrient' 
church  in  this  particular. 

I  will  release  your  attention,  brethren,  with  some  few  words  oiua  subject  which, 
though  it  has  so  often  made  i>art  of  my  communications  to  you  on  similar  ocoaaooa^ 
is  continually,  from  change  of  circumstances,  becoming  in  some  sense  new.  YoQ 
will  at  once  understand  to  what  I  refer.  I  mean  that  controversy  whkh  is  so  h 
portent  beyond  all  others  that  are  now  alive  in  our  Church,  in  the  sweep  it 
of  whatever  is  vital  in  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ:  and  in  the  consequent  magni* 
tade  of  the  interests  at  stake,  that  it  needs  no  name  to  distinguish  iL  The  object 
of  referring  to  it  at  present,  is  that  I  may  say  a  word  of  caution. 

There  is  danger  lest  minds  of  certain  constitutions  be  induced,  insennbly,  to  6el 
more  kindly  towards  the  pernicious  doctrines  of  Tractarian  divinity,  in  conseqiMlieB 
of  the  unprecedented  war  which  various  denominations  of  professing  chriaiiails, 
under  the  name  of  zeal  against  that  divinity,  are  now  waging  against  our  Chinch. 

That  our  church,  in  its  various  institutions  and  doctrines,  even  in  those  feataics 
which  over  before  have  received  universal  suffrage  among  enlightened  Protestants, 
IS  at  this  time  assaulted  with  a  degree  of  unanimity  and  concert  among  Christian 
denominations  around  us  that  is  quite  new  in  these  days,  and  with  a  spirit  and  with 
weapons  of  warfare  which  a  few  years  ago  it  would  have  been  difficult  for  some  of 
those  brethren  to  believe  they  would  ever  be  capable  of,  and  that  in  all  this,  there  is 
an  indiscriminateness  of  hostility,  an  entireness  of  condemnation,  an  eztenninal- 
ing  aim  which  can  hardly  be  accounted  for  but  on  the  supposition,  that  in  the  quar- 
ter where  they  appear  there  has  been  a  most  lamentable  growth  of  a  spirit  of  msM' 
sectarian  jealousy  with  a  corresponding  declension  of  genuine,  affectionate  piety,  I 
need  not  show. 

Now  the  strong  tendency  of  all  this,  with  many  minds,  instead  of  disposing 
them,  as  perhaps  is  anticipated,  to  draw  any  nearer  towards  those  who  are  thus 
busy  against  our  Church,  is  to  <^rive  them  to  precisely  the  opposite  extreme.  Pro- 
fessedly, our  great  offence  is  the  Tractarian  leaven  among  us.  What  that  is,  to  be 
sure,  the  most  ludicrous  diversity  of  opinion  prevails.  To  the  Presbyterian,  the 
Apostolic  Succession  of  the  ministry,  in  the  line  of  Bishops,  is  a  main  part  of  it. 
To  the  Congregationalist,  the  doctrine  of  Apostolic  Succession  of  the  ministry  in 
any  way,  even  in  the  line  of  Presbyters,  as  held  by  the  Presbyterian,  contains  the 
very  essence  of  this  evil.  To  the  Baptist,  the  introduction  of  infimts  into  the  risi- 
ble church  by  baptism,  is  essentially  the  same  leaven.  To  some,  of  all  sects,  what- 
ever is  in  our  Church,  and  is  not  in  /Ac*i>5,  whether  it  be  doctrine  or  discipline,  or 
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wonhip^  M  TimeUriftniwp.  But  there  10  a  leaven  amoTig  us,  though  not  4^  us,  to 
which  that  name  belongs,  whether  thoio  around  us  know  what  it  is  or  not,  of 
which,  like  the  leaven  of  the  Pharisees,  we  are  bound  most  watchfully  to  beware. 
And  you  must  be  conscious  that  when  all  that  is  good  and  venerable  and  scriptural 
in  OUT  Church  is  worse  than  ignorantly  identified  with  that  name  and  branded  with 
its  condemnation,  and  that  often  in  a  spirit  which  cannot  but  revolt  our  commonest 
Muse  of  what  is  just  and  christian,  there  is  dangej  that  minds  of  a  certain  consti- 
tation  will  be  inclined  to  discriminate  as  little  in  the  defence,  as  others  have  done 
in  tlM  attack,  and  to  fed  some  sympathy  with  a  great  evil,  because  what  they  love 
AM  defoledly,  and  feel  ready  to  defend  with  all  their  might,  is  condemned  under  its 
nAme.  Out  of  such  sympathy,  thus  originating,  may  easily  grow,  under  the  con- 
t^«*lf*~'**  of  the  same  cause,  a  disposition  in  such  minds  to  palliate  and  excuse  and 
Jialf  dofimd  a  system  of  false  doctrine,  which  ought  never  to  be  thought  of  but 
with  condemnation.  Soon  may  be  heard  the  discovery  that,  after  all  the  n<Hse  that 
is  made  about  it,  there  is  a  great  deal  more  of  good  and  vastly  less  of  evil  in  it  than 
is  generally  supposed.  The  next  step  may  bo  to  fkll  into  the  very  pit  they  have 
tbus  partially  concealed;  and  to  become  the  actual  advocates  of  what  otherwise 
woold  have  been  clearly  seen  in  all  its  manifold  departures  from  the  truth  of  the 
fospeL 

I  have  no  idea,  to  be  sure,  that  denominations  which  take  such  active  interest  in 
•ottt  internal  affairs,  have  really  any  time  or  eflfort  to  spare  from  their  own  house- 
ihflU  difficulties.  The  growth  of  Pelagianism,  in  some  quarters;  the  fruit  of  which 
liaa  always  been,  either  Popery,  or  Socinianism,  according  to  the  soil,  may  be  as 
moeh  to  be  dreaded  as  the  worst  feature  oC  the  system  alluded  to.  If  among  us 
.thsre  seem  a  tendency  to  the  renewal  of  forms,  which  however  unsafe  or  popish, 
have  at  least  the  praiflc  oC  some  antiquity ;  there  is  among  others,  and  has  long 
I,  a  development  of  bald  formality  under  an  active  working  of  certain  novel 
which  I  dread  no  lesb  in  their  effects  on  all  the  permanent  interests  of  vital 
rgodlinesB,  in  proportion  to  their  use,  than  the  whole  mass  of  popish  ceremony.  I 
mean  that  dead  machinery  of  "new  measures,"  professedly  for  "the  getting  up  of 
iwivab  of  reUgion,"  which  in  praztice  have  so  profanely  dispensed  with  the  influ- 
ences of  the  Holy  Sp'.rit  in  the  conviction  and  conversion  of  sinners;  which,  under 
Um  name  of  promoting  a  more  simple  and  spiritual  religion,  have,  in  the  places 
when  they  have  been  most  used,  introduced  the  hardest  and  worst,  because  the 
most  spiritually-pretending,  of  all  formality;  which,  in  a  word,  have  confessedly 
overspread  many  large  portions  of  our  country  with  spiritual  delusion  and  paralysii. 

But,  brethren,  let  us  not  fall  into  the  very  fault  which  we  may  complain  of  in 
others.  While  seeing  the  magnitude  of  the  evils  by  which  they  are  suffering,  let 
na  not  dose  our  eyes  to  the  fact,  nor  be  unwilling  to  acknowledge,  that  we  have 
.evils  and  dangers  of  folse  doctrine  among  ourselves  which  demand  all  our  vigilance 
:to  watch,  all  our  zeal  to  oppose,  and  all  our  prayers  to  overcome.  It  is  no  more 
.derogatory  to  the  christian  faithfulness  and  apostolic  model  of  a  church  to  acknowl- 
edge that  in  the  body  of  her  members  there  are  dangerous  workings  of  corrupt  doc- 
trine and  practice,  threatening  her  life  unless  she  watch  and  pray  against  them,  than 
it  is  contradictory  to  the  christian  character  and  faithfulness  of  any  one  of  her  mem- 
bers to  say  that,  though  with  the  mind  he  serves  the  law  of  God,  there  is  a  law  in 
his  members  warring  against  the  law  of  his  mind,  seeking  to  bring  him  into  bond- 
age again  to  sin,  and  requiring  all  his  efforts  of  prayer  and  watchfulness  to  keep  it 
in  subjection.  But  if  the  professing  Christian  be  insensible  to  his  need  of  watch, 
fulness  and  prayer;  if  he  be  conscious  of  none  of  that  opposition  ef  his  old  nativf

to  tho  law  of  tlie  «pUit  of  God;  or,  if  conscious  of  its  being,  he  be  inJidfcrent  to  h^ 
•nares,  unwilling  to  acknowledge  that  there  is  such  an  enemy  within  him;  anxioas 
to  palliate  its  sin,  to  hide  its  dangers,  to  keep  the  peace  oi  his  mind  at  the  expense 
of  compromise  with  that  which  labors  to  break  his  peace  with  God,  then  is  it  indeed 
a  sad  evidence  that  if  ever  a  true  Christian  he  has  grievously  faller»,  and  shoald 
now  be  full  of  fear  lest  his  lamp  go  out  before  the  bridegroom  cometh. 

We  say  precisely  the  same  of  a  Church.  The  life,  the  dangers,  the  duties,  the 
declensions,  the  revivals,  of  the  single  Christian,  and  those  of  the  society  which  is 
made  up  of  single  Christiana^  arc  parallel.  1  beseech  you,  therefore,  brethren,  that 
no  zeal  for  the  honor  of  our  Church  before  men,  no  desire  to  have  her  regarded  as 
in  the  most  entire  conformity  to  apostolic  pattern,  no  affectionate  wish  to  exhibit 
our  Jerusalem  "as  a  city  that  is  at  unity  in  itself;"  no  prayerful  anxiety  that  "peace 
may  be  within  her  walls,"  may  prevent  you  from  realizing  that  the  system  of  doc- 
trine which  is  now  seeking,  by  all  means,  to  get  possession  of  our  Chaxch,  ia  a  di- 
rect contradiction  of  the  great  doctrines  of  the  Gospel,  concerning  the  way  of  sal- 
Tation,  as  taught  in  our  Church's  standards  of  faith ;  that  unless  tho  name  and  po- 
sition of  our  Church,  as  ProUstans,  as  protesting  against  the  corrupt  doctrines  of 
the  Church  of  Rome,  be  our  mark  of  apostacy  from  the  truth,  that  whole  peculiar 
system  of  Tractarian  doctrine  which  so  protests  against  that  protest,  must  beaUet 
that  the  footsteps  of  that  system  in  our  Church  do  indicate  an  advance  which,  how- 
ever it  may  be  seen  by  some  in  an  exaggerated  view,  is  enough  deeply  to  bumble 
and  alarm  us,  lest  our  candlestick  be  taken  out  of  its  place.  May  it  set  us  all  to 
earnest  prayer  that  he  who  foiled  the  templer  in  the  wilderness  when  the  attack 
was  upon  his  own  person  as  Head  of  the  Church,  may  cast  him  down  now,  when, 
with  an  unexampled  combination  of  forces  and  wiles,  he  is  making  the  last  great 
assault  upon  His  mystical  body ! 

The  sentence  selected  for  the  candidate  for  Confirmation  immediately  after  he 
has  ratified  his  vows  of  ftuthfulness  to  God  against  the  world,  the  flesh  and  the 
devil,  is  ours  for  this  conflict  witli  the  same  enemies — "  Our  help  is  in  ikenamtof 
like  hord^  who  hath  mads  heaven  and  earth"

Messrs.  Wing,  Guion,  and  S.  A.  Bronson,  and  Messrs.  Edward  H. 
Cumming,  and  Orren  Gilbert. 

The  Rev.  G.  S.  Davis  asked  and  obtained  leave  of  absence  from 
the  remaining  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cumming, 

Resolved^  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  the 
assessment  due  the  General  Convention,  be  referred  to  the  Standing 
Conmiittee  on  Finance. 

Resolved^  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  the 
furnishing  of  the  rooms  in  Bexley  Hall,  be  referred  to  a  Committee 
of  three. 
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Resolved^  That  the  portion  of  ihe  Bishop*s  Address  touching  the 
proposed  addition  to  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Church  in  refer- 
ence to  the  Consecration  of  Foreign  Bishops,  be  referred  to  a  special 
Committee  of  five,  who  shall  report  to  this  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop*s  Address  as  relates  to  the 
system  of  Weekly  Oflferings,  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  five. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Dobb  and  Fairchild,  and 
Dr.  Seymour,  the  Committee  on  Rooms  in  Bexley  Hall.  Also,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Brooke,  Rev.  Messrs.  Morse  and  Britton,  and  Messrs.  B. 
Wells  and  Eben  Boult,  the  Committee  on  the  proposed  addition  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Grcneral  Church.  Also,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Lounsbery,  Richards  and  Killin,  and  Messrs.  Northrop  and  BaylesS) 
the  Committee  on  the  Offerings  of  the  Church. 

Mr.  Cumming  offerered  the  following  Resolution, 

Resolved,  That  the  next  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  be  held  in  Christ  Church,  Springfield. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Killin  moved  as  an  amendment,  that  the  words 
"Christ  Church,  Springfield,"  be  stricken  out,  and  "Christ  Church, 
Dayton,"  be  inserted  in  their  place. 

After  debate,  the  Resohition  and  Amendment  were,  on  motion, 
laid  upon  the  table. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  till  to-morrow  morning  at  9 

o'clock. 

Friday  J  9  o^  clock,  A.  M. 

The  Convention  assembled  pursuant  to  adjournment  After  prayer 
by  the  Bishop,  the  roll  was  called,  and  the  following  Lay  Delegates 
appeared  and  took  their  scats,  viz :  Alexander  H.  Barker,  from  Grace 
Church,  Sandusky  City,  Samuel  Wright,  from  Trinity  Church,  Jef- 
ferson. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  a  special  Committee  of  three  be 
appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  the  fund  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate,  and  to  audit  the  Treasurer's  account  with 
that  fund,  when  presented. 

The  Bishop  appointed  James  L.  Reynolds,  Edward  H.  Cumming 
and  Da\'id  GrifHtli,  the  Committee  aforesaid. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Blake,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  unfinished 
business  of  the  last  Convention,  made  the  following  report,  which, 
on  motion,  was  laid  \ipon  the  table. 

The  Committee  on  unfinished  business  report  the  following  from 
the  Journal  of  the  last  Convention : 

.  Resolued,  That  the  interest  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  demand  a  more 
thorough  knowledge  of  its  past  legislation  as  contained  in  the  Jour- 
nals of  its  Conventions  since  its  organization. 
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Resolvedy  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  charged  with  the  duty 
of  taking  into  consideration  the  practicability  of  republishing  the 
Journals  of  the  several  Conventions  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  from  its 
organization  up  to  the  year  1841,  inclusive. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  and  report  to 
the  next  Convention,  an  abstract  from  the  Journal  of  the  Conven- 
tions of  the  Diocese  from  the  first  to  the  present,  embracing  so  much 
as  shall  exhibit  a  correct  history  of  the  state  of  the  Diocese  from 
time  to  time,  and  the  acts  and  doings  of  the  Conventions,  without 
embracing  the  details  of  daily  proceedings  and  other  matters  of  mere 
temporary  interest. 

All  of  which  were  referred  to  Rev.  Messrs.  Muenscher  and  Wing. 

Resolved,  That  a  Sunday  School  Committee  be  appointed,  to  4»n- 
sist  of  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen,  to  take  charge  of  our  Sunday 
School  Depositories,  and  report  their  condition  and  wants  to  the  next 
annual  Convention. 

Referred  to  Rev.  Messrs.  Guion  and  Sturgcss,  and  Messrs.  Noble 
and  Swan. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Semina- 
ry be  requested  to  invite  twelve  gentlemen  of  the  Diocese,  six  cler- 
gymen and  six  laymen,  to  attend  with  them  the  regular  examinatioai 
of  the  Seminary  and  College,  and  report  to  the  next  Convention.

A  motion  was  made  to  dispense  with  balloting  in  the  election  of 
Delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  which  motion  >vas  negatived. 
At  the  call  of  5  members,  the  ballot  was  then  directe3,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  to  be  taken  by  orders. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  the  afore- 
said Delegation  this  day  at  3  o'clock,  P.  M.  The  following  persons 
were  piit  in  nomination  as  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention. 
Rev.  Messrs.  Burr,  Badger  and  Bury :  and  Messrs.  I.  N.  Whiting,  J. 
B.  Bayless,  and  Belamy  Storcr. 

On  motion,  the  subject  of  nominating  Delegates  to  the  tjreneral 
•Convention  was  recommitted  to  the  Committee  before  appointed,  with 
instructions  to  report  thereon  this  afternoon. 

Demas  Adams,  Jr.,  asked  and  obtained  leave  of  absence  from  the 
remaining  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

The  Committee  of  Examination  made  the  following  report,  which, 
^n  motion,  was  adopted : 
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The  Committee  on  the  application  of  new  Parishes  for  union  with 
diiB  Convention,  report 

That  they  have  examined  the  documents  laid  before  them,  and  find 
diat  St  Paul's  Church,  Euclid,  has  complied  with  the  requisitions  of 
the  38th  Canon,  and  recommend  that  their  application  be  granted. 

In  reference  to  the  application  of  Christ  Cfhurch,  Pen  field,  Lorain 
Co.,  the  Committee  state  that  it  is  defective  in  one  particular,  the 
want  of  timely  notice  to  the  Bishop,  but  as  the  Bishop  is  satisfied 
with  the  notice,  we  recommend  that  this  Parish  also  be  received  into 
union  with  this  Convention.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Dobb  moved  a  verbal  alteration  in  Canon  XV.  Sec. 

2y  80  as  to  read  thus: 

Sec.  2.  A  communicant  changing  his  residence,  and  thus  dissolv- 
ing his  connexion  with  any  Parish,  shall  be  required  to  present  a 
Certificate  of  good  standing  from  the  Minister  of  such  Parish,  or  if 
it  have  no  minister,  from  one  of  its  Wardens,  before  being  enrolled 
as  a  conmiunicant  of  any  parish  in  this  Diocese. 

The  Canon  thus  amended  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Canons.  » 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Sunderland  moved  the  following  additional  clause 
to  Canon  XV.  Sec.  2,  which  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons. 

"  And  that  it  shall  be  made  the  duty  of  each  Rector  to  read  this 
Canon  to  his  congregation  at  least  once  a  year." 

The  Convention  then,  on  motion,  adjourned  till  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Friday,  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Convention  assembled  pursiiant  to  adjournment.     The  Rev. 

A.  Bronson,  Chairman  of  the  Commiltoc  on  Canons,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which,  on  motion,  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  Canon  XV.  Sec.  2,  as 
vefbally  amended  by  Rev.  Mr.  Dobb,  be  adopted  by  the  Convention, 
and  that  the  Convention  pass  the  following  resolution,  as  a  substitute 
for  the  additional  clause  proposed  by  Rev.  Mr.  Sunderland,  to  the 
above  Canon. 

Hesclred,  That  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese  be  read  in  every  Par- 
iah once  in  each  year,  at  the  annual  Parish  meeting  for  the 
election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and  the  Convention  recom- 
mend to  the  Clergy  and  Wardens  in  each  Parish  to  see  that  this  res- 
olution is  carried  into  effect. 

The  Conmiittee  on  the  nomination  of  Delegates  to  the  General 
Convention,  reported  the  same  ticket  as  they  before  reported,  which 
ivas  accepted.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Dem'son  and  Britton  were  appoint- 
ed Tellers,  to  receive  and  count  the  ballots  of  the  Clergy;  and  Messrs. 

B.  Wellfs  and  J.  B.  Buyless,  of  the  I^ity. 
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Rev.  Mr.  Britton,  Rev.  Mr.  Freeman,  and  Mr.  Booth  were  nomi- 
nated as  Delegates  to  the  Greneral  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Dobb,  Chairman  on  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Ad- 
dress as  relates  to  tlic  furnishing  of  the  Rooms  in  Bexley  Hall,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  accepted. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  that  part  of 
the  Bishop's  Address  which  relates  to  the  furnishing  of  the  rooms  in 
Bexley  Hall,  respectfully  report,  that,  in  their  opinion  the  subject  is 
one  of  great  importance,  involving  seriously  the  interests  of  the 
Church  in  the  preparation  of  her  candidates  for  the  pri\'ations,  and 
labors,  and  rewards  of  the  ministr}^  There  are,  no  doubt,  many 
young  men,  anxiously  desirous  to  devote  themselves  to  the  service  of 
the  Church,  who  are  hindered  by  tlio  want  of  moans;  others  a^n, 
who,  partially  supplied,  are  yet  unable  to  incur  the  expense  of  fur- 
nishing themselves  with  such  articles  as  their  necessities  require. 
Your  Committee  have  ascertained  that  t>50  is  a  sum  sufficient  to  fur- 
nish one  set  of  rooms.  What  parish  in  the  Diocese  able  to  sustain  a 
minister  will  not  determine  to  raise  this  sum  during  the  coming  year 
for  this  purpose? 

Your  Committee  bog  leave  to  offer  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved^  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention  the  rooms  in 
Bexley  Hall  should  be  supplied  with  furniture  by  the  Parishes  of 
the  Diocese. 

2.  Resolved^  That  the  clergy  of  the  various  Parishes  be  requested 
to  urge  it  upon  tlieir  congregations  to  make  donations,  during  the 
coming  year,  of  money,  or  of  such  articles  as  are  needed,  and  as 
they  may  find  it  most  convenient  to  supply. 

3.  Resolved^  That  a  set  of  rooms  thus  furnished  completely  by  any 
one  Parish,  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  that  Parish.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Brooke,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  to  which  was 
referred  tliat  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  which  relates  to  the  pro- 
posed amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Church,  made 
the  following  report,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address  which  relates 
to  the  proposed  amendment  of  the  constitution  of  the  general  Church 
in  relation  to  appointment  of  Bishops  for  foreign  coimtries,  beg  leave 
to  report  for  consideration  the  following  resolutions. 

Rrsolved^  That  this  Convention  approve  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ment of  the  Constitution  of  the  general  Church  in  relation  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  Bishops  for  foreign  parts. 
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.Resolved,  That  the  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention  from 
this  Diocese  be,  and  they  are  hereby  instructed,  to  use  all  proper  ef^ 
fort  to  promote  the  passage  of  said  amendment.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Sandels  presented  the  follo^ving  report  of  the  Mis- 
skmaiy  and  Education  Committee,  which,  after  being  read,  was,  on 
oiotion,  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Missions. 

NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OP  THE  MISSIONARY  AND  EDUCA- 
TION COMMITTEE. 

The  Missionary  and  Education  Committee  would  respectfully  re* 
nort  to  the  Convention  that  out  of  the  funds  intrusted  to  their  care  6 
nfianonary  Stations  have  received  aid,  viz :  Cross  Creek,  Rev.  Mr. 
Qmjf  Missionary ;  Akron,  Rev.  Mr.  Freeman,  Missionary ;  Grafton 
mjod  Pittsfield,  Rev.  Mr.  Holden,  Missionary;  Wooster,  Rev.  Mr. 
Fairchild,  Missionary;  Troy,  Rev.  Mr.  Barnes,  Missionary;  St 
PboI's,  Columbus,  Rev.  Mr.  Richards,  Missionary. 

Eight  Beneficiaries  have  received  aid  from  the  Committee,  six 
of  them  students  of  Kenyon  College,  and  two  of  the  Theological 
Seminary. 

The  amount  received  and  paid  out  during  the  year  is  $944,  and 
there  are  still  owing,  to  Missionaries  about  $325  and  to  Beneficia- 
ries about  $230,  in  all  about  $555. 

The  Churches  which  have  contributed  to  the  Diocesan  Missionary 
uid  Education  fund  during  tlie  year,  are  the  following,  viz:

Cleveland,  St.  James',  Zanesvillo,  St.  Peter's,  Delaware,  Trinity 
Church,  Newark,  St  James',  Pnincsville,  All  Saint's,  Portsmouth, 
Trinity  Church,  Columbus,  St  Paul's,  Mt  Vernon,  St.  Paul's,  Me- 
dina, Grace  Church,  Sandusky  City,  St  John's  Worthington,  Christ 
Church,  Liverpool. 

Meetings  have  been  held  in  the  North  Western,  North  Eastern, 
ind  Central  Convocations,  it  is  believed,  with  considerable  benefit, 
&Dd  the  Committee  still  feel  confident  that  these  Missionary  Associa- 
tions, if  faithfully  carried  out,  will  give  increased  efficiency  to  the 
siertions  of  individual  Rectors  and  Parishes. 

The  receipts  of  the  pas^ycar  (as  the  Convention  will  perceive)  are 
^rreater  than  those  of  the  preceding  year,  but  tlie  demands  made  on 
:he  Committee  have  also  been  greater;  for  though  there  are  no  more 
Missionaries  than  heretofore,  not  withstand)  nsf  the  whiteness  of  the 
^elds  unto  the  harv-est,  yet  the  good  I  #ord  of  the  harvest  has  put  it 
into  the  hearts  of  a  greater  number  of  yotmg  men  to  go  out  as  la- 
jOTCTs  into  the  field ;  and  they  are  saying  to  your  Committee,  and 
hrough  them  to  the  Church,  *'ITcre  am  I,  send  mr."     And  when 
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tho  Lord  has  said  to  them,  '^go  work  in  my  vineyard,'*  and  when 
they  are  ready  and  willing  to  go,  your  Committee  dared  not  forbid 
them ;  hut  trustmg  in  the  Church's  liberality,  and  humbly  relying  on 
its  divine  head,  they  have  said  to  them,  "  trust  in  the  Lord  and  go  for- 
ward," <'  your  bread  shaJi  be  given  and  your  water  shall  be  sare," 
*•  verily  ye  shall  be  fed." 

Your  Committee  trust  that  yoix  will  not  impose  on  them  the  paia- 
ful  necessity  of  retarding  these  assurances ;  but  that  such  measures 
will  be  adopted  by  this  Convention  and  carried  out  by  the  several  par- 
ishes as  shall  secure  more  uniform  contributions  to  this  object. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Tellers  appointed  to  collect  and  count  the  ballots  for  Delegates 
to  the  General  Convention,  reported  that  33  ballots  had  been  cast  by 
the  Clergy,  and  30  by  the  Laity,  and  that  by  concurrent  vote  the  fol- 
lowing persons,  having  a  majority,  have  been  duly  elected.

Leave  of  absence  from  the  remaining  sittings  of  the  Convention 
was  granted  to  the  Lay  Delegates  from  Euclid,  Elyria,  Wooster,  and 
Christ  Church,  Cincinnati. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  tul  84  o'clock,  to-morrow 
morning. 

Saturday,  84  o'clock^  A,  M. 

The  Convention  assembled  pursuant  to  adjournment.  After  the 
calling  of  the  roll,  tho  Committeq  of  Examination  verbally  reported 
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that  Frederick  Brown  had  presented  to  them  his  credentials  and  was 
entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  as  a  Lay  Delegnte  from  Christ 
Church,  Hudson.     Mr.  Brown  answered  to  his  name  and  took  his 


On  motion,  the  Convention  resolved  to  proceed  to  the  election  of 
Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary.  A  motion  was  then 
made  to  dispense  with  ballotting,  but  it  did  not  prevail.  At  the  call 
of  five  members,  the  vote  was  directed  to  bo  taken  by  orders.  The 
Bifiiop  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Freeman  and  Dr.  Andrews,  Tellers 
to  collect  and  count  the  ballots  of  the  Clergy:  and  Messrs.  Barber 
and  Harper,  Tellers  to  collect  and  count  the  ballots  of  the  Laity. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Guion,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  appointed  at 
the  last  Convention  in  relation  to  the  Sunday  School  Depositories, 
made  the  following  report,  which,  on  motion,  was  accepted. 

The  Committee  on  Sunday  School  Depositories,  appointed  at  the 
last  Convention,  with  instnictions  to  report  to  this  Cfonvention,  beg 
leave  to  report 

That  they  have  inquired  into  the  condition  of  our  Sunday  School 
Depositories,  and  find  that  there  is  now  on  hand  books  and  cash 
:amounting  to  about  $400.  The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  this 
sum  might  be  increased,  and  that  much  good  would  result  from  the 
establishment  of  a  Depository,  not  only  of  Sunday  School  but  also 
of  Church  Books  and  Tracts. 

They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

jResokred,  That  three  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen  be  appointed, 
who,  with  the  Bishop  as  Chairman  ex-officio,  shall  be  called  a  De- 
pository and  Sunday  School  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
attend  to  the  purchase  and  sale  of  Church  and  Sunday  School  books 
-.and  Tracts,  and  report  annually  the  state  of  the  Depository  to  this 
Convention.

The  clause  in  the  resolution  subjoined  to  the  above  report,  which 
provides  that  the  Bishop  be  chairman  cx-officio  of  the  Committee, 
•was,  on  motion,  stricken  out.  The  Report,  as  amended,  was  then 
.adopted. 

On  motion,  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Canons  was 
taken  up  from  the  table  and  adopted. 

The  Tellers  appointed  to  count  the  votes  for  Trustees  of  the  Gen- 
eral Theological  Seminary  reported  that  24  ballots  had  been  cast  by 
the  Clergy  and  26  by  the  Laity,  and  that  the  following  persons, 
having  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  both  orders,  are  elected 
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Ci^rgy.  Laity.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Fairchild  offered  the  following  resolution,  which, 

on  motion,  was  adopted. 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  acknowledge  with  devout  grati- 
tude to  God  the  assistance  so  seasonably  extended  to  relieve  our  Dio- 
cesan Institution  from  its  embarrassment,  by  our  brethren  of  other 
portions  of  our  Church  and  by  those  periodicals  which  have  given 
their  countenance  to  the  effort. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  unfinished  business  of  the 

last  Convention  having  been  called  up,  Mr.  Cumming  proposed  the 

following  resolutions,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted. 

Resdvedy  That  the  interests  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  demand  a 
more  thorough  knowledge  of  its  past  legislation,  as  contained  in  the 
Journals  of  its  Conventions  since  its  organization. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  be  charged  with 
the  duty  of  preparing  in  manuscript  an  abstract  of  the  Journals  of 
the  Conventions  of  the  Dioceso  from  the  first  to  the  present  time,  so 
as  to  afford  a  correct  history  of  the  past  legislation  of  the  Diocese, 
without  embracing  the  details  of  daily  proceedings  and  other  matters 
of  mere  temporary  interest. 

A  verbal  report  was  made  to  the  Convention,  that  the  attendance 
of  12  gentlemen  at  the  regular  examination  of  the  Diocesan  Semi- 
nary had  not  been  obtained. 

Messrs.  Pratt  and  Boult  asked  and  obtained  leave  of  absence  from 
the  remaining  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bayless,  it  was  resolved  that  the  publication  of 
the  Canons  and  proceedings  of  the  Conventions  in  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio  be  published  by  subscription,  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Messrs. 
Muenscher  and  Wing,  and  that  a  subscription  be  now  circulated  in 
the  present  Convention. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Rev.  Mr.  Bur}-,  which, 
on  motion,  was  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  Canon  IV.  be  so  altered  and  amended  as  to  con- 
form to  the  third  Article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  addition,  after  the 
words,  "one  or  more  lay  delegates,"  of  the  following  clause^  "not 
exceeding  three." 

On  motion,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Smallwood,  Fairchild  and  Brooke, 
and  Messrs.  Mitchell  and  Davis,  were  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  a 
Committee  to  nominate  the  several  Diocesan  Committees. 
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Tho  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  Camming  relative  to  the  place  of 
meeting"  of  the  next  annual  Convention  was  called  up.  Mr.  Cum- 
ming  withdrew  the  name  of  Christ  Church,  Springfield,  and  then 
the  question  was  taken  on  filling  the  blank  with  the  words,  Christ 
Church,  Dayton,  which  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  till  half  past  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Saturday^  2i  o'clock^  P.  M. 

The  Convention  assembled  pursuant  to  adjournment.  After  the 
calling  of  the  roll,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bury  moved  that  Mr.  Aaron  Clarke, 
a  delegate  from  Trinity  Church,  Cleveland,  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in 
this  Convention,  which  motion  prevailed,  and  Mr.  Clarke  according- 
ly took  his  seat. 

The  annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  tlie  Convention  having 
been  laid  upon  the  table,  so  much  of  the  report  as  relates  to  the  Epis- 
copate fund,  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  special  Committee  on 
that  fund,  and  so  much  as  relates  to  the  Contingent  fund  was  referred 
to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  Rev.  S.  A.  Bronson  moved  that  the  place  of  meeting  of  tlie 
next  annual  Convention  be  Trinity  Church,  Columbus.  Amend- 
ments to  this  motion  were  offered,  by  substituting  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Cincinnati,  and  Christ  Church,  Cincinnati.  A  motion  was  then 
made  by  Mr.  Reynolds  to  reconsider  the  vote  passed  in  the  morning, 
rejecting  the  proposition  for  holding  the  next  Convention  at  Christ 
Church,  Dayton.  The  motion  to  reconsider  prevailed:  and  the  ques- 
tion was  again  taken,  shall  the  next  Convention  be  held  in  Christ 
Church,  Dayton?  which  was  decided  in  the  negative.  The  vote  was 
then  taken  on  Christ  Church,  Cincinnati,  and  passed  in  the  affirma- 
tive: so  it  was  determined  to  hold  the  next  Convention  in  Christ 
Church,  Cincinnati. 

The  following  Report,  made  by  the  Financial  Committee  of  the  Dio- 
cesan Theological  Seminar}-,  to  the  Trustees  of  that  Institution,  having 
been  called  for,  was  submitted,  and,  on  motion,  accepted. 

The  Committee  to  whom  the  Treasurer's  report  was  submitted 
have  examined  the  same,  and  feel  satisfied  that  the  accounts  of  that 
officer  atte  correct.  Although  they  have  no  opportunity  of  referring 
to  the  Books  and  vouches  in  the  office. 

A  condensed  abstract  of  the  account  of  Liabilities  and  Assets  show 
the  following  as  the  present  state  of  our  financial  condition.

The  above  exhibit  does  not  include  either  class  of  assets  denomi- 
nated bad  or  doubtful.     Your  Committee  believing  that  as  U^ge  a 
sum  will  probably  be  lost  of  those  denominated  ffood  as  will  be  real- 
ized of  those  denominated  bad  and  doubtful.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Smallwood,  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee 
<m  Missions,  made  the  following  report,  which  was,  on  motion,  ac- 
cepted. 

The  Committee  on  Missions,  to  whom  was  referred  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  to- 
spectfully  State  that  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and 
find  with  pleasure  that  there  has  been,  during  the  last  year,  an  in- 
crease of  funds  applicable  to  Diocesan  Missionary  and  Education 
purposes,  upon  the  contributions  of  the  previous  year,  to  the  amount 
of  $324;  the  whole  sum  received  in  the  twelve  months  ending  this 
Convention  being  $944.  They  are  also  happy  to  learn  that  the 
number  of  beneficiaries  in  Kcnyon  College  and  the  Theological 
Seminary  is  greater  now  by  three  than  it  vraa  a  year  ago.     These 
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things  are  the  more  agreeable  because  no  extraordinary  effort  has 
been  made,  but  the  increase  of  the  funds  appears  to  bo  the  result  of 
a  more  just  and  general  appreciation  of  the  duty  of  giving  to  these 
objects. 

But  whilst  it  is  exceedingly  delightful  to  ^dtness  any  enlargement, 
however  small,  in  the  benemctions  of  the  people  of  God,  the  Com- 
mittee would  call  the  attention  of  the  Diocese  to  the  fact  that  more 
than  $500  are  still  due  in  favor  of  our  missionaries  and  beneficiaries, 
and  they  would  earnestly  invoke  the  immediate  exercise  of  the  be- 
nevolence of  the  friends  of  Zion  towards  the  liquidation  of  this  very 
peculiar  debt, — a  debt  owing  to  individuals  whose  narrow  circum- 
stances will  not  allow  of  delay  in  the  payment  of  tlieir  stipends  with- 
out consequences  of  the  most  painful  nature.  Let  not  the  Church 
suficr  her  laborers,  whom  she  has  sent  out  to  preach  the  gospel,  and 
plant  the  standard  of  Christ  in  new  places,  where  the  most  intense 
eflbrt  is  required,  to  be  diverted  from  their  proper  work  and  shorn  of  no 
small  measure  of  their  usefulness,  by  any  anxiety  about  their  tempo- 
ral support.  Let  her  act  toward  tliem  with  such  faith,- — with  such 
strict  punctuality  in  the  performance  of  her  engagements,  that  her 
missionaries  may  have  no  fear  of  a  moments*  delay  in  the  payment 
of  their  salaries.  Let  every  member  of  the  Church  feel  this  duty  as 
resting  in  part  on  himself,  and  do  what  he  can  for  its  full  discharge. 
Then,  and  not  till  then,  we  may  expect  a  complete  devotion  of  him- 
self to  his  work,  by  him  who  preaches  the  gospel,  and  corresponding 
results  in  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom. 

It  is  manifest,  however,  that  a  diocese  which  contains  more  than 
3000  communicants  should  not  be  content  with  the  contribution  of 
one  thousand  or  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum  to  diocesan  mis- 
sions, and  the  education  of  aspirants  for  the  ministry.  Such  a  sum 
for  each  of  those  objects  would  look  more  like  coming  up  to  the 
measure  of  duty-  This  result  can  unquestionably  be  obtained  by 
proper  means  for  calling  out  the  liberality  of  our  people.  And  it  is 
hoped  that  means  may  be  devised  which  will  be  of  permanent  utili- 
ty, and  not  merely  of  temporary  and  transient  efiect.  Certainly  each 
congregation  may  contrioute  to  the  objects  of  the  Missionary  and 
Education  Committee  an  annual  sum  equal  to  one  dollar  for  each  of 
its  communicants.  Let  the  call  be  distinctly  made  at  the  monthly  or 
other  communion  seasons,  as  suggested  by  the  Bishop's  Address,  and 
it  can  hardly  be  doubtful  tliat  a  satisfactory  response  will  bo  obtain- 
ed. Not  only  will  communicants  contribute,  but  every  baptized 
member  of  the  Church  may  be  expected  to  give  freely  according  as 
the  Lord  may  have  blessed  him  with  temporal  possessions. 

It  should  never  be  forgotten  that,  in  consequence  of  the  action  of 
the  General  Convention  of  1835,  ours  is  pledged  to  be  a  Missionary 
Church,  if  indeed  any  open  and  distinct  pledge  be  necessary  to  clothe 
the  Church  with  a  character  essentially  comprehended  in  her  origin- 
al constitution,  by  which  she  is  ordained  for  self-extension  by  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel  to  every  creature.  At  any  rate,  by  the  most 
solemn  recognition  of  her  obligations,  our  communion  now  stands 
bound  to  the  cause  of  Missions,  and  each  one  of  her  members  bv 
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baptism  is  engaged  to  do  whatever  he  can  for  their  promotion.  The 
Committee,  therefore,  trust  that  the  people  of  our  Church  will  unite 
heartily  in  fulfilling  the  duties  thus  devolved  upon  them,  and  that, 
in  view  of  the  immense  claims  for  the  prosecution  of  Missions  aris- 
ing from  the  continually  opening  fields,  no  single  individual  will 
shrink  from  the  most  zealous  support  of  this  department  of  the  work 
of  God. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Lounsbery,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Month- 
ly Offerings,  submitted  a  report,  which,  after  being  amended,  was 
adopted  as  follo^v8. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  as  relates  to  the  system  of  MDnthly  Oflerings,  beg  leave  to 
make  the  following  report.  The  subject  before  the  Committee  they 
regard  as  one  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  vital  interests  of  the 
Church.  No  intelligent  christian  can  do  otherwise  than  recognise 
the  obligation  to  do  what  he  can,  by  his  prayers,  his  example  and 
his  substance,  for  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom.  No 
one  whose  heart  is  truly  and  deeply  imbued  with  the  love  of  the 
gospel  will  wish  to  he  excused  from  such  participation.  The  w^arm- 
hearted  disciple  of  Jesus  will  rather  detnaiid  it,  as  the  inherent  right 
and  blessed  privilege  of  his  discipleship.  On  these  broad  principles, 
your  Committee  understand,  are  based  the  Missionary  character  and 
claims  of  the  Church  ;  and  on  these  rests  her  imperaiive  demand  that 
every  one  of  her  baptized  children  should  freely  impart  of  his  sub- 
stance, "according  as  God  hath  prospered  him,*'  towards  that  great 
work  which  it  is  the  Church's  special  duty  to  maintain  and  carry  on. 

But  the  question  before  the  Committee  is  not  of  obligation^  but  of 
the  manner  of  dischargiitg  that  obligation.  In  selecting  a  plan  for 
doing  this,  the  prominent  objects  to  be  attained  are  simplicity,  regular- 
ity and  efficiency.  There  should  be  as  little  as  possible  of  machinery 
and  parade.  The  supplies  obtained  should  be  uniform,  and  such  as 
could  always  be  depended  on.  Some  reference  ought  to  be  had  to  the 
amount  of  funds  likely  to  be  obtained  by  it,  but  much  more  to  its  spir- 
itual influence  upon  the  hearts  of  those  who  adopt  it.  For  all  these 
purposes  the  Committee  know  of  no  plan  so  well  adapted  as  that  re- 
commended in  the  Address  of  our  Bishop,  viz:  Monthly  contributions 
under  the  reading  of  the  Offeitorj^  Whether  connected  with  month- 
ly Communion,  or  separate  therefrom,  the  Committee  would  leave  for 
the  Ministers  of  the  parishes  themselves  to  decide. 

But  the  Committee  would  respectfully  suggest  that  much  less  de- 
pends upon  the  system  adopted  than  upon  the  manner  and  spirit  in 
which  that  system  is  carried  out.  The  poorest  plan,  universally 
adopted,  anJ  steadily  carried  forward,  will  effect  much  more  in  a  giv- 
en time,  than  the  most  perfect  system  in  the  absence  of  a  hearty  co- 
operation and  an  unwearied  zeal.  The  very  limited  siicceirS  of  former 
years  they  attribute  not  so  much  to  any  defect  of  our  plan,  as  to  the 
fact  that  in  most  of  our  parishes  there  has  been  nothing  like  uniform* 
habitual,  systematic  contributions,  at  all.  And  their  present  aim  is 
not  so  much  to  mend  a  system  as  to  secure  rooperniitm ;  from  every 
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minister,  from  every  parish — from  every  individual  in  the  whole 
Diocese,  conscientious,  uniform,  hearty  co-operation. 

Actuated  by  these  considerations  the  Committee  would  respectfully 
recommend  to  the  Convention  the  adoption  of  the  following"  resolu- 
tions, viz:  « 

Resolved^  1st.  That  habitual,  systematic  co-operation  in  the  benevo- 
lent operations  of  the  Church,  is  not  a  voluntary  scivice,  but  the  sa- 
cred, binding  dutif  of  every  one  of  her   members. 

Resolved^  2dly.  That  every  parish  in  this  Diocese  is  hereby  earnest- 
ly recommended,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  adopt  (he  system  of  weekly 
or  monthly  contribution,  under  the  offertory.

The  Rer.  Mr.  Lounsbery  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following  res- 
olution, additional  to  those  contained  in  the  above  report. 

Resolved^  That  the  Ministers  of  the  Diocese  here  assembled  are  re- 
quested to  pledge  to  our  Diocesan  Missionary  and  Education  Com- 
mittee, on  behalf  of  each  parish  during  the  current  year,  a  sum  equal 
to  one  tenth  of  their  respective  salaries. 

This  resolution,  afler  discussion,  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  Convention  then  resolved  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Trea- 
surer for  the  ensuing  year.  Bai lotting  being  on  motion  dispensed 
with,  Henry  B.  Curtis,  Esq.,  having  been  nominated,  was  unanimous- 
ly re-elected  Treasurer. 

The  reading  of  the  Parochial  Reports  was,  on  motion,  dispensed 
with. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Fairchild  submitted  the  following  resolutions,  which^ 
on  motion,  were  adopted. 

Resoircdj  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention,  assisted  by  two 
other  gentlemen,  be  a  Committee  to  publish  the  Journal  of  the  Con- 
vention, together  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  and  that  the  number  be  700  copies. 

Resolved,  That  the  Editor  of  the  Western  Episcopalian  be  request- 
ed to  publish  in  that  paper  the  Parochial  Reports,  as  soon  as  practica- 
ble. 

The  Bishop  appointed  Rev.  Messrs.  Wing  and  Fuller  to  assist  the 
Secretary  in  the  publication  of  the  Journal. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Muenschcr  olFercd  the  following  resolution,  which, 
on  motion,  was  adopted. 

Rrsolced,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be,  and  they  are, 
hereby  affectionately  tendered  to  the  congregation  of  St.  Timothy's 
Church,  and  to  the  citizens  of  Massillun  generally,  for  their  christian 
hospitality  and  kindness  lo  the*  ninnbov.<«  of  this  (invention  at  its  pres- 
f'nt  session 


.) 
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On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Swan, 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  statement  of 
the  state  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  for  the  General  Conyention: 
said  Committee  to  consist  of  the  Clerical  Delegates  to  the  Greneral 
Convention. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Denison,  it  was  voted  to  dispense  with  the 
reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceeding  days  of  this  session.     The 

Convention  then  adjourned  to  meet  after  Divine  Service  in  the  even- 
ing. 

Saturday,  Evening  Session, 

Mr.  Reynolds,  Chairman  of  the  special  Committee,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopate  Fimd,  sub- 
milted  the  following  report,  which,  on  motion,  was  accepted. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  and  report  upon  the  con- 
dition of  the  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  to  audit  tho 
Treasurer's  account  as  far  as  it  relates  to  said  fund,  have  discharged 
that  duty  and  respectfully  report, 

That  they  have  examined  the  account  of  the  Treasurer  and  believe 
it  to  be  correct,  and  while  unusual  promptitude  and  liberality  has  been 
manifested  on  the  part  of  many  parishes,  there  are  a  few  wnich  have 
signally  failed  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  in  this  respect. 

There  appears  to  be  now  due  the  Bishop  on  last  year's  salary,  ailer 
deducting  the  $500  remitted  by  him,  the  sum  of  $396.29  beyond  the 
means  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  to  liquidate.  And  your  Committee 
cannot  but  believe  that  a  sufficient  sum  to  discharge  this  obligation 
will  speedily  be  realized  from  delinquent  parishes. 

It  will  be  recollected  that  the  Canon  directing  the  method  of  provi- 
ding this  fund  comtemplatcs  its  payment  semi-annually  in  advance. 
But  the  practice  hitherto  has  been  to  pay  very  little  of  it  until  the  ez- 
piration  of  the  year. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  clergy  and 
laity  particuJarly  to  this  fact,  and  express  the  conviction  that  earlier 
attention  to  the  subject  would  obviate  the  existing  difficulties  attendant 
UDon  collectino-.

The  Committee  report  the  present  Liabilities  of  the  Conven- 
tion to  be — for  printing  Journal  of  1843,  $136  10, 
Assessment  of  the  Diocese  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion, $33  50,  and  a  bal.  of  previous  dues,  $221  92,    $391  52 

The  amount  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  to  meet  the  above 
is  $261  89,  leaving  a  balance  of  $129  63,  to  meet 
which  there  is  due  on  assessments  from  the  Parishes  $356  63 
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Out  of  which  sum  it  is  presumed  sufficient  will  bo  realized  to  meet 
said  liabilities.  • 

In  the  above  statement  there  is  no  provision  made  for  the  payment 
of  the  Delegates  to  the  next  General  Convention.  Still  the  Commit- 
tee do  not  deem  it  expedient,  under  existing  circumstances,  to  recom* 
mend  any  increase  upon  the  assessments  made  by  the  last  Convention; 
and  they  thci- uic  lic-ori,  for  adoption  by  Convention  the  same  ratio 
of  assessments  adopted  last  year. 

Mr.  Cumming  offered  the  following  Resolution,  which,  on  motion, 

was  adopted. 

Resolved.  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  be  directed  to 
take  immediate  measures  to  procure  the  services  of  a  suitable  agent 
to  visit  every  Parish  and  every  Episcopalian  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio, 
and  solicit  contributions  in  money,  or  in  such  property  as  may  be  con- 
verted .into  money,  which,  as  fast  as  received  by  the  Trustees  of  said 
fund,  shall  be  funded,  and  the  interest  arising  thereon,  added  to  the 
principal,  until  the  same  shall  amount  to  $10,000:  and  shall  then  be 
paid  over  to  the  Episcopate ;  and  the  Trustees  be  furnished  by  the 
Secretary  with  a  copy  of  this  resolution. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cumming, 

Resolved.,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be,  and  they  are,  here- 
by tendered  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  for  the  efficient  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  his  office,  during  the  past  year. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Blake  was  then,  on  motion,  appointed  to  audit  the 
accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Commit- 
tee. 

The  Convention,  after  singing,  prayer,  and  the  Episcopal  benedic- 
tion, adjourned  sine  die,

of  tbit  Churcb,  wbere  be  bad  labored  for  more  than  thirteen  years.  There,  where  at 
Um  co«ai€ne«ment  of  bia  labors  there  was  no  parish,  but  2  communicants — no  cborch  edi- 
flet,  DO  Episcopal  Fanday  School — he  had  tbe  happiness  to  see  at  the  time  he  left,  a  parish 
Bomberfng  upwards  of  60  families,  with  63  communicants  (one  of  which  was  added  after 
tbe  last  CoDTention)  a  substantial  church  edifice,  now  entirely  out  of  debt  .«ave  a  small 
kalftDce  due  the  lele  rector,  and  an  encouraging  Sunday  School.  When  this  parish  was  or* 
gaaiaed  it  was  the  second  Li  the  Miami  Valley  north  of  Cincinnati;  now  il  is  only  one  out 
of  six.  Baptisnis  of  infants  since  last  Convention  to  the  time  of  his  leaving,  7.  May 
God  abundantly  bless  the  labors  of  his  successor  for  Jesus*  sake. 

TRINITY  CHURCH,  CINCINNATI.

The  Rev.  Ethan  Allen  reports  to  the  Bisliop,  thai  on  the  last  SabbatK  of  December  last  he 
commeiieed  bis  services  In  connection  with  thhi  Tarlab,  and  continued  them  till  the  first  of 
Jalj ,  when  becoming  satisfied  that  tbe  services  which  he  had  conducted  in  the  chapel  of 
Woodward  Coiiege  would  not  matertelly  fbrther  the  interests  of  the  parish,  tliey  were  die- 
continued.  He  found  a  Sunday  school  in  operation  when  be  eame  here  which  is  still 
continued.  Besides  officiating  54  times  in  this  parish,  be  has  preached  6  times  in  Grace 
Cbareh  In  this  city,  3  times  at  St.  Paul's,  5  at  Christ  Church,  6  times  in  Covington,  Ky., 
and  2  In  Newport,  Ky.,  3  times  in  Kanawha  Co.,  Va.,  2  in  Hamilton,  Ohio,  6  limes  in 
Dayton,  2  in  Mt.  Vernon,  and  2  in  Springfield,  Clark  county,  Ohio. 

Tbe  church  edifice,  the  corner-stone  of  which  was  laid  by  you  on  the  l(Kb  of  April  last

TiM  preaent  rector  began  his  dntiey  in  tlix  parish,  in  October  last,  and  has  since,  with 
ilnr  cxceptione,  officiated  once  every  Lord's  day.    Daring  the  winter  months,  an  exposi 
lory  Itetore  on  Thursday  evening  was  nistaincd  by  the  Dishop,  to  whom  the  parish  Is 
■ader  great  obligations  for  hii  valuable  services  and  long-continued  care.     A  monthly 
■tarfomiry  meeting  la  held  in  connexion  with  the  Society  of  Inquiry,  composed  of  siudenif 
In  Kcnyoo  College  and  the  Theulocicsl  Sen;inary,  when  reports  are  read  respecting  the 
varioua  portlona  of  the  missionary  tield;  and  through  the  exertions  of  the  members  of  this 
foetety,  tha  circulation  of  the  Spirit  of  Missions  in  the  pariah  has  been  increued.     In  the 
Sunday  School,  which  is  In  n  \)goroua  condition,  are  00  schJars  and  16  teachers,  snd 
the  library  for  their  use  has  iKicn  very  considcruhly  enlarged.     In  the  vicinity,  are  three 
other  Sunday  Schools,  taught  by  College  and  Seminary  students,  which  include  105  pu- 
plia.    This  •'cbaritalile  work**  could  with  advantage  be  very  greatly  extended.    The  Ken- 
yon  College  Bible  Society  having  undertaken  to  supply  one  half  of  Knox  county  with  the 
Holy  Bcriplurea,  three  townships  htve  during  the  year  been  visited  by  students,  wiio  die- 
.trUmted  Bn  copies  of  the  whole  Bible,  and  105  copies  of  the  New  Testament 

Since  the  last  Convention,  there  have  Iteen  10  baptisms,  1  adult  and  9  infants;  and  5  Ba 
riala.  The  grave  jard  attached  to  Rosse  Chape!  i^  often  used  by  the  people  of  the  neigh* 
ftorhood  who  are  not  connected  with  the  parish,  i)erliaps  in  some  instances  with  the  feeling 
by  a  young  man,  who  died  during  the  last  winter,  about  40  miles  distant.  It 
a  wild,  secluded,  neglected  region  where  he  livedo  no  church  near — no  minister  of 
th»  Lord  Jesut  to  visit  him  during  hie  painful  sickness,  and  point  his  anxious  soul  to  ihe 
Limb  of  God  that  taketh  away  the  sin  of  tlic  world.  But  if  he  must  waste  away  and  die 
■thai  deetitute  of  the  minlstraticns  of  the  Gospel,  he  could  not  endure  the  thought  of  be- 
ing thus  Interred.  "Bury  me  in  some  religioua  place**  was  his  last  injunction  to  his  strick. 
.«a  parents.  ••Where?"  asked  his  father.  **In  Gnmbierj'*  was  his  reply,  where,  when  a 
tey,he  had  once  resided:  and  though  it  was  midwinter,  and  the  roads  were  intlieir  rough- 
er state,  end  the  weather  was  the  severest  of  the  season,  for  two  cold  and  tedious  days 
did  his  father  and  mother,  a  communicant  In  the  CInirch,  slowly  follow  the  body  of  their 
son,  that  they  might,  in  compliance  with  his  dying  request,  lay  it  down  in  a  *»phce,*' 
where  the  religion  of  Clirisl  is  known  and  honore.l,  there  to  sleep  tiU  He,  who  is  the  Re- 
lamctioii  and  the  Life,  shall  bid  the  mouldering  dust  live  again.  While  the  freezing 
whid  waa  bowling  through  the  lenfloss  trc»«s,  T  rend  over  him  our  service  for  the  Bu- 
rial  of  the  Dead,  and  as  1  turned  away  from  his  hnlf  filled  grave  and  his  weeping  relatives, 
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and  vralked  towardf  my  study,  and  reflected  on  aJI  the  circQintUocM  of  hli  affacflag 
1  ihonght  tlitt  wldom  had  I  listened  to  to  ImpreMive  an  appeal  In  behalf  of  ptaurtlsg  Ib^ 
Institutions  of  the  Churcli  among  the  growing  multitude,  who  are  our  fUlow  cMmm 
Tery  neighbors. 

Connected  with  families  in  Gambler  are  70  Commoniuinti,  among  the  ■tndents  38,  mak 
ing  the  whole  number  9^.     The  Lord*s  Supper  is  administered  the  first  Sunday  of 
month  when,  at  the  reading  of  the  ^'Offertory,**  the  *'alms  and  oblations**  of  tile  congre 
gation  arc  received.    The  sum  thus  collected  during  the  year  amounts  to  $202  54; 
which  $59  87  \\as  for  Missions  within  the  Diocese,  and  54  15  for  the  use  of  the 
Committee.    These,  with  other  contributions,  amounting  to  68  50«  has  enabled  the  par 
ish  to  remove  its  name  from  the  list  of  delinquents  on  the  Journal  of  the  ConTentlon 
In  addition,  the  Ladies*  Sewing  Circle  has,  hy  the   proceeds  of  their  Faift  bald  at  t 
Commencement  season,  contributed  over  S200  towards  the  completion  of  Romo  Chapel 
whicli,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  entirely  finished  in  the  course  of  a  ftw  montbr.

Prior  to  that  time,  having  preaching  only  one 
Sunday  in  four,  and  no  pastor  residing  among  them,  their  pplriiual  condition  oppeared  to 
be  on  the  decline.  The  spirit  of  the  true  Church  appears  now  to  he  reviving  among  that 
people  I  have  tlicre  a  Sabbath  School  of  almut  60,  who  appear  well.  One  ezerelae  la, 
attending  to  the  responses,  in  which  about  40,  take  an  active  part.  The  Veatrymen  are 
about  to  sec  if  they  can  raise  sufSciont  strength  to  rebuild  their  Church,  with  a  basement 
Btory.  which  we  very  much  need.  Church  going  and  the  Sabbath  are  better  regarded  than 
formerly;  and  on  the  whole,  the  congregation  is  advancing  Zion-ward. 

While  I  reside  at  i^pringfield,  and  niopt  of  my  labors  are  there,  I  preach  regularly  and 
visit,  every  other  Sunday  and  week,  in  the  north-cast  part  of  Caroll  county.  There  I 
have  some  ten  or  twelve  families  formerly  brought  up  to  the  Church,  who  are  greatly  re- 
vived rnd  encouraged  to  enjoy  Church  privilc^'cs  once  more.  I  have  administered  the  sa- 
crament of  the  Lord's  Supper  to  them,  to  their  great  comfort,  and  Baptized  10  children 
late.  These  families  live  among  some  hundreds  of  people  who  are  like  sheep  scattered,, 
without  a  shepherd.  Many  self-ordalned  preachers  are  coming  and  going  among  them. — 
My  congregation  among  them  consists,  s'cadily,  of  thejfamilies  above  mentioned,  and  aome. 
times  of  the  house  overflowing,  of  comers  and  goers,  to  hear  some  new  thing.  I  havi 
there  a  Sabbath  School  of  from  15  lo  50  at  diflerent  times.

RULES    OF    ORDER. 

I .    The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  Introduced  by  prayer. 

II.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing, 
or  shall  aflcrwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

III.  After  the  first  day,  the  minuter  of  the  preceding  day  shall  bo  read  each 
morning,  corrected,  if  necessary,  anrl  approved.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Conven- 
tion, the  wliolc  proceedings  of  the  nittings  shall  be  read. 

IV.  No  member  shall  absent  hunself  from  the  service  of  the  House,  unle«  be 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

V.  At  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  when  the  President  has  taken  the  Chair, 
the  Secretary  of  the  preceding  Convention,  if  present, — if,  not.  some  other  pefifon 
appi>intcd  by  the  Chair,  ahall  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and 
enter  o?i  the  minutes  the  names  of  these  present.  He  shall  then  call  the  names  of 
llic  Parishes  entitled  to  representation:  and  the  Lay-delegates  of  each  parish  shall 
place  their  cerlificalcs  on  the  Secretary's  table;  after  which  the  President  shall  de- 
clare the  Convention  to  bo  duly  organized  and  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

VI.  The  first  liusiness  of  the  Convention  shall  bo  the  election  by  ballot  of  a 
Secretary,  who  sball  have  power  to  appoint  an  assistant.  After  which  the  Presi- 
dent shall  appt)int — 1.  A  ComviUiee  of  E.cnminnHon^  to  consist  of  two  clergymen 
and  one  layman,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  matlcri:  relative  to  the  right  ol  Mem- 
bership, and  Certificates  of  Lay-delegates,  aad  Incorporation  of  Churches,  and 
llioir  Admission  into  Union  with  the  Convention.  2.  A  CommiUcc  on  Unfinished 
Business^  to  consist  of  one  clergyman  and  one  layman.  After  the  Committee  of 
Examination  has  reported  the  names  of  the  Lay-delegates  entitled  to  seats  in  Con- 
vention, the  President  shall  appoint  the  following  Standing  Committees: — J.  A 
CommiUcc  oj  Viiianc\  to  consist  of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen;  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  the  Treasurer's  Report,  and  Assessment  of  the  Parishes,  and  all 
matters  of  a  financial  nature  not  specifically  referred  to  any  other  committee.    2.  A 
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itttf  on  Missions^  to  coDsist  of  two  clergymen  and  one  layman;  to  whom 
w  referred  the  Report  of  the  Misaionary  and  Education  Committee  of  the 
w,  and  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  these  subjects.  3.  A  Commidec  on 
ts,  to  consist  of  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen,  to  whom  new  canons  and 
nUkons  and  amendmcnta  of  existing  canons  shall  bo  referred. 
.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  House, 
U,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  strict- 
bo  point  in  debate. 

L  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate  without  leave 
House. 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  continue 
r  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question  is  put,  shall, 
iviaon,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  persoiially  interested  in  the  discussion.

OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  Tl 

DIOCESE  OF  OHIO. 


ARTICLE   I. 

This  Church,  m  a  constituent  part  of  the  ProteBtant  Episcopal  ChoR 
United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  and  adopts  the  constitution  of  thtt 
and  acknowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE    II. 

There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  on  the  seeon 
day  after  the  first  Wednesday,  in  September,  of  every  year,  nnlcss  other 
Tided  by  a  preceding  Convention,  and  at  such  place  as  shall,  in  like  nu 
provided.  But  if  the  place  should  not  bo  appsinted  by  the  preceding  Coi 
it  shall  be  determined  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese;  or  in  case  of  a  vaoan 
Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Bishop,  with  such  clergy 
lay-delegates  as  shall  at  any  time  be  duly  assembled  in  Convention,  shall  c 
K  quorum,  provided  that  in  a  case  of  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  Um 
of  the  Bishop,  such  clergymen  and  lay-uelej^ates  as  shall  duly  assemble,  c 
a  quorum,  but  in  the  latter  case  only  so  far  as  to  adjourn  to  the  next  day^ 
the  absence  of  the  Bishop  continue,  the  business  of  the  Convention  shall 

ARTICLE    II  I. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen.  The  Bi 
every  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  canonically  in  charge  of  a  congregation : 
^ith  this  Convention — or  employed  as  a  Missionary  under  the  ccclcsiastica] 
0  of  the  Diocese — or  regularly  engaged  as  an  instructor  in  any  incorporal 
nary  of  learning,  or  who  is  prevented  by  age  and  infirmities  from  the  pul 
ces  of  the  ministry  shall  be  members  of  this  Convention,  provided  that 
show  that  they  have  been  at  least  six  months  in  the  Diocese  as  above  : 
Elach  regularly  organized  church  or  congregation  in  canonical  union  ' 
Church,  shall  send  to  the  Convention  one  or  more  lay-delegates;  not  e: 
three,  unles^s  when  two  or  more  congregations  or  churches  are  united  u 
▼cstry,  when  delegates,  as  above  provided,  may  \ye  sent  from  each.  The  < 
of  each  congregation  or  cimrch  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  only.  No  pc 
der  ecclesiastical  censure  or  process,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Conn 

ARTICLE    IV. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  Special  Conventions  when  he  nwy 
important  to  the  good  of  the  Church;  or  when  applied  to  for  that  porpoi 
Standing  Committee;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  oi 
absence  of  the  Bishop  from  tho  Diocese  for  six  months,  the  Standing  C< 
shall  have  power  to  call  a  Special  Convention,  and  shall  do  so  if  applied  t 
purpose  by  any  five  Presbyters  or  Vestries  of  the  Diocese.

ARTICLE    V. 

The  Bishop  iliall  preside  in  the  Convention,  and  shall  open,  or  cause  it  to  be 
'fpeoed  with  prayer.  If  there  be  no  Bishop  present,  the  Convention  shall'be  called 
'It  order  by  the  Secretary,  and  shall  elect  a  President  from  among  tho  Presbyters. 

ARTICLE    VI. 

At  ercry  Annual  Convention,  after  a  viva  voce  nomination,  a  Secretary  shall  be 
chosen  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next  annual  Convention.  His  duty 
Aall  be  to  take  minutes,  and  record  all  proceedings  of,  the  Convention;  to  attest 
ib  public  acts— preserve  its  records— notify  the  parishes  of  the  times  and  places  of 
41  slated  and  special  Conventions,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his 
.  mocessor,  all  books  and  papers  relative,  and  belonging  to,  the  Convention,  which 
■ay  be  in  his  charge. 

ARTICLE    VII. 

Oflloers  of  the  Convention,  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  and  members 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  elected  by  joint  ballot  of  the  clergy  and  laity, 
and  a  majority  of  votes  shall  bo  required  for  an  election.  In  case  of  a  failure  or 
to  elect  any  officers  or  annual  committee,  the  persons  last  elected  shall 
to  serve  till  others  be  chosen.  EUections  by  ballot  may  be.dispensed  with 
■hj  a  nnanimoas  vote  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE    VIII. 

Tbe  Standing  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  each  annual  Convention  and  shall 

•connst  of  three  clergymen  who  are  Presbyters,  and  of  three  Laymen  who  are  com- 

jDonicants  in  s<Mne  church  in  the  Diocese.    The  officers  of  said  Committee  requir- 

•ed  by  the  4th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  shall  be  appointed  at  their  first 

Heeling.    Any  three  of  the  Committee,  the  whole  being  summoned,  provided  one 

bs  a  Presbyter,  shall  bo  a  quorum  for  tho  transaction  of  business  when  convened 

liUie  request  of  the  Bishop.    At  all  other  meetings,  a  majority  of  the  members 

diaU  be  necessary  to  a  quorum.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  Secretary  of  this  Com- 

■ittee  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  proceedings  in  a  book  provided  for  that  par- 

ion;  to  preserve  tbe  originals  of  all  papers  or  letters  addressed  to  the  Committee, 

iDittflst  their  acts,  and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  which  in 

vktns  of  his  office  may  have  been  committed  to  him.    Tho  minutes  of  the  Com- 

Mttee  and  all  pipers  in  their  hands  relative  to  the  Church,  shall  be  subject  to  the 

mwrinition  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Convention.    Vacancies  occurring  in  the 

Cflnmittee  shall  be  supplied  by  vote  of  the  remaining  members. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  annual  Conven- 
ticn;  or  in  a  special  Convention  called  for  that  purpose  at  least  sixty  days  before 
^time  appointe<l;  the  object  being  stated  by  notice  in  writing,  and  sent  by  the 
8«istaiy  of  the  Standing  Committe  to  every  clergyman  and  vestry  ot  tho  Diocese. 
Tksdection  shall  be  conducted  as  follows:— The  clergy  shall  vote  by  ballot  for 
ttMwiitable  person  for  the  office  of  Bishop,  and  a  majority  of  the  clergy  present 
^determine  the  choice.  A  nomination  thus  made,  shall  be  communicated  to 
<ke  liy-membcrs,  who  shall  proceed  to  vote  by  ballot  whether  to  rectivs  or  reject  it, 
^ntjority  of  whom  shall  be  necessary  to  confirm  the  election. 
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ARTICLE   X. 

The  clergy  and  lay-delegates  in  Convention,  shall  dcfiberftte  in  oiie  b 
•hall  vote  as  such  on  all  questions  not  otherwise  provided  for;  except  wh( 
by  orders  is  called  for  by  five  members.  In  such  a  case,  the  concurrenec 
orders  shall  be  necessary  to  give  validity  to  a  measure — and  on  every  qur 
votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present,  or,  if  required  by  five,  the  votes  of  a 
of  those  present  of  the  two  orders  respectively  shall  decide. 

ARTICLE   XI. 

The  mode  of  Altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows : — A  propoi 
amendment  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention,  in  writing,  and  if  appcov 
lie  over  till  the  next  annual  Convention,  and  if  then  approved  by  two-1 
the  two  orders  voting  separately,  the  change  shall  take  place;  and  the  Con 
thus  altered  shall  be  obligatory. 


CANONS 
OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  TH 

DIOCESE  OF  OHIO. 


CANON   I. 

Of  the  TRrAL  op  a  Clehgvman  not  bring  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  tbi 
be  guilty  of  any  misconduct  for  which,  according  to  Canon  XXXVII 
General  Convention,  ho  is  liable  to  be  tried;  application  shall  be  made  in 
with  the  name  of  every  one  engaged  in  the  application  subscribed,  to  the  S 
Committee;  and  if  it  appear  to  them  that  the  evidence  is  sufficient  to  d( 
trial,  they  shall  forthwith  present  the  clergyman  to  the  Bishop,  acc4>rdin 
presentment  being  made  in  writing,  and  specifying  with  as  much  accurac) 
■ible,  the  offence  or  offences,  with  particulars  of  time,  place  and  circumstani 

evprv  r.lnrmrmnn  nC  thin  Dirv*««aA  mnv  ftw  himwiir  ronnmtt  nf*  thp  S!tAnr1mfr  C 
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levied,  thall  ibrm  a  Board  for  tlie  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  fchall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to 
time  and  from  place  to  place,  (but  always  within  this  Diocese)  as  they  shall  think 
necessary. 

Sec.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board 
shall  be  served,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused;  and  also 
on  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by  their  President,  or  one  of  their  number  whom 
they  may  appoint  for  the  purpose,  shall  prosecute  the  case  and  present  such  oral  or 
documentary  evidence  to  substantiate  the  accusation,  as  they  may  be  able  to  obtain* 

See.  4.  If  at  the  time  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  whole  number  be 
not  present,  then  those  present  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time;  and  if  it  shall  appear 
improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  those  who 
do  attend,  being  not  fewer  than  three,  shall  proceed  to  trial,  and  a  majority  shall 
decide  all  questions  and  render  judgment. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall,  before  tJie  appointment  of  a  Board  for 
liis  trial,  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts  of  whioli  ho  is  accused,  the  Bishop  may  im- 
mediately proceed  to  pass  sentence;  if  he  shall  not  thus  confess,  he  shall  l>e  consi- 
dered as  pleading  not  guUty. 

Sec.  6.  In  case  a  Clergymen,  presented  and  notified  as  above  directed,  shall  not 
app?ar  before  the  Board  appointed  fur  his  trial,  the  Board  may  proceed  as  if  ho 
were  present,  unless  they  sliould  sec  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day.  And  if  tho 
accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  apptar  before  the  Board,  aAer  due  presentment 
and  notification,  and  no  sufficient  reason  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  be  given,  the 
Board  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  and  sentence  of  su{>pension 
from  the  ministry  shall  pass  against  hun  accordingly;  but  the  sentence  may  be  re- 
versed by  the  Bishop,  if  nrithin  three  calendar  months,  the  accused  shall  tender 
himself  rca<ly,  and  accordingly  appear  and  receive  his  trial;  but  if  he  shall  not  so 
tender  himself,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  facts  alledgcd  in  the  presentment,  shall 
proceed,  if  he  think  proper,  to  pass  sentence  of  degradation  from  the  ministry. 

Sec.  7.  At  their  first  meeting,  the  Board  shall  chooao  a  President  from  their 
own  number,  and  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  from  their  own  number  or  otherwise, 
as  they  may  determine,  and  Ix^fore  proceeding  to  trial,  they  shall  adopt  and  declare 
the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted;  provided  however,  that  no  layman 
shall  advocate  for  either  party  in  the  trial;  though  both  parties  mny,  at  their  option 
employ  or  consult  legal  or  othrr  advisers. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  th(>y  shall  hear  such  evidence  as  may 
be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  Secretary,  and  sign- 
ed by  the  witnesses  respectively;  and  some  officer,  authorized  by  law  to  administer 
oaths,  may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  n  quested  to  administer  an  oath  or  af- 
firmation to  the  witnesses;  and  the  examination  of  witnesses  and  all  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  trial,  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  accused. 

Sec.  9.  Application  being  made  to  the  Bishop  by  either  parJy,  setting  forth 
satisfactorily,  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the 
Bishop  may  appoint  some  clergyman  or  Inyman  to  act  as  a  commissioner  to  take  the 
testimony  of  such  witness;  and  the  party  applying  as  above,  shall  give  to  the  other 
party  at  least ^ft'?  days  notice  of  the  lime  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And 
if  the  person  or  pi^rsons  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  serve<l,  reside  more  than  forty 
miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  djiVK  notice,  oxrlusive  of  Snn- 
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daJi  ^^^^  ^  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  aaid  distance.  AnJ 
both  parties  moy  attend  and  examine  the  witness;  and  the  questions  and  answers 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the 
Commissioner,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the  Board  and  re- 
ceived by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined  before  such  Commissioner,  may 
be  sworn  or  afllrmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sec.  10.  The  Board,  after  considering  the  evidence,  shall  declare  in  a  writing 
signed  by  ihem  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in 
the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guilty  or  not 
guilty  of  sueh  charges  respectively;  which  decision,  together  with  the  evidence  and 
an  attested  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  accmn- 
panied  with  an  opinion  of  the  Board,  as  to  what  sentence  should  be  pronounced^- 
whereupon  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be 
proper,  provided  the  same  do  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by 
the  Board,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  But  the  Bishop,  if  satisfied  that  jua« 
tico  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Board 
of  Presbyters  shall  be  appointed,  inf-liulinir  none  of  those  who  sat  upon  the  former 
trial,  before  which  Board  the  proceedings  ithall  be  conducted  as  before  provided. 

Sec.  11.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  connected  by  consanguinity  or  affinity 
with  the  party  accused,  he  may  request  some  other  Bishop  to  express  his  judgment 
on  the  decision  made  by  the  Board,  to  which  judgment  the  Bishop  of  the  Dioceae 
shall  conform  in  passing  sentence  or  granting  a  new  trial.  And  if  the  Diocese  be 
▼acant,  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  request  the  services  of  auch 
Bishop  as  they  may  find  most  convenient  for  the  performance  of  all  such  acta  aa 
are  by  this  Canon  required  to  be  dome  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON    II. 

Op  the  Vestry  op  a  Church, 

Sec.  1.  In  every  Church  of  this  Diocese,  aHer  prayer,  there  shall  be  an  annual 
election,  on  Easter  Monday,  of  a  Vestry,  consisting  of  not  less  than  five,  and  not 
more  than  ten  members,  who  shall  continue  in  ofiice  till  their  successors  are  ap< 
pointed.  Two  of  these  vestrymen  shall  be  designated  on  the  ballot  to  serve  aa 
Wardens, — one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  tiie  Senior  Warden  of  the  Parish — 
who,  in  the  absence  of  the  rector,  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  Vestry.  In  hia 
absence  the  Junior  Warden  shall  preside.  The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Secretary 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings — attest 
the  public  acts  of  the  Vestry — preserve  all  records  and  papers  belonging  to  the 
Parish — ^perform  such  other  dutios  as  shall  be  legally  assigned  him,  and  faithfully 
to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  all  books  and  documents  belonging  to 
the  Parish  that  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Sec.  2.  In  electing  a  Vestry,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  has  not 
aigned  tho  article  of  Parochial  Association;  and  who  is  not  a  holder  or  renter  of 
one  entire  pew;  and  when  two  or  more  persons  shall  hold  or  rent  a  pew,  they  shall 
be  entitled  jointly  to  one  vote.  In  those  parishes  in  which  there  are  no  pews  hel^ 
or  rented,  no  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  ia  not  a  contributer  to  the 
Church  to  such  an  amount  as  the  respective  parishes  shall  appoint. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  Vestryman  who  is  not  a  pew  holder,  or  a 
tiualificd  voter  in  the  xnrish  for  which  he  is  elected,  and  a  bona  fide  member  thereof 
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Soc.  4.  If  any  Vesiryman  shall  be  guilty  of  scandalous  or  immoral  conduct,  or 
■ball  be  notoriously  immoral  in  his  general  character,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Minister,  or  in  case  there  shall  be  no  Minister,  of  the  Senior  Warden,  to  present 
bim  to  the  Vestry,  who  shall  have  power,  on  being  satisfied  of  his  guilt,  to  expel 
bim,  provided  always  that  at  least  two-thirds  concur  in  such  expulsion,  and  that 
the  person  expelled  shall  have  a  right  to  appeal  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the  property  of  the 
Church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to  elect  and  call  a  Minister  and  pro- 
vide for  his  maintenance,  to  keep  order  in  the  Church  during  the  celebration  of  Di- 
vine worship,  and  in  general  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  Minister  in  whatever  is  appro- 
priate to  laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel;  it  being  understood  always 
that  the  sjHritual  concerns  of  the  Church  are  under  the  exclusive  direction  of  the 
Minister,  in  subordination  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority  and  laws  of  the  Diocese. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  the  elements  for  the 
Lord's  Supper — to  collect  the  Alms  at  the  administration  of  the  same;  to  keep  an^ 
disburse  such  alms  in  case  the  Church  is  destitute  of  a  Minister — and  while  the 
Church  is  destitute  of  a  Minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  worship 
and  the  instruction  of  the  congregation  by  occasional  clerical  servicee  or  by  lay- 
reading  as  circumstances  may  permit. 

Meetings  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  called  by  the  Rector,  or  in  his  alisence  by  the 
Senior  Warden;  and  the  Rector,  or  in  hrs  absence,  the  Senior  Warden  shall  call 
meetings  at  the  request  of  two  members  of  the  Vestry.  And  the  Vestry  may 
adjourn  from  time  to  time  at  their  pleasure. 

(Parishes  now  incorporated  are  excepted  from  any  parts  of  this  Canon  interfere 
feriog  with  their  Articles  of  Association  or  By-laws.) 

CANON    III. 

Of  the  Admission  of  a  CnuRcn  or  Congreusation  into  Union  with  tbe  Pro. 

TESTANT  Episcopal  CnuRcn  In  this  Diocese. 

To  enable  a  church  or  congregation  to  be  received  into  union  with  the  Chuicfa 
in  this  Diocese,  it  shall  be  necessary  that  the  Vestry  submit  to  the  Convention 
{heir  Articles  of  Association;  or,  if  incorporated,  their  Charter,  or  a  copy  thereof, 
duly  authenticated  according  to  law;  and  further  that  it  be  made  to  appear  that 
such  church  or  congregation  has  acceded  to  the  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  and  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  this  Diocese.  A  certificate  shall  also  be  produced  from  the  Bishop — or 
in  case  of  his  absence  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate — from  a  majority  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  that  notice  was  given  him  or  them,  at  least  one  month  before 
the  Convention,  of  the  organization  having  taken  place. 

CANON    IV. 

Attendance  on  Conventio.n,  and  REacisiTEs  for  the  Admission  or 

Lay- Deputies. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  clergymen,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  to  at- 
tend the  68Lmc,  and  of  every  church  or  congregation  in  union  with  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  to  send  one  or  more  Lay-Delegates  to  the  Convention,  not  exceeding^ 
•hree,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  from  among  the  Communicants  of  th«. 
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church  or  congrcga-tion  to  l)0  rrprescntcJ,  and  shall  exhibit  to  the  Convention  a 
certificate  signed  bythe  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  by  llio  Rector,  or  by  one  of  the 
Wardens,  in  substance  as  follows,  viz: — 

This  is  to  certify  that  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of 
Church  held  on  the  day  of  A.  B., 

who  is  a  communicant  of  good  standing  in  said  Church,  was  appointed  a  Lay- 
Delegate  to  represent  the  same  in  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  to  be  holden  on  the  day  of 

in  the  year  of  our  Lord  fcjigncd 

Parishes  already  incorpi>ratcd  arc  excepted  from  so  much  of  tfic  above  Canon,  ^5 
would  interfere  with  their  Articles  of  Incorporation,  or  Association. 

CANON    V. 

A  List  to  be  made  or  the  Misisters  in  tue  DfocESE. 

Sec.  I.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of  tliis  Dio- 
cese, the  Bishop  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  List  of  the  Ministers  canonically  re- 
sident in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  Cures  or  Parishes  or 
Stations  as  missionaries;  or  of  the  institutions  of  learning  duly  incorporated,  in 
which  they  are  engaged— and  in  regard  to  such  as  arc  not  engaged  in  Parishes  or 
Missions,  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above — their  places  of  residence  only, — 
specifying  at  the  same  time  who  of  any  class  are  Deacons— but  no  clergyman, 
while  suspended  from  the  ministry  shall  have  a  place  on  such  list.  And  such  list 
shall  bo  laid  before  the  Convention  immediately  after  it  shall  have  been  called  to 
order,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  meml)ers  called  therefrom.  The  same  shall  be 
appended  to  tlie  Journal,  and  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  When  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  to  a  scat  in  'the  Convention  is  dis- 
puted, it  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  third  article  of  the 
Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself,  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list 
aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

C  A  N  O  N    V  1 . 

O.v  P.iRisii  Registers  and  Pahochml  Reposts. 

Sec.  1.  Every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  Register  of  all  the  Bap- 
tisms, Confirmations,  Marriages  and  Funerals,  solemnized  by  him:  or  in  his  par- 
ish by  any  other  Episcopal  minister :  specifying  the  names,  and  times  of  birth  of 
the  children  baptized,  together  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors;  the 
names  of  the  adults  baptized,  and  also  of  the  witnesses  of  the  baptism;  the  name€ 
of  those  confirmed,  and  by  whom;  the  names  of  the  parties  married,  and  of  per- 
sons buried;  and  also  the  time  of  each  rite  respectively.  This  Register  shall  he 
kept  by  the  Minister,  in  a  book,  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  belonging  to  the  Vestry 
of  thtt  Church  which  he  ser^'es:  which  book  shall  be  called  the  Parish  Register, 
and  shall  ba  considered  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  parish. 

Sec.  2.  In  addition  to  the  Register  above  name<],  the  Minister  of  each  Parish 
shall  keep  a  list  of  the  Communicants  and  of  Families  within  his  cure — specify- 
ing the  time  whca  the  former  became  communicants  of  the  Church  under  hi^ 
charge,  and  whether  by  removal  from  the  communion  of  ^omr  other  Church  or 
otherwise. 
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Sec.  3.  Every  Miniitcr  of  this  Diocese  shftll,  on  or  before  the  day  of  every  an- 
nual Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop — or  if  there  be  no  Bishop — to  the 
President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  marriages, 
funerals,  and  persons  confirmed  within  his  cure  since  the  last  Convention,  and  also 
of  the  number  of  communicants,  8pecif3ring  tho  removals  and  deaths,  also  the  addi- 
tions to  the  eommunion,  and  whether  the  last  have  been  by  removal  from  tho  com- 
munion of  other  churches  or  otherwise,  since  the  last  Convention — and  also  of  the 
number  of  pa[nls  and  teachers  connected  w'th  Sunday-school  instruction  in  the 
parish — and  of  the  number  of  persons  connected  with  Bible-class  instruction,  and 
of  any  Missionary  or  other  benevolent  societies,  and  of  all  contributions  for  bene- 
volent objects,  by  subscription  or  public  collections,  together  ifvith  a  concise  state- 
ment of  whatever  ether  matters  of  fact  may  be  important  in  showing  the  state  of 
the  parish. 

CANON   VII. 

Op  Vacant  Congr£qation8. 

Whenever  a  Parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  immcdr- 
sScly  to  give  notice  to  the  Bishop. 

CANON  vin. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

The  Convention  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  annual  meeting,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  7th  Articlo  of  the  Constitution,  four  clergymen  out  of  Prcsbytets 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  four  Laymen  who  shall  be  in  good  stand- 
ing as  communicants  in  some  church  in  union  with  the  Diocese,  to  act  as  Deputies 
from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention — which  Deputies  shall  continue  in 
oflSce  until  their  successors  are  choseB.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  tho  Deputies- 
elect,  to  signify  to  the  Bishop  on  some  day  at  least  three  weeks  before  the  meeting 
of  the  Gieneral  Convention,  whether  they  will  attend  or  not,  to  the  duties  of  their 
offiea.  In  defiuilt  of  which  signification,  or  in  case  of  tho  declining  of  any  to  at* 
tend  the  General  Convention,  the  Standing  Committee,  on  notification  from  the 
Bishop,  shall  proceed  to  appoint  as  many  clerical  or  lay-deputies  as  may  be  necessa- 
ry to  constitue  a  full  representation  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  person  or  persons  so 
delegated,  being  furnished  with  the  certificate  of  tho  Secretary  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  shall  have  all  tho  rights  of  deputies  elected  by  tho  Convention.  In 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  tho  notification  on  tho  part  of  the  deputies- 
elect  above  required,  shall  be  made  to  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON    IX. 
On  Lay  Readers. 

« 

None  shall  bo  considurtHl  as  authorized  to  officiate  as  a  Lay-reader  in  this  Dio- 
cese, except  in  cases  of  particular  emergency,  without  a  written  license  from  the 
Bitfhop:  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  tho  Episcopate,  from  the  Standing  Conuuittre; 
and  Lay-readers  shall  in  all  cases  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  11th  Canon  of 
the  General  Conv»»nlion.

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CANON   X. 

Or  Preparino  a  Report  on  the  State  of  the  Ciiurcu. 

In  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  recommendation  contained  in  the  5l8t  Canoo  of 
the  Gieneral  Convention,  a  Comouttee  of  tho  Convention  of  thie  Diooete,  shall  be 
appointed  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  same,  next  before  every  stated  meeCisg  of  the 
General  Convention,  to  draft,  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of  the  Bishop,  a  rr» 
port  of  the  state  of  the  Church,  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Convention. 

CAKON   XI. 
Of  tbb  Secretart  op  the  CoNVEimox. 

Sec.  1.  In  addition  to  the  duties  assigned  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  in 
^e  6th  Article  of  tho  Constitution,  it  is  made  his  duty  to  send  to  the  Mmister,  or 
in  case  there  be  no  Minister,  to  the  Wardens  of  each  parish  in  union  with  tho 
Convention,  not  loss  than  four  weeks  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
a  notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  tho  said  meeting,  together  with  the  Fcmn  of 
a  Parochial  Report— and  a  Form  by  which  to  certify  the  Appointment  of  \jty^ 
deputies,  together  with  tho  Assessment  laid  upon  the  parish  for  the  expensea  of  the 
Diocese. 

Sec.  S.  He  {shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  tho  Bishops  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan 
Convention,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese — as  weU  as 
ef  any  Charge  or  Pastoral  Xjetter  recently  published— and  to  the  Geneial  Conven- 
tion^ a  Certificate  of  the  Appointment  of  Clerical  and  Lay-depatiee. 

CANON  XII. 

Of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  1.  At  every  stated  Convention,  there  shall  be  elected  a  Treasuier  of  the 
Convention,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  disburse  all  monies  ooUeeted  nn. 
der  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and  of  which  the  collection  and  distribution 
shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the 
Convention  and  examined  by  a  committee  of  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  tho  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  supplied  by^ 
a  person  chosen  by  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall  continue  in  oflke  until  an 
election  is  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON   XIII. 

Of  Missions,  and  op  EIducation  for  the  Ministry. 

Sec.  1.  Tho  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  missionary  institution,  and 
every  part  thereof  pledged  by  the  Christian  profession  to  the  support  of  the  Mis. 
sionary  work;  and  the  education  of  young  men  for  tho  Ministry  being  absolutely 
necessary  to  the  furtherance  of  the  gospel  in  tho  same  work— it  is  solemnly  urged 
upon  every  member  of  tho  Church,  that  he  consider  his  Christian  profession  aa  in< 
volving  direct  obligation  to  promote  those  objects. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  in  this  Diocese  to  instruct  thj» 
people  of  hifl  charge  in  relation  to  tlicse  objects.    And  it  is  recommended  to  every 
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member  of  the  Church  to  lay  by  him,  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  itore  for 
these  porposee,  as  GKxl  hath  prospered  him,  according  to  the  apostolic  direction.— 
I  Cor.  ZTi.  1. 

Sec  3.  There  shall  be  appointed,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  a 
Committee  connsting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  ez-officio,  and  eight  other 
members— four  clerical,  (bur  lay— elected  by  ballot,  to  be  called  the  Missionary  and 
Education  Committee;  to  which  shall  be  committed  the  appointment  and  regula* 
tioQ  of  Beneficiaries,  the  appointment  of  Missionaries,  and  Missionary  Stationsi 
and  the  making  of  all  appropriations  of  money  for  either  object. 

See.  4.  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  the  contributors  to  designate  to  which  pur- 
pose, and  also  to  which  branch  of  the  Missionary  cause,  if  such  be  the  designation, 
their  contribution  shall  be  applied.  If  no  designation  be  made,  it  shall  be  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Committee. 

Sec  5.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  preside  in  all  meetings  of  the  Com- 
mittee, when  he  is  present — ^if  absent,  a  chairman  pro  tern,  shall  be  appointed. 

See.  6,  The  Committee  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  place,  and  on  the  first  day, 
of  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  at  such  other  times  and  places  as 
4he  President  may  from  time  to  time  appoint,  or  as  may  be  found  convenient  on 
their  own  adjournment.  Four  attending  members  shall  be  a  quorum;  and  every 
meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Sec  7.  No  Benefidary  or  Missionary  shall  be  appointed -without  the  written 
consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case,  there  be  no  Bishop^  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  same,  which  consent  shall  be  entered  on  the  Minutes. 

Sec.  8.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Coomiittee,  the  Secretai^  of  the  same 
shall  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  year  then  terminated — which,  with 
the  Treasurer's  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Convention,  and  published  in  its  Journal,  either  entire  or  in  part. 

See.  9.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer  who  shall  be 
ex*efikio  members  of  the  Committee.  Vacancies  during  the  recess  of  the  Con  ven- 
tioB,  may  be  supplied  by  the  Committee.  No  monies  shall  be  pud  by  the  Treasa- 
€«r,  but  by  aa  order  of  the  Committee,  signed  by  the  President 

CANON   XIV. 

For  the  Support  of  the  EIpisco^ate. 

Sec.  1.  Every  Minister  shall,  on  or  about  the  fifteenth  of  April  of  every  year, 
eoUcit  the  sum  of  one  dollar  from  each  communicant,  whom  he  may  deem  able  to 
pay  the  same,  and  transmit  the  amount  so  obtained  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  On  or  about  the  fifteenth  day  of  September  of  each  year,  the  Vestry  of 
ervery  parish  shall,  through  their  ^rish  collector,  or  otherwise,  solicit  from  every 
house-holder  or  pew-holder,  who  is  not  a  communicant,  the  like  sum  of  one  dollar, 
to  betransmttted  forthwith  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  Out  of  the  sums  so  received,  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  to  the  Bishop  the 
■am  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  The  sum  to  be  paid  in  equal  semi-annual 
instalments. 
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CANON    XV. 

Of  Lay  Discipline. 

Sec.  1.  Any  communicant,  who  shall  absent  himself  for  ono  year  from  th« 
communion,  without  reasons  satisfiictory  to  the  Rector,  may  be  suspended  from  the 
communion. 

Sec.  2.  A  Communicant  changing  his  residence,  and  thus  dissolving  his  con- 
nection with  any  parish,  shall  bo  required  to  present  a  certificate  of  good  standingp 
from  the  Minister  of  such  parish,  or  if  it  have  no  minbtcr,  from  one  of  its  War- 
dens, before  being  enrolled  as  a  communicant  of  any  parish  in  this  Diocese. 

CANON    XVI. 
Of  Contingent  EIxpenses. 

There  shall  be  annually  assessed  by  the  Convention,  upon  the  several  parislies 
in  the  Diocese,  according  to  their  ability,  an  amount  sufficient  to  defray  the  oontim 
gent  expenses  of  the  Church.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into  the  tretraiy 
of  the  Convention,  shall  bo  applied  to  the  following  objects :  1.  To  defray  the  txa- 
vclling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  to  the  General  Convention.  2.  To  pay  the  pottages 
of  the  Bishop  3.  To  pay  the  quota  assessed  on  the  several  churches  in  the  Dio- 
cese by  each  General  Convention,  for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof.  4.  To  pay 
for  publishing  the  Journals  of  the  Convention  and  such  other  documents  as  may 
be  ordered  by  Convention.  5.  To  defray  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  deiical 
delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  not  exceeding  $50  to  each  delegate.  6.  To 
pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  presbyters  attending  ecclesiastical  trials. 

CANON  xvir. 

Of  Alterations  in  the  Canons  and  Additions  TnERETO. 

No  proposition  to  alter,  or  add  to,  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  considered 
by  the  Convention,  except  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  after  one  day's  notice  thereof 
given  in  open  Convention;  nor  (unless  by  unanimous  consent,)  until  it  shall  have 
been  reported  on  by  a  Committee  of  at  least  two  clerg3rmcn  and  two  laymen.  Nsf 
shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during  the  same  Convention,  if  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  not  concur  therein;  but  in  such  cabe  the  same 
(unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of  the  votes)  shall  lie  over  for  consideration  till  tht 
next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

CANON   XVIII. 

Repealtno  of  former  Canons. 
All  former  Canons  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  repealed. 
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ACT   OF   INCORPORATION 
OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE   BISHOP'S  FUND  OF  THE  PROT- 
EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  OHIO. 


"An  Ad  to  Incorporato  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

See.  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Benjamin  Gardiner,  John  Mctthews,  and  John  C.  Wright,  and  their  successors  in 
office,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  corporation  and  body  politic,  by  the  name 
and  itjfle  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  by  which  name  they  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  made  capable 
of  ncemngy  holding  and  disposing  of  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  which  may  bo 
in  them  invested,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  within  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  by  which  name  they  may  sue 
and  be  sued,  and  in  relation  to  the  property  in  them  invested,  do  and  perform  every 
Kt  necessary  for  the  receiving,  safe  keeping,  using  and  disposing  of  the  same  to 
the  best  advantage:  provided  that  the  actual  value  of  the  property  invested  as  afare- 
*ud,ihan  not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars,  nor  the  annual  income  therefrom  fifleen 
hundred  dollars. 

"Sec.  2.  Bo  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  of  the 
Protestant  EpHCopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  shall  be  elected  triennially 
by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  shal(  continue  until  their  succes- 
wn  are  duly  appointed;  and  this  corporation  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  be  al- 

l«  toed,  new-moddcled,  or  repealed,  as  the  General  Assembly  may  deem  useful;  pro- 
vided that  no  alteration,  modification  or  repeal,  shall  divert  the  use  of  said  fund 
^^  its  original  destination,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be,  making  provision  for

^^tsolvcd^  That  a  Cominittco  of  three,  of  which  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall 
^  one,  be  appninteil  to  re-organize  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and 
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Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese,  draw  up  the  nccoAUoy  Bj-Law« 
appoint  a  Treasnrcr,  receive  the  subscriptions  of  members,  and  do  all  such  otb«r 
matters  in  relation  thereto  as  may  be  necessary,  in  the  promises,  and  report  to  Ihm 
next  Convention." 

In  accordance  with  the  tenor  of  the  alK>ve  resolution,  the  Bishop  appoints]  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Mucnscher  and  Wing  the  Conmiittce  to  carry  into  effect  its  provi- 
sions. 

The  Committee  have  had  a  meeting  in  relation  to  the  matter  entrusted  to  them 
and  have  drawn  up  the  following  fundamental  Laws  and  Rules  for  the  govemnenl 
of  the  Corporation,  subject  to  such  amendments  and  alterations  as  the  next  Coo- 
vention  may  see  fit  to  make.  The  Committee  have  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wing 
tlic  Treasurer  pro.  tern.,  who  will  receive  all  monies  which  may  be  wnt  to  Ub^ 
and  make  such  an  investment  of  them  as  shall  enal)le  members  to  retliae  the  con^ 
templatod  benefit  at  once.  In  order  to  this  those  who  wish  to  become  memben 
should  forward  their  annual  subscription  as  soon  as  practicable. 

The  Treasurer  will  also  thankfully  receive  any  donations  and  contributioa» 
which  benevolent  individuals  may  think  proper  to  make  to  this  fund.

"  AN  ACT  to  provide  a  fund  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Childran  of  the 
Clergy  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

"Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  this  General  AxsemMif  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  Thai  M. 
T.  C.  Wing,  William  Sparrow,  John  P.  Bausman,  James  McEIroy,  Ethan  Alien, 
R.  V.  Rogers,  B.  P.  Aydelott;  Alvah  Sanford,  A.  Guion  and  William  Preston 
clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  such 
clergymen  in  the  orders  and  communion  of  the  said  church,  as  may  hereafter  be- 
come their  associates,  and  shall  be  contributors  to  the  funds  of  the  corporatiim 
herein  erected,  and  as  may  bo  admitted  into  the  said  corporation  by  a  majority  of 
the  members  thereof,  for  the  time  being,  shall  bo,  and  they  and  their  euoceMon  on 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic  forever,  by  the  name  of  "l%e 
Corporation  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Children  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Plo* 
testant  Epis^copal  Church  of  the  State  of  Ohio,"  and  by  the  same  name  thejand 
their  successors,  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  capable  in  low  of 
taking,  holding  and  alienating  any  estate,  real  or  personal .  Provided,  that  the  an- 
nual income  of  such  property  shall  not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  The  members  of  the  said  corporation  and  their  successors,  may  meet  at 
such  time  and  place  as  a  majority  shall  agree  upon,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  mcb 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  porpoee  of  tUi 
Act :  Provided  that  such  rules  bo  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  and  constitution  of 
this  State. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  corporation  and  their  successors,  by  the  name  aforesaidf 
shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  licing  sued,  pleading  and  lK*ing  impleaded  in  all 
courts  of  justice  whatsoever,  and  that  it  shall  bo  lawful  for  them  and  thdr  snoociH 
«ors  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  change  at  their  pleasure,  and  shall  iia 
general  have  and  exercise  all  such  privileges  as  are  by  law  incident  and  neccsmy 
to  a  corporation  of  this  kind,  to  enable  them  to  carry  into  effect  the  designs  of  this 
Act;  for  the  benefit  and  succour  and  relief  of  the  widows  of  such  clergymen  of  tbo 
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Protctftaut  Episcopal  Church  aforesaid,  agreeably  to  such  rules  and  by-laws  as 
iMj  be  established  for  tho  management  and  payment  of  annuities  to  the  said 
wUows,  and  for  the  education  of  tlieir  children,  and  settling  them  in  some  useful 
bouneas  or  profession:  Provided  also,  that  any  future  Legislature  may  alter, 
amend  or  appeal  this  Act,  provided  such  appeal  shall  not  infringe  any  vested  rights.

FUNDAMENTAL   LAWS, 

F^  the  MoMOgemcni  of  the  Funds  and  Payment  of  (he  Annuities  of  the  Corpora- 
U0mfeir  ike  RdieJ  of  the  Widoics  and  Children  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Protestant 
Efiseopal  Chvjch  in  Ohio, 

1.  The  yearly  contributions  of  the  clergy,  whose  widows  and  children  shall  be 
hereby  entitled  to  annuities,  shall  be  five,  ten,  fifteen  and  twenty  dollars,  —called 
danei  or  rates. 

2.  Each  contributor  shall  abide  by  that  rate  or  class  which  he  first  chooses;  ex^ 
cept  on  the  following  conditions :  If  he  desire  to  go  from  a  lower  to  higher  class, 
be  aiiall  pay  the  difference  between  his  former  and  his  new  rate  of  subscription  for 
all  the  yeen  in  which  he  has  paid  tlie  smaller  sum,  together  with  tho  interest  there- 
on computed  at  the  compound  rates.  If  he  change  from  a  higher  to  a  lower,  he 
■ball  be  repaid  the  difference  between  his  two  rates  of  subscription,  during  the  term 
of  ilia  sahfcrihing,  without  any  interest  thereon. 

3.  The  fint  eontiibution  shall  be  paid  in  advance,  that  is,  on  the  persons  be- 
'^"■^"g  a  member  of  tho  Corporation. 

4.  Each  contributor  shall  pay  his  annual  contribution  to  the  Corporation  on  o^ 
hafbre  the  eecond  day  of  the  meeting  of  tho  annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
Epbeopal  Chmch  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  under  the  penalty  of  12^  per  cent  per  an- 
num, oa  hif  original  subscription,  for  each  year's  default,  and  whensoever  the  pen- 
alty ihaU  amount  to  the  whole  sum  heretofore  subscribed  by  him,  this  sum  shall  be 
facfeilad  to  the  Corporation,  and  ho  be  no  longer  considered  as  a  contributor,  ex- 
mtfL  he  shall  afterwards  comply  with  such  terms,  as  to  the  Corporation,  may  appear 
c^iutahle  and  expedient. 

5.  Should  any  member  choose  to  withdraw  from  the  Corporation,  he  shall  re- 
fofe  no  coDfjpensation  for  the  money  which  he  has  contributed;  but  his  widow  and 
diBdren  shall  be  entitled  to  10  per  cent,  upon  the  money  coutributcd.  And  an^ 
contributor  removing  from  the  State,  although  he  can  no  longer  be  considered  as  a 
Mober  of  the  Corporation,  may  remain  a  contributor,  and  he,  and  aflcr  his  death 
hti  wife  and  children  shall  be  treated  .is  is  directed  by  the  laws  of  the  Corporation. 
fin  if  it  should  be  inconvenient  for  him,  aflcr  his  removal,  to  continue  his  subscrip- 
tioD,  he  shall  then  l)e  repaid  Uie  sum  which  he  sliall  have  advanced,  penalties  ex- 
xpbd,  with  legal  interest  on  each  contribution,  during  the  time  the  Corporation 
■^  have  used  the  money. 

^    If  a  clergyman  die  before  he  shall  have  completed  five  annual  payments,  hi:* 
'^Ij ohall  be  entitled  to  an  annuity  of  three  timc^  his  annual  contribution:  if  ho 
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nhall  have  paid  fxvc  and  less  than  ten,  thoy  shall  receive  an  annuity  of  four  tiiucs 
his  annual  contribution*,  if  ten  and  less  than  fiiWn,  they  shall  be  paid  an  annuity 
of  five  tunes  his  annual  contribution;  and  if  fifteen  or  upwards,  they  shall  then 
reeeivo  an  annuity  of  six  times  his  annual  contribution — and  no  annuity  shall  be 
considered  as  having  bccoms  due  to  the  family  of  any  contributor,  till  one  year 
from  his  death. 

7.  Annuities  shall  l>o  paid  widows  during  life,  unless  they  marry  again:  in 
which  case  their  annuities  shall  cease  and  fall  to  their  children  entirely:  and  chil- 
dren, if  males,  shall  enjoy  annuities  until  they  be  twenty  one  years  old;  if  females, 
until  they  he  twenty-five  years  old,  unless  they  previously  marry,  upon  which  their 
annuities  bhall  ccaso. 

8.  If  there  be  a  child  and  no  widow,  such  child  shall  be  cntited  to  the  whok 
annuity,  during  the  time  that  he  or  sho  continues  to  bo  an  annuitant;  but  if  there 
be  more  than  one  child,  and  no  widow,  the  annuity  shall  be  equally  divided  amoD<r 
them  till  they  sevornlly  marry  or  exceed  the  age  of  annuitants;  which  annuity 
shall  be  laid  out  in  their  education  or  apprenticeship,  with  the  advice  of  such  guar- 
dians or  executors  as  the  father  may  have  nominated,  and  if  none  such  shall  have 
Itcen  nominated  by  the  father,  then  in  such  manner  for  the  benefit  of  the  child  or 
children,  as  the  Corporation  shall  direct. 

9.  If  there  be  a  widow  and  one  child  the  annuity  shall  be  equally  divided  be- 
tween them :  but  if  the  widow  marry  or  die  before  the  cliild  shall  have  attained,  if 
a  male,  twenty-one  years;  or  if  a  female,  twenty-five,  the  whole  of  the  annuity 
shall  l>elong  to  such  child,  during  the  period  to  which  he  or  she  may  be  entitled 
thereto.  And  if  the  child  should  die  before  tho  .mother,  or  when  tho  child  may 
come  to  the  age  herein  prescribed,,  the  whole  of  the  annuity  shall  go  to  the  mothtr, 
she  having  remained  a  widow,  and  shall  be  enjoyed  by  her,  during  the  period  of 
her  natural  lite,  if  she  remain  a  widow;  but  if  she  should  marry  again,  nothiDg 
Khali  be  paid  her  aOcr  the  poriod  of  her  marriage.  If  thiTe  be  a  widow,  and  two 
or  more  children,  tho  widow  shall  have  one-third,  during  her  widowhood,  or  natu- 
ral life,  and  the  remainder  shall  lie  equally  divided  among  the  children:  and  if  a 
child  should  die,  or  when  such  child  may  arrive  ut  the  ago  of  twenty-one  years,  if 
a  male,  or  twenty-five,  it  a  female,  his  or  her  share  shall  be  enjoyed  by  the  remain- 
ing children,  till  the  male  or  males  arrive  at  tho  age  of  twenty-one,  and  the  female 
or  females  at  the  age  of  twenty-five:  provided  always,  that  when  death  shall  have 
reduced  the  number  of  children  to  one,  or  the  arrival  of  tho  children  at  the  ago 
herein  pre8cril)cd  shall  have  reduced  the  children  entitled  to  annuities  to  the  num- 
ber of  one,  the  annuity  shall  be  equally  divided  l)etween  such  child  and  tho  widow, 
during  tho  [period  of  her  natural  life,  or  of  her  remaining  a  widow:. and  that  if 
death  should  removo  all  the  children,  or  when  they  may  have  arrived  at  the  ages 
herein  prescribed,  tho  whole  of  tho  annuity  go  to  the  widow,  if  she  be  still  alive, 
and  remaining  a  widow;  and  be  enjoyed  by  her  during  the  period  of  her  naturti 
liie,  or  tho  term  of  her  widowhood.  Dut  it  shall  be  always  lawful  for  a  member  of 
the  Corporation  to  make  such  disposition  by  his  will,  ot  the  rights  to  which  his 
subscription  may  have  entitled  his  family,  as  he  may  sec  fit. 

10.  The  donations  which  may  bo  made  to  tho  Corporation,  shall  conslilutc  a 
neparate  fund,  the  benefit  of  wliich  shall  be  applied  to  tho  relief  of  such  fiunilies  of 
the  members  of  tho  Corporation  as  require  peculiar  assistance;  and  as  it  caiiuot  Ik- 
Hscerlained  what  annuity  such  a  fund  niny  yield,  it  i<liall  remain  with  the  Corpora- 
tion to  npplv  this  monny  a«  Ihc  n^»cc.s^i^y  oi'  ihi;  ca^c  ^^-hall  to  llicm  appear  to  require' 
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But  upDn  the  death  of  a  contributor,  whose  family  the  treasurer  may  believe  to  be 
in  want  of  the  asitbtance  of  this  fund,  it  shall  bo  lawful  for  him  to  opply  to  their 
relief  toch  a  turn,  as  ho  may  think  it  can  aObrd,  according  to  the  time  wliich  may 
elapse  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  Corporation. 

11.  The  Corporation  shall  have  power  to  alter  tho  annuities  agreeably  to  the 
rate  of  interest  that  can  be  obtained :  but  no  alteration  shall  take  place  from  a  sup- 
position that  there  are  too  few  annuitants  for  the  funds.

A  candidate  recommended  by  the  Standing  Committc  of  any  church 
destitute  of  a  Bishop,  if  he  shall  have  resided  the  greater  part  of  the  last  three  yean 
within  the  Diocese  of  a  Bishop,  shall  apply  to  such  Bishop  for  ordination,  and  shall 
produce  the  usual  testimonials,  as  well  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  tlie  Dio- 
cese in  which  he  has  resided,  as  from  the  Committee  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese 
for  which  he  is  to  be  ordained.

ADDRESS: 
I3h£tiiren  op  the  Clergy  and  Laity  op  the  Diocese  op  Ohio  : 

Wc  have  been  permitted,  in  the  gracious  providence  of  our  blessed 
Lord,  naain  to  meet  to;jcthcr  to  conjult  for  the  promotion  of  the  kingdom  of  God- 
'•  WArrc  ftco  nr  tkfcc  arc  i^4Xth^:ra  O^iic/hcr  in  intj  namr,  (eailh  tho  Lord)  (here  avi  / 
m  ifc-:  muist  of  thy,n:'  Pcrhup;  wc  arc  accuslomed  to  confine  the  applicalion  o^ 
Mii.>  precious  proiius;- loo  mvi::i  ♦•.)  '.ur  coining  together  exclusively  for  prayer  and 
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the  ministry  of  the  w#IJ.  Cut  it  has  at  least  as  mucli  reference  Ui  as$«nibliefl  for 
the  administration  of  ecclesiastical  affairs,  wherein  tlie  eflficiency  of  tho  Church  for 
t'lo  promotion  of  true  religion  is  concerned.  Let  us  use  it  with  this  application,  on 
the  present  occasion.  Have  wo  come  together,  Brethren,  in  tho  name  of  the  Lrf>nl 
oar  strength  and  righteousness,  in  whom  lite  Church,  as  the  body  of  tliose  who  aro 
living  a  life  of  faith,  has  all  its  hein^?  Is  it  to  promote  the  interests  of  our  parti- 
cular part  of  tho  Church  because  wc  are  idenliliod  with  it,  that  we  have  assembled 
oanclvcs  together?  or  is  it  to  promote  tho  spiritual  welfare  of  our  beloved  Zion  be" 
cause  it  is  the  household  of  Godj  tho  prosperity  of  which  is  tho  glory  of  our  Lordl 
1  trust,  Brethren,  wo  have  met  in  the  name  tmd  for  the  nmie  of  Jesus;  in  him,  as 
OUT  hope  and  portion  and  joy—for  liim,  as  tlio  Master  whom  above  all  things  we 
desire  to  glorify.  Then  let  us  be  sure  he  is  in  tlic  midst  of  us,  as  ho  is  not  with  the 
irorkl.  We  have  not  tho  cloud  of  glory  abiding  upon  our  sanctuary,  as  had  the 
Israelites  of  old,  to  give  the  outward  and  visible  sign  that  our  Lord  is  here;  but  wo 
have  an  assurance  quite  as  gooil,  that  the  presence  of  the  Lord  and  the  presence  of 
two  or  three  thus  assembled  in  his  name,  whether  the  meeting  be  held  in  tho  cod. 
sedated  house  or  the  open  air,  arc  inseparable.  Under  this  banner  let  us  unite  our 
hearts  and  minds,  in  counsel  and  in  prayer  and  in  whatever  our  hands  find  to  do, 
while  our  Convention  lasts.  The  special  presence  of  our  dear  Master  and  only 
Saviour;  how  sweet  to  think  of  it,  and  to  believe  in  it !  Depending  on  no  merit  of 
of  oont;  conditional  upon  no  estimate  of  tho  apparent  importance  of  any  particular 
measures  that  may  come  beforo  u«;  unconnected  with  the  number,  whether  greater 
or  less,  of  those  who  meet;  resting  simply  on  our  coming  in  tho  faith  and  lovo  of 
Christ;  for  the  cause  and  glory  of  Christ !  May  an  honor  and  blessing  so  un- 
speakable fill  our  hearts  with  humility  and  reverence  and  love !  May  tlie  thought, 
**T%m  God  seeU  mc"  repress  whatever  is  light  or  unseemly,  for  a  Convention  of 
the  Church  of  Christ!  Let  us  makoja  believing  use  of  the  assurance,  so  as  to 
make  onr  privilege  of  thus  assembling  ourselves,  each  year,  the  more  profitable  to 
ournlves,  as  well  as  to  the  Church !  Especially  let  it  animate  us  to  more  prayer ! 
On  this  particular  head,  I  feel  that  there  is  sometliing  wanting  to  make  our  Con- 
TeBtion-seasona  as  profitable  as  they  might  be.  Wo  havo  enough  time  devoted  to 
pahlic  worship  and  tho  preaching  of  tho  word.  But  it  seems  to  mo  that  wo  want 
more  coming  together  of  the  clergy  as  clergymen,  with  reference  to  the  duties,  tri- 
als, burdens,  and  great  spiritual  work  common  to,  and  peculiar  to,  clergymen,  for 
mutual  conference  or  exhortation  and  ior  prayer  one  with  another — a  family-meet- 
iDg  of  brothers  in  the  same  stevw'ardship;  a  very  informal,  and  therefore  in  a  great 
degree  a  restricted  meeting;  and  that  as  odea  as  circumstances  allow.  We  must 
not  forget  while  wc  seek  to  do  good  to  others,  how  much  wo  need  to  bo  quickened i 
strenjcthened,  enlightened,  elevated  in  heart  and  mind  ourselves.  How  such  an 
object  as  that  which  [  have  suggested  may  be  best  compassed,  I  am  not  prepared  to 
advise.  It  is  always  a  matter  of  regret  to  mo  that  tho  many  demands  on  my  tim^ 
and  strength  which  the  Convention  alwrys  brings  with  it,  besides  that  of  presiding 
over  its  sessions,  so  much  prevent  mc  from  meeting  my  brethren  for  other  than  busi- 
ness purposes. 

Tho  year  wiiich  has  transpired  since  we  last  met,  has  been  remarkable  for  events 
which  will  take  a  prominent  place  in  our  ecclesiastical  history. 

Soon  after  wc  separated  at  Massillon  in  September  last,  1  proceeded  to  New 
York,  to  attend  a  meeting  of  tho  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 
Immediately  on  the  adjournment  of  that  body,  commcnewd  the  session  of  the  Ge- 
oeraL  Comcnlijn  m  Philadelphia.    The  proceedings  of  tint  body  have  become  so 
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We'll  known,  in  the  points  Ihal  arc  mo^t  important  to  be  ffon^ally  undrrstooil,  ihaC 
1  need  not  Epcak  ot'  them  in  detail 

The  mo3i  important  part  of  the  proceedings  in  the  IIoum  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  was  that  which  ensued  upon  a  motion  to  request  of  the  House  of  Bish- 
ops a  declaration  of  opinion  on  sundry  points  of  faith  with  reference  to  the  errors 
promulgated  by  tlio  Oxford  Tracts  and  other  similar  writings.  A  most  animated, 
instructive  and  important  debate  ensued  upon  that  motion.  The  result  was,  that  a 
substitute  was  pasM^d  declaring  that  the  House  considered  ''the  Liturgy,  Ofiiccs, 
and  Articles  of  the  Church  sufficient  exponents  of  her  sense  of  the  easicniial  doe. 
trincs  of  Holj  Scripture."  This,  though  much  less  than,  by  many,  was  thought 
to  bo  demanded  by  the  state  of  things,  was,  however,  of  no  little  conscquenci^  for 
that  the  distinguishing  features  of  the  erroneous  system  in  view  arc  capable  of  be- 
ing harmonized  with  any  but  a  ''non^fuituraV  interpretation  of  the  Articles,  is  not 
now  pretended  by  the  leaders  of  that  school,  much  as  it  was  professed  at  the  coai- 
menccment  of  their  movement.  Let  us  carefully  abide  by  the  doctrines  of  our 
Prayer  Book  and  Articles,  not  forgetting  the  Homilies,  as  referred  to  in  the  Arti. 
cles,  for  the  further  expression  of  their  meaning,  and  as  containing  ''an  explication 
of  Christian  doctrine,"  and  we  shall  certainly  abide  '-upon  the  foundation  of  the 
Apostles  and  Prophets."  We  want  no  better,  no  plainer,  no  stronger  exprctaiion 
of  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  the  Goppol,  (especially  that  of  juslitication  by  iaith 
without  tlie  deeds  of  the  law)  than  such  as  our  own  wise  and  eminently  evangeli. 
cal  standards  contain.  Against  the  peculiar  corruptions  of  Popery,  oar  Articles 
and  Homilies  wcro  chiefly  framed.  A  man  must  invent  tome  very  ingenious  me- 
thod of  self-delusion  before  he  can  persuade  himself  that  he  can  consistently  con- 
tinue to  profess  them  and  yet  hold  the  characteristic  doctrines  either  of  the  Popery 
professed  by  Romanists,  or  of  the  Popery  held  by  Tractarians.  But  such  a  method 
has  unhapinly  been  invented.  And  it  was  because  of  this  and  of  the  eviJ  inlluenc- 
es  which  were  proceeding  from  those  who  adopted  it,  that  to  mtny  it  seemed  im- 
portant that  the  House  of  Bishops  should  make  tlio  expression  of  opinion  for  which 
the  original  motion  was  made. 

But  though  that  motion  tailed,  it  led  to  a  debate  which  has  been  prcscrvcxi,  and 
which  has  been  and  will  be  of  great  service  to  the  cause  of  truth.  That  debate, 
irrcepectivc  of  all  legislative  conclusion,  I  consider  a  most  important  part  of  the 
proc4!edings  of  that  branch  of  the  Convention.  It  was  an  edifying  spectacle  to  seei 
on  the  one  ftide,  a  bold  attack  from  clergy  and  laity  of  various  dioceses,  upon  the 
whole  body  of  Tractarian  errors;  the  several  obnoxious  doctrines  drawn  out  In  de* 
tail  and  charged  as  opposctl  alike  to  those  of  the  Protestant  Reformation,  of  oar 
own  Protestant  Church,  and  of  the  Holy  Scriptures;  full  of  deadly  error,  and  dc- 
Ferving  of  universal  abhorrence;  and  on  the  other  side,  that  while  the  motion  for  a 
declaration  of  opinion  was  stoutly  opposed  as  uncalled  for,  and  inexpedient,  there 
was  no  man  to  take  the  defence  of  the  errors  denounced  and  vindicate  them  as  con- 
sistent either  with  the  Scriptures  or  the  standards  of  the  Church.  There  wa«  tlie 
most  unflinching  attack.  There  was  literally  no  defence,  unless  that  may  be  called 
defence  which  consisted  merely  of  a  denial  that  the  wuiings  especially  referred  to 
were  justly  chargeable  with  some  of  the  doctrines  alleged.  So  bold  a  declaration 
of  the  truth  and  condemnation  of  opposing  error,  on  the  part  of  so  largo  a  portion 
of  our  General  Convention,  being  allowed  to  stand  unmet  by  any  attempt  to  vindi- 
cate the  errors  condemned,  and  this  after  so  much  eflort  had  been  made  for  a  long 
time  in  various  influential  quarters  to  circulate  the  publications  in  which  those  er- 
rors are  prominently  advocalc<l.  thip  1  rontiJer  an  important  lact  of  our  ecclcsias- 
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lioal  history  Wurihy  tu  lie  liud  in  rcnoiiibrinfo.  I  Jo  not  arrive  with  ihc  intorprela- 
tiun  which  sonic  have  niveii  it,  as  it  it  iiuticatod  a  luucli  greater  harmony  of  theolo- 
gical opinion  thnn  was  prcvioiia<ly  supposed  to  exist.  Wc  must  have  eomc  much 
stronger  basis  for  a  conelusion  so  agreeable,  before  wc  can  resist  the  cviJencca  of 
an  oppoiflte  dcseription  which  abounded  licforc  the  General  Convention,  and  which 
have  been  ^rcatJy  stren<;thcn(-d  by  events  and  publications  (inee. 

la  the  Hou«e  of  ni.-hop^,  the  pro^'crdinj^  whicli  I  consider  of  thi;  greatest  mo- 
ment with  reference  to  the  duclrinal  character  of  the  Church,  was  tlie  adoption  of 
Uic  Pastoral  Letter.  The  motion  to  r«  quest  an  expression  of  opinion  on  the  part 
of  the  Bishop:)  had  failed  in  the  other  house.  Thi>  Pastoral  Letter  contained,  how< 
ever,  au  czprc^ion  on  the  very  piiiitd  su^^eslet]  in  that  motion,  and  one  of  bucIi 
plainness  and  lorcc  as  was  euiinentiy  uati:ifaelory  to  those  by  whom  that  motion 
was  urjTf^. 

There  is  one  fact  which  gives  the  (greater  p^int  to  the  dirlamtiona  of  the  Pasto- 
ral Letter,  and  wliich,  without  a  careful  examination  of  the  Journal  of  the  Huu.so 
of  Bishopj,  would  not  be  noticed.  Many  memorials  and  petitions  were  sent  to  the 
House,  fro.ii  various  quarters,  and  with  nuu:erous  and  ni05t  respectable  signatures, 
praying  a  declaration  on  the  part  of  the  Bishops  with  direct  reference  to  the  pecu- 
liar doctrines  of  Traetarian  divinity.  AU  of  these  were  referred  to  a  couuniltee. 
The  only  direct  anstver  of  the  House,  to  the  priyer  of  the  memorialist^:,  was  in  this 
language  of  the  rep^^rt  oi  that  Cosnmiltee,  that  tluy  ki»ew  "no  way  by  ti:hu:k  vutfc 
saiisfadurily  ttt  nuU  tk-:  wishts  of  Ikr  munoiudisls,  than  to  refer  them  to  the  Pastoral 
letter:'  Thus,  while  the  L'antur.il  Letter  did  not  allude  to  the  Oxford  Tracts  by 
name,  or  the  particular  s<.'.h<ioI  or  system  of  divinity  with  which  they  are  identified 
its  LzitenJed  bearing  upon  them  was  declared.  And,  in  truth,  nothing  could  ho 
more  utterly  subver-^ivo  of  that  whole  struolurc  of  doctrine,  which,  under  a  pre- 
tence of  being  so  priiiiitive  and  catholic,  has  so  disturbed  the  peace  of  our  coramu. 
iiion,  than  the  doctrinca  set  forth  in  that  Letter  of  tlio  House  of  Bishops  to  thu 
whole  £piseop.-il  Cliureh  of  these  States.  Its  main  topics  arc  the  Rule  of  Faith 
the  Juslifirstiu'J  of  Man,  and  the  Nature,  Degree  and  Etiicacy  of  the  Sacraments. 
On  thc«c  ;rreat  topics  it  is  certuinly  thoroughly  Protestant,  and  therefore,  thorough- 
ly opposed  to  the  dortiiiK-s  of  tiiat  school,  to  which  no  form  of  doctrine  is  more  ab- 
horrent than  that  oi\  which  t!ie  Protestant  Reformation  was  based.  And  to  make 
the  identit}'  of  its  di'cl.iration  with  that  «>f  the  English  Reformers  tho  more  unqucs- 
tionahle,  it  cxliort-  you  to  "//.</.:«  to  no  intrrpniotioHo/  our  Artidtsthal  iroidtt  draw 
ijoii  from  thr\.  Prut  slant  fail/i]'  ^'to  J:::rp  th'-  prifirijfl.snf  our  lirjormation  fiom  eon- 
tamimUion^  hy  a  rai\ful  roisini'^  of  ihc  IFitly  Scriptures^*  to  give  no  man  rctL<on  to 
tifjciLfe  us  of  kavini^  'diiMrtet:  iti  thf  diLhfrxt  drj^rerfrom  thi  spirit  and  principles  of 
th*:  RcfonnntioH,  as  e.i\'f/ij-l'Jled  t/u  the  Church  of  I\ttul-Tnd."  Yvn,  Brethren,  let  us 
huld  fa«t  those  great  principles  of  ^Scriptural  faith,  as  our  Reformers  taught  them, 
and  let  us  carry  them  out  in  ministry  and  life,  as  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  which  rt^veal- 
etl  them,  would  lead  us,  and  our  Church  is  safe  in  whatever  sea  of  storm  and  tem- 
pest her  way  shall  lie,  becuise  the  Lortl  is  with  her. 

Immediately  on  the  a-!jiiurn:n(  lit  of  liio  r«(n<r:vl  Coiivrntion,  xhc  Iii>lio|Xn  went 
into  a  visitation  of  tiu'  (jrner.il  "J'!.rol.i.;ii;d  Seminary,  which  called  me  a'^ain  to 
Xcw  York.  As  noon  ct-i  llu't  *l!?iy  \:?-i  i.'\er,  I  n turned  to  Ohio,  but  had  scarcely 
b«*n  allowed  to  enter  ii|i  >ii  uny  diu'i'san  «luty,  bilore  I  was  surmnoned  to  New 
York  again,  to  sit  uji on  the  trial  of  the  Hislion  of  t'lo  Oi'X'ese  of  New  York.  OC 
tliat  di«tre3«siiig  evpnt,  it  is  unncci-^jsiry  that  I  should  give  any  account.  Of  those 
l»y  whose  prcseniai'  u!  tho  trial  was  brought  on;  of  iho-e  on  who.ic  teotimony  the 
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chaigcs  were  suataineil,  of  the  vcrOict  and  sentence  of  the  Court,  I  see  no  need  of 
any  vindication.  The  common  sense,  and  the  moral  sense  of  the  Church,  with  all 
the  evidence  before  them,  have  given  it  already,  and  may  be  confidently  relied  on 
for  whatever  may  hcreaflc-r  be  required.  I  have  only  to  say,  that  since  the  is^uc  of 
that  trial,  if  I  were  called  t«.)  decide  whether  tlie  Church  has  been  more  dishonored 
by  the  immorality  of  wJiich  the  accused  was  found  ^'"i'tyi  o-  ^'y  the  grounds  on 
which,  and  the  spirit  with  which,  &  part  of  the  Church,  (I  am  sure  a  very  small 
part)  has  endeavored  to  uphold  him,  in  spite  of  that  verdict,  and  in  doin^  so  to  brin^r 
contempt  upon  tho  highest  tribunal  of  our  eccletiiastical  government,  I  should  be 
unable  to  answer. 

As  soon  as  that  trial  was  over,  I  hastcneil  back  to  my  diocese,  and  reached  Iioine 
about  the  10th  of  January,  Thu:i  from  tho  adjournment  of  our  Convention  on 
the  7th  of  September  to  the  10th  of  January,  a  period  of  four  month:!,  with  little 
intermission,  I  was  occuftied  with  imperative  duties  in  the  East.  This  period  cm. 
braced  the  part  of  the  year  on  which  1  usually  depend,  more  than  any  other,  for  the 
visitation  of  the  diocese — the  roads  and  my  own  strength  iK'ing  then  usually  in  the 
inost  favorable  state. 

On  my  arrival  at  home,  I  found  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Fuller,  Milnor  Professor  of 
Divinity  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  whom  I  had  lefl  provisionally  discharging 
ths  duties  of  President  of  Kenyon  College,  in  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  dis. 
mission  of  D.  B.  Douglass,  LL.  D.,  had  been  entirely  disabled  by  failure  of  health; 
so  that  neither  in  that  temporary  office,  nor  in  his  proper  duties  as  Professor  of  Di- 
vinity in  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  Rector  'of  the  Parish,  was  he  able,  from 
that  time  to  the  period  of  his  resignation,  in  May,  to  porform  any  official  service. 
The  loss  of  the  services  of  so  valuable  an  oflicer,  especially  in  the  then  circumstan 
ces  of  our  Institutions,  made  it  necess.iry  that  I  should  undertake  much  additional 
labor,  unless  I  would  see  great  evil  arise  to  a  cause  for  whicli  so  much  had  already 
been  done.    I  tlierefore  undertook  the  instruction  of  tho  Senior  Class  in  the  Col- 
«ge,  and  the  duties  of  the  Milnor  Professor  oC  Divinity.    These,  with  preaching 
every  Sunday  at  Gainhier,  a  lecture  once  a  week  to  the  parish,  and  a  more  private 
devotional  meeting  with  students  once  a  week,  in  my  study,  wholly  occupied  my 
time  until  the  opening  of  spring  when  I  .set  out  upon  a  visitation  of  the  middle  and 
south-western  part  of  the  Diocese.     Meanwhile  the  Trustees  of  the  Tiieologica 
Seminary  had  induced  the  Rev.  Sherlock  A.  Rronson,  Reclorof  St.  Luke's  Church: 
Granville,  to  ofliciate  as  President  of  the  College,  until  ihcy  should  make  a  pcnna 
ncnt  appointment,  so  that  I  was  rrlieveil  of  a  part  of  the  instruction  I  had  under 
taken.     On  the  re-opening  of  tho  courses  of  study  at  Ganibicr,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ful 
kr  havinjT  now  rceignetl  his  professorship  on  account  of  the  state  of  his  health,  and 
no  successor  having  been  obtained,  it  was  nrrcs-^arv  that  T  shoidd  continue  to  sus. 
tain  the  instructions  in  tliat  dcpartmont,  which,  wilh  my  usu-d  wet^kly  amount  of 
preaching,  w.cupieil  me  until  the  Collovfc  (^omineniT.'umt  in  tho  beginning  of  Au- 
gust.    In  this,  however,  there  was  not  inuch  intrrfon'Tvx'  wiih  the  vishntion  uf  the 
parishes,  a?  I  have  scaR-clyever  tbund  !riV:jelf  ju«t'ilj\l  in  ^oing  outt'^  inu;*h  extent, 
on  that  duty,  during  the  warm  sc.ison  cf  th:-  year. 

Thus  yv>u  have  a  general  sketch  of  ihoi*v  olVitiid,  puMit'  cni^a^cinents,  which, 
since  we  last  met  together,  have  o^'cupied  tho  motU  of  my  time.  My  visitations 
have  been  (ewer  than  usual,  because  one  half  of  the  time  which  roads,  !<ea.sons  and 
strength  usually  allow  me  to  give  to  that  work,  waj  consumed  in  thi^  duties  out  o** 
the  diocese,  as  before  mentioned. 
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Tlie  Parishes  viuitetJ  since  tho  last  Convention  arc  as  follows,  vis: — St.  James'

AAcr  my  Address  to  the  lost  Convention,  I  ordained,  io  tho  order  of  Prcsbyteriy 
the  Rev.  A.  T.  McMurphy;  and  to  that  of  Deacons,  Alexander  McLeod,  M.  D. 
At  an  ordination  held  in  Rosse  Chapel,  Gambier,  on  the  24th  of  last  month,  I  or- 
dained, to  tho  order  of  Presbyters,  the  Rev.  Alex-andcr  McLeod.  and  to  that  of 
Deacons,  J.  Rico  Taylor,  during  the  last  year  a  student  of  our  Theological  Semi- 
nary. 

Eight  candidates  for  orders  havo  been  received  during  tho  last  year,  making 
thirteen  in  oil,  one  of  those  reported  at  the  last  Convention  having  been  ordained, 
and  another  dismissed.  Tho  present  candidates  are,  George  Thompson,  C.  F. 

W.  Dubois,  O.  Taylor,  Charles  Arey,  A.  D.  Bene- 
dict, R.  S.  Nash,  T.  S.  Goodwin,  T.  B.  Lawson,  Hiram  Bishop,  (these  pursuing' 
their  studies  at  tho  Theolor^ical  Seminary  of  tho  Diocese)  David  EUdcr,  residing  at 
Worthington,  John  R.  Allen  at  Chillicothe,  Wm.  French  at  present  in  N.  York^ 
J.  W.  Craycrofl,  at  Akron,  and  Willis  R.  Borris  in  the  northern  part  of  the  dii>' 


Three  Churches  have  been  consecrated  during  the  year,  viz :  Christ  Church 
Springfield,  Clarke  Co.;  St.  Paul's,  Greenville,  and  Rosse  Chapel,  Gambier. 

It  must  be  a  matter  of  thankfulness  to  the  Diocese,  that,  by  the  aid  of  the  con. 
tributions  of  our  brethren  chiefly  in  other  dioceses,  the  noble  edifice  at  Gambier, 
no  important  to  the  proper  celebration  of  the  'services  of  tho  Church,  at  a  place 
where  especially  they  should  bo  seen  in  all  their  solemnity  and  fitness,  is,  at  length, 
mfter  so  many  years  since  its  foundation,  completed.  It  is  completed,  with  tho  ex- 
ception of  thcplaistering  of  tho  vestibule  and  %'e8try-room,  and  is  a  beautiful  ezaia- 
ple  of  simplicity  of  design  and  of  tastefulness  and  appropriateness  and  yet  economy 
of  decoration.  We  are  indebted  to  friends  in  Columbus  for  most  acceptable  pre. 
scnts  of  lamps  and  other  furniture.  The  change  in  the  eircumstancos  of  the  pub- 
lic worship  of  our  College  and  Theological  Seminary,  as  well  as  of  the  Parish 
about  them,  is  most  important  and  delightful,  from  having  been  during  all  the  pre- 
vious years  of  their  existence  confined  to  places  most  inconvenient  and  unsuitable, 
to  our  being  now  favorc«l  with  one  of  the  most  a]>propriatc  churches  in  the  west.

Granville  has 
taken  charge  of  St.  Jamefr',  Boardman;  the  Rev.  Richard  S.  Kiilin  hasresagncd 
Christ  Church,  Dayton,  and  taken  charge  of  Grace  Cinirch,  Cincinnati;  the  Rev. 
Alexander  McLeod  has  resigned  Chriitt  Church,  Warren,  and  St.  Mark's,  Newton 
Falls,  and  taken  charge  of  St.  Philip's,  Circleville;  the  Rev.  Jamc^  Sunderland* 
has  resignetl  the  charge  of  St.  Michaers,  Union ville,  and  the  Rev.  John  Swan  has 
'csigned  St.  Timothy's,  Massillon. 

In  my  address  to  the  last  Convention,  T  brouglit  before  you  the  subject  of  the 
parishes  provk.ling  furniture  for  the  rooms  of  theological  students  in  Bexley  Hall 
The  Convention  responded  by  passing  resolutions  advocating  and  recommending 
the  plan.  The  exp.mse  of  furnishing  a  suite  of  rooms  consisting  of  a  study  for 
two  students  and  a  l>ed-room  for  each,  is  estimated  at  $50.  From  St.  Pauls,  Steu- 
benville,  has  been  received  in  furniture  and  money  ^o3  20,  furnishing  one  suite  of 
rooms  called  by  the  name  of  that  parish.  From  Trinity  Church,  Columbus,  has 
been  received  &jO,  furnLshing  a  suite  of  rooms  called  aAer  that  parish.  From  St. 
Paul's,  Chiliicotlie,  has  l>ecn  received  $23,  L>esides  some  furniture.  The  re^t  is  ex- 
pected, meanwhile  the  suite  of  rooms  to  which  it  is  appropriated  has  received  tho 
name  of  that  parish.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  matter  will  not  be  allowed  to 
stop  here. 

You  are  aware  that  since  the  painful  act  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Se- 
minary, last  spring  a  year,  in  dismissing  from  oillce  tho  then  President  of  Kcnyon 
College,  an  act  of  duty  to  tho  Institution,  which  however  trying  on  all  sides,  I  have 
been  more  and  more  p:'rsuaded,  was  an  act  of  simple  duly  and  justice  to  the  trust 
committed  to  them,  tho  oiKco  of  Presi«lcnt  has  been  vacant,  excrpt  as  its  duiirs 
have  been  performed  by  temporary  expedients.  The  College  has  flourished  quite 
as  well  as  could  have  been  expected  under  such  circumstsnees.  1  am  happy  to  in- 
form you  that,  at  the  late  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  the  Rev.  Sherlock  A. 

♦  Soon  af\er  the  reading  of  this  adrlresf>,  the  Rii^hop  was  informed  that  the  Rrv. 
James  Sunderland  was  f!:ad,  having  finished  his  course  in  his  pnrish  of  St.  Mat- 
thcw'y,  Plymouth,  about  a  week  before.     '•  U'l.  nH  dn  fad''  as  a  Irnf." 
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Broiuion,  iU-ctor  of  St.  Lukc'n  Church,  Granville,  was  unauimoubly  elected  to  the 
Presidency  of  Kenyon  Cullcge  and  lias  accepted  the  olUce.  Mr.  Bronson  is  a 
graduate  uf  the  Colle-^o;  has  had  his  miml  on  its  interests  far  many  years;  has  been 
iatimAtcly  acquainted  with  its  concerns  for  a  long  time,  and  is  warmly  attached  to 
it  as  an  Institution  of  the  Church.  Other  qualifications  it  would  not  bo  delicate  in 
mc  to  refer  to,  except  that  having,  by  the  rctjuest  of  the  TruHtccs,  discharged  the 
duties  of  President  during  tho  last  term,  he  has  secured  the  cordial  testimony  of 
all,  atodentfl  and  oflicers,  to  his  fitness  for  the  place  he  has  accept oti. 

You  are  aware  that  at  the  late  Greneral  Convmition  a  Canon  was  passed  entitled 
*'0/  n  Oixreiien  to  be  aUoircd  in  the  Calling ,  Trial  and  Examination  of  Dcaams 
4/1  otriain  cases"  the  object  being  to  provide  for  a  class  of  deacons  of  whom  the  claa- 
ttkaj  and  theological  examinations  now  made  necessary  in  all  applications  for  or^ 
den,  should  not  bo  required.  Before  any  Bishop  can  proceed  to  ordain  under  that 
Canon,  ho  must  be  requested  to  do  so  by  a  resolution  of  the  Convention  of  his  Dio- 
cese. Yuu  have  therefore  a  very  important  subject  of  consideration  before  you, 
vix: — whether  you  will  by  resolution  request  mo  to  erdain  Deacons  under  the  liber, 
tjr  granted  in  the  Canon.  It  is  a  question  not  without  its  difficulties.  It  is  one  to 
whkh  1  can  easily  sec  that  among  conscionUous  and  cautious  men,  equally  zealous 
tor  the  best  interests  of  the  Gospel,  there  may  seem  to  bo  two  sides.  Let  it  be  well 
considered;  and  whatever  is  done,  let  it  be  the  result  of  your  maturest  judgment. 

The  limitations  and  restrictions  which  tho  Canon  throws  around  tho  liberty  it 
grants,  are  many.  No  person  can  bo  ordained  under  it,  who  has  not  attained  tfats 
Bge  of  twenty- four;  nor  until  he  shall  have  presented  to  tho  Bishop  the  same  tcsti- 
numlal  of  moral  and  religious  standing  required  of  all  other  candidates  for  orden; 
nor  anUl  he  shall  have  been  a  candidate,  at  least,  one  year.  lie  must  present  to 
tho  Bishop  a  testimonial  from  at  least  one  rector  of  a  parish,  signifying  tho  favora- 
ble opinion  of  the  latter  of  his  qualifications;  he  must  bo  examined  in  the  usual 
way  on  his  fitness  for  tho  duties  mentioned  in  tho  Ordinal  as  pertaining  to  a  Dea* 
con;  he  cannot,  when  ordained,  be  allowed  to  take  charge  of  a  parish;  ho  can  offi- 
ciate in  no  parish  but  with  the  approbation  of  the  Bishop,  and  under  the  direction  of 
its  Rector;  ho  cannot  be  transferred  to  another  diocese,  without  tho  written  request 
of  the  Bishop  to  whom  he  is  transferred;  he  can  have  no  seat  in  any  convention. 
lie  can  be  advaRced  to  tho  second  order  of  the  ministry,  only  by  guin^r  through  all 
the  prep.irutory  vxcroisej  and  examinations  required  in  all  other  cast^j  of  candidates; 
ivliilc,  in  all  re^pLHrt:*,  not  pro\'idcd  for  by  thU  Canon,  Deacons  onlaincd  under  it, 
iuuit  be  under  the  same  dircctiuns  and  control  as  other  Deacons. 

Thus  it  would  sit;m  that  ull  llic  precautions  that  canon-law  can  take  against 
abuse,  have  been  engruflud  upon  this  instrument.  The  rest,  in  case  it  goes  into 
up^ratioii  in  this  diocese,  must  be  looked  for  in  the  prudence  of  those  connected 
with  the  recommendation  and  ordaining  of  candidates. 

Wheu  the  Report  of  the  Missionary  and  Elducation  Commiltce  shall  come  before 
you,  I  lioiKJ  the  important  objects  which  it  represents  will  receive  your  niooi  (icrious 
I  onbidc ration.  Wc  arc  far  from  our  duty  as  u  Church  in  regard  to  Ihrm.  Do  ne  ^ 
li^vhtly  pass  over  bubj«.t:ts  ^i  thought,  than  which  none  nion.  iini>ortanf,  or  having  a 
moic  Icgiiiiuiiic  claim  on  your  llinc,  can  i)o.«&ibly  be  pfcdcnti-d  to  thii:  Convrutiou.

The  Gommittcc  for  the  purpose  of  getting  the  Journal  of  the  Con- 
vention printed,  would  Report,  That  they  have  attended  to  the  sub- 
ject and  called  on  a  number  of  the  largest  printing  establishments  in 
the  city,  all  of  whom  refuse  to  undertake  it  to  be  completed  by  the 
rising  of  the  Convention  on  Monday  next.  They  are  all  very  much 
crowded  with  business,  and  could  not  put  upon  the  work  a  sufRcient 
number  of  hands  to  complete  the  setting  it  up  by  that  time.  Provid- 
ing it  should  contain  an  equal  amount  of  matter  of  that  of  last  year, 
it  nrould  take  eight  hands  to  set  it  up,  in  the  two  days;  these  hands 
ihey  cannot  spare  from  their  present  engagements;  beside  there  would 
not  be  time  to  press  it,  independent  of  the  stitching  of  it.  Your  Com- 
mittee have  moreover  a  bill  of  the  probable  expense  of  the  paper, 
printing,  folding  and  stitching  of  the  work,  viz : — For  setting  the 
tvpe,  and  paper  8S3  8G;  press  work  813  20;  covers  81  50;  fold- 
ing and  stitchmg  75  cents  per  100—800  86  00—8104  5G.

TENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  EDUCATION  AND  MIS- 

SIONARY  COMMITTEE. 

The  Education  and  Missionary  Committee  respectfully  Reporti 
That,  during  the  past  year  six  Missionaries  and  ten  Beneficiaries  have 
been  aided  from  ihc  funds  committed  to  their  care. 

The  Mi5sionaiies  arc  Rev.  Mr.  Bryan,  at  Rome  and  Hartsgrovc; 
Rev.  Mr.  Iloldcn,  Grafton  and  Piltsfieidj  Rev.  Mr.  Fairchild,  Woos- 
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ler;  Rcr.  Mr.  Tolford,  Troy  and  Clreenfield;  Rev  Mr  Gray.  Cross 
Creek  and  St.  Clairsville;  and  Rev.  Mr.  Wheeler,  Springfield.  Jcfler- 
son  county. 

The  Commiucc  had  hopod  thai  the  system  of  Convocations  adopted 
by  the  Conveniion  of  KSiO,  weiild  gire  encouragement  and  energy  to 
missionaries,  and  increase  the  interest  of  our  people  in  the  missionary 
work.  Ijirt  whether  owing  to  some  defect  in  the  system  iwcif,  or  to 
its  not  being  fully  carried  out,  these  objects  have  not  been  everywhere 
attained. 

The  Committee  have  observed  with  much  grief,  that  the  coutribu 
lions  for  Diocesan  Missionary  and  Education  purposes,  have  not  in- 
eroascd  as  the  diocese  has  increased  in  strength  and  ability.  In  IS3G 
when  many  of  the  parishes,  which  arc  now  strong  and  flourishing, 
were  receiving  missionary  aid,  the  contributions  amounted  to  $'Ji8u. 
This  year  the  receipts  of  the  Treasurer  have  been  8I2G7,  very  little 
more  than  one  half.  In  connexion  with  this,  it  should  bo  remembered 
that  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  id  expected  by  the  General  Miss.  Society  al- 
most entirely  to  support  her  own  missions;  for,  while  other  dioceses  in 
the  west  are' receiving  annually  A3000  and  upwards,  this  diocese  re- 
ceives only  ic<70U  this  year,  which,  after  the  1st  of  Oct.  will  be  reduced 
to  8^300;  and  we  cannot  complain  of  this,  fur  as  our  statistics  show 
thftt  we  are  increasing  in  numbers  and  strength,  it  is  but  reasonable 
that  the  pecuniary  aid  which  has  been  afforded  to  us  should  be  by  de- 
grees transferred  to  those  who  arc  less  able  to  support  themselves. 

There  ate  at  present  vacant  in  this  diocese,  at  least  twelve  parishes* 
which  have  churchrs  built,  but  arc  unable  to  sustain  a  miniftor  with- 
out that  pecuniary  aid  which  your  Committee  has  not  been  able  to  af- 
ford them. 

Of  the  ten  beneficiaries  wlio  have  received  aid  during  the  past  year, 
the  Cominitti.'e  has  been  compelled  to  drop  one  for  want  of  funds. — 
Three  others  have  applied  and  been  refused.  Of  these  four,  two  have 
already  left  the  Institution  at  Gambier,  and  it  is  feared  the  other  two 
will  be  compelled  to  follow  their  example. 

Since  the  organization  of  this  Committee  in  1835.  nineteen  young 
men,  who  are  now  preaching  tho  Gospel,  or  having  preached  it  have 
gone  to  their  reward,  have  received  pecuniary  aid.  The  whole 
amount  devoted  to  Education  in  that  time,  exclusive  of  what  has  been 
appropriated  to  those  who  now  are  candidates  for  orders,  has  been 
<H351l.  So  that  each  minister  educated  for  the  Church  has  cost  the 
Diocese  61  SO.  But  if  you  deduct  from  this,  moneys  which  were 
merely  lent  by  iho  Commiuet',  which  have  boon,  or  arc  t^^  be  refund 
cd,  and  the  monies^  apprcipriatod  !o  persons.  vvLo  from  too  grcnt  love 
of  this  present  world  or  other  causes,  havo  never  entered  the  ministiy, 
the  sum  paid  for  thee-.lnc?.Uon  of  rnch  will  amount  to  i-"l*2'.».

Extract  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

Resolved^  That  the  3d  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  in  the  proviso 
of  said  article  the  words  "ezecpl  the  President  of  Kenton  CoHegt^^ 
immediately  after  the  word  ^Hhcreio;^  so  that  the  said  proviso  shall 
read  thus :  ^'provided  that  no  officer  of  the  Seminary^  or  nj  any  institu- 
tion annexed  thereto^  except  the  President  of  Kcnyon  College,  shall  be 
digibh  to  said  Board.^'*

Tho  Prrsidcnt  of  the  Eoard  of  Trustees  in  conforming  to  the  re- 
i|ue;st  of  the;  Buard  in  the  Irittcr  part  uf  the  above  extract  from  their 
minutes,  would  :iay  in  ^'oncral|  that  cuncidcrinqf  how  long  the  College 
has  been  witlioui  a  PicoidLUt;  how  little  attention  tiie  health  and  other 
<iutic'5  ot  \.h   I'ulLr,  wLiK  pioviaunally  uctiu>(  :u-  Pribidciit,  enabled 
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him  to  give  to  (lie  College,  and  how  long,  after  hib  health  ciuiiLly 
failed,  it  was  dcstiluto  even  of  that  measure   of  superintendence,  it 
could  not  be  supposed  but  that  the  Institution  would  materially  suflTer 
indiscipline  and  instruction.     I  am  happy  to  say,  however,  that  in 
consequence  of  the  general  orderly  disposition  of  the  students  it  hns 
suffered  much  less  than  was  reasonably  to  be  expected.     The  state  of 
the  College  has  been  one  of  at  least  as  much  order,  quietness,  observ- 
ance of  law,  and  attention  to  study,  as  the  Institution  had  known  dur- 
ing the  three  previous  years.     From  the  period  when  the  present  Pre- 
sident began  to  act  as  provisional  President,  last  spring,  the  condition 
of  things  has  been  hopefully  improving  in  all  respiects.     Tho  number 
of  students  has  not  declined,  and  is  now  encouragingly  on  the  increase. 
The  Trustees  have  taken  energetic  measures  to  bring  the  expenses  of 
the  whole  Institution  to  the  measure  of  income,  and  by  recent  enact- 
ments which  begin  this  fall  to  go  into  operation,  will  succeed  entirely 
in  that  object,  (unforeseen  providencrs  excepted,)  and  expect  by  mea- 
sures not  yet  quite  completed,  not  only  greatly  to  diminish  the  risks  of 
over-expenditure,  where  income  must  iluctuate  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent, bat  also  permanently  to  increase  the  income  independently  of  the 
number  of  students. 

In  regard  to  the  more  internal  ailairsof  the  College,  it  will  be  sufll- 
cicnt  here  to  read  an  extract  of  a  communication  made  by  President 
Bronson  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  present  session.

"Agreeably  to  your  reciuest  as  President  of  the  Board  ot 
Trustees,  I  ofier  this  statement  which  is  as  miuuto  as  it  cun  well  be  at 
this  time. 

"As  respects  the  standard  of  sc.hularship  in  tho  Institution,  it  docd 
not  of  course  become  me  to  speak  particularly.  I  would  state,  how- 
ever, that  a  great  detriment  to  this  Institution  in  point  of  numbers,  ha2» 
occurred  in  consequence  of  any  student  of  medium  rank  being  able 
to  go  and  join  other  Institutions  a  year  in  advance. 

"In  future,  tho  duties  to  be  discharged  by  the  President,  arv  as  fol- 
lows.— One  recitation  per  day  in  IMintal  and  Mural  FMiilosophy  with 
the  Senior  Class;  one  with  the  Juniors  in  History  and  Helles  Lcttrc-s; 
one  per  week  in  the  Bible  with  all  the  classes  together,  and  a  weekly 
lecture  on  History  to  the  Freshman  ond  Sophomore  Classes.  There 
will  also  be  required  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  Classes,  weekly  rhe- 
torical exercises,  and  the  same  of  the  Sophomore  and  Freshman 
Classes  once  m  two  weeks. 

"In  the  d<^partment  of  Physics,  additional  instruction  will  ni  fuuirc 
be  given.  To  Chemistry  (including  a;r»iculiural)  will  be  udvled  Ge- 
ology and  Mineralogy,  and  Natural  Theology  with  ^ihy&iulogical 
explanations,  by  the  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

"The  department  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Piiiloiophy  will  re- 
main nearly  as  before.     Of  its  efficiency  I  need  not  frpi-ak 

"In  the  classical  department,  it  id  in  contemplation  to  fiuc  con:^ide- 
rally  increased  advantages.     In  teaching  IliMury  by  \\;)y  ol  lecturer. 
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fifth  will  be  added  to  the  number  of  recitations  in  the  Classics; 
^d'tbe  Professor  of  Languages  proposes  to  instruct  the  Preparatory 
Class  in  the  Composition  of  Latin. 

^  It  is,  I  believe,  the  determination  on  all  hands,  to  carry  out  these 
arnngements  with  such  rigor  as  shall  entitle  the  Institution  to  a  libe- 
iml  patronage. 

^Arrangements  are  also  in  progress  for  giving  daily  gratuitous  in- 
a{nictipn  in  Vocal  Music. 

'^Chapel  Services  are  hereafter  to  be  held  in  the  evening  at  the 
commeaeement  of  study  hours,  and  nothing  but  the  most  pressing 
cmergenej  will  be  an  excuse  for  absence,  or  will  obtain  leave  of  ab* 
aenee  from  the  hill  at  night. 

*'  The  Senior  Preparatory  Department  is  placed  in  charge  of  an 
lulnictoT  of  unusual  attainments  as  a  scholar,  prompt  in  his  atten- 
tion to  duty,  exact  and  thorough  in  his  mode  of  instruction,  and  judi- 
ctooa  in  government.  Members  in  this  department  will  have  an  op- 
portunity of  attending  Lectures  in  Chemistry  by  paying  a  fee  of  five 
dollarsL 

"  The  Junior  Preparatory  Department,  whose  arrangements  are 
intended  to  be  as  nearly  as  may  be,  like  those  of  a  family,  is  commit- 
ted to  the  care  of  persons  of  tried  faithfulness  and  tender  solicitude  in 
all  matters  that  will  conduce  to  the  comfort  and  improvement  of  the 
pupils.  In  paternal  and  maternal  care  and  sympathy,  they  will  have, 
as  far  as  can  be,  the  comforts  of  home  as  well  as  the  advantages  of  a 
school. 

^^The  Principals  of  boih  these  departments  are  also  to  receive  the 
aid  and  comiel  of  the  other  officers  of  the  Institution.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Guion  submitted  the  following  Report  from  the  Sao- 
day  School  Committee,  which,  on  motion,  was  accepted. 
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The  Sunday  School  Committee,  in  preseociog  to  the  CoDYention 
their  Report,  have  to  regret  tfiat  owing  to  the  want  of  means  for  the 
establishment  of  Depositories  of  Books,  but  little  has  been  accom- 
plished during  the  past  year. 

The  Depositories  in  Cincinnati  and  Columbos  have  been  kept  open 
with  a  capital  amounting  only  to  $400.  Mr.  I.  N.  Whiting  has  en- 
gaged to  keep  a  supply  of  Sunday  School  and  other  Church  books  in 
Columbus;  and  the  Committee  are  about  to  employ  all  their  means  in 
a  Depository  in  Cincinnati.  But  in  order  to  hare  this  depository  what 
it  should  be,  further  aid  from  the  parishes  will  be  necessary. 

Reports  have  been  received  from  28  Sunday  Schools,  in  which  there 
are  332  Teachers  and  2520  Scholars. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  make  one  or  two  suggestions,  as  it  re 
gards  the  most  effectual  way  of  communicating  divine  troths  to  the 
children  of  our  Sunday  Schools. 

The  Committee  legard  it  as  a  matter  of  great  importance  that  each 
Rector  meet  his  Teachers  weekly,  and  instruct  them  in  those  trutbs 
and  doctrines  which  are  from  Sunday  to  Sunday  to  be  presented  to  the 
lambs  of  his  flock,  and  that  he  also  be  present  as  superintendent  of  his 
school.  The  same  divine  head  who  has  instructed  him  to  feed  the 
sheep,  has  also  instructed  him  to  feed  the  lambs.  Perhaps  in  no  place 
can  he  more  effectually  perform  this  important  hranch  of  dnty  than 
in  the  Sunday  School.  He  cannot  entrust  this  work  of  training  up 
young  immortals  for  the  Church  and  for  heaven,  to  unauthorized 
hands,  but  may  avail  himself  of  the  help  of  all  pious  willing  hearted 
persons. 

The  Committee  would  also  suggest  the  great  importance  of  Cate- 
chetical instruction.  The  Sunday  School  under  the  direction  of  the 
rector  is  to  be  regarded  as  the  nursery  of  the  Church.  The  Church's 
system  of  instruction  then,  must  be  adopted.  The  Church  Catechism 
being  both  a  condensed  form  of  this  system,  and  of  the  leading  doc- 
trines of  the  Bible,  should  be  the  basis  of  instruction.  Nothing  can 
supply  its  place,  it  cannot  be  dispensed  with.  The  Catechism  pre- 
sents the  leading  truths  of  the  Bible,  those  truths  which  the  Church 
would  have  early  and  deeply  impressed  upon  the  minds  of  her  chil- 
dren. Our  Sunday  Schools  must  teach  the  Catechism,  if  they  would 
teach  sound  doctrine?,  and  become  nurseries  to  the  Church,  Not 
barely  by  having  it  committed  to  memory,  but  by  teaching  the  truths 
contained  therein,  which  are  drawn  from  the  Bible  and  which  alone 
can  make  wise  unto  salvation. 

This  system  cannot  be  effectually  carried  out  without  the  presence 
and  superintendence  of  the  pastor;  and  besides  this  it  becomes  his  duty 
from  time  to  time,  to  catechise  the  lambs  of  his  flock  "openly  in  the 
church/'  and  explain  it  to  them  in  public  addresses  or  lectures.  In 
this  work  the  rector  would  be  aided  by  presenting  them  to  the  Bishop 
for  catechetical  instruction  during  his  visit  to  his  parish. 

This  system  faithfully  worked  by  pastors,  parents  and  (etchers,  in 
humble  dependence  upon  divine  grace,  would,  it  is  believed,  greatly 
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increfise  ihe  list  of  young  candidates  for  the  rite  of  confirmaiiofi,  and 
the  number  of  worthy  communicants  in  the  Church.

The  Rev.  Mr,  Dobb,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Missions, 
presented  the  following  Report,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Missions  having  examined  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee,  which  was  referred  td 
them,  find  occasion  for  thankfulness,  on  the  ground  that  ahhough,  as 
that  report  states,  there  is  a  vast  falhng  off*  in  the  contributions  of  the 
present  year,  compared  with  those  so  far  back  as  1836;  yet  there  has 
been  an  increase  on  the  contributions  of  the  previous  year  of  $323,' 
and  when  it  is  recollected  that  the  report  presented  at  the  last  Conven^^ 
tion  shewed  an  increase  of  a  like  sum  over  the  contributions  of  the 
then  previous  year,  the  cheering  fact  that  twice  in  succession  there  has 
been  an  annual  increase  of  funds  applicable  to  Diocesan  Missionary 
and  Education  purposes  of  about  8300,  would  seem  to  shew  that  the 
interest  felt  in  this  important  branch  of  our  missionary  work  is  grow- 
ing and  strengthenmg  in  the  Church.  Should  the  like  annual  ifi- 
come  continue,  as  it  is  devoutly  to  be  hoped  it  may,  we  may  feel  en- 
couraged to  look  forward  to  the  time,  when  this  Diocese  will  be  en- 
abled to  dispense  entirely  wiih  the  aid  of  tho  General  Society,  and  not 
only  support  her  own  beneficiaries,  but  contribute  to  the  support  of 
others.  It  would  seem  that  this  gradual  improvement  is  the  result  of 
the  adoption  of  more  systematic  measures  by  the  clergy,  for  inspiring 
the  missionary  spirit  in  their  parishes,  and  receiving  tne  benefactions 
of  their  people.  The  monthly  collections  under  the  ofiertory,  has 
been  adopted  by  some,  the  weekly  offerings  by  others;  and  in  all,  it 
is  believed,  where  either  of  these  plans  has  been  faithfully  carried 
out,  and  afiectionately  pressed  on  the  people,  ahhough,  looking  at  the 
means  in  the  Church,  and  the  cause  for  the  advancement  of  which 
they  are  solicited,  \vc  cannot  but  think  that  the  amounts  realized  are 
small;  yet  has  there  been  a  very  gratifying  improvement.  Let  the 
clergy  be  faithful  to  their  duty  in  spreading  before  their  people  mis- 
sionary intcllirrcnce,  and  asking  statedly  their  alms  for  the  work  of 
the  Lord,  cultivating  amongst  them  the  habit  of  giving  as  a  means  of 
grac^,  encourao^ing  the  children  of  the  Sunday  schools  to  engage  in 
this  blessed  work,  and  ic  may  be  hoped,  that  though  it  is  now  the  day 
of  small  things,  yet  the  little  one  shall  bye  and  bye  become  a  thou- 
sand, and  our  beloved  Zion  be  found  lifting  up  her  head  in  every  town 
and  village  of  the  Diocese. 

It  is  melancholy  to  reflect  that  the  funds  of  the  past  year,  notwith- 
standing this  increase,  fall  so  far  short  of  meeting  fully  our  opportu- 
nities  for  usefulness  in  this  way,  that  four  worthy  young  men,  nc^ing 
the  fostering  aid  of  the  Church  in  their  preparation  for  the  labors  of 
her  ministry,  have  had  to  be  denied  that  aid  altogether.  Surely  such 
a  state  of  things  will  not  be  permitted  to  continue.  Surely  those  par- 
ishes which  have  not  hitherto  contributed  to  this  object  will  endeavor 
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Jiereafter  so  to  do,  and  those  which  hare,  strive  to  do  more.  When 
12  parishes  in  tht  Diocese  are  vacant,  and  ministers  of  our  Church 
wanted  in  every  direction,  shall  we  permii  those  who  would  come  up 
to  the  help  of  the  Lord  and  his  church,  to  return  to  the  world  for  want 
of  the  small  means  which  their  necessities  call  for?  If  every  clergy- 
man and  every  layman  in  the  Diocese,  would  determine  to  give  to 
God  from  this  time  a  certain  proportion,  say  at  least  one  tenth  of  that 
which  Gkxl  has  given  him,  and  teach  his  children  to  do  the  same,  they 
would  not  be  impoverished,  for  what  a  man  lendeth  to  the  Lord,  He 
has  promised  to  pay  him  again,  and  the  Church  would  soon  be  com- 
paratively rich.  Let  the  clergy  lead  the  way,  putting  their  trust  ia 
God,  in  whose  hands  are  the  hearts  of  alll  men,  depositing  one-tenth 
of  every  dollar  they  receive  from  whatever  source,  and  one-tenth  too 
of  the  value  of  every  present  which  a  kind  people  are  in  the  habit  of 
making,  and  then  may  we  hope  and  believe  that  many  of  our  lay 
brethren  will  be  induced  to  follow  so  good  an  example.  The  means 
of  clergymen  we  know  are  small;  but,  it  is  believed,  that  a  plan  of 
this  kind  faithfully  persevered  in  as  a  means  of  grace,  and  a  precious 
religious  privilege,  must  tell  largely  upon  the  prosperity  of  a  parish, 
and  eventually  bring  back  again  all  that  has  thus  been  laid  out,  with 
interest  both  temporal  and  spiritual. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  convocational  system,  to  which  the  re- 
port alludes,  does  not  work  well.  The  supply  of  monthly  services 
by  the  regular  pastors  of  churches  to  destitute  points,  seems  but  a  poor 
substitute  for  the  regular  ministrations  of  the  word;  but  few,  if  any 
parishes  have  been  built  up  in  this  way;  and  for  ministers  to  leave 
their  churches  closed  several  Sundays  in  the  year,  as  they  must  do, 
if  they  perform  missionary  duty  of  this  kind,  and  attend  ail  the  con- 
vocational  meetings,  is  painful  to  them,  and  certainly  not  beneficial  to 
their  parishes.  There  seems  something  wanting  in  our  Church  to 
meet  this  precise  difficulty,  and  furnish  to  destitute  places  the  Gospel 
in  the  Church,  without  the  expense  incident  to  the  full  support  of  a 
regularly  educate^  ministry,  and  without  subjecting  the  clergy  in 
charge  of  parishes  to  the  necessity  of  closing  their  churches,  to  give 
at  distant  intervals  an  occasional  service  abroad.  Should  the  Canon  of 
the  last  General  Convention,  relating  to  Deacons,  be  adopted,  or  could 
our  regular  candidates  be  ordained  after  one  year's  devotion  to  study, 
to  conlmue  in  the  diaconate  threo  years  subject  to  the  direction  of  the 
Bishop  as  to  the  points  they  should  occupy  according  to  canon,  it 
seems  to  your  Committee  the  difficulty  would  be  met.  Until  some- 
thing of  this  kind  is  adopted  by  the  Church,  we  must  be  content  to 
abide  under  the  reproach  of  not  caring  for  the  poor,  and  not  provid- 
ing for  the  sheep  of  Christ  which  are  scattered  abroad. 

[t  is  observed  with  pleasure  that  the  funds,  heretofore  furnished  the 
Missionary  and  Education  Committee,  have  been  judiciously  and 
economically  expended ;  generally,  worthy  young  men,  many  of 
whom  have  afterwards  become  efficient  in  the  ministry,  have  been  as- 
tiisted^by  them;  and  their  management  of  the  trust  committed  to  them 
by  the  Church  has  been  such  as  to  entitle  them  to  entire  confidence.

On  motion,  the  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  GuioD  and  Rich- 
mrds,  and  Mr.  MiUs,  a  Committee  to  nominate  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee of  the  Diocese. 

The  Convention  then,  on  motion,  adjouraed  till  7  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Saturday,  7  dclock^  P.  JIf. 

Convention  assembled  pursuant  Co  adjournment.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Burr  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Canons,  submitted  the  folfow- 
iog  Report: 

The  Committee  on  Canons  having  duly  considered  the  several 
amendments  referred  to  them,  report  as  follows: — 

In  relation  to  the  alteration  proposed  in  Canon  8th  to  allow  the 
Bishop  and  any  deputy  or  deputies  who  may  be  in  attendance  on  the 
General  Convention,  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  delegation  of  this  Dio- 
cese, the  Committee  are  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  such  amendment 
would  be  in  direct  violation  of  Article  2d  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
General  Convention,  which  requires  that  Delegates  to  that  body  ^'thaU 
he  chosen  hy  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese;^^  and  in  still  more  direct 
opposition  to  the  7th  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  our  own  Diocese, 
which  requires  that  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention  shall  be 
elected  by  joini  ballot  of  the  clergy  and  laity.  Not  only  so,  but  your 
Committee  believe  that  the  existing  provision  of  Canon  8th,  allowing 
the  Standing  Committee  in  certain  cases  to  appoint  deputies,  is  also  an 
infringement  of  both  the  General  and  our  Diocesan  Constitution. 

The  Committee,  however,  think  that  the  present  intention  of  the 
Canon  as  well  as  the  specific  object  aimed  at  in  the  proposed  altera- 
tion, can  be  reached  by  amending  the  said  Canon  as  follows,  viz: — 
Strike  out  all  after  the  word  chosen,  at  the  first  period,  and  substitute 
the  following :  ^^The  Convention  shall  also  elect  at  the  same  time 
and  in  the  same  manner,  four  clergymen  and  four  laymen  having  the 
qualifications  above  specified,  to  act  as  substitutes  in  the  event  that  the 
first  elected  cannot  attend :  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputies 
£rst  electeil  to  signify  to  the  Bishop  at  least  three  weeks  before  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  whether  they  will  attend  or  not 
to  the  duties  of  their  office.  In  default  of  which  signification,  or  in 
case  of  the  declining  of  any  to  attend  the  General  Convention,  the 
Bishop  shall  immediately  notify  as  many  of  the  substitutes,  both  cleri- 
cal and  lay,  beginning  with  the  first  on  the  list  of  both  orders,  as  may 
he  necessary  to  constitute  a  full  representation  of  the  Church.  In 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  notification  on  the  part  of  the 
Deputies  shall  be  made  to  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee." 

In  relation  to  the  proposed  repeal  of  Sec.  4th  of  Canon  2d,  the 
Committee  are  equally  divided  in  opinion  as  to  the  expediency  of 
•uch  a  mca.sure,  and  they  offer  no  recommendation  in  relation  to  it. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  some  amendment  of  sectiooi 
1st  and  2d  of  Canon  14th,  is  called  for,  in  order  to  ensure  compliance 
-with  its  provisions:  Only  a  slight  alteration,  however,  will  be  neces- 
sary.   The  Committee  propose  to  substitute  in  Sec.  1st,  the  words— 
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^firsi  day  of  March^^^  instead  of  tht  '^fifteenth  day  of  April/'  and  in 
Sec  2d,  the  worde  ^^first  day  of  September^''  instead  of  ^'fifteenth  day 
of  September.".

His  name  being  called  l^ 
the  Secretary,  he  answered  Aye  to  the  first  resolution,  and  No  to  the 
second. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Guion, 

Resolved,  That  the  reading  of  the  Parochial  Reports  be  dispensed 
with,  and  the  Secretary  bo  requested  to  have  them  inserted  in  the 
Western  Episcopalian. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Smallwood  from  the  Committee  on  Finance,  sub- 
mitted the  following  Report,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted. 
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The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  the  Treasurer's  Report  was 
fierred,  submit  to  the  Convention  the  following  Report : 

The  money  now  in  hand  to  the  credit  of  the  Contingent  Fund,  is 
K>ut  ^148  82,  and  the  debts  due  by  this  Fund  at  the  present  time, 
nount  to  at  least  8300,  being  $250  for  publishing  the  Journals  of 
le  last  two  Conventions,  and  $50  on  account  of  the  expenses  of  the 
elegates  to  the  General  Convention.  Hence  we  are  now  in  debt 
K>at  $150.  To  this  must  be  added  perhaps  $125  for  publishing 
Le  Joamal  of  the  present  Convention,  making  $275  due  during  the 
resent  year.  It  is  hoped  that  this  sum  may  be  raised  by  the  next 
onFention  out  of  the  assessment  now  made  and  the  existing  arreara- 
58.  But  there  is  no  prospect  that  this  can  be  done  without  keeping 
le. assessments  in  all  material  respects  at  their  present  rate. 

And  here  the  Committee  must  call  on  the  parishes  to  make  an  ef- 
rt  towards  clearing  off  their  arrearages.  It  is  not  honorable  to  the 
hurch  to  be  encumbered  with  debt,  and  it  is  not  just  to  her  credit- 
's to  keep  them  out  of  their  dues.  These  things,  we  must  say,  are 
)t  becoming  in  a  christian  people.  The  arrears  are  known  to  be 
rgc,  though  from  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer  the  precise  amount 
moot  be  ascertained :  but  each  parish  knows  what  its  own  indebt- 
Iness  is,  and  certainly  ought  not  to  let  it  contmue,  and  the  Commit- 
e  solemnly  call  upon  them  to  pay  their  arrears  without  delay. 

The  Committee  are  happy  to  say  that  the  Fund  for  the  support  of 
le  Episcopate  is  in  a  better  state.  During  the  last  year  the  amount 
ue  as  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  has  been  paid.  But  it  must  be  borne 
1  mind  that  there  was  a  deficit  on  this  salary  at  the  last  Convention 
f  near  $400,  and  that  this  remains  unpaid.  The  Committee  must 
lerefore  here  again  solemnly  call  on  the  parishes  to  come  up  to  the 
jttlement  of  the  existing  dues.  Let  not  the  matter  be  postponed. 
iCt  every  parish  act  at  once  and  liquidate  their  balances  without  fur- 
icr  delay.  These  assessments  are  now  due,  and  ought  by  Chris- 
ans  to  be  paid  now.  Every  principle  of  justice  and  duty  calls  for 
.     The  Committee  hope  this  appeal  will  be  answered. 

In  conclusion  the  Committee  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resolced,  That  the  assessments  made  at  the  last  Convention  for  the 
^ntingent  Fund  and  the  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate 
uTing  the  year  now  closed,  be  the  assessments  for  the  year  ending 
rith  Uie  next  Convention,  except  as  follows : — Striking  out  St.  Ste- 
hen's,  East  Liverpool;  Christ  Church,  Windsor;  St.  James*,  Bata- 
ia;  St.  Paul's,  Utica;  and  St.  Mark's,  Sydney,  from  which  nothing 
an  be  expected,  and  adding  Grace  Church,  Cleveland,  with  an  as- 
essment  of  $20  for  the  Episcopate,  and  $3  for  the  Contingent,  and 
>t  James',  Kingston,  and  St.  David's,  Gallia,  Co.,  with  an  assessment 
f  $4  for  the  Episcopate  and  $1  for  the  contingent,  each;  and  Calvary 
]!hurch,  Pittsfield,  $2  for  Episcopate  and  $1  for  the  Contingent,  and 
educing  St.  Philip's  Church,  Circleville,  to  an  assessment  of  $60 
n  the  Episcopate  and  $8  on  the  Contingent  Fund.

Uting  and  establishing  order  in  the  parish,  as  it  had  materially  suffered  from  the  want  of  a 
clergyman  for  some  months.    I  hope  by  the  blessing  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  to 
have  yet  prosperity.    Baptisms  by  myself  shice  here  4  infants.    As  there  is  no  list  of  com 
municants  nor  families,  I  etnnot  give  it  correctly,  but  believe  there  are  as  reported  last 
year,  50  Communicants.

RULES    OF    ORDER. 


I.  Thfe  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introdaced  by  prayer. 

II.  When  the  President  takes  (he  Chair,  rib  member  shall  continue  standing, 
or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

III.  After  the  first  day,  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read  each 
morning,  corrected,  if  necessary,  and  approved.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Conven- 
tion, the  whole  proceedings  of  the  sittings  shall  be  read. 

IV.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

V.  At  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  when  the  President  has  taken  the  Chair, 
the  Secretary  of  the  preceding  Convention,  if  present, — if  not,  some  other  person 
appointed  by  the  Chair,  shall  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and 
enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  of  those  present.  He  shall  then  call  the  names  of 
the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation :  and  the  Lay- Delegates  of  each  parish  shal) 
place  their  certificates  on  the  Secretary's  table;  after  which  the  President  sbaU  de- 
clare the  Convention  to  be  duly  organized  and  reatly  to  proceed  1o  business. 

VI.  The  first  business  of  the  Convention  shall  be  the  election  by  ballot  of  a 
Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  assistant.  After  which  the  Presi- 
dent shall  appoint — 1.  A  Commitice  of  Examination,  to  consist  of  two  clergymen 
and  one  layman,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  matters  relative  to  the  right  of  Mem- 
bership, and  Certificates  of  Lay- Delegates,  and  Incorporation  of  Churches,  and 
their  Admission  into  Union  with  the  Convention.  13.  A  ConimitUc  on  Unfinished 
Business,  to  consist  of  one  clergyman  and  one  layman.  After  the  Committe  of 
Examination  has  reported  the  names  of  the  Lay-Delegates  entitled  lo  scats  in  Con- 
vention, the  President  shall  appoint  the  following  Standing  Committees : — 1.  A 
CommiUee  of  Finance,  to  consist  of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen;  to  whom 
ehdU  be  referred  the  Treasurer's  Report,  and  Assessment  of  the  Parishes,  .ind  nil 
matters  of  a  financial  n&turc  not  specifically  r(^*erred  to  any  other  committee.    '»}.  A 
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CsmmitUe  on  Missians,  to  consist  of  two  clergymen  and  one  layman;  to  whoi 
shall  be  referred  the  Report  of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee  of  tb 
Diocese,  and  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  these  subjects.    3.  A  Committee  o 
CanonSj  to  consist  of  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen,  to  whom  new  canons  and  at 
alterations  and  amendments  of  existing  canons  shall  be  referred. 

VII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Houst 
he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  stric« 
Ij  to  the  point  in  debate. 

VIII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate  without  leaf 
of  the  House. 

IX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  contina 
in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

X.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question  is  put,  shall 
on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  ho  be  personally  interested  in  the  discussion. 

XL  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  thi 
House,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate,  unless  it  should  be  on  a  motioi 
for  reconsideration,  which  motion  can  only  be  made  by  a  member  voting  in  th« 
majority  on  the  question  proposed  to  be  reconsidered. 

XII.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House,  unless  seconded,  ani) 
when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

XIII.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be  made* 
except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  or  postpone  it;  but  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall 
always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  before  the  original  motion. 

XIV.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  unless  otherwise  or« 
dered. 

XV.  When  the  House  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his  seat  until 
the  President  leaves  his  chair. 

XVI.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to  seals  in  the  Con- 
vention, Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  the  Dio- 
cese, and  Candi<7ates  for  holy  orders  in  the  same,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings 
of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal,  but  without  the  right 
of  taking  any  part  in  its  proceedings. 

XVII.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  decqicd  and  considered  the  Rules 
of  Order  of  all  future  Conventions,  until  altered  or  rescinded,  and  the  same  shall 
be  published  in  the  Journal  of  each  Convention. 


FORM  OF  THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  PARISHES  IN  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  OHIO. 

We  whose  names  arc  hereunto  aflixed,  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of 
the  Christian  religion,  and  earnestly  wishing  to  promote  its  holy  influence  in  tho 
hearts  and  lives  of  ourselves,  our  families  and  our  neighbors,  do  hereby  associate 
ourselves  together  under  the  name,  and  style  and  title  of  the  Parish  of 
Church,  in  the  Township  of  ,  County  of  ,  and 

State  of  Ohio :  and  by  so  doing  do  adopt  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  in  communion  with  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  Statss  of  America     • 
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N.  B.  After  twenty  persons  shall  have  signed  the  above,  a  meeting  of  the 
fame  may  be  called  on  ten  days'  notice.  Wardens  and  Vestry  being  chosen  aih 
recorded  together  with  the  Minutes  of  the  Meeting,  in  a  book,  to  be  thereafter  kept 
as  a  Parish  Register :  a  notification  should  be  immediately  sent  of  the  fonnation  of 
the  Parish  to  the  Bishop,  which  notification  should  include  a  certified  copy  of  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting,  the  form  of  Association,  tlic  nanie  of  the  Parish  with  tbo^g 
of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry.  Steps  should  be  taken  as  soon  as  possible,  to  have 
the  Parish  Incorporated.  At  the  next  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  the  Panih 
should  apply  by  one  or  more  delegates,  or  by  some  clergyman  of  the  Diocese,  to  be 
admitted  into  union  therewith,  for  which  purpose  the  same  papers  as  are  reqrared 
by  the  Bishop,  should  be  sent  to  the  Convention,  certified  by  the  Clerk  of  tke 
Parish, 


CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  IN  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  OHIO. 


ARTICLE    I. 

This  Chnrch,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  and  adopts  the  constitution  of  that  Church 
and  acknowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE   II. 

There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  DioccHc  on  the  second  Thurs- 
day  after  the  first  Wednesday,  in  September,  of  every  year,  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  a  preceding  Convention,  and  at  such  place  as  shall,  in  like  manner  be 
provided.  But  if  the  place  should  not  be  appointed  by  the  preceding  Conven- 
tion,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese;  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Bishop,  with  such  clergymen 
and  lay-delegates  as  shall  at  any  time  be  duly  assembled  in  Convention,  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  provided  that  in  a  case  of  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the 
absence  of  the  Bishop,  such  clergymen  and  lay-delegates  as  shall  duly  aasemble, 
constitute  a  quorum,  but  in  the  latter  case  only  so  far  as  to  adjourn  to  the  next 
day,  when  if  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  continue,  the  business  of  the  Convention 
shall  proceed. 

ARTICLE   in. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen.  The  Bishop 
and  every  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  canonically  in  charge  of  a  congregation  in  un- 
ion with  this  Convention — or  employed  as  a  Missionary  under  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  the  Diocese — or  regularly  engaged  "as  an  instructor  in  any  incorpora- 
ted Seminary  of  learning,  or  who  is  prevented  by  age  and  infiniiities  from  the  pub- 
lic services  of  the  ministry  shall  be  members  of  this  Convention,  provided  that  they 
can  show  that  they  have  been  at  least  six  months  in  the  Diocese  as  above  required. 
Each  regularly  organized  church  or  congregation  in  canonical  union  with  this 
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Ghitfch,  shall  send  to  the  Convention  one  or  more  lay-delegatee;  not  exceedin|r 
three,  unless  when  two  or  more  congregations  or  churches  are  united  under  one 
^wiiy,  when  delegates,  as  above  provided,  may  be  sent  from  each.  The  delegates 
0f  each  congregation  or  church  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  only.  No  person  un- 
te  aedosiastical  censure  or  process,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

Tha  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  Special  Conventions  when  he  may  judge 
k  impoitant  to  the  good  of  the  Church;  or  when  applied  to  for  that  purpose  by  the 
Stendiag  Committee;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  continued 
Absence  of  the  Bishop  firom  the  Diocese  for  six  months,  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  have  power  to  call  a  Special  Convention,  and  do  so  if  applied  to  for  the  pur- 
pose by  any  five  Presbyters  or  Vestries  of  the  Diocese. 

ARTICLE   V. 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention,  and  shall  open,  or  cause  it  to  be 
opened  with  prayer.  If  there  be  no  Bishop  present,  the  Convention  shall  be  called 
lo  order  by  the  Secretary,  and  shall  elect  a  President  from  among  the  Presbyters. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

At  every  Annual  Convention,  afler  a  viva  voce  nomination,  a  Secretary  shall  be 
chosen  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next  annual  Convention.  His  duty 
shall  be  to  take  minutes,  and  record  all  proceedings  of  the  Convention;  to  attest 
its  public  acts — preserve  its  records — notify  the  parishes  of  the  times  and  places  of 
an  stated  and  special  Conventions,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his 
successor,  all  books  and  papers  relative,  and  belonging  to,  the  Convention,  which 
Biaj  be  IB  his  charge. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Officers  of  the  Convention,  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  and  members 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  elected  by  joint  ballot  of  the  clergy  and  laity, 
and  a  majority  of  votes  shall  be  required  for  an  election.  In  case  of  a  failure  or 
omiasioo  to  elect  any  officers  or  annual  committee,  the  persons  last  elected  shall 
eontinne  to  serve  till  others  be  chosen.  Elections  by  ballot  may  be  dispensed  with 
•  kj  a  onanlmous  vote  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE    VIII. 

'  The  Standing  committee  shall  be  chosen  at  each  annual  Convention  and  shall 
consist  of  three  clergymen  who  are  Presbyters,  and  of  three  Laymen  who  are  com* 
mooicants  in  some  church  in  the  Diocese.  The  officers  of  said  Committee  requir- 
ed by  the  4th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  shall  be  appointed  at  their  first 
meeting.  Auy  three  of  the  Committee,  the  whole  being  summoned,  provided  one 
be  a  Presbyter,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  when  convened 
•t  the  request  of  the  Bishop.  At  all  other  meetings,  a  majority  of  the  members 
aball  be  necessary  to  a  quorum.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  this  Com- 
to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  proceedings  in  a  book  provided  for  that  pur- 
),  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  papers  or  letters  addressed  to  the  Committee, 
to  attest  their  acts,  and  to  deliver  to  his  successrr  all  books  and  papers  which  in 
virtue  of  his  office  may  have  been  committed  to  him.  The  minutes  of  the  Com. 
Biittae  and  all  papers  in  their  hands  relative  to  the  Church,  shall  be  subject  to  the

examination  of  the  Biihop  and  of  tho  Convention.    Vacandea  occoning  in  Uie 
Committoe  thallbe  supplied  by  Tote  of  the  remaining  membeii. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  annual  Conven- 
tion; or  in  a  special  Convention  called  for  that  purpose  at  least  sixtj  days  before 
the  time  appointed;  the  object  being  stated  by  notice  in  writing,  and  sent  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  every  clergjrman  and  vestry  of  the  Diocese. 
The  election  shall  be  conducted  as  follovrs: — The  clergy  shall  vote  by  ballot  fct 
some  suitable  person  for  the  office  of  Bishop,  and  a  majority  of  the  clergy  present 
shall  determine  tho  choice.  A  nomination  thus  made,  shall  be  communicated  (^ 
the  lay  members,  who  shall  proceed  to  vote  by  ballot  whether  to  receive  or  reject  it, 
a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  necessary  to  confirm  the  election. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Tho  clergy  and  lay-delegates  in  Convention,  shall  deliberate  in  one  body,  and 
shall  vote  as  such  on  all  questions  not  otherwise  provided  far ;  except  when  a  vote 
by  orders  is  called  for  by  five  members.  In  such  case,  the  concurrence  of  both 
orders  shall  be  necessary  to  give  validity  to  a  measure — and  on  every  question  the 
votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present,  or,  if  required  by  five,  the  voles  of  a  majority 
of  those  present  of  the  two  orders  respectively  shall  decide. 

ARTICLE  XI. 
The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows :— A  proposition  for 
amendment  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention,  in  writing,  and  if  approved,  shall 
lie  over  till  the  next  annual  Convention,  and  if  then  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the 
two  orders  voting  separately,  the  change  shall  take  place;  and  the  Constitotioii  thus 
altered  shall  be  obligatory. 


CANONS

CANON    I. 

Of  the  TaiAL  of  a  Clergyman  not  being  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  thought  to 
be  guilty  of  any  misconduct  for  which,  according  to  Canon  XXXVII.  of  the 
General  Convention,  he  is  liable  to  be  tried;  application  shall  be  madi  in  writing, 
with  the  name  of  every  one  engaged  in  the  application  subscribed,  to  the  Standing 
Committee;  and  if  it  appear  to  them  that  the  evidence  is  sufficient  to  demand  a 
trial,  they  shall  forthwith  present  the  clergyman  to  the  Bishop,  accordingly;  the 
presentment  being  made  in  writing,  and  specifying  with  as  much  accuracy  as  pes* 
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«ble,  the  offence  or  offences,  with  particulars  of  time,  pUu^  and  ctrcumstanees;  and 
erery  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  may  for  himself  request  of  the  Standing  Commit, 
tee  the  inquiry  provided  for  in  this  section,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  instituted  and 
shall  proceed  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Caoon. 

Sec.  SL  Presentment  being  made;  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  presen- 
me&t  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  eight  Presbyters  entitled 
to  aealB  in  the  Convention,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  ac- 
cneed,  provided  that  no  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  who  may  have  joined 
in  the  pnsentment  be  included  in  such  nomination.  Out  of  the  Presbyters,  so 
nominated,  the  accused  shall  select  five  and  notify  their  names  in  writing,  to  the 
Bkhop,  within  thirty  dap  after  the  serving  aforesaid.  And  if  he  do  not  give  such 
notification  vrithin  said  time,  the  Bishop  shall  select  five,  and  the  presbyters  so  se- 
lected, shall  form  a  Board  for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to 
time  and  from  place  to  place,  (but  always  within  this  Diocese)  as  they  shall  think 


Sec.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board 
shall  be  served,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused;  and  also 
oa  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by  their  President,  or  one  of  their  number  whom 
they  may  appoint  for  the  purpose,  shall  prosecute  the  case  and  present  such  oral  or 
doeiunentary  evidence  to  substantiate  the  accusation,  as  they  may  be  able  to  obtain. 

Sec  4.  If  at  the  time  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Bnard,  the  whole  number  be 
not  present,  then  those  present  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time;  and  if  it  shall  ap- 
pear impiobable  that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  those 
who  do  attend,  being  not  fewer  than  three,  shall  proceed  to  trial,  and  a  majority 
shall  decide  all  questions  and  render  judgment. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall,  before  the  appointment  of  a  Board  fbr 
his  trial,  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts  of  which  ho  is  accused,  the  Bishop  may  im. 
mediately  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  if  he  shall  not  thus  confess,  he  shall  be  consi- 
dered as  pleading  iiot  guilty. 

Sec.  6.  In  case  a  Clergyman,  presented  and  notified  as  above  directed,  shall  not 
appear  before  the  Board  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Board  may  proceed  as  if  he 
were  present,  unless  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day.  And  if  the 
accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear  before  the  Board,  after  due  presentment 
and  notification,  and  no  sufficient  reason  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  be  given,  the 
Board  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  and  sentence  of  suspension 
from  the  ministry  shall  pass  against  him  accordingly;  but  the  sentence  may  be  re- 
versed by  the  Bishop,  if  within  three  calendar  months,  the  accused  shall  tender 
himself  ready,  and  accordingly  appear  and  receive  his  trial;  but  if  he  shall  not  so 
tender  himself,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  acts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  shall 
proceed,  if  he  think  proper,  to  pass  sentence  of  degradation  from  the  ministry. 

Sec.  7.  At  their  first  meeting,  the  Board  shall  choose  a  President  firom  their 
own  number,  and  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  from  their  own  number  or  otherwise, 
as  they  may  determine,  and  before  proceeding  to  trial,  they  shall  adopt  and  declare 
the  roles  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conduct^;  provided  however,  that  nd  layman 
shall  advocate  for  either  party  in  the  trial;  though  both  parties  may,  at  thcii  option, 
employ  or  consult  legal  or  other  advisers. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evidence  as  may 
be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  Secretary,  and  sign- 
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ed  by  the  wiinoMes  respectively;  and  loiiie  officer,  authoriMd  by  law  to  adminicfer 
oatha,  may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  a^mnifltegr  an  oath  or  ai- 
firmation  to  the  witnesses;  and  the  examinatioe  of  witneseea  and  all  the  proceed. 
ingsof  the  trial,  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  accused. 

Sec.  9.  Application  being  made  to  the  Bishop  by  either  party,  setting  finth 
satisfactorily,  that  any  material  witnesses  cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the 
Bishop  may  appoint  some  clergyman  or  layman  to  act  as  a  commissbner  to  take  the 
testimony  of  such  witness;  and  the  party  applying  as  above,  shall  give  to  the  other 
party  at  Itui five  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And 
if  the  person  or  persons  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  reside  more  than  forty 
miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day's  notice,  exclusive  of  Sun- 
day, shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said  distanoa.  Amd 
holh  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness;  and  the  question*  and  uiswers 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the 
Commissioner,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the  Board  and  re- 
ceived by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined  before  such  Commissioner,  may 
be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sec.  10.  The  Board,  ailer  considering  the  evidence,  shall  declare  in  a  writing 
signed  by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in 
the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guil^  or  not 
guilty  of  such  charges  respectively;  which  decision,  together  with  the  evidence  and 
an  attested  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  BiAopt  accom- 
panied with  an  opinion  of  the  Board,  as  to  what  sentence  should  be  pronounced — 
whereupon  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be 
proper,  provided  the  same  do  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by 
the  Board,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  But  the  Bishop,  if  satisfied  that  jus. 
tice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Board 
of  Presbyters  shall  be  appointed,  including  none  of  those  who  sat  upon  the  former 
trial,  before  which  Board  the  proceedings  shall  be  conducted  as  before  provided. 

Sec.  11.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  connected  by  consanguinity  or  affinity 
with  the  party  accused,  he  may  request  some  other  Bishop  to  express  his  judgment 
on  the  decision  made  |by  the  Board,  to  which  judgment  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
shall  conform  in  passing  sentence  or  granting  a  new  trial.  And  if  the  Diocew  be 
vacant,  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  request  the  services  of  such 
Bishop  as  they  may  find  most  convenient  for  the  performance  of  all  such  acta  as 
are  by  this  Canon  required  to  be  done  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON   II. 

Op  the  Vbstry  op  a  CnuRCH. 

Sec.  1.  In  every  Church  of  this  Diocese,  after  prayer,  there  shall  be  an  annual 
election,  on  E^ter  Monday,  of  a  Vestry,  consisting  of  not  less  than  five,  and  not 
more  than  ten  members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  till  their  successors  are  ap- 
pointed. Two  of  these  vestrymen  shall  be  designated  on  the  ballot  to  serve  at 
Wardens, — one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  the  Senior  Warden  of  .the  Parish — 
who,  in  the  absence  of  the  rector,  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  Vestry.  In  his 
absence  the  Junior  Warden  shall  preside.  The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Secretary 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings — attest 
the  public  acts  ef  the  Vsstry—preserve  all  records  and  papers  belonging  to  the 
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pMrish — perform  such  other  daties  as  shall  be  legally  assigned  him,  and  fidthfully 
to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  all  books  and  documents  belonging  to 
tlie  Parish  that  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Sec.  2.  In  electing  a  Vestry,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  has  not 
signed  the  Article  of  Parochial  Association;  and  who  is  not  a  holder  or  renter  of 
eoe  entire  pew;  and  when  two  or  more  persons  shall  hold  or  rent  a  pew,  they  shall 
bo  entitled  jointly  to  one  vote.  In  those  parishes  in  which  there  are  no  pews  held 
or  rented,  no  individual  shall  be  entited  to  vote  who  is  not  a  contributor  to  the 
Chnrdi  to  such  an  amount  as  the  respective  parishes  shall  appoint 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  Vestryman  who  is  not  a  pew  holder,  or  a 
qualified  voter  in  the  parish  for  which  he  is  elected,  and  a  bona  fide  member  thereof 

Sec.  4.  If  any  Vestryman  shall  be  guilty  of  scandalous  or  immoral  conduct,  or 
shall  be  notoriously  immoral  in  his  general  character,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  tht 
Blinister,  or  in  case  there  shall  be  no  minister,  of  the  Senior  Warden,  to  present 
him  to  the  Vestry,  who  shall  have  power,  on  baing  satisfied  of  his  guilt,  to  expel 
him;  provided  always  that  at  least  two-thirds  concur  in  such  expulsion,  and  that 
the  person  expelled  shall  have  a  right  to  appeal  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the  property  of  the 
Church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to  elect  and  call  a  Minister  and  pco- 
vide  (or  his  maintenance,  to  keep  order  in  the  Church  during  the  celebration  of  Di- 
vine worship,  and  in  general  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  minister  in  whatever  is  appro- 
priate to  laymen,  for  the  fartherancc  of  the  Goipel;  it  being  understood  always  that 
the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  Church  are  under  the  exclusive  dirertion  of  the  minis- 
ter, in  subordination  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority  and  laws  of  the  Diocese. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  the  elements  for  the 
Lord's  Supper — to  collect  the  Alms  at  the  administration  of  the  same,  to  keep  and 
•disburse  such  alms  in  case  the  Church  is  destitute  of  a  minister — and  while  the 
Church  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  wcHTship 
and  the  instruction  of  the  congregation  by  occasional  clerical  services  or  by  lay- 
reading  as  circumstances  may  permit. 

Meetings  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  called  by  the  Rector,  or  in  his  absence  by  the 
Senior  Warden;  and  the  Rector,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Senior  Warden  shall  call 
ttieetings  at  the  request  of  two  members  of  the  Vestry.  And  the  Vestry  may  ad. 
journ  from  time  to  time  at  their  pleasure. 

(Parishes  now  incorporated  are  excepted  from  any  parts  of  this  Canon  interfer- 
ing with  their  Articles  of  Association  or  By-laws.) 

CANON  III. 

Op  the  Admission  of  a  Church  or  Congreoation  into  Union  with  the  Pro. 

TESTANT  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

To  enable  a  Church  or  Congregation  to  be  received  into  union  with  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese,  it  shall  be  necessary  that  the  Vestry  submit  to  the  ConventiO|| 
their  Articles  of  Association;  or,  if  incorporated,  thdir  Charter,  or  a  copy  thereof, 
duly  authenticated  according  to  law;  and  further  that  it  be  made  to  appear  that 
such  church  or  congregation  has  acceded  to  the  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  and  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  this  Diocese.  A  certificate  shall  also  be  produced  from  the  Bishop— or 
in  case  of  his  absence  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate— from  a  majority  of  the 
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Stiiidiilg  Committee,  that  notice  was  given  him  or  them,  at  least  one  month  beibvie 
the  Confention,  of  the  organization  having  XMktu  place. 

CANON   IV. 

AmiroANCE  ON  Convention,  and  REatiisrrEs  for  the  Admission  of 

Lat-Depoties. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  clergymen,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Conventien,  to  at- 
tend the  same,  and  of  every  charch  or  congregation  in  union  with  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  to  send  one  or  more  Lay-Delegates  to  the  Convention,  not  exceeding 
three,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  from  among  the  Communicanti  of  the 
charch  or  congregation  to  be  represented,  and  shall  exhibit  to  the  Convention  a 
eertificate  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  by  the  Rector,  or  by  one  of  the 
Wardens,  in  substance  as  follows,  viz: — 

This  is  to  certify  that  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of 
Church  held  on  the  day  of  A.  B. 

who  is  a  eommunicant  of  good  standing  in  said  Church,  was  appointed  a  Lay* 
Delegate  to  represent  the  same  in  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  to  be  holden  on  the  day  of  in 

the  year  of  our  Lord  Signed 

Parishes  already  incorporated  are  excepted  from  so  much  of  the  above  Canon, 
as  would  interfere  with  their  Articles  of  Incorporation,  or  Association. 

CANON   V. 
A  List  to  be  made  of  the  Ministers  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of  this  Dio- 
cese, the  Bishop  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  List  of  the  Ministers  canonically  resi- 
dent in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  Cures  or  Parishes  or 
Stations  as  missionaries;  or  of  the  institutions  of  learning  duly  incorporated,  in 
which  they  are  engaged — and  in  regard  to  such  as  are  not  engaged  in  parishes  or 
missions,  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above— their  places  of  Residence  only, — 
specifying  at  the  same  time  who  of  any  class  arc  Deacons — but  no  clergyman 
while  suspended  from  the  ministry  shall  have  a  place  on  such  Ust.  And  such  list 
shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  immediately  after  it  shall  have  been  called  to 
order,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  therefrom.  The  same  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Journal,  and  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  When  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Conveniion  is  dis- 
puted, it  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  third  article  of  the 
Constitution,  by  the  Conventinn  itself,  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list 
aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

CANON   VI. 

On  Parish  Registers  anu  Parochial  Reports. 

Sec.  1.    Every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  Register  of  all  the  Bap- 
tisms, Confirmations,  Marriages  and  Funerals,  solemnized  by  him:  or  in  his  par.- 
ish  by  any  other  Episcopal  minister :  specifying  the  names  and  times  of  birth  of 
the  children  bi^zed,  together  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors;  the 
names  of  the  adults  baptizad,  and  also  of  the  witnesses  of  the  baptism;  the  names 
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of  those  confirmeil,  and  by  whom;  the  namei  of  the  parties  married,  and  of  persona 
haried;  and  also  the  time  of  each  rite  respectirelj.  This  Register  shall  be  kept  by 
the  Minister,  in  a  book,  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  the 
Church  which  he  serves :  which  book  shall  be  called  the  Parish  Register,  and  shall 
be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  parish. 

Sec.  2  In  addition  to  the  Register  above  named,  the  Minister  of  each  Parish 
shall  keep  a  list  of  the  Communicants  and  of  Families  within  his  cure— ipecifying 
the  time  when  the  former  became  communicants  of  the  Church  under  his  charge, 
and  whether  by  removal  from  the  communion  of  some  other  Church  or  otherwise 

Sec  3.  Every  Minister  of  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  day  of  every  an- 
onal  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop— or  if  there  be  no  Bishop— to  the 
President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  marriages, 
funerals,  and  persons  confirmed  within  his  cure  since  the  last  Convention,  and  also 
of  the  number  of  communicants,  specifying  the  removals  and  deaths,  also  the  addi- 
tions to  the  communion,  and  whether  the  last  have  been  by  removal  from  the  com. 
monion  of  other  churches  or  otherwise,  since  the  last  Convention — and  also  of  the 
number  of  pupils  and  teachers  connected  with  Sunday-school  instruction  in  the 
pariah — and  of  the  number  of  persons  connected  with  BiUe-clasa  instruction,  and 
of  any  Missionary  or  other  benevolent  societies,  and  of  all  contributiona  for  bene- 
volent objects,  by  subscription  or  public  collectiona,  together  with  a  concise  atate- 
mmt  of  whatever  other  matters  of  fkct  may  be  important  in  showing  the  atate  of 
the  pariah. 

CANON   VII. 

Op  Vacant  CoNOREOATioNa. 

Whenever  a  parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Veatry  immadi- 
ateiy  to  give  notice  to  the  Bishop. 

CANON    VIII. 

Or  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

The  Convention  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  annual  meeting,  according  to  the  provi* 
aions  of  the  7th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  four  clergymen  out  of  Presbytery  en. 
titled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  four  Laymen  who  shall  be  in  good  standing 
aa  communicants  in  some  church  in  union  with  the  Diocese,  to  act  as  Deputies 
ftam  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention — which  Deputies  shall  continue  in 
office  until  their  successors  are  chosen.  And  it  shall  be^he  duty  of  the  Depntiea- 
elect,  to  signify  to  the  Bishop  on  some  day  at  lea3t  three  weeks  before  the  meeting 
of  the  General  Convention,  whether  they  will  attend  or  not,  to  the  duties  of  their 
office.  In  default  of  which  signification,  or  in  case  of  the  declining  of  any  to  at- 
tend the  General  Convention,  the  Standing  Committee,  on  notification  from  tho 
Bishop,  shall  proceed  to  appoint  as  many  clerical  or  lay-deputies  as  may  be  neceasa- 
ry  to  constitute  a  full  representation  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  person  or  pDraona  ao 
delegated,  being  furnished  with  the  certificate  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  deputies  elected  by  the  Convention.  In  case 
of  a  vacancy  in  the  jEpiscopate,  the  notification  on  the  part  of  the  deputies-elect 
above  required,  bhall  be  made  to  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 
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CANON   IX. 

On  Lay  Readesi. 

None  shall  be  considered  as  authorized  to  officiate  as  a  Lay-Reader  in  this  Dio- 
cese, except  in  cases  of  particular  emergency,  without  a  written  license  from  the 
Bishop;  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  from  the  Standing  Committee; 
and  Lay-Readers  shall  in  all  cases  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  ilth  Canon  of 
the  Gkneral  Convention. 

CANON   X. 
On  Preparing  a  Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

In  order  to  cany  into  effect  the  recommendation  contained  in  the  51  st  Canon  of 
the  General  Convention,  a  Committee  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  shall  be 
appointed  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  same,  next  before  every  stated  meeting  of  the 
Gmeral  Convention,  to  draft,  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of  the  Bishop,  a  Re- 
port of  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Convention. 

CANON   XI. 

Of  the  Secretary  op  the  Convention. 

See.  1,  In  addition  to  the  duties  tnsignedto  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  in 
the  6th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  made  his  duty  to  send  to  the  Mifuster,  or 
in  case  there  be  no  minister,  to  the  Wardens  of  each  parish  in  union  with  the 
Convention,  not  less  than  four  weeks  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Conventioni 
a  notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  said  meeting,  together  with  the  Form  of 
a  Parochial  Report — and  a  Form  by  which  to  certify  the  Appointment  of  Lay- 
t)eputies,  together  with  the  Assessment  laid  upon  the  Parish  for  the  expenses  of 
the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan 
Convention,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese — as  well  as 
of  any  Charge  or  Pastoral  Letter  recently  published— and  to  the  Greneral  ConveD. 
tion,  a  Certificate  of  the  Appointment  of  Clerical  and  Lay-Deputies. 

CANON   XII. 
Op  the  Treasurer  op  the  Convention. 

Sec.  1.  At  every  stated  Convention,  there  shall  be  elected  a  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  disburse  all  monies  collected  un- 
der the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and  of  which  the  collection  and  distribution 
shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the 
Convention  and  examined  by  a  Committee  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  ofiice  of  Treasurer,  it  shall  bs  supplied  by 
a  person  chosen  by  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  an 
election  is  made  by  the  Convention* 

CANON   XIII. 
Of  Missions,  and  of  EIoccation  for  the  Ministry. 

Sec.  1.  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  missionary  institution,  and 
every  part  thereof  pledged  by  the  Christum  profession  to  the  support  of  the  Mis- 
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■iODaxy  work;  and  the  fdacation  of  young  men  for  the  Ministry  beinf  absolutely 
iHoeasary  to  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel  in  the  same  work— it  is  sokmnJy  urged 
opon  every  member  of  the  Church,  that  he  consider  his  Christian  profession  as  in- 
▼olving  direct  obligation  to  promote  these  objects. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  in  this  Diocese  to  instruct  the 
people  of  his  charge  in  relation  to  these  objects.  And  it  is  recommended  to  every 
member  ef  the  Church  to  lay  by  him,  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  store  for 
theee  parpeses,  as  Qod  hath  prospered  him,  according  to  the  apostolic  direclioii. — 
I  Cor.  xvi.  1. 

See.  3.  There  shall  be  appointed,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  a 
Ceoimittee  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  ex-officio,  and  eight  other 
members — four  clerical,  four  lay — elected  by  ballot,  to  be  called  the  Missionary  and 
Education  Committee;  to  whom  shall  be  committed  the  appointment  and  regula- 
tion of  Beneficiaries,  the  appointment  of  Missionaries,  and  Missionary  Stations, 
and  the  making  of  all  appropriations  of  money  for  either  object 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  the  contributors  to  designate  to  which  pur- 
pose, and  also  to  which  branch  of  the  Missionary  cause,  if  such  be  the  designation, 
their  contribution  shall  be  applied.  If  no  designation  be  made,  it  shall  be  at  the 
(Bsposal  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  preside  in  all  meetings  of  the  Com. 
loittee,  when  he  is  present — if  absent,  a  chairman  pro  tan,  shall  be  appointed* 

See.  6.    The  Committee  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  place,  and  on  the  first  day, 

•f  the  lOUiaal  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  at  such  other  times  aqd  places  ae 

'  the  Piendoit  may  from  time  to  time  appoint,  or  as  may  be  fou«d  conveiuent  ^ 

their  own  aiyoQrnment.    Four  attending  members  shall  be  a  quorum;  fuid  every 

nfMF4"»g  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

See.  7.  No  Beneficiary  or  Missionary  shall  be  appointed  without  the  written 
consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  same,  which  consent  shall  be  entered  on  the  Minutes. 

Sec.  8.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  Secretary  of  the  same 
shafl  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  year  then  terminated— which,  with 
the  Treasurer's  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Convention,  and  published  in  its  Journal,  either  entire  or  in  part 

Sec.  9.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer  who  shall  be 
cx-officio  members  of  the  Committee.  Vacancies  during  the  recess  of  the  Conven. 
tian,  may  be  supplied  by  the  Committee.  No  monies  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasu- 
ser,  bi^  by  an  order  of  the  Committee,  sigaed  by  the  President 

CANON   XIV. 
Fon  THE  Support  op  the  Episcopate. 

Sec.  1 .  Every  Minister  shall,  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  March  of  every  year, 
solicit  the  sum  of  one  dollar  from  each  communicant,  whom  he  may  deem  able  to 
pay  the  same,  and  transmit  the  amount  so  obtained  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  On  or  about  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year,  th«  Vestry  of 
evrry  parish  shall,  through  their  parish  collector,  or  otherwise,  solicit  from  every 
householder  or  pew-holdcr,  who  is  not  a  communicant,  th^  like  sum  of  one  dollar, 
to  be  transmitted  forthwith  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.

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See.  3.  Out  of  the  Bam  so  receired,  the  Treasurer  shaU  pay  to  the  Bishop  the 
sQin  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  The  sum  to  be  paid  in  equal  semi-annua^ 
instalments. 

CANON  XV. 

Of  Lay  Discipline. 

Sec.  1.  Any  Communicanti  who  shall  absent  himself  (or  one  year  firom  the 
communion,  without  reasons  satis&ctoiy  to  the  Rector,  may  be  suiqpended  from  the 
communion. 

Sec  2.  A  Communicant  changing  his  residence,  and  thus  dissolving  his  con- 
nection with  any  parish,  shall  be  required  to  present  a  certificate  of  good  etandiny 
from  the  Minister  of  such  parish,  oi  if  it  have  no  minister,  fiom  one  of  its  War- 
dens, before  being  enrolled  as  a  conununicant  of  any  parish  in  this  Dioceee. 

CANON   XVI. 

Of  Contingent  Expenses. 

There  shall  be  annually  assessed  by  the  Convention,  upon  the  eeveral  parishes 
in  the  Diocese,  according  to  their  ability,  an  amount  sufficient  to  defray  the  contin- 
gent expenses  of  the  Church.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  the  Convention,  shall  be  applied  to  the  following  objects :  1.  To  defray  the  tra- 
velling expenses  of  the  Bishop  to  the  General  Convention.  2.  To  pay  the  postages 
of  the  Bishop.  3.  To  pay  the  quota  asseesed  on  the  several  churches  in  the  Dio- 
cese by  each  General  Convention,  for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof.  4.  To  pay 
for  publishing  the  Journals  of  the  Convention  and  such  other  documenis  aa  may 
be  ordered  by  Conventbn.  5.  To  defray  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  dericai 
delegates  to  the  Greneral  Convention,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  to  each  delegate. 
6.  To  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of  presbyters  attending  ecdesiagtical  triab. 

CANON   XVII. 

Of  Alterations  in  the  Canons  and  Additions  tbersto. 

No  proposition  to  alter  or  add  to,  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  considered 
by  the  Convention,  except  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  after  one  day's  notice  thereof 
given  in  open  Convention;  nor  (unless  by  unanimous  consent,)  until  it  shall  have 
heen  reported  on  by  a  Committee  of  at  least  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen.  Nor 
ahall  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during  the  same  Convention,  if  twor 
(hirds  of  the  members  present  shall  not  concur  therein;  but  in  such  case  the  same 
(unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of  the  votes)  shalMie  over  for  consideration  till  the 
next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

CANON   XVIII. 
Repealing  of  former  Canons. 
All  former  Canons  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  repealed. 
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CONSTITUTION 

Df  THE  TUE0LCM3ICAL  SEMINARY  OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL. 
CBURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OP  OHIO.  AS  AMENDED  IN  1839-'40. 


ARTICLE   I. 


Tlie  Convention  of  tho  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the  Diocese  of  Ohio 
do  hereby  establish  a  Seminary  for  the  Education  of  Ministers  of  the  Qospel  in  said 
Chueh;  soch  Seminaiy  to  be  founded  upon  Donations  made  and  to  be  made,  in 
the  united  lungdoms  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  in  America,  for  that  purposoi 


and  10  be  known  by  the  name  of  '*The  Theolo^cal  Seminaiy  of  the  Protestant 
~~  '         '  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio." 


ARTICLE   II. 

The  said  Seminary  shall  be  established  by  the  Conventioa  of  the  DioceM,  ai 
such  plnoe  within  the  same  as  shall  be  consiBtent  with  the  deed  of  donation,  exe- 
cuted by  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  in  England,  on  the  37th  day  of  November,  18S3;  and 
when  omot  ertablished,  shall  for  ever  after  remain  in  the  same  place. 

ARTICLE   III. 

The  dofection  and  management  of  said  Seminary  shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  which  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time  being,  and 
of  foor  derical  and  four  lay  Trustees,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Convention  of  the  Dio. 
eeee,  and  to  remain  in  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  until  their  snecessow 
are  chosen,  provided  that  no  officer  of  the  Seminary  or  of  any  institution  that  may 
be  annexed  thereto,  except  the  President  of  Kenyon  CoIlege,'shall  be  eligible  to  said 
Boaid.  Thb  article,  so  far  as  it  respects  the  number  of  clerical  and  lay  Trustees, 
may  from  time  to  time  be  amended  by  a  concurring  resolution  of  the  Oonventioo, 
apd  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  so  as  to  increase  the  number  of 
derieal  and  lay  Trustees,  until  the  number  of  each  may  be  twdve;  which  number 
dttU  thereafter  constitute  the  permanent  Board  of  clencal  and  lay  Trustees. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

A  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Trustees  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum  to  do  business.  The  Bishop,  if  present,  shall  preside.  In  his  absence,  a 
President  pro  tem.  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot;  whose  office  shall  expire  with  the 
final  adjournment  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  at  which  the  appointment  was  made. 
If  any  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Convention  that  may  meet  next  thereafter. 

ARTICLE   V. 

The  Seminary  shall  be  under  the  immediate  charge  and  superintendence  of  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time  being,  as  President  of  the  Institution,  and  dvu 
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ring  the  recess  of  the  Board  the  Bishop  shall  l)e  the  Prudential  Committee  in  mU 
secular  matters  of  the  institution. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  constitute  profeesonhips,  and  to  ap- 
point and  remove  the  professors,  and  to  preecribe  the  course  of  study,  and  to  mtke 
all  rules,  regulations  and  statutes  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  govenmient  of 
the  Seminary,  and  to  secure  its  prosperity:  provided,  that^all  such  rules,  regulatioDi, 
statutes,  or  other  proceedings,  shall  for  ever  be  in  conformity  "to  the  doctrine,  dii. 
cipline,  constitution  and  canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  to  the  course  of  study  prescribed,  or  to  be  prescribed,  by 
the  Bishops  of  the  said  Church." 

ARTICLE  VII. 

If  at  any  time  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chnrdi  in 
the  United  States  of  America  shall  by  resolution,  entered  in  their  Joumale,  declare 
khy  rule,  regulation,  statute  or  other  proceeding  of  the  Board  of  Troftees  hereby 
constituted,  to  be  contrary  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  constitution,  and  etnons  of 
the  Church,  or  to  the  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  Bishops,  such  rule,  regula- 
tion, statute,  or  other  proceedmg,  shall  thenceforth  cease  to  have  effect,  and  shall 
be  considered  as  abrogated  and  annulled. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

The  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  AmeiL 
ca,  shall  individually,  and  any  two  or  more  of  them,  be  visitants  of  the  Seminary, 
to  take  care  that  the  course  of  discipline  and  instruction  be  conformable  to  the  pre- 
ceding provisions.  And  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  one  of  the  Bishops  aforesaid,  at 
any  timo  to  institute  in  his  own  name  and  character  of  Bishop,  any  proper  legal 
process  to  enforce  and  secure  the  administration  of  the  Seminary  according  to  the 
foundation  herein  prescribed. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  as  soon  as  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  ahall  so  in- 
struct them,  shall  annex  to  the  Seminary,  a  College,  with  the  necessary  Preparato- 
ry Schools;  subject,  like  the  Seminary,  to  the  provisions  of  the  7th  and  8chi  Articles 
of  the  Constitution,  which  College  shall  have  a  separate  President  and  Faculty,  the 
Trustees  h&ving  power  to  make  all  needful  by-laws,  and  to  appoint  and  remove  all 
Professors  and  othef  officers,  necessary  to  the  government  and  prosperity  of  said 
College:  provided  that  the  President  be  appointed  on  the  nomination  of  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  and  that  in  case  he  shall  not  so  nominate  within  two  months  after 
bting  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  then  they  shall  proceed  to  elect 
a  President  without  such  nomination, — provided  also  that  his  Episcopal  supervinoQ 
and  authority  be  understood  as  embracing  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  College  and 
its  Preparatory  Schools,  and  that  the  present  property  of  the  said  Seminary,  what- 
ever use  the  Trustees  may  permit  the  College  to  make  of  any  part  thereof,  shall 
Alwaye  remain  exclusively  the  property  of  the  Seminary. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  at  Ghunbier,  annually,  on  Che  day  preceding 
the  Commencement    The  President  of  the  Board  shall  at  any  time,  upon  the  ap- 
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plic&tion  in  writing  of  one  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Dioceee,  and 
two  clerical  and  two  lay  Trustees,  call  a  meeting  of  the  Board  to  be  held  at  tach 
other  time  and  place  as  he  maj  appoint,  not  exceeding  thirty  daya  from  the  day  on 
which  the  application  shall  be  pres^ted. 

ARTICLE   XI. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  Bishop,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  and  a  majority  of  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese. 

Provided,  that  no  alteration  or  amendment  whatever  be  made  in  this  Constitn- 
tion,  whereby  the  funds  of  the  Seminary,  raised  in  EIngland,  be  appropriated  to 
any  other  use  than  the  education  and  theological  instruction  of  ttudenta,  fi>r  the 
ministry  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  This  proviso,  howi»vtr,doea  not  pre. 
dude  the  lawfulness  and  constitutionality  of  annexing  a  CoUq^  to  the  Seminary; 
and  making  provision  so  far  as  practicable,  &r  the  ftdmimon  [of  othinr  atndcnta,  «^ 
tiMir  own  expense,  to  the  benefit  of  a  College  education.

Sec.  1.  6c  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  •f  Ohio,  That 
Benjamin  Ganliner,  John  Matthews,  and  John  C.  Wi^t,  and  Aair  sfioeeasoft  in 
office,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  corporation  and  body  poTHio,  by  the  nan* 
and  style  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Eptaeopal  Chnreh 
in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  by  which  name  they  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  made  eapable 
of  receiving,  holding  and  disposing  of  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  whidh  may  be 
in  them  invested,  for  the  support  and  maintenanco  of  the  Bishop  of  the  PioleiUiit . 
Episcopal  Church  within  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  by  which  nams  thij  aaj  sue 
and  be  sued,  and  in  relation  to  the  property  in  them  invested,  do  and  |MdklB  owjr 
tct  necessary  for  the  receiving,  safe  keeping,  using  and  disposing  of  the  sane  to 
the  best  advantage;  provided  that  the  actual  valoe  of  the  property  invistad  as  aibrs. 
said,  shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars,  nor  the  annual  income  therefirom  fifteen 
hundred  dollars. 

"Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  F«nd  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  shall  be  elseted  trienniaily  hy 
the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  shall  continne  until  theb  soccc»oi^ 
arc  duly  appointed;  and  this  CorporaUon  shall  at  all  times  be  Mibject  to  bt  akerad,

R.  v.  Rogwri,  B.  P.  Aydelott,  Alvah  Sanford,  A.  Guion  and  Wiliiim  Pnetoo'^ 
clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  such  cler- 
gymen in  the  orders  and  communion  of  the  said  Church,  as  may  hereafter  become 
their  associates,  and  shall  be  contributors  to  the  funds  of  the  Corporation  herein 
erected,  and  as  may  be  admitted  into  the  said  Corporation  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  thereof,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be,  and  they  and  their  successors  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic  forever,  by  the  name  of  "The 
Corporation  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Children  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  of  the  State  of  Ohio,"  and  by  the  same  name  they  and 
|heir  successors,  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  of 
taking,  holding  and  alienating  any  estate,  real  or  personal.    Provided,  that  the  an- 
nual income  of  such  property  shall  not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  The  members  of  the  said  Corporation  and  their  successors,  may  meet  at 
such  time  and  place  as  a  majority  shall  agree  upon,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  purpose  of  this 
Ad :  Provided  that  such  rules  be  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  and  constitution  of 
|his3tato» 

See.  3.  That  the  said  Corporation  and  their  successors,  by  the  name  aforesaid 
■hall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded  in  al| 
eourts  of  justice  wludsoever;  and  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  and  their  succes- 
sors to  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  change  at  their  pleasure,  and  shall  in 
general  have  and  exercise  all  such  privileges  as  are  by  law  incident  and  necessary 
to  a  corporation  of  this  kind,  to  enable  them  to  carry  into  eflect  the  designs  of  this 
Act;  for  the  benefit  and  succour  and  relief  of  the  widows  of  such  clergymen  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Chureh  aforesaid,  agreeably  to  such  rules  and  by-laws  as  may 
be  established  for  the  management  and  payment  of  annuities  to  the  said  widows, 
and  for  the  education  of  their  children,  and  settling  them  in  some  useful  busineas 
•r  profession :  Provided  also,  that  any  future  Legislature  may  alter,  amend  or  ap- 
peal  this  Act,  provided  such  appeal  shall  not  infringe  any  vested  rights.

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PROCEEDINGS  OP  THE  SOCIETY. 

On  the  twelfth  day  of  September,  1845,  the  following  clergymen  of  the  Proteit. 
tnt  Episcopal  Church,  assembled  in  Christ  Church,  Cincinnati,  for  the  purpose  of 
oiganizing  the  Incorporated  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  o^ 
Deceased  Clergymen,  viz :  Rt  Rev.  C.  P.  McIIvaine,  Rev.  Momts.  Erastus  Burr 
James  B.  Britton,  Alex.  F.  Dobb,  R.  S.  Killin,  Wm.  A.  Smallwood,  T.  B.  Fair- 
child,  Alanson  Phelps,  Joseph  Muenscher,  Edward  Winthrop,  Henry  Pajme,  E. 
H.  Canfield,  A.  T.  McMurphey,  and  AWah  Guion.  The  Rt  Rer.  Bishop  McH. 
▼aine  was  called  to  the  Chair,  when  the  clergymen  present  proceeded  to  organise 
the  Society  above  named,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  Incorporation 
granted  by  the  Legislature  of  Ohb,  February  27th,  A.  D.  1834. 

The  Rev.  Mr  Muenscher,  Chairman  of  a  Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose 
by  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chuith  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio, 
gnbmitted  the  annexed  Report,  embracing  the  fundamental  Laws  and  Rules  of  the 
Society,  which,  on  motion,  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  members  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  officers  for  the  year  ensuingi 
when  the  following  were  chosen : —

On  motion,  it  was  Resolved,  that  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to  assae 
a  circular  letter,  recommending  the  Society  to  the  attention  of  the  clergy,  and  the 
hjor  of  the  parishes,  and  requesting  that  a  contribution  be  taken  np  in  all  tile 
churches  of  the  Diocese,  during  the  conventional  year,  in  aid  of  the  same. 

The  Society  then,  on  motion,  adjourned  sine  die.

FUNDAMENTAL  LAWS. 

1.  Any  Clergyman  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  may 
become  a  member  of  this  Corporation,  and  entitled  to  all  its  privileges  by  deposii- 
ing  with  the  Treasurer  a  premium  note  of  t50,  and  paying  the  legal  inteiest  theio- 
on  in  advance. 

2.  A  note  may  be  given  for  the  annual  interest  on  the  praminm  note,  if  pwftrred 
by  the  contributor,  provided  the  condition  of  the  funds  will  permit  it,  and  ho  pay 
the  interest  thereon  in  advance. 

3.  The  premium  note  shall  be  subject  to  requisitions  from  time  to  tioie,  to  lapply 
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any  deficiencies  which  may  arise  in  the  available  fiinds  of  the  Society,  for  the  pa.. 

jMBt  of  annuities. 
4.  Each  contributor  shall  pay  his  annual  contribution  to  the  Corporation  on  or 

lieiore  the  second  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant 
i^iiseopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  under  the  penalty  of  12^  per  cent  per  an- 
num on  the  amount  due :  and  at  the  expiration  of  three  years,  should  such  delin- 
quency continue,  he  shall  forfeit  his  beneficial  interest  in  the  institution. 

5u  The  beneficial  interest  of  a  contributor  shall  not  commence  until  after  he  has 
made  two  annual  payments. 

6.  If  a  contributor  die  before  having  made  five  annual  payments,  his  widow  and 
children  shall  be  entitled  to  an  annuity  equal  to  the  amount  of  his  premium  note, 
($50.)  If  he  should  die  after  having  made  five  annual  payments  and  less  than  ten, 
thej  shall  be  entitled  to  an  annuity  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  premium  note  and 
4>ne-half  that  amount,  ($75.)  If  he  have  made  ten  annual  payments  or  upwazdi, 
they  shall  receive  an  annuity  equal  to  twice  the  amount  of  the  premium  note. 

7.  At  the  death  of  a  contributor,  his  premium  note  shall  be  cancelled,  but  the 
amount  for  which  he  may  be  indebted  to  the  Corporation  on  other  grounds  shall  b^ 
assigned  to  the  annuitants  in  part  payment  of  the  first  annuity. 

8.  No  annuity  shall  be  considered  as  having  become  due  to  the  family  of  any 
contributor  till  one  year  from  the  time  of  his  death. 

9.  Annuities  shall  be  paid  widows  during  life,  unless  they  marry  again:  in  which 
case  their  annuities  shall  cease  and  fitll  to  their  ^children  entirely:  and  children,  if 
males,  shall  enjoy  annuities  until  they  be  twenty-one  years  old;  if  females,  untif 
they  be  twenty-five  years  old,  unless  they  previously  marry,  upon  which  their  an- 
nnitifls  shall  cease. 

10.  If  there  be  a  ohild  and  no  widow,  such  child  shall  be  entitled  to  the  whole 
•nnoity,  during  the  time  that  he  or  she  continues  to  be  an  annuitant;  but  if  there 
be  more  than  one  child  and  no  widow,  the  annuity  shall  be  equally  divided  among 
them  till  they  severally  marry  or  exceed  the  age  of  annuitants,  which  annuity  shaJi 
be  laid  out  in  their  education  or  apprenticeship,  with  the  advice  of  such  guardians 
or  executors  as  the  father  may  have  nominated,  and  if  none  such  bhall  have  been 
nominated  by  the  father,  then  in  such  manner  for  the  benefit  of  the  child  or 
ehildren  as  the  Corporation  shall  direct. 

U.  If  there  be  a  widow  and  one  child,  the  annuity  shall  be  equally  divided  be- 
tWMD  them :  but  if  the  widow  marry  or  die  before  the  child  shall  have  attained,  if 
a  male,  31  years;  or  if  a  female,  25,  the  whole  of  the  annuity  shall  belong  to  such 
child  during  the  period  to  which  he  or  she  may  be  entitled  thereto.  And  if  the 
child  should  die  before  the  mother  or  when  the  child  may  come  to  the  age  herein 
prescribed,  the  whole  of  the  annuity  shall  go  to  the  mother,  she  having  remained  a 
widow,  and  shall  be  enjoyed  by  her,  during  the  period  of  her  natural  life,  if  she  re- 
main a  widow:  but  if  she  should  marry  again,  nothing  shall  bo  paid  her  after  the 
period  of  her  marriage.  If  there  be  a  widow  and  two  or  more  children,  the  widow 
shall  have  one-third,  during  her  widowhood  or  natural  life,  and  the  remainder  shall 
be  equally  divided  among  the  children :  and  if  a  child  should  die,  or  when  such 
ehiid  may  arrive  at  the  age  of  21  years,  if  a  male,  or  25  if  a  female,  his  or  her  share 
shall  be  enjoyed  by  the  remaining  children,  till  the  male  or  males  arrive  at  the  age 
of  31,  and  tbefismak  or  females  at  the  age  of  25;  provided  always,  that  when  death 
sbaU  have  reduoed  the  number  of  children  to  one,  or  the  arrival  of  the  children  at 
the  age  herein  prescribed,  shall  have  reduced  the  children  entitled  to  annuities  to  the 
nambir  of  ooe,  the  annuity  shall  be  equally  divided  between  such  child  and  the 
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'Widow,  during  the  period  of  her  n&tural  life,  or  of  her  remaining  a  widow,  and 
that  if  death  should  remove  all  the  children,  or  when  thej  may  have  arrived  at  the 
ign  herein  preccribed,  the  whole  of  the  annuity  go  to  the  widow,  if  she  be  etiil 
alive,  and  remaining  a  widow;  and  be  enjoyed  by  her  during  the  period  of  her  na. 
tonl  life,  or  the  term  of  her  widowhood.  But  it  shall  be  always  lawful  for  a  mem- 
Iwr  of  the  Corporation  to  make  such  disposition  by  his  will,  of  the  rights  to  which

RULES, 
Fon  TH£  Trixsaction  of  the  Business  or  toe  Corporation. 

1.  The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  holden  during  the  session 
of  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  at 
which  time  shall  be  chosen  a  President,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary,  who  shall  re. 
main  in  office  until  their  successors  arc  appointed.    The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  if 
he  be  a  member,  shall  be  President  ex  officio. 

2.  On  urgent  occasions  the  President  shall  notify  the  Secretary  to  call  special 
Btetings  of  the  Corporation. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  manage  the  funds,  pay  the  annuities,  &a  He  shall 
give  bonds  in  such  suoi  as  the  Corporation  from  tioie  to  time  shall  judge  necessary 
for  the  security  of  the  funds;  and  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Corporation,  at- 
tend to  the  manigement  of  all  its  business  operations,  and  make  a  full  report  of  its 
condition  at  each  annual  meeting.  He  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  ser. 
Tices  as  the  Corporation  may  from  time  lo  time  direct. 

5.  Daring  each  annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
Ohio,  a  collection  shall  be  taken  up  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Corporation. 


TO  THE  CLERGY  OF  THE  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

IN  THE  DIOCESE  OP  OHIO. 

B<£THREN: 

I  have  been  requested  by  the  recently  organized  Society  for  the  Relief 
of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen  in  this  Diocese,  to  address  a 
ftiw  words  to  you  in  behalf  of  that  institution. 

The  importance  and  necessity  of  a  Society,  embracing  the  main  features  of  this, 
|0  the  families  of  clergymen,  have  been  felt  from  the  earliest  period  of  the  existence 
of  our  Church  in  America.  Before  the  Revolutionary  war,  there  was  one  which 
embraced  the  colonics  of  New- York,  New- Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania,  and  which 
was  afUrwanls  divided  into  three  societies,  when  a  distinct  diocese  was  formed  in 
each  of  these  States.  Similar  institutions  have  been  formed  long  since  in  other 
dioceses,  and  have  been  of  great  benefit.  Were  it  consistent  with  the  constitution 
of  these  societies  to  sdmit  members  from  any  dioceses  except  those  in  which  they 
are  respectively  located,  there  might  be  no  need  of  a  similar  institution  in  Ohio. — 
But  such  is  not  the  case.  It  has  therefore  been  an  object  for  several  years  before 
U9,  in  this  Diocese,  to  have  a  society  of  our  own  for  the  relief  of  the  fkmilies  of  de- 
ceased clei^ymen.    An  act  of  incorporation  was  obtained  some  years  since;'  and  at 
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thfl  late  Convention,  in  Cincinnati,  a  Committee,  appointad  at  the  prafions  Gov* 
irention  to  report  a  plan  of  organization,  made  their  report;  and  on  the  pUn  thereio 
propoied,  a  Society  was  formed,  of  which  almost  all  the  clergy  present  *»*^yiiff 
members.    That  plan  is  now  laid  before  you.    Not  being  myself  skilled  in  wmcb 
matters,  I  can  only  say  of  it  that  it  has  been  constructed  alter  a  careful  coUectian 
and  study  of  tho  principles  and  rules  of  all  the  best  institutions  of  a  similar  kind^ 
in  the  United  States,  by  a  gentleman  who  has  bestowed  much  time  and  labor  upM 
it,  and  has  had  the  benefit  of  the  counsel  of  men  of  experience  in  financial  buiL 
ness.    Out  of  an  affectionate  interest  in  your  happiness  and  that  of  your  familio, 
dear  Brethren,  and  under  a  deep  sense  of  the  great  need  of  some  such  provisiOD 
where  the  support  of  our  clergy  is  so  limited  at  best,  so  precarious,  so  dependent  oa 
their  ability  to  fulfil  the  whole  of  their  arduous  work,  and  where  so  few  can  expect 
to  lay  up  any  property  for  the  support  of  their  fiimilies  afler  their  decease,  I  be; 
leave  to  recommend  this  Society  to  your  adoption. 

And  as  such  an  object  cannot  but  be  one  which  will  commend  itself  at  once  to 
the  judgment  and  hearts  of  the  laity  of  the  parishes,  I  would  recommend  that  in 
every  parish  a  collection  be  made  this  year  for  the  benefit  of  the  Society,  to  give  it 
a  little  endowment  at  the  beginning,  the  better  to  secure  confidence  and  enstirs  it* 
cffectiTe  operation.  I  would  propose  Christmas  day  for  that  collection —

next  cunveniion. 

Also  on  page  34,  on  motion  of  Dr.  Brooke,  it  was  resolved, "  Thai 
ii  Committee  of  three  bo  appointed  on  arrearages  due  to  iho  contin- 
gent and  Episcopate  funds,  and  by  correspondence  with  the  delin- 
(juent  j)arishes,  to  mtxko  such  a  final  settlement  of  them  by  relinquish- 
ment, reduction,  or  otherwise,  as  they  may  deem  expedient.  The 
Bishop  appointed  Rev.  Messrs.  Wing,  Muenscher  and  E.  Ailing  that 
committee,  and  they  have  not  reported. 

On  page  19,  also,  will  be  found  some  unfinished  business  reported 

by  the  Committee  on  that  subject  the  year  before,  1.  Resolved,  that 

the  interests  of  the  Diocese   of  Ohio,  demand   a  more   thorough

CANON. 

Of  Churches  losing  their  Connexion  with  the  Protestant  Kidsco^ 
pal  Church  in  this  Diocese, 

Whenever,  hereafter,  anv  Church  in  union  with  this  Convention, 
shall  neglect,  for  three  years  in  succession,  to  make  a  parochial  ro- 
jxirt,  no  missionary  report  being  nmde  in  its  behalf,  and,  during  the 
same  period,  shall  not  employ  a  Clergyman  as  its  parish  Minister, 
nor  obtain  the  services  of  a  Missionary,  nor  make  stated  monthly 
collections,  as  required  by  Canon  xiii.,  of  this  Diocese  :  such  Church 
shall  be  regardcnl  as  having  forfeited  its  connexion  with  the  Protest- 
juit  Episcopal  Church,  in  this  Diocese,  and  be  no  lorger  entitled  to 
representation  in  the  Convention  thereof;  and  the  Bishop  shall  ri'- 
j)ort  such  Church  to  the  Convention  in  his  annual  Address.    But, 
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any  such  Church  may  be  rc-admittod  into  such  connexion^  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Bishop,  and  by  a  resolution  of  the  Conven- 
tion. And  such  re-admission  shall  take  effect,  from  and  after  the  ri- 
sing of  the  Convention  which  shall  have  agreed  to  the  same. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Davis, 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  instructed  to  inquire 
into  the  expediency  of  striking  out  section  2,  of  canon  xiii.,  and  in- 
serting the  following  in  its  place. 

CANON  XIII. 

Section  2.  In  every  parish  in  this  Diocese  there  shall  be  monihly 
collections  for  Church  objects,  to  be  made  regularly  on  the  first  (or 
some  other)  Sunday  of  each  month.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
Clergyman  to  give  due  notice  of  these  collections,  and  to  call  the  at- 
tention of  the  congregation  to  their  importance  and  claims.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  of  any  parish,  to  forward  the  proceeds  of 
the  collections  or  contributions,  to  the  Missionary  and  Education 
Treasurer,  designating  for  what  particular  church  object  the  contribu- 
tion is  intended,  and  if  no  object  is  thus  specified,,  the  amount  for- 
warded shall  be  subject  to  appropriation  to  Diocesan  objects. 

The  Diocesan  objects  are,  Missions :  Education :  Clergymen^s 
Widows  and  Orphans  Fund. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Burr  moved  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  pre- 
pare the  form  of  a  Parochial  Report  for  the  use  of  the  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Muenscher  moved  the  following  as  a  substitute  for 
Mr.  Burr's  resolution. 

Resolvedj  That  the  Bishop  be  respectfully  requested  to  prepare  a 
form  of  Parochial  Report,  to  be  published  in  the  Journal,  for  the  use 
of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  in  making  up  their  parochial  reports. 

The  substitute  having  been  accepted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Burr,  in  place 
of  the  original  motion,  it  was  put  to  the  convention  and  carried.

Resolved^  That  Section  2,  of  Canon  ii,  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons,  with  instructions  to  report  the  following  amend- 
ment. After  the  word  "  rented,"  in  the  fifVh  line  of  Section  2,  add 
the  following  words,  "  or  when  pews  are  not  subject  to  assessment  or 


tax." 


On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Burr, 

Resolvedf  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Diocese,  be  respectfully  requested  to  lay  before  the  Convention,  the

Your  Cimimittco  woul<l  lake  this  opportunity  to  express  their  high 
gratiheation  ut  what  they  liavf  Svjon  and  heard  during  a  visit  of  sev- 
erid  days  at  (lauibit  r.  The  LorvPs  dav  services,  on  that  occasion, 
were  all  that  is  desirable,  to  promote  the  best  interest  of  the  individ- 
ual soul,  and  to  attach  th(^  students  to  the  Church.

The  Reports  referred- to  above,  are  as  follows  : 

fsU    Report  of  the  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  Polity  and  Pastoral 

Divinity, 

The  instructions  in  this  department  are  confined  to  the  Senior 
class,  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  which,  on  the  Churcli  in  its  es- 
sential, spiritual  constitution,  has  studied  Pearson  on  the  Holy  Cath- 
olic Church  ;  Dr.  Jackson's  Treatise  on  the  Church  ;  and  the  dis- 
course published  by  the  Professor,  on  the  Holy  Catholic  Church  ; 
with  the  collateral  use  of  Hooker's  3ixl  Book  of  Ecclesiastical  Pol- 
ity. 

On  the  History,  of  the  Tlsible  Churchy  with  reference  to  its  Polity, 
under  the  Patriitrchal  and  Jewish  dispensations,  the  class  have  used 
a  variety  of  authors,  under  the  dirjction  of  a  series  of  written  ques- 
tions, with  references  to  authors,  by  the  Professor.  In  recitation 
on  these  questions,  ilic  class  have  had  lectures  by  the  Professor.. 

On  the  Constitution,  (fovernnient.  Ministry,  <kc.,  of  the  Visible 
Church,  under  the  Gospel,  the  class  have  studied  Burnet  on  Articles 
19,  20,  21  and  23  :  Jackson  on  the  Church  ;  Potter  on  Church  Gov- 
ernment ;  and  Onderdonk's  T^piscopacy,  tested  by  Scripture ;  fre- 
(juent  collateral  use  being  made  of  Hooker's  Ecclesiastical  Polity ; 
Skinner's  Truth  and  Ordi.*r;  Bowden's  LiJiiors,  ike. 

On  the  JVorship  of  the  Churchy  the  class  have  studied  Sinclair's 
Dissertation  on  Liturgies  ;  and  the  history  of  the  English  Liturgy 
and  our  own,  with  the  aid  of  various  authors.  They  have  read  com- 
mentari(!S  upon  our  Liturgy,  and  have  been  assisted  by  lectures  from 
the  Professor  on  those  subjects. 

On  Preaching,  they  have  studied  Gresley's  work.  And  in  regard! 
to  that  subject,  as  well  as  Pastoral  Duties  in  general,  they  have  been 
instructed  by  the  Professor's  Lectures. 

The  class,  in  the  latter  part  of  their  course,  have  boon  exercised 
in  the  reading  of  the  Liturgy;  and  during  a  considerable  part  of  the 
year,  there  has  beeu  an  exercise  common  to  all  the  students  of  the 
Seminary,  in  which  they  have  been  practised  in  reading  the  church 
service,  in  the  rhetorical  reading  of  selected  and  original  discourses^ 
in  the  delivery  of  pieces  committed  to  memory,  and  in  extempora- 
neous speaking,  all  the  Professors  participating  in  the  criticisms.

2nd.     Report  of  the  Milnor  Professor  of  Systematic  Divinity, 

In  the  department  of  Systematic  Divinity ^  instruction  has  been 
given  to  the  Senior  class,  du^ring  the  year,  in  rather  more  than  the 
last  half  of  the  course.  The  text  books  which  have  been  used,  are 
Pearson  oil  the  Creed;  Burnet  on  tho  D9  Articles;  Knapp*s  and 
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Dick's  Theology ;  and  Bishop  Mcllvaine's  Oxford  Divinity.  The 
class  have  been  referred  to  those  books  in  the  Library  which  were 
considered  best  adapted  to  give  them  a  correct  and  thorough  view 
of  the  several  subjects  which  have  come  before  them. 

In  the  department  of  Biblical  Literature,  the  Junior  class,  during 
the  last  session,  recited  to  me  twice  in  each  week.  During  the  pres- 
ent session,  I  have  met  them  three  times  a  week,  and  for  a  few  weeks 
past,  every  day,  except  Saturday.  In  the  course  of  the  year  they 
have  recited  to  me  critically  and  exegetically,  a  considerable  portion 
of  Newcomb's  Harmony  of  the  Gospel ;  the  first  part  of  the  Epistle 
to  the  Romans ;  and  the  first  part  of  the  Book  of  Genesis  in  Hebrew. 
In  addition  to  the  above,  they  have  recited  almost  the  whole  of  the 
2nd  volume  of  Home's  Introduction,  containing  the  principles  of 
Interpretation ;  and  that  portion  of  the  1st  volume  which  contains 
the  analysis  of  the  books  of  the  Old  Testament. 

It  gives  mc  great  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to  the  zeal  and  dili- 
gence with  which  both  classes  have  pursued  their  studies;  and  to 
their  correct  deportment  in  every  particular,  since  they  have  been 
under  my  instruction.

3rd.     Beporl  of  the  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History. 

Jt  should  have  been  m?mioned  that  the  Senior  class  have  beenre- 
*|uired  to  prepare  dissertations  on  some  of  the  most  important  subjects 
in  their  course,  and  to  read  them  in  the  lecture  room. 

With  the  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  Historv,  the  Junior  class  has 
read  Scripture  Geography  and  Jewish  Antiquities  in  Home's  Intro- 
^liiction;  Jahn's  Hebrew  Commonweedth ;  and  Henry's  Christian 
Antiquities. 

The  Senior  class  has  read  in  Ecclesiastical  History,  the  3rd  vol- 
ume of  Mosheim,  embracing  the  peritjd  of  the  Lutheran  Reformation 
with  the  History  of  the  Romish,  Reform^  and  Lutheran  Churches 
since — and  also  the  History  of  the  English  church  from  its  firsi 
planting,  to  the  period  of  the  Revolution  A.D.  1688 — as  embraced  in 
the  work  of  Bishop  Short.

4th.     Beport  of  the  Instructor  in  Hebrew, 

The  Instructor  in  Hebrew  reports  that  during  the  greater  part  of 
the  year,  he  has  instructed  the  Junior  class  in  Hebrew,  giving  them 
five  recitations  per  week.  They  have  read  with  a  view  to  grammat- 
ical construction,  eightcjcn  chapters  of  Genesis  in  Hebrew.

6th.    Beport  qf  the  President  of  Kenyon  College. 

The  course  of  study  as  prescribed,  has  been  fully  carried  out  in  all 
ihe  departments.  There  is  ample  evidence  of  faithfulness  and 
ability  on  the  part  of  all  who  are  engaged  in  instruction.  The  Pro- 
fessor of  Chemistry,  &c.,  is  now  enabled  so  to  devote  himself  to  his 
department  that  he  is  beginning  to  make  his  influence  felt  in  behalf  of 
the  Institution.    His  talents,  with  such  advantigtss  as  he  possessesi 
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have  placed  the  department  of  Physics,  upon  an  equality  with  that  of 
any  Institution  in  the  West.  The  Mathematical  department  is  carried 
on  with  the  usual  well  known  ability  and  success  of  the  officer  at  its 
head.  In  the  Classics  there  is  a  manifest  improvement.  The  de- 
partment of  Latin  is  conducted  by  Professor  Wing,  of  whose  qualifi- 
cations I  need  not  speak.  The  department  of  Greek  is  conducted  by 
Mr.  L.  W.  Davis,  a  young  man  of  ability  as  a  teacher,  and  of  distin- 
guished prudence  in  his  intercourse  with  the  students.*  The  Prepar* 
atory  departments  are  conducted  with  undiminished  zeal,  and  a  very 
gratifying  progress  in  study  has  been  manifested  by  the  pupils  in  the 
recent  examinations.  The  discipline  of  the  institution  is  well  sus- 
tained. I  testify  with  pleasure  to  the  very  general  good  conduct  of 
the  members  of  the  Institution.

Gentlemen  :  In  giving  up  my  charge  of  the  Library,  which  I 
have  had  for  th'e  last  10  months,  I  feel  that  I  am  relinquishing  a 
source  of  great  pleasure  and  I  trust  of  no  inconsiderable  profit,  though 
it  be  not  pecuniary. 

With  regard  to  the  state  of  the  Library,  at  present,  I  have  little  to 
say.  There  are  in  it  now  4270 1  volumes,  excluding  13  odd  volumes, 
and  reviews  and  various  miscellaneous  unbound  publications.  I  have 
received,  by  donations,  volumes,  as  may  be  seen  in  the  Register.  As 
you  may  be  aware,  the  books  had  just  been  removed  from  the  College 
to  Bexley  Hall  when  I  took  charge  of  them,  and  of  necessity  the 
order  of  arrangement  was  lost,  so  that  I  began  an  entirely  new  ar- 
rangement, according  to  the  subjects  as  near  as  possible  to  the  order 
in  the  Catalogue,  having  reference  to  the  size  and  appearance  of  the 
books. 

The  arrangement  of  the  shelves  is  thus :  I  call  each  tier  of  shelves 
a  Section,  that  they  may  be  numbered  around  the  loom,  beginning  at 
the  left  hand  side  ;  and  the  shelves  m  each  section  lettered  a,  6,  £c., 
beginning  at  the  bottom. 

Though  I  have  not  quite  finished  the  separation  of  the  books  of 
the  2d  and  3d  divisions,  th^  others  are,  I  think,  nearly  correct.  If  it 
were  proper  for  me  to  make  any  suggestions,  I  would  say  that  a 
small  appropriation,  say  10  or  15  dollars,  might  be  put  to  very  good 
use,  if  judiciously  done,  in  painting  and  lettering  the  shelves,  and  in 
pasting  some  strong  glazed  paper  on  many  valuable  books  which  are 
bound  in  boards,  but  now  appear  very  ill  among  the  others.  Hoping 
that  my  successor  may  be  able  to  complete  the  arrangement  which  I 
have  begun,  and  in  time  make  a  new  catalogue,  I  would  respectfully 
resign  my  charge  of  so  valuable  a  trust.

The  appropriations  from  this  Committee  during  the  past  year  have 
!>een  as  follows  : — 

For  the  support  of  five  Missionaries,  laboring  at  some  ten 

different  places,  $500,00 

For  the  education  of  8  young  men  for  the  ministry,  570,00 

Making  in  all  $1070,00 

How  far  these  appropriations  have  been  met  by  the  receipts,  will 
be  made  known  by  the  Treasurer's  report-.  It  was  found  necessary 
to  adapt  somo  plan  of  extending  the  operations  of  the  Committee  as 
well  as  of  enabling  it  to  discharge  its  present  liabilities.  For  these 
purposes  the  Rev.  A.  F.  Dobb  and  the  Secretary  have  been  appoint- 
va\  Jigents  to  travel  two  or  three  months  in  the  Diogosc,  to  awaken 
lui  interest  in  tho  cause  of  Missions  and  Education  for  the  ministr\', 
and  collect  funds.         Respecif\illy  submitted.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Muenscher  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute  for 

the  third  Article  of  the  Constitution,  which,  on  motion,  was  ordered

Proposed  sxibstitutt  for  Article  drd,  of  the  Constitution. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen. — 
The  Bishop,  and  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  and  every  oth- 
er minister  of  the  Church,  canonically  in  charge  of  a  congregation  in 
union  with  this  convention — or  employed  as  a  Missionary,  or  Agent, 
under  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese^  or  of  the  General 
Board  of  Missions, — or  regularly  employed  as  President,  Professor  or 
Instructor  in  some  College  or  Seminary  of  learning,  and  performing 
clerical  functions, — or  who  is  prevented  by  age  and  infirmities,  from 
the  public  services  of  the  ministry,  shall  be  a  member  of  this  conven- 
tion; provided,  that  he  has  been,  at  least,  six  months  canonically  resi- 
dent in  the  diocese. 

Each  regularly  organised  church  or  congregation  in  canonical  nnion 
with  this  Conveniion,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  convention,  one 
or  more  lay -delegates,  communicants  of  the  same,  not  exceeding  three, 
unless  wlicn  two  or  more  congregations  or  churches  are  united  under 
one  vestry,  when  delegates,  as  above  provided,  may  bo  sent  from  each. 
The  delegates  from  each  congregation,  or  church,  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote.  No  person  under  ecclesiastical  censure  or  process,  shall 
be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  was,  on  mo- 
tion, taken  from  the  table. 

The  Resolution  of  Rev.  Mr.  Winlhrop  inserted  on  page  32  of  the 
last  Convention^was^ou  motion,  taken  up  and  rejected. 
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The  following  persons  were  added  to  the  Committee  on  the  arrear- 
ages due  to  the  Contingent  and  Episcopate  funds,  appointed  at  the 
last  convention,  viz : 

Rev.  Messrs.  Denison  and  Killin,  and  Messrs.  Patrick  and  Can- 
field. 

The  Delegates  elected  to  the  General  Convention  by  the  last  Dio- 
cesan Convention  were  nominated  as  candidates  for  election,  by  this 
Convention. 

The  Convention,  on  motion,  resolved  to  proceed  to  the  election  of 
Delegates,  and  Rev.  Mr.  French  and  Mr.  Dooley  were  appointed  Tel- 
lers. 

Mr.  Ailing,  from  the  Committee  on  arrearages,  made  a  report,  which 
on  motion,  was  accepted,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance : 
and  the  same  committee  was  requested  to  continue  another  year,  in 
order  to  complete  the  business  for  which  they  were  appointed. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  made  the  following  report,  which  waa 
accepted  and  considered  in  detail,  and,  after  some  amendments,  was 
adopted  as  follows. 

Tlie  Commitlce  on  Canons  respectfully  report  that  they  have  agreed 
to  recommend  the  following  alterations  in  the  existing  canons,  viz  : 

In  Canon  1,  Section  2.  After  the  words  »*  jointly  to  one  vote," 
place  a  semicolon,  instead  of  the  period,  and  add  the  words,  nor 
shall  any  person  vote  in  a  parish  of  which  he  is  not  a  bona  fide  mem- 
ber. After  the  word  •'rented, "  insert  the  words,  or  when  pews 
are  held  subject  to  no  tax,  or  assessment. 

Canon  6,  Section  3.  Strikeout  all  after  the  word  *♦  statement, " 
and  insert :  of  the  condition  of  the  Parish,  according  to  such  form  as 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese. 

Canon  15.  Section  2.  Strike  out  all,  and  substitute  as  follows  : — 
A  communicant  wishing  to  change  his  parochial  connexion  shall  be 
required  to  present  to  the  minister  to  whose  parish  he  wishes  to  re- 
move, a  certificate  of  good  standing,  as  a  communicant,  from  the  min- 
ister of  the  parish  with  which  he  was  last  connected,  or,  in  case  of 
there  being  no  minister  therein,  from  one  of  the  Wardens. 

But  if  the  applicant  be  unprovided  with  such  certificate,  and  assign 
a  satisfactory  reason  therefor,  the  minister  to  whom  he  applies,  may 
admit  him  as  a  communicant,  provided,  that  upon  examination  of  the 
case  there  appear  no  impediment  alTecting  his  moral  or  religious 
character.  Respectfully  submitted,

On  motion  it  was  resolved  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  Trustees 
•of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Elder  and 
Mr.  Butler  were  appointed  Tellers.  The  members  of  the  Missiona- 
ry and  Education  Committee  of  the  last  year  were  nominated  as  the 
Committee  for  the  present  year,  with  the  exception  of  the  substitution 
of  Rev,  Thomas  M.  Smith  for  Rev.  J.  Sandels.  Balloting  being, 
on  motion,  dispensed  with,  the  nomination  was  confirmed. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  resolved  to  proceed  to  the  election  of 
Treasurer.     H.  B.  Curtis,  Esq.,  having  been  nominated,  was  unani- 
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mously  re-elected.     The  Committee  on  Finance  made  the  following 
report,  which  was,  on  motion,  accepted. 

The  Committee  on  I\nance,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of 
the  Treasurer,  submits  as  follows : 

That  they  have  examined  the  several  accounts  embraced  in  the 
Treasurer's  report,  and  the  vouchers  in  support  of  the  various  items 
charged  against  the  Diocese,  and  find  them  correct  and  satisfactory. 

The  Committee  also  report  in  relation  to  the  Episcopsl  fund  that 
they  are  grieved  to  find  it  in  a  less,  prosperous  state  than  it  was  at  the 
last  convention,  the  arrears  thereto  having  increased.  The  actual 
balance  due  the  Bishop  is  now  larger  by  $1 1^,73,  than  last  year,  viz : 
$458,93. 

In  view  of  this  increased  deficiency,  the  Committee  would  urge  up- 
on the  Convention  the  necessity  of  taking  some  decided  and  efficient 
action,  to  ensure  a  more  punctual  payment  for  the  future.  It  is  great- 
ly to  the  discredit  of  the  Diocese,  and  is  calculated  to  convey  a  wrong 
impression  abroad  of  the  estimation  in  which  the  services  of  the  Bish- 
op are  regarded,  to  be  tiius  dilatory  in  making  up  the  amount  which 
is  justly  due. 

On  the  general  fund  the  receipts  have  been  $297,12  being  $157,58 
less  than  the  expenses  for  the  year,  making  it  necessary  that  the  sum 
of  $378  should  be  actually  paid  in  before  the  next  convention,  in  or- 
der to  defray  the  outstanding  debts  of  the  fund,  for  the  past  year,  and 
the  estimated  expenses  of  the  current  year.     All  which  is

The  Convention  then  took  up  the  subject  of  the  deficiency  in  the 
salary  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  when  tlie  parishes  were  sev- 
erally called  upon  to  state  what  per  cent,  of  their  delinquencies  will  be 
paid. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Brooke, 

Resolved,  That  the  parishes  represented  in  this  convention,  which 
have  pledged  themselves  to  pay  a  certain  per  centum  of  their  delin- 
quencies to  the  Episcopate  Fund,  shall  be  released  from  the  payment 
of  the  balance  of  arrearages,  provided  the  sum  pledged  be  paid  in  thir- 
ty days :  and  that  such  delinquent  parishes  as  are  not  represented, 
which  shall  pay  a  certain  per  centum  on  their  arrearages,  within  the 
same  time,  shall  be  in  like  manner  discharged. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thrall, 

Resolved,  That  the  delinquent  parishes  to  the  general  fund  be  re- 
leased from  their  delinquent  liabilities,  by  their  paying  the  Treasurer 
of  said  fund,  within  sixty  days,  the  same  proportion  of  said  delinquen- 
cy that  has  been  pledged  and  authorised  to  be  received  in  discharge 
of  the  episcopate  fund. 

On  motion,  Messrs.  Medary,  Reynolds  and  Thrall  were  added  to 
the  Committee  on  Finance. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Richards,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Finance  be  ioatmcted  to  makt

the  assessment  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  with  reference  to  a 
salary  of  92000,  and  that  the  same  be  paid  to  the  Bishop. 
On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  till  7}  o'clock  P.  M. 

Saturday  evenings  7}  o'clock. 

The  Convention  assembled  pursuant  to  adjournment.  After  sing- 
ing and  prayer,  the  calling  of  the  roll  was,  on  motion,  dispensed  with.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Richards  from  the  Conimiltee  on  Missions  present- 
ed the  following  repcfrt. 

The  Commiltce  on  Missions  having  examined  the  nnnual  report  of 
the  .Missionary  and  Cdur.uioii  Cnmnnitce  which  w:is  refeireJ  Ut  ihcnn, 
as  also  the  report  of  the  Trensiirtr  lor  the  p*ist  year,  icgrel  to  learn 
that  there  has  been,  as  iisunl.  a  failure  on  the  pari  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  to  meet  its  watrt;.  TiiR  expenses  oi"  ihe  (roinmtltee  are 
found  to  exceed  the  income  by  $IG'J.72.  'J'ni:?,  ii  is  believe  J,  is  not 
right,  and  it  hccomrs  a  question  ol  very  serious  niouKnU  whether  this 
slate  of  things  shall  be  allowed  to  continue  in  the  Dioerse.  It  i-*  the 
firm  conviction  of  ih'j  comniitiee  thai  the  wants  ol"  onr  owu  Diocese 
should  be  provided  forlirst.  'J'iiis  is  the  portion  of  ihe  vineyard  in 
which  the  Master  hath  placed  us  to  labour,  and  which,  by  every  con- 
sideration of  duty,  and  interest,  and  propriety,  we  are  bound  most  fully 
and  thoroughly  to  cultivate.  They  io  not  mean  by  this  to  be  under- 
stood as  wishing  to  withdraw  attention  from  foreign  objicts  ;  on  the 
contrary,  they  would  be  glad  to  see  more  interest  and  zeal  manifested 
in  the  great  work  of  bringing  the  whole  world  to  the  knowledge  and 
obedience  of  the  truth.  What  they  desire  and  what  they  would  urge 
upon  the  members  of  this  convention,  and,  through  them,  upon  the 
church  at  large,  in  the  Diocese,  is  the  serious  cfuisideration  of  the 
question  whether  we  ought  not,  above  all  things,  first  to  provide  am- 
ply for  the  wants  of  the  Missionary  work  in  our  own  Diocese.  No 
doubt  we  are  abundantly  able  to  do  that,  and  yet  contribute  much  to- 
wards the  preaching  of  the  everlasting  gospel,  and  establishing  Christ's 
Holy  Church  in  heathen  lands.  But  at  all  events  let  us  take  care  of 
our  own  heathen,  before  we  allow  our  sympathies  and  efforts  to  be 
expended  for  those  beyond  our  borders.  The  appointment  of  agen- 
cies by  the  committee  for  the  collection  of  funds  «*  to  enable  them  to 
extend  their  operations  as  well  as  to  discharge  their  present  liabilities" 
was,  perhaps,  the  best  plan  that  could  be  adopted  to  meet  the  present 
exigency.  And  the  Committee  cannot  but  express  the  hope,  and  they 
would  take  occasioD,  if  necesfary,  to  urge  upon  every  clergyman  and 
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every  parish  in  the  Diocese,  that  they  be  prepared  to  meet  the  appeal 
of. the  agents  with  a  hearty  and  liberal  response.     At  the  same  time 
they  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  conviction,  that  the  only  perma- 
nent and  reliable  fuundation  upon  which  the  church  can  build  in  her 
missionary  operations,  is  that  of  regular,  stated,  systematic  contribu- 
tion.    Let  the  advice  and   recommendations  so  often  urged  by  those 
in  authority,  be  generally  adopted  and  acted  upon  by  the  Clergy  of  the 
church,  and  we  cannot  doubt  that   the  stream  of  benevolent  contribu- 
tion will  gradually  become  wider  and  deeper,  till  it  shall  be  amply  suf- 
licient  for  the  supply,  not  only  of  our  own  wants,  but   also  of  the 
vants  of  multitudes  of  the  destitute  in  other  lands.     The  particular 
plan  is  perhaps  not  of  so  much  importance.     Lot  there  be  some  plan 
of  regular  systematic  contribution  adopted  in  every  parish.     Jjet  the 
experiment  be  thoroughly  and  faithfully  tried,  even  by  those   who 
lack  confidence  in  this  mode  of  raising  funds,  and  it  i?  fully  believed 
that  the  result  will  be  as  surprising  to  those  who  make  the  experiment 
as  it  will  be  beneQcial  to  the  interests  of  the  blessed  work  we  are  seek- 
ing to  promote.     No  doubt  there  is  a  lamentable  want  of  interest  in 
the  missionary  work,  pervading  our  whole  Diotiese,  and,  indeed,  the 
"whole  church.   Indifference  abounds  and  the  love  of  many  waxes  cold. 
But  it  is  believed   that  the  general  adoption  of  a  systematic   plan  of 
benevolent  contribution,  will  serve  most  powerfully  to  awaken  increas- 
-ed  interest  and  zeul,  at  the  same  time   that  it  will  afford  an  adequate 
channel  and  give  direction,  permanency  and  efiiciency  to  the  feelings 
of  benevolence  that  already  exist.     It  seems  to  be  a  hopeless  task  to 
exhort  men  to  the  great  duty  of  benevolence,  while  you  leave  them  to 
mere  impalsc  and  inclinntion  as  to  the  time  and  mode  of  contribution. 
What  we  want  is  system,  siahiliiy,  regularity,  something  that  shall 
cultivate  in  the  members  of  our  church  a  habit  of  benevolence,  some- 
thing that  shall  lead  them  to  sit  down  and  soberly,  seriously,  consci- 
entiously ask  themselves  how  much  they  ought — nay  how  much  it  is 
their  privilege  to  give,  of  the  substance  wMth  which,  as  stewards  of 
God,  they  have  been  entrusted,  for  the  promotion  of  his  kingdom  and 
glory,  and  then  to  give  it  punctually  and  statedly.     In  commencing 
this  work  in  any  parish,  it  would,  perhaps,  he  well  for  the  clergyman 
to  make  out  a  list  of  the  members  of  his  congregation,  and  call  upon 
each,  and  ascertain  how  much  he  will  give  statedly,  and  keep  a  regu- 
lar account  of  the  payments  as  they  shall  be  made.     This  plan  has 
been  found  in  several  instances  to  work  well.     It  has  the  advantage 
of  securing  the  reirular  payment  of  a  certain  sum,  which,  if  left  to  the 
cold  hearts  and  treacherous  memories  of  communicants,  would  be  too 
often  overlooked  and  forgotten.     In  conclusion,  the  committee  would 
offer  the  following  resolution  : 

ResolvecU  That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  all  the  clergy  and 
parishes  of  this  Diocese,  who  have  not  already  done  so,  to  adopt  some 
plan  of  regular,  systematic  contribution  to  Missionary  objects.

the  Seminary,  the  President  of  tlie  College,  and  the  Librarian. 

Your  Committee  would  take  the  present  opportunity  of  staling^ 
that  the  communications  alluded  to,  contain  inlormalion  of  the  most 
satisfactory  and  encouraging  characler.  exhibiting  a  state  of  things  in 
our  diocesan  institutions,  euiinently  calculated  to  secure  the  confidence 
and  patronage  of  tlie  diocese,  and  the  friends  of  the  church  in  general. 
This  patronage,  we  trust,  and  feel  encouraged  to  hope,  will  be  freely 
given.  For  the  decidedly  healthful  and  encouraging  state  of  our  in- 
stitutions for  tiie  promotion  of  sound  learning  and  pure  religion,  the 
diocese  is  principally  indebted,  under  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God, 
to  the  ability,  fidelity  and  perseverance,  with  which  the  several  offi- 
cers thereof  have  discharged  their  respective  trusts.  And,  your  com- 
mittee rejoice  to  know  that  they  have  not  labored  in  vain,  or  without 
witnessing  the  most  encouraging  fruits  of  their  zeal  and  fidelity^ia  the 
commendable  improvement  of  the  students  in  academical  and  theolo- 
gical learning,  in  piety  and  love  lor  the  church  and  conformity  to  its 
order  and  worship.  Churchmen  of  the  diocese  of  Ohio — many  des- 
titute parishes,  speedily  after  the  ordinations  of  to-morrow,  to  be  sup- 
plied itrith  the  ministry  of  the  word,  should  know  to  what,  and  to 
whom,  under  God,  they  are  indebted  for  this  timely  supply — this  un- 
usually large  accession  of  well  furnished  laborers,  about  to  enter  the 
ripened  harvest-field  ;  and  their  attention  should  be  turned  to  our  The- 
ological Seminary,  not  only  in  gratitude  and  thankfulness,  for  the  fruit 
it  has  already  yielded,  but  in  awakened  interest  and  affection  which 
shall  seek  to  promote  its  increased  prosperity,  and  with  enlarged  lib- 
erality, by  winch  many  pious  young  men,  through  the  aid  of  the  mis- 
sionary and  education  committee,  shall  be  enabled  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  sound  instruction  there  given.  These  objects  are  earnestly  re- 
commended to  the  consideration  of  the  clergy  and  laity.

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BISHOP  MdLVAlNES  ADDRESS. 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  (he  Diocese  of  Ohio  : 

I  proceed  to  furnish  you  with  my  annual  account  of  the  state  of 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  so  far  as  it  may  appear  from  a  state- 
ment of  my  official  proceedings  since  we  last  met.  And  as  I  shall 
wish  to  occupy  a  good  deal  of  your  attention  with  subjects  proper  to 
be  laid  bofore  you,  when  I  shall  have  finished  that  statement,  I  will 
proceed  to  it,  without  any  preliminary  remarks. 

The  following  are  the  parishes  which  I  have  visited  since  the  last 
Convention,  viz :  St.  Paul's,  Medina;  Christ's  ch.,  Penfield ;  St.  Ste- 
phen's, Gruflon ;  Christ's  ch.,  Liverpool ;  St.  Luke's,  Columbia;  St.

Four  new  (Churches  have  been  cons<'crated  during  the  year,  viz; 
St.  Philip's,  Strongville;  St.  Paul's,  Lower  Sandu*<ky ;  Trinity  ch., 
Toledo  ;  and  Trinity  ch.,  Cincinnati. 

Tiiere  have  been  received  into  this  Diocese,  by  letters  diniissory 
from  the  Bishops  of  other  Dioceses,  the  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Smith, 
from  Massachusetts,  who  is  now  the  Professor  of  Divinity  in  the  The- 
ological Seminary  of  the  Diocese,  and  Rector  of  liarcourt  Parish, 
Gambier;  the  Rev.  Alexander  Varian,  from  Pennsylvania,  who  has 
taken  charge  of  the  parish  of  Grace  Church,  Cleveland,  and  the  Rev. 
Anson  Clark,  from  Indiana,  who  has  taken  cliari^e  of  St.  Timolhv's 
Church,  Massillon. 

There  have  left  this  Diocese,  by  letters  dimissory,  the  following, 
viz:  the  Rev.  John  Swan,  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky  ;  the 
Rev.  W.  L  Bakewell,  to  the  Diocese  of  Western  N.  York ;  the  Rev. 
John  Sandels,  to  that  of  Tennessee ;  the  Rev.  Thos.  B.  Fairchild, 
to  that  of  Indiana,  and  the  Rev.  Samuel  Marks,  to  that  of  Wisconsin. 

The  following  changes  have  taken  place  within  the  Diocese^  viz  : 
the  Rev.  D.  L  Burger  has  resigned  the  charge  of  Trinity  Chnrch, 
Toledo,  and  taken  that  of  St.  John's,  Cuyahoga  Falls ;  the  Rev. 
Abraham  Bronson,  has  resigned  the  charge  of  Bethel  Church,  fiostODv 
and  is  now  Missionary  under  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Dio- 
cese; the  Rev.  Wm.  Granville  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  James, 
Boardman ;  the  Rev.  Alvah  Guion,  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St* 
John's,  Cuyahoga  Falls ;  the  Rev.  Alex.  McLeod,  soon  after  the  last 
convention,  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Phillip's,  Circleville ;  the  Rev. 
Henry  Payne  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  James,  Piqua ;  the  Rev. 
Charles  B.  Stout  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  James,  PainesviUev 
and  taken  that  of  St.  Phillip's,  Circleville  ;  the  Rev.  George  B.  Stor- 
ges  has  resigned  St.  Paul's,  Maumee  City,  and  taken  a  Missionarjr 
charge  embracing  the  parishes  of  Zion  Church*,  Dresden,  St.  Mat- 
thew's, Madison,  and  St.  Mark's,  Mill  Creek ;  the  Rev.  D.  W.  Tel- 
ford has  resigned  the  parishes  of  Trinity  Church,  Troy,  and  St  Paul's* 
Greenville ;  the  Rev.  Alex.  Dobb  has  resigned  the  charge  of  Trinity 
Church,  Columbus,  and  is  now  a  Missionary  agent  in  behalf  of  the 
Missionary  and  Education  Committee. 

Sabin  Hough,  late  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Norwalk,  having  signified 
to  me  liis  renunciation  of  the  ministry,  was,  on  the  12th  of  June,  dis- 
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placed  from  the  same,  for  causes  not  afiecling  his  moral  character,  un- 
der the  provision  of  the  38ih  Canon,  of  the  General  (Convention. 

Notice  has  been  given,  for  some  weeks  past,  in  the  Western  Epis- 
copalian, that  all  licenses  of  Lay-Readers,  hitherto  issued,  will  be  con- 
sidered as  terminalinir  at  this  convention.  This  is  for  the  purpose  of 
placing  the  matter  of  Lay  iieading  upon  a  footing  more  capable  of 
regulation,  than  it  has  been  on  before.  I  shall  be  ready  to  give  licen- 
ses during  the  present  silling  of  the  convention,  and  afterwards.  Ap- 
plication for  license  must  be  made  to  me  in  writing  by  the  Minister 
of  the  parish  in  which  the  person  for  whom  if  is  desired,  is  resident ; 
or  if  the  parish  have  no  minister,  by  a  majority  of  the  vestry  thereof; 
and  it  must  certify  that  the  person  in  whose  behalf  it  is  made  is  a  com- 
municant, in  full  standing  of  said  parish. 

I  am  happy  to  say  ihat  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  much  satis- 
faction as  to  the  internal  condiiion  of  our  College  and  Theological 
Seminary.  While  the  number  of  students  in  Kenyon  College  has  been 
slowly  increasing,  and  the  piospect  of  a  more  r.i|)id  increase  has  been 
encouragingly  brightening  ;  there  has  been  among  them  a  most  grat- 
ifying continuance  of  good  order  and  attention  to  right  discipline,  as 
well  as  of  diligence  and  improvement  in  study.  The  exertions  of  the 
Faculty  to  make  full  proof  of  iheir  stewardship,  and  especially  of  the 
President,  who  most  truly  has  not  spared  himself,  have  been  sueh  as 
to  merit  all  theedeciive  patronage  and  encouragement  the  Diocese  can 
give.  I  think  it  may  most  truly  be  said  that  there  has  never  been  a 
year  in  the  history  of  the  College,  during  which  there  has  been  uni- 
ted so  much  harmony,  so  much  general  and  cheerful  minding  of  duty 
mnd  so  much  mutual  satisfaction  and  good  will  between  ofHcers  and 
students,  a?  that  which  has  just  closed. 

In  the  Theological  Seminary,  the  several  departments  of  study  have 
been  all  systematically  attended  to  on  the  part  of  Professors  and  stu- 
dents. The  Kev.  Thomas  M.  Smith,  who  was  elected  to  the  chair 
of  Milnor  Professor  of   Divinitv,  about  the  time  of  the  last  Con- 

m  

vention,  entered  upon  the  duties  of  that  ofllce  in  the  beginning  of  De- 
eeniber,  and  has  since  been  very  diligently  and  efiiciently  at  work  in 
itontribuiing  his  share  to  the  preparation  of  candidates  for  orders  for 
the  ministry  of  Christ. 

Having  been  myself  a  Professor  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  it 
does  not  become  mc  to  speak  as  freely  of  the  discharge  of  duty  there 
ts  I  have  of  that  in  the  College.  I  may  say,  however,  of  those  with 
whom  I  have  labored  in  that  institution,  that  they  have  been  faithful 
to  their  work  ;  and  of  the  students,  that  they  have  diligently  improved 
their  opportunities  of  study,  and  have  in  a  very  manifest  degree  exhi- 
bited to  their  instructors  the  most  encouraging  advancement  in  prepa- 
ration for  the  work  to  which,  they  trust,  God  has  called  them. 

And  here,  in  expectation  of  soon  changing  my  place  of  residence 
from  Gambler  to  the  vicinity  of  Cincinnati,  I  think  it  well  to  say  a  few 
words  on  that  head. 

In  the  first  place,  as  to  the  department  of  instruction  which  I  have 
Cfccupied  in  the  Theol.  Sem.  The  Convention  is  aware  that,  during 
almost  all  the  years  that  1  have  resided  at  Gambler,  I  have  gratuitous- 
ly, and  as  a  matter  of  volunteer  employment,  sustained,  so  far  as  my 
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Diocesan  duties  allowed,  the  Professorship  of  Ecclesiastical  Polity 
and  Pastoral  Divinity.  It  will  of  course  be  out  of  my  power  from  tlie 
place  of  my  contemplated  residence,  to  make  the  same  contribution 
hereafter  to  ttie  instructions  of  the  Seminary.  But  the  department 
will  not  be  neglected.  It  will  henceforh  be  in  part  divided  between 
two  of  the  permanent  Professors,  while  I  shall  hope  to  be  enabled  to 
sp^nd  so  much  time  annually  at  the  Seminary  as  will  suffice  lor  th^ 
delivery  of  a  series  of  instructions  on  the  pastoral  care. 

Attempts  have  been  made  to  represent  my  contemplated  change  of 
residence  as  indicative  of  a  want  of  confidence  on  my  part  in  the  per* 
manence  of  our  institutions  at  i^ambier,  and  as  an  evidence  that  they 
are  declining.  If  the  sources  from  which  these  misrepresentations 
have  issued  may  be  thought  to  make  them  undeserving  of  notice  ;  still 
fears  have  been  expressed  by  many  of  the  best  friends  of  those  insti- 
tutions that  such  may  be  tfic  interpretation  put  upon  my  change  of 
residence  to  such  an  extent  as  i^eriously  to  injure  the  College  and 
Seminary. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  SHyin|T  that  my  leaving  Gambier  has  no 
connection  with  any  tliin^r  in  the  condition  of  the  institutions  there. 
One  would  suppose  that  if  it  be  understood  as  having  any  meaning  in 
regard  to  them,  it  should  be  considered  a  favorable  sign.  For  as  my 
determination  at  first  to  live  ih<;re,  some  thirteen  years  ago,  was  made 
entirely  on  the  representations  of  the  'iVustees  of  the  precarious  state 
of  the  College,  which  they  considered  as  almost  hopeless,  unless  I- 
would  change  what  was  then  my  expectation,  and  become  a  resident 
at  the  College;  so  my  present  intention  to  terminate  my  residence 
may  be  interpreted  as  indicating  a  slate  the  very  reverse  of  what  was 
then  the  case.  But  while,  as  I  said  before,  my  leaving  Gambier  is 
connected,  in  no  degree,  with  any  thing  there  as  the  moving  cause: 
I  am  glad  to  say  there  has  never  been  a  time  within  the  period  of  my 
connection  with  our  institutions  there,  when  1  could  have  withdrawn 
my  residence  with  more  entire  confidence  that  those  whom  I  should 
leave  behind  would  do  all  things,  in  their  several  departments  consci- 
entiously, harmoniously,  efficiently,  and  with  just  regard  to  all  the 
relations  they  sustain  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese 
and  the  interests  of  the  Church. 

My  present  plan  is  but  the  carrying  out  of  the  expectations  with 
which  I  first  came  to  Ohio.  At  that  time,  I  had  no  thought  of  living 
at  Gambier.  Before  accepting  the  office  of  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
1  enquired  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Convention  to  corres- 
pond with  me,  whether  it  was  requested  that  the  Bishop,  because  of 
his  relation  to  the  Theological  Seminary  and  Collesjc,  should  reside 
at  the  place  where  they  were  located.  I  was  answered  in  the  nega- 
tive. Under  that  interpretation,  I  accepted  the  office,  and  soon  after 
my  consecration,  made  a  partial  visitation  and  met  the  Trustees.  Up 
to  that  period  it  was  my  expectation  to  make  my  residence  at  Cin- 
cinnati. 

My  liberty  to  do  as  I  pleased,  was  fully  conceded  by  the  Trustees 
when,  at  lh«ur  solicitation,  I  consented  to  change  my  place.  I  hav© 
never  considered  my  residence  as  permanently  fixed  at  Gambier. 
More  than  once,  during  the  thirteen  years  I  have  lived  there,  have 
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I  been  on  the  point  of  removal,  undor  the  belief  that,  at  some  other 
place,  I  could  as  well  fultil  the  superintendence  of  the  institutions 
located  there  and  better  accomplish  the  dulies  more  directly  connec- 
ted with  the  Diocese. 

On  this  subject  I  will  add  a  few  words  more.  It  is  provided  in  the 
constitution  of  the  Theol.  Seni.,  that  said  Seminary  ^*  shall  be  under 
the  immediate  charge  and  superintendence  of  the  Bp.  of  tho  Diocese, 
for  the  time  being  as  Prosidcnt.''  It  may  seem  to  some  that  this 
immediate  superintcnden.-e,  requires  the  Bp.  to  be  resident  at  the 
place  of  the  Seminary.  But  1  do  not  think  so;  such  was  not  the  in- 
terpretation given  me  wh'jn  1  consented  to  accept  my  present  con- 
nection with  the  insiitulion.  1  do  not  supp^tse  that  the  immediate' 
ness  of  the  supermteudence  h:i3  any  thing  to  do  with  proximity  of 
residence.  The  Bishop  is  in  itnniediato  superintendence  of  every 
parish  of  his  Diocese,  though  living  at  the  place  of  only  one.  The 
question  in  the  case  bofory  us  depends  on  the  nature  of  the  superin- 
tendeucc  required.  If  it  involve  a  minute  and  daily  inspection  of 
the  whole  carrying  on  of  the  institution,  then  residence  near  it 
would  be  necessary.  But  such  not  being  the  duty  contemplated; 
the  superiutondenct.*  being  such  as  U  perfectly  consistent  with  the 
Bishop's  being  absent  in  the  visit. -itiDn  of  his  diocese  the  whole  year 
if  he  see  fit,  it  is  not  incompatible  wiih  his  being  permanently  resi- 
dent in  any  part  of  the  diocese  which  he  may  choose.  I  need  not 
speak  of  the  impropriety  there  would  be  in  making  the  general  inter- 
ests of  tho  Diocese  so  subordinate  to  the  will  of  an  institution  of  lear- 
ning therein,  as  to  give  the  latter r  the  right  of  fixing  the  residence 
of  the  Diocesan  for  its  own  pariicular  accommodation;  nor  of  the 
anomaly  of  one  generation  of  ciergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese  de- 
termining for  all  succeeding  g^Mieraiions  the  precise  spot  where  the 
Bishop  shall  live,  irrespective  of  those  changes  of  circumstances  on 
which  the  choice  of  his  place  of  residence  should  depend. 

Not  only  do  1  b.tlieve  that  no  such  restrictions  exist,  or  ought  to 
be  submitted  to  if  they  did  e.\i??t,  but  I  am  well  persuaded  that,  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  the  kind  of  superintendence  which  tho  Bp. 
is  by  constitution  entrusted  with,  can  be,  in  most  respects,  better  dis- 
charged while  he  resides  away  from  tho  institution,  and  occasional- 
ly visits  it,  than  by  his  living  directly  by  it. 

By  residing  at  Cincinnati,!  hope  to  be  enabled,  under  the  divine 
blessing,  to  accomplish  more  for  the  promotion  of  the  Gospel  and 
the  salvation  of  men,  during  those  parts  of  the  year  when  I  am  usu- 
ally at  home  ,  while  in  consequence  of  the  facilities  of  passage  from 
that  point  to  all  parts  of  the  state,  facilities  which  are  constantly 
increasing,  I  shall  find  it  tho  most  convenient  for  the  visitation  of  all 
the  parishes  under  my  chargo. 

You  are  probably  awure  that  under  the  Board  of  Missions,  there 
18  at  present  established  a  Mission  to  the  Jews,  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  which,  in  the  city  of  N.  York,  where  manv  of  the  ancient 
people  are  found,  a  Jewish  chapel  is  to  be  erected.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Labagh  is  now  employed  in  that  most  interesting  mission.  He  has 
been  engaged  in  visiting  the  Jews  in  several  of  our  chit?f  cities,  and 
also  in  endeavoring  to  excite,  in  the  several  dioceses,  an  active  zeal 
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for  the  propagation  of  the  Gospel  among  that  pcoj)le.  He  has  pro- 
posed that  on  Good  Friday  collections  should  be  made  in  the  church' 
es  for  the  Mission.  How  appropriate  the  day!  The  Bps.  of  Vir- 
ginia, Maryland,  New  Jersey,  Rhode  Island,  Vermont,  Pennsylvania, 
Delaware,  North  Carolina  and  (Georgia  have  been  mentioned  in  his 
report  as  having  recommended  tJic  proposal  to  their  respeclivc  dio- 
ceses* I  take  this  opportunity  of  uniting  with  them  in  so  good  a 
cause,  and  of  recommending  to  you,  my  brethren  of  the  clergy,  who 
are  in  charge  of  parishes,  that  on  the  day  when  our  L#ord  was  cru- 
cified by  his  brethren  according  to  the  flesh;  when  he  died  for  them 
Bs  well  as  for  us ;  when  he  specially  prayed  for  them  that  his  Fath- 
er would  forgive  them;  when  they  called  down  the  vengeance  of  his 
blood  upon  them  and  their  children;  and  when  by  that  blood  was 
purchased  for  us  whatever  is  precious  in  the  peace  of  God  and  the 
sanctiii cation  of  the  Spirit;  and  when  all  that  we  have  and  are  was 
bought  with  that  price ;  on  that  day  when  we  should  especially  desire 
to  seek  the  glorious  consummation  of  all  the  promises  of  the  word 
of  God  concerning  the  final  union  of  the  restored  and  converted 
children  of  Abraham  with  the  forces  of  thp  (ientiles,  in  the  kingdom 
of  God  on  earth,  let  us  reineinber  the  Mission  to  the  Jews;  let  us  de- 
sire its  extension  and  success;  let  it  have  our  prayers  and  ourgifts; 
let  us  delight  to  do  good  to  that  people  who  sprang  from  faithful  Abra- 
ham and  of  whom  came  according  to  the  flesh.  He  "who  is  over  all, 
God  blessed  forever."  That  man  will  be  bleased  of  God  who  s<*eka  the 
salvation  of  the  Jews.  That  peoplcj,  that  church,  will  receive  bles- 
sing from  (Jod  that  shall  faithfully  seek  to  bring  back  that  outcast, 
wandering,  wonderful  people  to  the  favour  of  him  of  whom  they  are 
still  beloved  for  their  father's  sake.  On  their  turning  unto  Christ 
depends  the  fulfilment  of  all  the  prophetic  word  concerning  the  glo- 
ry of  that  latter  day  for  which  the  church  of  Christ  in  earth  and 
heaven  has  so  long  prayed  and  waited. 

I  have  now  to  request  the  particular  attention  of  my  brethren  to  a 
subject  which,  in  my  view,  is  one  of  interest  and  importance. 

In  times  past,  when  nothing  seemed  less  probable  than  that  Ro- 
mish corruption  of  ('hristiaiiity  should   make  head  in  the  Protestant 
Churches  of  England  and  of  this  country ;  when  a  man  would  have 
been  thought  almost  mad  who  should  have  predicted  that  by  this  time 
and  as  the  work  of  about  ten  years,  such  changes  as  wc  are  witness- 
es of,  as  well  in  attachment  to  the  great  principles  of  the  Protestant 
Reformation,  as  in  detestation  of  the  anti-chrislian  doctrines  of  Pope- 
ry, would  take  place  at  home  and   abroad  ;  when  for  one  minister  of 
a   Protestant  Church  to  become  a  Romanist  was  singular  enough  to 
excite  universal  astonishment,  and  when  the  fact  that  nearly  one  hun- 
dred clergymen  of  our  mother  church  in  Great  Britain,  and  several 
from  our  own  Church,  have  apostatized  to  the  faith  of  Rome  within 
some  five  or  six  years,  had  it  been  predicted,  would  have  been  utterly 
ridiculed  as  too  impossible   to  he  even  dreamed  of;  it  is  not  singu- 
lar that  some  things  then  should  have  been  looked  upon  as  matters  of 
indiflerence  which  such  alarming  changes  have  now  compelled  ns  to 
regard  as  of  serious  importance  in  connection  with  the  growth  of  her* 
esy  and  corruption. 
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or  that  class,  is  the  form  of  the  structure  on  which  we  celebrate 
the  Supper  of  the  Lord.  We  have  n9t  been  accustomed  hitherto  to 
take  that  matter  much  into  account  except  as  a  question  of  taste.  It 
has  always  indeed  been  decidedly  the  usage  of  our  Church  to  have  a 
literal  table  as  distinguished  I'rom  an  altar-lbrin  structure.  Until  a 
very  few  years,  the  contrary  was  seldom  seen.  It  is  still  an  excep- 
tion to  the  general  custom.  But  as  long  as  it  seemed  to  be  a  matter 
of  architectural  preference,  rather  than  of  doctrinal  principle ;  as  long 
as  there  appeared  among  those  who  called  themselves  members  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  no  ellbrt  to  **  unproteatantise*^  the 
Church,  to  cast  dishonor  upon  the  principles  of  the  Reformation,  to 
bring  back  the  outcast  corruptions  of  Rome,  especially  that  doctrine 
concerning  a  real  and  propitiatory  iacrifice  in  the  Eucharist,  and  a 
real,  sacriticing,  mediatorial  priesthood  in  him  who  is  commissioned 
to  minister  the  Eucharist,  as  if  he  stood  between  God  and  man  at  the 
altar  of  atonement,  and  as  if  your  peace  with  God  depended  on  liis 
priestly  intercession  there ;  under  such  circumstances  there  was  no 
sense  of  hazard  in  leaving  people  to  follow  their  fancies  in  the  par- 
ticular article  of  church  furniture  referred  to;  although  then,  just  as 
much  as  now,  to  have  any  thing  but  a  literal  table,  in  the  usual  sense, 
for  the  communion  of  Christ*s  household  of  faith,  was  at  variance 
with  the  direction  of  the  Prayer  Book,  the  precedents  of  the  Scrip- 
ture and  the  practice  of  the  early  church. 

But  wonderfully  have  matters  changed  within  a  very  few  years. 
What  sort  of  language  and  of  sympathy  in  regard  to  the  Reformation, 
and  the  peculiar  doctrines  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  especially  those 
most  connected  with  our  present  subject,  have  we  become  so  accus- 
tomed to  of  late,  among  professed  Protestant  Episcopalians,  that  we 
almost  cease  to  notice  them,  but  which  a  few  years  ago  would  have 
seemed  impossible  to  any  but  a  real  Romanist !  It  is  now  too  late  for 
any  man  of  ordinary  observation  to  question  that  there  is  in  the  bo- 
som of  the  Church  of  England  and  of  our  own,  which  shares  so  ne- 
cessarily in  all  the  influences  that  a(lcct  the  doctrinal  condition  of  the 
former,  a  decided  and  concerted  eflbrt  to  propagate  among  the  clergy 
and  laity  those  very  essential  and  central  doctrines  of  Romish  divin- 
ity against  which  our  church  declares  her  strong  protest  on  every 
fold  of  her  banner.  That  effort  is  too  systematic,  too  bold,  too  dili- 
gent, too  artful,  and  already  is  too  successful  not  to  be  alarming  to  any 
mind  not  already  so  far  drugged  with  its  poisons  as  to  be  incapable 
of  natural  sight,  or  else  so  indifferent,  or  so  inordinately  anxious  for 
peace,  at  almost  all  hazards,  as  to  be  unwilling  to  believe  there  is  an 
enemy  at  the  gate  until  his  standard  is  planted  on  the  citadel. 

No  object  is  more  essential  to  the  un protestantising  of  our  church 
and  to  the  taking  away  of  the  great  gulf  that  lies  between  the  gospel 
as  she  teaches  it  and  its  awful  perversion  and  denial  in  the  Church  of 
Rome,  than  that  of  getting  away  the  doctrine  of  our  articles  and  hom- 
ilies concerning  the  nature  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  substituting  that 
of  the  decrees  of  the  Council  of  Trent.  Our  Church,  in  the  **  Homily 
<u>ncerning  the  Sacrament,"  having  in  her  eye  the  very  corruptions 
now  sought  to  be  propagated  among  us,  exhorts  you  to  "  take  heed  lest 
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of  the  memory  (i.  e.  of  ilie  doctrine  of  a  remcnibrayice  of  the  death  of 
Christ  in  the  Eucharist,)  he  made  a  sacrifice  ;  lest  applying  it  for  the 
dead  ice  lose  the  fruit  that  he  alive/'  Ami  slie  assures  yon  that  in  the 
Lord's  Supper,  "  you  need  no  other  sacrifice  or  oblation,''^  (than  that 
of  Christ  on  the  Cross,)  "  no  sacrificing  Priest,  no  mass,  no  means 
established  by  man's  inveniion.''*  liut  iho  revolutionary  effort, 
which  is  best  known  as  the  'IVactnrian,  diroctly  contradicts  this  lan- 
guage of  our  Church,  teachinj^  that  we  do  need  another  oblation  and 
sacrifice  ;  that  the  sacrifice  of  Christ  on  the  cross  cannot  avail  ns, 
unless  it  be  applied  hy  what  is  called  the  "  ntibloody"  sacrifice  of  his 
body  and  blood  upon  the  altar  of  the  Eucharist;  that  we  must  have 
the  mediation  of  a  ** sacrificing  Priest*^  at  that  altar,  or  we  cannot 
partake  in  the  mediation  of  our  Great  High  Priest  before  the  mercy- 
scat  in  the  sanctuary  in  the  heavons  ;  and  consequently,  tl^al  the 
Lord's  Supper  is  not  a  mere  ^''mcmorif'*  of  a  sacrifice,  but  is  a  real  pro- 
pitiatory sacrifice  for  sin.  This  is  Popery  in  the  essence.  This  is 
one  of  the  devices  by  which,  under  a  mask  of  Gospel  phrase,  the 
Church  of  Rome  evacuates  the  ^^ospel  of  all  that  makes  it  a  gospel. 
This  is  the  liand  by  which  it  forces  the  chains  of  superstition  and 
priestcraft,  and  riveting  them  around  the  reason  and  the  consciences 
of  men,  fastens  them  down  under  bonda^^e  to  whatever  terrors  a  des- 
potic priesthood  may  employ. 

Now  where  this  doctrine,  concerning  a  real  sacrifice  and  priesthood 
in  the  Eucharist,  exists,  it  must  have  a  literal  altar  in  the  communion  ; 
because  that  proclaims  and  is  part  of,  the  very  idea  of  the  Sacrament 
which  it  maintains.  And  it  must  p;et  rid  of  a  literal  1ahle\  because 
that  declares  the  very  truth  concerning  the  Sacrament,  as  simply  a 
commemorative  feast  upon  a  sacrifice,  once  offered  on  the  cross,  which 
is  most  absolutely  denied. 

This  view  is  so  well  expressed  hy  Gregory  Martin,  a  learned  Ro- 
mish divine  of  the  sixteenth  century  and  one  of  the  principal  hands 
in  the  Rhemish  translation  of  the  N.  Test.,  that  I  am  content  with 
his  words.  "The  name  of  altar,  both  in  the  Hebrew  and  Greek, 
and  by  the  consent  of  all  peoples,  both  Jews  and  P.?«Tans  implying 
and  importing  sacrifce,  therefore  we  in  respect  of  the  sacrifice  of 
Christ's  body  and  blood,  say  altar  rather  than  table.  But  the  Pro- 
testants because  they  make  it  only  a  communion  of  bread  and  wine, 
or  a  supper  and  no  sacrifice,  therefore  they  call  it  a  fable  only."  Un- 
derstand their  wily  policy  therein  is  this  :  to  take  away  the  holy  sac- 
rifice of  the  mass,  they  take  away  both  altar  and  priest ;  because  they 
know  right  well  that  these  three,  priest,  sacrifice  and  altar,  are  depen- 
dents and  consequents  one  of  another,  so  that  they  cannot  he  separa- 
ted. If  there  be  an  external  sacrifice,  there  must  be  an  external  priest- 
hood to  offer  it,  and  an  altar  to  offer  the  same  upon.  So  had  the  Gen- 
tiles their  sacrifices,  priests  and  altars;  so  had  the  Jews;  so  Christ 
himself,  being  a  priest,  according  to  the  order  of  Melchizedec,  had  a 
sacrifice,  his  body :  and  an  altar,  his  cross,  upon  the  which  he  offer- 
ed it.     And  because  he  instituted]  M/.9  sacrifice  to  continue  in  his 

•Homily  concerning  thrsacrnmcnt,  Part  1. 
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church  forever  in  comniemoralion  and   representation  of  his*  death, 
therefore  did  he  withal  ordain  his  apostles  priests  at  his  last  supper, 
and  there  and  then  insliliited  the  holy  order  of  priesihood  and  priests, . 
(saying  hoc  fccite,  do  this,)  to  offer  the  self-same  sacrifice  in  a  mysti- 
cal and  unbloody  raanner,  until  the  world's  end."t 

To  the  accuracy  of  the  above  as  to  Protestants  making  the  Eucha- 
rist only  a  communion  of  bread  and  wine,  I  do  not  agree.  But  as  to 
the  essentially  Romisli  connexion  of  a/tor,  it  is  all  most  true.  And 
hence  you  see  that  whether  the  Lord's  Supper  be  celebrated  on  a  /a- 
bie,  or  on  an  altar;  on  a  structure  the  form  of  which  shall  express  a 
mere  feast  of  communion,  or  on  one  which  is  ever  associated  with 
the  idea  of  a  proper  priest  and  sacrifice,  cannot  with  Romanists,  or 
those  who  sympathise  with  their  doctrine  of  the  Eucharist,  be  a  mat- 
ter of  indifference. 

We  have  therefore  seen  that  in  proportion  as  the  Tractarian  type 
of  Romish  doctrine  aod  sympathy  has  jrained  favor  in  England  or  in 
this  country,  there  has  j^rown  u[>  a  marked  fondness  for  altars,  instead 
of  tables.  In  some  instances  whf^re  this  substitution  is  made,  I  doubt 
not  it  is  as  it  used  to  be,  a  mere  matter  of  taste,  unassociated  with 
any  doctrinal  bearing.  But  I  fear  such  is  not  generally  the  case. 
There  is  undoubtedly  in  many  a  decided  charm  in  the  form  of  an  a/- 
tar,  because  of  its  connexion  with  certain  forms  of  doctrine ;  and  for 
this  it  takes  the  phice  (►f  the  simple  communion-table.  Thus  testifies  a 
learned  and  most  able  champion  of  the  truth  in  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land concerning  the  state  of  things  tlipre.  **  Of  all  the  acts  of  these 
anti-prolestant  agitators,  (writes  the  Rev.  W.  Goode,  author  of  the 
**  Divine  Rule  of  Faith  and  Practice,")  none  perhaps  more  demands 
our  attention,  at  the  present  moment,  than  the  ailemptto  substitute  al- 
tars for  communion-iahlcs  in  our  chtirches.  They  are  now  notori- 
ously set  up  for  the  furtherance  of  Tractarian  views  of  the  nature  of 
the  sacrament  of  the  Loid's  Supper.  The  communion-table  is  thrust 
out  of  the  old  churches  to  n^ake  way  for  them.  They  are  studious- 
ly introduced  wherever  practicahle,  into  our  churches.  And  thus  the 
purity  of  our  Church's  doctrine  on  the  subject  is  placed  in  jeopardy."* 

Now,  my  brethren,  I  have  not  looked  without  serious  considera- 
tion upon  these  things.  For  several  years,  I  have  not  consecrated  a 
church,  so  far  as  I  can  remember,  in  which  there  was  an  altar-form 
structure,  instead  of  a  proper  table.  But  this  was  rather  because 
such  a  structure  did  not  happen  to  be  in  the  new  churches,  than  be- 
cause I  was  prepared  to  make  any  serious  objection  to  it.  But  the 
altered  condition  of  things  to  which  I  have  referred,  has  placed  the 
subject  in  a  very  different  liglit,  so  that  I  have  been  led  to  enquire  in- 
to my  duty  with  regard  to  it  as  I  had  not  done  before.  The  conclu- 
sion to  which  I  have  come  is  this, — that  hereafter  I  must  refuse  Xq 
consecrate  any  church  in  which  there  is  an  altarform  structure  for 
the  Lord's  Supper,  and  in  which  there  is  not  a  proper  tahle^  in  the

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usual  9ense,  as  the  permanent  furniture.  I  must  require,  not  only 
that  there  he  not  an  altar,  but  that  there  be  a  permanent  and  proper 
table.  Of  this  determination  I  take  the  present  opportuuity  oi  giv- 
ing notice  to  the  diocese. 

In  taking  a  position  which  I  cannot  but  suppose  will  seem,  not  on- 
ly new,  but  over-scrupulous  to  those  whose  attention  has  not  been 
much  drawn  in  that  direction,  it  is  due,  as  well  to  you,  as  myself, 
that  I  should  assign  my  reasons.  This,  I  now  proceed  to  do.  And, 
my  brethren,  if  I  should  go  more  largely  into  \he  subject  than  the  jus- 
tification of  the  determination  just  declared  would  seem  to  require,  I 
am  sure  you  will  rot  think  the  time  inappropriately  employed  when 
you  shall  see  how  conclusively  the  state  of  the  case  as  to  what  is 
right  in  our  Church,  in  regard  to  the  furniture  for  the  Lord's  Supper, 
expounds  her  doctrine  of  the  nature  of  that  sacrament,  as  involving 
no  sacrifice,  except  as  all  prayer  is  sacrifice,  and  of  the  minister  there- 
of as  being  no  Priest  except  as  that  name  is  used  synonomously  with 
Presbyter  or  Elder,  t 

But  here  I  wish  it  to  be  distinctly  understood  that  in  what  I  have 
now  said  or  shall  say,  there  is  no  reference  intended  to  any  minister,  or 
parish,  or  any  state  of  things  in  this  diocese.  In  carrying  out  my 
views  of  duty  in  this  matter  recently,  I  have  designed  not  the  least 
censure  on  any  person  or  parish.     Nothing  of  that  sort  is  intended  in 

fThe  English  Translations  of  the  Bible  were  violently  attacked  by  Romuh 
writers,  in  the  age  of  the  Reformation,  because  the  original  word  Pretbulfros^ 
(whence  comes  our  word  Presbyter,)  was  in  no  instance  rendered  Priest,  The 
Reformers  answered  thus :  "  The  word  priest^  by  popish  abuse  is  commonly 
spoken  for  a  sacrz/iVfr  the  simcaa  sacrrdos  in  Latin.  But  the  Holy  Ghost  nev- 
er calleth  the  mini.sterd  of  the  word  and  sacraments  of  the  N.  Test,  kiereie  or 
sacerdoUs.  Therefore  the  tranHlator-i  to  make  a  difference  between  the  minis- 
ters of  the  0.  Test,  and  those  of  the  New,  call  the  one  according  to  the  usual 
acceptation,  priests,  and  the  oilier  aecordinjj  to  the  orijrinal  derivation,  presby- 
ters or  elders.  The  name  of  priest  according  to  the  original  derivation  from 
presbyter,  we  do  not  refuse ;  but  accordinff  to  the  common  ocception  for  a 
sacrificer  wo  cannot  tnkc  it,  when  it  is  spoken  of  the  ministry  of  the  N,  Test. 
But  seeing  your  popish  sacrificing  power,  and  blasphemous  sacrifice  of  your 
mass  hath  no  manner  of  ground  in  the  holy  scriptures,  either  in  the  original 
Greek,  or  in  your  own  Latin  translation,  you  are  driven  to  seek  a  ailly  shadow 
of  it  in  the  abusive  acception  and  sounding  of  the  English  word  priest  and 
priesthood.  And  therefore  you  do  in  great  earnest  affirm  that  priest,  aacrificct 
and  altar  are  dcpcudentu  and  consequents  one  of  another,  so  that  they  cannot 
be  separated.  If  you  should  say  in  Latin  sacerdos,  sacrificium,  altare  be  such 
consequents,  we  will  subycrihc  to  you  ;  but  if  you  will  change  the  word,  and 
flay  presbyter,  sacrifinum,  altare,  every  learned  man's  ears  will  glow  to  hear  you 
say  they  are  dependents  and  consequents  inseparable.  Therefore  we  must 
needs  distinguish  of  the  word  ^jfriesV  in  your  corollary  ;  for  if  you  mean  there- 
by sacerdotem,  we  grant  the  consequence  of  sacrifice  and  altar;  but  if  you 
mean  presbyterurn,  we  deny  that  God  ever  joined  these  three  in  an  inseparable 
band  ;  or  thni  presbyter,  in  that  he  is  presbyter,  hath  any  thing  to  do  with  sac- 
rifice or  altar,  more  than  senior,  or  ancient  or  elder.** — Fulke^s  Def,  of  English 
Translation  of  the  Bible,  Park.  Sec.  FA.,  pp.  109,  253. 

'*  Ambiguity,  (says  Bp.  White,)  has  arisen  from  the  circumstance  that  the 
English  language  applies  the  same  word  ^Priest,*  to  denote  two  words  in  the 
original,  (//t>reu«  and  Presbuieros.)  Of  the  latter  word  it  is  here  affirmed  that 
it  never  denotes  an  offerer  of  sacrifice ;  and  as  to  the  former  word,  none  al- 
leges that  it  ever  stands  for  a  christian  minister  in  the  scriptares."— l>it#.  en 
the  Eucharist. 
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what  I  have  yet  to  say.  In  the  few  cases  of  altar-form  structures  in 
churches  of  Ohio,  I  have  no  reason  to  believe  there  has  been  any  ob- 
ject beyond  the  gratitication  of  a  builder's  taste.  It  may  therefore 
seem  to  some  ill-timed  to  adopt  the  determination  of  which  I  have 
just  notified  you.  But  my  opinion  is  precisely  the  reverse.  It  seems 
to  me  far  wiser  to  settle  a  definite  rule  of  tliis  kind,  while  there  is 
nothing  against  it  more  difBcult  to  be  yielded  than  a  mere  matter  of 
architectural  fancy ;  than  to  wait  till  erroneous  doctrine  shall  have 
gained  so  much  strength  as  to  change  a  question  of  taste  into  one  of 
principle,  and  make  the  having  of  an  altar  identical  with  the  keeping 
of  a  good  conscience. 

Let  me  first  go  to  history.     What  was  the  primitive  use? 

None  can  deny  that  our  Lord  instituted  and  administered  the  £u- 
cbanst  at  a  common  houselwld  table.  And  when  he  says  **  the  hand 
of  him  that  betrayeth  me  is  with  me  on  the  table,"  wc  necessarily 
contemplate  the  Saviour  and  the  twelve  as  engaged  in  an  act  of  com- 
munion simply  ;  analagous  to  that  of  a  household  around  its*  family 
table.  Nothing  can  more  perfectly  exclude  the  idea  of  sacrificCr 
priest  and  altar.  It  was  at  the  commemoration  of  the  Passover.  The 
Supper  of  the  Lord  took  the  place  of  the  paschal  feast.  The  latter 
was  a  feast  after,  and  upon,  a  sacrifice,  which  had  been  previously 
offered  at  the  great  altar  of  *  burnt-offerings  at  the  Temple.'  The 
work  of  the  Jewish  priest  was  finished  when  the  paschal  lamb  had 
been  sacrificed.  Other  altar  a  Jew  could  not  have,  than  that  in  the 
temple  around  which  the  blood  of  the  lamb  was  sprinkled.  Other 
«acrifice  there  remained  none  in  connection  with  that  feast,  when  once 
that  lamb  had  been  slain.  But  there  did  remain  the  feast  of  commun- 
ion upon  that  lamb,  thus  offered  once  for  all  the  house  of  Israel. 
The  lambs  were  many  ;  the  sacrifice,  the  feast,  the  type  was  one.  It 
was  the  communion  of  the  whole  household  oi  the  chosen  people. 
They  met  in  families  as  we  meet  forour  communion  in  congregations. 
They  met,  not  at  the  altar  where  the  sacrifice  was  offered,  but  at  the 
table  of  the  family  fellowship;  as  we  meet,  not  at  the  cross,  where 
Christ  our  Passover  was  sacrificed  for  us  ;  but,at  a  table  expressive 
of  the  family  fellowship  of  all  believers  in  the  reconciliation  effected 
by  the  blood  of  Jesus.  The  Jews  met  without  a  Priest;  all  that  per- 
tained to  the  office  of  Priest  having  been  finished  at  the  temple.  We 
meet  at  the  Lord's  Supper  without  any  mere  human  Priest,:^  for  all 
that  pertains  to  the  oflice  of  a  Priest,  in  our  reconciliation  to  God  was 
finished  when  Christ  oflered  up  himself,  ^' once  for  al/,^^  on  the  al- 
tar of  the  cross  ;  or  else  is  being  perfected  in  his  present  ever-living 
intercession  within  the  veil,  bofore  the  mercy-seat  in  heaven.  The 
Jews  met  to  feed  upon  what  had  elsewhere  been  offered  as  a  propi- 
tiatory sacrifice  to  God.  Christians  meet  to  feed,  by  faith,  with 
Ihanksgiving,  spirxiuaUy  upon  a  propitiatory  sacrifice,  long  since  of- 
fered, even  the  flesh  and  blood  of  Jesus,  by  which  we  draw  nigh  to 
<3rod.  The  Jewish  Passover  was  of  two  parts,  "  the  sacrifice  of  the 
Lord's  Passover,"  and  \\\e  feast  o{  the  Lord's  Passover;  the  propi- 
tiatory offering  at  the  temple,  and  the  eucharistic  supper  on  that  offer- 

;tOf  course  1  mean  priest  in  the  sense  of  a  $acrificer. 
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ing,  in  the  family  dwelling.  It  was  as  much  commanded  that  tlie 
feast  should  be  in  the  house,  and  not  at  the  aliur  iu  the  temple^  as 
that  the  sacriticc  should  he  at  tlie  aliar  iu  the  temple,  and  not  in  any 
private  house.  Our  Passover  is  of  like  two  parts,  the  sacrifice  and 
the  feast;  the  offering  of  the  Lamb  of  God,  and  the  cucharistic  sup- 
per of  the  whole  household  of  iaiih,  partakiugof  that  Lamb.  In  the 
beginning  of  the  dispensation  of  the  Gospel,  the  ^acri/ice  of  our  pats- 
over  was  slain,  once  for  all.  Jesus  was  priest  and  victim.  The 
whole  period,  smce  then,  and  to  the  end  of  the  world,  is  the  Feast 
of  the  Lord's  Passover,  during  which  each  believer,  every  day,  is 
living  by  faith,  in  the  secret  uf  his  own  heart,  upon  the  sacrifice  of 
Christ,  as  all  his  life  and  hope  ;  and  tiie  whole  household  of  faith 
are,  at  stated  periods,  assembling  together  to  express  aiid  declare  m 
the  sacrament  of  the  breaking  of  bread,  their  common  dependence  on, 
and  their  common  ihankfulnefc>s  for,  that  one  perfect  and  sufficient  ob- 
lation and  satisfaction  for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world. 

As  the  Jews  were  not  allowed  to  unite  the  offering  and  the  eating, 
the  priestly  sacrifice  and  the  eucharislic  feast,  but  ^ere  commanded 
to  separate  them  in  point  of  place  and  time ;  so  we  cannot,  by  any 
possibility  unite  them  under  the  Gospel.  The  sncriiice  for  us  was 
oflered  eighteen  hundred  years  ago,  *' once /or  «//."  It  cannot  be 
repeated.  The  feast  alone  remains — a  frast  commemoratiue  ofasac' 
rificey  but  not  a  sacrifice  of  commemoration^  except  as  the  ofl'ering  of 
prayer  and  thanksgiving  is  figurative! ij  a  sacrifice,  and  each  commu- 
nicant, is  in  that  sense,  a  Priest. 

All  this  illustrates  how  entirely  it  was,  as  pertaining  to  the  design 
and  original  institution  of  the  Lord's  supper,  that  our  Lord  assembled 
the  twelve  around  a  common  Jiouschold  tablc^  for  the  first  adminis- 
tration of  that  sacrament ;  and  how  little  connexion,  it  had,  with  any 
sacrifice^  as  then  being  ofTered,  or,  with  any  al/ur  as  then  present. 

Long  after  the  first  institution  of  the  LonTs  supper,  the  Christian 
Church  continued  to  keep  it  aloof  from  any  thing  expressive  of  sac- 
rifice, except  as  it  commemorated  that  of  Christ,  and  was  accompan- 
ied, on  the  part  of  conininnic;ints,  with  the  ofl'ering  of  their  prayers 
and  alms.  Our  venrrahlc  fiishop  While  expressed  his  belief  that 
••  the  term  *  altar,'  did  not  supplant  the  original  word  •  table,'  for  a 
considerable  time  after  the  apostolic  age."  |(  Suicer,  says  it  is  **  clear- 
er than  mid-day,  that  altars  were  not  in  the  priuiitive  church  ;"  (me* 
ridiana  luce  clarius.)  Basnage  says,  that  the  writings  of  men  of  the 
apostolic  age,  such  as  Clement,  Polycarp,  Justin,  never  employed  the 
words,  High  Priest,  Priest,  <fec.,  for  the  christian  minister;  nor  did 
they  any  more  use  the  word  altjr,  to  signify  the  table  of  the  Eucha- 
liit."  *  Bingham,  our  learned  and  standard  author,  in  ecclesiastical 
antiquities,  says  that,  as  late  as  the  lime  of  Athanasius,  (4th  century,) 
the  churches  had  "  communion  tables  oftoood;'^  and  of  the  churches 
of  Africa  and  Egypt,  particularly,  he  says  :  "  'I'here  is  no  question  to 
be  made,  that  about  this  time,  **  the  altars  were  only  tables  of  wood.

Mcde,  with  all  his  learning,  could  find  none  of 
the  fathers  ueing  *'fliter,"  for  the  "teWf,"  earlier  than  TcrtuUian.  A.D.  SWO. 
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In  the  year  509,  a  general  decree  was  made  in  France,  "that  no  altar 
should  be  consecrated,  but  such  as  should  be  made  of  stone  only." 
And  Bingham  says,  **  this  seems  to  be  the  first  public  act  of  tiuit  na- 
ture, thai  we  have  upon  authentic  record,  in  ancient  history.  And 
from  thu  time  of  this  change  in  the  mailer  of  them,  the  form^  or  fash" 
ion  of  them  cliangi-d  likewise.  For,  whereas,  before,  they  were  in 
ihc  form  oi'  fables,  they  now  begim  to  be  creeled  more  like  altarsJ*^  t 

This,  comparatively,  modern  use  of  the  form  of  an  altar,  instead  of 
that  of  a  tabic,  is  strongly  asserted  by  Bishop  Jewel,  in  his  Defence  of 
his  Apology  for  the  Church  ol  England,  airainst  the  Jesuit  Harding. 
•*  As  for  the  altars,"  he  says,  "  whicii  the  Donatists  broke  down,  (in 
the  churches  of  the  4ih  century)  they  were  certainly  tables  of  wood ^ 
such  as  we  have,  and  not  heaps  of  stones,  such  as  ye  have.  St.  Au- 
gustine saith,  the  Donatists,  in  their  fury,  broke  down  the  altar-boards. 
His  words  be  these:  Lignis  ejusdem  altaris  effraclis.  Likewise 
saith  Athanasius  of  the  like  fury  of  the  Arians  ;  SubscUia^  thronitm, 
mensam  li^neam  el  tuhidas  ecclesix  and  caetera  (jwe  prolerunt,  foris 
data,  combusseruni.  They  carried  forth  and  burnt  the  seats,  the  pul- 
pit, the  wooden  hoard,  the  church  tables,  &c.  Touching  your  stone 
altars  Bealus  Rhenanus  saith.  In  nostris  Bastlicis,  Jlrarum  super  ad* 
dilitia  struct  lira  no  vi  tat  em  prac  se  fert;  in  our  churches,  the  build- 
ing up  of  altars,  added  to  the  rest,  declareth  a  novelty.  This  learned 
man  telleth  you,  Mr.  Harding,  that  your  stone  altars  are  but  newly 
brought  into  the  church  of  God,  and  that  our  communion  tables  art 
old  and  ancient,  and  have  been  used  from  the  beginning.  We  have 
such  altars  as  Christ,  his  apostles,  and  St.  Augustine,  Optetus,  and 
other  catholic  and  holy  Fathers,  had  and  used.'*  :f 

Bishop  Babington,  in  his  notes  on  Exodus,  published  in  1604,  says, 
*•  The  altars  used  in  popery  are  not  warranted  by  this  example,  (i.  e. 
of  the  Jewish  altars.)  But  that  the  primitive  churches  used  commu- 
nion tables,  as  we  do  now,  of  boar  Js  and  wood,  not  altars,  as  they  do, 
of  stone.  Origen  was  about  200  years  after  Christ,  and  he  saith  that 
Celsus  objected  to  it  as  a  fault  to  Christians,  Quod  nee  imagines,  nee 
templa,  nee  aras  habcrent :  that  they  had  neither  images,  nor  tem- 
ples, nor  altars.  Arnobius,  after  him,  saith  the  same  of  the  heathens  : 
Accusatis  nos  quod  ncc  templa  habcamus  ncc  aras,  nee  imagines.-^' 
Gerson  saith  that  Sylvester  first  caused  stone  altars  to  be  made.  Up- 
on this  occasion,  in  some  places,  stone  altars  were  used  for  steadi- 
ness and  continuance,  wooden  tables  having  been  before  used  ;  but, 
1  say,  in  some  places,  not  in  all.  For  St.  Augustine  saith  that  in  his 
time,  in  Africa,  they  were  made  of  wood.  For  the  Donatists,  saitli 
he,  break  in  .sunder  the  altar  boards.  Again,  the  deacon's  duty  was 
to  remove  the  altar,  Chrysostom  calleth  it  the  holy  board,  St.  Au- 
gustine, the  table  of  the  Lord.  Athanasius,  Mensam  ligneam,  the 
table  of  wood.  Yet  was  this  communion-table  called  an  altar,  not 
that  it  was  so,  but  only  by  allusion,  metaphorically,  as  ('hrist  is  called 
an  altar,  or  our  hearts  be  called  altars,  &c.  Mark,  with  yourselves, 
therefore,  tfic  newness  of  this  point,  for  stone  altars,  in  comparison  of

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our  ancient  use  of  communion  tables^  and  let  Popery  and  his  parts 
fall,  and  truth  and  sound  antiquity  be  regarded."  $ 

The  learned  Perkins,  one  of  the  greater  lights  at  Cambridge,  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  16th  century,  says:  **  About  the  year  400,  the  uae 
of  altars  began,  but  not  for  sacrifice,  but  for  the  honour  and  meoiory 
of  the  martyrs."  || 

It  would  be  easy  to  shew  that  the  use  of  altars  originated  contem- 
poraneously with  that  inordinate  veneration  for  the  relics  of  saints 
and  martyrs,  which  was  very  soon  mnlurcd  into  that  idolatrous  ado- 
ration, wFiich  is  now  one  of  the  grievu'is  crimes  of  the  Church  of 
Rome.  It  is  little  to  the  credit  of  altars,  in  the  christian  church,  tu 
look  back  to  the  various  growths,  of  astonishing  superstition,  which 
grew  up,  in  company  with  their  use.  Mosheim,  speaking  of  the.4lh 
century,  says  :  **  An  enormous  train  of  different  superstitions  were, 
gradually,  substituted  in  the  place  of  true  religion,  and  genuine  piety. 
This  odious  revolution  was  owing  to  a  variety  of  causes.  A  ridicu- 
lous precipitation  in  receiving  new  opinions  ;  a  preposterous  desire 
of  imitating  the  Pagan  rites,  and  of  blending  them  with  the  chrisUan 
worship,  and  that  idle  propensity,  which  the  generality  of  mankind 
have,  towards  a  gaudy  and  ostentations  religion,  all  contributed  to  es- 
tablish the  reign  of  superstition  upon  the  ruins  of  Chrisiianity  *  •  * 
The  virtues  that  had  formerly  been  ascribed  to  the  heathen  temples, 
to  their  lustrations,  to  the  statues  of  their  gods  and  heroes,  were  now 
attributed  to  christian  churches,  to  water  consecrated  by  certain  forms 
of  prayer,  and  to  the  images  of  holy  men.  »  *  *  The  worship  of 
the  martyrs^  was  modelled,  by  degrees,  according  to  the  religions  ser- 
vices that  were  paid  to  the  gods,  before  the  coming  of  Christ."  ^ 

To  such  heights  of  superstition  and  imposture,  had  the  veneration 
of  relics  arrived,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  4th  century,  that  the  5th 
Council  of  Carthage  was  obliged  to  resist  its  more  odious  extravagan- 
ces. The  following  extracts,  from  the  14lh  canon  of  that  Council, 
will  show  in  what  connexion  altars  arose  in  the  Church.  "It  is  de- 
creed that  the  altars^  which  are  set  up  every  where^  in  the  fields^  or 
in  the  ways,,  as  monuments  of  martyrs,  in  which  no  bodies  or  reiics 
of  martyrs  are  proved  to  be  buried ;  bo  overthrown  by  the  Bishops 
of  those  places,  if  it  may  be.  But,  if,  on  account  of  tumults  of  the 
people,  that  cannot  be  done,  yet  let  the  people  be  admonished  thai 
they  frequent  not  those  places,  &;c.  And  lei  no  memorial  of  martyrs 
be  allowed  and  accepted,  except  the  body,  or  som?  undoubted  relics 
be  there,  or  that  some  original  of  ih:;ir  habitation  or  suffering,  be 
there  delivered,  from  a  most  faithful  beginning.  As  for  those  altars, 
that  are  set  up,  in  every  place,  btj  dreams,  and  vain  revelations  of 
any  men,  let  them,  by  all  means,  bo  disallowed." 

Faithful  to  this  original  connection,  between  altars  and  tombs,  with 
the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  supper  on  the  top,  and  dead  men's  bones 
within,  is  the  present  use  of  the  altar  in  the  church  of  Rome.  The 
Rhemish  Annotaiors  on  the  New  Testament,  commenting  on   Rev.

And  for  corr jspondence  to  their 
place,  or  state,  in  heaven,  ihj  Ciiurch  laycth,  commonly,  their  bod- 
ies also,  or  rjlics,  near,  or  under  f/ie  altars,  where  our  Saviour's 
body  is  ofTred  in  ihr3  holy  Mass ;  and  hath  a  special  proviso,  tliat 
no  hilars  be  erected,  or  consecrated,  without  some  part  of  a  salnVs 
body  or  relics^  And  this  "  special  proviso ^^^  is  founded  on  the  as- 
sumption that  "  the  relics  of  the  saints  add  not  a  little  to  the  sanctity 
of  the  sacram:jnt,  when  they  are  contained  in  the  altar  ;^*  thus  fully 
carrying  out  the  abominable  doctrine  that  we  are  assisted  by  the 
mi^rits  of  the  saints  in  obtaining  justification  through  the  merits  of 
Christ. 

Conformed  to  this  tomb-like  use  of  Romish  altars,  and  their  monu- 
mental origin,  is  their  almost  invariable  shape.  They  are  in  the 
shape  of  arks  or  chests,  resembling,  very  closely,  in  general  appear- 
ance, those  oblong  structures  of  stone,  or  brick,  surmounted  with  a 
marble  slab,  which,  from  time  immemorial,  have  been  erected  over 
the  dead,  as  monuments  to  their  memory.  *2 

Thb  peculiar,  chest-like  form  of  the  Romish  altar,  is  wholly  un- 
like any  thing  under  the  name  of  altar,  of  which  we  have  any  ac- 
count. The  altars  which  Mascs  was  directed  to  make  for  the  wor- 
ship of  Israel,  and  those  which  were  afterwards  set  up,  according  to 
that  model  in  the  temple  at  Jerusalem,  had  no  such  character.  Bing- 
ham says  that  when  such  structures  for  altars,  began  to  be  used  in 
the  6th  century,  "they  were  built  like  a  tomb,  as  if  it  were  some  mon* 
titnent  of  a  martyr;^*  and  he  quotes  an  eminent  authority  (Bona,) 
as  saying  that  specimens  of  such  ancient  monuments  to  martyrs  were 
still  found,  in  his  day,  in  the  catacombs  of  Rome,  and  other  places.  *3 

It  is  not  difficult  to  trace  the  steps  by  which  the  martyr's  tomb  ctune 
to  be  so  universally  the  Romish  altar,  it  is  well  known  that,  at  an 
early  period.  Christians  took  great  pleasure  in  honouring  the  memo- 
ry of  martyrs,  by  erecting  tombs,  as  monuments,  over  the  place  of 
their  burial,  and  in  assembling  there  for  worship,  on  the  anniversa- 
ry of  their  death.  On  these  occasions,  the  martyr's  monument  ser- 
ved as  a  table,  on  which  they  celebrated  the  Eucharist. 

But  now  the  habit  of  calling  the  table  an   altar,  was  fast  driving

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out  the  true  and  primitive  name,  as  Christians,  out  of  a  most  degra- 
ding disposition  to  conciliate  the  heathen  by  adopting  tlieir  namtrs 
and  conforming  to  their  customs,  were  getting  more  fond  of  speaking 
of  the  Lord's  supper,  as  a  sacrifice,  and  its  minister  as  a  Priest. — 
Thus  Jerome  is  quoted  by  a  Romish  Annotator,  as  '*  calling  the  bod- 
ies or  bones  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul,  the  *  attars^  of  Christ,  be- 
cause of  this  sacrifice  offered  over  and  upon  themy  *  Soon  church- 
e«  were  built  over  some  of  those  tombs,  and  the  relics  were  removed 
from  others  into  churches,  and,  of  course,  were  enshrined  in  tombs, 
as  became  the  sepulture  of  the  illustrious  dead.  And  there,  as  be- 
fore, in  the  open  fields,  the  eucharistic  sacrifice  was  offered  over, 
and  upon  them  ;  the  doctrine  having  now  grown  up  that  '*  prayer 
was  the  moro  acceptable  to  God,  when  made  before  the  relics  of  the 
saints."  As  the  doctrine  of  the  real,  corporeal  presence  of  the  body 
of  Christ  in  the  Eucharist  gained  prevalence,  so  grew  that  of  a  real 
sacrifice  and  a  literal  altar ;  and  as  the  idea  of  uniting  the  merits  of 
Christ's  sacrifice,  with  the  supererogatory  merits  of  saints,  for  the 
remission  of  sins,  made  progress,  so  seemed  it  the  more  appropriate 
that  in  the  so  called  "  sacrament  of  the  altar,"  the  relics  of  the 
saints,  and  the  body  of  Christ,  should  be  associated  together,  the  one 
upon,  the  other  under,  the  altar.  Thus  it  camo  to  pass  that  the  on- 
ly form,  with  which  the  Church  of  Rome  learned  to  connect  the 
idea  of  a  christian  altar,  was  that  of  a  christian  martyr's  tomb. — 
Such  was  the  form  which  she  handed  down  to  the  age  of  the  Refor- 
mation, and  to  the  present ;  sacred  now,  in  the  eyes  of  her  children, 
as  identified  with  the  whole  history  of  her  Missal  solemnities,  and 
her  miracle-working  relics.  And  now,  even  among  Protestant  Chris- 
tians, so  is  the  association  of  ideas  affected  by  the  outward  forms, 
which  the  pompous  ceremonial  of  Romish  worship  exhibits,  espe- 
cially when  they  appear  under  the  garb  of  antiquity,  and  are  identi- 
fied with  a  favorite  style  of  ecclesiastical  architecture,  that  when  un- 
der  the  influence  of  a  false  architectural  taste,  or  a  wrong  doctrinal 
sympathy,  our  people  attempt  to  erect  altars,  instead  of  tables,  in 
their  churches,  none  ever  think  of  copying  the  models  which  God 
gave  to  Moses  for  the  worship  of  Israel,  and  which  are  hallowed  in 
our  thoughts,  by  all  the  sacred  solemnities  of  the  Jewish  Church,  as 
divinely  ordained  types  of  the  sacrifice  of  Christ.  To  imitate  the 
brazen  altar  of  burnt  offering,  or  the  golden  altar  of  incense,  the  on-

in  the  4th  century,  Eusebius  said,  that  "  the  unbloody  and  reasonable  sac- 
rifices, which  our  blessed  8.iviour  taught  his  followers  to  oifcr,  were  such  as 
were  to  be  performed  by  prayer,  and  the  mystical  aennce  of  blessing  and  prais- 
ing Oody^^De  iaudibus  Constantini,  quoted  by  Mode. 
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ly  real  altar-forms  that  wc  know  of,  excopi  iliosc  of  heathen  worship, 
would  at  once  seem  too  Jewish.  To  liave  something  more  Chris' 
iiany  we  go  to  the  altai*  of  the  Church  of  Rt)m.%  for  a  modul;  which 
is  christian,  just  so  far  as  the  idolatrous  worship  of  the  wafer,  in  lh(i 
Mass,  and  of  dead  men's  bo:u;s  beneath,  is  christian,  and  no  more. — 
When  one  sees,  in  aProi.  Ei)is.  Church,  instead  of  a  proper  table, 
such  as  he  has  a  right  to  find,  for  the  holy  supper,  what  is  now  call- 
ed an  altar,  an  oblong  chest  or  ark,  of  stone  or  wood,  closed  in  on 
all  sides,  as  if  somj  sacred  mysteries  were  concealed  therein ;  what 
edifying  thoughts  is  it  calculated  to  awaken  in  his  mind  ?  Is  he  re- 
minded of  the  institution  of  the  Lord's  supper  ?  But  then  there  was 
only  a  common  table.  Does  it  symbolize,  to  his  eye,  the  nature  of 
the  Lord's  supper  ?  lie  knows  of  no  sacrifice  therein,  and  there- 
fore no  altar.  Does  it  teach  him  his  privilege  and  duty,  as  a  believ- 
er, spiritually  to  feed  by  faith,  upon  the  sacrifice  of  Christ  once  of- 
fered on  the  cross  ?  He  wants  a  table,  not  an  altar,  to  suggest  that 
lesson.  Does  it  stand  before  him,  surrounded  with  edifying  and  in- 
spiring associations,  arising  out  of  the  recollection  of  the  primitive 
and  pure  ages  of  the  gospel  ?  Those  ages  had  no  such  device.  Is  it 
even  connected,  in  his  mind,  with  the  venerable  usages  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church  ?  It  is  a  novelty  among  them  !  What  then  ! 
It  is  fitted  only  to  remind  him  of  its  own  original,  in  the  midst  of  the 
rankest  growths  of  spiritual  deformity,  when  it  was  a  mere  martyr's 
tomb  ;  its  top,  the  birth-place  of  the  idolatry  of  the  Mass  ;  its  interior 
a  depository  of  worshipped  bones  ;  a  most  fit  symbol  of  that  whole 
system  of  spiritual  bondage  and  death,  all  centering  in  the  so  called 
"sacrament  of  the  altar,"  under  which  the  Church  of  Rome  has  al- 
ways, since  slie  became  what  she  is,  buried  the  gospel,  and  impris- 
oned the  minds  of  men,  wherever  she  has  held  dominion.  If  there 
be  any  thing  edifying  to  a  communicant  at  the  Lord's  board,  in  con- 
templating what  suggests  nothing  but  the  remembrance  of  all  that  is 
false  and  superstitious  in  popery,  then  indeed  is  such  an  altar  edify- 
ing.    The  primitive  t^ble  is  just  the  opposite. 

We  return  to  our  history.  1  need  not  tell  you  that  such  was  the 
altar  found  in  the  churches  of  England,  at  the  period  of  the  Reforma- 
tion. But  it  did  not  remain  long  undisturbed.  With  the  revival  of 
gospel  truth,  concerning  the  nature  of  the  Lord's  supper,  came  the 
restoration  of  the  primitive  table  for  its  celebration.  In  1550,  Rid- 
ley, Bishop  of  London,  issued  Injunctions  to  the  churches  of  his  dio- 
cese, exhorting,  that  all  altars  should  be  taken  down,  and  that  they 
should  **set  up  the  Lord's  board,  after  the  form  of  an  honest  table.^* 
And  one  of  his  reasons  was,  that  **  the  form  of  a  table  may  more  turn 
away  the  people  from  the  old  superstitious  opinions  of  the  popish 
mass,  and  to  the  right  use  of  the  Lord's  supper."  t 

An  order,  to  the  same  effect  was  issued  the  same  year.  Under 
date  of  Nov.  19,  we  read,  in  King  Edward's  Journal,  the  following 
entry  :  *'  There  were  letters  sent  to  every  Bishop  to  pluck  down  the 
fl//ar5.''i|   Day,  Bishop  of  Chichester,  having  refused  compliance  was

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imprisoned.  When  l^Iary  succeeded  to  the  throne,  Romanism  was 
re-enlhroned,  and  of  course,  tables  were  cast  out  of  the  churches,  and 
altars  restored.  It  was  then  made  a  serious  charge  against  the  Re- 
formers that  they  had  taken  away  the  altars;  to  whicli  Bp.  Ridley, 
on  llie  eve  of  his  martyrdom,  answered  :  **  As  for  the  taking  down  of 
the  altars,  it  was  done  upon  just  considerati(>n.s ;  for  that  they  seemed 
to  come  too  nigh  the  Jews'  use  ;  neither  was  the  Supper  of  the  Lord 
at  any  time  beiier  ministered  or  mor^?  duly  received  tlian  in  those  bel- 
ter days,  (the.  reign  of  Edward,)  when  all  things  were  brought  to  llie 
rites  and  usages  of  the  primitive  Church. "J 

On  the  return  of  the  Reformation,  under  Elizabeth,  altars  were  again 
cast  out  by  authority,  and  tables  were  restored.  In  1564-5,  certain 
*•  advertisemenls  for  due  order  in  the  using  of  the  Lord's  Supper^^ 
were  •*  set  forth  by  public  authority,"  in  which  it  was  ordered  that 
each  parisii  should  provide  a  decent  table  standing  on  a  frame^  for 
the  communion  table."§ 

In  1569,  Archbishop  Parker  issued  to  Ins  diocese  certain  Visita- 
tion Articles,  one  of  which  is  thus:  "  Whether  you  have  in  your  par- 
ish churches  all  things  necessary  for  Common  Prayer  and  adminis- 
tration of  the  sacraments,  especially,  ^^'^  the  Homilies,  a  convenient 
pulpit,  well  placed  ;  a  comely  and  decent  table  for  the  holy  commun- 
ion, ***  and  whether  your  altars  be  taken  down  according  to  the  conp- 
mandmeni  in  that  behalf  given.^'^2 

In  1571,  were  issued  the  canons  of  the  Synod  of  that  year,  which 
enjoined  that  the  Church  Wardens  should  provide  "a  table  of  join- 
er^ 8  work  for  the  administration  of  the  holy  communion,^- *Z 

In  the  same  year,  Grindal,  while  Archbishop  of  York,  and  after- 
wards, when  in  the  see  of  Canterbury,  set  forth  Injunctions  directing 
the  church  wardens  to  provide  in  every  parish,  a  comely  and  decent 
table  STANDING  ON  A  FRAME,  and  to  see  tiiat  all  altars  be  utterly  la- 
ken  downJ*^*4i 

Now  it  was  with  this  well  understood  character  of  a  table  for  the 
communion,  as  distinguished  from  an  altar  of  sacrifice,  **  an  honest 
table^^^  "a  table  of  joiner^  s  work^^^  **  a  table  of  wood  standing  on  a 
frame^^  that  in  1603,  the  present  canon  of  the  Church  of  England 
(the  82d,)  was  enacted;  which  requires  that  ^Uhere  shall  be  a  decent 
communiontable  in  every  church."  What  the  canon  means  by  "a 
table^*  the  injunctions  I  have  cited  perfectly  determine.  Contempo- 
raneously with  the  Injunctions  published  in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth, 
was  issued  our  Second  Book  of  Homilies,  in  one  of  which  we  are 
told  that  "  God's  house  is  well  adorned,  with  places  convenient  to  sit 
in,  with  the  pulpit  for  the  Preacher,  with  the  Lord's  table  for  the  min- 
istration of  his  holy  supper,  with  the  font  to  christen  in,*'&c.*5     In

those  (lays  it  would  have  been  as  impossible  lo  mistake  what  in  the 
laws  of  the  Ch.  of  England  was  meant  by  a  table,  in  distinction  frona 
an  altar,  as  to  confound  a  pulpit  for  the  preacher,  with  a  font  for 
baptism. 

It  is  an  improssivo  fact,  in  this  connexion  that  whereas  in  the  first 
Prayer  Book  of  Edward  vi,  1548,  the  word  altar  was  nuained  in 
some  places,  whore  a  literal  table  was  meant;  when  that  book  was 
revised  in  1552,  and  the  second  book  of  Edward  vi,  was  set  forth, 
that  word  was,  in  every  case  erased,  and  table  was  put  in  its  place. 
Thus  has  the  Prayer  Book  of  the  Church  of  England  remained  to 
this  day.  The  word  aliar  is  not  there,  in  any  connection  with  the 
Lord's  supper.  It  was  struck  out  when  it  ivas  there,  as  not  accord- 
ing to  the  doctrine  of  the  Church.  Every  where  now,  the  word  is 
table.  Thus,  what  is  the  law  of  that  Church  according  to  her  ru- 
brics and  canons,  as  expounded  by  the  Visitation  Articles  and  In- 
junctions of  her  Bishops  and  Arch  Bishops,  by  the  decrees  of  synods, 
and  the  declarations  of  her  greatest  divines,  is  manifest  beyond  a  ra- 
tional question.  A  learned  writer  states  it  thus,  "  The  only  thing 
which  properly  answers  the  legal  requisition  of  our  church,  must 
have  the  three  following  characteristics  : 

First,  As  to  material,  that  it  be  made  of  wood. 

Secondly,  As  to  form,  that  it  be  a  table  in  the  ordinary  sense  of 
the  word,  that  is,  a  horizontal  plane  resting  upon  a  frame  or  feet. 

Thirdly,  That  it  be  unattached,  in  any  part,  to  the  church,  so  as 
to  be  a  moveable  table."  * 

The  recent  decision  of  the  highest  ecclesiastical  and  judicial  au- 
thority in  England,  commanding  the  altar  lately  erected  in  the  Round 
Church  in  Cambridge  lo  be  removed,  as  illegal,  fully  confirms  all 
that  we  have  now  said  as  to  the  law  of  the  Church  of  England  on 
this  subject. 

Before  leaving  this  historical  view,  it  will  be  edifying  to  reflect  up- 
on the  alternate  rise  and  fall  of  altars  and  tables,  in  the  history  of  the 
English  Church  according  as  Romish  or  Protestant  principles  pre- 
vailed. 

With  the  prevalence  of  the  Reformation  under  Edward,  the  sym- 
bol of  sacrifice  and  of  priestly  mediation,  fell  down  before  the  ark  of 
Christ's  holy  gospel,  and  the  primitive  symbol  of  the  communion 
feast  at  which  all  believers  have  equal  rights  of  fellowship  with  their 
Lord  and  Saviour,  was  set  up  again  as  Christ  and  his  Apostles  left 
it.  But  with  the  return  of  the  dominion  of  popery,  under  Mary,  came 
back  the  priestly  altars,  and  the  casting  out  of  the  Lord's  table.  Tho 
restoration  of  the  gospel  to  the  pulpits,  under  Elizabeth,  was  the  sig- 
nal for  the  restoration  of  the  symbol  of  its  blessed  feast  of  grace,  in 
Jesus  Christ,  When,  afterwards,  in  the  times  of  Archbishop  Laud, 
there  was  a  revival  of  Romish  sympathies  and  doctrines,  correspon- 
ding perfectly  in  spirit  and  principle  with  what  we  now  see,  in  a 
more  mature  developemcnt  under  the  name  of  Tractarianism,  there 
was  an  equal  revival  of  zeal  for  altars,  and  there  were  those  who 
took  advantage  of  the  favour  known  to  be  secretly  felt  in  high  quar-

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ler.;  lowanis  such  iliintr-,  a:nl  enacted  altars  in  tlio  chisrclifs.  A  nisii* 
op  (Montague,  of  CIiicli<'*^Ur,)  went  so  far  rts  to  insert  in  his  visita- 
tion ariich's,  ([ucstions  which  w<t«'!  intended  to  suL^g.st  and  promote 
tln^ir  orcction.  And  thi-^  same  Dishop,  wiiile  j>rolr:-sedIy  of  the  Prol- 
rstant  Church  of  KnjrlMnd,  was,  in  his  heart,  an  ap(>s;atc  to  the 
Cxhnrch  of  Keme,  and  wa.s,  at  that  t;m..»,  holding  secret  intervir^w.s 
with  the  l'uj)e'.s  emissary,  thon  in  i^'.ngland.  for  the  purpose  of  bring- 
inij  about  a  union  of  tli'?  Chnreh  of  Kii^land  aud  Konie.  His  zeal 
for  altnrs  wrus  fitly  uniterl  with  a  zeal  to  assure  Panzani, " //mf  he 
was  continitalhj  cmploi/rd  in  diy)OJii?ig  jjien's  minds,  both  by  word 
and  writ  in  ij^,  for  a  rc-xinion  n^ith  Uome  ;^^  and  that  both  he  and 
many  o(  his  brethren  wiv)  prej)ared  to  conform  themselves  to  the 
method  and  discipline  of  tlu;  Cxallican  church,  where  the  civil  rights 
weni  Well  guarded;  and  '' as  for  (he  aversion  (said  hv.)  tec  discover 
in  our  sermons  and  printed  books,  they  arc  things  of  form^  chiejly 
(0  hnmour  (he  populace  aud  not  lobe  much  rcfxardcd.^'f  Wo  can- 
not but  hi  rv-minded,  by  th  's  ^  srid  W()rd>j,  oi  cert.iin  strong  oxpros- 
sions  against  Rume,  put  <>ui  in  the  (\irlit  r  wriiir.gs  of  certain  leading 
Tractarian  authors,  and  which  had  the  cir.'et,  as  was  hitended,  of 
convincing  many  tliat  those  ni/n  wen^  strong  oj)p(>,ers,  and  perha|)s 
the  only  etfeciiud  o])po'<..rs  of  Jtoinanisin  ;  which  expn.'ssions  having 
done  iheir  Work,  have  been  taken  back,  with  the  not-unintelligible  in- 
timation that  thev  were  not  sincere,  onlv  words  for  (he  times^  while 
some  of  their  authors  have  apostatised  to  the  Church  of  Rome,  in 
form,  and  others  evidently  in  henrt. 

J$y  such  men,  altars  were  revived  in  the  dr.ys  of  Laud.  When 
those  days  were  passed,  and  the  Church  of  England  had  weathered 
the  storm  which,  by  a  fierce  and  desolating  reaction,  they  had  raised, 
no  more  was  heard  of  altars ;  except  as  a  lingering  survivor  of  the 
non-juring  divines  kept  up  the  taste  for  sacrifices  and  priests.  From 
that  time,  until  the  recent  revival  of  Romish  doctrine  and  feeling 
amonor  some  members  of  the  English  Church,  it  is  not  known  thai 
any  thing  but  ^^an  honest  tablt'^  was  placed  in  the  churches  of  that 
l:'nd.  Hut  now  just  so  far  as  Traciarianism  has  extended  its  vinut 
through  the  body  of  our  mother  cburch,  proilucing  its  legitimate  fruits 
in  a  real,  though,  partially,  masked  Romanism,  has  there  appeared  a 
solemn  zeal  for  a  real  sacrifice  in  the  Lord's  supper;  for  a  sacrificing 
priesthood  in  the  christian  ministry  ;  for  a  confinement  of  the  dispen- 
sation of  gospel  grace  to  the  ministrations  of  a  priest  in  the  sacrifice 
of  the  Eucharist ;  and,  by  necessary  consequence,  an  aUar  in  the 
church,  as  the  only  thing  at  whicli  a  priest  can  appropriately  stand,  in 
his  mediatorial  olllce,  and  otfcr  the  body  of  Christ  as  a  propitiation 
for  the  sins  of  the  faithful. 

This  history  of  the  alternalc  revival  and  declension  of  zcjil  for  al- 
tars and  tables,  makes  it  so  evident  with  what  kind  ofsympathy,  Ro- 
mish, or  Protestant,  each  is  doctrinally  connected,  and  how  far  it  is 
from  being  a  matter  of  indinerencc  whether  we  have  one  or  the  other, 
that  he  who  runs  may  read. 


t  Memoirs  (»f  (Jrcgnrio   Fanz:iin,  q^otcd  ^y  Goodc    in  his  intruductiuu    lo 
Jackwoii  on  llie  Church. 
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I  am  now  prepared  to  state  four  reasons  for  the  detemnioation  of 
which  I  have  notilied  you,  that  I  will  not  consecrate  any  church, 
hereafter,  in  which  the  structure  fur  the  ministration  of  the  Lord's 
supper  is  of  an  allarfrm;  or  in  which  there  is  not,  for  that  use,  a 
table,  in  the  ordinary  sense,  as  the  permanent  furniture. 

Isi,  The  Rubric  of  our  Communion  Office  requires  such  a  Table. 

Our  Prayer  Book,  as  originally  set  forth,  like  that  of  the  Church  of 
England,  no  where  used  the  word  allar,  with  reference  to  the  Lord's 
supper.  It  continued  some  fifteen  years  in  that  state,  every  where 
speaking  oC  the  iable.  It  was  not  until  the  addition  of  the  Office  for 
the  Institution  of  Ministers,  that  the  word  altar  obtained  admission, 
even  in  a  fii^uraiive  sense.  Of  this,  mure  by  and  by.  Only  in  that 
office  is  it  now  found.  In  the  Rubtic,  at  the  head  of  the  communion 
office,  it  is  directed  that  *^  the  tabic,  at  the  Communion,  having  a  fair 
linen  cloth  upon  it,  shall  stand  in  the  body  of  the  churchy  or  in  the 
c/iancel.^^ 

It  would  be  perfectly  consistent  with  the  order  of  the  church,  as 
thus  set  forth,  were  the  comniuuion-table  placed  in  the  middle  of  one 
of  the  aisles,  if  the  sp^ce  around  were  large  enough  to  be  convenient 
for  communicants  ;  and  there  entirely  open,  unprotected  by  rails,  in- 
stead of  being,  as  is  our  present  custom,  enclosed  within  the  barrier 
of  the  chancel.  However  inexpedient  this  might  be.  it  would  not  be 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  our  Church,  Consistently  with 
tho<e  provisions,  the  table  might  be  sometimes  in  one  part  of  the  body 
of  the  cliurcli,  and  sometimes  in  another.  And  while  we  think  of  it 
as  a  table,  only  the  symbr)!  of  the  spiritual  feast,  of  the  Lord's  family, 
there  is  nothing  intrinsically  objectionable  in  this.  But  what  would 
it  be  were  it  a  real  altar,  with  the  sacrifiee  of  the  Lord*s  body  oflfered 
thereon,  and  the  special  sacredness  ofa  mediating,  sacrificing  Priest,  of- 
ficiating thereat?  The  very  idea  implies  separation,  a  privileged 
place,  ground  specially  holy,  as  the  court  of  the  Priests  in  the  tern* 
pie,  in  which  stood  the  altar  of  sacrifice,  was  separated  from  the  court 
of  Israel. 

The  Rubric  says  **  the  fable.^^  It  no  where  goes  into  any  account 
of  what  it  means  by  a  table.  Of  course  then  we  are  intentionally 
left  to  understand  a  t<)ble  in  the  usual  sense. 

To  say  that  because  an  aUnr  may,  in  a  certain  accommodated 
sense,  be  called  a  table,  it  is  therefore  consistent  with  the  rubric,  to 
have  a  literal  altar  in  our  churches,  is  just  as  weak  as  to  say  that 
whatever  may  in  any  figurative,  accommodated,  or  unusual  sense  be 
termed  a  table,  however  perfectly  unlike  what  all  are  accustomed  to 
understand  by  a  table,  is  contemplated  by  the  Rubric.  You  may  go 
out  into  a  grave-yard  and  serve  up  your  family  meal  upon  a  tomb- 
stone, and  hence  call  it  a  table,  because  you  have  used  it  for  a  table. 
But  is  it  a  table  in  any  ordinary  or  proper  sense  ?  And  would  it  be 
rubrical  to  place  it  in  the  Church  for  the  feast  of  the  Lord's  Passover  ? 
Would  it  be  an  appropriate  symbol  of  the  feast  of  the  household  of 
faith  ?     Why  not  as  much  as  a  Romish  altar  ? 

But  what  our  Rubric  mean9  by  4he  tabUj  is  easily  and  perfectly 
settled  by  the  sense  of  the  Church  of  England.  Our  rubrio  is  pre- 
citely  hers.     Her  doctrine  and  practice,  as  to  the  ministration  of  the 
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Eucharist,  is,  by  aniversai  acknowledgment,  ours.  All  that  we  haTe, 
in  those  respects,  came  through  her.  Consequently  the  whole  his- 
tory of  the  removal  of  altars  and  the  suhstitution  of  **  honest  tahkM^^ 
tjfwoodj  standing  on  a  frame  ;^^  all  the  government — orders,  episcopal 
injunctions  and  judicial  decisions,  by  which  the  law  of  the  Church  of 
England  is  so  clearly  interpreted,  apply  with  equal  conclusireness  ta 
the  interpretation  of  ours,  and  establish  that  what  is  meant  by  a  table 
lor  the  communion,  cannot  admit  of  any  thing  but  a  table  in  the  ordi- 
nary sense,  requiring  no  ingenious  eye  to  see  how  it  can  be  consid- 
ered a  table,  but  intelligible,  in  this  respect  to  all  descriptions  of  men. 

I  know  it  is  pleaded  that  in  the  Office  for  the  Institution  of 
Ministers  the  table  is  called  ''Hhe  altar.^^  But  I  cannot  perceive  any 
room  to  argue  from  that  source  in  justification  of  an  altar-form  struc- 
ture, instead  of  a  table,  in  our  churches.  I  have  already  told  yon  of 
the  late  introduction  of  that  office.  It  speaks  of  "  the  altar^^  some 
six  or  seven  times.  Was  such  a  thing  as  an  altar,  in  a  literal  sense, 
known  in  the  churches,  at  that  time  ?  We  answer  no,  unless  possi- 
bly as  some  very  rare  exception,  to  a  general  custom.  What  coold 
the  Office  then  have  meant  by  the  altar,  bui  the  table;  and  inas- 
much as  the  table  was  no  figurative  table,  but  the  literal  thing,  in  the 
ordinary  sense  how  could  it  be  called  an  altar  but  in  a  figurative 
sense,  just  as  we  speak  of  **  the  family  altar  ;*'  and  why  should  we 
any  more  infer  from  such  use,  that  it  is  consistent  with  good  taste,  or 
church-propriety,  to  have  a  literal  altar  in  our  houses  of  worship,  than 
we  should  infer  from  the  common  expression  ^* family  allar,'*^  that 
people  really  erect  altars  in  their  houses  of  residence  ;  or  why,  if  the 
Prayer  Book  speaks  literally  when  it  speaks  of  "Mc  table^*  and  fg" 
uratively  when  it  speaks  o[  ^Uhe  altar,'' ^  should  we  have  for  our  arti- 
cle of  furniture  for  the  communion  literally  an  altar,  and  only  figura* 
tively  a  table? 

But  all  this  aside.  It  cfoos  seem  most  singular  that  we  should  al- 
low a  word  used  only  some  live  or  six  limes  in  the  whole  Prayer  Book, 
and  that  in  an  oflico  so  recent  and  so  Utile  used,  to  overrule  the  use 
and  interpretation  of  cenuiries;  that  instead  of  requiring  it  to  take 
its  interpretation  from  all  the  communion  office,  where,  if  any  where, 
the  true  doctrine  and  use  of  the  Church,  on  this  head,  should  be  ex- 
pected, and  from  the  whole  history  of  the  Prayer  Book,  and  of  the  Prot. 
Ep.  Church,  we  should  on  the  contrary  oblige  these  venerable  author- 
ities to  receive  their  interpretation  from  that  one  word.  We  have  no 
disposition  to  deny  that  the  communion  table  may  in  some  sense  be 
rightly  called  an  altar.  When  Romish  writers,  in  controversy  with 
our  Reformers,  adduced  the  use  of  the  term  among  the  fathers,  they 
were  answered  by  Dean  Nowell  as  follows  :  "  If  St.  Basil  and  some 
other  old  writers,  call  it  an  altar,  that  is  no  proper  but  a  figurative 
name,  for  that,  as  in  the  old  law,  their  burnt-oflerings  and  sacrifices 
were  offered  upon  the  altar,  so  are  our  sacrifices  of  prayer  and 
thanksgiving  dsc,  offered  up  to  God  at  the  Lord's  table,  05  if  it  were 
an  altar.  But  such  kind  of  figurative  speech  can  be  no  just  cause 
to  set  up  altars,  rather  than  tables;  unless  they  think  that  their  cros- 
ses also  should  bo  turned  into  altars,  for  that  like  phrase  is  used  of 
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tliem«  where  it  is  said  Christ  offered  up  himself  upon  the  altar  of  the 
cro8s."|| 

2d.  My  second  reason  is  that  the  form  of  a  table  is  according  to 
the  institution  of  Christ,  the  practice  of  the  primitive  Church*  tho 
practice  of  the  Church  of  England,  and,  until  recently,  !hc  almost 
unvaried  practice  of  the  Prot.  Ep.  Churches  in  these  United  States; 
while  on  the  other  hand  the  form  of  an  altar  is  no  older  in  the  chris- 
tian church  than  thoso  grievous  corruptions  of  Christianity  which 
became  prevalent  in  the  4lh  and  6th  centuries,  but  is  identified  with 
the  whole  history  of  the  Romish  apostacy. 

3d.  My  third  reason  is,  that  the  form  of  a  table  is  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper;  while  that  of 
an  altar  is  not.  This  was  one  of  the  reasons  given  by  Bp.  Ridley* 
when  he  issued  his  injunction  for  the  placingof  tables  in  the  church- 
es of  his  Diocese,  and  I  am  content  to  use  his  words  :  **  The  use  of 
an  altar,  (he  says,)  is  to  muke  sacriiice  upon  it ;  the  use  of  a  table 
is  to  servo  for  men  to  cat  upon.  Now  when  we  come  to  the  Lord's 
board  what  do  we  come  for .'  to  sacrifice  Christ  again,  or  io  feed  ttp* 
on  him  that  was  once  only  crucified  and  offered  up  for  us?  If  we 
come  to  feed  upon  him,  spiritually  to  eat  his  body,  and  spiritually  to 
drink  his  blood,  which  is  the  true  use  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  then  do 
man  can  deny  but  the  form  of  a  table  is  more  meet  for  the  Lord's 
board  than  the  form  of  an  altar." 

4th.  My  fourth  reason  is  that  the  due  guardianship  of  the  scrip- 
tural doctrine  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  against  these  errors  and  cor- 
ruptions which  the  great  adversary  of  Christ  is  ever  seeking  to  in- 
sinuate among  us,  requires  that  we  carefully  keep  up  the  form  of  a 
table,  and  reject  that  of  an  altar. 

And  here  1  am  content  to  take  the  language  of  the  leading  Divines 
of  the  Reformation,  in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  as  found  in  a  list  of 
reasons  for  the  removal  of  altars,  supposed  to  have  been  written  by 
Archbishop  Parker  :  •*  An  altar  (they  say,)  hath  relation  to  a  sacri- 
*fice;  for  they  be  correlative,  so  that  of  necessity,  if  we  allow  an 
altar,  we  must  grant  a  sacrifice;  like  as  if  there  be  a  father,  there 
is  also  a  son  ;  and  if  there  is  a  master,  there  is  also  a  servant. 
Whereupon  divers  of  the  learned  adversaries  themselves  have  spo- 
ken of  late,  that  there  is  no  reason  to  take  away  the  sacrifice  of  the 
mass,  and  to  leave  the  altar  standing,  seeing  tub  one  was  ordain-

I  will  now  conclude  what  I  have  to  say  on  this  subject  by  remind- 
ing you  of  the  earnestness  with  which  that  late  venerable  Father  of 
our  American  Ep.  Church,  Bp.  White,  contended  against  whatever 
had  a  tendency  to  introduce  among  us  that  doctrine  of  a  real  sacri- 
fice and  priesthood,  in  the  Eucharist,  with  which  the  altar  is  so  es- 
sentially connected. 

One  of  the  legacies  left  us  by  that  far-seeing  Divine  is  a  Disser- 
tation on  the  Eucharist,  written  throughout,  for  the  purpose  of  show- 
ing that  in  the  Christian  Church  there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  material

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Mcrific^e  since  that  of  Christ  ou  the  cross;  n6  Priest,  in  the  sense  of 
an  ofTerer  of  sacrifice,  but  Christ  himself,  and  therefore  no  altar  but 
that  of  his  cross.  Allows  me  to  quote  from  that  and  from  another  of 
his  works  a  few  passages  :  **  I  conceive  (he  says)  so  unfavourably  of 
whatever  may  lead,  by  remote  consequence^  to  creature  worship,  ta 
to  give  a  caution  against  a  notion  which  sometimes  appears  in  wri- 
ters,  who  were  sincere,  though  inconsistent  Protestants.  The  notion 
is  that  there  is  in  the  Eucharist  a  real  sacrifice,  tliat  it  is  offered  upon 
an  altar  "^  and  that  the  offjciating  minister  is  a  priest^  in  the  sense  of 
an  offerer  of  sacriAce.  Under  the  economy  of  the  gospel,  there  is 
nothing  under  the  names  referred  to,  except  the  fulfilment  of  them  in 
the  person  of  the  high-priest  of  our  prolession.  As  to  our  Church, 
although  she  commemoratea  a  great  sacrifice  in  the  Euchaiist,  yet  she 
knows  of  no  offering  of  anything  of  this  description,  except  in  the 
figurative  sense  in  which  prayers  and  alms  are  sacrifices. — She  calls 
the  place  on  which  her  oblation  is  made,  not  *an  altar,'  but  *a  table;' 
although  there  is  no  impropriety  in  calling  it  an  altar  also,  the  word 
being  understood  figuratively.  And  as  to  the  minister  in  the  ordi- 
nance, although  she  retains  the  word  Priest,  yet  she  considers  it  sy- 
nonomous  with  Presbyter."§  Dp.  White  said  that  the  Romish  er- 
ror on  these  heads,  *^  makes  an  irreconcilable  division  between  us  and 
the  Church  of  Rome  ;''  that  the  intercommunity  of  the  names  altar 
and  table,  is  only  justifiable  in  an  accommodnted  or  figurative  sense  ; 
*'  for  although  an  altar  may  be  called  a  table  because  of  some  common 
properties  which  they  serve,  it  does  not  follow  that  any  table  not  pos- 
sessed of  the  discriminating  property  of  the  altar,  may  be  so  called. 
It  is  like  occasional  calling  of  a  Church,  a  house.  Such  it  is,  with- 
out its  being  right  to  call  every  house  a  church.  In  short,  an  altar  is 
a  place  of  sacrifice;  and  the  taking  of  its  name  carries  by  implication 
its  distinguishing  propcrty,*'1F  He  said  that  the  errors  concerning 
Priest,  sacrifice  and  altar,  against  which  he  was  contending,  and  which 
were  precisely  those  which  are  now  striving  so  powerfully  to  gain 
prevalence  in  our  Church,  and  have  already  gained  such  alarming  ac- 
cessions, '*  appeared  at  first  in  the  closet  lucubrations  of  the  few  wri- 
ters (of  antiquity)  whose  works  have  been  handed  down;  crept  in 
gradually  ;  and  began  in  the  literal  application  of  language  which 
had  been  all  alon^,  and  may  be  now ^  figuratively  used  on  the  respec- 
tive points.  In  Enghnd  (he  continues)  the  doctrine  was  completely 
put  down  at  the  Reformation.  If,  in  later  times,  the  notion  has  been 
entertained  by  some  of  the  clergy  of  the  Ch.  of.  England,  it  has  not 
crept  into  her  public  institutions.*'  The  venerable  author  closed  his 
Dissertation  on  the  Eucharist,  from  which  I  have  just  quoted,  with 
these  almost  prophetic  words  :  **  The  author  would  lament  an  ap' 
proach  to  the  opposite  theory^  (opposite  to  that  which  he  was  advoca- 
ting,) among  the  clergy  and  other  members  of  the  Church  as  having 
a  threatening  aspect  on  her  peaceJ*^  An  approach  even  to  the  doctrine 
of  a  real  sacrifice  and  priest  and  altar  in  the  Eucharist,  Bp.  White 
thus  deprecated  as  dangerous  to  the  peace  of  the  Church.     How  like 

^  Bp.  White's  Lectures  on  the  Catcchipnii  Lcr.t.  V. 
T  Dim.  on  the  Eucharist, 
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lie  was  in  this  to  the  views  of  the  English  Reformers  !  When,  with 
Archbishop  Parker  at  their  head,  they  uddressed  themselves  to  Queen 
Elizabeth,  giving  certain  reasons  why  it  was  not  convenient  that  the 
communion  should  be  ministered  at  an  aliar,  one  was  that  *'  the  con- 
sciences of  many  thousands,  which  from  their  hearts  embrace  the 
Oospel,  would  be  wounded  by  continuance  of  altars;  and  great  num- 
bers would  abstain  from  receiving  tht;  communion  at  an  altar;  which 
in  the  end  might  grow  to  occasion  of  great  schism  and  division 
among  the  people."* 

Alas  !  if  Bp.  White  would  have  lamented  even  "an  approach^^  to 
the  theory  whirh  he  wrote  against,  what  would  he  feel  were  it  his 
cross  to  live  in  tliese  days  of  the  boasted  revival  of  the  misnamed 
"Catholic  System,"  when  one  may  forfeit  his  good  name  as  a  church- 
man if  he  profess  the  simple  Gospel  truth  concerning  the  Eucharist 
which  that  good  man  taught,  and  when  the  bold  teaching  in  a  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Church  of  the  precise  form  of  error  which  he  oppo- 
sed, has  become  so  frequent,  thai  we  have  lost  the  sense  of  its  being 
s  strange  sound  of  doctrine,  and  scarcely  notice  it.  Did  that  wise 
and  watchful  father  conceive  it  his  duty  to  raise  his  voice  against  the 
least  beginning  of  a  tendency  to  Romish  error  at  a  period  when  the 
prospect  of  its  ever  spreading  among  us  was  not  even  as  a  little  cloud 
upon  the  horizon,  the  bigness  of  a  man's  hand  ;  and  is  it  a  gratuit- 
ous and  needless  work  to  take  precautions  against  the  same  error  now 
when  the  storm  has  shrouded  the  sky,  and  the  winds  of  that  evil  doc- 
trine have  already  caused  so  many  to  loose  their  anchorage  and  drive 
towards  those  dark  shores  of  superstition  and  idolatry,  where  others 
have  already  made  shipwreck  of  the  faith  ? 

I  fully  agree  with  Bishop  W^hite  that  an}*  approach  toward  the  the- 
ory which  he  opposed,  of  a  real  sacrifice,  priest  and  altar,  would  en- 
danger the  peace  of  the  Church.  That  peace  is  now  endangered  pre- 
xsisely  as  he  feared.  But  where  lies  the  blame  ?  On  those  who  like 
himself  have  endeavored  to  protect  and  maintain  the  integrity  of  our 
Church's  doctrine  against  all  innovations,  contending  earnestly  for  the 
faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints,  and  subsequently  revived  at  the  Re- 
formation, and  now  professed  in  our  Articles  and  Liturgy  and  Homi- 
lies ;  or  does  it  lie  on  all  such  as  attempt  to  break  in  upon  the  establish- 
ed standards  and  the  well  known  teaching  and  usages  of  our  Church 
with  novelties  which  our  fathers  knew  not  of  and  could  not  bear? 

I  trust,  my  brethren,  1  have  now  said  enough  to  show  that  in  the 
step  I  have  taken,  I  have  not  acted  without  consideration,  without  pre- 
cedent, without  reason.  Viewed  in  one  aspect,  as  the  world  would 
view  it,  I  may  seem  to  have  made  a  great  deal  out  of  a  very  trifling 
matter.  So  it  seemed  to  the  world  when  Epiphanius,  a  Bishop  in  the 
4th  century,  when  image-worship  was  in  the  seed,  tore  away  from 
the  door  of  a  Church  a  picture  of  Christ,  and  to  pour  condemnation 
upon  the  admission  of  such  things  into  Churches,  ordered  that  the 
painted  cloth  be  used  to  bury  a  dead  man  in.  t  The  subsequent  histo- 
ry of  the  worship  of  images  and  pictures  in  the  Churches,  teaches  us

how  well  it  would  have  been  had  all  men  seen  with  the  same  eyes  it 
that  faithful  Bishop.  God  grant  that  the  progress  of  events  within  m 
few  years  to  come  may  not  speak  a  language  quite  as  strong  in  vindi* 
cation  of  those  who  now  plant  their  protests  against  an  invading  Ro- 
manism beside  things  so  unimportant  to  some  eyes  as  altars  and  cros- 
ses, and  who  strive  to  escape  the  final  and  full  issues  of  evil,  by  thus 
resisting  the  beginnings.     Obsta  Principiis. 

I  close  this  prolonged  address,  with  again  requesting  you,  my  breth- 
ren, to  remember  that  in  what  I  have  said  I  have  had  no  reference  to 
anyone  parish  or  person  in  the  Diocese..  In  what  I  have  already 
done  in  this  connection,  I  have  censured  none,  I  have  imputed  no 
wrong  motive  to  any,  and  now  I  have  no  censure  to  give,  or  wrong 
motive  to  aim  at.  Therefore  let  not  any  one  of  the  clergy  present, 
or  of  the  parishes  represented,  suppose  that  I  have  spoken  to,  or  of, 
either  of  them,  in  this  address,  more  than  of  others. 

Now  may  the  God  of  truth  and  love  and  peace  and  holiness,  be 
mercifully  wiih  us  in  our  present  meeting  and  further  us  with  his  con- 
tinual help,  that  all  our  doings  being  ordered  by  his  governance  may 
be  righteous  in  his  sight,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  !

St.  Peier^s  Churchy  Ashtabula. 
Rev.  John  Hall,  Rector. 

As  I  am  about  taking  a  voyage  for  my  health  and  do  not  expect  to 
return  in  season  to  attend  Convention  next  month,  I  must  report  the 
state  of  the  Church  in  this  parish  as  follows,  by  letter. 

Families  42  :  Baptised  persons,  233 ;  of  whom  are  adults  (males 
above  21  years)  54,  (females  above  18  years)  77  ;  Total  number  of 
adults  131  :  Baptisms  of  Adults  6,  of  Children  10,  Total  16  :  Con- 
firmed 18  :  Communicants  added  20  :  removed  13  :  died  2:  present 
number  126  :  Deaths  of  adults  3. 

In  other  respects  the  condition  of  the  Church  in  this  parish  is 
much  as  it  was  last  year. 

Trinity  Church,  Jefferson.       , 
A,  C.  Hubbard,  Senior  Warden. 

Has  been  favoured  with  ministerial  services,  by  Ministers  of  the 
Holy  Apostolic  Church,  on  four  occasions,  including  the  visit  of  our 
Bishop. 

Baptized  1  adult :  Confirmed  5  :  Communicants  added  5 :  died  1  : 
present  number  13. 


St.  MiehaeVs  Church,  Unionville.

Baptisms  4,  children  :  Funerals  1  :  Communicants  24. 

This  parish  suffers  materially  in  consequence  of  its  members  be* 
ing  scattering,  and  living  so  remote  from  the  Church  edifice.  The 
Church  has  not  been  opened  for  Divine  service  but  once,  since  the 
last  Convention,  at  which  time  the  Bishop  preached  and  administer- 
ed the  Holy  Sacrament  of  baptism  to  four  children. 

Divine  service  is  regularly  performed  by  lay-reading,  about  six 
miles  distant  from  the  Church,  in  the  neighborhood  of  which  a  num- 
ber of  families  of  this  parish  reside.  The  Rev.  John  Hall  attended 
one  burial  in  this  place.

The  Senior  Warden  of  St.  MfUthew's  Church,  Plymouth,  Reports 
to  the  Bishop  that  they  have  had  no  clerical  scirvicos,  since  the  last 
Convention,  except  the  Bishop's  visitation  on  the  28th  of  May,  held 
service  and  preached.  After  service  baptised  five  infants :  Commu- 
nicants about  the  same  as  when  last  reported.  Raised  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate,  fourteen  dollars:  ft  ►r  Contingent  expenses^ 
three  dollars  and  twenty  five  cents,  all  of  which  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted. 

Rev.  John  L.  Bryan,  Missionary, 

Reports  as  follows :  Since  the  Report  of  1845,  he  continued  to 
preach  at  Hartsgrove  and  Rovvo,  every  fourth  Sunday  in  each,  until 
the  winter  set  in.  From  January  to  May,  1846,  he  confined  his  la- 
bors to  Windsor,  the  place  of  his  residence,  preaching  once  every 
two  weeks,  during  that  time.  About  the  first  week  in  May  it  pleased 
God  to  visit  him  with  adistresc?irg  rough,  which  frailty  affected  his 
lungs  in  such  a  way,  as  to  unfit  him  for  public  prayer  and  preach- 
ing, which  debility  still  continues.  He  endeavors  to  submit  with  pa- 
ttence,  to  this  visitation  of  his  Heaveidy  Father,  under  the  full  con- 
viction, that  it  is  sent  in  mercy  and  goodness,  and  his  earnest  pray- 
er is,  that  it  may  be  so  sanctified  as  to  yield  the  peaceable  fruits  of 
righteousness.

But  with  humility  the  Missionary  would 
look  back  upon  the  past  year  as  one  of  lukewarmness,  and  spiritual 
deadness,  when  compared  with  the  preceding  ones.  May  tlie  Lord 
revive  his  cause  among  us.

And  he  takes  thjs  occasion 
Co  express  his  gratitude,  under  God,  to  the  people  of  his  charge,  for 
the  patience  and  kindness  with  which  they  have  borne  with  his  infirmi- 
ties, and  their  prompt  liberality  in  affording  him  the  means  of  employ- 
ing, as  his  assistant,  his  much  esteemed  friend  and  brother,  the  Rev. 
Alfred  Blake.

This  Parish,  although  but  recently  organized,  has  accomplished 
much  in  the  way  of  preparation  for  extensive  usefulness.  A  veiy 
large  and  eligible  lot  was  presented  to  the  parish  by  the  Pendleton 
family,  upon  which  a  neat  and  comfortable  Church  has  been  erected. 
This  was  accomplished  mainly,  by  the  untiring  industry,  and  self-sac- 
rificing devotion  of  W.  S.  Drummond,  Esq.,  who,  at  various  times, 
collected  from  the  benevolent  of  the  more  wealthy  churches,  funds  to 
prosecute  the  work.  Through  the  kind  liberality  of  Col.  Pendleton, 
the  payment  of  the  last  dollar  was  provided  for  before  the  church  was 
opened  for  worship.  It  is,  therefore,  wholly  and  entirely  free  from 
debt.

Of  the  Communicants,  reported  as  having  ceased  to  com- 
mune and  attend  at  St.  Paul's,  though  not  transferred,  8  have  united 
with  the  new  Parish  of  Trinity  Church.  The  proceeds  of  the  La- 
dies* Fair  and  work  for  the  present  year,  devoted  to  the  Church  Ex- 
tension Society,  amounted  to  $338.  During  the  /past  year  a  society 
has  been  formed  in  the  Parish,  styled  **  the  Church  Extension  Socie- 
ty of  St.  Paul's  Church,"  the  design  of  which  is  to  extend  the  minis- 
trations of  our  Church  in  Cincinnati.  The  efforts  of  the  Society  are 
at  present  directed  to  the  establishment  of  a  Church  in  the  North 
West  part  of  the  City.  A  lot  has  been  leased  for  a  term  of  years  and 
a  building  placed  thereon,  the  upper  story  of  which  is  fitted  up  for 
services,  the  lower  part  being  arranged  in  rooms  for  renting.  The 
cost  of  fitting  up  the  building  was  nearly  $900.  The  room  was  open- 
ed for  services  Easter  day,  April  r2th  ;  since  that  time  service  has 
been  performed  in  the  afternoon  of  Sunday. 

The  amount  raised  for  this  object,  out  of  the  Congregation,  was 
$118:13.     The  collection  at  the  opening  amounted  to  $41.

Baptisms,  infants  22,  adult  2,  total  24  :  marriage  1  :  confirmed  0 : 
some  1 2  or  1 5  are  wailing  for  the  visit  of  the  Bishop  :  Communicant** 
about  140  ;  Sunday  Schools  and  Bible  Class  as  heretofore.  Contri- 
butions to  various  benevolent  purposes,  say  $300. 

The  financial  system  of  this  Church  has  been,  from  its  commence- 
ment, a  source  of  much,  and  painful  anxiety  to  its  ministers,  and  of 
embarrassment  to  the  congregation.  It  "contributed  largely  to  de- 
prive the  congregation  of  the  services  of  the  two  ministers  who  pre- 
ceded the  present  Pastor."  Finding  it  the  wish  and  determination 
of  the  vestry  to  close  the  Church,  until  it  should,  by  consent  of  the 
pew-owners,  be  placed  on  a  more  permanent  basis ;  and  in  order,  in 
these  circumstances,  to  release  the  vestry  from  further  responsibility 
as  to  my  support,  I  resigned  the  rectorship ;  and  have  accepted,  for 
the  present,  an  agency  for  missions,  under  the  Ecclesiastical  author- 
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ity  of  the  Dioceso.  ■  'Hio  church  is  closed  by  rosoliitioii  of  ihc  ves- 
try, until  ihc;  owners  <}f  pews  shall  consent  to  tuxjiiion.or  somemon; 
<?quitable  and  ellieietiT  mode  than  the  present,  of  defraying  the  neces- 
sary expenses,  shall  he  adopted. 

During  a  ministry  of  four  years,  the  congregation  has  been  very 
greatly  increased,  thb  church  edifice  enlarged,  ^4  the  facilities  for 
the  support  of  public  worship  much  improved.  »he  communicants 
have  increased  from  65  or  70  to  over  160;  besides  not  a  few  who 
have  died  or  removed,  who  were  brought  to  Christ  within  that  peri- 
od. The  Sunday  School  has  been  tripled  in  numbers.  And  many 
delightful  seasons  of  the  sacred  communion  of  saints,  have  been  en- 
joyed. By  unanimous  consent  the  church  was  never  as  flourishing 
in  all  these  respects  as  now.  In  view  of  these  results,  I  desire  hum- 
bly and  devoutly  to  exclaim  with  the  Apostle, "  now,  thanks  be  unto 
God,  which  always  causeth  us  to  triumph  in  Christ,  and  maketh 
manifest  the  savour  of  his  knowledge  by  us,  in  every  place."

The  parish  has  contribute*!  $41:00  to  the  Episcopate  and  Dioce- 
san funds.  The  young  ladies  connected  with  Miss  Hinds'  select 
school  have  sent  $18  to  the  China  Mission,  and  the  Female  Mission- 
ary Society,  besides  much  parochial  work,  has  sent  $8,  to  the  Ohio 
Missions,  and  have  also  constituted  their  Pastor  a  member  of  the  So-

Though  our  town  has  suffered  a  serious  loss 
of  population  within  the  last  few  years,  the  number  of  attendants  on 
our  services  has  much  increased.  We  have,  however,  great  reason 
for  deploring  a  prevalent  carelessness  on  the  part  of  those,  who  are 
not,  and  an  alarming  lukewarmncss  on  that  of  those,  who  profess  to 
be,  christians.  There  arc  very  many,  who  would  willingly  como 
to  the  communion,  if  we  would  encourage  the  offering  of  the  uncon- 
verted heart,  and  the  unholy  life  ;  but  we  have  to  preach  not  only 
Christ  crucified,  but  also  the  taking  up  of  the  cross  daily,  and  in 
neither  sense  is  the  offence  of  the  cross  ceased.  It  is  evident  that 
our  chief  need-  is  the  presence  and  power  of  the  spirit  ot  Christ,  and 
that  beyond  measure  we  need  it. 

Zion  Churchy  Dresden,  St,  Mattfiew^s   Church,  Madison,  and  St. 

Mark's  Church,  Mill-creek. 

Rev.  Geo.  B.  Sturgess,  Missionary. 

The  present  minister  of  these  three  parishes  began  his  labours 
amongst  them,  under  the  patronage  of  the  General  Missionary  Hoard, 
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on  the  first  of  Irtst  January.  Thoy  had  then  beon  two  years  without 
the  regular  services  of  tho  ministry,  and  bfing  at  best  quite  feeble 
parish(.*s  ihey  had  conscquonlly  much  declined.  Some  had  become 
inditfereni  to  the  int(.Tesis  of  the  Church  and  religion:  others  in 
despair  of  having  again  the  ministrations  of  the  Gospel  in  the  Church 
of  their  choice,  had  gune  over  to  other  communions.  Immediately, 
however  upon  the  revival  of  stated  services,  the  hopes  of  the  few  re- 
maining friends  of  the  Church  revived,  and  now  there  seems  a  good 
prospect  of  their  growth  in  piety,  usefulness  and  numbers. 

In  Zion  Ciiurch,  Dresden,  there  have  been  three  added  to  the 
communion,  one  of  these  from  another  Church;  present  number  of 
communicants  11.  We  are  ^reatlv  hindered  here  bv  the  want  of  a 
Church  edifice  of  our  own,  wc;  shall  stxm  make  the  etTort,  if  the  Lord 
permit,  to  build  one ;  but  so  few  in  number  and  small  in  means  are 
we,  that  we  have  often  to  pray.  *'Lord  increase  our  faith  !"  in  order 
to  believe  that  we  shall  sucf!oed.  Coniributions  to  the  Episcopate 
fund  $7  ;  lolho  (General  fund  .S3. 

In  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Madison,  there  have  been  six  added  to 
the  communion,  one  of  th"se  from  another  Church,  and  two  by  let- 
ter  from  St.  James'  Church,  Zanesville.  The  present  number  of 
communicants  is  21.  Conlribirtions  f(»r  missions  $1:50;  for  the 
Episcopate  fund  $10;  fur  the  General  fund  $2.  Here  we  have  a 
small  but  neat  Church  edifice  nearly  ready  for  consecration,  there  is 
also  an  annuity  to  the  Church  of  Ji<75,  derived  from  the  estate  of  a 
faithful  and  devout,  but  now  deceased  member.

The 
minister  of  these  parishes  complains  that  his  charge  is^too  great,  his 
field  too  large,  and  the  calls  upon  him  for  ministerial  work  many 
more  than  he  can  answer,  'i'here  should  be  an  additional  missiona- 
ry in  this  field.  Funds  for  domestic  missions  could  scarce  be  better 
appropriated.

and  improving  the  Church  and  lot  about  9700. 

The  baptisms,  confirmations,  &c.,  embrace  a  period  of  about  18 
months,  there  having  been  no  report  last  year.  The  Rector  assumed 
the  charge  of  this  parish  on  the  1st  of  Jun(j  hist.  At  present  we  are 
somewhat  inierruptod  in  our  services,  in  consequence  of  the  repairs 
going  on.  When  they  are  completed,  the  condition  of  the  parish 
will  be  greatly  im|>roved.  There  is  believed  to  exist  an  encouraging 
degree  of  unity  and  pj.'uce.  The  short  time  since  the  services  were 
resumed,  after  a  long  suspension,  precludes  a  very  accurate  report. 
During  the  vacancy  in  the  rectorship,  the  parish  was  much  indebted 
lo  the  Rev.  Mr.  iJriiion,  of  Chillicothc,  for  frequent  services  ;  and 
to  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Dobh,  nii<l  Richards  for  occasional  services ;  not- 
withstanding which,  the  parish  has  suffered  much  for  the  want  of 
spiritual  oversight.  It  is  much  to  be  desired  that  means  be  adopted 
to  render  changes  less  frequent.

The  Rector  of  St.  PauPs  Church,  Chillicothe,  would  report  his 
parish  as  very  much  in  the  same  state  it  was  a  year  ago,  few  enqui- 
ring what  they  shall  do  to  be  saved,  among  the  many  hearers  of  the 
word.  Yet  a  good  degree  of  unity,  peace  and  external  prosperity 
exist  among  us,  blessings  not  to  be  lightly  regarded  in  these  days  of 
apostacy  and  rebuke.  S(?rvices  have  been  regularly  maintained  in 
the  parish  twice  on  the  Lord's  day  and  once  in  the  week,  and  on  the 
Holy  days.  A  third  service  about  once  in  two  or  three  weeks  has 
been  given  to  Kingston,  and  one  service  on  a  Lord's  day  afternoon 
to  the  Poor  House.  The  parish  at  Kingston,  it  is  expected,  will  be 
statedly  supplied  with  a  Sunday  service  once  in  a  fortnight,  through 
^bc  aid  of  Rev.  Mr.  Stout,  of  Circlevillc. 
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Our  Sunday  School  numbers  12  teachers,  and  60  scholars ;  5  cou- 
ples have  been  married ;  3  at  Circleville;  14  infants  have  been  bap- 
tised ;  2  at  Circleville;  and  4  at  Kingston;  and  1  adult;  12  fune- 
rals have  been  attended,  an  unusual  number  for  us,  9  of  them,  those 
of  children,  victims  of  the  scarlet  fever ;  13  communicants  have  been 
added,  6  of  these  only,  new,  1  has  died,  16  have  removed,  5  of  these 
latter  having  been  set  off  to  the  parish  at  Kingston,  2  have  been  sus- 
pended, and  2  dropped  according  to  the  16th  canon  of  the  Diocese ; 
present  number  of  communicants  102.;  6  persons  arc  candidates  for 
oonfirroation.  At  Kingston  there  are  11  communicants,  and  2  can- 
didates (br  confirmation,  at  which  place  a  lot  and  house  horve  been 
parchased,  and  the  latter  fitted  up  for  a  chapel,  and  largo  congrega- 
tions attended  our  services. 

During  the  year  our  cemetery  has  been  laid  out  after  a  beautiful 
plan,  the  Church  has  been  painted  on  the  outside,  as  to  the  wood- 
work, through  the  munificence  of  an  individual  member,  and  $150* 
are  in  hand,  made  at  a  fair  of  the  young  ladies,  for  an  iron  railing  in 
front  of  the  Church  lot.  Communion  alms  have  amounted  to  $122:- 
05,  $60  of  which  were  the  oflferings  of  communicants  for  the  Bishop's 
salary,  $50  for  the  Seminary  at  Gambier,  and  $18:36  towards  the 
collection  for  the  Society  for  the  benefit  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans 
of  deceased  Clergymen  :  $17  have  been  collected  for  the  American 
Bible  and  Tract  Societies ;  $7:20given  for  a  special  Missionary  pur- 
pose by  two  individuals,  and  the  children's  offerings  for  missions  in 
the  Sunday  School  Fund  15.  Our  plan  of  missionary  ofierings  has 
worked  well,  upwards  of  $300  are  subscribed  as-  weekly  offerings, 
and  $229  have  been  paid  in  during  the  yoar,  which  have  been  ap- 
propriated as  follows:  Kingston  $50;  Domestic  Missions  $100; 
Foreign  $10;  Jewish  $10;  Diocesan  $25;  parish  at  Pomeroy  $20. 

The  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  would  also  gratefully  record  that  no  ar- 
rearages of  salary  are  due  him,  and  that  the  church' is  supplied  with 
one  of  the  best  organists,  and  a  sexton  who  is  all  we  can  expect,  both 
communicants,  and  in  short,  that  so  far  as  temporalities  are  conceriv 
ed  he  has  nothing  to  complain  of,  but  we  need  more  of  *'the  one 
thing  needful,"  the  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  turning  the  hearts 
of  the  disobedient  to  the  wisdom  of  the  just,  for  which  we  would  con- 
stantly and  earnestly  pray.

It 
should  be  stated  that  he  has  rendered  what  assistance  was  in  his 
power,  to  several  vacant  parishes  within  his  reach.

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RULES    OF   ORDER. 

I.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  hy  prayer. 

II.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  contU 
nue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the 
Chair. 

III.  After  the  first  day,  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be 
read  each  morning,  corrected,  if  necessary,  and  approved.  Before 
the  rising  of  the  Convention,  the  whole  proceedings  of  the  sittings 
shall  be  read. 

IV.  lS.'o  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
House,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

V.  At  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  when  the  President  has 
taken  the  Chair,  the  Secretary  of  the  preceding  Convention,  if  pre- 
sent,— if  not,  some  other  person  appointed  by  the  Chair,  shall  call 
the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes 
the  names  of  those  present.  He  shall  then  call  the  names  of  the 
Parishes  entitled  to  representation  :  and  the  Lay-Delegates  of  each 
parish  shall  place  their  ccttificates  on  the  Secretary's  table ;  after 
vrhich  the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention  to  be  duly  organ- 
ized and  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

VI.  The  first  business  of  the  Convention  shall  be  the  election  by 
ballot  of  a  Secretary,  wiio  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  assistant. 
After  which  the  President  shall  appoint — 1.  A  Committee  of  Exami* 
nation,  to  consist  of  two  clergymen  and  one  layman,  to  whom  shall 
be  referred  all  matters  relative  to  the  right  of  Membership  and  Certi- 
ficates of  Lay-Delegates,  and  Incorporation  of  Churches,  and  their 
Admission  into  Union  with  the  Convention.  2.  A  Committee  on 
Unfinished  Business,  to  consist  of  one  clergyman  and  one  layman. 
After  the  ('ommittee  of  Examination  has  reported  the  names  of  the 
Lay-Delegates  entitled  to  seats  in  Convention,  the  President  shall 
appoint  the  following  Standing  Committees: — 1.  A  Committee  of 
Finance,  to  consist  of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen;  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  the  Treasurer's  Report,  and  Assessment  of  the  Par- 
ishes, and  all  matters  of  a  financial  nature  not  specifically  referred  to 
any  other  committee.  2.  Jl  Committee  on  Missions^  to  consist  of 
two  clergymen  and  one  layman,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  Re- 
port of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee  of  the  Diocese« 
and  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  these  subjects.  3.  A  Committee 
on  Canons,  to  consist  of  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen,  to  whom 
New  Canons  and  all  alterations  and  amendments  of  existing  canons 
shall  be  referred. 

VII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  ppeak  or  deliver  any  matter 
to  the  Honse,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  Pre- 
sident, confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

VIII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  de- 
bate without  leave  of  the  House. 

IX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members 
shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

X.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question 
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U  put,  shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  personally  inter- 
e!»ted  in  the  discussion. 

XI.  A  question  bein^  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment 
of  the  House,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate,  unless  it 
«hould  be  on  a  motion  for  reconsideration,  which  motion  can  only  be 
made  by  a  member  voting  in  the  majority  on  the  question  proposed 
to  be  reconsidered. 

XII.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House,  unless 
seconded,  and  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

«  Xni.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion 
shal!  be  made,  except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  or  postpone  it; 
but  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decid- 
ed before  the  original  motion. 

XIV.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered. 

XV.  When  the  House  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep 
his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  his  ch?ir. 

XVI.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Convention,  Clergymeii  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  not  belonging  to  the  Diorese,  and  Candidates  for  holy  orders 
in  the  same,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and 
their  names  entered  on  the  Journal,  but  without  the  right  of  taking 
any  part  in  its  proceedings. 

XNII.  The  foiegoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  deemed  and  con- 
sidered the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future  Conventions,  unless  altered 
or  rescinded,  and  the  same  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  each 
Convention.

We  whose  names  are  hereunto  affixed,  deeply  impressed  with  the 
importance  of  the  Christian  religion,  and  earnestly  wishing  to  pro- 
mote its  holy  influence  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  ourselves,  our  fami- 
lies and  our  neighbors,  do  hereby  associate  ourselves  together  under 
tha  name,  and  style  and  title  of  the  Parish  of  Church, 

in  the  Township  of  ,  County  of  ,  and 

State  of  Ohio :  and  by  so  doing  do  adopt  the  Constitution  and  Can- 
ons of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

N.  B.  After  twenty  persons  shall  have  signed  the  above,  a  meeting 
of  the  same  may  be  called  on  ten  days'  notice.  Wardens  and  Ves- 
try being  chosen  and  recorded  together  with  the  Minutes  of  the 
Meeting,  in  a  book,  to  be  thereafter  kept  as  a  Parish  Register  :  a  no- 
tification should  be  immediately  sent  of  the  formation  of  the  Parish 
to  the  Bishop,  which  notification  should  include  a  certified  copy  of 
the  minutes  of  the  meeting,  the  form  of  Association,  the  name  of  the 
Parish  with  those  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry.    Steps  should  be

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token  as  soon  as  possible,  to  nave  the  Parish  Incorporated i  At  the 
next  Convention  of  the  Diocosje,  the  Parish  should  apply  by  one  or 
more  delegates,  or  by  some  c  lercyman  of  the  Uiocese,  to  be  admitted 
into  union  therewith,  for  which  purpose  the  same  papers  as  are  re- 
quired by  the  Hit  hop,  sliouLi  be  sent  to  the  Convention,  certified  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  Pari.«h.

LICENSE  OF  A  LAY  READER. 

Whereas  it  is  protided,  in  the  9th  Canon  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio, 
that  **  none  shall  be  considered  as  authorized  to  officiate  as  a  Lay- 
Reader  in  this  Diocese,  except  in  cases  of  particular  emergency,  with- 
out a  written  license  from  the  Bishop,'*  and  further,  that  **  Lay-Read- 
ers shall,  in  all  cases,  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  11th  Canon 
of  the  General  Convention,"  wherein  it  is  provided  that  the  Reader 
shall  submit  to  all  the  regulations  which  the  Bishop  may  prescribe ; 
shall  not  assume  the  dress  appropriate  to  clergymen  ministering  in 
the  congregation ;  shall  officiate  from  the  desk  only  ;  shall  conform 
to  the  directions  of  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sermons  or  homilies  to  be 
read ;  shall  not  deliver  sermons  of  his  own  composition ;  nor,  ex- 
cept in  cases  of  extraordinary  emergency,  or  very  particular  ezpe- 
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diency,  perform  any  part  of  the  service  wlien  a  clergyman  is  present 
in  the  con;Treffalioii :  Tlicreforc,  we,  tlic  uiidcrsigued,  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  of  Ohio,Mo  hereby  license  and  appoint

lumes of  liOrturrs  and  Sermons  by  the  Hev.  Henry  Blunts  published 
by  Hooker.

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman  not  being  a  Bishop. 

See.  1.  "Whenever  any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  the  Diocese  shall 
be  thought  to  be  guilty  of  any  misconduct  for  which,  according  to 
Canon  XXXVH.  of  ilie  General  Convention,  he  is  liable  to  be  tried, 
application  shall  be  made  in  writing,  with  the  name  of  every  one  en- 
gaged in  the  application  subscribed,  to  the  Standing  Committee,  and 
if  it  appear  to  them  that  the  evidence  is  suiTicient  to  demand  a  trial, 
they  shall  forthwith  present  the  clergyman  to  the  Bishop,  according- 
ly ;  the  presentment  being  made  in  writing,  and  specifying  with  as 
much  accuracy  as  possible,  the  offence  or  offences,  \f  ith  particulara 
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of  time,  place  and  circumstances;  and  every  clergyman  of  this  Dio- 
cese may  for  himself  request  of  the  Standing  Committee  the  inquiry 
•provided  for  in  this  section,  in  virhich  case  it  shall  be  instituted  and 
ehall  proceed  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 

Sec.  2.  Presentment  hein^  made,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy 
of  the  presentment  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nomi- 
nate eight  Presbyters  entided  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  cause  a 
list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  provided  that  no 
member  of  the  Standing  Committee  who  may  have  joined  in  the  pre- 
sentment be  included  in  such  nomination.  Out  of  the  Presbyters  so 
nominated,  the  accused  shall  select  five  and  notify  their  names  in 
writing,  to  tlic  Bishop,  within  thirty  days  after  the  serving  aforesaid. 
And  if  he  does  not  give  such  notification  within  said  time,  the  Bishop 
shall  select  five,  and  the  presbyters  so  selected,  shall  form  a  Board 
for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to 
time  and  from  place  to  place,  (but  always  within  this  Diocese)  as 
they  shall  think  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  shall  be  served,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such 
meeting,  on  the  accused  ;  and  also  on  the  Standing  Committee,  who 
by  tlieir  President,  or  one  of  tlieir  number  whom  they  may  appoint 
for  the  purpose,  shall  prosecute  the  case  and  present  such  oral  or  do- 
cumentary evidence  to  substantiate  the  accusation,  as  they  may  be 
able  to  obtain. 

Sec.  4.  If  at  the  time  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  the 
whole  number  be  not  present,  then  those  present  may  adjourn  from 
time  to  time ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  improbable  that  the  whole  num* 
ber  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  those  who  do  attend,  being 
not  fewer  than  three,  shall  proceed  to  trial,  and  a  majority  shall  de- 
cide all  questions  and  render  judgment. 

Sec.  5.     If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall,  before  the  appointment 
of  a  Board  for  his   trial,  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts  of  which  he 
is  accused,  the  Bishop  may  immediately  proceed  to  pass  sentence  ;  if 
he  shall  not  thus  confess,  he  shall  bo  considered  as  pleading  not 
guilty. 

Sec.  G.  In  case  a  clergyman,  presented  and  notified  as  above  di- 
rected, shall  noi  appear  before  the  Board  appointed  for  his  trial,  the 
Board  may  proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless  they  shall  sec  fit  to 
adjourn  till  another  day.  And  if  the  accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  appear  before  the  Board,  after  duo  presentment  and  notification,  and 
no  sufficient  reason  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  be  given,  the  Board 
shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  and  sentence  of  sus- 
pension from  the  ministry  shall  pass  against  him  accordingly  ;  but 
the  sentence  may  be  reversed  by  the  Bishop,  if  within  three  calendar 
months,  the  accused  shall  tender  himself  ready,  and  accordingly  ap- 
pear and  receive  his  trial ;  but  if  he  shall  not  eo  tender  himself,  the 
Bishop,  in  view  of  the  acts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  shall  proceed* 
if  he  think  proper,  to  pass  sentence  of  degradation  from  the  ministry* 
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Sec.  7.  At  their  first  meeting,  the  Board  ((hall  choose  a  President 
from  their  own  number,  and  a  Secretary,  who  shall  be  from  their 
own  number  or  otherwise,  as  they  may  determine,  and  before  pro- 
ceeding to  trial,  they  shall  adopt  and  declare  the  rules  by  which  the 
trial  shall  be  conducted ;  provided,  however,  that  no  layman  shall 
advocate  for  either  party  in  the  trial ;  though  both  parties  may,  at 
their  option,  employ  or  consult  legal  or  other  advisers. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear  such 
evidence  as  may  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  by  the  Secretary,  aud  signed  \fy  the  witnesses  respectively  ; 
snd  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  may,  at  the 
desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion to  the  witnesses ;  and  the  examination  of  witnesses  and  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  trial,  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by  the  accused. 

Sec.  9.  Application  being  made  to  the  Bishop  by  either  party, 
setting  forth  satisfactorily,  ihct  any  material  witnesses  cannot  be  pro- 
cured upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  some  clergyman  or  lay- 
man to  act  as  a  commissioner  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness  ; 
and  the  party  applying  as  above,  shall  give  to  the  other  party  at  least 
Jive  days*  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony.  And 
if  the  person  or  persons  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  reside 
more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional 
day's  notice,  exclusive  of  Sunday,  shall  be  given  for  every  additional 
twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and 
examine  the  witness ;  and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduc- 
ed to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witnesses,  and  shall  be  certified  by 
the  Commissioner,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the 
Board  and  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  examined  be- 
fore such  Commissioner,  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner  afore- 
said. 

Sec.  10.  The  Board,  after  considering  the  evidence,  shall  declare 
in  a  writing  signed  by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on 
the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether 
they  find  the  accused  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respective- 
ly; which  decision,  together  with  the  evidence  and  an  attested  re- 
cord of  all  the  proceedings,  shall  bo  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  accom- 
panied with  an  opinion  of  the  Board,  as  to  what  sentence  should  be 
pronounced — whereupon  the  Bisliop  sliall  pronounce  such  sentence 
as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same  do  not  exceed 
in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Board,  and  such  sen- 
tence shall  be  final.  But  the  Bishop,  if  satisfied  that  justice  requires 
itv  may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Board 
of  Presbyters  shall  be  appointed,  including  none  of  those  who  sat 
upon  the  former  trial,  before  which  Board  the  proceedings  shall  be 
conducted  as  before  provided. 

Sec.  11,  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  connected  by  consan- 
^inity  or  affinity  with  the  party  accused,  he  may  request  some  other 
Biihop  to  express  his  judgment  on  the  decision  made  by  the  Board, 
to  which  judgment  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  conform  in  pass- 
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ing  sentenca  or  gnntiag  a  new  trial.  And  if  the  Diocese  be  vacant, 
the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  request  the  services  of 
aiieh  Bishop  as  they  may  find  most  convenient  for  the  performance 
of  all  snch  acts  as  are  by  this  Canon  required  to  be  done  by  thfr 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  IL 

Of  ths  Vestry  of  a  Church. 

See.  1.  In  every  Church  of  this  Diocese,  after  prayer,  there  shall 
be  an  annual  election,  on  Easter  Monday,  of  a  Vestry,  consisting 
of  not  less  than  five,  and  not  more  than  ten  members,  who  qhall  coiv 
tinue  in  ofiice  till  their  successors  are  appointed.  Two  of  thesa 
vestrymen  shall  be  designated  on  the  baik)t  to  serve  as  Wardens,*- 
one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  the  Senior  Warden  of  the  Parish 
— ^who,  in  the  absence  of  the  rector,  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the 
Veeiry.  In  his  absence  the  Junior  Warden  shall  preside.  The  Ves- 
try shall  elect  a  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  and  record 
the  minutes  of  their  proceedings— attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Ves- 
try— preserve  all  records  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Parish — per- 
form such  other  duties  as  shall  be  legally  assigned  him;,  and  faithfully 
to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor,  all  books  and  documants 
belonging  to  the  Parish  that  may  be  in  his  possession* 

Sec.  2.  In  electing  a  Vestry,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
who  has  not  signed  the  Article  of  Parochial  associatioo  ;  and  who  is 
Dot  a  holder  or  renter  of  one  entire  pew ;  and  when  two  or  more 
persons  shall  hold  or  rent  a  pew,  they  shall  be  entitled  jointly  to  one 
vote;  nor  shall  any  person  vote  in  a  parish  of  which  he  is  not  a 
bona  fide  member.  In  those  parishes  in  which  there  are  no  pewa 
held  or  rented,  or  where  pews  are  held  subject  to  no  tax,  or  assess- 
ment, no  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  is  not  a  contribu- 
tor to  the  Church  to  such  an  amount  as  the  rcspectivt}  parishes  shall 
appoint. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  Vestryman  who  is  not  a 
pew  holder,  or  a  qualified  voter  in  the  parish  for  which  he  is  elected; 
and  a  bona  fide  member  thereof. 

Sec  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the 
property  of  the  Church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to 
elect  and  call  a  Minister  and  provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  keep 
order  in  the  Church  during  the  celebration  of  Divine  worship,  and 
in  general  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  minister  in  whatever  is  appropri- 
ate to  laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel ;  it  being  under- 
atood  always  that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  Church  are  under 
the  exclusive  direction  of  the  minister,  in  subordination  to  the  ec- 
clenaatical  authority  and  laws  of  the  Diocese. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  the 
elements  for  the  Lord's  Supper — to  collect  the  Alms  at  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  same,  to  keep  and  disburse  such  alms  in  case  the 
Church  is  destitute  of  a  minister — and  while  the  Church  is  desti- 
tute of  a  minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  worship 
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and  the  instruction  of  the  congregation  by  occasional  clerical  ser* 
vices  or  by  lay-reading  as  circumstances  may  permit. 

Meetings  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  called  by  the  Rector,  or  in  his 
absence  by  the  Senior  Warden  ;  and  the  Rector,  or  in  his  absence, 
the  Senior  Warden  shall  call  meetings  at  the  request  of  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Vestry.  And  the  Vestry  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time 
at  their  pleasure. 

(Parishes  now  incorporated  are  excepted  from  any  parts  of  this 
Canon  interfering  with  their  Articles  of  Association  or  By-laws.) 

CANON  III. 

Of  thf  AnMissioN  or  a  Church  or  Congregation  into  Union  with 
THE  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

To  enable  a  Church  or  Congregation  to  be  received  into  union 
with  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  it  shall  be  necessary  that  the  Vestry 
submit  to  the  Convention  their  Articles  of  Association;  or,  if  incor- 
porated, their  Charter,  or  a  copy  thereof,  duly  authenticated  accord- 
ing to  law ;  and  further  that  it  be  made  to  appear  that  such  church 
or  congregation  has  acceded  to  the  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  and  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese.  A  certificate  shall  also 
be  produced  from  ihe  Bishop — or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  of  a  va- 
cancy in  the  Episcopate — from  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, that  notice  was  given  him  or  them,  at  least  one  month  before 
the  Convention,  of  the  organization  having  taken  place. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  Attendance  on  Convention,  and  Requisites  for  the  Admis- 
sion OF  Lay-Deputies. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  clergamcn,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Con- 
vention, to  attend  the  same,  and  of  every  church  or  congregation  in 
union  with  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  to  send  one  or  more  Lav- 
Delegates  to  the  Convention,  not  exceeding  three,  who  shall  be  cho* 
sen  by  the  Vestry  from  among  the  Communicants  of  the  church  or 
congregation  to  be  represented,  and  shall  exhibit  to  the  Convention 
a  certificate  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  by  the  Rec» 
tor,  or  by  one  of  the  Wardens,  in  substance  as  follows,  viz: —

This  is  to  certify  that  at  a  regular  mooting  of  the  Vestry  of 
Church  held  on  the  day  of 

A.  B.,  who  is  a  communicant  of  good  standing  in  said  Church,  was 
appointed  a  Lay -Delegate  to  represent  the  same  in  the  Convention  of 
the  Protestant  Episco])al  Church  ia  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  to  be  hold- 
en  on  the  day  of  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord                                            Signed 

Parishes  already  incorporated  are  excepted  from  so  much  of  the 
above  Canon,  as  would  interfere  with  their  Articles  of  Incorporation 
or  Association. 
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CANON  V. 

A  List  to  be  made  of  the  MI^•lsTERs  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Conven- 
lion  of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  List  of 
the  Ministers  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the 
names  of  their  respective  Cures  or  Parishes  or  Stations  as  Missiona- 
ries; or  of  the  institutions  of  learning  duly  incorporated,  in  which 
they  are  engaged — and  in  regard  to  such  as  are  not  engaged  in 
parishes  or  missions,  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above — their 
places  of  Residence  only, — specifying  at  the  same  time  who  of  any 
oims  arc  D..*acons — but  no  clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the 
ministry,  shall  have  a  place  on  such  list.  And  such  list  shall  be  laid 
before  the  Convention  immediately  after  it  shall  hiave  been  called 
to  order,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  called  therefrom. 
The  same  shall  be  appended  to  the  Journal,  and  sent  to  the  Secreta- 
ry of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  When  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Con- 
vention is  disputed,  it  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  third  article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  it- 
self, whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

CANON  Yl. 

Of  Parish  Registers  and  Parochial  Reports. 

Sec.  1.  Every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  Register 
of  all  the  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages  and  Funerals,  solemn- 
iaed  by  him :  or  in  his  parish  by  any  other  Episcopal  minister : 
specifying  the  names  and  times  of  birth  of  the  children  baptized, 
together  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors ;  the  names  of 
the  adults  baptized,  and  also  of  the  witnesses  of  the  baptism ;  the 
names  of  those  confirmed,  and  by  whom;  the  names  of  the  parties 
married,  and  of  persons  l)urie(l ;  and  also  the  time  of  each  rite  re- 
spectively. This  Register  shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister,  in  a  book, 
kept  for  that  purpose,  and  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  the  Church 
which  he  serves  :  which  book  shall  be  called  the  Parish  Register, 
and  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  2.  In  addition  to  the  Register  above  named,  the  Minister  of 
each  Parish  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  Communicants  and  of  Families 
within  his  cur.-; — specifying  the  time  when  the  former  became  com- 
municants of  the  Church  under  his  charge,  and  whether  by  remov- 
al from  the  communion  of  some  other  Church  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  Every  Minister  of  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the 
day  of  every  annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop— or 
if  there  be  no  Bishop — to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  state- 
ment of  the  condition  of  the  Parish,  according  to  such  form  as  shall 
be  furnished  bv  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese. 
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CANON  VII. 

Of  Vacakt  Congregations. 

IVhenever  a  parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Vestry  immediately  to  give  notice  to  the  Bishop. 

CANON  VII. 

Of  DEPTrriES  ro  the  General  CoNvBNTioir. 

The  Convention  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  annual  meetiQg,  accord* 
ing  to  the  provisions  of  the  7th  Article  of  the  Constimtion,  four 
clci^men  out  of  Presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention, 
and  four  Laymen  who  shall  be  in  good  standing  as  communicants  in 
some  dhurch  in  union  with  ibe  Diocese,  to  act  as  Deputies  from  this 
Diocese  to  the  General  Convention — ^which  Deputies  ah«ll  continue 
'  in  office  until  their  successors  are  chosen.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Deputies-elect,  to  signify  to  the  Bishop  on  some  day  at  least 
three  weeks  before  ihe  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  whether 
they  will  attend  or  not,  to  the  duties  of  their  office.  In  default  of 
which  s^ification,  or  in  case  of  the  declining  of  any  to  attend  the 
Ireneral  Convention,  the  Standing  Committee,  on  notification  from 
the  Bishof),  shall  proceed  to  appoint  as  many  clerical  or  lay-deputies 
«is  may  he  necessary  to  constitute  a  full  representation  of  the  Dio- 
cese; and  the  person  or  persons  so  delegated,  beii^  furnished  with 
the  certificate  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall 
have  all  the  rights  of  Deputies  elected  by  the  Convention.  In  case 
of  a  vacancy  in  tlie  Episcopate,  the  notification  on  the  part  of  the 
Deputies-e*lect  above  required,  shall  be  made  to  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  Lay  Readers. 

None  shall  be  considered  as  authorized  to  officiate  as  a  Lay-IUad* 
«r  in  this  Diocese,  except  in  cases  of  particular  emergency,  without 
B  written  license  from  the  Bishop ;  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
Episcopate,  from  the  Standing  Committee ;  and  Lay- Readers  shall 
in  alLcases  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  11th  Canon  of  the  G^ 
^Hpw  Convention. 

CANON  X. 

Of  Preparing  a  Report  on  the  State  of  trb  Church. 

In  order  to  <carry  into  efiect  the  recommendation  contained  ia  the 
•51st  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  a  Committee  of  the  Con- 
vention  of  this  Diocese,  shall  be  appointed  at  a  regular  meeting  of 
the  same,  next  before  every  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, to  draft,  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of  the  Bishop,  a  Re- 
port of  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  be  presented  to  (he  General 
Conventioci. 
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CANON  XI. 

Op  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  1.  In  addiuoR  to  the  duties  assigned  to  the  Secretary  of 
ihe  Convention  in  the  6th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  made 
%iB  duty  to  send  to  the  Ministeft  or  in  case  there  be  no  minister,  to 
the  Wardens  of  each  Parish  in  union  with  the  Convention,  not  leas 
than  four  weeks  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention,  a  noti- 
^cation  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  said  meeting,  together  with  the 
Form  of  a  Piirochial  Report — and  a  Form  by  which  to  certify  the 
Appointment  of  Lay-Deputies,  together  with  the  Assessment  laid 
vpon  the  I'arish  for  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  %.  He  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  every  Diocesan  Convention,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the 
Convention  of  this  Diocese — as  well  as  of  any  Charge  or  Pastoral 
t«etter  recently  published-^and  to  the  General  Convention,  a  Certi- 
ficate of  Aie  AppoinffBcnt  of  Clerical  and  Lay-Deputies. 

CANON  XIL 

Of  the  TRBASxmER  op  the  Convention. 

Sec.  1,  At  every  stated  Convention,  there  shall  be  elected  a 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and 
disburse  all  monies  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention, 
anS  of  which  the  collection  and  distribution  shall  not  be  otherwise 
regulated.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Conven* 
tion  and  examined  by  a  Committee  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  «  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall 
be  supplied  by  a  person  chosen  by  the  Standing  Committee,  who 
-shall  continue  in  office  until  an  election  b  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  XIII. 

Of  Missions,  ajtd  of  EDUCAtioN  foe  the  Ministry. 

Sec.  1.  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  missionary 
institution,  and  every  part  thereof  pledged  by  the  Christian  profes- 
sion to  the  support  of  the  Missionary  work ;  and  the  education  of 
^oung  men  for  the  ministry  being  absolutely  necessary  to  the  fur- 
therance of  the  Gospel  in  the  same  work — ^it  is  solemnly  urged  upon 
every  member  of  the  Church,  that  he  consider  his  Christian  profes- 
sion as  involving  direct  obligation  to  promote  these  objects. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  in  this  Diocese  to 
•instruct  the  people  of  his  charge  in  relation  to  these  objects.  And 
it  is  recommended  to  every  member  of  the  Church  to  lay  by  kim, 
on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  in  store  for  these  purposes,  as  Grod  hath 
prospered  him,  according  to  the  apostolic  direction. — 1  Cor.  xvi.  1. 

Sec  -3.  There  dhaR  be  appointed,  «i  each  annual  meetinir  of  tbo 
Conveolioii,  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
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■  ox-ofTicio.  nntl  ein^lit  oilier  members — four  clerical,  four  lay— elected 
bv  ballot,  to  be  called  ilie  Missionary  and  Education  Committee  ;  to 
\vhom  shall  be  committed  the  appointment  and  regulation  of  Benefi- 
ciaries, the  appointment  of  Missionaries,  and  Missionary  Stations,  and 
the  making  of  all  appropriations  of  money  for  either  object. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  the  contributors  to  designate 
to  which  purpose,  and  also  to  which  branch  of  the  Missionary  cause, 
if  such  bo  the  designation,  their  contribution  shall  be  applied.  If  no 
designation  be  made,  it  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  preside  in  all  meeting! 
of  the  Committee,  when  he  is  present — if  absent,  a  chairman  pro  iem. 
shall  be  appointed. 

Sec.  6.  The  Committee  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  place,  and  on 
the  first  day,  of  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  at  such 
other  times  and  places  as  ihe  President  may  from  time  to  time  appoint, 
or  as  may  be  found  convenient  on  their  own  adjournment.  Four 
attending  members  shall  be  a  quorum ;  and  every  meeting  shall  be 
opened  witii  prayer. 

Sec.  7.  No  Beneficiary  or  Missionary  shall  be  appointed  without 
the  written  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be 
no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  of  tlie  same,  which  consent 
shall  be  entered  on  the  Minutes. 

Sec.  8.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  Secretary 
of  the  same  shall  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  year  then 
terminated — which,  with  the  Treasurer's  report  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention,  and  published  in  its 
Journal,  either  entire  or  in  part. 

Sec.  9.  The  Committe  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
who  shall  be  ex-ofHcio  members  of  the  Committee.  Vacancies  dur- 
ing the  recess  of  the  Convention,  may  be  he  supplied  by  the  Com- 
mittee. No  monies  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  but  by  an  order 
of  the  rommiitee,  signed  by  the  Piesident, 

CANON  XIV. 

For  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate. 

Sec.  1.  Every  Minister  shall,  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  March 
of  evcy  year,  solicit  the  sum  of  one  dollar  from  each  communicant, 
whom  he  may  deem  able  to  pay  the  same,  and  transmit  the  amount 
so  obtained  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  On  or  about  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year,  the 
Vestry  of  every  parisii  shall,  through  their  parish  collector,  or  other- 
■wise,  solicit  from  every  house-holder  or  pew-holder,  who  is  not  a 
communicant,  the  like  sum  of  one  dollar,  to  be  transmitted  forthwith 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  Out  of  the  sum  so  received,  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  to 
the  Bishop  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  The  sum 
to  he  paid  in  rqnril  semi-annual  instalments. 
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CANON  XV. 

Of  Lay  Discipline. 

Sec.  1.  Any  Communicant  who  shall  absent  himself  for  one 
year  from  the  communion,  without  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  rec- 
tor, may  be  suspended  from  the  communion. 

Sec.  2.  A  Communicant  wishing  to  change  his  parochial  connex- 
ion shall  be  required  to  present  to  the  minister  to  whose  parish  he 
wishes  to  remove,  a  certificate  of  good  standing,  as  a  communicant, 
from  the  minister  of  the  parish  with  which  he  was  last  connected, 
or,  in  case  of  there  being  no  minister  therein,  from  one  of  the  War- 
dens. 

But  if  the  applicant  be  unprovided  with  such  certificate,  and  as- 
sign a  satisfactory  reason  therefor,  the  minister  to  whom  he  applies, 
may  admit  him  as  a  communicant,  provided,  that  upon  examination 
of  the  case,  there  appear  no  impediment  affecting  his  moral  or  neli- 
gious  character. 

CANON  XVI. 

Of  Contingent  Expenses. 

There  shall  be  annually  assessed  by  the  Convention,  upon  the 
several  parishes  in  the  Diocese,  according  to  thoir  ability,  an  amount 
sufficient  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church.  The 
money  thus  raised  and  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Convention, 
shall  be  applied  to  the  following  objects:  1.  To  defray  Uie  travel- 
ling expenses  of  the  Bishop  to  the  General  Convention.  2.  To  pay 
the  postages  of  the  Bishop.  3.  To  pay  the  quota  assessed  on  the 
several  churches  in  the  Diocese  by  each  General  Convention,  for 
the  contingent  expenses  thereof.  4.  To  pay  for  publishing  the  Jour- 
nals of  the  Convention  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  order- 
ed by  Convention.  5.  To  defray  the  travelling  expenses  of  the 
clerical  delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars  to  each  delegate.  6,  To  pay  the  travelling  expenses  of 
presbyters  attending  ecclesiastical  trials. 

CANON  XVII. 

Of  Alterations  in  the  Canons  and  Additions  thereto. 

No  propcjsition  to  alt'^r  or  add  to,  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  shalt 
be  considered  by  the  Convention,  except  ax  a  stated  meeting,  and 
after  one  day's  notice  ih^^reof,  given  in  open  Convention ;  nor  (un- 
less by  unanimous  cons;.*  it.)  uniil  it  shall  have  been  reported  on  by 
a  committee  of  at  least  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen.  Nor  shall 
such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during  the  same  Convention, 
if  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  not  concur  therein ;  but 
in  such  case  the  same  (unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of  the  votes) 
shall  lie  over  for  consideration  till  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Convention. 
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CANON  XVIII. 
Repealing  of  former  Canons. 
All  former  Canons  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  repealed*

From  the  above  report  of  the  Treasurer,  which  is  brought  down 
to  the  present  time  it  appears,  that  althouu:h  the  Society  has  been  in 
operation  but  a  little  over  one  yenr,  its  available  funds,  including  pre- 
mium notes,  already  amount  to  $2061  70.      The  object  of  this  So- 
ciety is  to  afford  substantial  aid  to  the  widows  and  children  of  de- 
ceased clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  who  may 
have  been  members  thereof.     For  the  accomplishment  of  this  bene- 
volent object,  the  Society  looks  to  the  clergy  themselves,  and  to  the 
parishes  in  which  they  labor.     A  iixed  sum  is  required  to  be  paid 
annually  by  every  member,  in  addition  to  a  premium  note  or  obliga- 
tion for  $50,  to  be  paid  at  such  times  and  in  such  sums  as  the  Society 
may  determine.     The  annual  payment  is  made  very  small  (83)  in 
consideration  of  the  limited  pecuniary  resources  of  our  western  cler- 
gy generally ;  and   for  the  same  reason  the  annuity  assured  to  their 
families  after  their  decease,  is  made  as  large  as  possible,  consistently 
with  the  dictates  of  prudence.     Whether  this  important  feature  of 
the  Society  shall  remain  as  it  is,  will  depend  in  a  great  measure  on 
the  amount  of  aid  Yvhich  may  be  received  from  year  to  year,  by 
means  of  parochial  contributions,  donations  and  legacies.     The  So- 
ciety has  a  claim  therefore  upon  every  member  to  see  that  the  laity 
of  the  Church  are  made  fulJy   acquainted  with  the  object  which  it 
aims  to  accomplish,  and  that  collections  are  taken  up  in  its  behalf,  in 
all  our  parishes.     Should  they  be  unfaithful  to  themselves  in  this  par- 
ticular, either  the  annual  assessment  will  need  to  he  increased,  or  else 
the  annuities  diminished   in  amount.     Every  clergyman  of  the  Dio- 
cese, therefore,  and  especially  every  clerical  member  of  the  society, 
whether  in  or  out  of  the  Diocese,  is  earnestly  requested  to  lay  the 
subject  before  his  people  at  as  early  a  day  during  the  current  year,  as 
is  practicable,  and  to  take  up  a  collection  in  behalf  of  the  Society. 
It  appears  from  the  Treasurer's  report,  that  collections  the  last  year 
were  taken  up  in  oii\ytwel\:t  churches,  including  the  one  at  Conven- 
tion ;  the  aggregate  amount  of  which  was  $151  94.    Should  a  col- 
lection be  taken  up  in  only  36  parishes  during  the  present  year, 
(which  is  the  present  nnmber  of  members  of  the  Society)  and  the 
contributions  be  in  the  same  proportion  as  those  last  year,  the  Society 
will  receive  the  handsome  sum  from  that  source  alone,  of  9455  82. 
This  added  to  the  payments  of  members  and  mterest  on  fimds  already 
in  hand,  will  swell  the  capital  of  the  Society  to  nearly  $3000. 
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For  the  information  of  all  concerned,^we  would  state,  that  the  be- 
neficial interest  of  members  commences  immediately  after  the  expi* 
ration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  premium  note,  provided  that 
two  annual  payments  of  interest  on  said  note  have  at  that  time  been 
paid.  In  no  case  will  it  commence  at  an  earlier  date,  and  not  then 
unless  the  second  payment  has  been  made.  This  provision  is  neces* 
sary  in  order  to  insure  punctuality  on  the  part  of  members,  and  sa« 
cure  to  all  parties  their  rights.  The  first  payment  must,  in  all  future 
cases,  be  made  in  cash.  Contributions  from  parishes  can  be  fotward- 
ed  to  the  Treasurer,  and  will  ^be  acknowleded  in  the  Western  Epis- 
copalian. All  communications  pother  than  those^which  cover  paro- 
chial contributions,  must  be  addressed,  post  paid^  to  the  Secretary.

FUNDAMENTAL  LAWS. 

1.  Any  Clergyman  of  the  Protestant\Episcopal  Church  ia  the 
United  Suites  may  become  a  member  of  this  Corporation,  and  enti- 
tled to  all  its  privileges  by  depositin^r  with  the  Treasurer  a  premium 
note  of  $50,  and  paying  the  legal  interest  thereon  in  advance. 

2.  A  note  may  be  giveu  for  the  annual  interest  on  the  p^miuni 
note,  if  preferred  by  the  contributor,  provided  the  condition  of  the 
funds  will  permit  it,  and  he  pay  the  interest  thereon  in  advance. 

3.  The  premium  note  shall  be  subject  to  requisitions  from  time  to 
time,  to  supply  any  deficiencies  which  may  arise  in  the  available 
funds  of  the  Society,  for  the  payment  of  annuities. 

4.  Each  contributor  shall  pay  his  annual  contribution  to  the  Cor- 
poration on  or  before  the  second  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  annual 
Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  ihe  State  of  Ohio, 
under  the  penalty  of  12}  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  amount  due; 
and  at  the  expiration  of  three  years,  shoulJ  such  delinquency  conti- 
nue, he  shall  forfeit  his  beneficial  interest  in  the  institution. 

5.  The  beneficial  interest  of  a  contributor  shall  not  commence 
until  after  he  has  made  two  annual  payments. 

6.  If  a  contributor  die  before  having  made  fiye  annual  payments, 
his  widow  and  children  shall  be  entitled  to  an  annuity  equal  to  the 
amount  of  his  premium  note,  (850.)  If  he  should  die  after  having 
made  five  annual  payments  and  less  tlian  ten,  they  shall  be  entitled 
to  an  annuity  eqnal  to  the  amount  of  the  premium  note  and  one-half 
that  amount,  (875.)  If  he  have  made  ten  annual  payments  or  up« 
wards,  they  shall  receive  an  annuity  equal  to  twice  the  amount  of  the 
premium  note. 

7.  At  the  death  of  a  contributor,  his  premium  note  shall  be  can- 
"celled,  but  the  amount  for  which  he  may  be  indebted  to  the  Corpo- 
ration on  other  grounds  shall  be  assigned  to  thcl  annuitants  in  part 
payment  of  the  first  annuity. 

8.  No  annuity  shall  be  considered  as  having  become  due  to  the 
family  of  any  contributor  till  one  year  from  the  time  of  his  death, 

9.  Annuities  shall  be  paid  widows  during  life,  unless  they  marry 

*  '  •  s.*  \      ..    .       . 
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^ain  :  in  ^hich  case  their  annuities  shall  cease  and  fall  to  their  chiU 
drcn  entirely:  and  children,  if  males,  shall  enjoy  annuities  until  they 
Ibe  twenty-one  years  old  ;  if  females,  until  they  be  twenty-five  years 
-old,  unless  they  previously  marry,  upon  which  their  aRnaities  shall 
cease. 

10.  If  there  be  a  child  and  no  widow,  such  child  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  whole  annuity,  during  the  time  that  he  or  she  continues  to 
"be  an  annuitant ;  but  if  there  be  more  than  one  child  and  no  widow, 
the  annuity  shall  be  equally  divided  among  them  till  they  severally 
marry  or  exceed  the  age  of  annuitants,  which  annuity  shall  be  laid 
.out  in  their  education  or  apprenticeship,  with  the  advice  of  such 
guardians  or  executors  us  the  father  may  have  nominated,  and  if 
none  such  shall  have  be(;n  nominated  by  the  father,  then  in  such 
manner  for  the  benefit  of  the  child  or  children  as  the  Corporatioa 
shall  direct. 

1 J .  If  there  be  a  widow  and  one  child,  the  annuity  shall  be  equal- 
ly divided  between  thorn  :  but  if  the  widow  marry  or  die  before  iho 
child  shall  have  attained,  if  a  male,  21  years;  or  if  a  female,  25, 
the  whole  of  the  annuity  shall  belong  to  such  child  during  the  pe- 
riod to  which  he  or  she  may  be  entitled  thereto.  And  if  the  child 
die  before  the  mother ;  or  when  the  child  may  come  to  the  age  here- 
in prescribed,  the  whole  of  th(i  annuity  shall  go  to  the  mother,  she 
havii^  remained  a  widow,  and  shall  be  enjoyed  by  her,  during  the 
period  of  her  natural  life,  if  she  rt^main  a  widow  :  but  if  she  should 
marry  again,  nothing  shall  be  paid  her  after  the  period  of  her  mar- 
riage. If  there  be  a  widow  and  two  or  more  children,  the  widow 
shall  have  one-third,  during  her  widowhood  or  natural  life,  aud  the 
remainder  shall  be  equally  divided  among  the  children  :  and  if  a 
child  should  die,  or  when  such  child  may  arrive  at  the  age  of  21 
vefars,  if  a  male,  or  25  if  a  female,  his  or  hiT  share  shall  be  enjoyed 
fey  the  remaining  children,  till  the  male  or  miles  arrive  at  the  ago 
of  21,' and  the  female  or  females  at  the  age  of  23 ;  provided  always, 
ihat  when  death  shall  have  reduced  the  number  of  children  to  one, 
or  the  arrival  of  the  children  at  the  ago  herein  prescribed,  shall 
fcave  reduced  the  children  entitled  to  annuities  to  the  number  of 
one,  the  annuity  shall  be  equally  divided  between  such  child^and 
the  widow,  during  the  period  of  her  natural  life,  or  of  her  remain- 
ing a  widow;  and  that  if  death  should  remove  all  the  children,  or 
when  they  may  have  arrivcsd  at  the  ages  herein  prescribed,  tho 
ivhole  of  the  annuity  go  to  the  widow,  if  she  be  still  alive,  and  re- 
main a  widow;  and  be  enjoyed  by  her  during  the  period  of  her  na- 
tural life,  or  the  terra  of  lier  widowhood.  But  it  shall  be  always 
lawful  for  a  member  of  the  Corporation  to  make  such  disposition 
by  his  will,  of  the  rights  to  which  his  subsrripiion  may  have  cnti- 
cled  his  family,  as  he  niuy  see  fit.

Foil  THE  Transaction  of  the  Business  of  the  (Corporation. 
I.     The  annual  mcetinj^  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  holdcn  dnr- 
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ing  the  session  of  the  CooTention  of  tht  Protestant  Episcopal  Chu  rch 
in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  at  which  tinae  shall  be  chosen  a  President, 
Treasurer,  and  Secretarv,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  their  sue* 
cessors  are  appointed.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  if  he  be  a  mem- 
ber,  shall  be  President  ex  officio. 

2.  On  urgent  occasions  the  President  thall  notify  the  Secretary 
to  call  special  meetings  of  the  Corporation. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  manage  the  funds,  pay  the  annuities,  dec. 
He  shall  give  bonds  in  such  sum  as  the  Corporation  from  time  to 
time  shall  judge  necessary  for  the  security  of  the  funds ;  and  report 
at  the  annual  meeting. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Corporation,  attend  to  the  management  of  all  its  business  operations, 
and  make  a  full  report  of  its  condition  at  each  annual  meeting.  He 
shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  Corporation 
may  from  time  to  time  direct. 

6,  During  each  annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  Ohio,  a  collection  shall  be  taken  up  in  aid  of  the  funds  of 
the  Corporation.

This  being  the  day  and  place  appointed  by  a  provision  of 
the  Constitution  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Charles  P.  Mcllvaine,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
and  several  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  assembled  in  SU 
James'  Church,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.  The  Rev.  Prof.  Smith, 
of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gambier,  read  morning  prayers, 
and  the  Rev.  James  B.  Britton,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Chillicothe,  read  the  lessons.  The  Convention  Sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  William  W.  Arnett,  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Dayton,  from  Ezek.  iii.  17. 

After  divine  service,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  took  the 
Chair,  and  called  the  Convention  to  order.  A  list  of  the 
Clergy  constitutionally  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention  was 
then  furnished  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  names  being  called  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention,  the  following  clergymen 
answered  and  took  their  seats :

£.  Hamilton  a  Committee  of  Examination. 

The  Bishop  also  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stout  and  Mr.  C. 
P.  Buckingham  a  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  make  choice  of  a  Secre- 
tary, and  the  ballot  was,  on  motion,  dispensed  with. 

The  Rev.  Joseph  Muenschcr  having  been  nominated,  was 
unanimously  reelected,  viva  voce. 

The  Secretary  elect  then  offered  some  remarks,  in  which  be 
thanked  the  Convention  for  the  kindness  which  they  had  mani- 
fested in  electing  him  to  that  office  for  a  series  of  years,  and 
begged  leave  respectfully  to  decline  the  present  appointment 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  make  another  choice, 
when,  the  Rev.  William  C.  French,  of  Granville,  having  been 
nominated,  was  in  the  same  manner  unanimously  elected. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  then  adjourned  till  2  o'clock,  P.  M.

Muenscher  oflered  the  following  as  a  substitute  for  the  third  article  of 
the  Constitution;  which,  on  motion,  was  ordered  to  lie  over  until  this 
Convention : 

PROPOSED    SUBSTITITTE  FOR  ARTICLE  III.  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

"  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  clergymen  and  la3'men. 
The  Bishop,  and  Aas\sVaii\.  BvsVio^,  ^Vv'ea  \k«t^  ^a  ous^  and  every 
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Other  minister  of  the  church,  canonically  in  charge  of  a  congrega- 
tion, in  union  with  this  Convention,  or  employed  as  a  missionary,  or 
agent,  under  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  diocese,  or  of  the 
General  Board  of  Missions,  or  regularly  employed  as  president,  pro- 
fessor, or  instructor  in  some  college  or  seminary  of  learning,  and 
performing  clerical  functions ;  or  who  is  prevented  by  age  and  infirm- 
ities from  the  public  services  of  the  ministry,  shall  be  a  member  of 
this  Convention;  provided  that  he  has  been  at  least  six  months 
canonically  resident  in  the  diocese. 

"Each  regularly  organized  church  or  congregation  in  canonical 
union  with  this  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Conven- 
tion one  or  more  lay  delegates,  conununicants  of  the  same,  not  ex- 
ceeding three,  unless  when  two  or  more  congregations  or  churches 
are  united  under  one  vestry,  when  delegates,  as  above  provided,  may 
be  sent  from  each.  The  delegates  from  each  congregation  or  church 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote.  No  person  under  ecclesiastical  censure 
or  process  shall  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention."

The  Bishop  then  delivered  his  annual 

ADDRESS: 

BuETmiEN  OF  THE  ClERGT  AND  LAmT 

OF  THE  Diocese  of  Ohio  : 

We  meet  together,  under  the  kind  providence  of  our  Heavenly 
Father,  to  consult  one  with  another  for  the  prosperity  of  the  Church 
of  our  blessed  Lord  and  Saviour.  May  the  presence  of  our  great 
Head  be  with  us,  and  grace,  mercy  and  peace  from  God  our  Father, 
and  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  abide  upon  us,  that  our  coming  together 
may  be  truly  to  the  advancement  of  His  glory,  and  the  increase  of 
His  grace  in  each  of  our  hearts. 
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The  first  thing  that  occurs  to  my  thoughts  in  contemplating  your 
meeting  is,  that  two  of  the  clergy,  who  last  year  belonged  to  your 
number,  are  not  now  in  this  world.  They  cannot  meet  with  us,  be- 
cause they  have  gone  to  meet  their  God.  They  are  not  here  to 
report  the  state  of  their  parishes,  because  they  have  gone  to  give 
account  of  their  stewardship  to  Him  who  gave  thetn  their  work  to  do, 
and  has  brought  it  to  a  sudden  end.  The  Rev.  James  Sunderland, 
Rector  of  the  parishes  of  Unionville  and  Plymouth,  was  called  away 
by  a  sudden  iUness,  just  about  the  time  of  our  last  Convention;  and 
the  Rev.  Daniel  J.  Burger,  Rector  of  St.  John's,  Cuyahoga  Falls, 
died  recently  and  suddenly  at  Toledo.  They  have  a  uttle  preceded 
us.  The  train  is  hastening  on — we  are  moving  in  it.  The  proces- 
sion has  one  end — always  at  the  grave.  We  shall  soon  be  there. 
The  time  is  short.  It  behoves  us  solemnly  to  realize  how  muck 
work,  how  much  responsibility  is  committed  to  us,  and  how  unlocked 
for  may  come  to  each  of  us  the  call,  "give  an  account  of  thy  stew- 
ardship, for  thou  may  est  be  no  longer  steward."  Hoping  that  our 
brethren,  who  have  recently  received  that  summons,  are  now  at  rest 
with  Christ,  let  it  be  the  consuming  desire  of  our  hearts,  and  our  con- 
tinual effort,  so  to  work,  and  watch,  and  pray,  and  live  by  faith,  that  our 
stewardship  may  be  ready  to  be  handed  in  at  any  hour,  and  our  souls 
ready  to  depart  at  any  moment,  in  the  assured  hope  of  believers, 
trusting  simply  in  ihe  righteousness  of  Christ  for  acceptance  with 
God,  and  having  "  the  earnest  of  the  Spirit  in  our  hearts,"  that  we 
shall  not  be  cast  out. 

Since  we  last  met  together,  I  have  effected  the  change  of  residence 
then  contemplated.  I  removed  my  family  from  Gambier  to  the 
vicinity  of  Cincinnati,  last  October ;  and  since  then  I  have  been  en- 
abled, without  interruption,  to  carry  out  the  intention  with  which  I 
went,  of  preaching  chiefly  in  the  weaker  parishes  and  stations  of  the 
Church  in  Cincinnati.  While  not  absent,  I  have  preached  almost 
every  Sunday  twice,  chiefly  at  Trinity  Church,  Grace  Church,  and 
the  chapel  sustained  by  St.  Paul's  Church,  in  the  suburb  called 
Texas.  I  have  recently  commenced  a  Sunday  afternoon  service,  in 
the  country,  near  my  own  place  of  residence ;  and  this  week,  the 
erection  of  a  neat  church  has  been  commenced,  which,  it  is  expected, 
will  be  completed  before  the  winter.  I  have  delayed  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  parish  there  until  the  whole  effort  shall  hjEive  become  more 
matured. 

The  following  are  the  parishes  which  have  been  visited  since  our 
last  Convention,  viz :  St.  Paul's,  Columbus ;  Christ  Church,  Hud- 
son ;  St.  Luke's,  Granville ;  Trinity  Church,  Newark ;  St.  James', 
Zanesville;  St.  John's,  Lancaster;  St.  Philip's,  Circle ville ;  St.

Christ  Church,  Springfield ;  St.  Paul's,  Cincinnati ;  Christ  Church, 
Cincinnati ;  Trinity  Church, Cincinnati ;  Grace  Church,  Cincinnati ; 
Christ  Church,  Dayton  ;  Trinity  Church,  Troy ;  St.  Paul's,  Green- 
ville ;  St.  James',  Piqua;  St.  John's,  Worthington;  St.  Peter's, 
Delaware;  Grace  Church,  Berkshire r 'Trinity  Church,  Columbus ;

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second  time ;  Grace  Church,  Mansfield ;  St.  James',  Wooster ;  St.

Since  my  last  address  to  the  Convention,  the  following  candidates

Lewis,  J.  W.  Cracraft,  William  Clotworthy,  Thomas  B.  Dooley,  and 
Lewis  Burton  ;  of  whom  one,  viz :  Thomas  B.  Dooley,  was  ordained 
under  the  provisions  of  the  new  canon  in  relation  to  Deacons. 

The  following  have  been  admitted  to  the  Order  of  Presbyters,  viz : 
Rev.  E.  H.  Canfield,  Rev.  J.  Rice  Taylor,  Rev.  Wm.  C.  French, 
and  Rev.  G.  B.  Perty. 

The  number  of  candidates  for  orders  at  present  is  seven,  viz :  R. 
K.  Nash,  A.  D.  Benedict,  R.  S.  Nash,  Tv  S.  Goodwin,  H.  N.  Bishop, 
Eli  Adams,  and  Chandler  Robins. 

It  is  expected  that  the  number  of  candidates  will  be  nearly  or  quite 
doubled  in  the  course  of  a  month  or  two. 

Three  new  churches  have  been  consecrated  during  the  past  year, 
viz  :  St.  Paul's,  Columbus ;  Christ  Church,  Hudson,  and  St.  Paul's, 
Maumee  City.  Five  others  are  expected  to  be  ready  for  consecra- 
tion this  fall. 

There  have  been  received  into  this  Diocese,  by  letters  dimissory 
from  other  Dioceses,  the  Rev.  Lloyd  Windsor,  from  Western  New 
York,  who  has  become  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Cleveland ;  the 
Rev.  Edward  Lounsbery,  from  Kentucky,  who  officiated  for  a  few 
months  as  Missionary  in  the  suburbs  of  Cincinnati ;  the  Rev.  Dudley 
A.  Tyng,  from  New  York,  who  has  taken  chai^  of  Trinity  Church, 
Columbus,  and  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Fitch,  from  Michigan,  who  has  become 
Rector  of  St.  James',  Piqua. 

There  have  left  this  Diocese,  by  letters  dimissory,  the  Rev.  Richard 
Bury,  for  the  Diocese  of  Michigan ;  the  Rev.  Wm.  Fagg,  for  that 
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of  Tennessee  ;  the  Rev.  Robert  S.  Elder,  for  that  of  Michigan,  and 
the  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Burton  for  the  same. 

The  following  changes  have  taken  place  within  the  Diocese :  The 
Rev.  Charles  Arey,  Deacon,  who  took  charge  of  Trinity  Church, 
Toledo,  soon  after  the  last  Convention,  has  recently  resigned  the  same. 
The  Rev.  Abraham  Bronson  has  taken  charge  of  St.  John's,  Wake- 
man,  and  temporarily  of  Trinity  Church,  Lyme.  The  Rev.  J.  T, 
Brooke,  D.  D.,  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  Christ  Church,  Cin- 
cinnati, and  has  become  Professor  of  Pastoral  Divinity  and  Sacnd 
Rhetoric,  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese.  The  Rct. 
John  L.  Bryan  has  been  obliged  by  ill  health  and  the  infirmities  of 
age,  to  cease  from  the  regular  exercise  of  the  ministry,  and  has  r^ 
moved  from  Windsor  to  Granville.  The  Rev.  Lewis  Burton,  recently 
ordained  E^acon,  has  taken  charge  of  St.  John's,  Ohio  City,  vacant 
by  the  resignation  of  ids  brother,  the  Rev.  William  M.  Burton.  The 
Rev.  William  Clotworthy  has  resigned  the  charge  of  a  new  parish 
at  Pomeroy,  not  yet  in  union  with  this  Convention,  and  the  name 
of  which  I  do  not  know.  The  Rev.  J.  W.  Cracrafl  has  taken  charge 
of  the  new  parish  of  Grace  Church,  Mansfield.  The  Rev.  Alexan- 
der F.  Dobb  has  become  Professor  of  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages 
in  Kenyon  College.  The  Rev.  George  W.  Dubois  has  taken  cha^ 
of  Trinity  Church,  Cincinnati.  The  Rev.  Alvah  Guion  has  taken 
charge  of  St.  John's^  Lancaster.  The  Rev.  Levi  L.  HokLen  has  re- 
signed St.  Luke's,  Grailon,  and  Christ  Church,  Penfield^  and  taken 
charge  of  St.  John's,  Cuyahoga  Falls,  vacant  by  the  death  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Burger.  The  Rev.  Charles  F.  Lewis  has  taken  chaige  of 
St.  James',  Boardraan,  and  St.  Stephen's,  Canfield.  The  Rev.  Alert 
T.  McMurphey  has  resigned  St.  John's,  Springfield,  and  taken  charge 
of  St.  Matthew's,  Madison,  and  Zion  Church,  Dresden.  The  Rev. 
Joseph  Mayo  has  resigned  the  charge  of  Christ  Church,  LiverpooL 
The  Rev.  William  Miller  has  taken  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Troy, 
and  St.  Paul's,  Greenville.  The  Rev.  G.  B.  Perry,  D.  D.,  has  taken 
charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Cleveland.  The  Rev.  Ephraim  Punderson  has 
resigned  the  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Lyme.  The  Rev.  George 
B.  Sturges  has  resigned  St.  Matthew's,  Madison,  and  Zion  Church, 
Dresden,  and  remains  in  charge  of  St.  Mark's,  Mill  Cxeek,  The 
Rev.  Oliver  Taylor,  who  took  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Lower  Sandusky, 
soon  after  the  last  Convention,  has  resigned  that  parish  and  become 
Minister  of  St.  Paul's,  Maumee  City.  The  Rev.  George  Thompson 
has  taken  charge  of  St.  James',  Wooster.  The  Rev.  Abraham 
Wheeler  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  John's,  Springfield.  The 
Rev.  Edward  Winthrop  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Luke's,  Ma- 
rietta, and  taken  that  of  St.  Paul's,  Norwalk. 

The  following  new  parishes  have  been  organized  and  duly  Iepo^ 
ted  to  me  according  to  the  Canon,  viz  :  St.  Paul's,  Cleveland  ;  Grace 
Church,  Mansfield,  and  St.  Stephen's,  Canfield. 

I  attended,  in  the  beginning  of  August,  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  CKocese,  and 
the  commencement  of  Kenyon  College,  and  am  happy  to  say  that 
those  institutions  are  not  only  increasing  in  merit,  but  are  also  grow- 
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ing  in  public  estirtiatiori.  The  preparatory  school,  called  Milnor  Hall, 
has  more  than  doubled  the  number  of  its  pupils.  'The  students  in 
the  Theological  Seminary  will  be  probably  more  than  doubled  in 
number  the  next  term.  The  College  is  decidedly  strengthening  its 
character  as  an  institution  of  sound  classical  and  scientific  education  ; 
and  by  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  it  ap- 
peared that  the  expenditures  during  the  last  year,  of  all  kinds,  hare 
been  fully  met  by  the  current  income. 

A  difference  of  opinion  has  arisen  with  reference  to  the  construc- 
tion of  Canon  XV.  of  this  Diocese,  on  the  subject  of  Lay  Discipline, 
which  I  will  briefly  lay  before  you,  in  order  that  you  may  consider 
whether  the  Canon  needs  any  amendment  to  make  its  meaning 
plainer. 

The  diflerence  alluded  to  was  in  the  case  of  a  communicant  who, 
having,  in  company  with  a  number  of  others,  left  the  parish  with 
which  he  had  been  connected,  and  joined  another  recently  organized, 
in  the  same  town;  requested  of  the  Rector  of  the  former,  according  to 
the  second  section  of  the  Canon  referred  to,  a  certificate  that  he  was 
in  good  standing  as  a  communicant,  when  he  changed  his  parochial 
connectioYi.  The  Rector  refused  to  give  the  certificate,  on  the  ground 
that  the  applicant  had  assigned  to  him  as  a  reason  for  wishing  to  leave 
the  parish,  that  "  the  teaching  from  the  pulpit  therein  had  been  er- 
roneous,—^  the  whole  truth  had  not  been  preached."  This  reason 
was  considered  by  the  Rector  as  including  hi^  "  predecessor,  under 
whose  incumbency  the  applicant  had  become  disi^tisfied>"  and  ^per- 
hap8  hitMelfj  "•^- and  this,  together  with  th*  fact  that  his  predecessor 
had  received  from  me  a  letter  dimissory  to  another  diocese,  in  which, 
letter  it  was  certified  that  he  had  not,  so  far  as  Iknew  and  believed, 
been  justly  liable  to  evil  report  for  error  in  religion,  for  three  years 
last  past,  was  the  ground  of  the  refusal  to  give  the  certificate  of  good 
sti(nding  applied  for. 

On  my  receiving  from  the'  layman  who  made  the  application,  a 
formal  complaint  against :  the  Rector,  for  oppressive  )Bidmini8tTation  of 
discipline,  a  correspondence  ensued  between  the  latter  and  myself. 
In  that  correspondence,  the  Rector  stated  that  he  did  not  refuse  the 
certificate  "  by  reason  of  any  thing  affecting  the  moral  and  religious 
character"  of  the  applicant;  that  his  refbsal  was  "not  an  act  of  dia- 
ciplitie,"  nor  was  ** designed  to  aflfect  the  good  standing"  of  the 
apphcant  as  a  coitimunicant  That  he  did  not  understand  the  Canon 
ta  requiring  a  minister  to  furnish  a  certificate  to  every  communicant 
in  good  standing,  who,  under  its  provisions,  should  apply  for  one ; 
but  that  on  the  contrary,  he  understood  the  third  section  of  the  Canon 
as  designed  to  provide  for  the  case  of  a  minister  refusing  to  give  a 
certificate  to  a  commuhicant  in  goad  standing^  and  consequently  al- 
lowing such  refusal.  That  section  provides  that  "if  the  applicant" 
for  admission  to  the  communion  in  another  parish  "  be  unprovided 
with  such  certificate,  and  assign  a  satisfactory,  reason  therefor,  the 
minister  to  whom  he  applies  may  admit  him  as  a  communicant,  pro- 
vided, that  upon  examination  of  the  case,  there  appears  no  iitipedi- 
ment  affecting  his  moral  or  religious  character."

From  this  section  it  was  argued,  that  as  the  being  without  a  ce^ 
tificate  does  not  necessarily  prevent  the  reception  of  an  applicant  to 
the  communion  of  the  parish  which  he  wishes  to  be  united  with, 
(provisicm  being  made  for  his  reception  by  the  minister,  under  cer- 
tain circumstances;)  therefore,  a  certificate  may  be  canonically  re- 
fused, at  the  discretion  of  a  minister,  for  reasons  having  no  conneeiion 
with  the  good  standing  of  a  commtmicant, 

I  have  no  id^a  that  such  a  construction  is  at  all.  justified  by  tbe 
words  of  the  Canon,  or  was  designed  to  be  conveyed.  But  as  I  con- 
sider nothing  to  be  unimportant  which  in  any  degree  affects  the 
privileges  or  standing  of  communicants,  and  as  one  Rector  has  so  in- 
terpreted the  Canon  as  to  place  the  privileges  of  a  comoiunicant  in 
suoh  jeopardy  as  nothing  but  his  well  known  standing,  without  a 
certificate,  relieved  him  itom ;'  and  as  the  Rector  alluded  to  infonned 
me  that  his  construction  of  the  Canon  was  "  held  by  others  of  the 
clergy  with  whom  he  had  conversed,"  I  have  thought  it  expedient  to 
call  your  attention  thereto,  that  if  the  design  and  meaning  of  the 
Canon  be  not  already  sufiiciently  plain,  they  may  be  made  so. 

I  wish  here  to  say  a  few  words  concerning  mv  ofHcial  relation  to 
the  institution  known  by  the  name  of  the  General  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Sunday  School  Union.  You  are  aware  that,  by  the  Constitution 
of  that  institution,  our  Bishops  are  ex  officio  Vice  Presidents,  Mana* 
gers,  and  have  a  scat  in  the  Executive  Committee.  All  the  publica- 
tions of  the  Society  are  hence  regarded  as  having  indirectly,  at  least, 
their  sanction.  There  is  also  a  wide-spread  impression,  deriyed 
from  the  name  of  the  institution,  that  hke  the  Greneral  Theological  Sem- 
inary, and  the  Foreign  and  Domestic  Missionary  Society,  it  is  pro- 
perly a  Church  institution  —  one  which  the  GJeneral  Convention  es- 
tablished—or over  which  the  legislation  of  the  Church,  through  its 
Conventions,  has  a  power  of  control,  and  to  which  the  Bishops  have 
been  attached,  in  their  present  relation,  by  an  authority  very  dif- 
ferent from  that  of  a  mere  voluntary  association.  Hence  the  im- 
pression is  a  very  natural  one,  and  very  common,  that  the  teaching  of 
the  Church  is  found  in  the  books  of  the  Sunday  School  Union. 

I  trust  this  Convention  does  not  need  to  be  informed  that  what  is 
called  the  General  Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union  is  not, 
in  any  such  sense,  a  Church  institution  —  that  it  has  never  come  un- 
der the  control  of  any  representative  body  of  the  Church  —  that  its 
proceedings  are  wholly  independent  of  any  jurisdiction  but  its  own. 
The  Bishops  were  brought  into  their  present  rebtion  to  it  by  pre- 
cisely the  same  right  that  any  association  of  persons,  for  any  object, 
would  have  to  make  them  partakers  of  its  responsibility,  by  making 
them  ex-officio,  its  directors.  It  is  the  General  Protestant  Episcopd 
Sunday  School  Union,  only  because  it  has  assumed  that  name,  and 
has  become  known  under  that  name,  and  no  other  institution  has  cho- 
sen to  take  it.  But,  in  point  of  right,  any  other  association  of  Epis- 
copalians, for  similar  objects,  would  be  equally  entitled  to  call  itself 
the  General  Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union. 

But  of  this  Society  I  am  a  Manager.  I  came  into  such  connection 
therewith,  simply  because  those  private  individuals  who  framed  the 
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constiturion  chose  to  say,  in  that  instrument,  that  so  it  should  be. 
But,  as  is  the  case  with  almost  if  not  all  the  other  Bishops,  I  have  in- 
directly consented  to  the  provision  by  acting  in  the  place  assigned 
me.  Some  four  times,  while  I  have  been  in  the  Episcopate,  I  have 
attended  business  meetings  of  the  society ;  and  thus  I  must  be  con- 
sidered as  coming  in  for  a  share  of  the  responsibility  of  its  publica- 
tions. And  this  is  my  trouble.  I  have  seen  in  the  later  issues  of  its 
press  much  that  I  regard  as  erroneous  and  injurious  doctrine,  besides 
much  that  is  in  my  view  objectionable  in  other  respects,  while  I  have 
seen  httle,  compared  with  the  amount  of  publication,  that  I  could  cor- 
dially approve  of  as  worthy  of  the  press  of  the  Greneral  Protestant 
Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union.  The  two  excellent  letters  addressed 
by  Bishop  Meade  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  express  my  mind  on 
that  head. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  have  long  considered  what  I  ought 
to  do.  It  is  a  matter  of  no  Httle  personal  importance  that,  uiitil  I  pub- 
licly disclaim  all  responsibility  for  the  future  pubhcations  of  the 
Society,  and  refuse  hereafter  to  take  part  in  its  proceedings,  I  must 
be  considered  as  lending  my  name  and  influence  to  the  promotion  of 
their  circulation,  and  as  bearing  a  part  in  the  responsibihty  for  what- 
ever they  may  be.     What  then  shall  I  do  ? 

If  this  Society  were  properly  a  church  institution,  like  the  General 
Missionary  Society,  the  case  would  be  diflerent.  I  might  feel  it  my 
duty  to  hold  my  place  and  act  m  it,  under  any  circumstances,  and  to 
make  much  sacrifice  of  time  and  convenience  that  I  might  act  effi- 
ciently. And  the  case  would  be  different  could  I  suppose  that,  by 
continuing  in  my  present  relation  to  this  Society,  I  should  be  able  to 
exert  any  eflfective  influence  in  obtaining  a  satisfactory  purgation  of 
its  past  publications,  and  in  securing  the  proper  character  of  the  fu- 
ture. But  this  is  not  to  be  anticipated,  considering  my  distance  from 
the  place  of  its  business,  not  to  speak  of  other  impediments  which 
need  not  be  particularized.  The  disrespectful  manner  in  which 
Bishop  Meade's  late  courteous  and  dispassionate  attempt  to  point  out 
certain  errors  which  in  his  judgment  the  later  publications  of  the  So- 
ciety contain,  has  been  treated,  and  that  too  by  one  who  is  very  nearly 
and  constantly  connected  with  its  operations,  aflfbrds  a  pretty  plain  indi- 
cation that  however  convenient  the  names  of  Bishops  may  be  in  giving 
cpuntenance  and  currency  to  its  books,  their  close  supervision  of  the 
doctrines  taught  therein  may  easily  become  disagreeable,  and  may 
easily  be  treated  as  intrusive  and  assuming. 

Taking  all  things  into  consideration,  I  have  concluded  that  as  a 
merely  voluntary  institution  has  no  right  to  link  me  in  its  responsibility 
without  my  consent,  I  shall  no  longfer  consent  to  bear  any  part  of  the 
iiesponsibility  of  this  Society.  I  have  made  up  my  mind  to  take  no 
more  part  in  its  proceedings,  and  to  withdraw  from  all  further  con- 
nection as  officer  and  member.  And  I  have  seen  no  way  by  which 
I  could  make  this  known  to  such  as  are  concerned,  so  proper  as  to 
say  what  I  have  said  to  the  Convention  of  my  Diocese. 

In  almost  every  address  I  have  made  to  the  Contention  of  the 
Diocese,  I  have  lelt  the  necessity  of  urging  upon  the  clergy  and 
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laity  a  more  earnest  attention  to  the  duty  of  propagating  the  gospel 
by  missionary  labor,  and  of  the  clergy's  making  that  duty  a  promi- 
nent subject  of  their  instructions  to  their  people.  I  do  not  feel  dis- 
charged from  that  necessity  yet.  On  the  contrary,  brethren,  I  deeply 
feel  now  far  behind  our  duty  we  are  in  this  whole  matter — how  little 
is  done  by  our  people  compared  with  what  ought  to  be  done,  and 
might  be  done,  to  sustain  missionary  labors  in  our  own  diocese,  and 
to  help  the  cause  of  missions  abroad.  I  wish  I  could  draw  the  at- 
tention of  the  clergy  in  this  Convention  to  a  more  earnest  ccmsiden- 
tion  of  this  subject,  than  I  hare  ever  yet  been  able  to  obtain.  There 
is  a  most  vital  connection  between  diocesan  prosperity  in  vital  re- 
ligion and  an  earnest,  active  zeal  in  the  diocese  Tor  the  propagation 
of  the  gospel,  as  there  is  between  individual  piety  and  individual 
zeal  and  self-denial  for  the  glory  of  God.  The  prayer  of  David: 
"  Create  in  me  a  clean  heart,  and  renew  a  right  spirit  within  me," 
stands  nearly  connectied  in  point  of  place,  and  most  vitally  in  point 
of  principle,  with  his  declaration :  "  thm  will  1  teach  trtmsgrtsson 
TTiy  way 8 J  and  sinners  shall  be  converted  tmto  Thee.^*  There  is 
another  expression  of  the  same  connection:  "I  will  run  the  ways 
of  Thy  commandments  when  Thou  hast  enlarged  my  heart.*'  A 
heart  enlarged  by  the  grace  of  God,  will— must— be  diligent  in  his 
commandments ;  and  what  commandment  of  Grod  is  there  more  bind- 
ing than  that  of  our  Master  and  Head,  that  his  Gospel  should  be 
preached^  to  every  creature,  and,  consequently,  that  his  Church 
should  be  alive  with  earnest  zeal  to  have  it  so? 

Whence  comes  it  that  so  Httle  comes  from  our  parishes  for  mis- 
sionary labor  —  that  the  hands  of  our  Diocesan  Missionary  Commit- 
tee so  hang  down*— that  the  increase  of  our  missions  is  so  impossible— 
that  the  sniall  stipends  to  the  missionaries  have  to  be  so  slowly  paid ! 
I  cannot  conclude  this  address  without  urging  on  you,  my  brethren, 
that  this  subject  may  receive  from  you  a  more  serioua  and  solema 
consideration  than  ever,  in  order  that  some  measures  may  be  institu- 
ted to  bring  up  our  {/arishes  nearer  to  their  duty,  as  a  Christian  peo- 
ple, in  this  great  matter. 

May  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  our  Grod  be  with  you  in  your  present 
work.

Besolve'd,  That  the  spirit  of  the  resolutions  on  page  20  of  the 
Journal  of  the  last  Convention  be  so  extended,  in  reference  to  the 
parishes  then  delinquent,  as  to  cover  the  time  "up  to  the  giving  in  of 
the  Treasurer's  Report  at  the  present  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  E.  H.  Gumming, 

Resolved^  That  the  election  for  delegates  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion be  held  on  to-morrow  afternoon  at  3  o'cl(]k:k,  and  to  that  end  a 
committee  be  appointed  to  nominate  catididates  therefor. 

Jtey.  Dr.  Brooke  proposed  the  following  preamble  and  reso- 
lutions, which  were,  on  motion,  laid  on  the '  table,  and  made 
the  order  of  the  day  for  to-morrow  moriiing,  at  9  o'clock : 

Whereas,  the  Church  has  been,  for  several  years,  seriously  dis- 
turbed by  a  system  of  doctrine  essentially  RoQiish,  called  *»Trac- 
•  tarianism,"  which  has  been  from  time  to  time  ably  and  faithfully 
exposed  in  the  Episcopal  charges  and  other  more  extended  publi- 
cations of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese':  And  whereas,  the  open 
perversion  to  Romanism,  within  the  last  three  years,  of  the  chief 
j)ropagalor  and  ablest  advocate  of  the  said  system,  with  a  consider- 
able number  of  its  adherents,  in  England  and  this  country,  leaves 
no  reasonable  doubt  of  its  fatal  tendency :  And  whereas,  there  is 
reason  to  believe  that  the  leayen  of  the  said  heresy  is  still  working 
its  .mischievous  and  corrupting  effects  upon  the  d,octrinal  purity 
and  praxiticai  piety  of  the  church :  We,  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  Ohio,  deem  it  fight,  expedient,  and  consistent  with  our 
heretofore  uniform,  decided  and  avowed  opposition  to  th^  aforesaid 
heresy,  to  reiterate  and  respectfully  rcpubhsh  our  sentiments 
respecting  the  same,  in  the  two  following  brief  and  general  resolu- 
tions :    > 

Resolved,^  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Convention,  it  is  the 
solemn  duty  of  every  true  and  consistent  Protestant  Episcopal 
Churchman,  to  oppose,  in  every  appropriate  position,  and  by  all  pro- 
per means,  all  the  essential  and  distinguishing  features  of  that  system 
of  error  which  is  known  by  the  name  **  Tractarianism." 

Resolved,  That  our  delegates  to  the  next  General  Convention,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  instructed  to  confer  with  the  delegates  to  that 
body  from  other  dioceses,  who  are  opposed  to  Tractarian  errors,  and 
to  take  such  action  against  the  same  as  such  a  consultation  may  in- 
dicate to  be  wise  and  expedient. 

On  motion  of  R^v.  Pres.  Bronson, 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  the 
subject  of  missions  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  till  to-morrow  morn- 
ing at  9  o'clock. 
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Friday,  Sept.  10,  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  Convention  met,  and  after  devotional  services  proceeded 
to  business.

Upon. the  apphcatlon  of  .any  oommunictnt  not  under 
ecclesiastical  censure,  to  'the  mihister  of  his  parish,  or  in  case  there 
he  no  minister,  to  the  senior,  or  in  his  ahsence  the  junior  warden,  for 
that  purpose,  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  "such  minister  6r  warden  to  give 
such  applicant  a  certificate  of  good  standing  as  a  communicant.  And 
no  communicant  of  one  parish  ^hall  be  *  admitted  to  record  as  a  com- 
municant in  any  other,  without  producing  satisfactory  testimonials  of 
being  a  communicant  in  good  standing,  to  the  minister  of  the  parish 
with  which  he  or  she  may  wish  to  unite.  But  in  case  such  minister 
or  warden  shall,  in  consequence  of  the  applicant  being  under  censure, 
refuse  to  giVe  such  certificate,  he  shall  give  to  the  applicant  the  rea- 
sons for  his  refusal  in  i^riting.!'  I.  DILLE,  Chairman.

The  Missionary  and  Education  Committee  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Missions : 

The  Missionary  and  Education  Committee  respectfully  report  to 
the  Convention,  that,  during  the  year,  eight  missionaries  have  been 
laboring  under  the  appointment  of  this  committee,  as  follows  :     Rev. 
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Mr.  Wheeler,  at  SpringfielJ,  Jefferson  county ;  Rev.  J.  R.  Taylor, 
at  Milan  and  Wakeman ;  Rev.  O.  Taylor,  at  Lower  Sandusky ;  Rev, 
A.  Guion,  at  Lancaster;  Rev.  Mr.  Clot  worthy,  at  Peninsula, 
Summit  county;  Rev.  Mr.  Brj-an,  at  Windsor;  Rev.  Mr.  Gray,  at 
Cross  Creek,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Hoiden,  at  Grafton  and  Penfield.  Rev, 
Messrs.  Guion  and  J.  R.  Taylor,  have  been  supported  by  the  con- 
vocations to  which  they  belong. 

Of  the  others,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Bryan,  Clotworthy,  O.  Taylor, 
and  Hoiden,  have,  at  different  times  during  the  year,  resigned  their 
appointments ;  and  on  the  first  of  January  last,  the  parish  at  Milan 
became  self-supporting. 

The  amount  of  the  appropriations  to  the  missionaries  during  the 
year  has  been  seven  hundred  and  ninety  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 
Not  all  of  this,  however,  is  payable,  on  account  of  the  resignation  of 
some  of  the  missionaries. 

The  operations  of  the  committee,  however,  and  of  course  the  re- 
port required  of  them,  constitute  but  a  small  part  of  the  efforts  made 
by  this  Diocese  in  the  extension  of  the  Church.  The  Northwestern 
Convocation  have  labored  with  praiseworthy  zeal  in  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Church  at  Milan  and  Mansfield;  and  the  Scioto  Convo- 
cation have,  with  equal  zeal,  supported  a  missionary  at  Lancaster, 
and  conducted  missionary  operations  in  other  places ;  and  efforts  have 
also  been  made  at  Cincinnati,  and  perhaps  other  places,  to  estabhsh 
the  Church  in  their  vicinity. 

Appropriations  have  also  been  m^ide  to  six  beneficiaries,  to  the 
amount  of  $222  50 ;  all  of  whom  are  pursuing  their  studies  at  Gram- 
bier.  Four  of  them  are  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  two  pre- 
paring for  college.  ' 

One  of  the  above  is  supported  by  a  single  individual,  at  Ports- 
mouth, and  the  greater  part  of  a  scholarship  has  been  raised  in  Mt. 
Vernon. 

It  would  be  desirable  that,  as  far  as  practicable,  individuals  or 
parishes  should  assume  the  support,  each,  of  a  beneficiary.  An  ac- 
quaintance and  bond  of  union  might  thus  be  formed  between  the 
giver  and  receiver,  which  would  afford  lasting  pleasure  and  interest 
to  both. 

Nor  is  what  is  done  through  the  committee  all  that  is  doing  in  be- 
half of  education  for  the  ministry.  A  few  pious  youriff  men  in  this 
Diocese,  who  have  means  of  their  own,  are  studying  with  a  view  to 
the  ministry,  and  five  are  now  in  college  who  are  paying  their  way 
partly  through  facihties  afforded  by  officers  of  the  institutions  at 
Gambier. 

By  the  two  agents  appointed  last  summer,  tvVenty-one  churches 
were  visited  and  funds  collected  to  the  amount  of  $312,  and  pledges 
for  five  years  to  the  amount  of  $295. 

Now,  upon  this  statement  of  the  efforts  that  have  been  made,  it 
must  be  evident  to  all,  that  much  more  might  be  and  ought  to  be  done. 
What  is  needed,  however,  must  be  clear  to  all ;  but  the  spirit  to  do  it 
must  come  from  above.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  presented  the  follow- 
ing report : 

The  Committee  on  Missions  beg  leave  to  rfeport:— That  they  have 
examined  the  various  documents  submitted  to  them,  and  given  to  the 
subject  such  attention  as  the  nature  of  the  case  would  allow.  They 
take  pleasure  in  being  able  to  state  that  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
has  done  belter  during  the  last  year  than  the  year  previous.  About 
six  hundred  dollars  more  have  been  paid  into  the  treasury  than  was 
paid  last  year,  which  they  trust  may  be  set  down  as  evidence  of  in- 
creased attention  to  and  interest  in  the  great  subject  of  missions. 
Still  they  regret  to  say  that  the  committee  are  in  debt  some  four 
hundred  dolkrs,  to  beneficiaries  and  others,  which  ought  soon  to  be 
paid.  This  certainly  indicates  that  the  Church,  though  improving, 
has  not  yet  reached  the  measure  of  her  duty,  at  least  with  reference 
to  the  matter  of  pecuniary  contribution.  No  doubt  much  has  been 
done  by  parishes  and  individuals,  the  results  of  which  do  not  appear 
in  any  report,  and  which  will  not  perhaps  appear  till  the  last  final 
report  is  made  at  the  bar  of  God,  vtrhen  every  work  shall  be  brought 
into  judgment,  whether  it  be  good  or  bad.  Still  it  cannot  be  doubted 
that  there  is  a  lamentable  want  of  zeal  and  interest  amongst  us  upon 
this  great  subject.  Multitudes  of  parishes  in  our  Diocese  are  lan- 
guishing for  the  want  of  an  ambassador  of  heaven  to  break  to  them 
the  bread  of  life.    In  multitudes  more  the  Church  might  be  estab- 
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lished,  and  the  ministrations  of  the  gospel  thus  be  extended  to  those 
who  need  them,  if  we  only  had  missionaries  (and  the  money  to  sus- 
tain them)  to  send  them.  Now,  why  this  deficiency — why  this  lack 
of  interest  ?  Why  must  the  Church  be  compelled,  from  year  to 
year,  to  go  a  begging  ?  Why  must  she,  as  it  were,  get  down  upon 
her  knees  and  beg  of  her  children  to  have  mercy  upon  the  perish- 
ing ?  Undoubtedly  it  is  for  the  want  of  the  love  of  Christ  and  the 
precious  souls  for  which  he  has  died.  It  i&  because  the  flame  of  de- 
votion on  the  altar  of  our  hearts  is  not  kept  burning.  If  we  could 
all  say  with  the  blessed  Apostle,  the  love  of  Christ  constraineth  us, 
there  wpuld  be  no  deficiency  either  of  money  or  laborers.  Our  love 
has  grown  cold.  It  is  to  be  feared  we  have  become  and  are  becoming 
more  and  more  worldly  minded.  Every  man  seeketh  his  own — not 
the  good  of  others  and  the  glory  of  God.  It  is  sad  to  think  so ;  but 
so  it  is.  It  is  a  humiliating  confession,  but  it  must  be  made.  And 
where  is  the  remedy  ?  There  must  be  more  prayer.  There  mufit 
be  a  deeper  work  of  grace.  The  clergy  must  preach' more  upon  the 
subject.  The  great  duty  of  self-consecration  must  be  pressed  home 
upon  the  hearts  and  consciences  of  every  disciple  of  Christ.  But 
your  committee  cannot  forget  that  there  is  a  most  important  recipro- 
cal influence  between  habit  and  principle.  An  Apostle  has  said, 
with  reference  to  the  Patriarch  Abraham,  "seest  thou  how  faith 
wrought  with  His  works,  and  by  work^  was  faith  made  perfect?" 
Faith  is  indeed  the  gift  of  Grod;  but  it  is  of  no  consequence  unless  it 
is  strengthened  and  perfected  by  action.  It  is  so  with  any  virtue  of 
the  Christian  character.  It  is  specially  the  case  with  the  grace  of 
Christian  charity.  There;  mustbe  a  habit  of  benevolence ;  and  in 
order  to  the  cultivation  of  this  habit  you  must  have  some  system. 
You  must  give  the  current  a  definite,  fixed  channel.  You  must  have 
a  definite  object  to  aim  at,  and  specific  means  and  prescribed  ways 
for  accomplishing  it.  Look  at  the  Romanists — see  what  an  advan- 
tage they  have  over  us  in  this  respect.  Systematic  benevolent  con- 
tribution is  with  them  a  matter  of  binding,  religious  obligation.  They 
are  all  expected,  as  a  matter  of  course,  to  give,  and  to  give  according 
to  their  ability.  None  so  poor  amongst  them,  unless  actual  paupers, 
that  do  not  give  something;  and  it  is  given  regularly  and  statedly, 
and  it  can  be  depended  upon.  It  may  in  any  case  amount  to  a  small 
sum,  but  it  is  according  to  the  ability  of  the  givers,  and  it  is  fixed — 
certain ;  and  those  who  have  the  management  of  the  funds  know 
beforehand  what  they  can  do.  The  Methodists,  too,  might  be  cited 
as  an  instance  of  the  advantage  of  having  a  system  of  contributioa 
for  benevolent  objects.  But  your  committee  befieve  the  principle 
will  not  be  doubled  by  any  member  of  this  Convention.  The  ad- 
vantages of  such  a  system  must  be  obvious  to  any  one  who  has  ever 
given  it  a  moment's  thought.  Our  object  now  is  not  so  much  to  ad- 
vocate the  adoption  of  such  a  system,  as  to  make  some  suggestions 
that  may  serve  to  give  shape  and  definiteness  to  the  action  of  the 
Diocese  upon  the  subject  of  missions ;  and  in  the  first  place  it  is  the 
deep  and  solemn  conviction  of  the  committee  that  the  field  of  our 
first  care  and  deepest  interest  should  be  our  own  Diocese.  They 
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would  repeat  the  sentiment  uttered  by  the  committee  last  year: 
**  That  this  is  the  portion  of  the  vineyard  in  which  the  Master  hath 
placed  us  .to  labor,  and  which  we  are  hound  by  every  consideration  of 
duty,  and  interest,  and  propriety,  most  fully  and  thoroughly  to  culti- 
vate." Not  that  we  should  entirely  oeglect  others,  but  that  we 
should  take  care  of  our  own  heathen  first ;  and  then,  when  we  have 
applied  their  necessities,  go  abroad  in  search  oif  other  objects  of 
charity.  For  the  accorafplishment  of  this  object  the  comjnitteie  would 
recommend  the  revival  where  necessaryv  and  a  more  thorough  car- 
rying out,  in  all  the  districts^  of  the  system  of  convocations,  which 
was  adopted  a  few  years  ago.  Much  has  been  done  in  this  way  of 
which  we  may  well  be  glad — for  which  multitudes  will  have  cause 
to  praise  God  forever.  Much  more  might  be  done,  would,  the  clergy 
but  interest  themselves  in  the  work,  and  be  willing  to  make  the 
necessary  sacrifices.  It  is  hoped  that  none  of  our  parishes  who  have 
the  stated  means  of  grace,  will  be  unwilling  to  allow  their  Rectors  to 
spend  at  least  a  few  Sundays  in  missionary  labor. 

In  conclusion,  the  committee  would  propose  the  following  resolu- 
tions, which  they  hope  will  not  only  be  adopted  here  in  Convention, 
but  acted  upon  when  we  all  return  to  our  parishes : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  every  parish  in 
the  Diocese,  where  it  has  not  already  been  done,  to  adopt  some  plan 
of  regular,  stated,  sjrstematic  contribution  for  missionary  objects. 

Reaolvedy  That,  it  be  also  earnestly. recommended  to  the  clergy 
and  parishes  of  the  Diocese,  to  make  a  remittahco'  to  the  Missionary 
and  Education  Committee,  at  least  once  a  quarter^  say  on  the  first  of 
the  months  of  January,  April,  July  and  October. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  also  earnestly  recommended  to  the  clergy  and 
parishes  of  the  Diocese,  to  forward  all  moneys  collected  for  domestic 
missions  to  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee  of  the  Diocese, 
with  the  understanding  that  if  .there  should  be  more  than  enough  to 
supply  the  wants  of  the  Diocese,  the  surplus  shall  be  forwarded  by 
the  committee  to  the  Secretary  and  Greneral  Agent  of  the  I>omestic 
Committee  in  New  York,  .

That  parish  hu 
erected  a  very  neat  and  coidmodioiis  house  of  worship,  which  they  hare 
authorized  mo  to  report  as  nearly  ready  for  consecration.

During  1836  and  '37  the  Rev.  S.  A.  Bronson  labored  in  Lancaster  and  Som- 
erset, and  organized  a  parish  embracing  the  /riends  of  the  Church  in  both 
towns.  He  resigned  the  parish  Dec.  5,  1837,  leaving  eight  communicants  in 
Lancaster.  From  that  time  to  October  last,  it  being  nearly  eleven  years,  the 
pdrish  remained  vacant.  Of  the  twenty^four  persons  who  then  attached  their 
names  to  the  article  of  association,  only  two  were  to  be  found  when  |  came 
to  Lancast<^r  las^  October;  and!  of  the  eight  communicants  but  one  remained. 

The  parish  has,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  been  reorganized  under  the  narqe 
of  St.  John's  Church,  Lancaster,  and  on  Easter  Monday  last  a  Vestry  was 
elected.  Durinor  the  winter  the  Town  Hall  over  the  Market  House  served 
us  a9  a  place  fcnr  public  worship;  the  past  summer  divine  services  have  been 
conducted  in  the  Court  House.  The  congregation  has  been  encouragingly 
large.  A  Sunday  School  has  been  commenced  dnder  the  direction  and  su- 
perintendence of  the  Reotor ;  and  an  excellent  library  of  100  volumes,  from  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union,  h^s  been  kindly  and  generously 
presented  by  the  friends  of  this  good  cause  in  New  York. 

After  much  private  consultation  with  the  friends  of  the  Church  in  Lancas- 
ter, and  prayer  that  God  would  assist  and  bless  our  undertaking,  a  subscrip- 
tion paper  was  started  on  the  first  day  of  April,  to  see  what  could  be  obtained 
towards  the  purchase  of  a  lot,  and  the  erection  thereon  of  an  Episcopal 
Church.  The  response  of  the  good  people  of  Lancaster  was  prompt  and  lib- 
eral. In  a  short  time  our  subscriptions  amounted  to  about  $2,000 ;  to  which 
the  ladies,  with  their  needles,  the  kindness  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension, 
New  Yori,  and  the  help  of  a  Fair,  added  $300  more. 

Oa  the  20th  day  of  May,  a  corner  lot,  the  best  location  for  a  church  in  to'vn, 
was  purchased  for  $GG7.  On  the  Idth  day  of  August,  the  corner  stone  of  St. 
John's  Church,  Lancaster,  to  be  6X  feet  by  41,  was  laid  by  me,  with  religious 
services,  the  Rev.  James  B.  Britton  and  the  Rev.  Charles  B.  Stout  being  pre- 
sent and  assisting.  This  Church,  the  walls  of  which  are  now  rising,  will  be 
a  good  specimen  of  Gothic  architecture.  .Boolcs  for  the  chancel,  consisting  of 
very  neat  and  superior  copies  of  the  Holy  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  for  the 
desk,  a  Bible  for  the  pulpit,  and  Prayer  Book  for  the  communion  table,  have 
been  presented  to  the  Rector  by  Christian  friends  in  Philadelphia. 

Besides  niy  labors  in  Fairfield  county,  I  have  visited  families  of  the  Church 
and  preached  in  the  counties  of  Perry,  Morgan,  Athens,  Jackson  and  Hock- 
ing; and  baptized  two  children  in  Rushville,  three  in  Somerset  and  one  in 
McConnellsville.  Churches  cou)d  soon  be  estabfished  in  Athens  and  Me* 
Connellsville. 

Christmas  was  spent  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Chillicothc,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
Bishop's  visit  to  that  parish;  presented  a  candidate,  the  Rev,  T.  B.  Dooley, 
for  Deacon*s  Orders,  and  united  in  the  laying  on  of  hands  in  the  admission  to 
the  Hohr  Order  of  Priests  of  the  Rev.  W.  C,  French.  I  have  also  attended 
interesting  meetings  of  the  Scioto  Convocation  at  ChillicotHe,  Circleville  and 
Portsmouth.  Besides  which  1  have  since  the  last  Convention  preached  sev- 
eral timetf  in  the  Dioceses  of  New  York  and  Massachusetts.

Three  zealous  individuals  having  provided  a  lot  of  one  acre,  another  member 
made  a  donation  of  a  building,  30  by  22,  which  was  moved  upon  the  provided 
site,  a  porch  attached  thereto,  and  the  whole  appropriately  altered,  improved, 
and  fitted  up  for  divine  worship.  A  young  man  of  the  congregation  (the 
organist)  has  donated  the  organ ;  and  the  aisles  and  chancel  are  in  the  process 
of  being  covered  with  carpeting.  The  congregation,  beside  this,  have  built 
a  shed  and  wood-house, —  fenced  and  graded  the  lot.  Appropriately  painted 
and  finished,  the  whole  presents  a  chaste  and  inviting  retreat  to  those  who 
love  to  retire  from  the  exciting  scenes  of  the  world  to  offer  up  prayer  and 

S raise  to  God.  Besides  one  third  of  my  time  on  Sundays,  the  Church  has 
een  oflen  open  for  prayers,  either  with  or  without  a  sermon,  on  the  festivals 
and  fasts.  Holy  Communion  celebrated  nine  times*  Lay-reading  alwajs 
supplies  the  lack  of  clerical  services  on  Sunday.  God  grant  that  many  souls 
may  here  be  renewed,  to  live  for  the  Redeemer  of  souls.

The  members  of  this  rural  parish,  mostly  originally  from  the  Church  in 
Connecticut,  have  held  on  in  the  even  tenor  of  their  way,  in  the  old  paths, 
"  in  quietness  and  confidence,"  looking  for  the  harvest  as  the  Lord  may  will 
in  His  own  good  time.  Although  it  is  a  scattered  population,  and  the  parish 
small,  (several  Church  families  preferring  to  retain  their  connection  with  a 
parish  in  an  adjoining  town,)  yet  they  have  not  failed  to  meet  on  the  Lord's 
day  for  lay-reading,  nor  to  meet  their  obligations  to  the  Church  as  stewards  of 
the  Lord.  One-third  of  my  time  has  been  spent  in  this  parish.  The  Holy 
Communion  has  been  administered  seven  times,  and  once  to  a  sick  communi- 
cant in  private.

To  the  scattered  members  of  this  parish  I  have  attempted  to  be  a  shepherd 
the  year  past,  as  follows :  In  the  Church  near  the  village  I  have  officiated 
four  Sundays  in  morning  and  evening  services.  Six  times  1  have  held  a  third 
service,  and  one  or  two  other  days  I  have  also  officiatea.  And  one  funeral 
service  has  been  held  in  a  house  of  worship  in  the  village.  1  have  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion  once  in  the  Church  and  once  in  the  sick  room.  Remo- 
vals and  death  have  reduced  this  parish,  yet  there  are  indications  of  a  reviving 
state.     1  trust  they  may  not  end  in  disappointment. 

In  the  town  of  Geneva,  in  a  school  house  near  Mill's  Centre,  I  officiated 
most  of  the  year  one  sixth  of  my  time,  holding  a  third  service  at  the  Church, 
distant  four  miles.  Seven  Sundays  were  spent  here  ;  and  here  were  the  four 
children  baptized,  in  the  above  report  for  the  parish.  The  refnoval  of  two 
Church  families,  including  five  communicants,  rendered  it  inexpedient  to  keep 
up  separate  services.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted,  that  the  excellent  families 
of  this  town  are  so  far  from  their  parish  church,  St.  Michael's,    Unionville  . 

I  have  also  spent  one  Sunday,  and  twice  held  a  third  service  in  a  school 
house  in  the  vicinity  of  Mr.  J.  Ransom's  Factory,  about  four  miles  from  the 
Church.  Mrs.  Ransom  being  a  communicant  in  St.  Michael's,  with  a  few 
others,  express  a  strong  desire  for  services  at  this  point.  The  result  remains 
to  be  seen.  

St.  Paul's,  Hartsgrove. — Nine  Sunday  services  have  been  given  to  this 
feeble  parish.  One  communicant  has  died,  and  one  has  removed.  Whether 
there  are  more  than  two  remaining  I  am  unable  to  say.  A  Sunday  School  of 
near  30  pupils  is  kept  up  by  the  people  of  the  neighborhood,  of  which  Mr. 
Bill,  who  reads  the  service  every  two  weeks,  is  the  Superintendent.  There 
are  a  few  families  here  quite  anxious  to  enjoy  the  services  of  the  Church,  and 
were  there  means  to  sustain  a  Missionary  for  this,  Rome  and  Windsor,  I 
should  rejoice.  But  1  have  no  assurance  much  could  be  relied  on  from  the 
parishes.  

St.  Peter's,  Rome. — I  have  held  evening  service  in  this  parish  four  times. 
They  have  a  desirable  Church  enclosed  and  neatly  painted — a  beautiful  mon- 
ument of  the  zeal  of  one  who  has  long  loved  **  Christ  and  his  Church." 
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Would  that  the  people  might  find  it  in  their  hearts  to  finish  the  interior  before 
Father  Crowell  departs  to  enter  on  the  possession  of  his  **  house  not  made 
with  hands."  _ 

Thus  during  the  year,  travelling  to  and  fro,  I  have  read  the  services  143 
times,  and  preached  136.  1  have  administered  the  Holy  Communion  17  times 
publicly,  and  twice  privately  to  the  sick.  I  have  baptized  1  adult  and  7  chil- 
dren ;  married  8  couple,  and  officiated  at  5  burials.

It  will  be  seen  by  this  statement  that  the  parish  has  much  to  encourage  it 
in  point  of  pecuniary  effort,  as  it  has  not  at  any  previous  time  borne  so  favor- 
able a  report  in  Convention.  The  parish  seems  willing  and  ready  to  do  all  that 
is  in  its  power.  It  has  had  to  struggle  along  through  difficulties  and  discoar- 
agements  of  which  the  diocese  has  not  been  generally  aware.  As  regards 
truly  sound  and  evangelical  piety,  and  a  strict  adherence  to  the  **  old  paths  " 
of  the  Church,  neither  tending  to  the  one  extreme  of  casting  aside  the  ordi- 
nances and  external  means  of  grace,  nor  yet  to  the  other  of  holding  fast  to 
these  as  the  chief  and  only  requisites,  there  is  also  a  good  degree  of  evidence. 
Canfield,  which  is  five  miles  distant  from  the  original  parish  at  Boardman, 
has  recently  taken  the  necessary  steps  for  its  organization  into  a  separate  par- 
ish, and  expects  to  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Diocese  at  this  Convention. 
I'here  has  been  manifested  in  this  place  a  decidedly  growing  preference  for  the 
services  of  the  Church,  and  there  is  at  this  time  much  interest  felt  for  securing 
a  continuance  of  the  services.  The  congregations  are  large  and  regulaf  in 
their  attendance. 


MISSION  CHAPEL  OF  ST.  PAUL'S,  CINCINNATI:  — REV.  ED-

The  official  services  which  I  have  to  report  to  the  Bishop  during  my  connec- 
tion with  the  Mission  Chapel  of  St  Paul's,  inaddition  to  the  regular  services 
of  the  Sabbath,  are  confined  to  1  adult  baptism,  4  funerals  and  5  marrisges.

I  have 
also  spent  one  Sunday  at  Newton  Falls,  and  baptized  one  child.

He  commenced  his-  labors  a  few  weeks  subsequent  to  its  organiza- 
tion. New  as  it  is,  and  starting  as  it  did  under  very  peculiar  circumstances, 
its  present  condition  is  matter  of  praise  and  thanksgiving  to  Almighty  G^d. 
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The  ability  of  the  parish  to  erect  a  Church  edifice,  perhaps  need  not  be 
questioned  ;  but  at  present  the  congregation  occuf^  a  spacious  and  well  ar- 
ranged room  in  an  "  upper  loft,"  **  according  to  the  Scriptures."  We  are  un- 
<ler  no  pecuniary  pressure,  and  enjoy  great  peace  and  union  among  ourselves. 
Our  assemblies  are  very  respectable  as  to  numbers  and  intelligence.  We  love 
cur  Holy  Zion,  and  rejoice  in  being  able  to  say,  that  in  a  happy  degree,  **  God 
is  with  us."  It  is  our  purpose  as  we  advance  in  age,  and  gather  more  strength, . 
to  "  do  what  we  can  "  in  promoting  the  objects  contemplated  by  the  Great 
Shepherd  of  souls,  in  the  establishment  of  his  Church  on  earth.  We  ask  of 
oar  brethren  an  interest  in  their  prayers,  and  a  place  in  their  sympathies.

Deeply  impressed  with  the  force  and  truthfulness  of  the  decision  of  the 
House  of  Bishops,  and  what  is  said  in  the  pastoral  letter  of  the  General  Con* 
vention  of  1817,  on  the  subject  of  worldly  pleasures,  we  would  call  tlie  atten- 
tion of  the  Church  to  the  subject  at  this  time.     We  have  had  too  much  occa- 
sion of  late  to  observe  a  growing  lazness  on  the  part  of  parents  to  the  conse- 
quences of  allowing  their  children  to  engage  in  the  fascinations  of  the  dance, 
and  to  visit  such  improper  places  as  the  Circus.     That  any  who  profess  to  be 
under  the  solemn  vows  of  confirmation  should  enter  into  these  things,  is 
strange  indeed  j  yet  such  is  the  power  of  the  world,  and  so  various  the  wiles 
of  the  devil,  that  even  such   may  be  inclined  to  look  with  a  favorable  eye  on 
what  they  may  call  "  innocent  recreations  ;"  —  but  we  are  of  opinion  tliat  no 
consistent  Christian  parents  can,  under  any  circumstances,  consent  that  their 
children  should  go  to  dancing  schools,  take  part  in  dancing  parties,  or  attend 
the  Theatre  or  the  Circus.      And  we  base  our  opinion  not  on  what  tlieie 
things  may  be  in  the  abstract,  or  what  they  might  possibly  be  made  under 
certain  circumstances,  but  on  what  they  are,  and  what  they  must  be,  so  long 
as  dancing  masters,  dancers  in  general,  and  theatrical  performers,  make  no 
profession  of  the  obligations  of  the  religion  which  we  hold  to  be  necessary  for 
the  happiness  of  our  children,  both  here  and  hereafter.     We  would  go  to  the 
bottom  of  this  mattf^r,  and  place  the  whole  subject  in  the  light  of  a  "  city  «et 
on  a  htll,  that  cannot  be  hid."     Baptized  children  are  folded  in  the  arms  of 
Christ,  and  placed  in  the  bosom  of  the  Church,  which  is  his  body,  to  be  kept 
from  the  iniluences  of  an  unsanctified  world,  and  to  be  brought  under  all  the 
holy  and  life-giving  influences  of  the  Church.     They  are,  therefore,  to  avoid 
all  things  contrary  to  their  profession,  and  to  follow  all  such  things  as  are 
agreeable  to  the  same ;  and  as  all  experience  and  observation,  and  every  one  s 
self  taught  moral  uense,  shrinks  from  all  places,  amusements  and  companies, 
which  are  under  the  direction  of  those  that  know  not  God,  and  obey  not  the 
gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  it  is  perjury,  and  ruinous   to  all  expecta- 
tions of  true  piety,  to  sanction  any  ainuseinents  whatever  of  a  public  nature, 
which  are  not  under  the  control  and  direction  of  those  that  fear  God  and  love 
the   {Saviour.     All   evil   communications  corrupt  good  manners  ;    and  what 
Christian  does  not  find  the   moral  atmo.sphiTe  of  fashionable  watering  places 
hurtful  to  the  soul,  and  even   the    necessary    intercourse  of  business  with 
worldly  men,  deadening  to  the  nflections  ? 

As  Christian  parents,  we  hold  that  we  have  no  right  to  put  obstacles  in  the 
way  of  the  salvation  of  our  children,  hut  on  the  contrary  are  under  the  high- 
est obligations  to  take  them  by  the  hand  and  lead  them  to  the  house  of  God, 
and  by  our  example  and  instruction,  to  help  them  in  early  life  to  become  chil- 
dren of  God,  by  faith  in   Christ  Jesus,  as   wqll  as  by   bringing  them  to  the 
font,  baptizing  them  into  Christ,  that  so  they  may  put  on  Christ ;  and  so  long  as 
the  world  reigns  over  the  public  amusoiiients  of  society,  we  say  as  did  Si. 
Faul  of  the  meat  and  wine,  which,  good  in  themselves,  and  good  under  other 
circumstances,  were  spoiled   by  being  offered  to  an  idol,  or  connected  witli  an 
exploded  Judaism,  **  touch  not,  taste  not,  handle  not  "     Better  to  sliut  up  our- 
selves in  our  houses  and  keep  our  children  from  knowing  that  there  is  a  world 
outside  of  the  walls  of  their  own  dwelling,  than  af\er  baptizing  them  into  the 
Church  of  Christ,  leave  them  to  the  unsanctified  iniluences  of  a  world  lying 
in  wickedness.     But  it  is  a  iibel  on  the  gospel  to  say  it  has  no  amusements 
which  it  can  sanctify.     Our  Saviour  went  to  a  marriage  at  Cana  of  Galilee, 
where  his  mother  had  the  direction  of  it,  and  the  servants  were  told  to  obey 
him  ;  and  so  Christians  have  only  to  provide  and  control  recreations,  as  well  as 
instructions,  for  their  children,  and  then  all  things  can  be  done  "  decently  and 
in  order,"  and  tlie  temples  of  the  Holy  Ghost  will  not  be  defiled  with   idols, 
and  our  children  may  learn  r<'j)entance  for  their  first  sin,  and  believe  on  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  as  soon  as  they  believe  in  a  parent's  love.

CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS 

OF   THE   PROTESTANT   EPISCOPAL   CHURCH   IN   THE    DIOCSSE    OF    OHIO. 


CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I. 

This  Church,  u  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  and  adopts  the  Constitution  of  that 
Church,  and  acknowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  on  the  second 
Thursday  after  the  first  Wednesday  in  September,  of  every  year,  unless  other- 
wise provided  by  a  preceding  Convention,  and  at  such  place  as  shall  in  like 
manner  be  provided.  But  if  the  place  should  not  be  appointed  by  the  pre- 
ceding Convention,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese ;  or  in 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee.  The 
Bishop,  with  such  clergymen  and  lay-delegates  as  shall  at  any  time  be  duly 
assembled  in  Convention,  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  provided,  that  in  a  case 
of  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  such  clergy- 
men and  lay-delegates  as  shall  duly  assemble,  constitute  a  quorum,  but  in  the 
latter  case  only  so  far  as  to  adjourn  to  the  next  day,  when,  if  the  absence^of 
the  Bishop  continue,  the  business  of  the  Convention  shall  proceed. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen.  The 
Bishop,  and  every  Minister  of  this  Diocese  canonically  in  charge  of  a  con- 
gregation in  union  with  this  Convention  —  or  employed  as  a  Missionary  under 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  —  or  regularly  engaged  as  an  in- 
structor in  any  incorporated  Seminary  of  learning,  or  who  is  prevented  by  age 
and  infirmities  from  the  public  services  of  the  ministry,  shall  be  members  of 
this  Convention,  provided  that  they  can  show  that  they  have  been  at  least 
six  months  in  the  Diocese  as  above  required.  Each  regularly  organized  church 
or  congregation  in  canonical  union  with  this  Church,  shall  send  to  the  Con- 
vention one  or  more  lay-delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  unless  when  two 
or  more  congregations  or  churches  are  united  under  one  vestry,  when  dele- 
gates, as  above  provided,  may  be  sent  from  each.  The  delegates  of  each  con- 
gregation or  church  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  only.  No  person  under 
ecclesiastical  censure  or  process  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  Special  Conventions  when  he  may 
judge  it  important  to  the  good  of  the  Church,  or  when  applied  to  for  that  pur- 
pose by  the  Standing  Committee  ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
or  the  continued  absence  of  the  Bishop  from  the  Diocese  for  six  months,  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  Special  Convention,  and  shall 
do  so,  if  applied  to  for  the  purpose  by  any  five  Presbyters  or  Vestries  of  the 
Diocese. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention,  and  shall  open,  or  cause  it  to 
be  opened  with  prayer.  If  there  be  no  Bishop  present,  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  to  order  by  the  Secretary,  and  shall  elect  a  President  from  among  the 
Presbyters. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

At  every  Annnal  Convention,  tide t  a.  viva  voce  nomination,  a  Secretary  shall 
be  chosen  who  shall  remain  in  otHce  until  the  next  Annual  Convention.  His 
duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes,  and  record  all  proceedings  of  the  Convention; 
to  attest  its  public  acts — preserve  its  records — notify  the  parishes  of  the  times 
and  places  of  all  stated  and  special  Conventions,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into 
the  hands  of  his  successor,  all  books  and  papers  relative  and  belonging  to  the 
Convention,  which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Officers  of  the  Convention,  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  elected  by  joint  ballot  of  the  clergy 
and  laity,  and  a  majority  of  votes  shaU  be  required  for  an  election.  In  case 
of  a  failure  or  omission  to  elect  any  officers  or  annual  committee,  the  persons 
last  elected  shall  continue  to  serve  till  others  be  chosen.  Elections  by  ballot 
may  be  dispensed  with  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  each  Annual  Convention,  and 
shall  consist  of  three  Clergymen  who  arc  Presbyters,  and  of  three  Laymen  who 
are  communicants  in  some  church  in  the  Diocese.  The  officers  of  said  com- 
mittee required  by  the  4th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  shall  be  ap- 
pointed at  their  first  meeting.  Any  three  of  the  committee,  the  whole  being 
summoned,  provided  one  be  a  Presbyter,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business  when  convened  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop.  At  all  other 
meetings,  a  majority  of  the  members  shall  be  necessary  to  a  quorum.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  this  committee  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all 
proceedings  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  to  preserve  the  originals  of 
all  papers  or  letters  addressed  to  the  committee,  to  attest  their  acts,  and  to 
deliver  to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  which  in  virtue  of  his  office  have 
been  committed  to  him.  The  minutes  of  the  committee  and  all  papers  in  their 
hands  relative  to  the  Church,  shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop 
and  of  the  Convention.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  committee  shall  be  sup- 
plied by  vote  of  the  remaining  members. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  Annual  Con- 
ventfbn — or  in  a  Special  Convention  called  for  that  purpose  at  least  sixty  days 
before  the  time  appointed,  the  object  being  stated  by  notice  in  writing,  and 
sent  by  the  secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  every  clergymen  and 
vestry  of  the  Diocese.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  as  follows  :  The 
clergy  shall  vote  by  ballot  for  some  suitable  person  for  the  office  of  Bishop, 
and  a  majority  of  the  clergy  present  shall  determine  the  choice.  A  nomina- 
tion thus  made  shall  be  communicated  to  the  lay-members,  who  shall  pro- 
ceed to  vote  by  ballot  whether  to  receive  or  reject  it,  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
be  necessary  to  confirm  the  election. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  clergy  and  lay  delegates  in  Convention  shall  deliberate  in  one  body, 
and  shall  vote  as  such  on  all  questions  not  otherwise  provided  for;  except 
when  a  vote  by  Orders  is  called  for  by  five  members.  In  such  case,  the  con- 
currence of  both  Orders  shall  be  necessary  to  give  validity  to  a  measure — 
and  on  every  question  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present,  or,  if  required 
by  five,  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present  of  the  two  Orders,  respective* 
ly,  shall  decide. 

ARTICLE  XL 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows :  A  proposition 
for  amendment  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  in  writing,  and  if  approv- 
ed, shall  lie  over  till  the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  if  then  approved  by 
two-thirds  of  the  two  Orders  voting  separately,  the  change  shall  take  place  ; 
and  the  Constitotion  thus  altered  shall  be  obligatory. 
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CANONS. 


CANON  I. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman  not  being  a  Bishop. 

SrcT.  1.  Whenever  any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  the  Diocese  shall  b« 
thoticrht  to  be  g:uilty  of  any  misconduct  for  which,  according  to  Canon 
XXXVlI.of  the  General  Convention,  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  application  shall 
be  made  in  writing,  with  the  name  of  every  one  engaged  in  the  application 
lubscribed,  to  the  Standing  Committee,  and  if  it  appear  to  them  that  the  e?i- 
dence  is  sufficient  to  demand  a  trial,  they  shall  forthwith  present  the  clergj- 
man  to  the  Bishop,  accordingly  ;  the  presentment  bein^  made  in  writing,  and 
specifying  with  as  much  accuracy  as  possible,  the  offence  or  offences,  with 
particulars  of  time,  place  and  circumstances;  and  every  clergyman  of  this 
Diocese  may  for  himself  request  of  the  Standing  Committee  the  inquiry  pro- 
vided for  in  this  section,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  instituted  and  shall  proceed 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 

Skct.  2.  Presentment  being  made,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the 
presentment  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  also  nominate  eight  Pres- 
byters entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to 
be  served  on  the  accused,  provided  that  no  member  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee who  may  have  joined  in  the  presentment  be  included  in  such  nomination. 
Out  of  the  Presbyters  so  nominated,  the  accused  shall  select  five  and  notiff 
their  names  in  writing,  to  the  Bishop,  within  thirty  days  after  the  serving  afore- 
said And  if  he  does  not  give  such  notification  within  said  time,  the  Bishop 
shall  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected,  shall  form  a  Board  for  the  tri- 
al of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall 
.  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time  and  from  place  to 
place,  (but  always  within  this  Diocese,)  as  they  shall  think  necessary. 

Sect.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  shall  be  served,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused ; 
and  also  on  the  Standing  Committee,  who  by  their  President,  or  one  of  their 
number  whom  they  may  appoint  for  the  purpose,  shall  prosecute  the  case  and 
present  such  oral  or  documentary  evidence  to  substantiate  the  accusation  as 
they  may  be  able  to  obtain. 

Skct.  4.  If  at  the  time  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  whole  num- 
ber be  not  present,  then  those  present  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  ;  and  if 
it  shall  appear  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasona- 
ble time,  those  who  do  attend,  being  not  fewer  than  three,  shall  proceed  to  tri- 
al, and  a  majority  shall  decide  all  questions  and  render  judgment. 

Skct.  5.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall,  before  the  appointment  of  a  Board 
for  his  trial,  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts  of  which  he  is  accused,  the  Bishop 
may  immediately  proceed  to  pass  sentence ;  if  he  shall  not  thus  confess,  he  shall 
be  considered  as  pleading  not  guilty. 

Skct.  G.  In  case  a  clerfryman,  presented  and  notified  as  above  directed, 
shall  not  appear  before  the  Board  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Board  may  pro- 
ceed as  if  he  were  present,  unless  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day. 
And  if  the  accused  shall  nejrlect  or  refuse  to  appear  before  the  Board,  ailer 
due  presentment  and  notification,  and  no  sufficient  reason  for  such  neglect  or 
refusal  be  piven,  the  Board  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  and 
sentence  of  suspension  from  the  ministry  shall  pass  against  him  accordingly; 
but  the  sentence  may  be  reversed  by  the  Bishop,  if  within  three  calendar 
months  the  accused  gliall  tender  himself  ready,  and  accordingly  appear  and 
receive  his  trial ;  but  if  he  shall  not  so  tender  himself,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of 
the  acts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  shall  proceed,  if  he  think  proper,  to  pass 
sentence  of  degradation  from  the  ministry. 

Sect.  7.  At  their  first  meeting  the  Board  shall  choose  a  President  from 
their  own  number,  and  a  Secretary  who  shall  be  from  their  own  number  or 
otherwise,  as  they  determine,  and   before  proceeding  to  trial  thej  shall  adopt 
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and  declare  the  rulei  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted  ;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  layman  shall  advocate  for  either  party  in  the  trial  —  though  both 
parties  may,  at  tlieir  option,  employ  or  consult  legal  or  other  advisers. 

Sect.  8.  When  the  Board  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evidence 
as  may  be  produced  —  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  Sec- 
retary, and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively ;  and  some  ofhcer  author- 
ized by  law  to  administer  oaths  may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to 
administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses ;  and  the  examination  of  wit- 
nesses,  and  all  the  proceedings  of  the  trial,  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  bj 
the  accused. 

Sect.  9.  Application  being  made  to  the  Bishop  by  either  party,  setting 
forth,  satisfactorily,  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  procured  upon  tho 
trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  some  clergyman  or  layman  to  act  as  a  commis- 
sioner to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness  ;  and  the  party  applying  as  above 
shall  give  to  the  other  party  at  lleast  five  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the  person  or  persons  on  whom  the  notice  shall 
be  served  reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  ad- 
ditional day's  notice,  exclusive  of  Sunday,  shall  be  given  for  every  additional 
twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine 
the  witness ;  and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  Commissioner,  and  en- 
closed under  his  «eal  and  transmitted  to  the  Board  and  received  by  them  as 
evidence.  A  witness  examined  before  such  commissioner  may  be  sworn  or 
affirmed  in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sect.  10.  The  Board,  after  considering  the  evidence,  shall  declare  in 
a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges 
contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the  accused 
guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectively ;  which  decision,  together 
with  the  evidence  and  an  attested  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  Bishop,  accompanied  with  an  opinion  of  the  Board  as  to  what 
sentence  should  be  pronounced  ;  whereupon  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such 
sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the  same  do  not  ex- 
ceed in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Board,  and  such  sentence 
shall  be  final.  But  the  Bishop,  if  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant 
a  new  trial  to  the  accused ;  in  which  case  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters  shall  be 
appointed,  including  none  of  those  who  sat  upon  the  former  trial,  before 
which  Board  the  proceedings  shall  be  conducted  as  before  provided. 

Sect.  11.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  connected  by  consanguinity  or 
affinity  with  the  party  accused,  he  may  request  some  other  Bishop  to  express 
his  judgment  on  the  decision  of  the  Board,  to  which  judgment  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  shall  conform  in  passing  sentence  or  granting  a  new  trial.  And 
if  the  Diocese  be  vacant,  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall,  re- 
quest the  services  of  such  Bishop  as  they  may  find  most  convenient  for  the 
performance  of  all  such  acts  as  are  by  this  Canon  required  to  be  done  by  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  II. 
Of  the  Vestry  of  a  Church, 

Sect.  1.  In  every  church  of  this  Diocese,  after  prayer,  there  shall  be  an 
annual  election,  on  £aster  Monday,  of  a  Vestry,  consisting  of  not  less  than 
five,  and  not  more  than  ten  members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  till  their 
successors  are  appointed.  Two  of  these  vestrymen  shall  be  designated  on  the 
ballot  to  serve  as  Wardens ;  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  the  Senior 
Warden  of  the  Parish,  who,  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  shall  preside  at 
meetings  of  the  Vestry.  In  his  absence  the  Junior  Warden  shall  preside. 
The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  and  record 
the  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Vestry,  preserve 
all  records  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Parish,  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall 
be  legally  assigned  him,  and  faitlifully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor 
all  books  and  documents  belonging  to  the  Parish  that  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Sect.  2.    In  electing  a  Vestry,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  has

not  signed  the  Articlei  of  Parochial  Affociation,  and  who  if  not  a  holder  or 
renter  of  one  entire  pew  ;  and  when  two  or  more  persons  shall  hold  or  rent  a 
pew,  they  shall  be  entitled  jointly  to  one  vote ;  nor  shall  any  person  vote  in  a 
parish  of  which  he  is  not  a  bona  fide  member.  In  those  parishes  in  which 
there  are  no  pews  held  or  rented,  or  where  pews  are  held  subject  to  no  tax  or 
assessment,  no  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  is  not  a  contributor  to 
the  church  to  such  an  amount  as  the  respective  parishes  shall  appoint. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  Vestryman  who  is  not  a  pewholder, 
or  a  qualified  voter  in  the  parish  for  which  be  is  elected,  and  a  bona  fide  mem- 
ber thereof. 

Sect.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the  property 
of  the  Church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to  elect  and  call  a  Minis- 
ter and  provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  keep  order  in  the  Church  during  the 
celebration  of  divine  worship,  and,  in  general,  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  Minis- 
ter in  whatever  is  appropriate  to  laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  gospel; 
it  being  understood,  always,  that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  Church  are  un- 
der the  exclusive  direction  of  the  minister,  in  subordination  to  the  ecclesiasti- 
cal authority  and  laws  of  the  Diocese. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  the  elements  for 
the  Lord's  Supper  —  to  collect  the  alms  at  the  administration  of  the  same, 
to  keep  and  disburse  such  alms  in  case  the  Church  is  destitute  of  a  minister — 
and  while  the  Church  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration 
of  public  worship  and  the  instruction  of  the  congregation,  by  occasional  cleri- 
cal services  or  by  lay-reading  as  the  circumstances  may  permit. 

Meetings  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  called  by  the  Rector,  or  in  his  absence 
by  the  Senior  Warden ;  and  the  Rector,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Senior  Warder 
shall  call  meetings  at  the  request  of  two  members  of  the  Vestry.  And  the 
Vestry  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  at  their  pleasure. 

(Parishes  now  incorporated  are  excepted  from  any  parts  of  tbif  Canon  in- 
terfering  with  their  Articles  of  Association  or  By-laws.) 

CANON  III. 
Of  the  Admission  of  a  Church  or  Congrefration  into  Union  with  the  Protesfant 

Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

To  enable  a  Church  or  Congregation  to  be  received  into  union  with  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  it  shall  be  necessary  that  the  Vestry  submit  to  the 
Convention  their  Articles  of  Association ;  or,  if  incorporated,  their  Charter, 
or  a  copy  thereof,  duly  authenticated  accordincr  to  law  ;  and  further  that  it  be 
made  to  appear  that  such  Church  or  congregation  has  acceded  to  the  doctrines, 
discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese.  A  certificate  shall  also  be 
produced  from  the  Bishop — or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
Episcopate — from  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee,  that  notice  was  giv- 
en him  or  them,  at  least  one  month  before  the  Convention,  of  the  organization 
having  taken  place. 

CANON  IV. 
Of  Attendance  on  Convention^  and  Requisites  for  the  Admission  of  Lay-Deputies. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  clergymen,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention, 
to  attend  the  same,  and  of  every  church  or  congregation  in  union  with  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  to  send  one  or  more  Lay-Delegates  to  the  Convention, 
not  exceeding  three,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  from  among  the  com- 
municants of  the  church  or  congregation  to  be  represented,  and  ghall  exhibit 
to  the  Convention  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  by 
the  Rector,  or  by  one  of  the  Wardens,  in  substance  as  follows: — 

This  is  to  certify  that  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of 
Chufch,  held  on  the  day  of  A.  B.,  who 

is  a  communicant  of  good  standing  in  said  Church,  was  appointed  a  Lay-Del- 
egate to  represent  the  same  in  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  to  be  holden  on  the  day  of 

in  the  year  of  our  Lord  Signed 

Parishes  already  incorporated  are  excepted  from  so  much  of  the  above  Canon, 
as  would  interfere  Yi'\\.\i\l\c\t  axWcXea^t  \xi^or^QT«>A»ti  ^\  K^v^v^NSntv. 
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CANON  V. 
A  hist  to  be  made  of  the  Ministers  in  the  Diocese. 

Sect.  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of  thii 
Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  List  of  tbe  Ministers  canon- 
ically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  Cures 
or  Parishes  or  stations  as  Missionaries ;  or  of  the  institutions  of  learning  dulj 
incorporated,  in  which  they  are  engaged — and  in  regard  to  such  as  are  not  en- 
gaged in  parishes  or  missions,  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above,  their  pla- 
ces of  residence  only, — specifying  at  the  same  time  who  of  any  class  are  Dea- 
cons :  but  no  clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  ministry,  shall  have  a  place 
on  such  list.  And  such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention,  immediately 
after  it  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members 
called  therefrom.  The  same  shall  be  appended  to  the  Journal  and  sent  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sect.  2.  When  the  right  of  any  Clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  is 
disputed,  it  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  third  arti- 
cle of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself,  whether  bis  name  be  insert- 
ed in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

CANON  VI. 
Of  Parish  Registers  and  Parochial  Reports. 

Sect.  1.  Every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  keep  a  Register  of  all  the 
Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages  and  Funerals,  solemnized  by  him,  or  in 
his  parish  by  any  other  Episcopal  Minister:  specifying  the  names  and  times 
of  birlh  of  the  children  baptized,  together  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and 
sponsors ;  the  names  of  the  adults  baptized,  and  also  of  the  witnesses  of  tlie 
baptism  ;  the  names  of  those  confirmed,  and  by  whom ;  the  names  of  the  par- 
ties married,  and  of  persons  buried  ;  and  also  the  time  of  each  rite  respectively. 
This  Register  shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose, 
and  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  the  Church  which  he  serves  :  which  book  shall 
be  called  the  Parish  Register,  and  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  records 
of  the  Parish. 

Sect.  2.  In  addition  to  the  register  above  named,  the  Minister  of  each 
Parish  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  communicants  and  of  families  within  his  cure, 
specifying  the  time  when  the  former  became  communicants  of  the  Church 
under  his  charge,  and  whether  by  removal  from  the  communion  of  some  other 
Church  or  otherwise. 

Sect.  3.  Every  Minister  of  this  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  day  of 
every  annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  condition  of 
the  Parish,  according  to  such  form  as  shall  be  furnished  by  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  VII. 
Of  V^acant  Congregations. 

Whenever  a  parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  im- 
mediately to  give  notice  to  the  Bishop. 

CANON  VIII. 
Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

The  Convention  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  annual  meeting,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  7th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  four  clergymen,  out  of 
Presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  four  laymen,  who  shall  be 
in  irnod  standing  as  communicants  in  some  church  in  union  witli  the  Diocese, 
to  act  as  deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention ;  which  depu- 
ties shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  chosen.  And  it  shall  b^ 
the  duty  of  the  deputies  elect  to  signify  to  the  Bishop,  on  some  day  at  least 
three  weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  whether  they  will 
attend  or  not  to  the  duties  of  their  office.  In  default  of  which  signification, 
or  in  case  of  the  declining  of  any  to  attend  the  General  Convention,  the 
Standing  Committee,  on  notification  from  the  Bishop^  shall  ^t<Me«d\n%?^\!c^^^^ 
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at  man  J  clerical  or  lay  deputies  as  may  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  full  repre- 
sentation of  the  Diocese ;  and  the  person  or  persons  so  delegated,  being  fur- 
nished with  the  certificate  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall 
have  all  the  rijzhts  of  deputies  elected  by  the  Convention.  In  case  of  a  va- 
cancy in  the  Episcopate,  the  notification  on  the  part  of  the  deputies  elect, 
above  required,  shall  be  made  to  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  Lay  Readers, 

None  shall  be  considered  as  authorized  to  officiate  as  a  Lay  Reader  in  this 
Diocese,  except  in  cases  of  particular  emergency,  without  a  written  license 
from  the  Bishop ;  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  from  the  Stand- 
ing  Committee ;  and  Lay  Readers  shall  in  all  cases  conform  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Ilth  Canon  of  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  X. 

Of  preparing  a  Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

In  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  recommendation  contained  in  the  51st 
Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  a  committee  of  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese  shall  be  appointed  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  same,  next  before  every 
stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  to  draft,  with  the  advice  and  ap- 
probation  of  the  Bishop,  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Church,  to  be  presented 
to  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  XI. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

Sect.  1.  In  addition  to  the  duties  assigned  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention in  the  6th  article  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  made  his  duty  to  send  to 
the  minister,  or  in  case  there  be  no  minister,  to  the  wardens  of  each  parish  in 
union  with  the  Convention,  not  less  than  four  weeks  before  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Convention,  a  notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  said  meeting, 
together  with  the  form  of  a  parochial  report ;  and  a  form  by  which  to  certify 
the  appointment  of  lay  deputies,  together  with  the  assessment  laid  upon  the 
parish  for  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

S£CT.  2.  He  shall  transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every 
Diocesan  Convention,  a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  this  Dio- 
cese, as  well  as  of  any  charge  or  pastoral  letter  recently  published,  and  to 
the  General  Convention  a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  clerical  and  lay 
deputies. 

CANON  XII. 

Of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

Sect.  1.  At  every  stated  Convention  there  shall  bo  elected  a  Treasurer  of 
the  Convention,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys 
collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and  of  which  the  collection 
and  distribution  shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated.  liis  accounts  shall  be  ren- 
dered annually  to  the  Convention  and  examined  by  a  committee  of  the  same. 

Sect.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  sup- 
plied by  a  person  chosen  by  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall  continue  in 
office  until  an  election  is  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  XIIL 

Of  Missions,  and  of  Education  for  the  Ministry. 

Sect.  1.  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  missionary  institution, 
and  every  part  thereof  pledged  by  the  Christian  profession  to  the  support  of 
the  missionary  work;  and  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  being 
absolutely  necessary  to  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel  in  the  same  work,  it  is 
solemnly  urjrcd  upon  every  member  of  the  Church  that  ho  consider  his 
Christian  profession  as  involving  direct  obligation  to  promote  these  objcota. 
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SscT.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  in  this  Diocese  to  instruct 
the  people  of  his  charge  in  relation  to  these  objects.  And  it  is  recommended 
to  every  member  of  the  Church  to  lay  by  him,  on  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
in  store  for  these  purposes,  as  God  hath  prospered  him,  according  to  the  apos- 
tolic direction:  —  1  Cor.  xvi.  1. 

Skct.  3.  There  shall  be  appointed,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention, a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  ez-officio,  and 
eight  other  members  —  four  clerical,  four  lay  —  elected  by  ballot,  to  be  called 
the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee ;  to  whom  shall  be  committed  the 
appointment  and  regulation  of  beneficiaries,  the  appointment  of  missionaries, 
and  missionary  stations,  and  the  making  of  all  appropriations  of  money  for 
either  object. 

Sect.  4.  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  the  contributors  to  designate  to  which 
purpose,  and  also  to  which  branch  of  the  missionary  cause,  if  such  be  the 
designation,  their  contribution  shall  be  applied.  If  no  designation  be  made, 
it  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee. 

Sect.  5.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  preside  in  all  meetings  of  the 
Committee  when  he  is  present;  if  absent,  a  chairman  pro  tern,  shall  be  ap- 
pointed. 

Sect.  6.  The  Committee  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  place,  and  on  the 
first  day,  of  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  at  such  other  times 
and  places  as  the  President  may  from  time  to  time  appoint,  or  as  may  be  found 
convenient  on  their  own  adjournment.  Four  attending  members  shall  be  a 
quorum ;  and  every  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

Sect.  7.  No  beneficiary  or  missionary  shall  be  appointed  without  the 
written  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  of 
the  Standing  Committee  of  the  same  ]  which  consent  shall  be  entered  on  the 
minutes. 

Sect.  8.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  Secretary  of  the 
same  shall  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  year  then  terminated; 
which,  with  the  Treasurer's  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  shall  be 
laid  before  the  Convention,  and  published  in  its  Journal,  either  entire  or  m 
part. 

Sect.  9.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who 
shall  be  ez-officio  members  of  the  Committee.  Vacancies  during  the  recess 
of  the  Convention  may  be  supplied  by  the  Committee.  No  moneys  shalt  be 
paid  by  the  Treasurer,  but  by  an  order  of  the  Committee,  signed  by  the 
President. 

CANON  XIV. 

For  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate. 

Sect.  1.  Every  minister  shall,  on  or  about  the  first  day  of  March  of  every 
year,  solicit  the  sum  of  one  dollar  from  each  communicant,  whom  he  may 
deem  able  to  pay  the  same,  and  transmit  the  amount  so  obtained  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sect.  2.  On  or  about  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year,  the  Vestry 
of  every  parish  shall,  through  their  parish  collector,  or  otherwise,  solicit  from 
every  householder  or  pewholder,  who  is  not  a  communicant,  the  like  sum  of 
one  dollar,  to  be  transmitted  forthwith  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sect.  3.  Out  of  the  sum  so  received  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  to  the  Bishop 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum ;  the  sum  to  be  paid  in  equal  semi- 
annual instalments. 

CANON  XV. 

Of  Lay  Discipline. 

Sect.  1.  Any  communicant  who  shall  absent  himself  for  one  year  from 
the  communion,  without  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Rector,  may  be  suspended 
from  the  communion. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  application  of  any  communicant  not  under  ecclesiasti- 
cal censure,  to  the  minister  of  his  parish,  or  in  case  there  be  no  minister,  to 
the  senior,  or  in  hia  absence  the  junior  warden,  for  that  purpose,  it  shall  be 
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the  duty  of  such  minister  or  warden  to  give  such  applicant  a  certificate  of 
good  standing  as  a  communicant.  And  no  communicant  of  one  parish  shall 
be  admitted  to  record  as  a  communicant  in  any  other,  without  producing  satiS" 
factory  testimonials  of  being  a  communicant  in  good  standing,  to  the  minister 
of  the  parish  with  which  he  or  she  may  wish  to  unite.  But  in  case  such 
minister  or  warden  shall,  in  consequence  of  the  applicant  being  under  cen- 
sure, refuse  to  give  such  certificate,  he  shall  give  to  the  applicant  the  reasons 
for  his  refusal  in  writing.  ' 

CANON  XVI. 

Of  Contingent  Expenses. 

There  shall  be  annually  assessed  by  the  Convention,  upon  the  several 
parishes  in  the  Diocese,  according  to  their  ability,  an  amount  sufficient  to  de- 
fray the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church.  The  money  thus  raised  and 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Convention  shall  be  applied  to  the  following  ob« 
jects :  1 .  To  defray  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  to  the  General 
Convention.  2.  To  pay  the  postages  of  the  Bishop.  3.  To  pay  the  quota 
assessed  on  the  several  churches  in  the  Diocese  by  each  General  Convention, 
for  the  contingent  expenses  thereof.  4.  To  pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of 
the  Convention,  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  ordered  bv  the  Conven- 
tion. 5.  To  defray  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the 
General  Convention,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  to  eaofi  delegate.  6.  To  pay 
the  traveling  expenses  of  presbyters  attending  ecclesiastical  trials. 

CANON  XVII. 

Of  Alterations  in  the  Canons  and  Additions  thereto. 

No  proposition  to  alter  or  add  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Convention,  except  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  after  one  day  s 
notice  thereof,  given  in  open  Convention ;  nor  (unless  by  unanimous  con- 
sent,) until  it  shall  have  been  reported  on  by  a  committee  of  at  least  two 
clergymen  and  two  laymen.  Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted 
during  the  same  Convention,  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  not 
concur  therein;  but  in  such  case  the  same  (unless  negatived  by  a  majority  of 
the  votes,)  sliall  lie  over  for  consideration  till  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Convention. 

CANON  XVIII. 

Repealing  of  former  Canons. 

All  former  Canons  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  repealed. 


[E.] 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

I.  The  business  of  every  day  Hhall  be  introduced  by  prayer. 

II.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue  stand- 
ing, or  shall  aAerwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

in.  After  the  first  day,  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read  each 
jnorninfr,  corrected,  if  nccespary,  and  approved.  Before  the  rismg  of  the 
Convention  the  v,ho!c  proceedings  of  the  sittings  shall  be  read. 

IV.  No  member  shall  absent  liimself  from  the  service  of  the  House,  un- 
less he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

V.  At  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  when  the  President  has  taken  the 
chair,  the  Secretary  of  the  preceding  Convention,  if  present — if  not,  sonic 
other  person  appointed  by  the  Chair — shall  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy  en- 
titlod  to  t*eais,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  ihe  names  of  those  present.  He  shall 
then  call  the  names  of  the  parishei  entitled  to  representation  ;  and  the  Lay 
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Delegate!  of  each  parish  shall  place  their  certificates  on  the  Secretary's  table; 
after  which  the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention  to  be  duly  organized 
and  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

VI.  The  first  business  of  the  Convention  shall  be  the  election  by  ballot  of 
a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  assistant.  Afler  which  the 
President  shall  appoint — 1st,  A  Committee  of  Examination^  to  consist  of  two 
clergymen  and  one  laymen,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  matters  relative  to 
the  right  of  membership  and  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates,  and  incorporation 
of  Churches,  and  their  admission  into  union  with  tlie  Convention.  2nd,  A 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  to  consist  of  one  clergyman  and  one  lay- 
man. After  the  Committee  of  Examination  has  reported  the  names  of  the 
Lay  Delegates  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  the  President  shall  appoint 
the  following  Standing  Committees :  A  Committee  of  Finance,  to  consist  of 
one  clergyman  and  two  laymen ;  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  Treasurer's 
report  and  Assessment  of  the  parishes,  and  all  matters  of  a  financial  nature 
not  specifically  referred  to  any  other  committee.  2nd,  A  Committee  on  Mis- 
sions, to  consist  of  two  clergymen  and  one  layman,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
the  report  of  the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee  of  the  diocese,  and  all 
other  matters  pertaining  to  these  subjects.  3d,  A  Committee  on  Canons,  to 
consist  of  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen,  to  whom  new  Canons  and  all 
alterations  and  amendments  of  existing  Canons  shall  be  referred. 

VI [.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
House,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confin- 
ing himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

VIII.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate  with- 
out leave  of  the  House. 

IX.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  con- 
tinue in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

X.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question  is  pat, 
shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  dis- 
cussion. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the 
House,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate,  unless  it  should  be  on  a  mo- 
tion for  reconsideration,  which  motion  can  only  be  made  by  a  member  voting 
in  the  majority  on  the  question  proposed  to  be  reconsidered. 

XII.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House,  unless  seconded, 
and,  when  required,  reduced  to  writing.  | 

XIII.  ^Vhen  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be 
made,  except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit  or  postpone  it;  but  a  motion  to 
adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  before  the  original  mo- 
tion. 

XIV.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  other- 
wise ordered. 

XV.  When  the  House  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his  seat 
until  the  President  leaves  his  chair. 

XVI.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese  but  not  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to 
the  Diocese,  and  candidates  for  holy  orders  in  the  same,  shall  be  admitted  to 
the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal,  but 
without  the  right  of  taking  any  part  in  its  proceedings. 

XVII.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  the 
Rules  of  Order  of  all  future  Conventions,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and 
the  same  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  each  Convention.
